OBITUARY REFERENCE 

MR. SPEAKER: Honourable Mem¬ 
bers, as we meet today after an 
interval of nearly months, I have 
to inform the House of the sad demise 
of three of our former colleagues, 
namely. Shrl P. Kunhiraman, Dr. A. 
Ramaswami Mudaliar and Shri T. Nagi 
Reddy. 

Shri P. Kunhiraman was a Member 
of the Constituent Assembly and 
Provisional Parliament during the 
years 1946—^82. An eminent lawyer, 

he took part in the country's freedom 
struggle and suffered imprisonment in 
1942. As a social worker and trade 
; uniemist, he was associated with a 
i number of educational institutions and 
> Employees’ Unions. He played an 
important role in the local affairs of 
Tellicherry and held several offices in 
the local bodie® there. He passed 
away at TeUlqherry on the 18th June, 

11976 at the age of 81. 

I Dr. Ramaswami Mudaliar was at 
I otftetanding administrator, politician, 
educationist and industrialist and 
occupied a prominent position in aU 
walks of life 1^ amociated with 
in India qnd abroad. A man with a 
very Itmg dnd dislinifuished parUa- 
mentavy cturaiMr, ha mtas ftr*t elected 


to the Madras Legislative Council in 
1921 and was its Member till 1926. 
Later, he was a Member of the Council 
of State in 1930, of the Central 
Legislative Assembly during 1930—34 
and J 939—47, of ihe Constituent 
Assembly during 1947-48 and of Rajya 
Sabha from 1952 to 1962. A man of 
versatile ability, he was Dewan of the 
former Mysore State during the years 
1946—49; honorary editor of Justice, 
an organ of the Justice Party, from 
1927 to 1935, founder-president of the 
Council of Scientific and Industrial 
Research and Vice-Chancellor of the 
University of Travancore during 
1951 -58. He was the first Indian to 
have the distinction of having been 
appointed a member of the Imperial 
War Cabinet and Pacific War Council 
during 1942-43. He was Supply 
Member of the Governor-General’s 
Executive Council from 1943 to 1946 
and was also in charge of Planning 
and Development. In whatever field 
he worked, he earned great name for 
his ability and efficiency. He held 
several assignments in UNO and war: 
also associated with various Inter¬ 
national conferences.. He was the 
leader of the Indian delegations to the 
British Commonwealth Relations Con¬ 
ference held in Toronto in 1933 and 
the United Nations Conference held in 
San Fransisco in 1945. He led the 
Indian Food delegation lo the United 
Kingilom and USA in 1946. He .served 
as President of the United Nations 
Economic and Social CouncU in 
1946-47 and was its senior Vice- 
President during 1950-51. For his 
meritorious services to the country, 
1» was awarded Padma Vibhushan in 

1970 . 
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He passed away at Madras on the 
17th July, 1976 at the of 89. In 
his death, the country has lost one of 
the most versatile and distinguished 
figures. 

Shri T. Nagi Jleddy was elected to 
the Second Lok Sabha in 1957 from 
Anantapur Constituency of Andhra 
Pradesh but he ceased to be a member 
of Lok Sabha in 1962 on his election 
to the Andhra Pradesh Legislative 
Ai^embly. He had also been a Member 
■of the Madras I,egislature during 
1952—54 and was leader of the Legis¬ 
lature Communist Party. He was also 
"leader of the Opposition in the Andhra 
Xegislature. A seasoned politician and 
a man fully devoted to the ideals he 
cherished, Shri Nagi Reddy passed 
away on the 28th July, 1976, in a 
hospital in Hyderabad. 

We deeply mourn the loss of these 
triends and I am sure the House will 
join me in conveying our condolence; 
to the bereaved families.

SHRI B. S. BHAURA: 

Will the Minister of PETROLEUM 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government propose to 
uUy take over Oil India Limited; and 

(b) if so, the quantum of compensa¬ 
tion proposed to be paid to its share¬ 
holders? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
(SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA); (a) and 
(b). Negotiations for acquiring effective 
control over Oil India Limited are in 
progress. 

SHRI P. GANGA REDDY; May I 
know from the hon. Minister the stage 
of the negotiations and also the time 
when a decision will be taken? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: All I can 
say is that negotiations are going cm 
with BOC. It is a basic partner in the 
OIL and they are negotiating on their 
behalf. We shall try to finalise the 
arrangements very soon. 

SHRT P. GANGA RPJJDY; May I 
know whether it would not be advis¬ 
able for our country to get them as 
partners and take advanced technology 
from them in the matters of ofl-shore 
exploration? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA; 1 have 
already mentioned that we are trying 
to acquire effective control over OIL 
and that should be sufficient for the 
time being. 

SIIRI B. S. BHAURA: After taking 
over Oil India Limited, what will be 
the status of the agency that take* it 
over? Will it be a second piR^o 
undertaking or will it be part the 
ONGC? ‘ 
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SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: It is a 
little premature to commit the govern¬ 
ment on any of these aspects. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
May I know what the hon. Minister 
means when he says ‘efTective control’ 
because there also we have majority 
shares in Oil India or it is 49, Does 
the hon. Minister want to tell us that 
the government wants to have majo¬ 
rity share? The hon. Minister must 
be aware that a few employees of Oil 
India take the highest salary and 
perquisites and among four or five of 
them they take about 4-5 lakhs of 
rupees annually. Could the hon. 
Minister g^ve the House an idea of 
what ‘effective control’ means? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: At present 
we are 50 : 60 partners with OIL, 
equal partners. It creates problems 
for having effective control over the 
OIL. The intention of the government 
is to have effective control with a 
view to see that the company which 
emerges out as a resvflt of our agree¬ 
ment is able to carry on oil exploration, 
production, etc. and all that goes into 
it very effectively under the control 
of the government consistent with the 
policy that is pursued by the govern¬ 
ment. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI: Do our 
negotiations for taking over Oil India 
depend upon the conclusion of nego¬ 
tiations with the Assam Oil Company 
or its taking over, since BOC ate also 
ccHicemed with that company? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA; Negotia¬ 
tions with Burma Oil Company have 
to be held in prder to have effective 
contrtg over it because the Assam Oil 
Company is an effective partner in 
this whole concern. Therefore, the 
Burma OU Ccnmany have to come into 
it BO fer %« negc^iaticms are concerned.

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA; 
In the Minister’s statement it is men¬ 
tioned that something has been done 
iin the case of the loyal employees. 
Does it mean that the other employetee 
are not loyal? What is their stand? 
Secondly, has employlnent been given 
to the sons and r’eilativcs of these loyal 
employees who helped the govern¬ 
ment to break the strike, denying the 
claims of the bona fide persons who 
had otherwise qualified, themselves for 
employment? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAPI QURESHI: 
'The definition of loyal employees is 
those employees who saved the coun¬ 
try frran going towards chaos and 
confusion. And they di^ not listen to 
the dictates of those un-social ele¬ 
ments who were out to destroy the 
economy of the country. Those peo¬ 
ple who have been found to be guilty 
of participating in the illegal strike 
and indulging in sabotage and violence 
will have no place in the Railwa 3 rs. 


Agencies of Cooking Gas produced by 

Calfez and Hindustan Petroleum 
Corporation 

•7. SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA: 
Will the Minister of PETROLEUM be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether the wholesale agencies 
for cooking gas produced by M/a Cal- 
tex India Limited and M/s Hindustan 
Petroleum Corporation is under tho 
monopoly of only two or tfaucae con¬ 
cerns in the country from the very 
beginning; and 

(b) if so, the ratp per ton at which 
the wholesalers lift IPQ in bulk from 
the. refineries; the ..rate, per . ton at 
wWch the wholesalers beU % c^- 
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<iers to the retail agents; and the rate 
per ton paid by the consumere to the 
retail agents? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
<SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): (a) and 
(b), A statement giving the required 
information is placed on the Table of 
the House. 

Statement 

(a) M/s. Caltex market cooking gas 
partly through a netwoi-k of distribu¬ 
tors engaged by them directly and 
partly through two main concessio¬ 
naries. Hindustan Petroleum Cor¬ 
poration also market their production 
of cooking gas through two main 
distributors except for a small quan¬ 
tity marketed directly for industiial 
consumers. 

(b) The marketing company lifts 
the domestic cooking gas at Rs 1221.96 
per M.T. (inclusive of the excise duty 
of Rs. 250 per M.T.), from the refinery 
(at Bombay). In addition, the refinery 
Trovers Ra 30 per M.T. for bulk 
loading or Rs. 80 per M.T. for filling 
in cylinders, as the case may be. 

The basic ceiling selling price ex¬ 
storage point of the oil marketing 
•company at Bombay is Rs. 1482.65 per 
M.T. This includes the marketing and 
profit margin of Rs. ICO 69 per M.T. 
This is shared between the marketing 
company ar^d the wholesale agent 
like Kosah Gas, according to the faci¬ 
lities provided by each. 

Adding the elements of transporta¬ 
tion charge and the retailers comis¬ 
sion of Rs, 3.87 per cylinder (irres¬ 
pective of size), the retail selling 
piiCe per cylinder of 14.2 Kg. at Bom- 
loay is Rs. 25.33 (exclusive of sales 
tax). This works out to Rs. 1784 per 
M.T. 

The retailers margin of Rs. 3.37 
, p^ cylinder is shared by the distribu¬ 
tor, ag^t mr the sub-agent according 
Ho the facilities and services provided 
by each. 

SHSGI & StlRTAN^ARAYANA; In 
the Stat^eht jR is said^titat the mar¬ 


keting company lifts the domestic 
cooking gas at Rs. 1221.96 per MT.' 
including Rs. 250 towards excise duty. 
They are selling at Rs. 1482,65; and 
the consumer price per M.T, is Rs. 
1784. The margin to the wholesaler 
is very high; and they are not allow¬ 
ing a reasonable margin to their 
agents in the towns. They are 
also jKjt giving sufficient quan¬ 
tity; and there is shortage 
of gas, either at the refinery 
or in the distribution system. The 
consumers are suffering very much in 
Andhra Pradesh. I do not know 
about the other States. The Govern¬ 
ment’s policy now is to avoid middle 
men for all these things. Just as in 
the case of distribution of petrol, will 
the Government consider not allowing 
so much of margin but only a small 
margin at least during the Emer¬ 
gency? If the Government’s policy 
is not in favour of the continuance of 
the sole selling agency will they consi¬ 
der this? And for selling <'ooking 
gas, no particular skill is required. 
Will the Government allow the conti¬ 
nuance of monopoly on the part of 
Hindustan Petroleum and Caltex? 
Cooking gas is one of the important 
consumer items. This is my first 
supplementary. My information is 
that Burmah Shell and other compa¬ 
nies are giving a Commission of Rs. 
3.37 per cylinder of 15 Kg. while this 
Company is giving in Andhra Pradesh 
only Rs. 2.75 per cylinder. The state¬ 
ment says that for the entire country 
it is Rs. 3.87, which is not a fact. 1 
want to bring this to the notice of thte 
Minister. In the mean while, J want 
to suggest that the Government should 
abolish intermediaries. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: As I have 
been able to understand, the hon. 
Member’s questioh is mainly concern¬ 
ed with Caltex and HPC. With Caltex 
nlegotiations ate going on. For both 
the refineries the distribution of LPG 
has been going on under their own 
arrangsmeht' and control. As soon as 
an agre^ent Is reached between Calf* 
tex and the Government of ln<iia, tve 
are sure that it will modify the caticb 
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system of distribution and we will try 
*to elinunate as many middle distribu¬ 
tors, as it is possible for ns to do; it 
cannot be done all of a sudden, be¬ 
cause there are many complexities 
involved, which I can explain to the 
bon. Member, if he wants. 


So far as HPC is concerned, pre¬ 
viously it was Esso Oil Company. 
Their entire production of cooking gas 
was handled by two companies Kosan 
Gas and J. K. Gas, Srinagar. They 
are also marketing a small quantity of 
gas directly to the industrial consu¬ 
mers. The agreement between Kosan 
Gas Company and £^sso is going to 
end in September 1977. Simi¬ 
larly, the agreement with JK gas 
will end in 1978, So, both these 
agreements which have been reached 
by Esso will be terminated in 1977-78. 
We are right now examining as to how 
to handle these two, whether we can 
eventually take them over by paying 
compensatiop, or make some modified 
arrangement so that we may be able 
to take an overall view of the distri¬ 
bution of LPG So far as public sector 
companies are concerned, with IOC 
and Bharat Refineries and HPC and 
Caltex when they are taken over soon. 


SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : So 
far as Andhra Pradesh is concerned, 
the retail dealers of this particular 
company have submitted a memo¬ 
randum. May I know the points men¬ 
tioned in the memorandum and the 
action taken by the Govmmment on 
that memorandum? 


MR, SPEAKER: He cannot ask for 
the details contained in a memoran¬ 
dum during the Question Hour. 

SHRI PARIPOORNANAND PAIN- 
XJLI; May I know whether he would 
consider giving retail distribution 
agencies tp the National Consumers 
Coopera^yp Federation or some simi¬ 
lar orgaiysation in ihe Co-optejfative 
eectort‘'V 


SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: As soon as 
the dstribution system, which is now 
being handled by the private oil com¬ 
panies is taken over or controlled 
effectively, we shall certainly like to 
give perference to the co-operative 
to handle the distribution system. But 
the cooperatives have also to recognise- 
the fact that there are technical pro¬ 
blems involved in it and that they have 
to come up to the standard so that we 
can readily give it to them. 


SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: 
The hon. Minister in his statement 
mentioned that for every metric tonne 
the Company is making a profit of Rs. 
180. What is the total amount which 
they are earning by way of profitsy 
Have their balance sheet been studied 
and understood by the Ministry? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: The total 
margin for marketing, profit and fill¬ 
ing in cylinders allowed is Rs. 260,69 
per metric tonne. In the case of IOC 
and BRL, which are public sector dis¬ 
tribution units, this margin accrues to 
them in full, because they do not have 
many intermediaries. In the case of 
HPC and Caltex, they have no facili¬ 
ties for filling and marketing. 


Therefore, they have to find out 
.some other filling and mar¬ 
keting agencies, and they have 
to share this commission of 
Rs. 260.6.9 with those people. The 
commission for retail distribution— 
Rs. 3.37 per cylinder irrespective of 
the size of the cylindm"— is again 
shared by the agent with the sub¬ 
agents. So, there are three or four 
intermediaries between the refineries 
and the sub-agents. Some of them 
have technical problems, some have 
loading and re-loading problems. 1 
can give you the figures. 


MR. SPEAKER: You hsve 
enou^ information. 
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SHRI R. S. PANDEY: The hon. 
Minister just now stated that there 
arte certain technical problems jsnd 
there is the question of compensation, 
but Mr. Malaviya is competent enough 
to remove them. And why compensa¬ 
tion? So far as the distribution of 
domestic gas is concerned, it should 
be made availbale to each and every¬ 
body without any obstruction or 
monopoly and without the loot that 
is going on. It is high time that you 
took a decision and removed all the 
hurdles. 

MR. SPEAKER: It is a suggestion 
for action.

-ea-e some employees who were absent 
from their office in Bombay on 15-5-74. 
They were not on strike. There was 
a Bombay bund called by certain 
political forces within the railway, and 
thraefore, the railway had announced 
On 14-6-74, that trains would not 
operate on 15-5-74. Therefore; on 
15-6-74, the employees could not 
attend their office. You have treated 
those employees as if they were on 
strike <» lQ-S-74. Ev^ those em- 


plo3rees wlu> were piesent on 14-5-74 
could aot attend their office on 
15-5-74. There are instances where 
such employees have been treated as 
if th^ were on strike. No leave had 
been granted to them with the result 
that it has caused a break in their ser¬ 
vice. There have been petitions in 
the court. Would you kindly consider 
this matter which deserves considera¬ 
tion on the face of it and to justice 
to tho.se employees? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
As it was stated earlier in this House, 
ihe break in the service of the railway 
employees has been condoned except 
in the case of those employees whose 
cases are pending in the court. There 
were cases where the employees could 
not cpme to work oecause of intimida¬ 
tion and other acts of violence by the 
strikers. These cases are being con¬ 
sidered. There is no break in service 
in the case of those employees who are 
in a position to prove that they were 
prevented from coming to their work 
or they had actually gone on leave. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: In this 
case, the railway itself had stated on 
14 « 5 l 74 that the trains would not ope¬ 
rate on 15-5-74. ITiat is the reason 
why the employees could not attend 
their office. How can you differen¬ 
tiate on that? I have a letter before 
me from the railway administration. 
I will show you. It is mentioned in 
this lettej- that the railway adnunis- 
tration will not give this concession 
to them. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
If the railway had stated that thing 
On a particular date and the emplo¬ 
yees were not in a position to come to 
their work, this can be considered. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA BAL¬ 
DER: In reply to a qu^tlim of Mr. 
Banerjee, the senior Mini^^ had 
stated that no retrenched eiiq>loyees 
would he reinstated so long as lt*ey 
belong to the opposition trade union. 
(Interruptions). 
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SHBI S. M. BANEBJES: That was 
just a good htnnour. 

MR. SPEAKER: Do not hav« your 
questions on that. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
I>ER: I want to know the break-up 
of the retrenched Railway Employees 
of the different railways like South- 
Eastern railway, North-Eastern, 
Eastern, South, etc. from the hon. 
Minister?

First of all, I would like to clear one 
point which the Hon. Member has 
iraised, that the Minister had said that 
because these people belonged to the 
Opposition....

smil INDRAJIT GUPTA: AU the 
earlier appeals were wiped out with 
one stroke by this new theory of 
‘hard core’. Of course your officers 
don’t like the Union people and we 
know very well that all these become 
hard core cases. 


Anyway, my question is this. I have 
with me a copy of the letter addressed 
by Shri N. IWshnamurthy, Secretary 
for Railway Board, dated 4th June, 
to the Secretary of ^e National Coun¬ 
cil, JCM Staff. He has given some 
figures therein. Of course, there is 
some discrepfflicy between these and 
the figures given by Mr. Qureshi, but 
I am not bothering about that just 
now. He says that 199 appeals have 
been rejected and 195 appeals are 
under consideration. Am I to under¬ 
stand from the reply given to the 
original question, that both these 
categories of cases, i.e. appeals which 
have been rejected and appeals which 
are under consideration, will continule 
to be reviewed afresh? 

Secondly, Mr. Krishnamurthy’s 
letter says that the number, of em¬ 
ployees agaiost whom court/police 
cases are pendinjg is 522. But I 
have understood the Minister to say 
tiutt 'there aie no court cases. These 
are not cases la which criminal char¬ 
ges are involved. There are two cate¬ 
gories here: these in whi^ criminal 
charges are involved—number 
38T4i-and those in whidi' crimiaih* 
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charges are not involved. Mr. Krishna- 
murthy says that the second type of 
cases of Employees against whom 
cases are pending are 522. I 
would like to know how long these 
cases are to be dragged on and whe¬ 
ther the Government has advised the 
State Governments concemd to see 
that the maximum number of these 
cases are withdrawn. What is the 
position in this regard? 


SHRI MOHD. smm QURESHI: 
As I have already stated In reply to 
the original question, the appeals are 
being considered and wherever it is 
found that the cases need not stand, 
their withdrawl will be accepted by 
the Administration. 


Regarding the figures given by the 
Hon. Member, he has said that 169 
appeals were rejected. This niay be 
true at that particular point of time. 
But cases of appeal go from one stage 
to another. An employee has got the 
right of appeal in three stages—from 
the local to the zonal level, from the 
zonal to the Central level and then 
to the President of India. So, the 
number of cases can vary from time to 
time. 


SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMIr There have been a number 
of cases where the raUway employees 
were not in a position to be on duty on 
a particular day because of some 
other strike or some other happening 
in the State. For example in Assam 
the railway employees could not 
attend because a students’ strike was 
in operation on that particular day. 
Afterwards, these very people, who 
could not attend oflSce on that parti¬ 
cular day, have helped the railway ad¬ 
ministration in keeping the wheels 
moving. There, special consideration 
Ss necessary. In spite of the fact that 
the Minist^ has assured that it will 
not be considered as break in service, 
uptU now to action has been taken. 
May I know whether Government has 
aitiDt directions to the General Mana- 
" 4 pae%j and if so, whether the General 


Managers have condoned that break 
and if uot, whether the matter Will 
be taken up with them. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI; 
In almost all the cases where an em¬ 
ployee could not attend to orw be¬ 
cause of certain other obstruction, tixe 
break in service is being condoned 
and he is being considered to have 
been on leave on that particular day. 
There have been cases where the em¬ 
ployee came on the first day of the 
strike and on the second day of the 
strike but could not come on the third 
day and re-absent for another two 
days. These cases have also been 
considered and the concession is being 
given to them: they will be treated 
to have been on leave on those days. 


SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: It has 
been reported to me that a large num¬ 
ber of court cases have gone 
in favour of the workers but 
all those people have not yet(^ 
been taken back. My question 
to the Minister is whether all those 
employ«ies,in whose cases the judg¬ 
ment has been given by the courts in 
favour of the workers, have been 
taken back in their jobs or not and 
if not, the reason therefor. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI; 
Except the cases where the Railways 
have gone in appeal against the judg¬ 
ment of the lower court, the other 
people have been taken back.

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSl: May I know from the hon. 
Minister whetlmr it is a fact that three 
years ago, a Committee of the Oil 
and Natural Gas Commission found 
»>me oil reserves near tihe area of 
Shivnathpur of South 24.ParganaS ,ot 
West Bengal, along the border oi 
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Bihar-Bengal and Sunderbans and that 
there was some dispute among the 
Committee for drilling? I would also 
like to know, whether it is a fact that 
after recent digging of one well in 
Bihar-Bengal border area for drilling 
oil reserves, the ONGC has expressed 
Its IncapabiMty for drilUng more for not 
having sufficient equipment. They 
had reported this before the rains 
started, but the equipment has not 
reached there as yet. 

SHRT K. D. MALAVIYA: Taking 
the last point first. It is a fact that 
the drills that are required for the 
depth that we are contemplating to drill 
have not arrived and these are likely 
to arrive in a couple of mcmths. Wc 
have 10 get these drills from outside 
and we cannot get these off the shelf. 
We have to negotiate for them. 

With regard to the geological pros¬ 
pects of this area or that area in 
the whole zone, the geologists have 
alternative views about it. The in¬ 
ternational companies have also n 
view and ONGC have also a view. 
Both of us consult each other and 
ihen take a decision. It is a very cost- 
Ij’ job, and. we always do not go and 
take a decision quickly. Although 
sometimes we do not get oil in a hole 
we do not reject the area. Decades 
after the failui-e, sometimes we get oil 
and gas. 

This is an interesting area which 
preads not only in the Sunderbans, 
but beyond in the South also. The 
ONGC is stiil consulting among them¬ 
selves as also with the international 
companies, what to do and in what 
way We should formulate our pro¬ 
posals in order to intensify our pro¬ 
gramme. 

SHRl B. V. NAIK: We have to pay 
cxhorbitant rates for oil in foreign 
exchange. In view of this and in view 
of the huge and very good oil finds 
in tlte Bombay High area and Bas- 
sein, without being parochial either 
about Kaveri or Sunderbans area be^ 
cause, of geographical consideration^ 


may I know that since technology in 
regard to the oil drilling in the off¬ 
shore is our biggest bottleneck, whe¬ 
ther it is possible for this country to 
be self-sufficient in technology in, a 
near foreseeable date or we will have 
to depend on others and, therefore, 
take necessary steps to enter Into con¬ 
tracts with technologically advanced 
countries. Further, I woifia like to 
know, whether we have any options. 
If so, what are we doing regarding 
self-reliance? If not, what are we 
doing in regard to entering into con¬ 
tracts for further prospecting in re¬ 
gard to entering into contracts for 
western area?. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: As far 
as harware of the offshore drilling 
like drilling ships, drills etc., are con¬ 
cerned I am afraid, we will have to 
wait for some more time to own the 
technology and to manufacture these. 
We have to depend on others for 
some more time. The House will be 
happy to learn that the Mazagaon 
Dock has already undertaking a 
of the responsibility of construction of 
platforms required for off-shore drill¬ 
ing ofter the oil fields have been dis¬ 
covered. We are gradually trying to 
achieve all the know-how which is 
required for exploration and produc¬ 
tion. We hope that in another 3 to 5 
years, we can become the masters 
of this technology so far as ofl-shore 
drilling is concerned.

The news item states 
that India has imported Vitamin C 
from U.S.A. at $10 per Kg, and Tetra¬ 
cycline at $100 to $240 per Kg., while 
similar products have been sold to 
Britain at lower prices. 

These statements are baseless and 
false. Since the last three years, no 
imports of Vitamin C have taken place 
from the USA. Vitamin C has been 
purchased in 1973 from West (Ser- 
many, Switzerland and Japan at prices 
ranging from $4,67 to $4.70 per Kg. and 
in 1974 from West Gennany and 
Switzerland at prices ranging from 
$6.7 to $7 per Kg. In the case of Tet¬ 
racycline hydrochloride, no imports 
have been made from the U.S.A. at 
all for the last three years. All im¬ 
ports ar* from Bast European count¬ 
ries during this period. 
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The imports are arranged by 
the State Trading Corporation of 
India (New State Chemicals and 
Pharmaceuticals Corporation of India) 
at the niost competitive prices preva¬ 
lent In the international market on 
the date of purchase and on the basis 
of tenders floated to major suppliers in 
the world. 

With effect from 1975-76 there are 
no furteur imports of Vitamin C, 
and with effect from 1976-77 there 
are no imports of Tetracycline plann- 
•ed.

As regards the Indian Sector of the 
Drug Industry, more liberal policy had 
been i-ecommended by the Committee 
on Drugs and Pharmaceutical Industry 
in its reports, a copy of which was 
laid on the Table of the House on 8th 
May, 1975 .

SHBI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
X call the attention of the Minister of 
Civil Supplies and Co-operation to the 
following matter of urgent public 
importance and request that he may 
make a statement thereon; 

“Reported rise in prices of food- 
grams. sugar and other essential 
oommodities throughout the 
country.” 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF CIVIL SUP¬ 
PLIES AND COOPERATION (SHRI 
A. C. GEORGE): Sir, I rise to make a 
statement with reference to the Call¬ 
ing Attention Notice given by S/Shri 
Indrajit Gupta, Kalyana Sundaram, 
Bhogondra Jha and S, M. Banerjee and 
Smt. Parvati Krishna on rise in prices 
of foodgrains, sugar and other essen¬ 
tial commodities. 

As the Hon’ble Members are aware, 
the first and the foremost point in¬ 
cluded in the 20-Point Programme an¬ 
nounced by the Prime Minister last 
year related to measures for stream¬ 
lining of arrangements for distribu¬ 
tion of essential commodities and for 
maintenance of price stability. In 
fact, one of the significant gains of 
the Emergency was on the price front. 
In the week immediately preceding 
the declaration of the Emergency, i.e., 
week ending 21st June, 1975, the in¬ 
dex of wholesale prices stood at 312.9. 
By the last week of March 1976, thi.9 
index had declined to 283.1. In other 
words, there was a reduction in 
whol^ale prices by more than 9 per 
cent. This trend was aljK> reflected in 
the consumer price indii^. The in¬ 
dex for industrial workers declmed by 
over 12 p&t, cent between July 1975 
end March, 1976. 


Between April and June, there was. 
undoubtedly lan increase in all-com¬ 
modities wholesale price index by 
about 4.7 per cent. nsspect of some 
essential commodities^ this reflected a 
recovery from a rather low level to 
which the prices of these commodities 
had fallen by March, 1976. For ins¬ 
tance, Government itself decided that 
the prices of barley had gone down to 
uriremunerative level and, therefore, 
a support price of Rs. 65 per quintal 
was announced. Similarly, the prices 
of gi'oundnut oil had slumped very 
lov.' and the S.T.C. was asked to step 
in ard export 5000 tones of oil with a 
view to helping in firming up the 
prices. 

As Hon’ble Members are aware, 
during the lean period beginning from 
May, there is a normal tendency for 
the prices to move up, specially in the 
ca.se of kharff crops. This year, the 
uptrend was accentuated due to delay 
in the onset of monsoon and deficient 
rainfall in the earlier part of the rainy 
season. Speculators and anti-social 
elements tended to take advantage Of 
this situation and push up the prices. 

I may also point out that the in¬ 
crease iu the prices has largely been 
confined to a few commodities like 
oilseeds, groundnut oil, raw cotton 
and hides and skins. The prices of a 
number of other essential commodi¬ 
ties such as wheat, maize, several va¬ 
rieties of pulses, spices, soaps and 
kerosene oil have remained more or 
less stable or witnessed only a margi¬ 
nal increase. That is why, between 
April and June, 1976, the consumer 
price index for industrial workers 
moved up by only 1.7 per cent. Dur¬ 
ing the same period, the index for 
agricultural workers also increased 
only marginally by 0.4 per omt

(ii) The additional supplies are 
b^g directed to sensitive 
areas like major cities and 
large Industrial complexes 
which act as pace setter for 
prices. 

Edible Oils 

(i) To relieve the pressure on in¬ 
digenous oils, vanaspati ma¬ 
nufacturers have been direct¬ 
ed to compulsorily use im¬ 
ported oils to the extent of 50 
per cent with effect from 15th 
July, 1976. For this purpose, 
the industry will be supplied 
with imported oil of nearly 
1.25 lakhs tonnes, consisting 
of palm, soyabean, rape-seed 
and Sunflower oils. 

til) Further ‘ exports of HPS 
Groundnuts have been ban¬ 
ned. 

(Ui) The State Governments have 
been asked to intensify action 
a';!a>nst hoarding of oil seeds/ 
edible oils. The States have 
also been asked to reintroduce 
suitable procedures so as to 
monitor information on stocks 
and movement of edible oils. 

As a r^ult of various measures, the 
index of wholesale prices which had 
been steadily rising from April on¬ 
wards recorded a fall in the week 
Elding 17th July, 1978. The fall was 
of tho order of 0^.7 per cent. This has 
beOn foUowed by a further welcome 
cent for ^e week end- 
' ^ 1978. is tile week 

for, wltieh, so far, the pdee in- 
dek!; is' ave^lal>te- time lie seen 
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that the measures taken by Govern* 
ment have begun to have a visible 
impact. 

It may be added that the overall 
health of the national ecenomy is 
very sound. The country has wit¬ 
nessed a record production and pro¬ 
curement of foodgrains. There is also 
a significant growth in industrial pro¬ 
duction. The overall availability of 
essential commodities throughout the 
country is reported to be satisfactory. 
In this context, the Government has 
every hope that the overall price 
situation will continue to be satisfac¬ 
tory, If any unwarranted price in¬ 
crease in respect of any essential com¬ 
modity is observed, Government will 
not hesitate to intervene and take 
necessary remedial action to discipline 
the prices. 

( 

SHRI INDRAjrr GUPTA: I do not 
find anywhere in this quite lengthy 
statement any expression of concern 
On the part of the Government. Ac¬ 
cording to them everything is perfect¬ 
ly under control. T^ey are having 
confidence. There should not he any 
exaggerated views and panic. Of 
course, we are against spreading panic 
and exaggerated views. But on read¬ 
ing the newi^pers we find statements 
made during this Snter-session period 
by Government spokesmen including 
the Minister of Food & Agriculture, 
the Minister of Industry and Civil 
Supplies and so on, which certainly 
did not give me an Impression that 
they were so complacent, they seemed 
to be concerned about it. But I am 
glad my friend from Kerala is brim¬ 
ming over with confidence. It is , a 
good thing. I am not bothered so 
jnuch about the figure having declin¬ 
ed or a rise in' that in a particular 
week or a particular months Index 
figures—^wholesale or consumer—^ 
move up and come down like that. We 
are concerned about the,«n«:gence 01 ^ 
the occurr^ce of a particular trend' 
at a particular point of time. That 
is why I wsmted the Government 
analyse for us properly and ns-'ai 
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to what in their opinion are the fac¬ 
tors responsible for this. Delayed on¬ 
set of the monsoon is not a correct 
reason for the simple fact that this 
trend had been manifesting itself as 
early as the middle of March when 
the budget proposals were made. At 
that time it was not possible for any 
soothsayers to say that the monsoon 
is going to be delayed. But the price 
rise had already begun'. Secondly, 
Sir, he has attributed a little part of 
this to the activities of speculators, 
hoarders and so on. Well, that of 
course, is true. But the question that 
I would like to ask him is thi.*?. Is it 
possible to state these superficial fea¬ 
tures and ignore the deeper things 
which are quite disturbing, because, 
it is admitted 'that the foodgrain pro¬ 
duction last year has been an all- 
time high? It has been stated to be 
118 million tonnes. It is the figure of 
the Ministry of Food. This is an all- 
time record. About 15 million' tonnes 
are held in stock, whether you call it 
buffer stock or any other stock. This 
is in Government stock anyway. As 
far as groundnuts are concerned, last 
year, there was a bumper crop and 
there has been liberal import of vari¬ 
ous kinds of vegetable oil, as the Mi¬ 
nister himself has been admitting. 
And in' spite of these features we want 
to know why from mid-May to Mid- 
July, in these two months, for exam¬ 
ple, there was a 25 per cent increase 
in the price of vanaspati and between 
■the 12th of June and the 10th of July 
the average of wholesale grain prices 
has gone up by 4.2 per cent. This is 
much more marked in the case of 
course grains consumed by poorer 
sections of people like ragi, maizse, 
jowar, etc. But tMs is also there in 
Uie case of rice and also in the case of 
wheat. Wliy? When there is a bum¬ 
per crop and when there is a big stock, 
why is this taking place? 

Sir, the price rise in the case of 
groundnut, cbtton, sugar, cereals and 
.‘ibme pnltw started from mid-March, 
as 1 have, said, just after the budget 
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proposals were placed ^nd long befm^ 
anybody could prophesy that there is 
going to be any irregularity or delay 
in the onset of the monsoon. 

In the statment it has been stated 
that the index figure immediately pre¬ 
ceding the declaration of emergency 
went down substantially. This is a 
welcome feature and it is quite cor¬ 
rectly stated here that this price sta¬ 
bility question was one of the big 
gains of the emergency in the initial 
stages and we want that that should 
continue. We don't want that to be 
dissipated because otherwise it will 
have very undesirable consequences 
for the country. It i.s also true that 
the wholesale price in March 1976 this 
year is still 30 per cent higher than 
in March, 1973 when this present pre- 
emergency galloping inflation began. 
Now we find in March, 1976, from 
the index figures, that de^ite every¬ 
thing that has happened since the 
emergency, this is still 30 per cent 
higher than what it was in March, 
1973. I am saying all these things be¬ 
cause there should not be any sense 
of complacency on' the part of the 
government. In fact the only major 
agricultural commodity where the 
price continues to decline is a raw 
julo And that is because obviously 
it is in the interests of the jute mill- 
owners that the price should not go 
up. 

Now, Sir, the question I would like 
to ask the Minister are these—I am 
glad that the Minister of Finance is 
also here—^because I think—this is an 
inter-connected question and it can¬ 
not be seen in isolation. Is it not a 
fact that between the end of March 
and the Middle of June, the mcmey 
supply in this country had also gone 
up by nearly Rs. 1,000 cTores? Every 
Economic Journal has admitted this 
fact and pointed this out—^ theory 
which the Finance Minister propound¬ 
ed so many times ih this Housed He 
has told us about the dire consequen¬ 
ces that would follow from the ex¬ 
cess of cash liquidity }n money mar¬ 
ket which will pu^ the prkes up. 
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This was a big argviment for taking 
away the bonus of the workers and 
introducing the Compulsory Deposit 
Scheme as far as the workers*^ D.A. and 
so on were concerned. All those 
steps were taken much earlier. That 
money in the hands of the workers, it 
was apprehended, will push up the 
prices. That apprehension was taken 
care of by changing the bonus law and 
by introducing the Compulsory Deposit 
Scheme. After that. the prices had 
risen. Why? At least, on this score, 
the workers are not to blame—they 
cannot be blamed. The measures 
which were taken in respect of them 
had come into operation long ago. So, 
we want to know if it was a fact or 
not that from March-end to June-mid¬ 
dle, the money supply went up by 
nearly Rs, 1.000 crores. Also I want 
to know whether it was a fact or not 
that iti this period, the bank credit 
to the ncm-Government commercial 
sector had risen by Rs. 408 crores and 
whether it had any bearing or not on 
the general inflationary position and 
the price level. I also want to know 
whether it was a fact or not that the 
increase in income of the rich sections 
in the countryside—rich farmers 

had put more liQuid funds in their 
hands? And are these not encourag¬ 
ing them to hold back the suppUes 
from the market? Is it a fact or not 
that the lowering of taxes which Mr. 
Subramaniam brought about t(his year 
on the richer section and the voluntary 
disclosure scheme has made them 
much more respectable by putting 
white money in the hands,of the black 
market ogieraiors? 
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Then, during the Inter-session 
period, though the bonus had been cut, 
there was removal of restriction of 
dividends. ^ Is it not a fact that the 
curbs that were put on the issuing of 
bonus shares have been removed? All 
these combined have put large 
amounts of liquid money in the hands 
of the corporate sector, of rich people 
and of the higher income groups in¬ 
cluding the rich farmers? The, undis¬ 
closed black money in the country 
which is still there in the economy is 
leading to p fresh spurt in specula, 
tion, in hoarding and cornering. These 
developments, I am just pointing out. 
show that even in the days of emer¬ 
gency how strong and powerful these 

forces are. He has said something 
about production in his statement. But 

I find that in eleven out of fourteen 
items of listed essential commodities, 
the production has fallen in the first 
quarter of this year. Will you please 
explain this? Who is to blame for that 
I shall conclude by asking this ques¬ 
tion whether ,the Finance Minister 
would give any second thought or not 
to this matter? Is this not actually 
leading to a fall in the purchasing 
pow'er of the ordinary consumers? I« 
this not leading to the consumers' 
capacity going down? Shrinkage in 
domesfTc market is also taking place- 
industries now complain of recession 

and unsold stocks and so on. This 
is leading to shrinkage of domestic 
market. I do not want to hear from 
him again that in order to combat the' 
inflationary trend, now the Plan again 
will have to be pruned. We congra* 

tulated him at the time of the budget; 
on the outlay on the plan- Rttl, f 
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<«rarAed him at that time and asked 
him where from the resources were 
going to come. He has not told us 
about that. Now the resources are 
being left in the hands of the rich 
people in the corporate sector. You 
can bring in a supplementary budget 
again to mop up the excess liquid 
funds. If you do not do it, then the 
only alternative left eventually will 
be to say that regretfully we now, 
have to prune the Plan again in order 
to avoid inflation’. I think they will 
not go that way. 

Regarding sugar, there is one point. 
There are two paragraphs here in his 
statement as to what they have done. 
Just now they have announced the 
average rise of Rs. 10 per quintal in 
the levy sugar price for the sugar 
millowners and the open market price 

of sugar has gone up to over Rs. 5. 

Sir, you must be knowing this because 

you must also have been buying your 
household things every day. Instead 

of pumping the sugar into the public 
distribution system and leaving less 
sugar for the open market sale, they 
have now given an extra Rs. 10 per 
quintal in the levy price to the sugar 
millowners. 1 would like to know 
•why when we had made a good start 
one yeaj' ago instead of allowing it to 
be frittered away we should not have 
taken some firm policy steps?Why not 
take over this sugar business since 
there has been demand for it time 
and again by all the sections in this 
House. Why not state trading be done 
in these e.s.iPntial commodities! 


THE MINISTER OP FINANCE 
(SHRI C. StlBRAMANIAM): Sir, it 
has become almost a getieral debate 
on the economic situation and not a 
•calling attention limited to the parti-

cular aspect. I want to assure the hoh. 
Member that we are genuinely con¬ 
cerned with the price situation.. 

MR. SPEAKER: Genuinely concem- 
cemed with the price situation 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: And we 
are taking all necessary measures for 
the purpose of bringing this under 
controi. and as 1 was pointed out by 
my colleague it has shown results ako. 
The rising trend ha.-? now been revers¬ 
ed and for two consecutive wedus—one 
week it was 0.7 per cent and another 
week it was 1.2 per cent—a perceptible 
decrease has been shown. But still as 
the hon. Member pointed out it is the 
trend which is rather disturbing—the 
trend of increasing prices from March 
till we took the steps. Naturally, the 
price depends upon the supply position 
of the goods and the demand vribdch is 
represented by the money supply. 
These two will have to be balanced. 
The hon. Member mentioned a very 
high figure of Rs. 1,000 crores extra 
credit having been made available. 
Yes, it is so, because for the first time 
we have gone into iirocurement of the 
highest order possible and therefore 
about Rs. 2,400 crores had to be given 
for the purpose of procurement opera- 
tion alone, which is a record figure, 
and naturally this gets reflected. AH 
this was purchased at the support 
price. The hon. Member might say 
even the support price should not 
paid to the farmers. It is easy to say. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: It is paid 
everywhere else except in the case of 
jute. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I wUl 
come to jute. The point for considera¬ 
tion is that as a matter of fact there 
was a hue and cry that the support 
price operation is not even adequate at 
this level of about Rs. 2,400 crpttti and 
you now have 17.S million tonnes of 
wheat, rice and soixtee. 'coaipe grains 
with the Government Natuiiflfsr, f!ii» 
amount which has been diatrtbdi^ to 
the farmers gets xefieciedi ka;. money; 
supply in the vrbOle wUl 

have to be taken Into v - 
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Secondly, the hon. Member made a 
point that apart from this, to the 
commercial sector there has been an 
increase. We are kK^cing Into this 
aspect. But tbe hon. Member should 
keep this in mind as against 2.5 
per cent increase in production in the 
industry now it has reached a level— 
particularly during the first part of 
the calendar year—of 10.5 per cent 
and 1 am told that this trend is being 
kept up. If that be sO, can it come 
out of nothing? Therefore, this higher 
level of production will have to be 
financed at least to a certain extent. 
But still we are very much aware 
that this should not be taken advant¬ 
age of by the speculators and hoar¬ 
ders. That was why we had a dis¬ 
cussion in May with Reserve Bank 
with regard to what level of additional 
money supply could be created to meet 
the situation; and we have given them 
the limits within which they should 
operate and very soon I hope to have 
another meeting with them to find 
out how far those limits have been 
observed and how far the money 
supply could be curtailed. This is 
one aqiect. 

Then the real spurt took place—even 
though the hon. Member wanted to 
minimise the importance of it—even 
now whether it be the Finance Minis¬ 
ter Or the Government as a whole we 
have to look to the skies We depend 
On the monsoons. When the monsoon 
was not playing fair, for quite a 
number of weeks, naturally the 
speculators came into the picture. 
This is where I do agree that in spite 
of all the disclosures etc. that there 
is still black money available within 
the system has been proved. That 
Is vdiy we are now again trying to 
tighten up these messures and seeing 
that the hoarders and speculators are 
taken care of. A targe number of 
people have been arrested and put in 
detention under MISA. It had a very 
aalutary effect, particularly with 
i^ard to edible oil and oilseeds. 

A» retards the pattern of Increase, 
what commodities fitis increase 
taken J>lace» the hon. member 


mentioned that the increase bad taken 
place in foodgraing also. Yea. 
marginally it has taken place. But 
that is not the main area where the 
price index had gone up. It had 
gone UP mainly, first in edible oil, 
second in the raw material of edible 
oil, oikeeds—there also it has gone 
up—and then more than that, cottoni 
another area where speculation Is 
edways rife. It is not always merdtr 
the traders who are involved m it. 
Unfortunaldly, ip this the trade has 
links with industry also; that is the 
teal trouble. Unless wc find a solu¬ 
tion to that 

' SHRl INDRAJIT GUPTA: Has not 
sugar price gone up? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM- 1 am 
coming to that, 

SHRJ INDRAJIT GUPTA: You 
named only three. 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 

MINES (SHRI CHANDRAJIT 
YADAV)- He is just elaborating. 

.MR. SPEAKER: He will come to 
sugar and jute later. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: There¬ 
fore, we are looking into the cotton 
position. It is not as if the producer got 
a higher price. As a matter of fact, 
everything had been purchased from 
the pnducer. It is a case of transfer 
from one trader to another, then pro¬ 
bably to another trader; this goes on 
changing hands four or five timeA 
and b.r that time the price has shot 
up. That is why now we are taking 
action to see that the trader could sell 
only to the mills and not to another 
trader. These are all vanous steps 
which have been taken. These steps 
could probably have been taken earlier, 
but we at least woke up a little late 
and have taken these steps. 

As far as sugar is concerned, the 
hon. member might be awhre that 
production has gone down by 8 takhr 
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tonnes this year. From 48 lakh 
tonnes it has gone down to 42. 

We had at that time a heavy pro¬ 
gramme of exports also, Tafedhg these 
things together, naturaally the prices 
went up a little. 

The hon. member mentioned about 
increase in the price of levy sugar. 
The cost accouts organisation went 
into it and tried to find out, because 
many of the mills were becoming 
sick. They went into the question of 
the price thal should be paid to the 
sugarcane. The same lobby which 
wants a higher price to be paid to 
the cane at the same lime wants the 
price of sugar also to come down; one 
is , contradicting the other. But 
taking into account the sugarcane 
price and the ordinary conversion 
charges etc. they had to fix some 
price and they did fix the price. But 
then we did not want the increase to 
get reflected in the sale price. That 
is why we have cut down Ihe excise 
du^ from 20 to 15 per cent so that the 
entire increase is home by Govern¬ 
ment rather than passed on to the 
consumer. Therefore, as far as levy 
sugar is concerned, there is absolutely 
no increase in the price. It is the 
same price as prevailed before. 

But as far as the price of open 
market sugar is concerned, it depends 
i^pon availability, not only availabi- 
Kfy but the seasons also. For example, 

Ua. Kerala during Onam, there is an 
ificreasie in dnnand and there is a 
slight increase in price. Therefore, 
tl)e fact that this season, particularly 
SipptemberOctober are going to be 
fe^val months, will have to be tak^ 
into account. Even in his own State, 
mere will be Puja and various other 
fi^vals. You cannot say that you 
should not give sugar for these pur¬ 
poses* That is why, we have today 
taken the dedston that as far as pos- 
sjUble, we should release more sugar 
dhiiing these Jasons and also in areas 
where the demand rises, not merely 
just release it imt see that it is deploy¬ 
ed in areas whera the demand picks 
hp. 
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Therefore, as far as su^r is con¬ 
cerned, even with regard to the open 
market prices, the prices have come 
dovm. I am sure my hon. colleague 
would be able to give figures on that. 
One cannot say that it has come down- 
uniformly everywhere. Particularly in 
cities like Bombay they are able to* 
manipulate things in such a way as to- 
make prices rise because speculators 
operate more in such places. That is 
why we have now drawn up a policy 
so that critical areas are taken care 
of, particularly areas like B<Mnbay, 
Delhi, Calcutta, etc. and various other 
industrial centres also. 


As far as jute is concerned today 
the oroblem is nor the price of ..jute; 
it is a question of stocks moving frenn 
the jute mills; that is the problem 
with which we are faced; some 60,000 
bales or tonnes, I do not know, had’ 
accumulated and there is no demand 
outside—jute is dependent upon ex¬ 
port,?—and internal consumption is 
limited. So, when exports fall, there* 
is no demand for it. So, the question 
arises; when there is no demand what 
should be done. I do not think that 
the hon. Member would say that we 
should purchase all that, whatever* 
may happen, because it affects West 
Bengal; one should try to see whether 
some kind of buffer stock operation 
could be undertaken even in regard to 
this. I am sure, on thle other side, on, 
the industrial relations side, he will be 
saying that there should bo no lay-off 
and everybody should be given em¬ 
ployment. If that has to be taken into 
account, naturally, the jute industry 
wiU have to be taken care Of in a 
particvilar way. We are dealing with 
this situation and we hope to take a 
decision in the next two or thr^ days. 
Jute is a commodity by Itself; it gpes 
up and down. One year l^ey produce 
much more than what is requite^ 
next year they switch ovw to rice;- 
becaxise in the previous year the price 
had fallen. I an* sure the speaker is 
much! more conversant with the JUte 
situation than I could ever conceive 
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TMs ts the situation that hsa come 
about and the hon. Member naturally 
brtBda in his own ideological overtones 
With regard to various measures which 
we have undertalcen. We have taken 
some poMtive measures... (Interrup* 
fions) Let us wait and see the results, 

I am not ccanmitted to any ideology 
as he is. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I did not 
taring in idecdogy at all. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: For ex¬ 
ample, in req>ect of sugar, they say; 
take over sugar mills; nationalise them 
and everything will become all right. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; That was 
the demand of ywir own party mem¬ 
bers. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM; It may 
be the demand of anybody. I wish 
that nationalisation was the panacea 
for everything: as far as I am concern¬ 
ed, if nationalisation would solve the 
problem I am prepared to nationalise 
eversrthing including hon. Members. 
We have to consider what policies 
should be undertaken. 

As far as the corporate sector is 
ocmcemed, we have not given any con¬ 
cessions to thorn. On the other hand, 
the 5 oer cent ^rcharge which they 
were paying, they had been aidced to 
deposit in IDBI. As far as bonus 
ahare is concerned, it does not increase 
the resources; it is converted into 
equity and so it is available as a 
reserve or as equity it does not in¬ 
crease liquidity. On the other hand. 

If the hon. Member wants this also to 
I’e distributed as dividend, it will 
increase liquidity. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: But divi- 
dend will he paid on those shares. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Later on 
only* If it is lOqit convened into eq^ty 
dow, this Will alfo he ttlstrtbuted as 
dividSn4 now and lh«re .will b* more 
t»owet gyMlafalt within ttw

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country. Therefore to the best of our 
ability-'—Of course I cannot matc^ 
Inderjit’s inteUigence and analysis—and 
to the extent possible we are analysing 
the situation and are trying to find out 
the factors v^chi are operating today 
and take all possible measures for the 
purpose of controlling the situation.... 
(Interruptions) 

MR. SPEIAKER; We have spent more 
than half an hour on it. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEe (Kanpur): It 
was a battle of intdiligence; we have 
now to put questions. 

MR. SPEAKER; Please he brief. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KBISHNAN 
(Coimbatore): I am sorry that the 
question of ideology had been brought 
in here. What causes us concern is the 
fact that in this statement there is no 
reflection of any serious concern or any 
urgenl or dynamic steps being taken. 
That Is why we have brought up this 
matter. We have been told of ‘re¬ 
medial actlim’. They have stated in 
the statement that “speculators and 
anti-social elements tended to take ad¬ 
vantage of this situation and push up 
the prices”. It shows that the govern¬ 
ment is aware of what the disease is 
and where the trouble lies. 

You keep on reciting the 20 point 
programme like a mantram bui the 
first point in that programme is to 
keep up the steps taken tu bring 
down the prices. If that is so, why 
has this sudden trend come up? There 
is something wrong. Following the 
same pattern is not going to helpr 
^We find the same arguments being 
repeated as before. The minister 
said, “we have arrested some people 
who are speculators.” In Tamilnadu, 
when it was pointed out that there 
were certain people who were hoard, 
ers edible oils, they were arrested 
one night but released next dey, 
Wh^ver such people aie arregbe^ 
people Of a Pertain i4edloiy, w|d(^ 
the inipilter .^appreciates* mp 
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the fray and they are released the 
next day. Is this the way tc(| deal 
with it? 

After all, what is the emergency 
for? The emergency, which we also 
supported, was directed against those 
anti-social and anti-nationals who 
are operating to disrupt our national 
economy and also disrupt the life of 
the people. If that is so, how is it 
that the speculators and anti-social 
elements are allowed to’ run riot 
from June onwards and be a party to 
the pushing up of prices? Why is it 
that you only talk in Biblical and 
sanctimonious language of “remedial-” 
measures which have been repeated 
year after year and which have not 
yielded the desired results? The 
disease is still there. While you may 
be taking some curative measures, 
you are not taking any prophylactic 
measures which are necessary, as 
mentioned by my colleague, Shri 
Indrajit Gupta. 

The Minister said that the prices 
of foodgrains have not gone up to 
that extent. I have just come back 
from Tamilnadu and I can tell you 
that the prices of rice have gone up. 
The wholesale prices have gone up. 
There is a marked difference between 
the price of rice sold in the fair price 
shops and that sold in the open 
market. The hoteliers were asked to 
bring down the prices to a certain 
level and they were told that other¬ 
wise action would be taken against 
them. This was also welcomed hy 
the people. But if suddenly the 
wholesale prices go up, what will 
Happen to them? If they raise their 
price even a little bit, immediately 
MISA is directed against them, but not 
against those speculators, anti-social 
elements and others who disrupt the 
natiohai economy. It is directed only 
asminst those who are observing the 
regulations laid down by the govern¬ 
ment. '

I do not 
see any reflection of such a proposal 
in the minister’s speech: It is i«>t . 
only a question of remedial measures. 
What effective steps are you going to 
take against the speculators and anti¬ 
social and anti-national elements? 
He said,’ in Bombay where speculators 
are there in larger numbers, prices 
go up and down. How is it that they 
are being allowed to go sc6tfree?< It 
is amazing that one year after the 
emergency, we should be told this 
thing. It is not a question of mere 
ideology, it i.s not a debating point. 
All of us have to go into it seriously 
and not brush it aside in a light¬ 
hearted manner. Our point is that 
the measures taken by the govern¬ 
ment are not sufficient. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: I am sorry 
if the hon. member got the impression 
from the statement that there is a 
sense of complacency. Our only in¬ 
tention was not to create any panic 
because there is no reason for panic. 

I wa.s only trying to say that the gov¬ 
ernment is approaching the problem 
with confidence, because the result 
during the past two or three weeks 
has really shown that the situation is 
well under control. 1 do agree with 
the hon. Member that there was a 
tendency for the edible oil prices, 
especially groundnut oil prices, to 
go up. But this year we had a pecu¬ 
liar phenomenon; we had a super 
bumper crop of groundnut to tile ex¬ 
tent of 69.91 lakh tonnes w nearly 
70 lakh tonnes, which k at laagt 18 
lakh tonnes above the production of 
the previous years. 

Hon. Members may rCcolhud j|iat as

Tli^e wa's also a dexnatid for export 
groundnut and groundnut'. oii> 
that ia why the as last measure 
was' asked to step* In. ^o, at one time, 
becau^ of the super bumper crop, 
which was rather unusual, there was 
a demand from many groundnut pro¬ 
ducing States that the situation had 
to be relieved, the quota has to be 
removed and that the farmer ipust get 
a higher remunerative , price. Even 
though in some quarters there is cri¬ 
ticism of export, we exported only 
2.15 lakh tonnes, which is three per 
cept of last year’s . production. This 
year, as spon as we noticed a tendency 
for the prices to rise, immediately 
the Finance Minister convened a 
confei'ence of all the concerned de¬ 
partments and various measures were 
taken and on the I6th July results 
were shown. This is why next week 
we had a fall in the price in¬ 
dex by 0.7 per cent and in the subse¬ 
quent week by 1.2 per cent. The 
latest indications are that the prices 
are still going down. 

From this year’s experience we have 
decided that, instead of taking ad hoc 
measures for a vital y»m like edible oil 
we should have a national plan. By 
September will have a firm indica¬ 
tion of the likely production and we 
will have an assessment of the require, 
ments. We will also be knowing the 
requirements of the vanaspati industry 
and how much we can realise by ex¬ 
port of high-priced mustard oil and 
linse^ oU. Taking into account the 
import possibilities and exports, we 
will draw up towards September a 
comprehrasive national plan for vege¬ 
table oil or edible oil, and this will be 
a permanent feature instead of being 
an cul hoe meamme* Because of the 
axperience ^'this year of a few weeks’ 
fielay in the monsoon and the super 
bumper the major groundnut

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
(Tiruchirapalli): Neither the state¬ 

ment, nor the reply given Ly the Civil 
Supplies Minister now will give any 
confidence to the consumer that theVe 
will be any serious attempt to stabi¬ 
lise the prices. If the speculators and 
the' hoarders listen to the non-ideolb-. 
gical speech of the Finance Minister, 
they will be amused because he said 
that he will allow the prices to rise 
’ till they reach the level that was pre¬ 
vailing at the time of declaration of 
emergency. That seems to be the 
position of the Uovernipent. 

Coming to Tamil Nadu, the real 
emergency came there only after the 
removal of DMK from power. Then 
the prices came down. But what is 
the position today? The prices have ag¬ 
ain gone up to the old level. What will 
be the impression which the people 
will get? Does the Government exhi¬ 
bit any seriousness in this statement? 
No, The Civil Supplies Commissioner 
and the Advisers are repeatedly saying 
that there is no real scarcity. It is 
good because it will give some confi¬ 
dence to the people. But that confi¬ 
dence alone will nOt do. Today no 
shop sells groundnut oil. which is 
the most popular edible oil for the 
poorer section of the society. Is this 
how they are going to protect the wea¬ 
ker sections of society during the emer¬ 
gency, from the cultches of the hoar¬ 
ders? Government is aware that, this 
scarcity and high prices are due to 
hoarding. In so far as I can. speak 
about Tamil. Nadu, I am sure it is due 
to hoarding and not real scarcity. 
And why do you attribute this to the 
small quantity that was allowed to be 
exported? The statement is a plea 
for the hoarders and blackmarketettrs 
to justify their conduct. 

MR. SPEAKER: Itt his yeply he hae, 
stated that only three per cent w«g,«iitffV 
ported, but b)w:ause of the acAl^lthis 
of the’boardets and others, the 
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bare i^one up. He bae said the same 
thine. 

SHRi M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
If that is so, what is the action? 

MR. SPEAICER: The action is the 
national plan. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
So, the boarders can thrive until the 
ni^fmal plan is woAed out. Don’t 
blame the monsoon, don’t blame the 
lack of a national plan. What are 
the steps you are goinx to take im¬ 
mediately to unearth the hoarded 
stock and give it to the people at the 
prices fixed by the Government them- 
s^ves?, That is very important with 
regard to edible oil, particularly 
groundnut oil. 

In rice Government has got ample 
stocks, which is reassuring, but why 
should prices go up like this? Im¬ 
mediately alter President’s rule was 
. proclaimed, in Tamil Nadu rice price 
came down and rice was available 
everywhere. Procurement was made 
at a price lower than what had pre¬ 
vailed during the DMK regime by 
Rs. 10 per quintal. Now, the position 
is that the price of rice is rising very 
much. Again, the reason is that the 
wholesale traders who were banned 
immediately after President’s rule 
have been now activised and they are 
cornering the rice. So, what is the 
action they are going to take? 

Coming to sugar, the levy price has 
been increased to some extent, but not 
for all the States. To offset ttie in¬ 
crease, the excise duty has been re¬ 
duced on sugar. Both ways the sugar 
manufacturers have been ben<^flted 
without relief either to the cane 
growers or to the consumers. That is 
my point. jl^ far as Tamil Nadu is 
concerned, there may be a slight re- 
ductiorn in ti^e levy price, bitt the cane 
price there is the le>v^st in the count¬ 
ry. Why d(m’| you at least see that the 
relief given to the sugar factory 
owners is riiared by the consumers 
and the cane grCwers? 


Basically, if they persist to toe toto- 
ideological p<fiicy toUidwed by tonrh, 
they ate not going to soli^ toe^ .prob¬ 
lem. The No. 1 Item of the 2P-pa4nt 
programme will meet with a calamity 
long as you follow this policy. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: The hon. 
Member has raised two important 
points, one about groundnut and the 
other about the rice situation. The 
figures from all over the country in¬ 
cluding Tamil Nadu indicate that 
there was no atoxociable increase to 
the price of foodgrains. 

About groundnut oil, the Tamil 
Nadu Govemmmit has already taken 
various measures to unearth the 
hoarding and actually Tamil Nadu is 
the one surplus State to the matter 
of groundnut, but there was some 
artificial scarcity created is pednted 
out here, and the Government there 
has taken very Arm measures, and 
we are quite confident... 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDRAM; 
We are not getting oil. Even the 
Super Bazar does not have groundnut 
oiL Do you believe me or not? Fur 
the past two weeks it has not behn 
available. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: 1 was in I 
Madras day before yesterday, nobody 
told me about it. 

We are keeping a complete monitor¬ 
ing of information from aH over the 
country. There are 61 important 
centres in the country from where 
we get information every 24 hours. 
However, since the hon. Member has 
pointed this out, we are tm^pared to 
look into tois matter,, but this wttl 
only creats panic toat 'ito; |r^ 
oil is available in Tamil Kiato though 
actually it is a surplus md is 
feeding even Mitoaratolra.

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8HRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jai< 
nagar); The so^alled non-committed 
Ideology propounded by the Finance 
Mlniater and which is being ronsis- 
tenlly followed by him, has landed 
our country in a soup. During the 
Budget proposals,' he said that some 
concessions were being given to the 
industries to ensure that the prices 
of industrial goods would be brought 
down. When prices came down after 
Emergency, mostly the prices of 
agricultural products came down; the 
prices of industrial goods did not 
come down. When the prices of 
agricultural products went down, the 
poor peasants had to make a distress 
sale of paddy and later on wheat 
also—during harvest time. Govern¬ 
ment went to the market very late; 
by that time, the vast majority of the 
toiling kisans had been looted; the 
rural hoarders, that is, the big pro¬ 
ducers and the urban hoarders had 
cornered the stocks of paddy. In 
regard to wheat also, the same thing 
happened; 1 myself visited Gujarat, 
Punjab, Haryana and Western U.P. 
and went to several mandis and we 
saw that the Pood Corporation people 
rejected the wheat brought by the 
peasants; after waiting for three or 
four days, the peasants had to sell 
that to the traders at a much lov^i 
price than the support price, and 
from those traders that very wheat 
was purchased by the Food Corpora¬ 
tion at the suj^ort price. When our 
people resisted, they were arrested; 
some known Communist leaders of 
Kurukshetra district, well knowri 
leaders and Bikhs, have been charged 
tvith opposing the ban on RSS. In 
my presence, they were arrested, and 
for the last three or four months, they 
are in jail; they have not been releas¬ 
ed even on baU. All this is because 
they resisted the attempts of the 
traders and the corrupt ofBcers, and 
the FC{ people and the traders have 
been ihariag it Qfty-fifty between 
them, fto benefit has gone to the 
haaaettt produoers; only the hoarders, 
Wg lah|3"CWaent, who hid cornored 
^d are gtij^ hoarding, ang the urban 
wMrdatg are benefited. I em talkini 


out of personal experience; I had gone 
to Punjab and other places and ^ 
personally went to the mandis. Here, 

[ would lilie to know what is the 
policy of the Government. The 
peasant producers are being looted 
doubly; at the time of harvestmg, 
their crops are not taken by the FCI; 
by the time the PCI enters the market, 
most of the actual producers had been 
looted by having been compelled to 
make distress sale. Afterwards, roost 
of these poor peasants have to 
purchase these very foodgrains at a 
much higher price by selling their land. 
When the price index is prepared, we 
have to take into account this also. 
I would like to know whether Gov- 
ernment has a policy to ensure that 
the actual peasant producers get the 
price, at least the support price, 
winch Government claims that it 
wants to ensure, and whether that 
price is going to be made stable for 
the whole year or not. Afterwards, 
when prices rise, you will blame th** 
monsoon for that If the monsoon 
to be blamed for price rise, then the 
same mon.«oon has to be praised for 
the slight fall in price also—in the 
second fortnight of July. 


I would like to ask a few questions 
with regard to industrial goods and 
raw materials—^jute, cotton and sugar. 
The cane prices were not raised. The 
Finance Minister was very much 
w’orried about the cane lobby. The 
House is almost unanimous on that 
but, you know, the visible lobby of 
the sugar mill-owners is very power 
ful here. i would like to know 
whether the question of the supply 
and demand which is a discarded 
theory of the capitalist economies and 
which is very much in the mind of 
our Finance Minister is controlling 
the Government’s understanding also. 
Then, if there is an abundance of 
jute and if there is no market outside, 
then, in that case, may we know 
whether the prices of finish^l goods of 
jute have come down? Tbe prices 
raw materials have gone down, the 
peasants are bedng IiSoted hut jbavs 
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’the ptlces of finished goods gone 
down proportionately? 

Similarly, when the raw cotton 
prices have gone down,, the Cotton 
Corporation of India is not given 
funds.... 

MR., SPEAKER: As an argument 
you can say that, but this question is 
a specific one about foodgrains, sugar 
and other essential commodities. As 
an argument you can mention parity 
of prices but it cannot be a substantive 
point. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA J^iA: It is 
not a question of argument. I only 
want to know whether, when the 
cotton prices went down and the 
peasants were looted, the prices of 
textile goods also went down pro' 
portionately. Now,- the cotton prices 
have gone up, the peasant-producers 
have already sold their stocks and the 
hoarders are getting profits and 
consumers are being looted. Here is 
the crux of the very uncommitted 
ideology propounded by the Finance 
Minister being too much committed 
but in favour of big hoarders and 
industrialists. Here is a fuU-fiedged 
loot of the peasant-producers, a fuil- 
fledged loot of the consumers and ail 
profits have gone to the hoarders, 
black-marketeers and mill-owners. 
This imcommitted ideology is very 
, much committed. 


1 would like to know in this situa¬ 
tion whether throughout the country 
a single hoarder or a single black- 
marketeer is being or bag been proce¬ 
eded against under Section 110, 
Criminal Procedure Code which has 
provided that they can be charged for 
bi^ livelihood.

of both consumers and also the pro¬ 
ducers and to help stabilise the 
national economy. 

Thirdly, I would like to know as to 
what is the policy of the Government 
to ensure that the prices are stabilis¬ 
ed at the pre-emergency level or they 
are to be brought down to the 1973 
level or even 1971 level w.hen you 
went to the country, when we, 
along with you went to the 
country and told the entire people in 
the 1971 Elections that hoarders aud 
black-marketeers will be put down 
with a firm hand. People are still 
waiting and they want to know 
whether we are going to fulfil the 
promises or not. We want to know 
what is your poUcy? Is it to stabilise 
the prices at their higest level or to 
bring them down for the benefit of 
the consumers? 

MR. SPEAKER: You answer the 
three questions. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: Thf bon. 
Member hag answers for some of his 
own question. He raised a valid point 
about remunerative price to , the far¬ 
mer. As the Finance Minister pointed 
out, quite often it 'happens that the 
prices start going up once &ie agricul¬ 
tural coTnrttbdities pass on from the 
hands of the real producer tq the 
trader.

SHRI A, C. GEORGE: Rs. 5.80. ...

SHRI BriOGENDRA JHA: It is sel¬ 
ling at Rs. 9.50 per kilo in Delhi.

SHRI A. C, GEORGE: I was men¬ 
tioning about Calcutta. As the hon. 
Member would concede, we are taking 
care of these problems. Edible oil is 
an important item, an essential item of 
mass consumption. As I told the House, 
we are evolving a plan whereby we 
will be knowing what will be the 
annual situation, what will be the 
total requirements, what will be the 
total picture about demand and pro¬ 
duction and in regard to export and 
import also. There is also anothipr 
thing which I would like to mention 
that in spite of the stringent measures 
taken against the blackmarketeers, we 
have not arrested a single one. I do 
appmclate the concern expressed by 
the hon. Member. Government is also 
equally concerned and I have outlined 
the steps which have been taken by 
the Government. I am thankful to the 
hon. Members for having brought this 
subject of price situation on the first 
day’s sitting of this House. As I have 
already stated, we have taken various 
measures and we will not allow the 
situation to go out of control and in 
req>ect at important commodities like 
foodgralns and edible (^s the greatest 
care will be taken. 

dHRI BHOGCNDRA JHA: What is 
he doing to bring down the price? 
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MR. SPEAKER: Wait tor the naUon- 
al plan. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Only for 
the edible oil, not for the other things. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 

I am talking from personal experience. 
I go to the market, and purchase all 
essential commodities. If I go with a 
statement and say that the price of 
mustard oil, postman or dalda has not 
been increased, I would be beaten by 
the people. The price of a two-kilo tin 
of mustard oil has gone up b.v Rs. 2/50 
per tin, postman by Rs. 1/50 for 2 kilo 
tin and Dalda has also gone up by 
Rs. 2 per tin. My hon. friend Shri 
H. K. L, Bhagat invited the manufac¬ 
turers, wholesalers and retailers on the 
eve of the anniversary of the emer¬ 
gency and appealed to them to reduce 
the prices from 5 per cent to 10 per cent. 
The retailers immediately agreed and 
reduced upto 10 Pcr cent. Wholesalers 
also agreed, of course, with some bit¬ 
terness. But the manufacturers did 
not agree to do so. The Branch Man¬ 
ager and Branch Accountant of Hin- 
dustan Lever did not agree to reduce 
the price saying that they have al¬ 
ready reduced the price. They had 
the cheak to oppose the Minister's 
request. Many times I have brought 
before the House how Hindustan Lever 
has been making fabulous profit at the 
cost of the consumers. But their 
Branch Manager and Branch Account¬ 
ant said like this that they are not 
prepared to jeJucc the price on the 
plea that they have already reduced 
the price. But as luck would have it, 
the Branch Manager and the Branch 
Accountant were arrested for misap¬ 
propriation. 

He has been arrested. But that has 
not been pubU^ed in any of the news¬ 
papers. Thoy have also arrested smug¬ 
glers and hoarders. But the news 
about the arr^t of the Branch Man. 
ager of the Hindustan Lever was not 
at all published in any newspaper. 
Probably, this news has been censored, 
because ^ happens to be the Branch 
Manager of Hindustan Lever-a nkilU- 
national Corporation} 
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Of course, the price has be^ reduced 
by 2 per cent or so. We are only a^- 
ii^ the retailers to reduce the price. 
If you go to the retailers in the market, 
they will tell you that they have been 
asked to reduce their price. But, what 
about the manufacturers? I would like 
to know from govemnamt about this. 
Of course. Mr. George said that he was 
doing his best. I know that Shri George 
goes On making many statements here 
about the price. He is an energetic 
person and of course, he is asking the 
retailers to reduce their prices in Delhi. 
Will he do the same thing in other 
places also? ^And will he ask the 
manufacturers also to reduce the price 
cm the basis of ascertaining their pro¬ 
duction cost? I want to know from 
him what specidc action he has taken 
in this regard, 

SHRI A. C GEORGE: Sir, in the 
process of bringing down the prices 
and stabilising the same at a reason¬ 
able level, we are not sparing anybody 
concerned. During the past five or 
four months, we have held meetings 
and dialogues with the various manu¬ 
facturers and during the past two 
wedcs or so, prices on some items have 
vcfiuntarily come down. The major 
biscuit manufacturers like Britannia, 
Parley and Dalima who had got 18 per 
cent of production had brought down 
the prices.. .(Intemivtions) 

SHRT S. M, BANERJEE: He is 
giving tis other examples. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: We had a 
meeting with the soap manufacturers 
who have also reduced their price of 
soap by 15 paise or 10 paise. We are 
having a constant dialogue with im¬ 
portant manufacturers of this item 
which are of concern to the ordinary 
man and it would be our endeavour to 
continue. that process and wherever 
we find a bit of leeway to reduce the 
pHcqv urm wtli never be failing in that. 

SHRI & BANERJEE: 1 am here 
oonccmed with Hfrdustan Devet Whe- 
they they have reduced the prices cf

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STATEMENT Rl; FLOOD SITUA¬ 
TION IN THE COUNTRY 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI KEDAjR NATH 
SINGH): Sir, during the year 1970... 

MR. SPEAKER: If it is a long state¬ 
ment, you may lay it on the Table. 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: Sir, 
I lay the statement on the flood situa¬ 
tion in the country on the Table of the 
House. 


Statement 

During the year 1976 the South 
West monsoon had been somewhat 
indifferent to begin with but of late, 
it has generally picked up The cumu¬ 
lative monsoon rainfall upto August 
4, was normal or excess in wost parts 
of the country, except Arunachal 
Pradesh, Gangetic West Bengal, 
Orissa, Bihar, East Uttar Pradesh, 
hills of West Uttar Pradesh and 
Kerala where it was dehcienl. Dur¬ 
ing the last couple of days some parts 
of the country have been experienc¬ 
ing heavy rainfall specially Jammu 
and Kashmir and Punjab. 

According to the reports received 
from the State Governments floods 
causing considerable damage have 
occurred in parts of Andhra Pradesh, 
Assam, Gujarat, Manipur, Maharash¬ 
tra and Tripiira. Floods have occur¬ 
red ih the Jfaelum causing flooding 
in the Kashmir Valley. A few of the 
rivers in Bihar, Uttar Pradesh and 
West Bengal were also in floods. 
Gujarat and Maharashtra were hit by 
severe cydcmes resulting in heavy 
rains and floods in early June. 

Andhra Pradesh: 

During the low flood in Godavari, 
whlcb occurred in tl>e first week of 
July tite first b«y on the left bank 
of Dowlaitwiram anicut breached 
over n lesgtit of 152 metres affecting 
the left canal. Repair work at 


the breached portion has been taken 
up by the State Government During 
the subsequent medium flood of July 
21 to 25 the river crossed the danger 
level in the upper reaches. On July 
23, Madhavayapalam outfall sluice at 
Km. 74/0 of Vasista Godavari embauk. 
ment near Narsapuram collapsed, 
which is being attended to. 


Assam: 

Three waves of flood occurred in 
Brahmaputra basin durmg the months 
of June mid July, 1976. The first 
wave lasted for 9 days fro.n June 
12 and the second wave extended into 
the third one covering the period 
June 28 to July 21. The fourth wave 
of flood in Brahmaputra commenced 
from 4th of August, 1976 and was 
continuing when the last reports 
came in. The northern tributaries of 
Brahmaputra, the Puthimari, the Pag- 
ladiya, the Manas and the 'Beki and 
the Southern tributaries Burhidhing, 
the Kopilli and the Dhansiri along 
with the main river were in moderate 
floods during these diflterent spells. 


During the first wave, there was a 
breach on the Burhidhing retired em¬ 
bankment at Telpani ,in Dibrugarh 
district and the Bhaira- 

tolajan in Kamrup district. There 
were also damages to the Check dam 
on the spill channel on Dhansiri south 
in Sibsagar district, and erosion near 
Tezpur railway station. During the 
second wave of floods erosion occur¬ 
red at a few places including Kamla- 
bari Mouza of Majuli Island, two 
spans of the Puthimari bridge at 
Chimalibidia road were washed away 
and the Brahmaputra river spilled 
over its kaAk at a few places. During 
the third wave of floods the river 
Bhogodoi surpassed its previous high¬ 
est recorded level of 90.92 metres at 
Jorhat. Breaches took place at two 
places on its left bank and one place 
in Se right bank. There were 
SeSes between Diera and Kalkpani 
in the embankment on 
a tributary of Brahmapntra In Dhablfl 
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sub-division and damages to the lail- 
way guide bund in Dhemaji sub¬ 
division. 

The Barak valley in Assam ex¬ 
perienced severe flood damage under 
the three waves of flood during the 
periods from June IJ to 18, June 30 
to July 14 and July 17 to 21. The 
river Barak attained the maximum 
level of 21.05 metres on June 15, 
against the danger level of 19-83 
metres at SUchar (Annapurnaghat), 
the maximum level ever recorded at 
this site being 21.94 metres in June 
1969. At Lakhipur, the level re¬ 
corded on 15th June was about a 
metre above the previous highest 
recorded level in Jime, 1966. The 
floods iJ' Barak and its tributaries in 
early June caused serious flood situa¬ 
tion almost throughout the entire 
valley. There were seven breaches 
in the embankment system of the 
Barak basin during the first wave of 
floods—three in the Barak embank¬ 
ment and three in the Longai em¬ 
bankments and One in Shingla. Al¬ 
most half of Silchar, headquarters of 
Cachar district was under water. The 
district was completely cut-off from 
the rest of the country due to disrup¬ 
tion of road, rail and air communica¬ 
tions. 

The State Government undertook 
rescue and relief operations in the 
affected areas with assistance from 
the Army. The State Government 
sanctioned Rs 36 35 lakhs are gra¬ 
tuitous relief for cash doles, food and 
clothing. Rs. 9 lakhs for medical 
relief, Rs. 5.18 lakhs for supply of 
seeds free of cost and Rs- 0-40 lakhs 
for cattle fodder. Building materials 
worth Rs. 13.75 lakhg was also made 
available ^ree of cost fOr repairs of 
the damaged houses, 

Gujarat; 

Consequent to the severe cyclonic 
storm that hit Gujarat on June 3 and 
4 there was heavy rainfall in some 
parts of the State. The districts 


affected were Ahmedabad, Kheda, 
Bhavanagar, Broach, Baroda, Suren- 
der Nager, Surat, Junagadh, :^ajkot, 
Amreli, Bulsar, and Panchmaluils. 
Road and tele-communications were 
disrupted and power supply to Broach ^ 
broke down. Baroda City experienc¬ 
ed a rainfall of 13.3 centimetres on 
July 11 resulting in high inflows into 
Ajwa lake requiring heavy release o* 
water. The water thus released, 
affected Baroda city and 15 villages 
on the banks cf river Vishwamitri in 
Baroda district. 

Due to heavy rainfall of 90 centi¬ 
metres during July 29 to 31 in Bulsar 
district and its vicinity, a number of 
rivers including Darnan-Ganga were 
in high floods. Low lying areas of 
Bulsar town were flooded and ■ the 
deck of the railway bridge on Daman^ 
Ganga river near Vapi was washed 
away. Road and railway communi¬ 
cations between Bombav and Ahme- 
dabad were disrupted. In Surat dis¬ 
trict a number of rivers were in high 
floods affecting four tehsils and also 
the highway in the area. Rescue 
and relief operations were under¬ 
taken by the State authorities. 

Jammu and Kashmir: 

Widespread rainfall occurred m 
Kashmir Valley between July 2fi to 
August 2, resulting in river Jheluro 
surpassing its previous highest re¬ 
corded level at Sangam on August 1. 
Once ageiu continuous rainfall was 
experienced in the valley from 
August 5 onwards. Flood emhuuk- 
ments have breached at a number of 
places inundating extensive areas in 
Anantnag and Srinagar districts, in¬ 
cluding the towns of Anantnag and 
Bijbiara. Extensive damage has been 
reported to roads, culverts and R** 
irrigation schemes. Portion of the 
National Highway from Jammu to 
Srinagar and other roads ct^necting 
major towns were under water, tilt¬ 
ing toad commurficatlons. On Aiigust 
8 and 9. the weather wis clear at 
Srinagar tod also

w«s falling. However, the 
^^Jar lake wag rising but was about 
ira meters above the danger level on 
August 9. Relief is being provided 
and rations distributed to the affected 
persons. . 


Maharashtra: 

Due to the cyclone and resultant 
heavy rains during the first week ol 
June districts of Thane, Kolaba, Pune, 
Ahmednagar, Sangli, Satara, Bombay 
suburban, Nasik Sholapur and Dhule 
were affected. In Thano a bridge at 
Pandhartora was wa.shed away. There 
have been damages to the Maswan 
bund and Bhandwadi' tank and an 
earthen dam at Naigaon-Degaon. Due 
to floods in Godavari and its tribu¬ 
taries low lying areas were flooded in 
Sangamner, Akola and Nagar towns 
and road communications disrupted. 
The State Government undertook 
rescue and lelief operations in the 
affected areas and provided cash 
relief. 


Tripura and Manipur: 

Due to unprecedented rainfall dur¬ 
ing June 7 to 15 in Tripura there 
were extensive damages in a number 
of subdivisions, most affected being 
Kamalpur, KajlaShahar, Belonia and 
Khowai. Large areas of land were 
inundated afTecting standing crops, 
roads and bridges, During the second 
and third spell of floods during the 
flrst and second week of July there 
was further devastation in the already 
affected areas. The State Govern¬ 
ment undertook relief measures by 
opening 75 camps and an amount of 
Rs 1.8 lakhs were sanctioned towards 
relief works. 

In- Manipur, the rivers Imphal, 
Nambul, Thouhal and Iril were in 
floods dudi^[ the second week of 
June. Two breaches occurred in each 
of the emhankments of Imphal and 
Nambul ihd one breach In Thoubal 


embankment. The State iGoverntnents 
undertook immediate relief and res¬ 
cue operations. 

Member <Floods), Central Water 
Commission, Government of India, 
accompanied by the concerned State 
Government officers inspected affect¬ 
ed areas to advise on the immediate 
engineering measures to be taken up. 

Other States: 

There were medium floods in Teesta, 
Jaldhaka and other North Bengal 
rivers resulting in damages in Jalpai- 
guri, Darjeeling and Cooch Behar 
dislrictsL The State Government 
undertook rescue and relief opera¬ 
tions. 

The Bagmati, Kamla Balan, the 
Burhi-Gandak, the Adhwara Group 
of rivers and Mahananda were in 
floods in North Bihar during the last 
week of June and first half of July. 

The Ganga and its tributaries, the 
Sarda, the Rapti, the Gomti and 
Ghaghra in Utter Pradesh were in 
low to moderate floods. 

In Kerala, there were land slides 
and rock bursts in Trichur, Idukki 
and Koahikode districts resulting in 
20 deaths. 

In Madhya Pradesh, the river 
Indravati, a tributary of the Godavari 
was in floods on July 21 for a short 
duration, dislocating road communica¬ 
tions between Jagdalpur and Raipur. 

1 

In Punjab, the rivers Ravi, Bees 
and Sutlej were in floods during the 
first week of August which, however, 
were effectively contained by the 
flood protection works. In the earlier 
floods of July 25 in Sutlej a breach 
occurred in the embaiikment at Mako- 
wal and in a bund on Budkinadi. 

The river Yamuna was iu flood* 
and crossed the danger level at tte 
railway bridge at Drihl 03 a August, 
affecting a few mar^nal villages. It' 
ia again in flood from Augu«c t 
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Damage due to floods: 

Clear picture of the magnitude of 
the losses caused by the floods would 
be available after detailed assessment 
ig made by the State Govenunents. 
This would be possible only after the 
floods recede. However, preliminary 
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assessments made by the Stetes so far 
indicate that during the first haU of 
the monsoon this year damage due 
to floods has not been very heavy. 
The enclosed statement gives Ute 
preliminary assessment State»wise as 
reported by the State Governments.

THE hUNISTER OP HOME AF- 
FAIRS (SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY): Sir, I beg to move for leave 
to introduce a Bill further to amend 
the Maintenance of Internal Security 
Act, 1971. 


MR. SPEAKER* Motion moved: 

“That leave be granted to intro¬ 
duce a Bill further to amend the 
Maintenance of Internal Security 
Act, 1971.” 

SHRI S. M. BANEBJEE (Kanpur). 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 rise to oppose this 
Bill even at the introduction sthge. 
MISA after numerous amendments 
during 1975-76 became so draconian 
that tt vr^s admitted by the Attorney 
General himseU that there was no 
reflOMdy against mala fide detention 


and hence we thought whenever (3ov- 
emment wants to extend life of this 
draconian Act it must make a review 
in Parliament of how it has been used 
or misused and how the bureaucracy 
is implementing and whether the ex¬ 
perience justified some safeguards for 
innocent persosis. The present amend¬ 
ing Bill which the hon. Minister, Shri 
Brahmananda Reddy has introduced is 
not accompanied by any sudi objective 
review or assurance by the Govern¬ 
ment We can appreciate that powers 
of detentlcxi may be necessitate by 
special circumstances so that anti- 
national, anti-social, communal and 
pro-imperialist forces are prevoited 
from subverting democracy or carrying 
out de-slabilisation plots. But. Sir, we 
can never support t^ misuse of MISA. 

I give certain fn.<;tances to show as to 
how MISA was misused or is being 
misused by bureaucracy which has 
been invested with unprecedented 
powers. We are opposing the intro¬ 
duction of this Bill because we find 
MISA is being grossly misused against 
those very for<r*eS which have be^n 
consistency fighting the rightists and 
reactionaries and also which have 
persistently supported the 20-polnt pro¬ 
gramme. You are aware. Sir, during 
that time when the self-styled Lok 
Nayak led the right reactionary forces 
in Bihar it was our comrade who had 
fought back to the wall and ultimately 
defeated and made the sdnister plans 
of these forces abortive. And what is 
the position today! More than two 
dozen of our activists who pledged 
their support to the Emergency and 
20-polnt programme are behind the 
bars and have been arrested under 
MIRA In Bihar itself I am not talking 
of those who are detained tmder DIR. 
They are more than one thousand. Sir, 
the AH India Defence Employees Fe¬ 
deration of which 1 am the President 
supported the 20-point programme and 
the Emergency. They stood like one

Then in 
the factory at Avadi, the General 
Secretary of our Union has been de¬ 
tained. In Heavy Vehicle Factory 
where Vijayanta Tank was produced 
and wheire the workers were congra¬ 
tulated even by the Prime Minister and 
Defence Chief our three employees 
who are the best artisans have been 
detained under MISA. In Kanpur the 
General Secretary of the Karamchari 
Sangh in the HT has been detained 
under, MISA.

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE • 
I will not take unnecessary time. 
I want to bring to your notice and the 
notice of the hon House that this Bill 
seeks to replace the Ordinance whereby 
the period of detention has been 
increased from 12 months to 24 months 
in respect of detention orders under 
s 16A of the Act. Therefore, the 
question is about the period of deten¬ 
tion. When the onginal Bill was being 
discussed the hon. Minister while 
introducing the Bill said* “as I have 
submitted yesterday, the maximum 
life of clause 16A is 12 months.” That

With reference to allegations of mis¬ 
use of MISA which were made by my 
friend Mr. Banerjee, I have said time 
and again during discussions in this 
House, that several precautions have 
been taken by the government to 
prevent possible misuse at lower levels. 
When such things are brought to our 
notice by hon Members or ethers we 
go into the matter and ask the State 
governments the reasons why a person 
was detained and then we come to 
some conclusions. All possible pre¬ 
cautions continue to be taken to 
prevent misuse..

MOTION RE; NATIONAL POLICY 
FOR CHILDREN—Comd. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We re¬ 
sume discussion on tha National Policy 
On Children. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI (Calcutta-South): Mr. 

Deputy-Speaker, Sir, tlie recom¬ 
mendation on certain observations of 
the Board with regard to the policy 
on children of our country is, really 
speaking, a very good outcome and « 
very good exercise. I have patiently 
heard the views and the policy as 
they were expressed by our hon. De¬ 
puty Minister on the last day of the 
previous session. i also congratulate 
him for his attitude towards the chil¬ 
dren. But, I would like to point out 
a few things on this national policy 
on. children which is followed in other 
countries as well as in India. 

In India, perhaps, it is a known fact, 
both from the point of view of rdi- 
gion and that of iincient thinking, that 
tile child is treated as God. Usually, It 
is a common phenomenon both in the 
villages and the cities. This symbo¬ 
lises our devotion to childr^. It 
indicates our expectations and our 
dreams about children. 

Extraordinary, Part II, Section 2, dated 
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I could really appreciate that virhei 
we were under the British Rule, we 
could not evolve a suitable policy in 
relation to children with a view to 
improving their conditions. But we 
are now a free country. After taking 
oath as the Prime Minister of free 
India, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru nevci 
forgot to mention ronu'thing about the 
children of India whenever he spoke— 
whether on the occasion of Republic 
Day, Indepcn{jv;ncc.' Day or anything 
else. He had become such a favourite 
of the children that whenever the 
word ‘Chacha’ is used, it is understood 
that the reference is to Nehru Ji- 
Pandit Nehru was not only a dreamer 
Or a phxlosophei. He thought that the 
country could liave been built much 
more constructively, if the children had 
been given sufficient care and they had 
been made 10 feel that they were 
partners in all out work. This was also 
the thinking of Lenin in Soviet Russia. 
Immediately after the revolution, 
Lenin used to speak about children 
on all occasions—even in the Com¬ 
munist Party Congress—and say that 
they should be given due care. This 
resulted in the formation of the Young 
Pioneers’ Group for children between 
the ages of 6 and 14, in Soviet Union 
and other socialist Countries. In all 
the socialist countries, this group is 
recognized, engineered, financed and 
administered bv the governments and 
given hij^est priority in the matter 
of develoDinent—after the youth. 

^milar measures have been under¬ 
taken recently in Iraq also. While I 
was there recently I could see that 
they havte adopted the same policy. 
The first priority is given to them by 
that country. In our country, many 
organisations do take care of the chil¬ 
dren. Voluntary organizatioJ» and the 
State Governments do provide them 
with many facilitiles. But nothing has 
been done at the national level in 
the manner in which Nehru Ji had 
dreamt or as Indira Ji dreams. 

The recommendations are very nice. 
If we read them, they appear to be 
much more constructive than even the 


Young Pioneer Group’s programmes 
in the Soviet Union. But in actual 
pi'actice, nothing has been done be* 
cause of lack of funds. If every body 
receiving a salary or paying income- 
tax, wealth-tax. gift tax or vehicle tax 
is requested to participate in the en¬ 
deavour to raise 1 esoiircc-; for children, 
nobodv will object, if the general 
masses pay 5 paise per individual per 
year, we can have a very sizeable 
bii...e3t and a very constructive and 
comprehensive policy—^both at the 
Centre and m the States. 

In mv S+ate, Tagore was another 
great man who dreamt of the well¬ 
being of the childi’en and had compos¬ 
ed almost ha f of his dramas, poems 
and folk tales for the children. We 
have the Tagore Children Group and 
the institution named after Abanin- 
dranath Tagore*, known as the Ab- 
hanindra Mahal. The second one is 
possibly one of the largest child cai- 
Ires in India. It has alread.v received 
a lot of appreciation and awards. But 
it IS an organization depending on 
funds from a few people. Wo have 
many plans but we have no resources. 
So, w(o cannot do much. 

When a chUd grows into a young 
man, he talks of sports and games. 
Look at the budget allocation for 
sports and games, which would help 
the development of the mentai and 
physical potential of the youth of our 
country. It is a small amount, in 
comparison to what they spend in 
middle-eastern countries. In a country 
having GO crores of people, Lr. the 
'second largest population in the* 
world, children and youth are not 
given any financial support by the 
government. There is no compulscffy 
item of expenditure for tha promotion 
of the moral and cultural talents of 
the children, in the national sphere. 
This work has to deprad on some 
social organizations. I do not object 
to the x>artieipation of voluntary orga¬ 
nisations. But I do feel that when 
a country prodaims itself to be tb 
socialist country, or a country on lt» 
march tov'^rds socialism, the lookit^i 
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alter of the youth and children should 
be the basic piUer of the policy of 
the country. 

What is tha position in our country? 
The children are badly neglected. 
They do not know even their ovm 
pjaivnte. In the words of Panditji, 
when a child is bom in this country, 
it should consider the country as its 
mother and the country should c^ 
sider the children as their own. Do 
our children think of our country m 
that way now? 


Today the looking after of children 
is dwie by Mother Theresa, or some 
sanyasi of some ashrern or the father 
of a church, because they feel that 
that is the way to serve God. Some¬ 
times we give them prizes, or we re¬ 
commend ttieir names to the UNO or 
other authorities lor the award ^ 
l^bbel or some other prize. But do 
you 'think that a country like ours 
should depend on Mother Theresa, the 
father of a church or the sanyasi of 
an ashram for the welfare of our 
children? The moment a cliild is 
bom in a hospital in our coimtry, 
should it not be the responsibiUty of 
the country, and particularly of the 
ruling party, under our Constitution 
and the rule of law as it obtains 

today? ' 

Let us see some of the observatioiis 
made here. The first one says that all 
children shall be covered by a com- 
prdiensive health programme. 
two weeks back I had been to the 
Sunderbans area of West Bjjsal 
watch the progress of the 20-Pomt 
Economic Programme. You wiU be 
surprised to know that children of the 
age-group four to eight cry for a glass 
^^(po^raerea mUk, ^

or Red Cross go there ^ wee . 
It generaUy goes once a week in the 
winter month,. Now it fio® once m

When I made enquiries in that am I 
found that this is the only milk they 
got, and that too once in two mimtln. 

So far as the Health Cmtre ie 
concerned, it cannot provide even 
simple medicines. I reported this both 
to the CJhief Ministw: and ^e Health 
Minister. The BDOs say that tbCBT 
have no programme for the children. 
The SDO also says that they have no 
special programme for children ex¬ 
cept the distriburion of biscuits and 
oranges on the Republic Day and the 
Independence Day. This n the ritna- 
tion. 


While t anning of family should be 
there, and in fact the control of popu¬ 
lation by family planning must be 
made compulsory in our country to 
create a sltuatum in the country 
whereby we can overconm the gen¬ 
uine economic difficulties, at the same 
time, the existing children should be 
given adequate care through a poHe^ 
of Government finance and sui^ort so 
that they can become useful dtizens 
of our country of the future. If w 
neglect this aspect, it will result in the 
complete degeneraUon of the minds M 
the youth and children of this coun¬ 
try 


To give the example of my own city 
Calcutta, all the children who take 
:th in the footpath, by this time they 
e 10 to 12 years old, become pucca 
iminals or part-time 
hieir parents cannot afford to low 
ter them and so they are engaged » 
is typa of actlviUes.

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ntis la a peculiar problem wfaicfa 
cannot be solved by people Sitting in 
offices in Oellii or Calcutta. After the 
S||iUt in the Congress, at the session 
hdd in B<Knbay in 1970, the Congress 
Party took the first st(^ about the 
children’s welfare programme, and our 
bdUived Prime Minister, Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi also adopted many pro- 
Krammes for children in consultation 
with various State Governments. 
However, can these recommendations 
which have come to us become fruitful 
without the su^piSff" of finance, 
without adequate support of the State 
Government? 

In the International Women’s Year 
a few million rupees might have been 
spent. Women should get much more, 
but the glory of the woman is her 
childien, her dream is fulfilled through 
hejr children What is the provision 
made for the children of the country? 

If the children are not taken care of, 
what is the u.se of giving priority to 
women? So, i appeal to the bon. Mini¬ 
ster that apart from the recommenda¬ 
tions und a general discussion in this 
House, if he takes this matter seri¬ 
ously, there should be a genuine poli¬ 
cy year after year for the welfare of 
children with due financial support 
from the Planning Commission. 

The Heport also says: 

“TAe S+ate shall take steps to pro¬ 
vide free and compulsory education 
for all children up to the ago of 14 
for which a time-bound pir gramme 
will be drawn up consistent with 
the availability of resouiif.*^ Special 
efforts will be made to reduce the 
prevailing wastage and stagnation 
in schools, particularly in the case 
of girls and children of the weaker 
sections of society. The programme 
of inlbrmal education for pre-school 
children from such sections will 
also be taken up.*’

If you take uelhi, Bombay, Calcutta, 
Madras, Baingalore or Ahmedabad. 
ttaMo ana Uuoa types of children go- 
taf to sebbOls, Firstly, tite chOdran of 
OoooRiiBsnt offidalt and private <m- 
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cials; secondly, the childnm of tte 
middle class; thirdl^r the children of 
the weaker sections. The first gra<ap 
go to convent schools, the second gro¬ 
up go to the general public schools, 
and the third to the corporatiem and 
municipal schools. Under the same 
blue sky, unefor the same tncolour of 
the national flag, under the same 
emblem of the Ashoka Chakra, under 
the same motto satyam-eva jay ate, 
there are three types of schools. The 
last 'type has no roof; its capacity is 
50 but admission is 200. In the middle 
public school, Ihe capacity is 40 and 
students are 35, the arrangements 
are good. In the convent school, the 
capacity is 20 and the students ace 
20. It is a good, palatial building. At 
lunch time, the convent school child¬ 
ren go to a luxurious canteen. ’The 
middle school children go to a kitch¬ 
en. The children in the corporation 
and municipal schools go to the street, 
throw stones and come back. This is 
the pattern all over the country. 

In Calcutta city, during my student 
agitation days I have seen boys throw¬ 
ing stones at trams and buses. You 
may noi like it, but they are not the 
boys who take degrees and become 
officials. Secretary or Deputy Secre- 
taiy', in the North or South Block. 
They consider that their education 
is over with the t«ith standard at 
the most. 

So, T feel that there is enough hig¬ 
her education now. Why should every 
boy go to M.Sc. even if he cannot 
pass? Better spend money on expand- 
ing primary and free primary educa¬ 
tion for the children. Treble the am¬ 
ount given for that purpose. At least 
let them feel that they are being 
taught and educated. 

Now I will come to the last point. 
No ehild belpw the age of 14 years 
shall be permitted to be engaged in 
hazardous type of occupiion and be 
made to undertake heavy work. If you 
go to the Haldla Fort in Calcutta, you 
will find how the contractors axe work, 
ing theie. It is not very far awey firotti 
here, Tbo BdueaUoa Minister can aendf 
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his offifcials there. You go atid see how 
the contractors are doing 'their work, 
trbe Hindustan Construction Company 
is doing its job there. Then the Tara- 
mir Company is also doing its job 
tb^e. X have myself seen it. For the 
Xast 9—11 years, they are constructing 
harraita of bricks. Who is preventing 
It? Nobody stops them. Nobody ques¬ 
tions them. Nobody challenges them. 
As far as the labour is concerned, if 
they receive any injury, they are sent 
hack home. Their names are not in¬ 
cluded In the register with the result 
that they are not considered as regular 
labourers. If any one of them dies, 
nCbody cares about him. 

I fe <4 if these recommendations are 
real, then they should be implement¬ 
ed accordingly and financial support 
should be given for them. As far as 
the Government’s approach towards 
the Doiicy is coticerned, let the country 
educate the children for building up 
future generation. Let the 'Government 
, initiate a brigade called ‘Chacha Nehm 
Pioneer Brigade’. Let the Government 
enrol rich and poor children at the 
age Of 5 and call it Chacha Nehru. 

* linear Brigade, as you have formed 
Chacha Nehru Centre. Let everybody 
iiSej that he is in a country where 
Nehru gave Us thinking and lead arid 
^at his ideas were for the children. 
Slowly and gradually they will come 
in their life. After that, let them go 
l^ the Chacha Nehru Centre and then 
eome luto the main stream of life.

Children are the assets of the nation 
and if this natural asset is not utilised 
properly we caimot tbi^ of bettering 
the lot of our country. In fact while 
framing the Constitution this very feel¬ 
ing was uppermost in the minds of the 
makers of the Constitution. Through 
the provisions of the Chapter on Dir¬ 
ective Principles, the Constitution has 
given solmn directions to the State Go¬ 
vernments to initiate action and frame 
legislation for the welfare of the child, 
ren of our country. Under Article 39 
of the Constitution it has been said, 
“childhood and youth are protected 
against exploitation and against moral 
and material abadonment.” Again un¬ 
der sub-Section (E) of the same arti¬ 
cle it has been said, “the tender age of 
children are not abused and that citi¬ 
zens are not to enter avocation unsuit¬ 
ed to their age or strength.” In addi¬ 
tion to these Article of the Consti¬ 
tution provides for free primary educa¬ 
tion for our children. Apart from these 
the different State Governments have 
enacted legislation from time to time 
for the betterment of child’s health 
and also their all round development 
Perhaps, it would be quite relevant in 
this context to examine how far we 
have succeeded in achieving the lau¬ 
dable objectives of the Constitution 
and also the enactments made by the 

State Governments.

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the children art born premature, the 
rate of infant mortaUty is quite severe 
between the age group of 6-24 mont Hg, 
^5 per cent of the toddlers suffer from 
malnutrition and little over 4 crores of 
x^hildren ar© expose to the possibility 
of polio attack. It is true that because 
of development in medical science we 
in India hav© succeeded in lowering 
the death rate but we are not yet in a 
position to say that those who survive 
finally enjoy good health or get nouri¬ 
shing food. While discussing the 
question of child health, the 
lacuna that comes immediately to our 
notice is that there is no one single de¬ 
partment which is respon^ble lor this 
important task. As a result, the coordi¬ 
nation between the different depart¬ 
ments responsible remain very slack 
and the plans for child welfare are 
pursued haltingly and in an ineffective 
manner. A Workshop discussion of the 
Integrated Child Development Schemes 
was held in Delhi in the month of 
April. It was stated during the course 
of discussion that 3/4th of the pro¬ 
grammes of the schemes pertain to 
health and malnutrition but the sche¬ 
mes were being directed by the Social 
Welfare Department. As a result of this 
the schemes ar© not implemented pro¬ 
perly and I would requuest the hon. 
Minister to kindly ensure better 
coordination between all those de¬ 
partments. who are'responsible for the 
imn’ementation of child welfare 
schemes. 


Now, let us take up education. I 
have already stated that the Constitu¬ 
tion provides for free primary educa¬ 
tion for our children and some useftil 
work has no doubt been done in States 
also. But the whole sch^ne suffers 
from the sngg that there is no legal 
compulsion to send children to schools. 
As a result of this two types of diffi¬ 
culties huv© arisen. Firstly, adl children 
of school going eg© are not actually go- 
ihg ^ the number of those

fourth or fifth standard. Ihe number 
of drop outs is so colossal in our coun¬ 
try that it virtually negatives all the 
progress that we make in the sphere of 
education. A time hag come when a 
bold decision and bold action is called 
for to deal with the problem. I would 
venture to nmite a suggestion in this 
connection. i would request the hon. 
Minister to consider whether a 
has not come when all the State Gov¬ 
ernments should be requested to enact 
legislation to make it compulsory for 
all children to go to school and to 
pursue their studies uplo certain 
standard. Unless this; is done I am 
afraid we may not be able to make 
any headway in this sphere. 

It is perhaps equally important to 
mention a few words about the scheme 
for mid-day meals. In Delhi^ parents 
drawing a salary of Rs. 350/-,Un have 
the benefit of mid-day meali for their 
children. Similar schemes have been 
introduced in different States a so. 
But the National Institute of Public 
Cooperation and Child Development 
conducted a survey in March 1976 
about this scheme and they found 
that th© food meant for the childem 
is consumed by elderly people and 
proper accoimts are not maintained 
for the food that is purchased and 
distributed among the children. Can 
there be anything more shameful than 
such a situation, where milk and load 
meant for children are stolen ^nd 
consumed by elders. But what ' hap¬ 
pened to the above observations of 
the survey? We are yet to know the 
action taken by the Government aga¬ 
inst the culprits and I shall be grate¬ 
ful if the hon. Minister during the 
course of his reply makes a mention 
about it. 

Sports naturally comes next in the 
Ust. I would not like to incr^ise ova 
agony bj^mentioning about,.our aehiew 
vements in Montreal. But sun^ we^ 
have to find out why we' are faui^ so 
miser^iy. The simple, rtasqp.;; 
strlh#8 to our mind is that. ipDi^ 4|»: 
not ^cupy'any poeitioh'-ih,tour' 
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mic curricular. In dt&es a primary 
school is housed in a 3^ room house. 
There is no play ground for the stu¬ 
dents. Even there are higher secondary 
schools whidi have no jday grounds of 
IheiT own. You can well imagine Sir, 
what a child can team of sports with¬ 
in the four walls of a schooL It iO my 
submission in this connection that in 
future whenever primary or higher 
secondary schools are set up it must 
be ensured that they do have a 
play ground and in fact it should be 
made compulsory before {schools are 
set up. 

Jjet us now have a look round the 
hospitaL HThat do we find? The 
ahildren’g ward is the most neglected 
among other wards, so much so that 
even adequate provisions are not made 
or precautions are not taken to save 
the new born babies from infectious 
diseases. During the last one month 
in the Safdarjang Hospital of Delhi 
more than hundred babies died of 
some infeslious diseases. The tragedy 
of the matter is that no concern was 
expressed from any quarter. No one 
said anything about it. Contrasting to 
this when birds were kilted while be¬ 
ing carried in the Air India plane 
there was a world wide commotion and 
finally the Air India took a decision not 
to export birds. I am refering to these 
incidents only to show that we do not 
pay adequate attention to our childrm 
as they deserve it. 

I would like to say a few words about 
the Child Act. The Act needs amend¬ 
ment. Incidentally I may mention that 
Bihar, Orissa, Mcghalay, Nagaland and 
THpura axe yet to pass this Act. Zn 
ttds Act it has been stated that the 
delinquents will be taken care of by 
the Children’s Court while the pm* 
deUmpiehts Krill be dealt with by the 
Child Wet^toe Board. 1 personidly 
fhel that there is a very thin line 
that sspariKtes ft ddto^uent from the 
pitHlalliMiiient and there Should be 
only one oi8ftnltfttiois«whidi can take 
care of soefa chUdesdu 


I am glad ^ know that the Govern¬ 
ment of India have signed a package 
plan wih the IDUCEF fOr child 
develc^xnent programmes. 1 fthftU IW' 
grateful if the hem. Minister can 
find s(»ne time while he answers the 
debate to mention about the details of 
the plan that are being initiated under 
this plan. 

I would also like to moxtion a few 
wiords about the family planning pro- 
tframme. There cannot be two 
opinions that for the economic pros- 
parity of oui* country the population 
of the country has to be contrr>lled 
and to this end propagation of the 
family planning programme is a must 
It is equally heartening to note that 
some firm measures have been taken 
in this regard and there is a lot of 
awareness about the desirability of 
limiting the family in the urban areas. 
But unfortunately in the rural areas 
the work is not as satisfactory as it 
should be. It is a common knowledge 
to all that despite legislation child 
labour is prevalent in the rural areas. 
In the tea gardens, to take an example, 
a child labour is paid Rs. 1.65 per day 
and they collect as much leaf as the 
women workers who are considered 
to be the best in the trade. As a 
result, the tea garden owners also like 
to employ child workers because 
they gain finandatly. But this has 
got a serious financial implication. As 
long as the rural folk have to depend 
on the earnings of their children, they 
would not be able to appreciate the 
values of the family planning pro- 
grammes and their psarticipation would 
not be spontaneous. Therefore, in 
order to make the family planning 
programmes successful in the rural 
areas we have to inciease the income 
of the adult working members of the 
family so that they can meet the 
requixements of the family without 
having to depwnd upon the eetnlngs 
of thdr chitilren. Minimum wftgei 
have been fixed for the faxui labour 
but this is not being implemented and 
unlees this is dime 1 am afraid the 
WDik of family pasnnjng in the vural 
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areas will not make ade<»Mt» progress. 
I am sure the h(»i. Minister would like 
to have this issue straightened out 
with his colleagues in the Cabinet. 

la the end I vxnild congratulate the 
hon. Minister for introducing this 
resolution and I sincerely wish that 
he may be successful in bringing about 
improvement m the implementation of 
child welfare schemes and introduce 
many new ones for our future genera-

SHR\I C. K. CHANDRAPPAN 
(Tellicherry). Sir. this Resolution on 
the National Policy for Children is a 
good Resolution. But I would like to 
draw the attention of this House to 
some ot the very important facts 
relating to the life ot children in our 
country because when I said that 
the Resolution is a good Resolution, 
it is good to the extent that it wishes 
very good things to happen in our 
country But I doubt very much 
whether we are fully aware of the 
magnitude of the problem that we 
called upon to tackle. I doubt 
it very much because this Resolution 
does not have that operative part 
It is merely a question of the adop¬ 
tion of some more Resolutions but it 
requires also an enormous effort to 
amass resources for fighting the vari¬ 
ous problems that children are facing 
in our country today 

First of all, last year the population 
in our country was 615 milhon, of 
which 62 per cent were children and 
expectant and nursing mothers. If 
you wnrk it out, it will come to 375 
million So, a Resolution of this kind 
is naturally dealing wiUi this vast 
aeetion which is more than nearly 62 
per cent of the population, and the 
problems they are faced with. 

My previous speaker pointed out 
that the problem df poverty Is the 
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problem cf children also. It is e 
fact that in our country nearly SO 
per cent of the populatioa is living 
below the poverty line—<and I need 
not explain what the poverty line ie 
and what the condition of people 
living below the poverty line is. But 
I fail to understand how, adopting 
a Resolution bf this Mnd, you are 
going to bring about big changes hi 
the life of this vast number of peo¬ 
ple who are living below the poverty 
line and who have children with no 
means to support them. 

Now, coming to certain specific 
problems which children are facing 
today, T would hke to point out some 
of them First comes the question 
of malnutrition. According to 
UNESCO’s statistics, as many as 18 
per cent of the children suffered from 
grade m malnutrition, that is, weight 
deficit is 4o per cent or more. As 
high as 10 to 15 per cent of the 
childr^ suffering from acute mal¬ 
nutrition did not survive. 17 per cart 
of the births m India were premature, 
wrought by malnutrition 

So. that IS the situation in regard 
to malnutrition and if you are to 
tackle even that single problem, 
crores and crores of rupees will have 
to be found by the Government. I 
don’t know how the Government is 
going to do it. 

Now, there are certain other pro¬ 
blems which are also problems very 
acutely affecting children. One ot 
them is that of juvenile deUnquaicy. 
It is most tragic to find from the 
figures that of the 98,848 juvenile de¬ 
linquents apprehended in 1970, as 
many as 11,405 belonged to the age 
group of seven to twelve. These, 
again, are U.N. statistlmt. Nbw, how 
does this happen? Oui* children are 
not bom criminals, but the enjdroo- 
ment and circumstances under whidi 
they are living compel them to bO* 
come criminals. So, we have to olt- 
minate ffie environmeai I do hOl 
find how that is going to hsppon. 
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Then there are certain other things. 
Take the question of dacoity and rob¬ 
bery. Those involved in dacoity, 
robbery, house-breaking and theft 
numbered 18,407 while 34,447 child¬ 
ren were apprehended under Gamb¬ 
ling Act. It is something like one 
lakh children in one year. This is 
another part of the picture.. 

SHRI M. C. DAGA (Pali): How 
many from Kerala? 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 
That will not give you any consola¬ 
tion Try to think as an Indian' first; 
face the problem as an Indian. 

ComAng to the problem of literacy, 
I would like to point out certain 
things. Where do we stand today? 
For Mr. Daga’s information, I may 
say that the percentage of illiteracy 
in Kerala, which is supposed to be a 
highly literate State, is 33 per cent 
..and in the State, from which the hon. 
Minist«,r comes, Uttar Pradesh, the 
percentage of literacy is less than 
that of. illiteracy in Kerala, that is, 
32 per cent. Again compare the 
figures of these two States in respect 
of infant mortality. In Kerala it is 
55 per thousand and in U.P. it 
is 162 per thousand. This shows the 
concentration of poverty and lack of 
nutrition, health facilities, etc. That 
breeds a situation from which no Re¬ 
solution can help us. I have no con¬ 
tempt for Resolutions. I would like 
to draw the attention of this House 
to the Constitution which was adopt¬ 
ed by the Constituent Assembly. 
There itself, the promise was made 
that children upto the age of 14 would 
be given free and compulsory educa- 
titm. A quarter of a century has 
pa^^, and where do we stand today? 
I would lilce the hon. Minister to 
.enlighten us on that. The figure of 
Oliterates M' this countiy today, if 
you take in absolute terms, is . bigger 
thto the total pop^li(il(|qa of the entire 
In^ fn insi.. X ^ mntaken^ 1 l» 
{may eolleet me. Shcb la the magnitr 


tude of the problem that we are' 
facing. There are many interesting 
figures one could give. But I do not 
think it is necessary to give any more 
figures and facts about it. 0^ ap¬ 
proach to the problem is different 
from the approach that you are taking 
in this Resolution. We do not think 
that the problems of children, thoir 
neglect, their poor living conations, 
their being exploited by people, are 
completely unrelated to the social, 
realities that we are facing today. If 
the system of society is capitalism— 
capitalist society, by whatever name 
you may call that society—^it is 
boxmd to exploit every section of that 
society for making more and more 
profits. That is the law of social 
development. In the society, this 
cannot be different. This being the 
reality, the exploitation of children, 
the poor living conditions of children, 
illiteracy and all these problems will 
continue to exist in our society as 
long as W'e continue our journey in 
the path of capitalist development. 
You may ask me whether we should 
not do anything before capitalism is 
done away with. I am not of that 
type, I am not a person who will take 
that attitude. There can be many more 
positive steps Government can take. 
For example, if the Education and 
Social Welfare Ministry had enough 
money, they could have done a better 
job than what they have done today. 

I hope, the Minister will not disagree 
with me, when I say that our Gov¬ 
ernment is not considering the pro- 
belm of education and Che problem of 
children with that seriousness with 
which it should have been considered, 
otherwise you would not have seen 
the strange spectacle of the allotment 
for Education in the 5th Plan being 
slashed down to an absolute minimum 
with which you will not be able to 
make boUt ends meet. 

Now my hriend, Stoi Bhaura, hae 
reminded me aboot spcnrts. In 
Olympics in Monteealj'^e faa:^e 
suffered. ' 
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the strange debacle that India has 
suitered. 


SHRl PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: That was expected. 


SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: It 
does not bring credit to our country. 
We have seen the other side a^o. As 
Shri Das Munsi was mentioning, the 
socialist world—^if you take them as 
a world—have fared extremely well. 
A small country like GDR with 17 
million population, less than that of 
Kerala, have bagged gold medals and 
medals of all varieties from the Olym¬ 
pics in Montreal. It was not ju&t ac¬ 
cidental that a country suddenly ap¬ 
peared in the scene and won so many 
medals. If you know, what they 
have been doing after the Second 
World War, in that part of Germany, 
you will understand how they could 
achieve these victories. They have a 
programme, “Sports for Millions”. I 
am not taking this opportunity to 
explain that programme. There if the 
children at the formative stage show 
a talent in sports, their responsibility 
for training is taken by the State. 
The State trains them, the State 
spends money on tiiem and looks 
after them and feeds them properly 
and puts them in international com¬ 
petitions. That is how they have won 
ao many medals. But what happens 
here. In the process of finding out 
sports talents, there are group rival¬ 
ries and all that and after you have 
found sLmebody, you will not be 
able to spend money for the training 
etc. because of the meagre amount 
that has been allotted for sports. To 
have a generation of people, purpose¬ 
ful, daring and bold enough, to face 
the diallenges which are being posed 
by the time, and bold enough to take 
the responsibUity the country wants 
thffa to take,,it is necessary that 
you have to train your children in 
every aspect wtdi a 4cep^ convic- 
tlott, a peptioal d^viotioh. 


This is not only true in the sphere 
of sports; what Is happeidng in the 
sphere of education? I need not go 
into a long speech about it, but my 
feeling is that our education system 
even today in spite of all the reforms 
that you have made is not a system 
which will meet the requirements of 
a modern dev6‘’oping Country. In 
its contents, it is outmoded; some¬ 
times Its contents are poisonous and 
which go against all the declared na¬ 
tional goals. In several parts of the 
country, you can see virus growth, 
cancerous growth, which you have 
to remove by an operation and save 
the education so that we will have a 
healthy education system which will 
create a new generation. 

Last point and I have finished. We 
are discussing children, We are dis¬ 
cussing cbout the well-being of chil¬ 
dren. Here I should mention family 
planning also. Some people think 
that family planning is the solution, 
a panacea for everything... 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: How many children do 

you have? 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; No 
such questions please. 

Sir, if is good to have a planned 
family. That is one thing, but it is 
dangerous to impose family planning 
on unwilling people. It is good and 
I do not think anybody will say, TTou 
allow them to produce as many chil¬ 
dren as they like’. But if the Govern¬ 
ment IS going to take a policy deci¬ 
sion by which you will compulsorily 
impose family planning on unwilling 
population. 1 do not think that will 
bring about a healthy result in the 
country. 

With these words, I support this 
resolution. Though it does not have 
an operative part, 1 wish that the Gov¬ 
ernment will come forward to-day 
or tomorrow with a definite idea as to 
how they are going to get money,—I 
am not going to that part. The snono- 
polists, the rich vested interests Vi'bo 
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are amassing mone^, who are keeping 
Obat money for getting more profit 
and for doing black marketing—they 
are the enemies of children. Those 
enemies should be fought. If you 
adopt that policy, this resolution will 
have a great impact.

SHUT S. P. BHATTACHARYYA 
(Uluberia): Mr, Chairman, I support 
the purpose and objective of this 
Resolution. I think this question: was 
first taken up by the Geneva confer¬ 
ence In 1924 and then by the UNO in 
1959. Our Gov^nment adopted this 
Resolution in 197A The purpose is 
to fulfil the objective stated in Uie 
Resolution. You. have already stated 
that the fafnUy should be a unit vrh^e 
the children* can properly develop. 
This is the finkt basis where tl» 
family can nasintain tb^etr tibUdlniip 
properly. It is intepde^^fo sesj^ .^s 
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a ^le-star*. But xo our country after 
27 years of independence, is it pos¬ 
sible for all the families to maintain 
their children according to the needs 
of the development desired? That is 
the problem in' our country where 80 
per cent of the people live in villages 
and 20 per cent live in the towns. In 
towns, at least one-fourth of the 
population lives in bustees or Jhonv- 
pris or whatever it may be. In the 
village areas, only 10 per cent, maxi¬ 
mum 20 per cent, of the families are 
well-to-do; they can anyhow manage. 
But nearly 70 per cent of the families 
are without land or with very little 
land and they caimot maintain their 
families. They have to depend on 
land-owners and money-lenders. This 
is the system which Is still going on, 
after 27 years; the system is not only 
going on but is getting more and more 
entrenched. That is, most of the 
families cannot maintain their child¬ 
ren and cannot get employment to 
earn their livelihood or make a living. 
For the children to jgrow happily and 
healthily into beautiful youth in our 
country, the basic need is to have a 
total change in' the economic system 
of our country into real socialism. We 
learn that our government Is going to 
add the word ‘socialiatn’ in the consti¬ 
tution. Real socialism means that 
the resources of the country, human 
and material, should be fully utilised 
for the development of all human 
beings of our country. That requires 
the abolition of landlordism, mono¬ 
poly controls and annihilation of 
foreign control so that each 
family can lead a happy and 
realtby life. Today nearly a 

crore of educated young men caimol 
get jobs and this condition should 
change if in the future our children 
should develop into beautiful youth, 
Shoul|} the interests of a few land¬ 
lords, a few nwnopolists, a few hoard¬ 
ers and proffteers get more importance 
than the milliona of our people who 
are tcdling? Thb' <mis^on must be 
solved. Take for InKiu^ East Ger¬ 
many or North Korea or ottuur socia¬ 


list countries. Likewise we must 
change the basic conditions in our 
country so that the mothers and 
children grow healthily and happily 
and they get enough food and nurs¬ 
ing and education and other facilities. 

. In North Korea they are taking over 
the entire responsibility of upbringing 
children, their dress, their food; 
everything is taken care of. East Ger¬ 
man athelets are the second best, 
after the Soviet Union. That is be¬ 
cause the East German people are 
giving the maxi m um attention to the 
young men and children in their 
country. There are no unemployed 
persons. They have confidence that 
the country can fulfil the objective 
that We are now considering here. If , 
we are really serious about fulfilling 
that objective enshrined in this reso¬ 
lution, the basic conditions in our 
country should be changed, so that 
no family starves and no educated 
youth remains unemployed and thus 
create a condition whereby children 
are enabled to grow happily and 
healthily. Only a socialist country 
can do that. We see that in our 
country the education budget is 
curtailed because other things are 
considered more important. In socia¬ 
list countries they give the maximum 
for education. Therefore, our whole 
system must be changed. If we do not 
want to pheat ourselves, we must 
sincerelv try to bring about whatever 
change is required in the country so 
that the objectives contained in this 
resolution may be fulfilled. With 
these words, I support the resolution 
and ask for the real e 3 t«:ution, so 

that the objectives may be fuUUled in 
reality in our country.

I 
am not going to believe in the cock 
and bull story that there is no pro¬ 
gress. There is progress. The younger 
children today are smarter. They 
have less mucus in th© nostrils. The 
essential point is that there is pro¬ 
gress. We cannot deny that. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJjaB: 
In which direction? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: It can only be 
in the positive direction, unless of 
■ course his mind moves in the nega¬ 
tive direction. So, there is progress 
in education. But, so far as a^iOrts is 
Concerned, there is a very very great 
decline in the interest of the student^ 
which we have to investigate. Thwe- 
fore, kindly take over all the munl^-= 
pal schools and hand then ovor to 
the Stote Govm*nm^t as> ^ blgi^ 
employer to the eduea^i^; , 
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[Shri V. K. Naik] 

There is no meaning in having pri¬ 
vately run schools, since 90 to 95 
per cent of their budgets ere coming 
from the State coffers. 1 do not 
understand particularly the Govern¬ 
ment of India expressing its helpless¬ 
ness time and again in regard to the 
implementation of the education 
policy. The national policy on child¬ 
ren has the backing of all, but kindly 
give us uniforms. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih): It is said that 
of alT the tsrpes of capital in a country, 
the most valuable is the human capital. 
In Iidia, unfortunately, m this present 
phase of population explosion, the 
population, the pyramid is widen- 
‘ ing much faster at the base, in 
the zero to 14/20 age group than at the 
top, and whatever efforts we may 
make to give equality of opportunity 
to the people, because of law’s delays, 
because of delays in implementation, 
because of experimentation, many of 
our honest and honourable intentions 
become out of date before they get 
off the ground. 

The failure to orchestrate a uniform 
policy of economic growth resulted 
in regional variations. Similarly, un¬ 
less you orchestrate a uniform policy 
for children all over India, this 
variation will become sharper and 
sharper as the years roll by, and for 
that 1 see no way out except brining 
this subject into the Concurrent List. 

It is a large task. From pre-natal 
to post-natal, the education of child¬ 
ren up to the age of 14, their nutri¬ 
tion, their physical build-up, the as¬ 
sessment of their intelligence quo¬ 
tient, all these have to go hand in 
hand. We must have a system of 
Scouting for talent. India is popu¬ 
lated by eacceptionally talented peo¬ 
ple. lii^y other countries are afraid 
of our talents. Out of poverty* 
through discipline, we reached cer¬ 
tain peaks in pure and abstract think¬ 
ing and philosophy and certain prac¬ 
tices. Unfortunately, we are 

inheriters of that Iraditien, we are 


not able to keep up that standard. 
So, scouting for talent In the schools, 
from early age is a “!musf' if we 
have to separate the chaff ff:om the 
grain and if we have to help these 
people, irre^ective of their economic 
background, to the topmost position of 
responsibility in science, in teaching^ 
in the humanities and in the leader¬ 
ship of the country. 

But, Sir, shadow has fallen between* 
that dream and the present reality. 
The children in the villages are not 
getting their due. Children in the 
towns are subjected to environm«it 
pollution, to sound pollution. As sc 
result of working of the loudspeakers 
for 24 years, their mind is getting 
disarrayed; they become incapable of 
abstract thinking, and to make mat¬ 
ters worse, our films, songs and pos¬ 
ters give them a sort of compulsory 
education in sex. What are the hit 
songs?

These are bit songs. The censor is 
sitting quietly on them as an on 
looker. We are helpless or disinterest¬ 
ed spectators. The chickens are com¬ 
ing home to roost in the form of 
higher I'ate of crime in juvenile deli¬ 
nquency. Now we are thinking not 
of the preventive aspect but of hos¬ 
tels, institutions and relormatoxies. 
What happens in reformatories? They 
get crime Post-Graduation degrees in 
reformatories and in most of these 
institutions. Everj institution is the 
lengthened shadow of an individual 
incharge, be it a school or be it a* 
hostel or be it an institution. 

We are now sitting in the shadow 
of the Indian debacle in tihe world 
Olympics. That is not 8 feature in 
the cape of the Ministry of Education 
and Social Welfare. If we had taken 
boys of 10—12 years of age with a 
certain hdght from Nagaland, wr 
would have certainly trabwd theib in¬ 
to fast cricket boilers that the wwl® 
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bas created. But are we doing that? 
We are not going that way. The diffl- 
«ulty is that our planning ia macro- 
•economic and sophiaticated. It passes 
the villages by, our education policy 
passes the villages by, and what is 
happening to our total planning is 
also regected in planning in edu¬ 
cation and a particular in our 
implementation of policy of the 
children. What is the care that we 
take of our children. In America, 
the children hav^gone to the other 
extreme. The children are the mas¬ 
ters of the households. Here, they 
bardly exist. If they exist, they have 
a peripheral existence in the home. I 
am speaking of the average family. 
We have to strike a mean. That is one 
extreme and ours is another extreme. 
There should be a uniform outlook. I 
entirely agree with Mr. Naik, that is 
the least we could do. Otherwise, in a 
school, a son of a rich man going 
with a terycot bushshirt and pant 
creates a lot of discontent among the 
•other children. That must be avtdded. 

Secondly, we have suggested equa¬ 
lity of opportunity. It is an essen¬ 
tial element of socialism which we 
want to implement. Mr. 7. B. S. 
Haldane, the famous Physiologist has 
said, 

“An eCluaUty of opportunity over 

a period will bring down an 

herent inequality of man as regards 

their aptitude, talent.*' 

But equality of opportunity is a 
must. We have to provide it. 
Bs. 3000 crores is not such a large 
sum to Invest for our future. 


I welcome this Besolutlon and sup¬ 
port it, as fhr as it goes, and I congra¬ 
tulate the h<^ Minister for bringing 
It.

PROP. iNARAIN CHAND PARA- 
SHAR (Hamirpur); Sir, I rise to 
support the Itesolution on the Na¬ 
tional Policy tor Children. 

It is very important that the Reso¬ 
lution should have come at this time, 
well before 14th November which 
happens to be the Children’s Day for 
India. Children are the wealth of 
•tfie nation and there is no doubt 
about it. It is only lit and proper 
that the . Minister of Education has 
come forward with the concept of 
National Policy for Children. Chil¬ 
dren have to be looked after from 
three angles—(i) their health; (ii) 
th^ education and (iii) their prepa¬ 
ration for becoming useful citizens of 
the country. If there are any lacunae 
in any one uf the dii'octions, then 
the children suffer and, as a whole, 
the TOdety suffers. There are 
’fifteen points which have been put 
forward by the hon. Minister in this 
Resolution. No one can be there to 
say. that -he is not in agreement with 
these fifteen points.

So far as the health of 
the children is concerned, this is a 
matter which should be our primary 
consideration because we do not find 
at least one maternity centre in 
everyone these 5,25,000 villages of 
India. When there is no maternity 
centre where the children are to be 
well received by the trained persons, 
we may be sure that they will not be 
looked after well thereafter. So, 
the primary consideration should be 
that at least each village o^ ln<Ra 
should hkve at least one maternity 
centre where sale ohild-bir& can be 
ensured. Even after birth, he or she 
may be looked'after in a manner 
which has all the itigrediente 


science and nutrition and where aU 
these things are taken care ^f from 
the vei^ beginning itself. 

In addition to that, in this Country, 
there is po provision for pre-primary 
education so far as rural India is 
concerned. May I request the hon. 
Minister for Education, at least at a 
token of goodwill to the children to 
plan one thing that at least in all 
the community development blocks of 
this country which are 6,046 in 
number in all the 22 States of India 
and Union Territories put together, 
there should be one Centre where the 
children can play and where they can 
be looked alter and where they can 
be provided with all the instruments, 
all the equipments etc. for the pre¬ 
primary education including games 
and recreation? 

If it not possible to provide mater¬ 
nity centre in all the villages let us 
start with block headquarters. 1 was 
very keen to bring this to the notice 
of the Education Minister that 
Central schools are doing good vrork 
but they are located mostly in the 
cities. I put forward a suggestion let 
every block headquarter be selected 
and there we provide nucleus of 
education in the form of a model 
school IThere was this idea of a 
model school on the pattern of Cen¬ 
tral schools for the mral population 
of India. There are problmns for the 
children in the cities. The children in 
the cities should be protected but to¬ 
day in India if we conjure the rural 
child to the urban child it is the rural 
child which is suffering more. 
Whereas the urban child has all the 
facilities available, the rural chUd 
has to walk for miles togetl^ to seo 
that those facilities are av^able to 
him. I would request the hm. S^vds- 
ter to start with the implefit«ntaUon 
of this programme right Ifom the 
community developnient • or 

you Can say block developmmit head¬ 
quarter .as base if not the iriltel** 
Untem we idve the right ^ 
canhnt do Eood te the children in tte^ 
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rural areas. It ig good that in this 
year we are making Education a 
Goncurrmt subject. As such, the 
Ministry of Education will have to 
ehottlder greater responsibility in 
regard to the education Of children. 
Secondly, the Ministry of Health can 
also coordinate efforts with this 
Ministry and then we can think of 
uniform system of planning for all 
the villages in India. To start with 
is should be implemented at least at 
the block level so that we can give 
to the schools run by the municipal 
committees and zila parishads a medi- 
cxun of uniformity which is ideal for 
our country. i agree that children 
all over India should have the same 
uniform. It must be a very simple 
type of uniform but it must be com¬ 
pulsory for all schools. 


If we cannot collapse aU the various 
types of schools, public schools, 
private schools and municipal schools 
into a uniform pattern, what is the 
harm in prescribing one uniform for 
all schools. In Japan I have seen 
students coming from rich and poor 
families dressed in the same uniform 
dancing, playing and learning to¬ 
gether. We must also remember that 
education does not mean only learn¬ 
ing of three Rs. It also means edu¬ 
cation of the heart, mind and educa¬ 
tion of the body. Therefore, it is 
in this respect that I want to stress 
that recreation for children must be 
given due priority. Our children 
must be good players, good students, 
good artistes and good citizens of the 
country. 


With these words I praise this . 
Resolution and request the Minister 
to see that passing of this Resolution 
by the Parliament wQl have little 
xnaaning unlesg he makes a bold 
effort in record to the implementation 
of this programme and tl^t too be¬ 
fore the Uth Hovembar which hap* 
pens to be the birthday of our leto 
tMme itlniiter*

SHRI D. BASUMATARI (Kokra- 
jhar) I am very glad that a Policy 
Resolution in regard to children has 
been adopted by Governn\ent, Unless 
our children become good citizens, we 
cannot develop our country. have 
so many programmes and policies for 
development of the country, but if 
we want to build up the country and 
build up the nation, we have to build 
up our children 


We have seen^ for a long time 
now that whatever policy we emm- 
ciate, after adopting it or adopting 
a BUI or passing a Resolution, we 
forget about it. We do not have a 
follow>up programmes. ^Ithat is the 
main difficulty with us, Utat is the 
headache that we hai^ crwated for 
oursK^vea that we forget aboud it 
after adopiting polices* .mr ad^t^ 
re*(dviti<^. , ^' 
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Take, for example, education. Edu- 
•ocktion is a natiop-building mechinery. 
TTnless proper education is there^ the 
nation cannot be built up. Therefore, 

“We should Tl^ve betl^ education. 
Children must be taught from child¬ 
hood. They must be taken care of 
'.from the womb, tn other countries 
they do it. For that the mother 
should be taken care of and given 
good food (Interruption). We can¬ 
not laugh at this. Unless the mother 
ig given ggod food, children cannot be 
healthy. So from the beginning, the 
child must be taken care of when 
it is in the mother’s womb. It could 
be possible if the growth in popula¬ 
tion is stopped; there should be a 
decrease in the rate of growth of 
population. At the same time, we 
should not go out of our country. Let 
us see the schools run by missionaries 
and also the schools run by the gov¬ 
ernment. When I compare the re¬ 
sults of the government school stu¬ 
dents in the matriculation examina¬ 
tion in Assarm with the results of 
the mission schools, I find that the 
results of the mission schools and 
colleges are much better; it is shame, 
ful to find this. So, we should not 
adopt the resolution and forget the 
whole thing. There should be imple¬ 
mentation. I feel that there should 
be residential schools and unless we 
have residential scfhools we cannot 
give good education to the children 
who come from the rural areas and 
villages. Children coming from poor 
strata of society do not know what 
is what and for that purpose residen- 
‘tial schools are necessary to educate 
them properly. When we compare 
the scales of pay, we And that the 
■government school teachers are less 
■paid compared to the mission school 
teachers. They pay high and get 
work. So, I request the hon. Minister 
to see that teachers are given proper 
■remuneration. 

One point more. We have a num¬ 
ber of centrii schools and in some 
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areas there are no primary sections. 
For example in the central school at 
Gauhati there is no primary section. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CULTURE (SHRI 
D. P. YADAV) There is. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI; Yester¬ 
day I was there; I know there is no 
primary section. The other point is 
that when you have central schools 
in other states, for interview and 
appearing in examination why should 
they come here? 102 persons ap¬ 
pointed for eastern zone under one 
assistant commissioner had been sent 
from Delhi; and these appointed or 
selected candidates are to be sent to 
West Bengal, Assam, Manipur, Tri¬ 
pura and Meghalaya. There was hue 
and cry among the people there. You 
talk of decentralisation. If this hap¬ 
pens, what kind of decentralusation i? 
this? So, this should also be looked 
into and there should be considera¬ 
tion to hold interviev/s and exami¬ 
nations in the States where the 
teachers are to be appointed. 


THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION,

(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN); I am 
most grateful to the hon. Members 
for the support that they have given 
to the National Policy Resolution, few 
the concern that they expressed tor 
the children of the country and for 
the future of the nation.

The Ministerial Conference of Non- 
Aligned Countries on Press 

Agencies Pool was held in New Delhi 
from 8th to I 3 th July, 1976 . 

2 . The Ministerial Conference of 
Non-Aligned Countries on the Pteas 
Agencies Pool discussed the coopera¬ 
tion of non-aligned countries in the 
field of information. The main deci¬ 
sions of the Conference were: adoption

of Declaration which inter alia re¬ 
commends to 'the Colombo Sununit to 
set up an Inter-Governmental Co¬ 
ordination Council to review decisions 
taken for intensifying cooperation 
among non-aligned countries in the 
field of information; the Constitution 
of a Pool of Press Agencies of Non- 
aligned Countries and the setting up 
of a Coordination Committee to make 
the Pool operational; the adoption of 
an Action Programme for further 
cooperation among non-aligned 
countries in the field of various mass 
media; the setting up of a committee 
of Experts to study tele-communica¬ 
tion facilities among non-aUgned 
countries and to recommend features 
for ensuring speedy and economical 
means of communication; and formu¬ 
lation of draft saragraphs for 
inclusion in the Declaration o the 
forthcoming Summit Conference of 
Heads of State or Government of 
Non-aligned Countries.

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDRARAM: 
This conference and the proposals 
made therein will go down in the 
history of the world as very important 
for the non-aligned countries. This 
House can congratulate oiu- govern¬ 
ment on the role played by it in this. 
But from the reports pouring in froip 
the western countries, they are afraid 
that this is a threat to their domina¬ 
tion of the news agenciese. May I 
know what is the follow-up action 
that is thought of to make this pool 
work effectively and match the 
western countries in their superior 
technology and organisation? Will this 
remain only for exchange of informa¬ 
tion among the non-aligned countries 
or will this pool set up its own orga¬ 
nisation in the western countries also 
so that the non-aligned countries can 
know the truth about the western 
countries and not depend on the mass 
media of the western countries for 
knowing about the situation there? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHQKLAr 
The concern of the western countries 
can be well understood, although the 
decisions taken in this conference to 
form a pool etc. are in no way aimed 
at competing with them or even trying 
to set up a news agency of our own 
This is only providing the framework 
to the non-aligned nations not only to 
exchange inforrotaion but to inform 
each other of the facts and things 
happening in their countries without 
colour being added, as is being done 
nowadays. The follow-up action is 
being taken and we are only awaiting 
the endorsement of our proposals and 
the decisions taken here by the sum¬ 
mit conference shortly to be held in 
Sri Lanka. As hon. members know, a 
co-ordination committee has already 
been formed with the representative 
of Samachar as Chairman. This 
commute has already held one meeting 
in DelM before ttjg conference con¬ 
cluded. After the summit in Colombo, 


this committee will again hold a 
mee^g and decide upon a aeries of 
specific actions to be taken, which 
have already been thought of, but 
they will be finalised at the next 
sitting of the co-ordination committee. 
About communication technology, hon. 
members might have read that this 
conference set up a sub-committee 
which is due to meet in Baghdad after 
a few weeks, where India also is one 
of the members and we are going to 
decide upon the communication facili¬ 
ties, channels to be used, in what way 
we can exchange communication 
facilities, make agreements and also 
standardise the tariff rates and cable 
rates, etc. So, follow-up action 5 s 
being vigorously taken and I can as¬ 
sure hon. members tht>t the start 
made in this conference will be 
vigorously followed up by the coordi¬ 
nation committee. We also hope we 
will get a clear directive and lead 
from the summit conference that is 
going to take place m this regard. 

SHRI D. B. CHANDRA GOWDA: 
May I know from the hon. Minister 
what steps he has taken to see that 
the non-aligned countries represented 
in that conference implement toe deci¬ 
sions that they have taken and what 
would be the probably incoming de¬ 
cision that will flow from these dis¬ 
cussions? ' 

MR. SPEAKER' He canont say 
anything about the probable In¬ 
coming decisions. So far as the steps 
already taken are concerned, he has 
stated them. > 

SHRI R. S. PAND|:y: While con¬ 
gratulating the Minister, may I ask 
whether the news agencies run by the 
Western countries, which are not 
members of the non-aligned dub, are 
still being subscribed to by the Indian 
newspapers and, if so, when they are 
going to stop subKribing to them? 

SHRi VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA* 
This question does not relate to the 
functioning of the Govenuttent. The 
agreements that Samachar had with 
the various news agencies, that la 
their own business, we were told re- 
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cenly that aamachar had terminated 
their agreement with United Press 
International of the United States. 
Becently, I am speaking 8ubje':t to 
correction, an agreement with the 
French or German news agency was 
also terminated by Samachar. They 
are doing this probably because they 
have better alternative arrangements 
or direct links with countries w>th 
which they are exchanging news on 
matters of mutual interest in various 
publicity media. So, I am sure, 
Samachar is seized of the problem 
and will take action according to its 
own requirements. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, I congratulate the hon. 
Minister for conducting.... 

SIIRI R. S. PANDEY: I have already 
congratulated him. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; I join him. 
Fortunately, I got an opportunity to 
attend some of the sittings as the 
President of the Federation of the 
P.T.I Employees’ Union, and I 
could feel the pulse of the re¬ 
presentatives of the non-aligned 
countries, who were sore about the 
vicious campaign that was being 
launched upon by the Western press 
against some of these cotmtries. I 
would like to know from the hon. 
Minister whether Samachar is in a 
position to have an international 
news agency, like Reuter to counter¬ 
act the vicious campaign of the 
Western press against us and other 
non-aligned countries. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
According to our information, Sama¬ 
char do have an international wing 
and they have their representatives in 
various parts of the world. But we 
have impressed upon them that they 
should try to establish their bureau in 
many othW parts of the world, which 
are of great iftterest to us, like West 
Asian countries, African and Latin 
American countries and other areas, 
^^'here we do not have satisfactory 
arrangements. But this requires not 
onljr a good deal of financial back up

but also organisation, namely, the 
proper type of correspondents for this 
purpose. Samachar are seized of the 
matter, and I am sure they will come 
Up with a scheme. If they require our 
help, we shall try and examine their 
request, whenever their request is 
received by us. 


Uniform Jail Reforms 

• 22 . SHRI DINEN BHATTA- 
CHARYYA: Will the Minister of 
HOME AFFAIRS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government have given 
any consideration to the long standing 
demand for a uniform jail reform in 
all the States; and 

(b) if so, the facts thereof? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN 
THE MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI F. H. MOHSIN): (a) Yes, 
Sir. 

(b) This being a State subject, the 
Government of India can only guide 
and co-ordinate the efforts of the 
States. Accordingly, different expert 
groups were engaged in the past in 
examining the problems, and their re¬ 
commendations were circulated to the 
States for implementation. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Several committees and working 
groups were set up to go into the 
conditions prevailing in the prisons in 
the different States and several reco- 
mendations were also made but may 
I know whether the Government at 
the Cenhre has come to any definite 
conclusion as to what should be the 
national policy regarding prisons and 
whether they have thought of any 
concrete steps to be taken so that the 
States also may follow suit? 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: The national 
poUcy is to improve the conditions of 
the jails and also to emphaidze the 
importance of correction andtt^bsbill- 
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tution of prisoners. This is a subject 
which is being dealt with by the 
States, but the main hurdle in this 
direction is lack of resources. There¬ 
fore, We on our part have put up a 
proposal for the allocation of Rs. 100 
crores for a five year period for the 
improvement of jails iri the States, 
but that is subject to the approval of 
the Finance Ministry. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
I am not satisfied with these answer 
given by the Minister. It can only be 
concluded that they have no national 
policy on prisons in spite of the recom¬ 
mendations received. In the mean¬ 
time the conditions in the prisons have 
been seriously aggravated in living 
conditions in food supplies and other 
amenities like interviews, the facility 
of sending letters to the relatives of 
the prisoners, including the MISA 
prisoners. They have deteriorated to 
such an extent that the prisoners have 
been compelled to resort to hunger 
strike. Such hunger strikes took 
place recently for more than a months 
in the Alipore Central Jail and the 
Presidency Jail. May I know whether 
Government has taken note of this and 
have any suggestions been sent to the 
State Government concerned because 
of whose pigheaded attitude the priso¬ 
ners are unnecessarily suffering and 
the conditions are getting deteriorated 
daily? 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: I do not 
agree ^^^h my hon. friend about such 
bad conditions prevailing in jails. 
By and large the conditions in jails 
are satisfactory, but there is always 
scope for improvement. 

The working group on prisons have 
made some recommendations and they 
have been sent to the State Govern¬ 
ments. By and large, all State Gov¬ 
ernments have aoiepted them, but the 
main hurdle is lack of resources. We 
have been trying to find out a way to 
provide them some funds, subject to 
the approval of the Finance Ministry. 
If funds are approved by them, every^- 
thing will be all right. I do not agree 


with what he has mentioned about the 
jail conditions being so bad. They are 
satisfactory, though there is scope for 
further Improvement. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: He has 
not replied to the question about 
hunger strike in the West Bengal jail. 
Was there a himger strike? 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Of course, 
there was a hunger strike in Calcutta, 
and it has been withdrawn uncondi¬ 
tionally on 4-8-1976 If you want 
more details, I can give. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: On what 
issues? And was it withdrawn after 
some settlement? 

SHRI F, H. MOHSIN: Initially 
146 prisoners of tbe Presidency Jail, 
Calcutta, started a hunger strike on 
17-5-1976 in protest against the closure 
of unauthorised kitchens from the 
morning of that day. The jail authori¬ 
ties had taken this measure as a step 
for tightening up the security arrange¬ 
ments in the jail from where a serious 
case of massive escape by extremist 
prisoners occurred on 24-2-1976. 
Some measures were taken. Later on, 
the hunger strike was finally with¬ 
drawn unconditionally on 4-8-1976. 

DR RANEN SEN: From the state¬ 
ment that the hon. Minister has made, 
it appears that the main impediment 
to improve the jail conditions is the 
paucity of funds. He has repeated this 
more than once. Is it not a fact that, 
of late, Government have taken a very 
stiff attitude towards certain prisoners 
who are considered by the country¬ 
men as political prisoners? May be. 
their politics are totally wrong, but in 
spite of that they are considered to be 
political prisoners. All the facilities 
and concessions that the prisoners used 
to get, which they earned years by 
resorting to hunger strike in the yeers 
1949-50 have been taken away of late, 
in the last two or three l^ars, so much 
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fld tii«re have been instances where, 
oUt of desperation, many of the pn- 
e^rs may be committing some^ing 
folly also. May I know what is the 
reason behihd teklng away of those 
concessions that were granted or that 
were forced to be granted by the Gov¬ 
ernment, as a result of which the 
{Prisoners are now In a very frustrated 
and desperate condition? There is no 
question of money involved here. It is 
a question of attitude. May 1 know 
Whether it is a question of attitude or 
not? 

THE MINISTER OF HOME AFF¬ 
AIRS (SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
itEDDY): Some priscMxerg had gone 

on hunger strike for fovu: reasons: one 
was, they wanted that the unauthoris¬ 
ed kitchen should be reopened.... 

AN HON. MEMBER: That was 
authorised by the jail authorities. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
The second was, reintroduction of the 
table interviews; the third was, per¬ 
mission for free movement of priso¬ 
ners within the jail premises; then, 
discontinuance of transfer of political 
prisoners against their will. These 
were the four grounds on which some 
of them had gone on a hunger 
strike. You may also recollect that 
this has happened after 24-2-1976 
when, as all of you know, so many 
prisoners had tried to escape and 
thwe wag a clash and some prisoners 
were shot down..- 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: The 
Minister says, ‘as all of you know*. 
How axe we to know? Have you told 
the country? 

. .SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Subsequent to that incident where 
there was shooting, etc. some steps had 
to be taken by the jail authorities to 
control tne prisoners io jail. That is 
why, some steps had been taken, and 
aubi^Ue^illy the primners gave up 
the hunger strike oo

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(b) These funds ere not allocated 
atatewise but are paid on borformance. 

(c) Yes, Sir. An Official Committee 
had studied the subsidy scheme. 

(d) The Report of this Committee 
headed by Shri P. C. Nayak, formerly 
Secretary, Industries Government of 
Maharashtra, has already been placed 
on the Table of the House durmg last 
Session. The Recommendations made 
by this Committee are imder examina¬ 
tion of Government. 

SHRI Y. ESWARA REDDY: May I 
know whether it is a fact that the 
analysis made by the offlcal committee 
reveals that the backward States have 
received a comparatively less subsidy 
than certain advanced States; 

Secondly, the subsidy received by 
the small scale units was very meagre 
as compared to the large and medium 
industries and lastly, the little subsidy 
that is given has gone to help the 
growth of capital-intensive industries 
in the areas where labour-intensive 
industries were needed. May I know 
if this IS a fact that if so what are the 
immediate measures the Governn^ent 
has taken to rectify these dz'aw-backs, 
pending a leisurely examination of 
these recommendations? 

' SHRI A. P. SHARMA: It is not cor¬ 
rect that the subsidy has gone mostly 
to developed States and not to back¬ 
ward States. There is no allocation 
Statewise and ^e subsidies are reim¬ 
bursed according to the amount that 
has been spent by various States. They 
make a claim and then this money is 
reimbursed. Th'erefore, it is for the 
States to spend this mont^ and make 
the claim to the Central Government 
and, accordingly, it is reimbursed. 

SHRI Y. ESWARA REDDY: Will 
the hon. Minister kindly tell us whe¬ 
ther any new strategy is being work¬ 
ed out for a speedy, expediti^ and 
uniform development of all the back¬ 
ward areas in the country? 

THE MINlHnfll or INDUSTRY 
(SHRI T. A. PAI): We have issued 


more than 600 licences fmr industries, 
to be located in backwtufd areas. We 
have taken up the matter with the 
public financial institutions, that these 
schemes must be given preference 
over similar industries to be located 
in the developed States. And, apart 
from that, the subsidy scheme also has 
been modified to include all agro-pro- 
cessing industries so that in these 
backward areas more and more agro- 
processing industries like cold storage 
or even small activities can be en¬ 
couraged on account of the subsidy 
scheme.

SHRI T. A. PAI: The districts where 
the central sub^y is available eras 
decided by two committees and, with 
the approval of the Chief IQito»rs of 
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all the States the selection was made 
of three diatriets in developed'States 
and six districts in backward States. 
The subsidy scheme was to induce 
these people to go to these districts. 
We are not confining our subsidy 
scheme to big industries only. Even 
small-scale industries will get the 
subsidy in advance if they are located 
in backward districts. I hope that 
there will be some kind of a climate 
created. The Centre can only give the 
subsidy on the basis ot performance. 
If there is anything more we can do 
we wUl look into it But it is not 
possible to do it in evei^ district. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
May I know from the hon. Minister the 
names of the districts in the backward 
States which they have selected for 
the subsidy scheme and may 1 know 
whether it has come to his notice that 
some of the State Governments are 
utilising this subsidy money either to 
develop one district or to develop the 
developed regions? In view of this 1 
would like to know as to what moni¬ 
toring system you have got to see that 
the objects of the Central Government 
to help in the proper development of 
the backward regions of the country 
are realised. What is the monitoring 
system which you have got for this 
purpose? 

SHRI T. A. PAI; The information 
that the money is being diverted by 
the State Government is not correct 
because We are verifying tiie whole 
thing before reimbursement takes 
place. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI;

SHRI T. A. PAX: I am not able to 
give the entire Rat of 8 districts in 
every bec^ard State, He may put

SHRI T. A PAI; The basis of per¬ 
formance in the particular diatrict 
among the States which are backward 
is-taken into account when money is 
given. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: On the basis 
of backwardness money should be 
given, not on the basis of performance. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: The very 
concept of industrial backwardness in 
the country has been misinterpreted 
and also misconstrued. The Expert 
Committee which went into the ques¬ 
tion has revealed that certain districts 
have not been identified as backward 
districts even though those districts 
have been backward districts and 
backwardness has been th^e. It has 
been found that even the money allot¬ 
ted in various States have been divert¬ 
ed, Therefore, I would like to know 
whether you would reorganise the 
whole thing and identify the backward 
districts in various parts of the coun¬ 
try so that financial help could be 
pumped in for the development of 
these backward regions of the country 
and 1 would like to know the specific 
steps taken by the Government in this 
regard.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Sir, I 
would like to knOw whether it is in

Has the Government of India 
issued any guidelines in this respect 
not only to the Gujarat Board but 
to all other State Board to see that 
negotiations are conducted expediti¬ 
ously everywhere because revision is 
overdue since 1974? 

SHRI K. C? PANT: It is true that 
revision is overdue since 1974 because 
the previous settlement expired on 
31-3-74. But even after that, a speci¬ 
al interim relief of Rs. 30 per month 
has been given by the State Electri¬ 
city Boad which an autonomous or¬ 
ganisation. They have also given an 
interm relief sanctioned on the lines 
of the State Government’s inferm re¬ 
lief. They have increased the, dear- 
ness allowance. Thus these three 
steps have certainly increased the 
wages of workers there. But as for 
the basic question, it was referred to 
a tribunal and an attempt is now be¬ 
ing made to settle the matter outside 
the tribunal by mutual discussion. As 
I said earlier, they are hopeful of ar¬ 
riving at an amlcablg settlement in 
the near future. Beyond that I do 
not know the details of exactly what 
offers and counter—offers have been 
made. But I do konw the broad line

SHRI SARJOO PANDEY: 

Will the Minister of HOME 
AFFAIRS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether an international gang 
which used to rob foreign tourists 
was held by the Crime Brahch in 
Delhi recently; and 

(b) if so,, the facts thereof? 

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF HOME, APFi^, ‘ 
DEPARTMENT 
AHD AOMlNISTATtVE 
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and department of parlia¬ 
mentary AFFAIRS (SIHII OM 
MEHTA); (a) Yes.' Sir. 

(b) Three cases have been, register¬ 
ed one each at Police Station Lajpat 
Nagar, Connaught Place and Darya 
Ganj and five persons have been ar¬ 
rested. 

DR. RANAN SEN; This is very un¬ 
fortunate. I wanted to know in (b), 
the facts. Are these thg only facts. 
Recently we have heard of so many 
cases of crimeg committed by these 
foreign tourists and police arrests. 
These facts are there, but he simply 
finishes it i® one minute. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: I can go on for 
five minutes, but I though he would 
be satisfied by this. 

I could give more facts. On the 
night of 5/6 July 1976, when a party 
of French tourists was staying in 
Vikram Hotel, New Delhi, accused 
Daniel Chaumet alias Sobrapj Char¬ 
les Gurmakh along with his associate 
Jeane Dhusime distributed some 
tablets amongst the members of the 
party saying that they would thereby 
be able to avoid stomach infection 
Soon after taking the tablets, some 
of the members started vomiting.. • • 

MR. SPEAKER: Is it a long state¬ 
ment? Give the bare facts. 

SHRI OM MEHTA; There arg five 
of them. I will give their names. 
They have Committed about 11 rob¬ 
beries, and they have been arrested. 
I think commendable work has been 
done by the Delhi Police because they 
were an international gang of robbers 
who have been arrested. They were 
jumping bail snd going out. Their 
names are Daniel Chaumet olios So- 
braj Charles Gurmakh, Jeang Dhusi¬ 
me.... 

DR. RANEN SEN; He need not 
give the nasnet. 


MR. SPEAKER: He does not want 
the names. 

SHRI s. M. BANERJZE* Let bint 
read the names I want to know. 
Somebody may come into my house. 

DR. RANEN SEN; He does not 
know how to pronounce the names, 
nor are we able to follow. It is much 
better that he does not mention the 
names. 

SHRI OM MEHTA; He may know 
how to pronounce French names. I 
am not a French expert. 

They were robbing tourists who 
were coming and staying In various 
hotels. They committed about 11 
robberies in different hotels, some in 
Delhi, some outside Delhi. Whenever 
they operated, they were giving 
drugs to the victims and after that 
they used to rob of them Mostly 
they are cases of robbery. In some 
cases, the tourists also died. 

DR. RANEN SEN; In our craze to 
entertain foreign tourists in order to 
earn foreign exchange, it seems a 
large number of criminal elements are 
coming to India estensibly as tourists, 
and behind this facade they commit 
all short of crimes. This incident took 
place only very recently, but before 
that there was another very big in¬ 
cident in which it was found out that 
uae ciiminal bored through fbe floor 
of a room in Ashoka Hotel in order 
to get into a jewellery shop. We 
come to know of all sorts of stories. 
It raises the very big quMtion as to 
whether the government havg any 
screening arrangement to see that 
such people are easily detected The 
work of Delhi Police is commendable 
but those persons, we should remem¬ 
ber, had been arrested after commit¬ 
ting eleven offences. It if reported In 
the newspapers that some of them 
were connected with Intetmatioiial 
gangs. Therefore, may I know whet¬ 
her there is any system of at least 
preliminary screening end some kind 
of scrutiny into the anteoedeats of 
those persons? 
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SHRI OM MEHTA; TO the extent 
possible screening is done. It is not 
possible to do a thorough screening 
when lakhe of foreign tourists come. 
But to the extent possible screenmg 
is done. Besides, all those cases were 
not committed to India alone. They 
.committed crimes in Thailand and 
N(;pal also; they committed 5 or 6 
cases in India in the past few months. 
During the four or five months when 
they were in Delhi and when they 
committed the crime we apprehended 
them and we arrested all of them. 

DR. RANEN SEN; Besides foreign 
tourists may I know whether the gov¬ 
ernment is aware of the ever growing 
invasion of India by hippies who com- 
/tiii not only this sort of crime but 
also many other obnoxious things? 
Has any step been taken to control or 
screen the hippies particularly? 

SHRI OM MEHTA: This question 
is not connected to the main ques¬ 
tion; they have not committed to our 
knowledge any theft or robberies as 
W£.s coxnmitted by international cri¬ 
minals. 

SHRI NITIRAJ SINGH CHAU- 
DHARY: In view of the fact that the 
persons arrested are mmnbers of an 
international gang of robbers and they 
have committed ofiZences throughout 
the length and breadth of the world, 
may 1 know whether those persons are 
in demand in other countries? May I 
also know whether those persons will 
not be allowed to leave India till they 
are tried and they have served tiiek 
sentences it found guilty? 

SHRI OM MEHTA: We wiU not al¬ 
low them to leave the country unless 
they are tried and punished, if, found 
guilty.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRI DHARAM 
BIR SINHA): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) The new rate structure is li¬ 
kely to be finalized soon.. 

(c) Yes, Sir. 

(d) The Directorate of Advertising 
and Visual Publicity (DAVP) of the 
Ministry of Information and Broad¬ 
casting will be the agency. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR: The hon. 
Minister deserves our congratulations 
for having taken this correct decision 
that there should be no preferential 
treatment to English newspapers. 
There are very few persons in this 
country in the village areas who un¬ 
derstand English and since we have 
to reach our propaganda to the lowest 
strata of society, only local language 
newspapers can reach them. The Eng¬ 
lish newspapers are prospering be¬ 
cause they are getting preferential 
treatment in the case of rates I want 
to know whether there is any time 
limit within which this decision will 
be implemented? He said: so^ 
Would it be implemented before the 
end of this year? 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA: t am 
happy at the appredlatioaf of the hm. 
Member to the deeison that the gov- 
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eminent has taken. As I said we shall 
implement it very soon. We will wait 
only till the time the committee to go 
into the rate structure submits its 
report. This committee consists of the 
xhief cost accountant end the finan¬ 
cial adviser and of the DA VP of the 
Ministry. Since the rate structure of 
rso many newspapers spread all over 
the country, and belonging to diffe¬ 
rent categories and diff^i^nt circula¬ 
tion figures, is being considered, it 
will take a little time but I am sure 
this committee’s report will be avai¬ 
lable to us within two months. As 
soon as the report is available we 
would be able to implement the deci¬ 
sion. 

SHRl DHAMANKAR: May I know 
whether this policy will be made ap¬ 
plicable to semi government institu¬ 
tions and public section industries 
and whether local and district and 
regional newspapers will 'be encoura¬ 
ged in the case of advertisements? 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA: The 
rate structure will also be implement¬ 
ed by the semi-government and auto¬ 
nomous organisations. It is our policy 
to go to district newspapers because 
the reach of the district newspapers 
has developed in recent years and is 
impressive. They will be given prefe¬ 
rential treatment. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: Is 
it a fact that today 70 per cent or 
more of the advertisements are going 
to the English newspapers and the 
language newspapers at district level 
and other levels are starving? If I am 
wrong, he can give the correct per¬ 
centage today. If that is so, till the 
committee report is received, would 
they like at present to fix in prixiciple 
the percentage that should go to the 
language newspapers at the district 
and other levels? 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA: It is 
verjr difficult to say that percentages 
can‘be fixed. JKaturally^ as the media 
'gsow <in this country, the num^r of 
district und small. newspapers wilt 
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continue to grow. We expiait fo reach 
a time when thbse newspapers vdU 
have the largest percentage possiide. 
At the moment, 1 do not have the 
figures in terfios of language. But in 
terms of circulation, since 1975-76, we 
have increased the distribution of our 
advertisements from Sfl per cent to 
32 per cent in favour of small and 
medium newspapers. A 5 per cent in¬ 
crease in a year, I think, is a credita¬ 
ble performance. In the media list 
itself,’we have increased the number 
of small and medium newspapers get¬ 
ting DA VP advertisements from 1300 
to 1900. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: Not only is there preferential 
treatment for English language pa¬ 
pers, but there is also political discri¬ 
mination in distribution of advertise¬ 
ments. After the emergency, giving 
of advertisements to small and medium 
papers run by the opposition parties, 
especially the OPM, has been st<^p- 
ed. I want to know the jwlicy of the 
government, whether they will re¬ 
move this political discnmination in 
distribution of advertisements to me¬ 
dium arid small papers. 

THE minister of INFORMA¬ 
TION AND BROADCASTING (SHRI 
VIDYA CHAHAN SHUKLA): There 
is no political discrimination as far as 
distribution of government ad''^«'‘tise- 
ments is concerned. W© have as a

The cri¬ 
teria have been spelt out in the ans¬ 
wer to that Unstarred Question. The 
hon.

A study is being undertaken, on the 
question of inducting Army personnel 
into the posts reserved for them in 
Government 'Services, the Para Mili¬ 
tary Forces a«d the Public Sector 
Undertakings, and of the need for 
giving them relaxations in regard to 
age-limit, prescribed educational qua¬ 
lifications and physical and medical 
standards laid down for recruitment. 

The Study Group set up for this 
purpose will go into the reasons for 
the present short-fall in filling up of 
the reserved vacancies for ex-ser¬ 
vicemen, and make recommendations 
for improving the existing arrange¬ 
ments for absorption of the ex-ser¬ 
vicemen not only in Government De¬ 
partments and Public Sector Under¬ 
takings but also in the Private Sector. 

A limited number of posts in the 
civil departments including Public 
Sector Undertakings are even now 
being filled by lateral induction of 
service personnel into these ‘ posts 
when they are on the verge of release 
retirement from the Services.

SHRI J. B. PATNAIK: With re¬ 
gard to the flirst part of the question, 
more than 50,000 men and about 600 
officers are r^eased every year from 
the armed forces. The names and 
particulars of the released personnel, 
including those of the officers are 
sent to the Sainik Boards to keep 
their records. 

As far as the employment ex¬ 
changes are concerned, it is up to 
these people to register their names 
in the employment exchanges. 

Electrification of Villages in Gnjai^ 

*29. SHRI D. D. DESAI: Will the 
Minister of ENERGY be pleased to 
state:

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

There are 18,275 villages in Gujarat. 
35.1 per cent (6,420 villages) were 
electrified upto 30th June, 1976. 

(b) Plan for 100 per cent electri¬ 
fication in the State has not yet been 
drawn up. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: The Committee 
of Dr. Kothari and Dr. Daji have 
found that the cost-benefit ratio in 
Gujarat is 69, S3 and 41 per cent res¬ 
pectively at 6, 9 and 12 per cent' rates 
of interest. Kerala and Tamil Nadu 
are about to cmnplete hundred^ per 
cent rural electrification. Haryana, 
Punjab, Pondicherry and Delhi have 
already accomplished this job. Under, 
the circumstances, when the cost- 
benefit ratio is less in tbe^Stete ahd 
as Government’s policy is to see tha* 
migration from the villages to the, 
cities is stopped that foQ4 prpdtoci. 
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tion ia increased by tubewells and 
that greater emphasis is laid on rural 
development, may I know why these 
plans are being delayed? 

PKOF, SIDDHESWAB. PRA5AD: 
There is no question of delay. Gujarat 
ig really above the all'India average 
for rural electrification. As far as the 
target Of achieving hundred per cent 
rural electrification is concerned, re¬ 
cently at a metting of the Chairmen 
of the State Electricity Boards it was 
decided that all the State Electricity 
Boards should ibe asked to draw up 
such plans. The Central Electricity 
Authority has taken up the matter 
with the State Electricity Boards and 
they have been asked to Submit a re¬ 
port by the end of this month. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: Although the 
hon. Minister has stated that there is 
no reason for delay or that there are 
no actual plans for delay. I believe 
that the only constraint could be fin¬ 
ance. Here also, you will find that 
there has been surplus in some port¬ 
folios in certain years, and if there 
is better co-ordination, these funds 
can* be diverted in directions where 
there is better utilisation and where 
the return is higher than borrowing 
rate of the Government. 

Mr. SPEAKEJR; The hon. Member 
should await the report. He says the 
report will be available in a month. 
That will deal with all these aspects. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAB; May 
I know when this plan for himdred 
per cent rural electrification not only 
in Gujarat but in various other parts 
of the country will be implemented, 
and whether inadequate Central as- 
sisetance for this purpose is also res¬ 
ponsible for the slackness, parti¬ 
cularly in areas where electrUication

THE MINISTER OF ENERGY 
(SHRI K. C. PANT); Rural electri¬ 
fication was previously entirely the 
resonsibility of the State Govern¬ 
ments, it had nothing to do with the 
Centre, but the Rural Electrification 
Corporation was set up so as to assist 
in the rural electrification programme. 
So. whatever perspective plan the 
State draws up, it will have to take 
into accxnmt the expenditure that it 
is itself prepared to incur on this pro¬ 
gramme, and not rely entirely on the 
Centre. As my hon. friend knows, the 
State Plan is drawn up by taking 
Central assistance into account as a 
lock. There is no earmarking for 
rural electrification as such in the 
State Plan. So, unless the State 
Govo’nment is anxious to see that 
more money i,s diverted to rural elec¬ 
trification, there is very little that we 
can do in the matter. So, their interest 
in this matter is necessary in order 
to speed up rural electrification.

(iii) ' The configurations of com¬ 
puter systems for priority 
sectors such as. Defence, Oil, 
Agriculture, Steel Atomic

and clearances for import 
given. 

(iv) Programmes for the import 
of computers for export of 
software on the basis of guar¬ 
antees, and by Indian natio¬ 
nals returning from/residing 
abroad, have been imple¬ 
mented. 

(v) ' Action regarding issue of in¬ 

dustrial licences for prog¬ 
rammable calculator^, mini¬ 
computer peripherals, micro¬ 
processor-based telecommu¬ 
nication systems and cash 
registers, and limited indust¬ 
rial licehcfs for mini-compu¬ 
ters has bi^ taken; this is 
a continuing process.

operating in India. I would hko to 
draw the attention of the hon. Minis¬

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

Yes, Sir. 

(c) The MNF delegation in a sig¬ 
ned docmnent, have acknowledged 
that Mizoram is an integral part of 
India and conveyed to the Govern¬ 
ment of India their resolve to accept 
a settlement of all problems in Miz¬ 
oram within the framework of the 
Constitution of India. 

In order to bring about a climate 
of imderstanding and an atmosphere 
of peace and tranquillity in Mizoram 
at the earliest, the delegation agreed 
to adjure violence and suspend all 
activities. In furtherance of the 
above objctives, the underground 
delegation agreed to collect all under¬ 
ground personnel with their arms and 
ammunition inside mutually agreed 
camps, within one month, after their 
establishment and also agreed to hand 
over arms and ammunition to the 
Government of India. 

The Government of Mizoram on 
their part have suspended operations 
for an initial period of three months 
with effect from 6th ^uly, 1876. 
Such suspension, however, would not 
apply to operation a^inst U.Q. per¬ 
sonnel attempting to cross internatio¬ 
nal border and to the maintenance of 
law and order. 

It was agreed to continue the talks 
further.

Signi¬ 
ficant help was given to tribal areas 
for development of small and cottage 
industries but a comprehensive plan 
for accelerated development of tribal 
areas has been taken up recently. A 
Tribal Area Sub Plan has been pre¬ 
pared for which a provision of 
Rs. 18-25 crores has been made in the 
annual Plan of 1976-77 covering 32 
talukas of t];o seven districts of 
Bharuch. Panchmahals, Surat, Valsad, 
Vadodra, Sabarkantha and Dangs 
where the tuba] popuJation is 72.30 
per cent of the total tribal population 
of the State. Various incentives are 
provided for setting up industries 
tribal areas. Special training classes 
has been started at Baroda, Hajpipla 
and Ahmedabad to train adivasis in 
cottage industries 60 trainees would 
be imparted training at Himatnagar 
Training Centre for various trades. To 
promote industrialisation emphasis has 
been laid in p^’cviding power to the 
tribal areas. In the first phase of the 
electrification programme 11 talukas 
will be covered and the remaining 18 
will be covered in the second phase.

in system capacity and operation 
under low frequency conditions. 

(b) and (c). Several steps have 
been initialed for improving the 
quality of coal supply to power sta¬ 
tions such as: (i) rationalisation of 
linkages of coal; (ii) stricter imple¬ 
mentation of quality control measures 
including separation of shale and 
stone from coal, joint sampling, 
screening and sizing arrangements. 
With the steps already initiated there 
has been considerable improvement 
in the quality of coal supplied to 
power stations and now techno-eco¬ 
nomic studies are under way in some 
specific locations to study the econo¬ 
mics of washability of coal.

nic data processing equipments of all 
users in the country. The Govern¬ 
ment has also approved of a proce¬ 
dure for import of computers costing 
over Rs. 5 lakhs, whereby the Depart¬ 
ment of Electronics is responsible for: 
analysis of the areas of application, 
drawing up of specifications in co¬ 
operation with the user concerned, in 
the case qf computers to be imported 
for specific applications, obtaining 
competitive tenders, and for final 
approval (along with the Ministry of 
Finance) in respect of the system to 
be imported. The exact procedure 
for this approval is «et out in Section 
9.2 of the Annual Report of the De¬ 
partment of Electronics for the year 
1975-76. Import of computers below 
Rs. 5 lakhs in unit value has also to 
be cleared by the Department on a 
case by case basis. However, such 
cases do not have to comply with the 
step by step procedure .set out in Sec¬ 
tion 9.2 of the Annual Report. In 
respect of system obtained by Govern¬ 
ment departments from indigenous 
sources, also, the Department o| Elec¬ 
tronics has to approve of the configu- 
ration and the procurement Whilst 
giving clearances for procurement of 
computers, whether from indigenous 
sources or through imports, the De¬ 
partment of Uectronics takes into con- 
siderailon the sooip-economic impact 
of the introduction of computers. The 


priority areas-for the use of compu^ 
ters have been listed in detail in Sec¬ 
tion 9.2 of the Annual Report of De¬ 
partment of Electronics (1975-76). 

(b)- Yes. Sir. Domestic capability 
in the manufacture of mini-computers 
and small computer systems and some 
peripherals has already been achiev¬ 
ed. This capability is growing at a 
significant rate. Capability in the de-

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(b) The Government of India have 
been takxxig various steps* from time to 
time to facilitate the return of Indian 
Scientists, Engineers, Medical Person¬ 
nel etc. from abroad. A statement 
showing the measures taken is en¬ 
closed. 

Statement 

(1) A special section—“Indians 
Abroad” section—of the National 
Register is maintained for enrolment of 
Indian Scientists and Technologists 
abroad and for the circulation of their 
particulars in the form of classified 
Directories to all Ministries. Depart¬ 
ments of the Government of India, State 
Governments, Union and State Public 
Service Commissions, Public Sector 
Industries and large private sector 
establishments. Particulars of such 
personnel are also published in 
the monthly “Technical Manpower” 
Bulletin (CSIR) which is distributed 
free to about 2,500 organisations all 
over India. 

(2) The Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission and some of the State Public 
Service Commissions have agreed to 
treat Indian Scientific and Technical 
Personnel whose particulars are in the 
Indian Abroad section of the National 
Register, as ‘Personal Contact’ candi¬ 
dates for posts advertised by them. 

(.3) The Scientists Pool, operated by 
CSIR provides temporary placement 
for well-qualified Indian Scientific and 
Technical personnel returning from 
abroad without an assured job. 

(4) Supernumerary posts can be 
created in approved scientific institu¬ 
tions to which temporary appointments 
can be made quickly from among the 
scientists working and studsdng 
abroad. 

(5) A "Package Scheme” has been 
approved to attract Indian scientists, 
technologists and engineers working in 
inroduction units abroad to come back 
and sitart their own industries in this 
coxmtry, parbeulariy in spheres where 
they may have acquired skills in pre- 
duetion. tec^ology. 


(6) CSIR have introduced a scheme 
for appointment of ‘Research Ai^oci- 
ate’ or ‘Visaing Scientists' under which 
Indian scientists etc. visiting India 
for a short period can be offered such 
appointment in CSIR organisations in 
cases where their background fits the 
requirement of the organisation. 

(7) The University Grants Commis¬ 
sion has introduced a scheme under 
which Indian scholars abroad can be 
offered short-term appointment in 
Indian Universities during their sab. 
batical leave. 

(8) With a view to encouraging 
highly qualified scientists to return

BHEL, has got a Power Electronic 
Project, REMCO will provide an ideal 
location for this project by making 
available a good infra-structure base 
with adequate power, water and 
built-up area with scope for expan¬ 
sion. With the utilisation of the exist¬ 
ing facilities at REMCO, the power 
electronics project is likely to be 
commissioned 18 months earlier than 
the schedule. The early commission¬ 
ing of this project would result in 
foreign exchange savings to the tune 
of RS. 60 million through import subs¬ 
titution. The energy meters currently 
manufactured at REMCO have not 
undergone any design improv'ements 
since the commencement of their col¬ 
laboration. BHEL^ propose to improve 
the design and also introduce other 
energy meters such as Maximum De¬ 
mand Indicating Meters. Two part 
and Three Part Tariff Meters, Switch 
Boards Mounting and other special 
meters, relays etc. Thus merger of 
REMCO with BHEL would rejuve¬ 
nate industrial activity in the area and 
provide continued gainful employ¬ 
ment. 

The taking over of MPL would meet 
BHEL’s requirement of porcelain in¬ 
sulators valued at nearly Rs. 30 mil¬ 
lion. As preset 50 per cent of its re- 
quiirements are met-^by impofrts. At 
times BHEL are finable to get these 


insulators through imports in times 
and this introduces a certain element 
of uncertainty in BHEL’s production 
programme. This position wouM 
further deteriorate with the implemen. 
tation of country’s power development 
programme and also with the commis¬ 
sioning of BHEL’s new plant of Jhansi 
which would entail additional require¬ 
ment of these insulators. At present 
only 25 per cent of BHEL’s require¬ 
ments of insulators are met by MPL.

MOTION RE: NATIONAL POLICY 
for; children—C ontd. 

MR. SPEAKER: Now we take up 
further consideration of the ’ motion 
regarding the National Policy for 
Chiidzein. The Minister to continue 
his speech. 

THE minister OP EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROP. S. NURAL HASAN): Yester¬ 
day I expressed my gratitude to the 
hon. Members for the keen interest 
they had taken in the whole matter 
and lor the many valuable sugges¬ 
tions they have made. Unfortunately, 
in the limited time at my disposal T 
will not be able to refer to^ every 
point which has been 'raised by the 
hon. Members, but i can assure the 
House through you that all the sug¬ 
gestions which have been made will 
be given full consideration by the 
Government. 

I would like to take up some com¬ 
mon points which have been stressed 
by a very large number of my hon. 
friends here. The first point that has 
been stressed by a very large number 
of members deals with the question 
of the care of expectant mothers and 
the care and particularly, the nutri¬ 
tional eare of smaller children upto 
the age of 6.; There is no doubt that 
this is the most important period in 
the life of any human being and any 
lack of effort in this age group can 
have very serious consequences when 
the child grows into adulthood. For 
this purpose, my Ministry in close 
coUaboration with the Ministry of 
Health, the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Rural Development, the Depart¬ 
ment of Co-operation and obviously, 
With the cb-operation of the State Go¬ 
vernments, has started the integrated 
child development services which aim 
at all these points tiaat have been 
emphasized. 

coacepf of integrated child 
CteveJopment services has been Ex¬ 
plained by us befon, 4ittt. I would 
crave your indulgence to explain 
again In a few minutes the msln 
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concept of the integrated child dev^ 
lopment services. It starts ~ With ttie 
question of nutrition and health, cate 
of expectant mothers and the ante- 
natal care of the mother and the child. 
Then, there is a full-fledged prog¬ 
ramme ^f immunisation, which cer¬ 
tainly includes the triple vaccines, 
which has been raised by my hon. 
friend there. Along with this there Is 
the question of regular health cbedc 
up, referal services, nutrition, supple¬ 
menting the nutritioa and .the diet, 
and pre-^hool, non-formal and 
informal education. We consider it 
absolutely essential that childem of 
the age group 3 —6 and particularly 
those belonging to the weaker sections 
of the community should be provided 
that such care so that they can deve¬ 
lop proper attitudes and motivations 
and also their character formation is 
influenced in a healthy direction. 
And, for this purpose, we propose 
under this scheme of integrated child 
development to set up anganwadis as 
far as possible in close proximity of a 
primary school, to involve elder 
childem of the primary school,espe¬ 
cially, girls, to participate in the 
looking after of the youger babies as 
a part of their work experience. 

It would provide them with ade¬ 
quate traing to learn about how to 
look after children and youger baUes. 

It would also provide assistance to 
the anganwodi workers and a full- 
fledged training programme of the 
anganwadi workers has been under¬ 
taken. Because this was a new 
scheme and because it involved the 
cooperation of a very large number 
of agencies it v^as tolt that let the 
modalities be worked out in a small 
number of blocks and we have chosen 
33 blocks; 19 of these are rural blocks; 

10 are In tribal areas and 4 in urban 
dums. This programme is being 
tried out and Govemm«it would like 
to expand this scheme to a very large 
number of other blocks so that we ate 
able to cover hqpefuRy by ilie Riktb 
plan period every block ib the eotfo- . 
try. This is mi impottmit scheme 
whereby the prohkmia of the mhl 
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children and the children, belonging 
to the weaker sections of the ccm- 
munity would be looked after from 
the point of view of health, from the 
point of view of immunisation and 
from the point of view of what may 
be called pre-school education or 
attitud*^ formation and so on. This 
programme, 1 am glad to say, has 
evoked proper response from all the 
Ministries of the Govt, of India and 
most of tlm State Governments. But 
We felt that an independent agency 
to monitor this scheme would be 
extremely useful. For this purpose we 
invited the medical colleges and I am 
l^d to say that 27 medical colleges 
have responded to our invitation. The 
India Institute of Medictal Sciences 
ip New Delhi is coordinating the work 
that is being done by the medical 
caUeges for preparing the base-lina 
data abopt nutrition, about the 
general health of children and of ex¬ 
pectant mothers and so on. It would 
also be supervising the im];demenTation 
of ^ the scheme in other respects so 
that along with the administrative 
sat-iqii which is looking after this 
programme there is also an indepen¬ 
dent ‘organisation which can monitor 
and which can provide expert qui- 
dance for the implementation of this 
particuler programme. 

We have also insisted that in each 
village there shoiUd be Mahila Man- 
dais formed because, without involve¬ 
ment of the women of 'the villages 
and the localities concerned no worth 
while programme for children is likely 
to succeed. 

Sir, the progress so far in this legard 
has been on the whole satisfactory, 
although I would like greater emhaiiis 
being placed by the State Government 
on the setting up of Mahila Mandals 
in each of the villages. 1 am in touch 
with th^ State Governments and I 
am hoping that the pace of setting 
up of the Mahila Mandals wiU 
catch up as soon as possible. 


The Ministry of He^th has a sche¬ 
me of ensuring that over a numer of 
villages, then* should ba at leaaE mie 
auxiliary nufsihg midwife and that 
progranune of auxiliary‘nun^ng mid¬ 
wife is being run by the Health 
Ministry in cooperation and coordi¬ 
nation with my Ministry so that the 
integrated child development services 
are being developed with the super¬ 
vision of the Primary Health Cenfres 
and sub-centres. We are giving one 
additional doctor to the primary 
health centre especially to look alter 
the children. Skeleton' staff has been 
provided so that ’this programme can 
be taken up. In tlw light of our 
experience and in the light of the 
reports we get from this continuous 
monitoring, whatever changes are^ 
called for, I have no doubt that it will 
be possible for the Government to 
make those changw. We are not 
rushing ahead with *ifc«» programmes 
because to ensure coojjeration from 
so many agMicies is a difficult task 
and we need to have experiwice so 
that detailed procedures can be 
worked out si'hich can then be dupli¬ 
cated or replicated on a mass service 
scale throughout the country. 

The second very important point 
that was takm up was with rejmrd 
to education, especially, elementary 
education, of children. In respect of 
elementary education, I would like 
to submit that i am deeply disappoint¬ 
ed and I share the disappointment of 
hon. Members that what we Aould 
have achieved hy 1960 we are not 
likely to achieve even by the end of 
Fifth Plan period. Perhaps, we might 
be able to achieve it during the Sixth 
Plan period. 

But, Sir, without offering any ex¬ 
cuses. I would make a few submi¬ 
ssions for the conrideration of the hon. 
House. The submission Is the enor¬ 
mous increase in the number d pupils 
who have started going to the 
primary schools, particularly, in the 
age-group of 6 to 11 in classes I fo V. 
If I may, with ypur permisrion, give 
a few flgup», the target tor 107<l-79i 
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the first year of the Fifth Five Year 
FUm. for the country was 664 lakhs 
whic]^ would be 86.4 per cent of the 
chllfircu la the age-group of 6—11. 
The actual achievement is estimated 
at 663 lakhs which is 86 per cent in 
iS|75-76, the target fixed was 688 lakhs 
and the achievement Is estimated to 
be 685 lakhs which is 87.8 per pent. 
I^e targets for the current year are 
708 lakhs while the achievement is 
estimated to be 89.9 per cent. What 
I am trying to submit is that the net 
increase in numbers is appreciable 
althov|gh in terms of percentages, 
frpm 86 per cent we are hoping this 
year, to reach 89.9 per cent. 

As I would submit, 1 do not con¬ 
sider this to be a satisfactory figure, 
but considering the various difficulties 
which are mainly economic, partly 
socisQ, 1 would respectfully submit 
for your consideration that this is not 
an achievement which we can reject 
as being totally unsatisfactory. Of 
course, more efiorts have to be made 
and these include changes in a num¬ 
ber of directions. The first and fore¬ 
most of these changes is providing 
better incentives, because it has been 
noticed that the main shortfall is 
among girls and Scheduled Caste and 
Scheduled Tribe children. Therefore, 
my Ministry has been striving its 
best to have Schemes which will en¬ 
sure that i^ese deprived sections 
are able to send their children to 
schools. The incentives which are very 
imporiant have been provided in the 
case of girls. Frequently girls have to 
look after Younger babies. Because of 
the scheme of angantoadis we hope it 
would be possible tor girls to come to 
school because the babies can also be 
brought to the anganwadis which will 
be attached to the schooL In many 
places, it has already be»i attached 
and is functioning. 

It has further been stated that 
adequate funds are not being provided 
for those various incentives, specially 
the midday meal. 

SQBtRI 1>. BAStMATARI (Kokraj- 
har): It dhouH be provided. 


PROF. s. RURAL HASAN; It should 
be provided. 

The incentives are being provided 
as part of tbs minimum needs pro¬ 
gramme, and I hope that State Go¬ 
vernments will provide the necessary 
funds in their programme and ensure 
that the incentives programme for 
the weak^ sections are not given up 
or whittl^ down or reduced. 

For the tribal areas, as the House is 
aware, tribal sub-plans are being made 
and every effort is being made to bring 
tribal children to school. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnandgaon): 

It should be a Central scheme, instead 
of asking the States to provide the 
money. Where from will they get the 
money? When you have not got the 
money, States are not going to have it. 
Ultimately it is a question of money. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: It is SO in 
backward States like Madhya Pradesh 
and others. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY; In Assam, and 
Bihar also. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: I am 
told that the Home Ministry ig satis¬ 
fied that funds will be made available 
for all tribal sub-plans, that they 
would not allow a shortfall in the 
allocations for the programme of tri¬ 
bal sub-plans. , 

Then it was again rightly emphasis¬ 
ed that apart frc»n nutrition, the physi. 
cal health of children and physical 
education of children has to be given 
a very high priority. Government 
agree fully with this concept, and I 
am glad—-I have myself had the occa¬ 
sion to see it—in the Union Territory 
of Delhi, the Delhi Municipal Corpora¬ 
tion have launched a scheme of provid. 
Ing special training to theii> regular 
teachers so that they can provide 
physical education and training ih 
games and sports lor the children. 
Only two days ago 1 had occasion to 
see some of the items presented by 
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over a thousand school teachers who 
had been given special training in 
physical education and cultxire. 


Itegarding the quality of education 
being provided in the municipal 
schools or in the primary schools in 
the villages, I should only submit that 
efforts are being continuously made to 
improve the standard of education and 
teaching. From some of the schools 
that I have visited in the rural areas 
in different parts of the country, I 
should not lilie ^ ® 

picture as some of the hon. friends 
have painted here. In fact the stand¬ 
ard of education in many of those 
schools is reasonaWy good. There are 
naturally difficulties in the problern 
of dealing with chUdren who are first 
generation learners, the problem of 
dealing with all the prejudices toat 
exist in our rural society. AU those 
problems are every much there. But 
then to pass a wholesale vote of cen¬ 
sure on the village schools or on the 
schools run by municipal comimttees 
or corporaUons is, I would submit, un- 
i&iT.... {Interruptions). Some are good, 
some are not so good and some 
are bad. It is a mixed picture. But 
as I said an effort is being made to 
improve the quaUty of education ^ 
various methods that are being adopt¬ 
ed, including the method of m servic 
training of teachers. 

I am glad that when I am co^ng to 
the next problem, my distingushed col¬ 
logue and friend and in some ways 
mentor. Prof VKRV Rao is 
here. This is in regard to childrens 
literature. Government entirdy agree 
with the view that children’s Uterature 
has to be given very Wgh priority 
both for ensuritfg that children do not 
lapse back into illiteracy and for 
formal education and developing -he 
right attitude a»d approach to life. 
Therefore, we are taking up this pro¬ 
blem in right earnest internally and we 
also propose to raise this matter at the 
forthcoming general conference of UN¬ 


ESCO because the stahdard of child» 
ren’s books in many of the countries 
outside ours is highfnr than ours. 1 luKve 
no hesitation in leaming from any 
country if there is something to learn 
lor the sake of children. In some cases 
we may have something to offer. So 
this international co-operation is likely 
to be beneficial to everyone. I hope 
that the resolution which the Indian 
delegation proposes to sponsor at the 
forthcoming general conference will 
receive general support and acclaim. 

The next point that has been raised is 
in regard to the question of beggary. In 
respect of beggary our attitude is that 
while we recognise that socio-economic 
factors at limes are responsible for chil¬ 
dren begging in the streets, there is 
at the same time a racket going on; 
there are people who deliberately kid¬ 
nap children or entice them away under 
one excuse or another; maim them and 
compel them to beg and as was rightly 
pointed out by an hon. friend here, 
whatever money they get, they are not 
permitted even to eat a squaremeal out 
of the money that they get. 

They have to give all the money 
that they have secured as a result of 
begging to the person who makes them 
beg. This is exploitation of the child¬ 
ren in the crudest form and there can 
be no question of sparing those who 
do it. Therefore, the laws are being 
looked into to see that any exploita¬ 
tion of children in this manner is put 
down with a very heavy hand. I do 
not think it would be lair to say that 
even half the children who go and be^ 
are the children who are doing it be¬ 
cause they have not had a square meal 
and therefore, they do not know what 
else to do except to beg. There are. 
children who are forced by economic 
circumstances, but we must adopt a 
differential attitude towards them. 

In the same way, there is the 
tion of juvenile d^nquency and crime. 
Again it has been found many so¬ 
cial surveys that, a large niimb^ df 
juvenile delinquents take to crime be¬ 
cause organist crime gangs exploit 
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these children and utilise them and 
even train them lor the imrpose of 
committing crimes. There again there 
should be no mercy shown to such oar- 
hons who exploit the children in this 
way. 

AN HON. MEMBER; Films are equ. 
ally responsible. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN; I would 
accept the superior knowlede of my 
hon. friend; unfortunately I am not one 
* of the film-goers and i cannot speak 
from personal knowledge. But side by 
side with this, the government have ini¬ 
tiated a fairly ambitious programme of 
‘ assisting voluntary organisations to 
set up homes lor destitute children, so 
that destitute children are not compell- 
^ed to take to either begging or a life 
of crime. The scheme was started in 
1974—76. In the first two years, grants 
have been given to 245 voluntary 
organisations benefiting about 16,000 
children. The total amount of grants 
disbursed is Rs. 208.20 lakhs. Also with 
a view to take care of children whose 
mothers are going to work or are ail- 
ring, grants ar© given to voluntary or¬ 
ganisations to run creches. In 1975-76, 
52 voluntary organisations had been 
sanctioned grants lor 741 creches co¬ 
vering 18,525 beneficiaries. The amo¬ 
unt released was Rs. 28.83 lakhs. 

Hon, members have rightly expres¬ 
sed concern about exploitation of 
child labour. An inter-departmental 
working group on employment of chil¬ 
dren was set up by the government and 
yts report is expected shortly, A nation. 
ai seminar on employment of child la¬ 
bour was also organised by the National 
Institute of Public Cooperation and 
child development. The recommenda¬ 
tions of the seminar have been studied 
by the said working group. This Natio. 
nai Institute has also taken up the stu¬ 
dy of child labour in metropolitan ci¬ 
ties, The working group’s report on 
the findings of the study undertaken by 
the Naticmal Institute will help to iden¬ 
tify tl|e llnea on which further action 
should be taken. 

I wotild like further to submit lor 
your consid^tion that, as my 
<^alleague, thie Deputy Minister, stated 


in his introductory speech, social 

welfare is something whidEi cannot 
be done, only through governmental 
effort. More than any other such 
effort, it needs voluntary effort of 
public-spirited persons. I would 
not like to minimise the role 
which public-spirited persons, volun. 

tary organisations, and society in 

general, can'T.play in bringing about 

any measure of social service and so¬ 
cial welfare. Government’s duty should 
be to provide help and assistance to 
the extent possible. 

I have expressed my disappointment 
at the fact that the funds that are 
available are inadequate to meet the 
needs and the requirements of all the 
voluntary organisations that exist. 
But I would also like to say that, 
considering the overall constraint on 
resources, funds have been provided 
for at least the more important of the 
schemes. But what we are noticing is 
that, whereas in the developed parts of 
the country there are good voluntary 
organisations, there are many other 
parts of the country which, unfortu¬ 
nately, have lagged behind, where vo¬ 
luntary organisations are not forth¬ 
coming. In several of the schemes of 
my Ministry i have noticed that the 
most developed metropolitan citi^ have 
been submitting excellent schemes, but 
there are vast areas from where no 
worthwhile schemes come, or very few 
worthwhile .schemes come. Even with¬ 
in a State there are proposals coming 
from the more developed parts of the 
State, but from the comparatively les¬ 
ser developed parts, proposals for 
assistance do not come to us. This 
certainly is a matter of great concern, 
not only to the Government but, I 
have no doubt, it would be equally so 
to the House. I would appeal to my 
hon. friends, the Members of the 
House, that they might take a special 
interest in this matter and. motivate 
public-spirited persons who, I am 
sure are spread in all parts of the 
country, to organise themselves and to 
organise voluntary effort 

I can well understand that in some 
of the economically iesg develoed parts 
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•ol the country voluntary organisations 
may not be able to raise enough money. 
But money is not the only thing. We 
have been modifying and changing our 
rules and our Grant Code so that the 
Involvement at local funds is reduced 
to the minimum. But, what is more 
important than local funds is the com¬ 
ing forward of public-spirited persons, 
specially ladies, in taking up pro. 
grammes of welfare, especially of the 
ehildren. 

In this connection, I would briefly 
mention the family and child welfare 
scheme, which was started during the 
Fourth Plan period b.y the Central 
Bocial Welfare Board, which in this 
Plan has been transferred to the State 
Governments. Some State 'Govern¬ 
ments have not been able to And ade¬ 
quate resources to develop and to run 
these schemes properly. I have ap¬ 
pealed to all the State Governments, 
including the Chief Ministers and the 
Ministers of Social Welfare, to make 
special efforts to see that whatever 
programmes have been started are 
continued. 

One or two specific points were 
raised. One was that th® special nutri¬ 
tion centres in Delhi were not looking 
after the poorer sections and that 
there was leakage of funds. We have 
already taken steps to see that the 
leakage is stopped, and we have asked 
the National Institute to undertake 
another survey to find out how far the 
remedial stepg have been effective. 

If there are any specific complaints 
that the mid-day meal programme in 
primary schools is not being imple¬ 
mented properly, I hope they would 
either be brought to the notice of the 
State Government or to my Ministry, 
and We will try to see that these pro¬ 
grammes are re-structured and that 
due care is taken to see that the food 
reaches the children. 

Because of a reduction in the alloca¬ 
tion for my Ministry, we have even 
approached some foreign agencies. 


particularly the UNICEF and CAKE to 
provide us with assistance so that this 
very important programme does not 
suffer ip any way. 

Lastly, I would like to reiterate the 
importance of the National Children’s 
Board which has been set up to over¬ 
see and review the implementation, to 
find out what the gaps are, whetiier 
work is going on as scheduled, whether 
it can be intensified or not etc. This 
National Children’s Board Is under the 
chairmanship of our Prime Minister 
herself. The House would recall that 
in 1969 the Prime Minister made a 
special referwice to a charter for ch¬ 
ildren. Evan before that her public 
activities started with the care of ch¬ 
ildren. The Indian Council of Child 
Welfare owes so much to the initia¬ 
tive which ti» Prime Minister herself 
has taken in this particular matter, 
under the chairmanship of the Prime 
Minister is naturally a very important 
step, but the particular interest of our 
Prime Minister in children’s welfare 
gives it added strength, and I am sure 
that her vision would be available to 
guide the functioning of the National 
Children’^! Board. State Boards have 
similarly been established iii a number 
of States under the chairmanship of 
the Chief Ministers cont»med, and I 
am trying to see that in the rest of the 
States where such Boards havs not 
been established, it is done soon so 
that there is full co-ordination beteteen 
the National Board and tbe State 
Boards. After all we have to remem¬ 
ber the fact that ours is a federal set¬ 
up and tha( the State Governments 
have to be the implementing agencies 
of all these programmes. The execu¬ 
tive machinery is with them, and right¬ 
ly so, and the Centre cannot hope to 
make any scheme succesMul unless the 
State Governments offer their fullest 
surport and cooperation. 

I would like to conclude by again 
expressing my gratitude to «11 sections 
■ of the House for the support tlMRr have 
given to the National PoUcy taj! ChiL

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DBLHl agricultural PRODUCE 
MARXETINO (REGULATION) BILL 

MR. SPEAKER: Now, we take up the 
Delhi Agricultural Produce Mariceting 
(Regulation) Bill. Shri Shahnawaz 
Khan. The time recommended is one 
hour.

SHRI M. C. DA'GA (Pali): One hour 
is not sufficient. Thig*i8 a very im. 
portent Bill. There are so many 
clauses. 

MR, SPEAKER: We shall .see as we 
progiiSBS. If necessary, the time can 
be extended. 

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN THE 
ministry of AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI SHAHNAWAZ 
KHAN); I beg to move:* 

“That the Bill to provide for the 
better regulation of the purchase, 
sale, storage and processing of agri¬ 
cultural produce an^ the establish¬ 
ment of markets for agricultural 
produce in the Union Terriiory of 
Delhi and for matters connected 
therewith or incidental thereto, be 
taken into consiaeration.”. 

The Bombay Agricultural Produce 
Markets Act, 1939. was extended to 
the Union Territory of Delhi in the 
year 1957 and has been In force since 
then. Under the provisions of this 
Act only three markets, namely. 
Nerala, Najafgarh and Zakhira have 
so far been regulated. There are nine 
other markets in the Union Territory 
of Delhi which are yet to be regulated. 
Certain practical and technical diffi¬ 
culties have come in the way of regu¬ 
lation. Now these are proposed to be 
overcome by repealing the present Act 
and enacting the proposed legislation. 
It may be mentioned ^at, in Maha¬ 
rashtra itself, Qie Bombay Agricultural 
Produce Markets Act, 1939, has been 
rashtta itself the Bombay Agridultufal 
tural Produce Marketing (Regulation)’ 
Act, 1963. Some of the diffleultiee 
whidh came in the way of r^ulation of 
markets are: ' , 


(i) Section 6(1) of the existing 
Act provides for representation of 
the* agriculturists on Market Com¬ 
mittee, In the Union Territory of 
Delhi, in some markets, produce 
cmnes from outside the Union Terri¬ 
tory and those commodities are not 
produced in Delhi. Provision haSr 
therefor^,, been made for giving 
representation to agriculturists from 
neighbouring States on the Mar¬ 
ket Committee through nomination 
by the Lt.-Govemor. 

(il) Section 3 of the existing 
Act requires consultation with the 
concerned municipality for including 
any area tmder it in the area of 
regulated market.Thi s causes delay 
in regulation of markets. The pro¬ 
posed Bill dispenses with consulta¬ 
tion with the local authorities at 
the time of declaring any area to be 
a market area. 

(iii) In the existing Actt there is 
no provision to safeguard the inter¬ 
ests of urban consumers. It has, 
therefore, been provided in the Bill 
that there will be two members on 
the Agricultural Marketing Board 
and Market Committee to represent 
the interests of the consumers, one 
of whom will be a member of the 
Metropolitan Council; the other 
member will be nominated by the 
Lt.-Govemor. 

Certain other provisions which are 
also considered necessary for the 
regulation of agricultural produce 
markets in the Union Territory of 
Delhi have been made in the BiU. 
Some of those are; 

(1) The Lt.-Governor shall estab¬ 
lish a Board to be known as Delhi 
Agricultural Marketing Board to 
exercise superintendence and con¬ 
trol over the Market Committees. 

(2) The Lt.-Oovernor hag bfeen 
empowered to establish s^afatt 
market and Market ComndtiM for 
specialised commodities in any area. 


*Mcv8d with the recommendation of the Pteeident. 
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(3) In order to settle disputes 
between the buyers and sellers, a 
provision' has been made for ap¬ 
pointing arbitrators or constituting 
a Sub-Committee of the Market 
Committee. 

(4) Provision has been made for 
initiating legal action in case of 
refusal to hand over charge by the 
■outgoing Chairman or Vice-Chair¬ 
man to the new Chairman or Vice- 
Chairman. 

(5) Special powers are given' to 
the Board constituted under the 
Act or any officer authorised by it 
to enquire into the affairs of a Mar¬ 
ket Committee, to inspect the ac¬ 
counts and office and for seizure of 
account books and other documents. 

It has also been provided that the 
Board will constitute a fund, with the 
moneys received by it from the Gov¬ 
ernment and the Market Committees, 
for the better marketing of agricul¬ 
tural produce, grading and standard¬ 
isation of agricultural produce, and 
general improvement of the markets. 

The penalty for contravening the 
provisions of the Bill is more severe 
than that provided in the existing 
Act. 

Provision has also been made that 
amounts due to the Board or the 
Market Committee or agriculturists 
could be recovered as arrears of land 
revenue. 

Considering the difficulties which 
were coming in the way of regulation 
of markets under the existing Act, 
it was felt necessary to replace it by 
another more suitable Act. Provisions 
in the new Bill, some of which have 
"been mentioned, have been made to 
overcome these very difficulties and 
“to meet the requirements of the spe¬ 
cial situation, in which the Union 
Territory is placed. It is hoped that 


the new Act, when it comes into 
force, will go a long way in the 
smooth development and reguldticm 
of markets and thereby in' promotioi^ 
of the marketing of agricultural pro¬ 
duce in the Union Territory of Delhi

•SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER (Ausgram); Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
the Delhi Agricultural Produce Mar¬ 
keting (Regulation) Bill, 1976 has' 
been brought forth by the hon, Minis¬ 
ter Shri Shahnawaz Khan to replace 
the Bombay Agricultural Produce 
Markets Act, 1939, under which the 
marketing of agricultural produce 
was regulated in the Union Territory 
of Delhi so far. It has been said that 
the Bombay Act was found inadequate 
in the context of the changing socio¬ 
economic pattern and present-day 
requirements in the matter of mar-o 
keting agricultural produce In the 
territory of Delhi. The present Bill 
seeks to protect the interests of the 
consumers in Delhi and to supply 
them with various agricultural pro¬ 
ducts at a fair and reasonable price, 
to ensure correct weighing of the pro¬ 
ducts mentioned in the schedule to 
this Mill, etc. The Bill provides for 
the establishment of an Agricultural 
Marketing Board, con'sisting . of a 
Chairman and twelve othftir members 
both official and non-official. The, 
Board will regulate and supervise the 


•The original ^eech was delivered in Bengali. 
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activities of the Market Committees 
constituted under the Bill. Special 
Marketing Committees can alsO' 

' be constituted in specific areas 
to regulate and facilitate the ex¬ 
change of goods. They have been 
empowered to levy a fee of 1.50 per 
cent. I suggest that this levy may be 
reduced to 1 per cent only. We have 
to see that the interests of both the 
farmers and the consumers are pro¬ 
tected. Only yesterday, during the 
discussion on the Calling Attention 
Notice, attention was focussed on the 
trend of rising prices of all essential 
commodities all over the country, 
despite the ‘emergency’ and the much 
publicised 20-point programme. The 
prices are going up mainly because of 
the activities of the middlemen, the 
agents and the hoarders. It is sur¬ 
prising that tomato is selling at 
Rs. 3 a kilo. If the activities of the 
hoarders an’d the brokers can be con¬ 
trolled, it will benefit both the pro¬ 
ducers as well as the consumers. Sir, 
in spite of a bumper crop the prices 
of potatoes and onions have gone up. 
In U.P. potatoes were selling at Rs. 
8/9 a maunj when fresh crops came 
in the market. Similarly in West 
Bengal the price was Rs. 18/19 a 
maund. But soon after aH the potato 
went in the cold storages and the 
consumer price went up in the mar¬ 
ket. The cold storage owners bought 
up all the storage space in ‘benami’ 
and cornered all the crops. Both the 
producers and the consumers had to 
suffer. Some time back onions and 
potatoes were being exported, now 
the export has been stopped but even* 
then domestic price is rising. 1 am 
afraid that there is going to be lot of 
bureaucratic bungling which will nul¬ 
lify all the steps taken by the Govern¬ 
ment. Unless bureaucratic bungling 
Is stopped neither the producers nor 
the consumers can* be Iteneflted. The 
Government introduced fast goods 
trains to bring fruits and vegetable 
products from Jammu and Kashmir 
and Himachal Pradesh to UelhL There 
was a glut of apples in Himachal Pta* 
desh but the consumers of Delhi did 


not benefit in any way Sg all these 
products went in' the codd storages and 
the consumer price remained as high 
as before. The producers got a very 
low price for their products and the 
consumers paid a high price. Only 
the cold storage owners and the 
brokers benefited from the bumper 
crops. The consumers of Delhi comp¬ 
rise mostly of Government employees 
with a fixed income and labourers and 
wage earners although there are some 
affluent people. They are at the mer¬ 
cy of these unscrupulous traders. 
Their activities must be checked. The 
cold storages have become the cen¬ 
tres of hoarding. Strict vigilance 
must be kept on their workings. Sure¬ 
ly some bureaucrats are patronising 
them. Any number of Marketing 
Boards and Marketing Committees 
will give the desirable results unless 
the bureaucratic bungling is checked. 

MR. SPEAKER: The hon*. Member 
may continue his speech after lunch.

DELHI AGRICULTURAL PRODUCE 
MARKETING (REGULATION) BILL 
—Contd. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Shri 
K. C. Haider. You may continue with 
your speech. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA BAL¬ 
DER (Ausgram): Sir, I was saying 
that the Marketing Committees should 
make direct purchase from the pro¬ 
ducers and arrange for their proper 
storage. Under their supervision the 
goods may be sold to the consumers 
at fair price. It has been provided in 
the Bill that In those areas, where 
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there is no agricultural produce these 
commodities can be brought for sale 
by the farmers of the neighbouring 
States like Himachal Pradesh, Rajas¬ 
than, Haryana, U.P., etc. and that the 
farmers of those areas will also get a 
representation on the marketing com¬ 
mittees. Here 1 will suggest that se¬ 
parate markets may be earmarked for 
this purpose and proper storage faci¬ 
lities may be provided therein. A 
fair and remunerative price should be 
paid to those farmers and special care 
should be taken to see that farmers 
coming from the neighbouring States 
are not exploited by brokers, middle¬ 
men, etc. If proper coordination is 
achieved among these markets in 
various zones that will benefit the 
producers as well as the consumers. 
The Marketing Boards and Com¬ 
mittees have got powers to inspect the 
various stores. That power must be 
frequently exercised to see that no 
hoarding takes place and there is no 
exploitation. There is provision in 
the Bill for punishing the Chairman 
and Vice-Chairman if they refuse to 
hand over charge to their successors. 
Similar penal provision should be 
there for the dishonest traders, mid¬ 
dlemen, etc. One reason for the rise 
in prices of fruits and vegetables in 
Delhi is the shifting of the vegetable 
market at a far off place. The small 
traders find it difiicult to go to that 
far off place and bring fruits and 
vegetables to earn their livelihood. 
These small traders may be given' 
financial assistance and facilities for 
their rehabilitation may be provided. 
Regarding marketin'g. Sir, I heard that 
there is a scheme of UN assistance. I 
would like to know what initiative 
has been taken by the Ministry to get 
this U.N. assistance. There are de¬ 
tailed provisions in the Bill regarding 
the appointment of the Beards and 
Committees, their powers and duties, 
etc. I do not have so much time to go 
into the details. I will again stress 
that proper check may be exmreiaed 
on bureaucratic ,buh|dih# which is 
likely to nullify all these measures. I 


will conclude by saying that the staff 
employed on these Boards and Com¬ 
mittees should be properly looked 
after. They must be given a living ' 
wage and iegitiipate trade uniqn 
rights. I think there is provision for 
pensaon to the staff after retirement 
They also should be given usual leave 
facilities. A great responsibility rests 
upon them and they must work under 
satisfactory conditions. I hop9 that 
after this BiU becomes law the coi^- 
mers will get things at a lower price 
and fhe producers will also get a f«ii^ 
and remunerative price for their 
labours.

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, tha object of the 
Bill is very limited. It is replacing 
an old Act of colonial days. But one 
would naturally expect, as my hon. 
friend. Mr. Hari Singh, has taken for 
granted that, what we wish to be in 
thto Bill, is in the Bill. 

This Bill is for regulating the mar¬ 
keting of agricultural produce and 
there, naturally, come the consumers, 
producers, middlemen and the adminis¬ 
trators Or whosoevter will administer 
or manage the regulation of the mar¬ 
keting. After reading the entire Bill 
thoroughly, one gets totally disai^ 
poiatlad, wl^ther this Bill will, in asi3r 
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way, be hdlpful in even slightly pro¬ 
tecting the interests of the producers 
and consumers. The peasant—, pro- 
ducters, who are residents of Delhi 
itself or of the neighbouring States, 
are not assured of any price? there 
is no power given to the MarkCiting 
Board or the Committee to be consti¬ 
tuted in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of this Bill to interfere with the 
prices being charged from the consu¬ 
mers or being given to the producers. 
That is the big tragedy. When one 
hopes that this BUI may have some¬ 
thing to do with this basic thing, that 
basic thing is totally omitted in the 
whole Bill, 

Chapter IV of this Bill deals with 
the powers. It says that a Market 
Committee may: 

“regulate the marketing of agri¬ 
cultural produce in the market area 
Or the market^ and the weighmfent 
of delivery of, or payment for, such 
agricultural produce.” 

There is no mention about the price 
hare. 

At the next door, a producer may 
bring in his cart or a small producer 
may bring on his head, eggs or food- 
grains or whatever it may be. He 
directly contes into the mark?©! But 
he does not come within the purview 
of this. Various names have been 
enumerated here as 'trader, commis¬ 
sion agent, broker, processor, weigh- 
man, measurer, surveyor, warehouse¬ 
man or in. any other capacity. .*. All 
these parsons are covered, but this 
Bill excludes the actual producers 
from entering the market area. I do 
not know why this has been done. If 
it is an omission, if it is unintenttonal, 
the Minister should think over it and 
include this provision that producers 
can directly come to the market are^ 
He should not be compelled to hand 
over the produce to the trader or 
commission agent, By^. that one more 
stage will be added tind the consumer 
will have to pay more. There shomd 
l)e some provision—dt can be Included 


evm at this stage--that the producer 
himself can directly come to the mar¬ 
ket area without going to any coxxunis- 
sion agent or trader or to the middle 
men. There should be some such 
provision. I do not think that thff 
producer can be entirely excluded^ 

The producer should be enabied tO’ 
enter the market area. This seems to 
have been completely excluded from, 
the purvitew of this Bill. 

There should be some power given 
to- the Board or to the Marketing 
Committees to look into the fact whe¬ 
ther the prices given to the peasants- 
producers have got any relation with 
the prices which are being charged 
from the consumers' in, the market. It 
may be more- than double or even 
treble. But there is nothing here to 
even empower the Board or the Mar¬ 
keting Committee to look into tWa 
matter of prices. Prices arc very im¬ 
portant. To-day -when the producers 
bring such things, particularly, -wtege- 
tables, eggs and other perishable 
things to the market, the commission 
agents, the traders do not make the 
purchase straightaway. They wait 
and purchase at distress prices and 
again they sell it to the actual consu- 
nuer at exorbitant prices and some¬ 
times create artificial scarcity of the 
commodities. 

I want to know whether the Board 
or the Maiketing Committee has got 
any power to regulate the marketing 
mechanism. For that I have read the 
relevant clauses but 1 found that the 
Board has no power to. interfere in 
th© matter of prices to see whether 
the prices charged from the consumers 
are legitimate prices or exorbitant 
prices Or unreasonabi© prices. So I 
think even at this stage this point 
also with iregard to prices shoi^ be 
incorporated in the Bill and the B oard 
be -empowered to look into that aspect 
also. 

Thirdly, I would like to see, as 1 
have said earlier, some more dem<^ 
cratic control in the Board itself Wu 
also in the Marketing Ccanmittefc 
Here you have suggested that 0n» 



progrs8iv«i fanner and one person re¬ 
presenting: fanners’ organizations 
should be On the conjmittee. Why 
take it for granted that the peasans* 
organizations or the farmers* organi¬ 
zations shall naturally be non-pro¬ 
gressive? Why cannot you have both 
the naembers from farmers* organiza¬ 
tions? Why do you split it into one 
progressive fanriar and one non-pro¬ 
gressive ftrmer representing the orga- 
rJlzation of farmers? What do you 
mean thereby? Farmers' organisations 
whosoever they my be should be na¬ 
turally progressive. Similarly this 
applies to the Marketing Committee 
also. 

Then, there is the question of re¬ 
presentation in the Marketing Board 
of persons outside Delhi, e.g. UP, 
Haryana, Bajasthan and other States. 
Again some-one will be nominated. 
Who will nominate them? The ad¬ 
ministrator. Why not ask peasants* 
organizations? There are aU India 
peasants* organizations. There is the 
All India Kisan Sabha. There 
used to be some Kisan Con¬ 
gress but whichever Kisan orga¬ 
nization is there, it is func¬ 
tioning throughout the country and in 
many States. Why not take a repre¬ 
sentative from the Kisan organizations 
of the States of Pinijab, Haryana, UP 
and Rajasthan. But in their name 
sonva-one again will be nominated by 
the administrator. This way it shows 
that you have no faith in the demo¬ 
cratic regulation of the market and 
democratic control of the marketing 
apparatus that is proposed to be set 
up under this Bill, So, I think these 
four aspects should be taken into 
consideration as also the fifth aspect 
which is very dangerous and which, 
I think goes against the policy of the 
Planning Commission as also the very 
policy of the Government, is the defi¬ 
nition of an ‘agriculturist’ in the Bill. 
The Bill defines an ‘agriculturist* as: 

i 

“a person who ordinarily by his 
own labour or by fiie labour of any 
member of his family or who bST 
the labour of his tmiants or by ser¬ 
vants or hired labour or o^r- 
■wtoa...'’ 


We know the Planning Commission 
wants to encourage cultivation by self- 
cultivating tenants. Aj^in agr^tu- 
/ri^s getting their lands cultivated 
with the help of servants or other- 
wis^I do not know whether the 
Minister has got in mind 'bonded 
labour’ also—get representation but no 
tenants. We all know that no land- 
owner ever accepts that he is getting 
ms la^ cultivated by some tenants. 
By this very definition, the definition 
of ‘agriculturist’ contained in the old 
193g Act has been wholessde incor¬ 
porated here and it goes against the 
very policy of the Government and 
the policy of land reform.s. Se this 
definition also needs to be suitably 
amended. 


In this background, through this Bill 
claims that it is replacing an old Act 
which has become out of date, in fact 
it is containing many mote provisions 
of that Act which are against the in¬ 
terests of the consumers, which are 
against the interests of the producers 
and which are against the democratic 
spirit of the country and so I again 
ask the Minister to explain what for 
this Bill is being brought. Is it 
brought only for some pienalties 
against this Chairman or that Vice- 
Chairman who is refusing to hand 
over charge of the Marketing Com¬ 
mittee or for some penalti^ against 
this weighman or that weighman? 
Only for this purpose is this whole Bill 
brought here? 

\ 

What is the dirtection of the Bill? 
So, I again submit that in the interest 
of the actual producers they must be 
allowed to enter the market without 
going to any middlemen. That must 
be provided for here. It has been 
said that two mfembers will represent 
the consumtars, one of whom will be 
a metropoUtan couincil member. I 
want to suggest that ccaisumers* cb*. 
operatives and the pioducers* coopera¬ 
tives should be associated. At pres<gtt 
they are not there. These 
should be provided for in the W 
at this late stage and 1 m wiB

. In Japan the entire population is 
^ being looked after by the co-opera¬ 
tive banking system. They provide all 
the inputs and they purchase all the 
produce. They provide money to the 
producers to produce and they also 
finance the purchasers. All aspects 
relating to both buyers and sellers 
are looked after by them. In the 
same way, you will have to fin'd out 
some sort or device by which you can' 
protect the interests of the consumers 
as well as the producers. You are 
owning the responsibility for this by 
appointing this Board. So, while 
ensuring that all the advantages and 
facilities are given to the farmers, at 
the same time, the interests of the 
consumers should not be neglected. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara); Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, all that is relevant 
about this Bill has already been refer¬ 
red to by hon. Members. One thing 
which is bothering us is the question 
of nomination. According to clause 9 
of the Bill, six members, will be elected 
by the agriculturists, and their consti¬ 
tuency is fair enough, will be there, 
but the Chaii’man of the Board is 
going to be a nomm'ated person. We 
are getting nominations galore. Like 
the Agricultural Produce Marketing 
Committee, tfie co-operative societies 
were restructured on the advice of no 
less a person than Shri B. Sivaraman 
of the Planning Commission, and 
there also there is nomination. Even 
in regard to otrr 20-Point Programme, 
at the district and State level we have 
nomination. If we look at the his¬ 
tory of nominations—^unfortunately, I 
cannot comment in regard to Delhi as 
such; we do not know much about 
Delhi, of which Shri Kisheit Chand 
is supposed to be the Lt. Governor and 
Administrator— we know and we are 
familiar with what is happening in 
the States. These nominations have 
become the vdjlcles for (jurying out 
the p<ditical wishes and wiH of the 
people already in power. 


It might be a good thing for me as 
the head of the State administration 
to^see to it that everything is made 
convenient from my point of view and 
for my party people, but if you have 
nomination for the chairmanship of 
the Agricultural Produce Marketing 
Committee, will your Chairman serve 
the Lt. Governor of Delhi or the 
agriculturist who is going to be his 
principal dlient? This has happened, 
this is continuing to happen, unfortu¬ 
nately. I would like to tell the hon. 
Minister that if you try to politicalise 
these nominations in regard to the 
implementation of various rural wel¬ 
fare schemes and the 20-point pro¬ 
gramme without regard to economic or 
social factors, though you have the 
capacity to deliver the goods, because 
of the limited consideration of nomi¬ 
nation' for furthering your political 
purposes, you are going to make a 
farce of the entire, national pro¬ 
gramme laid down by our beloved 
Prime Minister, which is really very 
dear to us. Unfortunately, it is being 
politicalised, and the principal vehicle 
is nomination, I do not know why the 
Government of India is turning a 
blind eye to this which is a burning 
problem at the grass roots level at 
the taluk, village and district level. 

I hope that at least in respect of the 
Agricultural Produce Marketing Com¬ 
mittee in Delhi this will not come 
into- operation. 


There was a case in my own home 
town which is in a place where the 
Bombay Agricultural Produce Mar¬ 
keting Act of 1989 was in operation 
for the last 50 years. Like the Bom¬ 
bay Police Act which was made appli¬ 
cable to Delhi, you have borrowed this 
Marketing Act also. The Chairman 
of the Agrictdtural Marketing Com¬ 
mittee in my home town was nconl- 
nated, and we came to know that 
he was not even an agriculturist. He 
was a dealer in snuff, footwear 
things lil^e fbat. I fall to understand 
how we who are supposed to irep^ 
sent 70 per cent of the agtkmltitciif^ 
and their intorests can put up Urith' 
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such a noRunation. And once this 
nomination is done under tiie table, 
it become, a fait accompli, and the 
elected representatives can do noth¬ 
ing about it. 

Ibe objectives of the Agricultural 
Produce Marketing Committees as 
such are good, but with due deference 
to the Chairman of the National Com¬ 
mission on Agriculture, Shri Nathu 
Bam Mirdha, 1 would say that the 
conventional wisdom which prevails 
makes a comprmnise.

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRI SHAH- 
NAWA2 KHAN): Sir, I am very 
grateful to the hon. Members who 
have participated in the discussion. I 
qm happy to observe that there is 
general appreciation' of ^ IDelhi 
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Agilcultutal Produce Marketing (Re¬ 
gulation) Bill. The main objective 
of the Bill, as I said in my opening 
speech, is to safeguard the interests 
of the producers. That is a matter 
about which hon. Members expressed 
their concern during our discussion 
here. It Ss to safeguard this very ob¬ 
jective that this Bill has been brought 
forward, to have this legislation for 
having proper regulated market in 
Delhi. The producer should get a 
fair price for his produce. The con¬ 
sumer must also get his requirement 
at a reasonable price. This BUI will 
•serve both these purposes. The Pro¬ 
ducer will bring his produce to the 
market. There will be enough space 
in the market where he can display 
his produce and it can be auctioned. 
'There would be no underhand deal¬ 
ings. So far producers were deprived 
of fair price because of manipulations 
of dealers in local mandis. This Bill 
will do away with these manipula¬ 
tions. Auctions are held openly, peo¬ 
ple are free to bid and the producer 
will naturally get a fair price. This 
Bill win thus ensure that he gets a 
proper price. 

The constitution of the marketing 
board and the marketing committees 
is such that the consumers’ interests 
are safeguarded. Their representa¬ 
tives would be there in these com¬ 
mittees, So, the consumers need not 
have any worry on this accoimt. In 
my opening speech I said that there 
were three existing regulated mar¬ 
kets in Delhi, namely, Narela, Najaf- 
garh and Zakhira. It is our intention 
to open up nine more new markets. 
These will be regulated markets and 
these markets would be at the fol¬ 
lowing places: Subji Mandi, Naya 
Bazar, Bakar Man^, Sarai Khalil, 
Gadodia Market, Katra Ishri Bhawan, 
Jama Masjid, Bahadur Garh Road 
and Khari Baoli. Ihese will be the 
new markets. The commodities 
which will be sold are; fruits and 
vegetables; foodgraina, animals; diT- 
firuits; condiments; eggs and fish; wool. 
and bristle; ghee and edible oila 
Thefe will be sold there. 


Because there ’would be so many 
markets, it would be neccMary to 
have a marketing Board to control 
the activities of all these . different 
markets and to exercise proper super¬ 
intendence and control over these 
markets. Therefore, I dd not think, 
as some hon. Members have said, 
that this Marketing Board would be a 
superficial body and it would be a 
burden oh the producers. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad): Did you study the 
marketing bill in Andhra Pradesh? 
It is an ideal one. 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: We 
have considered that. We have before 
us the marketing Acts of different 
States. All these have been taken 
into consideration and the best points 
from all those acts have been integrat¬ 
ed into this Bill. 

Sir, some hon. Members have taken 
objection' to the nominated Members 
on the Board. As I said in the begin¬ 
ning, the produce that would be 
brought to the mandis in Delhi would 
not only be from the growers of Delhi 
but also from the adjoining States 
like the Himachal Pradesh, Jammu 
and Kshmir, Haryana, Rajasthan, 
Punjab, U.P. and so many other ad¬ 
joining States. The produce from 
those States also would be coming to 
Delhi. We thought that we should 
leave it to the Lieutenant Governor 
to select a really good Chairman so 
that all these States may feel happy 
about it and they will be satisfied 
with the person selected as the Chair¬ 
man. It is essential that, to begin 
with, we should have a man of very 
high integrity and a very high ability. 
Because so many different States are 
concerned we thought that we would 
leave it to the Lieutenant Governor 
to select really a good person and I 
think that all the States would feel 
happy about the choice. "Diat is why, 
in the beginning, we wish to make it 
a success and we should make sure 
that this gets going and th-en I think 
thing s will settle down and if '^ere is 
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any drawback or failing, vre can: al> 
ways rectify that. 

Very many Members said that the 
producers should have adequate rep> 
resentation on these bodies. I think 
the constitution of the Board as well 
as the market committees is such that 
the interests of the growers or the 
producers are fully protected and 
they have adequate representations in 
the market committees. FOr instance, 
six out of 14 members on the market 
committees are agriculturists. 1 think 
that is an adequate representation 
and it will ensure proper representa¬ 
tion for the agriculturists. 


As the hon. Members are aware 
this would involve a lot of adminis¬ 
trative work to rvm these markets 
properly and therefore, we do require 
some good administrators to nui the 
administration properly. Therefore 
some officials have to be introduced. I 
do not think that there is any need to 
be unduly allergic about the member¬ 
ship of some officials. I think it 
would be to the advantage of market 
boards and market committees to 
have some officials as Members on the 
Board. A great thing about this is 
that the middleman’s profit, we hope, 
would be eliminated and their profit 
will go to the growers and consu¬ 
mers. The best way to ensure that 
the consumer gets the produce at a 
reasonable price would be this. My 
hon. friend, Shri Naik—^he Is not here 
now—spoke about the cooperative 
structure in Japan. 

I entirely agree with him that the 
cooperative structure in Japan is very 
powerful and that is why the pro¬ 
ducer as well as the consumer feels 
happy about it. It is a good example 
before us and we can try and emulate 
that example. By strengthening our 
cooperative structure, by promoting 
consumer cooperatives as weU as co¬ 
operatives of growers we can ensure 
that these objects are served well. 


Even after the markets are ^ogulatedi 
and. the goods are auctioned these 1 
have to be taken to different bazars 
and *mandis’ and there again there 
will be some scope for the retailer to 
make imduly high profit unles there 
is some sort of cooperative structure 
of the consumers. I hope that people 
in Delhi, particularly the social 
workers and political organisati<m3 
would give their full support to the 
organisation of cooperative structure 
of the consumers in Delhi I am very 
grateful again to the hon. Idembers 
who have made my task much easier, 
especially Mr. Mirdha, who was the 
Chairman of the Agricultural Com¬ 
mission and also many other Members 
who elucidated various implications 
of the provisions of this Bill and, as 
such, it is not necessary for me to* 
repeat the whole thing.

< 3 bvERNMENT OF UNION TERRI¬ 
TORIES (AMENDMENT) BILL 


THE MINISTER OP STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS, 
DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
AND ADMINISTRATIVE REFORMS 
AND DEPARTMENT OF PARLIA¬ 
MENTARY AFFAIRS (SHRI OM 
MEHTA): Sir, I beg to move*: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Government of Union Territo¬ 
ries Act, 1963, be taken into consi¬ 
deration.’* 

When the Government of Union 
Territories Act was enacted in 1933, 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes had not been notified in rela¬ 
tion to Goa, Daman and Diu. Hence, 
no provision could be made at that 
stage for the reservation of seats for 
these communities in the Assembly of 
that Union territory. Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes were notified i" 
relation to Goa, Damon and Diu in 
1968 and their population figures based 
on the 1971 census became available 
in April, 1972, i.c.. after the last Gene¬ 
ral Elections to the Assembly. Now 
that the population figures are avail¬ 
able, this Bill has been brought for¬ 
ward to amend sub-section (4) of sec¬ 
tion 3 of the Act to provide for reser¬ 
vation of seats for the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes in the 
Legislative Assembly of Goa, Daman 
and Diu. Certain consequential 
amendments are also proposed in the 
Bill to sub-sections (») and 
section 3. The delimitation of 
Assembly constituencies in Goa, 
Daman and Diu has, on the basis of 
the population at the 
the 1971 census, already been done 

by the Delimitation -Commission. This 

Bill, therefore, proposes to empower 
the Election Commission to determine 
the number of seats to be reserved and 
to snecify the constituencies of b® 
Assembly to be reserved. No Sche¬ 


duled Tribes have been notified i» 
Pbndicherry. Hence, reference ta 
Scheduled Tribep in section 3(4) ha» 
not been retained while proposing the 
revised version of that sub-section. 

Sir, this is a small Bill which has 
been brought forward with a view to 
promoting the interests of the weaker 
sections and I hope that it will be 
supported by all sections of thisr 
House. I commend this Bill to the 
House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Motion moved:

**SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU (Naga- 
pattinam): Mr. Chairman, Sir. on 
behalf of my party, the Communist 
Party of India and on my own behalf, 
I welcome the Government of Union 
Territories (Amendment) Bill, 1976. 

Sir, this Bill .seeks to provide for the 
reservation of s'aats for the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes in the 
Legislative Assembl.v of the Union 
Territory of Goa, Daman and Diu and 
to empoweiT the Election Commission 
to determine the number of seats to 
be so reserved aud the constituencies 
in which those seats flial] be reserved. 
As no scheduled tribes have been 
notified in the Union Territory of 
Pondicherry, the provision for reser¬ 
vation in the parent Act is also being 
deleted through this Bill. 

While welcoming the fact that the 
scheduled castes and the scheduled 
tribes of Goa, Daman and Diu are 
getting the opportunity of enjoying 
the constitutional rights, I have to 
bring to the notice of the hon. Minister 
of Home Affairs one or two relevant 
issues. Sir, the Union Territory of 
Goa, Daman and Diu was liberated in 
1961. Being comparatively a small 
area, an emergency census cOuld have 


•Moved with the n&oiBmendation of the President. 
• •The original sp®®ch was delivered in Tamil. 
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been conducted to find out the popula¬ 
tion of Scheduled Castes and Sche¬ 
duled Tribes. If that had baen done, 
even in the 1967 General Elections 
reservation of seats in the Legislative 
Assembly of the Union Territory for 
the Scheduled Castes and the Schedul¬ 
ed Tribes could have been made. 
These downtrodden people could have 
got their representatives in the 
Assembly as early as 1967. This thing 
need “ot have been delayed till now. 
I would only say that this inordinate 
delay could have been avc’-tcd by 
taking prompt steps much earlier 
Though it has becoma belatedly, yet 
I welcome this me.asura since the 
scheduled castes and the scheduled 
tribes are getting th’air con.stituional 
rights. I stros'; need for taking 
such steps as are needed in this mat¬ 
ter without such inordinate delay. 

Here, I would like to refer to the 
Union Territory of Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands. Though there is no 
Assembly there, yet there are manv 
Committees. I am .''o'^ry to state tint 
the representation for the Scheduled 
Caste.; .and the Scheduled Tribes is 
not there. You knov'. Sir. that such 
people from West Bengal, Tamil Kadu 
and Kerala have also gone and settled 
there. Though they were enjoying 
this constitutional right in their home 
States, they are now being denied this 
constitutional right in Andaman acd 
Nicobar IsLands. I have to regretfully 
point out that this constitutional pro¬ 
tection is being denied to them.

Wliile wc are laying great emohasis 
on thtts’ implementation of 20 -point 
progratiiimc, it is regrettable that the 
basic programmes which have been 
already accepted »ra either not being 
implemented or there is unconscion¬ 
able delay in their implementation, I 
would like to emphasise that concrete 
steps must be taken to Implement the 
already accepted progrgmmes, consti¬ 
tutionally Or otherwise, for the wel¬ 
fare of ttao scheduled castes and the

With these words, I support the 
Government of TTnion Terntories 
(AmendmOTt) Bill. 

SHRI BIREN BUTT A (Tripura 
West): I support this Bill. For a 
long time the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes of Pondicherry, Goa, 
Daman''and Diu have not bsen given 
their due sho-e in taking part in their 
legislature. It cannot be without any 
reason that this omission was there. 
Thena are some people who are 
against it. Even in the Centre there 
are certain people who do not like it. 
Whien the law was first enacted, why 
have they not been declared? Now, 
even after giving these rights, I am 
nirte aPP^ahensive if they will get 
their .proper representation. We have 
got so many reports from the commit¬ 
tee of our own ITous^t that the Sene- 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes do 
nnf get their due share in various ser- 
vioes. 

Tlien, Sir, del’.mitotion of constHu- 
enoies is done according to some ^le- 
culiar principles. Where there is a 
concentration of Schedule^ Castes or 
Scheduled Tribes people, they are 
split into two or three constituencies 
and they are made reserved seats 
for these people, The candidates who 
got elected from thes.) constituences 
arn elected by a majority of ron- 
B'^heduled Cast« '^r non-Schpd'dcd 

Tribe people. Although they belong 
to one contiguous srea they ate split 
UP into manv fe’ritones in ruch a way 
that the non-Scheduled Caste or non- 
Scheduled Tribe noople prevail in th© 
voting. I do not know whether 
Minister who is piloting this Bill 
knows about these f® -ts* 

So if you really like the Scheduled 
Castes people to havo their rights and 
to have their reserved seats, you must 
look into this and see that the jr 
one of their own men elected and mey 
should not be split in such a t^at 
the majority m'embers of nuh-schari- 
duled caste people elect one Schedule 
«d Caste membw.

Certain points have been raised by 
bon. Members and I will try to deal 
with them. It has been said that only 
Harijans and Scheduled Castes .should 
vole for the Scheduled Caste Member. 

I think the entire House knows and 
every Member would know that the 
Father of the Nation, Mahatma Gandhi, 
went on a fast that there should not 
be any separate electorate. We all 
stand by it. The Britishers wanted 
that there should be separate electo¬ 
rate for scheduled castes, muslims end' 
others but Mahatma Gandhi was 
against if and fought against 4t The 
policy of the Government of India is 
that there should not be any separate 
electorate. We sticic to it. W© only 
reserve the eonstitu«Bcy Imt all the 
people will have th® right to vole for * 
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member; however they can only elect a 
^ scheduled caste member from the 
constituency. 

About delay, I said in my opening 
speech that the Union Territories Act 
was enacted only in 1963. The sche¬ 
duled castes and scheduled tribes were 
notified in Goa, Daman and Diu only 
in 1968. It was in 1971 that census 
was there. It cannot be said that the 
rights of scheduled castes were denied. 
In fact, in the last Assembly, Govern¬ 
ment exercised their power of nomina¬ 
tion to nominate a scheduled caste 
member. In Goa a scheduled caste 
member Shri Kam.ble was nominated 
for the last Assembly in Goa. About 
Pondicherry we have reserved this. Of 
the total population of 4,71,707, the 
scheduled caste population is 72,921. 
There ig not a single scheduled tribe. 
So We thought, when there is not even 
a single scheduled tribe, it is no use 
to provide a seat for the scheduled 
tribe. That is all. For scheduled 
castes, we have provided seats. Out 
of 30 members there. 5 scheduled caste 
members were elected to the Pondi¬ 
cherry Assembly and we are seeing to 
it that the rights of scheduled castes 
and scheduled tribes are looked after 
properly. I request that this Bill may 
be passed. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The question is: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Government of Union Territories 
Act, 1963, be taken into considera- 
tioD.”

CODE OF CIVIL PROCEDURE 
(AMENDMENT) BILL 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now we take up 
the next item—the Code of Civil Pro¬ 
cedure (Amendment) BiU. Dr. Seyid 
Muhammad. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE iHlINiSTRY OF LAW. JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (DR V. 
A. SEYID MUHAMMAD;: Sir, I beg 
to move: 

“Xhat the Bill further to amend 
the Code of Civil Procedure, 1008, 
and the Limitation Act, 1963. as re¬ 
ported by the Joint Committee, he 
taken into consideration.” 

Sir, you are aware that the Code of 
Civil Procedure (Amendment) BiU, 
1974. as introduced in (his hon’ble 
House, was referred to a Joint Com¬ 
mittee of both Houses of Parliament. 
After examination of the Bill in depth 
in the light of the memoranda and the 
evidence received by it, the Joint Com. 
mittee have suggested certain changes 
in the Bill 

Sir, you are aware that there has 
been persistent demand for judiediU te* 
forms with a view to 
disposal of suits and proceed^PlCSi , 
.master was , considered 
Comadmioa iiodta 
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[Dr. V. A. Seyid Muhammad! 
that Report no specific amendment was 
recommended t>y the Law Commission. 
Subsequently, in its 27th Report, the 
Law Commission made specific recom¬ 
mendations for the amendment of the 
Code of Civil Procedure and a Bill to 
amend the Code on the lines suggested 
by the Law Commission was introduc¬ 
ed in Parliament and was referred to a 
Joint Committee. But the Bill lapsed 
on the dissolution of the Fourth Lok 
Sabha. It was felt that while the re¬ 
commendations made by the Law 
Commission in its 27th Report were 
weighty, they did not go far enough. 
Consequently, the matte r was once 
again referred to the Law Commission 
and the Law Commission, in its 54 Ih 
Report. suggested comprehensive 
amendnients In the Code. The Bill 
which is before this hon’ble House 
seeks to give elTect, as far as practic¬ 
able, to the recommendations m-ide bv 
the Law Commission in its 27th and 
54th Reports. Some other recommen¬ 
dations on specific topics were a’so 
made by the Law Commission in its 
40lh and 55t.h Reports. The Bill also 
seeks to give effect to the recommen¬ 
dations made in those Reports. 

In suggesting amendments to the 
Bill, the Joint Commitlee kept in view 
the twin objects of ensuring a fair tria] 
and expediting the disposal of suits and 
proceedings. The question of tests 
was al.'io consid''red by the Joint Com. 
mlttee. 


As you know, Sir, court fee constitu¬ 
tes one of the. major components of 
costs of litigation. The Committee felt 
that provisions should be made for 
reducing the court fees and making 
the scales of court fees uniform 
throughout India. Sir, as you are 
aware, ‘court fee’ being a State subject 
and the Code of Civil Procedure being 
a legislation providing tor the proce¬ 
dure of suits and proceedings, no pro¬ 
vision could be included in the Bill with 
regard to the reductjton of court fees. 
The Comniitte© have. However, made a 
separate recommendation requesting 


f .. 

the Government to take effective steps 
to ensure that there is a uniformity in 
the rates of court fees all over the 
country and that the rates of court 
fees all over the country are brought 
down to such a level as to enable a 
poor person to get a redress of his 
grievance from a court of law. The 
Committee have further recommended 
that the Central Government may en¬ 
sure that in case the amount received 
by the SI ale Goverr.meni by way of 
court fees exceeds the expenditure in¬ 
curred the Slate Government on the 
administration of civil justice, such 
excess is spent in providing amenities 
to the litigant public. 

While it has not been possilil** to 
provide for the reduction t " court fees, 
endeavour has been made to provide 
in the Bill for the reduction of costs 
of litigation hv eliminating deli.v.s, 
wherever possible. 

Some hon. Members of the .foint 
Committee fell that provisions should 
be made for pre-trial conciliation pro¬ 
ceedings for pre-trial conferences, as 
they exist in some foreign countries. 
These suggertions were .specifically 
considered bv the I.aw^ Commission 
in its 14th Report and the Law Com¬ 
mission felt that the object of pre-trial 
conciliation or pre-trial conferences 
can he achieved hv the proper imple¬ 
mentation of the existing provisions of 
the Code of Ci’dl Procedure, 1908. The 
Law Commission further pointed out 
that it i.s not the law which is deficient, 
the deficiency is in the human material 
which is available for giving effect to 
the law. Hence, unless there is a 
qualitative improvement in the human 
material entrusted with the adminis¬ 
tration of justice in the subordinate 
courts, the provisions of the Code,; 
which have been very well conceived, 
will not yiel-i the desired results. 

While the Government were in agree¬ 
ment with the views of the Law C!om- 
mission expressed in its 14th Report, 
the Government felt that the recom¬ 
mendation made by Law COramIssioB, 
in its 54th Report, with rega|rd Ui .spite 
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concerning a family should be given 
effect to. Accordingly, the principles 
of pre-trial conferences have been, to 
a limited extent, included in Order 
XXXII-A. 

Sir, as you aware, in the Bill as 
introduced in this Hon, House, section 
80, 115 and 132 were proposed to be 
omitted. After considering the matter 
in depth, the Committee have suggest¬ 
ed that these sections should be retain, 
ed in the Code, but sections 80 and 11.5 
should be modified so as to ensure 
that justice is not denied to the deser¬ 
ving parties. 

The considerations which had 
prompted the Law Commission to sug¬ 
gest the omission of section 80 were 
broadly as follows:— 

(i) in a democratic country there 
should be no distinction between the 
citizen and the State, and 

(ii) in many cases just claims of 
citizens are defeated by the Govern¬ 
ment by taking technical defences. The 
Committee did not, however, agree 
with the views expressed by the Law 
Commission in support of the proposal 
for thp omission of section 80. The 
Committee were of opinion that there 
is a distinction between a citizen and 
the Government machinery and, as 
such, the provisions of section 80 may 
be regarded as making a reasonable 
classification. The Committee further 
felt that if section 80 were omitted, it 
might prompt people to file suits 
against the Government to prevent It 
from undertaking any measure for the 
benefit of the society. The Committee 
therefore suggested that section 80 
should be retained in the Code subject 
to certain modifications. The modifi¬ 
cations seek to ensure that the just 
claims of a citizen are not defeated by 
reason merely of any technical defect 
In the notice served on the Govern¬ 
ment or a public oflficer. The Com¬ 
mittee have, therefore, recommended 
that no suit shaU be dismissed merely 
by reason of any technical defect in 
the notice or in the , manner of service 
thereof if the following (»nditions are 
fulfilled, namely^-' * 


^i) the name, description and resi¬ 
dence of the plaintiff have been so. 
given in the notice as to enable the- 
appropriate authority or public officer- 
to identify the person giving the notice 
and the notice had been delivered or 
left at the office of the appropriate 
authority^ and 

(ii) the cause of action and the 
relief claimed have been substantially 
indicated in the notice. 

Sir. there was a persistent demand 
before the Committee for the relaxa¬ 
tion of the provisions of section 80 in 
relation to suits for injunction. It was 
represented before the Committee that 
the purposes of suits are often defeated 
by reason of the provisions of section 
80. It was pointed out, by way of 
example, that a person, who is threa¬ 
tened with illegal deportation within 
15 days, cannot get relief by a suit on 
account of the provisions of section 80. 
The Committee, therefore, felt that 
there is a case for relaxation of the 
provisions of section 80 in the case of 
a person who intends to file a suit to 
obtain an immediate or urgent lelief. 
Accordingly, the Committee have re¬ 
commended that where urgent or 
immediate relief is needed, a suit may 
be filed against the Government or a 
public officer without serving a notice 
under section 80: but in such a case, no 
relief shall be granted by the court 
except after giving to the Government 
or the public officer a reasonable oppor- 
tunitv of showing cause in respect of 
the relief prayed for in the suit. 

Omission of section 115 was recom¬ 
mended by the I.aw Commission on the 
ground that an alternative remedy 
exists in article 227 of the Ccmstltu- 
tion. It was represented b^ore the 
Committee that the scope of article ?27 
is wider than the scope of section 115 
and that a remedy under article 227, 
being a constitutional remedy, is cost-, 
lier and dilatory. Further, In view of' 
the existence of article 227, the purpose- 
of avoiding delays cannot be achieved'; 
by omitting section 115 from the Oxie. 
Tfence. no useful p^rbose woukl be», 
served by omitting seotioh IIS. 
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On the contrary* the retention of sec. 
tion 116 in the Code would take away 
many cases from the ambit of art. 
.227 and would thus afford a speedy 
and cheaper remedy. The Committee 
therefore, rocommended .the retention 
of sec. 115 in the Code. 

The Committee, however, felt that 
in addition to the restrictions contain¬ 
ed in sec. 115, an overall restriction 
on the applicability of sec. 115 to in¬ 
terlocutory orders should be imposed. 
The Committee, therefore, elected <0 
accept the recommendation made by 
the Law Commission in its 27tb Re¬ 
port. Accordingly, sec. il5 has been re¬ 
tained in the Code subject to the modi¬ 
fication suggested by the Law Commis- 
•sion in its 27th Report. 

The Committee fell that the omission 
of sec. 132 would offend against the so¬ 
cial custom and would also help un¬ 
scrupulous litigants to compel the 
personal appearance in court of inno- 
-cent and ignorant ladies who are not 
accustomed to appear in public. Ac¬ 
cordingly, the Committee have recom- 
mended the retention of sec. 132 in the 
Code. 


With a view to eliminating delays in 
the disposal of suits and proceedings, 
the provisions of the Code with regard 
to the following matters have been st¬ 
reamlined, namely; (i) service of sum¬ 
mons on the defendants; (ii) appearan- 
ce and tiling of written statement by 
the defendants; (iii) examination of 
parties; (iv) filing of documents by 
parties; (v) summoning and enforcing 
the attendance of withnesses; (Vi) exa¬ 
mination of witnesses on commission; 
(vii) adjournments, and (viii) tempo¬ 
rary injunctions. Further, the catego¬ 
ries of suits which may be tried by a 
•court in a sununary manner have also 
been enlarged. 

With a view to discouraging ad¬ 
journments, a specific provision has 
been made in the Bill' to me effect 
that if no step is taken on the due 


date or if an adjournment is taken 
without sufficient reason, the defaul¬ 
ting party may be saddled with com* 
pensatory costsil Such costs will not 
be costs in the suit and payment of 
such costs will be a condition prece¬ 
dent to the further prosecution of the 
suit Or defence, as the case may be. 
by the defaulting party. 

It was felt by some hon. members 
of the Committee that inordinate delay 
is caused in the delivery of judg¬ 
ments. Some of them were strongly of 
the view that a rigid timelimit 
should be fixed for the delivery of 
judgments. While sentiment,? of the 
hon. members were appreciated, it 
was felt that fixation of a rigid time¬ 
limit will not be a practical one be¬ 
cause the time taken in preparing 
and delivering judgments would ’ vary 
from case to case, depending on the 
complexity of the case. The Com¬ 
mittee have, therefore, recommended 
that if the judgment is not delivered 
at once after the conclusion of the 
hearing, it should ordinarily be deli¬ 
vered within 15 days from ibe date 
of conclusion of the hearing or if the 
judgment is not ready by that time, 
it .should be delivered within 3U days 
from the date of conclusion of the 
hearing. But if the judgment is not 
ready even within 30 days, reasons 
for the delay should be recorded and 
a specific date should be fixed for the 
deliveiy of the judgment and notice 
of the date so fixed should be given 
to the parties concerned. 

It is hoped that these provisions, 
if enacted, would go a long way to 
eliminate delays in the delivery of 
judgments. 

With a view to eliminatin.g delays, 
restrictions are proposed to be im¬ 
posed on the right of appeal. Thk 
Bill, therefore, provides that there 
will be no first appeal in cases where 
the value of the subject tnatter does 
not exceed Rs. S,0<}0 except in cases, 
which involve any question of law. 
Sinoilarly, the Bill provides iSiat 
second appeals will not be aUowed in 
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casa$ ^able by the Court of Small 
Causes unless the v^alue of the subject 
matter exceeds Hs. 3000. The Bill also 
seeks to restrict second appeals to- 
cases involving substantial questions of 
law. Letters Patent appeals have also 
been proposed to be abolished. The 
Committee have also recommended 
that, as far as practicable, preliminary 
hearing of second appeals should be 
completed within CO days from the 
date on which the appeal was filed so 
that second appeals, once filed, may 
not remain pending for an indefinite 
period without being admitted. Power 
of the court to grant stay of execu¬ 
tion of the decree on the filing of 
appeal is also proposed to be restrict¬ 
ed. 

Sir, a.s you are aware, there is a 
saying that the trouble of the de- 
cree-holder begins from the date on 
which he obtains hia decree. 

SHRl SOMNATIT CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan>; The Privy Council has 
said that. 

DR. V. A. SEYID MUHAMMAD: 
This is due to the elaborate procedure 
provided in the Code for the execu¬ 
tion of decrees. The Bill seeks to 
streamline the said procedure. An¬ 
other source of delay in the execu¬ 
tion' of decrees is sec. 47 of the Code. 
According to the definition of ‘de¬ 
cree’, an order under sec. 47 relating 
to execution, discharge or satisfaction 
of a decree has the force of a decree, 
and, as such, an appeal and e second 
appeal again.st an order made 
under tint section. It is, therefore, 
possible f"'" the .iudgment-debtor to 
defeat or delay the Just claims of 
the deer-e-holder by filing succe.*!- 
sive applications under section 47. It 
is, therefore, one of the ma,ior wea¬ 
pons by which execution of decrees 
is delayed or defeated. The Commit¬ 
tee have, therefore^, recommended 
the amendment of the,definition of 
*decree’ so as to provide that an order 
made under a^ion 47 relating to 
execution, diaehatge or satisfaction 
of the decreO ^ Che force 


of a decree. It Ss hoped that this salu¬ 
tary recommendation of the Commi¬ 
ttee would enable decree-holders to 
reap the fruits of the decree obtained 
by them without any unreasonable 
delay. 

Sir, with a view to ensuring that 
the poorer sections of the community, 
who do r^t have the means to engage 
pleaders to defend their cases, may 
get a fair deal, a new rule, namely, 
rule 9A, is proposed to be inserted 
in order XXXIII to provide that 
where a person, who has been permit¬ 
ted to sue as an indigent person, is not 
represented by a pleader, the court 
may, if the circumstances so require, 
assign a pleader to him. 

Further, with a view to ensuring 
that the poorer sections of the com¬ 
munity are not harassed by arrest 
and detention for the recovery of 
petty amounts, the Committee have 
recommended that no person shall be 
detained in civil prison in execution 
of a decree if the amount of the de¬ 
cree does not exceed Rs. 500/-. 

With a view to ensuring that the 
salaried employees are not harassed 
by continuous attachment of their 
salaries and that a larger amount of 
the salary may not become attach¬ 
able in execution of a decree by rea¬ 
son of the merger of dearness all¬ 
owance in' the pay, the Committee 
have recommended that the first Rs. 
400/- of the salary and two-thirds 
of the remainder shall be exempt 
from attachment and that the entire' 
salary would be finally exempt from 
attachment after It has been subjec¬ 
ted to an attachment for a continu-- 
ous period of two years. 

Sir, other details of the Bill have 
been explained in' the Notes oh Clau-- 
ses as well as in the Report of the- 
Joint Committee. I hope the provi¬ 
sions of the Bill, as modified by th®. 
Joint Committee, -would go a 
way in ensuring fair Justice tp th^ 
litigants and in eliraihatliaig deiayifc ^ 
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Having regard to the objects sought 
to be achieved by the Bill, I hope 
the Bill would receive whole-hearted 
support of all the members of this 
hon. House. 

With these words, I commend the 
Bill to the House for its acceptance, 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Motion moved: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, 
and the Limitation Act, 1963, as 
reported by the Joint Committee, 
be taken into consideration.” 

SHRI S. M. BANER.TEE (Kanpur). 
The business advisory committee was 
to meet yesterday but it did not meet. 
Today also it has not met. I want to 
’ know what time has been fixed for 
this Bill? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The time recom¬ 
mended by the Government is 3 
hours. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: There are 
'98 clauses. Time has to be allotted 
for the first, second and third reading 
■stages. The Minister has read for 
about half an hour. Let us have 5 
hours at least for this Bill. 

MR. CHAIRMAN- It is 4.30 now and 
‘3 hours are more than enough for to¬ 
day. Let us start and then see. I 
hope this will be communicated to 
the Government, Shri Chatterjec. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Sir, I wi.sh I could share 
the hopes expressed by the Minister 
that this is a Bill which will go a long 
way towards the elimination of the 
causes of delay in hearing the suits 
or making justice available to the 
large numbers of litigants who have 
to take recourse to courts of law or 
that it will result in a speedier dis¬ 
posal of cases. 

Sir, I believe merely by changing 
the. la\r of procedure slmpliciter you 
-eannot obtain proper administration 


of justice. What has been sought to 
be done here, what I call dealing 
with the law of procedure, or the 
Code of Procedure, which was enac¬ 
ted in 1908, in driblets, and tinker¬ 
ing with the provisions here and that 
is not the real approach to make 
structural alterations. We cannot get 
rid of the basic problem by making 
charges only, so far as procedural 
justice is concerned. I can assure my 
hon, friend, the Minister, with the 
little experience that I have got in 
the profession, from the subordinate 
courts to the Supreme Court—^I am 
sure the hon. Minister’s experience 
is still greater, because he ha.s held 
high offices—^that this will not solve 
the problem. 

We talk of law’s delays, but law’s 
delays do not take place only becau¬ 
se of the law of procedure. It is a 
misconcept. Law’s delays in the mat¬ 
ter of procedure is no doubt rele¬ 
vant. but We have to have a proper 
judiciary. Inefficient judges will take 
a longer time; a weak bar takes a lon¬ 
ger time. Then there js the question 
of adequate number of judges and 
the facilitie.s available to the jud¬ 
ges. I have heard subordinate judges 
complaining in open courts that there 
is no place even to keep the records, 
with the result that it takes hours 
to find the record.s. In the Alipore 
Court, which is perhaps one of the 
biggest district courts in the whole 
of India, numerous records are piled 
nn with nobody to take care of them. 
The result is that it is difficult to 
find out the records. Getting even on 
ordinary certified, copy wiU lake 
months because of the simple reason 
that ,the records are not easily trace¬ 
able. I have seen in the Alip:>re court 
myself that some rooms are leaking in 
one-storeyed buildings, even thongh 
it i.«! the bigg«it district court in India, 
Of course, I am not saying that there 
is delay because of the leaking roofs. 
But that .shows that vou have to make 
proper facilities available to them. 
They do not want air-conditioned 
rooms, as the Ministers require. But 
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even the subordinate judges want a 
little proper place to sit and do their 
duty. They also want proper stafT. 
They cannot work only with a chaprasi. 

4 At present they have got inadequate 
staff. Apart from the quality of Jud¬ 
ges. to which I will soon come, they 
should be provided with the minimum 
facilities. 

I am sure thr hon. Minister knows— 
whether he can admit it or not, 
whether it reaches his ears or not, I 
do not know—^that there is a stand¬ 
ing complaint, at least in' the sub¬ 
ordinate courts that the vacancies are 
not filled up. I know the Minister 
will say that it is a State subject, 
but has he got any statistics as lo 
how many vacancies are there in the 
courts of the subordinate judges. 

Merely saying that the lawyers 
are responsible for the law’s delay is 
' not correct. In some cases, the law¬ 
yers are responsible. I am not say¬ 
ing that all lawyers are angels; in 
some cases they are responsible for 
the delay. But some judges are also 
resrionSible. You cannot single out a 
particular item and say this is the 
reason for the law’s delay. 

Tf you go through the provisions 
of the Bill, you will find that some 
of the provisions are a little better 
than what they were. But that will 
not solve any of the major problems 
which we face. Therefore, I want to 
know whether the Government has 
got any particulars, any statistics and 
what is their thinking in the matter. 

I know that the hon. Minister wall say, 
and he is entitled to take that stand, 
that we cannot interfere too much in 
State matters and that the States do^ 
not have enough budgetary facilities. 

What about the vacancies of 
Judges? If I am not mistaken, the 
other dav we were informed that 
there were about 65 vacancies Sn 
High Courts. For how long have these 
vacancies been pending? The date of 
retirement of a High Court Judge is 


known, unless you change it. There¬ 
fore, if a Judge is to retire at 62, why 
should not the process start well hi 
time so that there may not be "a day’s 
gap in appointing his successor? This 
used to be done during the British 
days. I have been asking senior law¬ 
yers in Calcutta, and they say this 
never happened during the British 
days, that a Judge retires and there 
is no successor for one or U years. 
It was unthinkable. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 
They say they do not get competent 
lawyers. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE; 
Then, abo'ish the system. By this 
you will not get rid of the problem. 
Will you solve the problem by making 
amendments like th’S? Does it talk 
about filling up of vacancies? We 
are hearing about the fundamental 
duties of citizens, but is there no 
fundamental duty of the Govern¬ 
ment? The Government has to 
arrange for the proper administration 
of justice. Has the Government no 
duty to fill up the vacancies of 
Judges? How do we compel them? 
We ask questions and they say that 
they are looking into it, that the pro¬ 
cess has .sfarted and that it is conti¬ 
nuing. I am fed up. I have bean 
putting Que.st;ons and I get the same 
reply. Even in the Consultative 
Committee the other day, the same 
stock ans'»’'>i' was given. Not one 
word been said by the Minister 
about th;T. To the Calcutta High 
Court, subject to correction, at least 
six vac.:incies are there. From time 
to time inspired new.s items are put 
up trying to say that in the Calcutta 
High Coui'i there is so much of ar¬ 
rears, tiiat the Judges are not work¬ 
ing, the lawyers do not work etc. 

SHRI S. M, BANERJEE: Allahabad. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Mr. Banerjee’s State perhaps has the 
greatest distinction in this respect. 
This is giving an incomplete and un¬ 
real picture to people who do not 
possess the facts. 
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If you can get good people only 
on better salaries, then formulate 
tome such thing. Or, if you cannot 
attract good people because of the 
service conditions or because o£ • the 
threat of transfer which you have now 
imposed, it is your own choosing. If 
good people are not available, how 
do you wish to run this 
system of the administration of 
justice? These are matter.'? which 
have to be looked into from 
a practical point of view. Do 
not always bring in politics. These 
things I am saying from personal ex¬ 
perience. 

Then there is another thing which 
Should not be forgotten. Look at the 
output of laws. We are passing so 
many laws in this Parliament every 
year, and in the State legislatures 
also a huge number of laws are 
passed—not only legis’ations, but sub¬ 
ordinate legislations. Every day 
hundreds of statutory orders are pass¬ 
ed affecting the daily lives of the 
people, I am not saying always pre¬ 
judicially affecting, but they are 
concernirag the ordinary people’s 
daily affairs, their assets, property, 
living etc. There are larger areas 
of—^if I may use the expression— 
conflicts between the citizens and 
the State, apart from conflicts bet¬ 
ween citizen and citizen which is 
there. 

Now', for thi.s, if somebody goes to 
the court and makes an app ication 
under article 226, there is nothing 
wrong. If I genuinely feel that I 
have been affected prejudiciallj by 
an order, I can go to court. People 
arc not always acting mala fidn. It is 
not a fun to go to court; everybody 
cannot afford to go to court for the sake 
of the fun of it, for the luxury of liti¬ 
gation. This is a misconception. Only 
certain sections, of the people who have 
enovigh money to spare and sciuander 
can go to litigation for the sake of the 
luxury of it. Certainly there are peo¬ 
ple who can control; if the judges are 
competent, they can, control such 


litigation. There are, a larger nuirf- 
ber of cases today are coming befort! 
the court. Do not forget that today 
the State has rightly—I am not 
saying, wrongly—entered into com¬ 
mercial ventures. We welcome that; 
we support it and we would support 
many more things which Government 
should do in the pub’ic sector. So 
far as the commercial transactions of 
(he State are concerned, so many 
statutory corporations have been set 
up; they are entering into ordUiary, 
normal trading transactions >vhich 
are giving rise to disputes. There are 
innumerable cases where contracts 
entered into between the Government 
and the ordinary contractor give rise 
to disputes. Government says, T 
forfeit your security deposit because 
you have failed to carry out the con¬ 
tract’. If the other party fee’s that 
it is being wrongly done, should it 
not have the opportunity to go to the 
court or gel an adjudication throu^ 
arbitration or some such procedure? 
You cannot blame him for trying to 
have an adjudication on the question 
of his rights vis-a-vis the Govern¬ 
ment or ihe statutory corporatioTi as 
you would have the right to go against 
any private part,y. Therefore, cases are 
bound to increase, apart from the rise 
in population, with the rise in the 
number and diversificatiort of normal, 
human activities in this country 
which give tLso to what are known 
as legal disputes. You can pAv that 
nobody can go to court. That Is a 
different thing. I am ta’king of nor¬ 
mal disputes. I am not talking about 
land disputes and all that; I shall 
come to them later; they are very ihi- ‘ 
portant. If you do not shut the door* 
of the courts, these ordinary disputes 
will go on. Even the small business¬ 
man will try to come and protect his 
rights. Do not impute motives to 
everybody, whosoever goes and fi'es 
a suit against Government. Govern¬ 
ment does not alwavs do things right’ 

I wish I could take that view, hht 
they do not dn it. Now, with, tH®‘ 
larger number of ;iti^ath}n cases, with 
reduced facilities available,^the tttim- 
ber of vacancies gbihg up, not being , 
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^ for iBoaetiv and yetus, hotr 
do you solve it? By making a few 
omcaulments h%re and thi^e in ike 
Code of Civil Procedure? You can¬ 
not do it wititoot cdianglng the very 
•jpftjioadb towards’ litigation or 
ttie method of settlement. If you 
have a court of law, then you have 
plaints, written statements, discovery, 
tespeetion, followed fay interrogator¬ 
ies, oral evidence, written evidence 
and what not and then appeal, revi-, 
aion and all that; the whole gamut is 
tiiere except that wonderful thing— 
X am sorry for saying this—that 

even the lawyer's illness is no ground 
for adjournment—^this is a new inno¬ 
vation that you have thought of in 
reducing delay. 

I wish I could agree with the hon. 
Minister that the passage of this Bill 
would bring about revolutionary 
<dianges in the legal procedure in the 
country or in the administration of 
justice. That will not happen—take 
It from me—in spite of the best 
Wishes of the judges. I can tell you, 
judges are changing their attitude 
these days. I have said that earlier 
in this House. Some of them are get¬ 
ting views that some entities can do 
no Wrong, Even then, with their best 
i^orts, it is not possible to dispose 
of h case speedily with the present 
syitem of procedure, given the other 
BiMgs or <the other loopholes being 
plugged. Therefore, my siniebre viefw 
m this matter is this. The way these 
asnendments have been brought about 
will not Solve the crying problems 
of administration of justice in this 
obfantry. It will not. Law’s delasrs 
cannot be remedied in the manner it 
hu been done. Law’s delays are not 
necessarily deliberate. I want this to 
bfe placed before the hon. Members. 
H: is not always deliberate. It is 
tiiVhlved in the very process of tbe 
atdtaalnistration of Justice that has been 
evolved In this country for years and 
tt has been followed. Therefore, what 
M i^ecesaary ig a coinplete structural 
glllMetion Azkl VBtege Panchayats, 
People’s courjtis, village courts and 
1808 LS—9. 


District Courts and ouster of jurisdic¬ 
tion of the courts in certain cases, ft 
has to be done from the overall point 
of view. You cannot have* it like 
this. 

SHRl VASANT SATHE: Let us gO 
back to the age-old Panohayat system. 
I think that way we will get justice, 
quicker and cheaper. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE; 
To-day we are discus^ng unfortu¬ 
nately this Amending Bill and I am 
only referring to the great hopes 
which the hon. Minister has thrice 
expressed in the course of his speech, 
namely, the hopes that this Amend¬ 
ment Bill is expected to revolutionise 
the entire adminiidration of justice. 
That is too much. NotIUng like that 
will happen and 1 Want the hon. Mmi- 
ster to tall us what the Government 
is seeking to do. This is the aspect 
on which I want a categorical answer 
from the Government. Please do not 
always make the judges or the lawers 
or the litigants, unscrupulous litigants 
as they are called, scapegoats. It is 
very easy to find scapegoats. I do 
not want to but 1 can also make the 
government a scapegoat. I do 
make it, not a scapegoat but I say 
that you are also very much a party 
to it. You are very much a party to 
it. Therefore, you also have to 
accept your share of responsibility in 
the matter and answer to the people 
of this country. I want to know. 
Does the Central Government which 
is responsible for passage of Bills 
like this consult the State Goven*- 
ments as to how to expedite the dis¬ 
posal Of cases consistent with the 
sense of jutice? One of oim former 
Chief Justices used to say, ‘The ten¬ 
dency sometimes is to dispose of 
cases but not to decide it.’ X think 
nothing better has been said of the 
attitude of some of the persons who 
are very keen to merely show 
record that ‘1 have disposed of 109 
cases to-day. Therefore, in DeUU piy 
marking will be better.* Therefore, 
that is not the proper bsurometer foc 
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dfKsiding whether you are administer¬ 
ing justice. The question is: are you 
deciding consistent with the principles 
of fair-play and justice? Ar 6 you 
giving a fair opportunity to the peo¬ 
ple to come to the court and get 
adjudication of the, disputes which 
have unfortunately arisen? At least 
I can say it with confidence that 90 
per cent of the litigants do not like 
litigation but they are forced to go 
to courts. Therefore, are you doing 
anything? Have you provided some¬ 
thing for them so that they will have 
not only faith in your justice bat 
tiiey will have it cheaper and speedily 
and when they come out of the 
court they have a feeling that they 
have at least a proper decision by 
efficient persons. This should be the 
attitude. So long as you are main¬ 
taining the present system and, for 
that matter, I think in any system of 
administration of justice, when I am 
forced to take recourse to the court, 
at least I must know that I am getting 
proper opportunity. There should not 
by any undue delay. There should 
not be any undue costs. There should 
be speedy disposal and what is fore¬ 
most is that I shall get a proper ap¬ 
proach that justice is at least sought to 
be done. These are the basic matters, I 
submit, in the basic context of our 
iiystem of administration of justice 
which has to be assured to the peo¬ 
ple, but nothing has been done. 

When we are hearing about.... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The hon. Mem¬ 
ber’s time is over. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS: Let him' 
speak. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: No question of 
‘let him’. The time allotted for the 
Bill is 3 hours. Their quota is only 8 
minutes but I have given him 20 
minutes. I should know how much 
time he will take. 


SHRI SOMNATH CHATTER^: 
This wiU be a denial of justice 
without proper hearing. A Bill like 
this coming up after so many monUis 
years and after having gone through 
various processes... 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Let hbn 
take another 15 minutes. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Here is another jCo-Chaimwm who 
has come to my help. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: No Co-Chair¬ 
man. He is just a Member there. I 
will give you ten minutes more and 
you please finish. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
But subject to another extension. 

Mr. Chairman, I am very much 
obliged to you for kindly extending 
the time. 

It is our concern that the citizens 
should not be deprived of obtaining 
remedy against the Government. Re¬ 
garding this particular matter which 
has been recommended by the Law 
Commission, which has been accepted 
by the Law Ministry in its good 
sense, which has been included in the 
draft Bill for due consideration, it has 
now been resurrected in a more 
unworkable form. Please see Section 
80. This is the bone of contention fear 
everybody. We are talking of com¬ 
mercial activities, trading activities 
and so on. These days the emphasis 
is on speed. Even prejudicial activi¬ 
ties are carried on speedily against 
the citizens Prejudicial activities 
are not against the State alone. Pre¬ 
judicial activities can be there against 
the citizens too. Here it says that suits 
may be instituted with notice but it 
can be dispensed with in case of urgent 
and immediate relief. Then no notice 
need be given with the leave of the 
court. But what follows that com¬ 
pletely nullifies everything. It says 
that the courts shall not grant relj^ 
in the suit, whether interim or others 
wise, except after giving to the Gov¬ 
ernment or public officer as the case 
may be, reasohable opportunity; 
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What is reasonable opportunity here? 
The toizdtawn time for Government 
is three weeks. Whenever Gdvern- 
ment asks for time for filling affida¬ 
vits in writ proceedings, the minimum 
time is 3 to $ weeks. They say, we 
will have to send this to Delhi. Take 
the rase of a demolition order. Not 
all orders of demolition are good 
orders; not al] orders of punishments 
or dismissals are good orders. What 
can I do? I cannot do anything. 
You are reducing the scope of Art 
228 and yoti are taking away 
Art 227. That is why section 115 
has been inserted, you say, no no, 
you cannot ask for anv immediate or 
urgent relief. If a suit is filed in 
Kerala against the Central Govern¬ 
ment which IS in Delhi, how long 
time will the Minister’s lawyer ask 
in Kerala, to contact Delhi and file an 
affidavit etc? So, they are making a 
mockery of it Therefore, three 
four weeks time will be taken and 
in the meantime other methods will 
be applied. 

The second thing is very important. 
How many notices under Section 80 
till today have been considered by the 
Government’ Two months’ time is 
given to them so that public money 
may not be wasted in fruitless litiga¬ 
tion The principle behind it Is this. 
If there is any genuine ground, the 
Government ought to consider within 
2 months and take a decision. 

This is the principle behind it. In 
how mans cases, section 80 notices 
were taken note of? Has anything 
been done? No, not even .0001 per 
cent. Therefore, the very basis is 
that Government should not be caught 
unawares; an opportunity should be 
given so to say for the settlement 
procedure being involved. Those who 
want to settle settle it before the no¬ 
tices are given. They have got their 
Own methods to settle with the 
Government—^I do nOt know that; 
we only hear. Therefore, those who 
decide to go to the court, give notice 
under Section 80 and Government 
'takes notice of that. This is a mockery 
of procedure, trying to give relief to 


the ordinary citizens of the country 
against the mighty State. !Z%ie State 
hag got much better resources nowa¬ 
days to resist the claim. They have 
got ample panels of lawyer»--eminent 
lawyers—and they can engage the; 
they have got all the wherewithal. 
They can get somebody from Calcutta 
to Delhi in a few hours or somebody 
from here to Calcutta. There is no- 
dearth of resources and funds. But, 
so far as the ordinary citizens are 
concerned, they do not get any pro¬ 
tection from anybody. 

You have given me very short time, 

MR, CHAIRMAN: I have given 
you 20 minutes. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTEJEE: 
Every moment I am expressing my 
thanks. So many things have to be 
said about legal aid. We are saturat¬ 
ed with the Committees and recom¬ 
mendations which are either not pub¬ 
lished or even if they are published, 
are not considered by the appropriate 
authority; if considered, no decision 
is taken. Then what happens? What 
is the provision in this bulky volume 
for really helping or reducing the 
cost of litigation or dismissing the 
people or those who have been ousted 
from their lands— hurgedar^ of the 
lands or ordinary people, small 
grocers and traders who are being 
fioundered by the self-syled autho¬ 
rities and other authorities? There 
are ample cases of small business. If 
somebody goes there and makes an 
attempt that he cannot meet, then 
notices are given. This is what is 
happening. What is the provision 
that you have made? You are talk¬ 
ing of so many programmes. If you 
believe in justice being afforded to 
the common citizens or poor people 
of this country, you have abjectly 
failed In this provision instead of 
calling them as paupers, you are 
calling the paupers under the provir 
sions of the existing Code as indigent. 

It is just a joke; I call it a joke 
because there is no change in the 
procedure by calling the people whom 
you used to describe as paupers as 
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iftdigeni. Tou may say that you are 
takiftg suth a hold step that the 
Indigent litigants may be helped by 
the lawyers. There is nothing new 
In this. Everyday in the court it is 
happening that if somebody appears 
as a pauper, some lawyer is readily 
available to help him without the 
Government’s letting anyone to help 
him. This is nothing new. Govern¬ 
ment has failed to provide either 
speedy justice to the ordinary people 
or to make justice cheap in the sense 
that it is less expensive or justice is 
meaningful to the ordinary people. 

The other day we were told in some 
other place 'that over Justice Krishna 
Iyer Committee another Committee 
has been appointed headed by Mr. 
Justice Bhagwati. Mr. Justice Bhag- 
wati and Mr. Justice Krishna Iyer will 
consider the earlier report. Now, 
there would be a five-judge Bench to 
consider this Division Bench Report 
which will come up. But, there 
would be no legal aid for anybody. 
Legal aid under the Cr. P. c is less 
than ah apoUgy! Here there is not 
even an attempt made. The only good 
thing that you have said is about the 
pious wish expressed by the Joint 
Committee. You only hope that a 
sort of uniform code will be adopted 
by the different high courts.

{SHtu Vasant Satme in the Chair] 

So many emergency pieces of legis¬ 
lations are being made applicable to 
the States. Why cannot court fees 
reduced by the exercise of your em¬ 
ergency powmrs? Why can’t you give 
a little direction here and there? If 
this were done, then the ordinary 
people of this country would have 
appreciated that emergency powers 
have been taken for the good of the 
people of this country.

Therefore, Sir, my submission before 
the hon. Minister is that he should 
give us a plausible answer as to how 


immediate'and urgent relief can b# 
obtained by retaining Section 80 in 
the manner you have done. 

Then a word about the second 
appeal and'the revision. What has 
been provided is that the right for 
second appeal will be taken away. 
Supposing a single Judge decides a 
matti^ of constitutimial importance 
or a question of law which has never 
been decided earlier you want to make 
it final and no further appeal shall 
lie from the judgment, decision 
or order of such single Judge in such 
appeal or from any decree passed in 
such appeal. So far as Section 100’ 
is concerned it is against the decree 
involving substantial question of law. 
There are so many criterions laid 
down and I do not know how it will 
be applicable in reality. 

With regard to caveat a new system 
has been evolved which is applicable 
'in Supreme Court. The Supreme 
Court does not deal with day to day 
litigation. Section 148A rea^: 

“Whereas caveat has been lodged 

under sub-section (1),. shall 

serve a notice of the caveat”. 

What will happen if caveat is lodged? 
Can appropriate orders be passedt 
How long they will wait for ttotiCe 
to be given! This is wholly unwork¬ 
able. In appropriate cases by just 
filing a caveat and accepting notice 
for some ti™® a real urgent 
matter can be stified. 

Sir, regarding adjournment please 
see how mechanically things are in¬ 
tended to be done. I quote from page 
39: 

“where. the illness of a pleadei^ 
or his inability to conduct the case 
for any reason, other than his being 
engaged in another Court, is put 
forward as a ground for adjourn¬ 
ment, the Court shall not grant the 
adjournment unless it is satisfied 
that the party applying for adjourn¬ 
ment could not have engaged 
another pleader in time,’* 
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Supposing, ^r, while getting ready 
for the eourt X get unw^l and decide 
that 1 should not attend the court then 
how ehail my elient satisfy the court 
between 10 A.M. to 10,30 AM. that 
the lawyer is unwell at home. Here 
it makes a mandatory provision that 
he shall not grant an adjournment. 
Judges are treated as ordinary admini¬ 
strative agencies. Why don’t you 
leave it to their good sense to decide. 
By this an impression is sought to be 
given that the lawyers are responsible 
lor delaying the cases whereas the 
Government is very much concerned 
Over it and is with the ordinary nnn. 
The Government wants the matters to 
be decided but the lawyers—these 
sharks—are responsible for taking ad¬ 
journments. 

his sort of attempt I am resisting. 
As I said earlier, i do not say that all 
the lawyers are faultless. Everybody 
has got his own faults. But I want 
to say that these are some of the 
matters v^ich require much deeper 
consideration. 

I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister what is the proposal regard¬ 
ing legal aid. At least let the House 
be told about it. They must formulate 
it Instead of the vague answers that 
wc are used to in the past, let us have 
some calegorieal reply. What is the 
nature of the thinking of the Govern¬ 
ment? How do you propose to for¬ 
mulate it? How do you propose to 
implement it? Who are the persons 
who will be benefited? 

We have known of industrial tri¬ 
bunal cases where the awards are 
challenged in High Courts Wnat is 
happening? The company engages a 
big lawyer. What is the fate of the 
tlismissed employees? Nobody thinks 
of them. At least you do not think 
of them. Wnhat have you provided 
tor them? Now, even if W award is 
in favour ot the employee, he does 
not get any benefit. Matters aro kept 
jDending apd ere argued for days. Up 
to the Sup)wu»e it is an easy 

pafiWige eomt>any» How many 


instances do you want? I can give 
3 ^ hundreds of them, but this la not 
the place. ,

So far as dismissal cases are con¬ 
cerned, so far as 226 proceedings are 
concerned, how many cases are there? 
Do the Government think of these? 
things? They do not get any benefit. 

What about the rural people? What 
about the land problems which are 
cropping up every day? Bhagehasis 
or sharecroppers are being dnven out; 
burghedars have been evicted. Who 
is protecting them? Even in the 
district courts in the subordinate 
courts, they have no protection. 
Even before the statutory authorities, 
they have no protection. They do 
not even quite appreciate the notices 
sent to them. 

AN HON. MEMBER: So far as 
land problems are concerned, revenue 
courts are there. 

SHRT SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
They can go to revenue courts raising 
questions about title and aU that. 
Even in revenue courts, have you 
made any provision for them? 

What is the position with regard to 
people below the poverty line? I am 
reading the ansyivr of Government: 
in 1970-71, 74 per cent of the rural 
population were below the poverty 
line. When I bad a question today, 
the written answer they have given is 
that they have no statistics. You 
have not even the statistics Of the 
people below the poverty line. You 
are talking of national plana, you are 
talking of so many points of program¬ 
mes. If you do not know how many 
poor people are there in your country, 
what sort of plan are you going to 
evolve? 1 can understand you can 
easily formulate plans for the Tich 
people because you know how many 
rich people are there. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You could h«ve 
got the aturver to your qtt«»tlon tbit 
morning. You werg abitent. , 
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SHE! SOMNATH CHATTERJEB: 
They have not got the data. I am 
very sorry; if was beyond nny control. 
This was the position. Therefore, I 
gave authority to Shri Dtoen Bhatta- 
charya. They say they have not 
got a survey made. Therefore, you 
are formulating plans, programmes 
and ideas of legal aid and all that 
with out knowing how many poor 
people you have got in this country. 
This is your performance. 

They say ‘After a long time, we find 
the Civil Procedure Code has not been 
amended substantially. Therefore^ 
let us take it up, and at least try to 
show that We have bestowed a lot of 
thought to that. We want to simplify 
the procedure and we are trying to do 
the best for you, but these vested 
interests like the judiciary, the law¬ 
yers etc. are not allowing us to do 
good to you’. This is the impression 
sought to be created and I am op¬ 
posing it. I say this will not meet 
any of the burning problems. This 
will not make justice readily available 
the people. It does not even con- 
to the people. It does not even con- 
of this country. They are nobody’s 
child so far as this Government are 
concerned.

“When section 80 was originally 
enacted, India was a dependency 
under foreign rule and the main 
function of the government was 
maintenance of law and order, India 
is now a free countrv and a Welfare 
State. It engages in trade and busi¬ 
ness like any other individual. A 
Welfare State should have hq such 
privileges in the matter of litigation 
as against a citizen, and should have 
no higher status than an otdiiuiZT 
litigant in this respect. Experience 
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has also shown that the provision 
of this section has worked great 
hardship, particuli^ly in suits 
relating to injimctions. For these 
reasons, we have recommended 
omission of the section. While 
recommending the omission ot the 
section, the Fourteenth Report sug¬ 
gested the insertion of a provision 
in the Code of the effect that if a 
suit against the Government or a 
public officer is filed without rea¬ 
sonable notice, the plantiff should 
be deprived of his costs in the event 
of a settlement of the claim by the 
Government or public officer before 
the date fixed for the settlement of 
issuei We do not think that such a 
statutory provision is necessary. In 
another place, the Fourteenth Re¬ 
port contains the following passage; 

“Generally the filing of suit is 

preceded by an advocate’s or soli¬ 
citor’s notice demanding redress, 
and these notices from the foun¬ 
dation of the suit which is filed 
subsequently.”

“Unless the Procedure is simple, 
expeditious and inexpensive, the 
subsequent laws, however good, are 
bound to fail in heir purpose and 
object.

OBITUARY REFERENCE 

MR SPEAKER: Hon. Memebrs, I 
have to infonn the House of the sad 
demise of Shri P. C. Adichan, who 
passed away at NSS Medical Mission 
Hospital, Pandalam, Alleppey District, 
Kerala, on the 7th August, 1976. at 
the age of 69. 


Shri P. C. Adichan was a Member 
of the Fourth Lok Sabha from Adoor 
constituency of Kerala during the 
years 1967—70. A popular social 
worker, he was a Member of the 
Travancore Legislative Assembly and 
Travancore-Cochin Legislative Assem< 
bly. Later, he was a Member of 
Kerala Legislative Assembly during 
the years I960—65. Deeply devoted 
to the upUftment of Harijans, he or¬ 
ganised Co-operative societies and 
'welfare schools for the harijans in 
his home State. 


We deeply mourn the loss of this 
friend and I am sure the House will 
Join me in conveying our condolences 
to the bereaved family.

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 

Labonr Participation in Management 

*41. SHRJ RAJA KULKARNI: 
Will the Minister of LABOUR; be 
pleased to state: 

(a) the progress of the scheme of 
labour participation in management of 
Industry in both public and pri¬ 
vate sectors; and 

(b) what measures are being taken 
for creating united and strong trade 
unions in order to make the scheme 
successful? 

THE MINISTER' OP LABOUR 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): (a) 
The Scheme for Workers’ Participa¬ 
tion in Industry is being implemented 
all over the country both in public as 
well as private sectors with great 
zeal. According to the information 
available, 472 public sector units of 
the Central Government have either 
implemented or initiated action to 
implement the scheme. The provi¬ 
sional number of units, reported by 
the State Governments, to have im¬ 
plemented the scheme in the various 
States is 924. 

(b) The bipartite Apex Bodies set 
up after the emergency have brought 
about a measure of united trade union 
approach on important matters like 
the scheme of workers, participation. 
The National . Apejx Body disussed 
the Scheme, in detail, and commended 
its early implementation by empioyera’ 
and workers’ organisations in all the 
units, 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI: In the 
statement it has been stated that 472 
public sector Unilts of the Central 
Government have either implemented 
or initiated action to implement thljs 
scheme. 1 wish this figure is verified 
because we do not know wheti^er the 
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Central Government has so many 
public undertakings. 

Similarly, in the case of the States, 
it is not clear whether the figure of 
924 includes private undertakings. In 
any case, is generally known that the 
private sector in this country has not 
taken to this labour participation 
scheme with zeal or shown any in¬ 
terest in it. So, would the Labour 
Minister put the private industry on 
the same footing as the public sector 
in respect of this participation? 

Secondly, what I have asked In my 
question is the progress of the scheme 
that is the evaluation of the perfor¬ 
mance, whether the introduction of 
this scheme has helped in increasing 
production and improvement of indus¬ 
trial relations. I wish the hon. 
Minister gives a reply to that. 

SHRI KAGHUNATHA REDDY; 
The hon. Member should make a dis¬ 
tinction between a company and a 
unit. A company may have units in 
several States. So, the figure of 472 
need not necessarily mean 472 com¬ 
panies. This includes 247 units in the 
mining sector, 188 in the manufactur¬ 
ing sector and 37 departmental under 
takings such as Defence, Posts & Tele¬ 
graphs, Mint, Security Press, Railway 
workshops etc. If the hon. Member 
so desires, I will be in a position to 
supply all the countries, but i do not 
want to burden the House by giving 
them. 

With regard to the private sector, 
workers’ participation at the indus- 
rial and shop floor level is taking 
place, and I have had the opportunity 
of reviewing the implementation 
process in two states so far Andhra 
Pradesh and Tamil Nadu. The work 
is quite satisfactory, and I am happy 
to inform the House that after the 
introdution of the scheme there is a 
definite improvement in production 
and productivity. Though I may not 
be able to give it in tangible figures, 

1 can safely draw the general Con¬ 
clusion that there is a definite im¬ 


provement after the implementation 
of this scheme. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI: The hon. 
Minister has not mentioned about 
improvement in industrial relations, 
whether the traditional rights of the 
management in respect of employment 
transfers, promotions etc., are under¬ 
going a change after the introduction 
of this scheme. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
The functions of the Shop Floor 
Council and the Plant Council are 
given in the WdSrkers’ Participation 
Scheme which had been announced 
by the Government of India by way 
of a Resolution. As for as certain 
matters of industrial relations are 
concerned, it is a matter for the 
representatives of the trade unions to 
deal with. The Shop Floor Council 
and the Plant Council are concerned 
with such objectives and responsi¬ 
bilities as are described in the parti¬ 
cipation scheme itself. Nevertheless, 
industrial relations have improved and 
especially in the public sector, the 
man-days lost have become almost 
negligible. 

SHRI NARSINGH NARAIN 
PANDEY: Will the hon. Minister 
please tell us whether, in the joint 
stock sector, any improvement haa 
taken place because in many of the 
joint stock factories, especially in 
suger, the production is going down. 
At the shop floor level, labour parti¬ 
cipation has not taken place in all 
factories. May I know whether he is 
calling any Conference of the State 
Labour Ministers to discuss the pro¬ 
blems, in the near future? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: I 
do not know what exectly does my hon. 
friend mean by joint stock. 

SHRI NARSINGH NARAIN 
PANDEY; The sugar factories in the 
private sector. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDErY: 
With regard to seasonal factories liko 
sugar, the implementation process, 
except in certain areas of cooperative 
sector, is not good. In fact, notwith¬ 
standing the tact that we have nol 
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mentioned about representation to 
workew being given on the manage¬ 
ment level, certain co-operative sugar 
factories have given representation to 
the workers, and in those areas the 
man-days lost ha^e come dowm. 


With regard to the suggestion made 
by the hon. Member whether State 
Labour Ministers, Conference will be 
called for, I am having a review 
State by State, so the we may be able 
to find out the position and discuss 
the matter in greater depth. After 
the review of the while thing is over 
then we can have a Labour Minsters’ 
Conference. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: 1 under¬ 
stood the hon. Minister to say that 
the Naticmal Apex body, including 
the trade union organizations repre¬ 
sented there have commended this 
scheme for implementation. But I 
want to know from him whether it 
is not a fact that the trade union or¬ 
ganizations have also criticised very 
firm y the lack of any provision in 
the scheme whereby the workers’ re¬ 
presentative can express their opinions 
on, Or have access to information re¬ 
garding^ managements, for example, 
on their marketing and pricing poli¬ 
cies, their inventory policies, their 
methods of getting raw materials, 
their dealings with private contrac¬ 
tors. and so on, on v/hich the final 
financial results of these companies 
depend. Is it not a fact that the 
Committees, as constituted at pre¬ 
sent, are solely for the purpose of 
increasing production and produc¬ 
tivity and do not give the workers’ 
representatives any opportunity t# 
question or discuss the policies of the 
management v/rich may lead, des¬ 
pite increase in production, to ad- 
/erse financial results which again 
are used as an excuse to deny the 
workers' their dues? Has he got any 
plan or any scheme for amending 
this scheme, so that the workers can 
*«any have a say in the management 
attd not only in production? 


SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
When I say that the workers’ repre¬ 
sentatives in the National Apex body 
have commended the scheme, ' it 
means, to the extent the scheme is 
provided for, they have accepted and 
they have commended it. It does not 
mean that they do not offer criticism. 
They offer criticisms too. With respect 
to representation of workers on the 
Boards of Management this is a mat¬ 
ter that should be a part of the pro¬ 
cess of evolution of participation. As 
far as the present scheme is concern¬ 
ed it does not provide for that. All the 
suggestions made at the Apex Body 
level and by the hon. Member would, 
certainly, be kept in mind. 

Race riots in England

•42. SHRI N. E. HORO: 

SHRI CHANDRA SHEKHAR 
SINGH: 

Will the Minister of EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS be pleased to state: 

(a) w'hether race riots are going 
On in England and a number of at¬ 
tacks were made by Whites on Asian 
residents in various parts of England; 

(b) if so, the number of attacks 
made on Indians and persons of 
Indian origin there and the number 
of Indian persons killed or injured 
due to the same; 

(c) the steps the Indian Govern¬ 
ment have taken to protect the life 
and property of the Indian residents 
in England; and 

(d) whether Government have 
protested to British Government in 
the matter? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
(SHRI BIPINPAL DAS): (a) There 
has been racial tension are no race 
riots going on in Britain. There and 
some spoardic cases have been report¬ 
ed in different parts of Britain. All 
Incidents Involving Indians are nol 
necessarily racial in origin. 
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(b) Exact number is not known as 
all cases are neither reported nor 
come to the notice of our High Com¬ 
mission. Reports about mjuries to 
four persons and deaths of two per¬ 
sons have so far been received. One 
of the two dead was an Indian 
national and the other a person of 
Indian origin. 

(c) and (d). The responsibility for 
protection of life and property of In¬ 
dians resident in Britain rests with 
the British Government with whon\ 
we are in constant touch. Our con¬ 
cern has been expressed to them at 
various levels. They have stated that 
their “Government and the Tolice 
were determined to take every possi¬ 
ble measures to protect the mino¬ 
rity communities from intimidation 
and violence.” The British Prime 
Minister and other leaders have made 
public statements condemning ra¬ 
cialism and violance. 

SHRI N. E. HORO: There has been 
racial tension and not race riots. That 
is what the Minister has said. It is 
a fair assessment of the .situation. I 
would like to know whether it is a 
fact that in a large number of cases 
the immigrants coming to Britain 
have either evaded or violated immi¬ 
gration laws with the result that there 
is this racial tension. Further, I 
want to know whether this question 
which has been coming for a long 
time has ever been raised in the 
various Commonwealth Conferences 
in the past. If not, would the Gov¬ 
ernment take up this matter for dis¬ 
cussion in future conferences? 

SHRI BIPINPAL DAS: I have no 
information about the immigrants 
making wrong use of immigration 
laws in Britain. 

So far as the Commonwealth Con¬ 
ferences are concerned, about the past 
I will have to check up. But I will 
certainly point out that in the mean¬ 
time we have taken several steps as I 
have indicated. If you want details,

We l».we taken t^p the matter with 
the British H^h Commimoner here 
and our Hii^ Commimion there has 
also taken up the matter at difltereht 
levels and ultimately, a Joint Dele¬ 
gation of the Indian High Commis¬ 
sioner, the Bangladesh High Commis¬ 
sioner and the Pakistan Ambassador 
in London met the Prime Minister 
and other leaders there and have 
secured assurances from them that 
they will do everything possible to 
bring the situation under control and 
that the protection of life and pro¬ 
perty of the immigrants is their res¬ 
ponsibility. In the face of this, we 
will certaily examine and if things 
continue like this and the situation 
does not ease, certainly we may have 
to take up the matter at the next 
Commonwealth Conference. But I 
cannot say anything just now. 

SHRI N. E. HORO: Has the Minis¬ 
ter seen a statement made by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury in which 
he has very categorically said that 
the immigration laws are evaded and 
therefore, this tension arose. Then 
some Members of the British Parlia¬ 
ment also seem to have a very soft 
attitude towards persons who are 
causing tension. The Minister said 
that the immigration laws have not 
been violated. Then, what are the 
reasons for this racial tension? 

SHRI BIPINPAL DAS: I mis¬ 
understood the first part of his ques¬ 
tion. 1 thought of immigrants making 
misuse of the immigration laws. Now 
he puts it in the reverse order. 

Sir, it is quite true that the existing 
Race Relations laws have some loop¬ 
holes and, therefore, a new legislation 
is just now before the British Parlia¬ 
ment aftd through this Bill they want 
to plug all the loopholes and take 
string«it measures so that these 
things do not happen. 

SHRI R, S, PANDEY; The hon. 
Deputy Minister has just now stated 
that there is racial tension prevailing 
in England and that the British Gov- 
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eminent had been approached and a 
good response received from the 
Prime Minister Mmsell. There Is social 
hatred and colour bar going on. May 
I know what steps have the Govern¬ 
ment taken in order to see that the 
conditions by which this situation is 
created may not recur again? May I 
also know what guarantee is there 
that in future such things will not 
take place again? May I know if 
there is social hatred and colour bar 
going on and if so, has any effort 
been made by the Government to see 
that the immigrants are given proper 
protection? 

SHRI BIPINPAL DAS: This is 
exactly what I have stated. I cannot 
give any precise guarantee. It is for 
the British Government to look after 
the life and property of the immi¬ 
grants. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: I said about 
attention to be drawn. 

SHRI BIPINPAL DAS: We have 
drawn their attention several times at 
different levels. We shall continue to 
do so, and if necessary at the com¬ 
monwealth conference also.

SHRI BIPINPAL DAS: Certainly 
We have taken all the steps which 
the hon. Member has stated. Our 
Deputy High Commissioner himself 
went to the area and tried to remove 
the difficulties. I want to add to 
what Mr. Horo has stated. The 
Archibishop of Canterbury has made 
a public statement condemning this 
racist attitude in very strong terms. 
They have taken several steps and 
the position at the moment is that for 
the last one month or so there have 
not been any further reports of such 
incidents. 


Indian Seamen working for British- 
owned Ships 

43. SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARY- 
YA; Will the Minister of SHIPPING 
AND TRANSPORT be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether Government are 
aware that thousands of Indian seamen 
working for British-owned ships 
would lose their jobs by the decision 
of the British Government to end as 
early as possible the prevailing sys¬ 
tem, which compels Asian seaman 
to work at lower rates of payment 
in comparison with his British or Eu¬ 
ropean counterpart; and 

(b) if so, the reaction of Govern¬ 
ment thereto? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI) 
(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) The U.K. Government have set 
up a Working Group with a view to 
studying the pmbl«ais involved^ in 
phai^g out the emp^osnnent of Asiui 
and other noR-domidled seUBetrets 
in U.K. Ships and siMMdd; aghMd 
solutions to these pM^ems^ The 
Working Group is likely tosidseiit: 
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its report after 12 months. The im¬ 
pact of phasing will, therefore, be 
known only after the report of the 
Working Group is available. Mean¬ 
while. status quo will continue. As 
such, there is no immediate danger of 
Indian seamen losing their jobs on 
British ships. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
May I know actually what is the 
ratio, that is, how much the British 
seafarer is getting as his salary and 
other amenities inclusive and what an 
Indian seaman working in the British 
ship is getting? Was any such com¬ 
parison made? 

AN HON. MEMBER: You must 
compare British M.Ps. and Indian 
M.Ps. 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI: About the 
details of what a British seafarer 
gets on a British ship, I don’t think 
I am really capable of answering it. 
As far as Indian seafarer on British 
ship is concerned, he draws a mini¬ 
mum wage of 36 pounds besides other 
peripheiai benefits. The differential 
between that and the recommended 
minimum wage of 48 pounds is being 
subscribed to by British flag ship 
owners to a welfare fund in India for 
seafarers’ welfare. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 

I don’t know how the position can be 
explained on the basis of the reply 
given by the hon. Minister. He does 
not know the actual difference and 
the condition there. In his answer 
be says that the status qua will con¬ 
tinue till such time as the working 
group comes out with its own report 
which will take another 12 months. 
May I know what does it mean? 
What will be the status quo? 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI; The swtui 
quo will only mean that the British 
shipowners will continue the em-' 
ployment of the Indian seafarers on 
the same basis as'they have been 
doing so fiir. . 


Vaccine to prevent Wrths 

•44. SHRI D. D. DESAI: Will the 
Minister of HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government have 
come to a decision regarding use of 
a vaccine to prevent births that was 
discovered by the AIIMS scientists; 
and 

(b) if so, the outline thereof? 

THE MINISTER OF HEALTH AND 
FAMILY PLANNING (DR. KARAN 
SINGH): (a) and (b). Development 
of the anti-pregnancy vaccine is 
still in an experimental stage. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: Presently, the 
family planning is one of our impor¬ 
tant goals and one of the present pills 
with high astrogen has been proved 
to be harmful. The present vaccine 
which is in the experimental stage is 
developed out of the anti-bodies of 
harmone progesterone. I know that 
the hon. Minister has experimented 
these things and it can hold back the 
pregnancy by one year. 

But, what I would like to know is 
this. In view of the fact that it is in 
an experimental stage and in view 
of the wide requirements in this 
country and overseas also of control¬ 
ling the family, what sort of coopera¬ 
tion he gets by experimental work 
that he is doing on this and whether 
the benefits of experiments would 
be available to people in India and 
overseas. 

DR. KARAN SINGH: As far as 
I know, it is my scientists who ate 
experimenting and not me—^myself. 

I think the hon. Member when he 
talks of the highastrogen, he is talk¬ 
ing really of the pill. As far as I 
am aware, highastrogen is not a vac* 
clue but it is a pill—an' oral pill. 
That is totally a new systeih which is 
being developed at the All-India Ins¬ 
titute of Medical Sciences and it ia 
based upon the very,special harmone 
—HCG—which is develc^d only Ja 
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pregnancy and the theory is that if 
the anti'bodies of that harmone could 
be developed, then the pregnancy 
would not take place. 

Now, this has a tremendous impli¬ 
cation for the future because, if we 
are able to get the vaccine, then the 
whole question of sterilisation and 
all that becomes obsolete and we can 
move as we did in the case of small¬ 
pox on a massive scale and I would 
like to inform you, and through you, 
the House that the trials have started 
on the animals and certain human 
trials in the country abroad have also 
started, in five countries. Phase I 
clinical trials have been started in' five 
foreign countries in Sweeden, Finland, 
Brazil, Chile and Santa Baminco. 
We are in touch with all the scientific 
work that is being done all over the 
world. Whatever inputs are re¬ 
quired will be given and I am hoping 
that the real definitive break-through 
in this field at least will come from 
our country. 

At least here we should not have 
always to wait for the western scien¬ 
tists to have the breakthrough and as 
soon as the breakthrough comes. I 
am sure there are nobel prizes await¬ 
ing to be won for the persons who 
smcceed.

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: It 
is very difficult lor me to answer on 
behalf of all the State Governments. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: The hon. Muns¬ 
ter has stated in reply to part (b) and 
<c) that the Industrial Disputes Act 
has been amended to make prior 
approval of the appropriate govern¬ 
ment necessary in the case of lay¬ 
offs, retrenchment and closures in 
respect cif factories. Sir, we find 
73,000 persons have been affected as a 
result of lock-outs, 8,000 as a result of 
retrenchment and 57,000 becau.se of 
closures. May I know whether m 
the case of all those persons who have 
been affected prior approval of the 
appropriate government was obtained? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY; Sir, 
the law that has been passed by 
Parliament provides for the necessity 
of prior permission in case of lay-offs, 
retrenchment ancTclosures and it does 
not cover lock-outs and strikes. 
Further, Sir, I have got the figures 
in respect of the undertaking whose 
jurisdiction has been conferred on the 
Central Government but I do not have 
the figures where the jurisdiction is 
with the State govemmentg. 

SHRI PRIYA RAN JAN DAS MUN- 
SI; I want to draw the attention of the 
hon. Minister to the statement made 
by Shri K. K. Bitla, President of 
Indian Chambers of Commerce and 
Industry at a party in London which 
has appeared in tiie Indian Express 
issue of yesterday. Shri Birla has 
d^ended Emergency on the point that 
there is massive economiic growth and 
acceleration of - economic growth. 
With that in view, I would Iflte to 


know whether the retrenchment and 
the general serious situation of the 
working people in the industry have 
been found adversely affected In pri¬ 
vate sector managed by the monoply 
houses and not in the public sector. I 
would also like to know in how many 
cases Government took serious steps 
against those who violated the Gov- 
emment’s directives. I am told Lala 
Charat Ram refused to listen to the 
Government. Similarly, Shri K. K. 
Birla and Shri R. N. Goenka refused 
to listen in respect of National Tobac¬ 
co Company affairs. What are the 
precise steps taken by Government in 
this respect? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: I 
have not read the statement made by 
Shri K. K. Birla but newrtheless after 
the declaration of emergency the man- 
days lost in the public sector have 
almost come down to an insignificant 
level and similarly the mandays lost 
m the private sector have come down 
considerably. Thi.s is an indication of 
increasing production as weU as pro¬ 
ductivity. With regard to the specific 
matters mentioned by Shri Das Munsi 
as these matters fall within the juris¬ 
diction of the State governments i am 
not in a position to reply. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR; I am 
afraid the figures given by the hon. 
Minister with regard to Central Gov¬ 
ernment undertaking.s are all wrong. 
In one particular case alone, in the 
case of the Chavara mines belonging 
to the Indian Rare Earths owned and 
run by the Atomic Energy Depart¬ 
ment of the Government of India, more 
than 700 workers have been thrown 
out of employment. They were being 
regularly thrown out for short periods 
and now they are completely thrown 
out without any notice being given. 
This was illegally done. This matter 
of their service conditions has several 
times been brought to tilte notice ot 
the hon. Minister. His figure is much 
lower than the actual figures. So 
your figures are all wrong up..

I have drawn the 
attention of State Governments and 
requested them to take vigorous 
action in this respect so that lockout 
is not permitted where it is actually 
a closure. 

As to the other part of the ques¬ 
tion whether prior approval has been 
given, I have given figures with re¬ 
gard to Central Government under¬ 
takings. Other cases fall within the 
jurisdiction of State Governments. I 
cannot immediately analyse them and

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

are South African nationals of 
Indian origin and not Indian 
nationals. They were evicted forcib¬ 
ly when these traders did not vacate 
Page View in Johannesburg to move 
to Orient Plaza. According to our 
information, the South African Police 
used police dogs in this operation. It 
is, however, not known if the road 
in question was blocked by South 
-African Police. 

(c) The South African regime 
under the Group Areas Act had de¬ 
clared Page View as “White Area" 
and had ordered traders of Indian 
origin who had been having their 
xesidences-c«m-shops there since a 
long time to vacate the area and 
■moveto “Orient Plaza”, a new shop¬ 
ping complex built especially for 
traders of Indian origin. The dead¬ 
line by which they were asked to 


vacate Page View was 30th June, 1976. 
Reportedly as a result of the protest 
by the people, this deadlines has 
been extended upto January 1977. 

The Government of India has con¬ 
sistently condemned the policy of 
apartheid of the racist regime of 
South Africa. The South African 
regime was denounced in the Secu¬ 
rity Council by the Permanent Re¬ 
presentative of India to the UN for 
its illegal racist activities in South 
Africa and in Namibia on 27th July, 
1976. The Government is contribut¬ 
ing to the UN and other international 
funds for the recent vicitims of the 
policy of apartheid in South Africa.

15 
per cent for backward areas and 10 
per cent for hilly areas. 

SHRi R. S. PANDEY: The very 
idea of introducing this scheme to 
provide telephones to remote villages 
is very good. It is reported here in 
the newspaper: 

“The telecommunication services 
in villages are being improved with 
a view to consolidating the infra¬ 
structure for faster agricultural and 
rural development...” 

This is a very good object, so far as 
improving the telecommunication 
services in order to consolidate the 
infrastruetjre is concerned. The 
Tele-Communications Department has 
invented a ‘Rlirafone’ which will have 
no wire on the surface.

Recent development in South Africa 
are neither new nor unexpected. Ex¬ 
ploitation of and discrimination against 
the black and the coloure population 
by the racist minority regime is an 
integral feature of the South Africa 
Government’s hated poLcy of apar¬ 
theid. 

The Government of India has raised 
its voice repeatedly against the ap¬ 
artheid policy of South Africa at the 
United Nations and elsewhere. India 
is supporting, materially and morally, 
the Regional Office of the African 
National Congress for Asia in New 
Delhi. The Govermnent is also contii- 
buting materially to various U.N. Funds 
to assist the victims of apartheid and 
to fight the pwlicy of apartheid.

Training of interns 
will be shifted completely away from 
medical college hospitals and instead, 
will be conducted at the Primary 
Heath Centres, Taluk, Sub-divisional 
and District Hospitals. Keeping in 
view the need for effectuating the 
revi.scd training schedule from the 
1977 session itself, the Government 

of India have asked the Medical Coun¬ 
cil of India, inter alia, to appoint a 
committee for restructuring the acade¬ 
mic curriculam to afford a positive 
bias towards community medicine in 
medical education and to make neces- 
sarj' changes in the existing rules/

Orders have 
been issued to all Collectors, lector 
of Harijans Welfare and Director of 
Backward Classes Welfare to allot 
agricultural lands and house sites to 
the freed bonded labourers on priority 
basis. They have also been authoris- 
ed to issue loans for agricultural 
operations attd agricvdtural develop* 
ment and loans at preferential, rate 
of interest to the freed bonded labour¬ 
ers on preference and priority basis.

(b) Programmes relating to eradi¬

Cholera, 'nrachoma and Filaria are 
treated as Centrally Sponsored Scheme 
for which Central assistance is provid¬ 
ed according to the prescribed patterns. 

The country has attained zero 
incidtoce in Smallpox In July, 197S 
and that status has been maintamed 
since then. There ha.<? been a set back 
in the implementation of National 
Malaria Eradication Programme dur¬ 
ing the last few years due lo Ihe 
various factors, A revised strategy 
for s^ective containment of Malaria 
has been prepared. As regards the 
control of Leprosy out of 3.2 million 
estimated cases in the country over 1.6 
million cases have been registered and 
are pfrovided treatment. The prog¬ 
ramme is being gradually expanded to 
cover the remaining cases. Under the 
National T.B. Control Programme, 
treatment of infectious in patients is 
provided. A modem effective anti— 
T.B. drugs are given on priority basis 
and immunization by BCG Vaccina¬ 
tion of the population below the age of 
20 years is undertaken. There are 435 
Clinics run by the States and 
Voluntary Organisation, and 308 BCG 
teams are munctioning in the country. 
Under the S.T.D. Control Programme, 
the Central Government gives free 
suj^ly of drugs to the Sates. During 
1975, over 2.4 lakhs cases were treat¬ 
ed in the V.D. clinics estblished with 
Central assistance. Under the Na¬ 
tional Cholera Control Programme, 
Cholera Combat Teams have been 
established in 28 endemic districts.

(c) The target of production of 
saleable steel from the six integrated 
steel plants for 1976-77 is 6.465 mil¬ 
lion tonnes. This includes a produc¬ 
tion of 7,20,000 tonnes from Bokaro 
Steel Plant, where some of the units 
have still to be commissioned. Ex¬ 
cluding Bokaro, the remaining tar- 
getted production represents 85.4 per 
cent (jf overall capacity of the other 
.five plants.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OP HEALTH AND 
FAMILY PLANNING (SHRI A. K. M. 
ISHAQUE): (a) Since the beginniixg 
of the programme, a total of 19.46 
million sterilisations and 6.18 I.U.D. 
insertions have been done upto June, 
1976 and 2.56 million couples are 
estimated to be using other F.P. 
ipethods like conventional contracep¬ 
tives and Oral pills. As on 30-6-1976, 
18.2 per cent of the estimated 104 
million eligible couples whosp wives 
are in the reproductive age group of 
15—44 years arc estimated to be ca- 
rently protected by the various F.P. 
methods. As a result of work done so 
far, 25.61 million births are estimated 
to have been averted upto June, 1976. 
The birth rate hag. been estimated to 
have come down to about 35 in 

1975- 76 as compared to about 41 dur¬ 
ing 19671—71. 

A statement givijig the Stale-wise 
targets for the years 1975-76 and 

1976- 77 i.s laid on the Table of the 
House [Placed in Librani See .No. 
LT-11057/76]. 

(b) The annual targets at all India 
level are fixed keeping in view the 
targetted reduction in birth rate to 30 
per lOOQ population by the end of 
fifth plan. The national target of 
total acceptors is then distributed 
among States/U.Ts. taking into ac¬ 
count the size of population and its 
rural/uiban break-up, expenditure on 
family planning, female literacy, level 
of economic development and gap in 
the coverage of targetted couples. 

The Government is beeping a close 
watch over the performance of various 
States eA’ery month and concurrently 
evaluating the programme. Senidr 
Officer.-; of the Department of Family 
Planning are regularly visiting the 
States to identify lacunae and bottle¬ 
necks and steps are taken to remove 
the same. The monetary compensa¬ 
tion for sterilisations (both male & 
female) has been raised in'.accordance 
with the National Population Policy. 
Some Stages have introduced- a series 
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of Incentives and disincentives to pro¬ 
mote family planning.

Same Day Postal Local Delivery

SHARMA): (a) The Scheme has been 
successful and has been appreciated 
by the public. 

(b) Encouraged by the response 
met with In the Capital, the scheme 
has been introduced at Srinagar, 
Ambala, Chandigarh. Lucknow, Patna, 
Shillong, Calcutta, Bhubaneshwar, 
Hyderabad, Madras, Trivandnuru 
Bangalore, Bombay, Ahmedabad, Jai¬ 
pur and Bhopal from 15-7-76; the 
scheme is being introduced in Pune 
from 9-8-76 and at the remaining 
State capitals at Jammu, Aizawl, Ita- 
nagar, Kohima, Imphal, Agartala, 
Dispur CGauhati) Panaji, Silvassa, 
Gangtok, Simla and Pondicherry* from 
16-8-76. 

(c) The mail and delivery arrange¬ 
ments are now constantly being re¬ 
viewed and effective measures are 
beinfg taken to improve mail arrange¬ 


ments in the outiying areas. R^ular 
testing of mall routes is being under¬ 
taken at all levels and results analys¬ 
ed. Bottlenecks are located and 
transmission system is streamlined to 
eradicate delays and to ensure that 
mail all over the country is despatch¬ 
ed by the quickest available tran^rt 
facility.

The amount is being dis¬ 
bursed by the Government of Maha- 
ra^tra to the 22 families of 22 
fishermen who lost their Bves, at the 
rate of Ra. 1*000 per family. 

(bl The question of clearing up 
the silt will be considered after the 
monsoon. 
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(e) and (d). The State Crovern- 
ment propose to provide * lighthouse 
at Posha Pir th® guidance of the 
fishermen. The work is likely to be 
started after the monsoons are over. 


IhcenUve for Sale of Nirodh 

406, SHRI K. MALLANNA: WiU 
the Minister of HEALTH AND 
FAMILY PLANNING be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether Government have given 
some new incentive for sale of Nirodh 
recently; and 

(b) the broad outline of the scheme 
of Government in this regard? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HEALTH AND 
FAMILY PLANNING (SHRI A. K. M. 
ISHAQUE): (a) and (b). To stimu¬ 
late sale of Nirodh through Depot 
Holders, Government has revised 
selling price from 5 to 12 paise for 3 
pcs. and has allowed the Depot 
Holders to retain the entire sale pro¬ 
ceeds as an incentive. 

The Depot Holders Scheme was 
introduced in 1969 to promote Nirodh 
in rural areas. Under this scheme 
Nirodh stocks are supplied by the 
Government free of charge to Depot 
Holders and they are allowed to sal- 
Ifat the rate of 12 paise for 3 pieces 
and retain' the entire sale proceeds as 
incentive. The scheme which was 
earlier operated through largely post 
offices, is now sought to be broad- 
based by including New avenues like 
community leaders, Panchayats and 
National Savings Organisation etc. 

There is also a scheme in opera¬ 
tion since 1988, referred to as the 
Commercial Distribution Scheme, 
under which some large distributing 
companies of consumer goods are spld 
Nirodh by Government at a subsidis¬ 
ed price of 18 pSlse for 3 pieces. The 
companies sell these to their retailers 
20 paise for 3 pieces and the retail- 
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ers in turn sell the Nirodh to the 
consumers @ 25 paise for 3 pieces. 
Under this scheme wholesaler kfeeps 
a margin of 4 paise largely to cover 
the cost of handling and distilbution 
and the retailer earns a profit of 5 
paise for 3 pieces. This scheme is 
introduced io order to make Nirodh 
easily available through commercial 
channels through a very large number 
of'sale points. There are 2 lakhs 
retail outlets in operation under this 
scheme. 

Delhi School Children in Ladies 
Spedalf 

407. SHRI ISHAQUE SAMBHALI:

(d) No such proposal is undeb 
consideration. The timings of 
schools are different from thote of 
office^ and commercial establishments. 
Ihe services already provided are 
considered to be adecjuate by the DTC 
to meet the requironents of sshool 
going diildren who depend on public 
tramqport. 
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Increase {n Rei^istered Unemployed 

408. SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA 
HALDER; Will the Minister of 
LABOUR be pleased to state; 

(a) whether Government are aware 
that during the last one year the 
number of unemployed registered with 
Employment Exchanges has increased 
by 9 lakhs; and

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR (SHRI 
BALGOVIND VERMA): (a) The 
number of job-seekers (all of whom 
are not necessarily unemployed) on 
the Live Register of Employment 
Exchanges increased from 84.33 lakhs 
as on 31-12-1974 to 93.26 lakhs as on 
31-12-1975. 

(b) The Government are fully con¬ 
scious of the imemployment problem 
and all possible efforts are being 
made to meet the situation. The emp¬ 
loyment strategy adopted in the 
Fifth Five Year Plan is to provide 
employment opportunities through 
the implementation of Plan program¬ 
mes in different sectors, such as, 
agriculture, irrigation, power genera¬ 
tion, command area development of 
major irrigation systems, cottage, 
small and medium industries, social 
services, trade, commerce and other 
tertiary and allied activities etc. All 
these programmes are expected to 
generate substantial job opportunities 
in different States, In addition, the 
20-Point Economic Programme, cur¬ 
rently under implementation, would 
substantially accelerate the genera¬ 
tion of employment opportunities. 
Mention' may be made, in this context, 
of the apprenticeship scheme and spe¬ 
cial schemes for the development and 
strengthening of handloom industry. 
Some State Governments are launch¬ 
ing or expanding programmes for 
rural areas for the creation' or imp¬ 
rovement of durable assets, such as. 
Well, tanks, canals etc. as a part of 


Plan schemes for rural development. 
These programmes, which arc labour 
intensive will also help to create 
additional employment opportunities. 

Alumina Plant in Orissa

In November, 1974 
the Government of Orissa requested 
the Central Government to take steps 
to set up a 1,00,000-tonne capacity 
alumina plant in Orissa baaed on the 
newly discovered bauxite deposits. 

Since then, in the last two years, 
geological investigations have estab¬ 
lished niore reserves of usable bauxite 
particularly in the East Coast Range 
in Orissa as 'well as Andhra Pradesh. 
A programme of ‘proving’ these 
bauxite reserves is now under way. 
Plans for exploitation of the deposits 
will be formulated on the basis of the 
results of the ‘proving’ operations. 

Diplomatic Relations with Pakistan 
and China

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THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

to (c). Following the agreement 
reached between the Foreign Secre¬ 
taries of India and Pakistan' in M^y 
this year in Islamabad, diplomatic 
relations were resumed from the 24th 
July ,76. It was. also agreed to res¬ 
tore the severed communication links 
between the two countries. According¬ 
ly, an agreement on rail links was 
signed on 28th June, and another on 
air links and overflights was signed 
On 16th July this year. 

In regard to China, in pursuance of 
the announcement on the 15th April 
this year in the Lok Sabha about the 
decision' to restore the representation 
in each others’ capitals to the ambas¬ 
sadorial level, India’s Ambassador to 
China presented his credentials in 
Peking rfn 24th' July ’ 1976. It is 
understood that China’s Ambassador 
to India would be in position in Delhi 
shortly. 

These developments are in keeping 
with our consistent policy to improye 
and strengthen bilateral relations with 
all our neighbours in order to pro¬ 
mote the cause of peace and stability 
in the Asian region. 

Visit to London by Shri Hitendra Desai

The Government has seen reports that 
the United States has estabUshed a 
pattern of routine Indian Ocean opera¬ 
tions using the base of Diego brarcia 
and that a Naval Frigate was recently 
dispatched to the Port of Mombasa 
and a P-3 Orion anti-submarine air¬ 
craft to Nairobi. According to further 
press reports, the dispute of Kenya 
with Uganda has been settled by mu¬ 
tual discussion. 

India’s views on the United States’ 
move to set up a fuU-fledged base at 
Diego Garcia are weU known and 
have been reiterated in this House be^ 
fore. India, along with other Nou-allg 
ned countries has supported the U. N. 
resolution on the establishment of 
Indian Ocean as a Zone of Peace, this 
was also reiterated by the Lusaka 
Summit in 1970, the Algiers Summit 
in 1973, the meeting of'Non-aligned

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1975 85 well as the Algiers Bureau 
meeting ol Foreign Ministers in May 
June 1876.

Among other 
things, the Bill widens the definition 
of racial discrimination, makes it un¬ 
lawful for clubs or voluntary bodies to 
discriminate in the matter of admis¬ 
sion of members and bans the publica¬ 
tion of discriminatory advertisements. 
The existing Race Relations Board and 
Race Relations Commission would be 
merged into one and entrusted with 
greater power and wider responsibili¬ 
ties. Victims of discrimination would 
be able to institute proceedings in 
courts of law to obtain redress without 
being required, as at present, to put 
their case to a statutory agency. 

(b) and (c). Certain sections of the 
British Press have indulged in irrespon¬ 
sible reporting. The Government of 
India has drawn the attention of the 
British authorities and the Press to 
the grave consequences of irresponsi¬ 
ble comment in the mass media on the 
safety and welfare of the Immigrant 
community and on racial harmony in 
Britain.

While 90 reconune'nda- 
tions have been accepted and 
are being implemented, in the case of 
another 106, the recommendations have 
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been accepted in principle and are be¬ 
ing acted upon within the available 
resources. It has not been possible for 
the Ministries/Departments to accept 
l6 recommendations. 

The remaining 9 recommendations 
are being vigorously followed up with 
the concerned Ministries/Departments. 


Economic and Cultural Co-oPeration 
with Southeast Aslan countries

19th July, 1976 in New Delhi relating 
to Merchant shipping between India 
and USSR. 

(b) This new Agreement on Mer¬ 
chant Shipping will, when it comes 
into effect, replace the existing Agree¬ 
ment concluded in 1958. It will cater 
to the transport of trade on the basis 
of equality in cargo liftings and 
freight charges from all the ports in 
the Soviet Union to the Indian ports 
excepting those ports in the two coun¬ 
tries not open to foreign vessels and 
also of dry bulk and liquid cargoes 
besides general cargo. The Agree¬ 
ment also contains a provision for set¬ 
ting up of an Inter-Governmental 
machinery for overseeing its working 
besides the usual Articles dealing with 
the extension of the most-favoured¬ 
nation treatment to the vessels of one 
country at the ports of the other, faci¬ 
lities to seamen etc. 

Malanjkhand Copper Mines

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER 
OF URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Reported closure of jute mills and 

FALL IN PRICE OF HAW JUTE 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta- 
North-East): I call the attention of 
the Minister of Commerce to the 
following matter of urgent public im¬ 
portance and request that he may 
make a statement thereon; 

“Serious situation in jute indu.i- 
try on account of reported closures 
and fall in price of raw jute affecting 
affecting production, export and 
employment problem of jute wor¬ 
kers.” 

THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE 
(PROF, D P. CHATTOPADHYAYA) ; 
Mr. Speaker Sir, I had an occasion 
to make a statement on the 18th May. 
1976, in this House in which I ex¬ 
plained the situation about the .into 
industry in brief. 

The jute industry occupies a very 
important position in the industrial 
profile and export spectrum of the 
country. It is perhaps the only most 
important industry wliich foi- its 
health depends on its export market 
and other external factors. For the 
last two years or so our foreign jute 
market has shrunk to a di'turbinp 
extent duo to world-wide recession. 
Besides recession, avoidable and un¬ 
fortunate competition from another 
jute exporting country has also added 
to the difficulty of the industry. The 
lack of investment for modernisation, 
research and development, and out¬ 
dated family-based management sys¬ 
tem are some of the well-known 
causes of the present situation of the 
industry. While in the larger in¬ 
terests of the grower, the worker, in¬ 
dustry fend foreign trade the Gov¬ 
ernment are engaged in rectifying 
the situation the best of their abi¬ 
lity, the 1 Industry cannot disown its 
responsibility and. has to review its 
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whole policy structure in order to 
make itself more efficient and its pro¬ 
ducts more competitive. 

That the Government have been 
alive to the seriousness of the situa¬ 
tion would be evident .from the series 
of steps taken by them in the last 
two years or so. Several measures 
have been taken to stimulate export 
demand for jute goods. Export duty 
on all items of jute manufactures has 
been abolished. A cess for research 
and development has been introduced. 
A Development Council has been set 
up. The Government have also 
directly financed certain research and 
development projects primarily for 
reduction of the cost of production 
and development of rie\’. products and 
uses. The Government have been 
conlinuin.g the sy.stem of interest 
.subsidy on loans granted by the In¬ 
dustrial Finanace Corporation for 
xnodernisation of the jute mills. Cer¬ 
tain other measures have also been 
taken by the Government to make 
our export production of jute goods 
more remunerative -and more lompe- 
litivc. 

In this connection, I would refer to 
the regulation in the production of 
hf’ssian r<n<j (arpcl iiacking. which 
wa.s introduced by the Jutg Commis¬ 
sioner for the months of June and 
July, 1976. A serious shortage in she 
.supply of raw jute, especially that in 
grades, was apprehended 
as we were approaching the end of 
the .jute season. Under .such a situa¬ 
tion, the Jute Commi.ssioner introduc*- 
ed production regulation in respc;ct of 
carpet backing and hessian to the 
extent of 25 per cent for two months, 
namely June and July. It was fur¬ 
ther stipulated that sacking would be 
produced only on sacking looms. The 
alternative to this production regula¬ 
tion was to allow the miUs to close 
down in a haphazard manner which 
would have inflicted more loss of em- 
plosrment to all categories of workers 
in the affected mills. The timing of 
the production regulation was, how¬ 
ever, chosen in such a manner as to 
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ensure minimum hardship to the 
labour force. According to the Gov¬ 
ernment estimate, absenteeism in the 
jute industry in the period from May 
to August was as high as 35 per cent 
to 40 per cent. It was estimated that 
the regulation in production enforced 
by the Jute Commissioner would 
amount to a 22 per cent regulation 
for the industry as a whole and that, 
thereftore, in the context of .3.5 per 
cent to 40 per cent absenteeism, it 
would not affect the permanent and 
the semi-permanent workers of the 
industry. It was also estimated that 
since jute was no longer with the 
faimer? at this time of the year, the 
interests of the growers would not be 
adversely affected as a result of such 
production regulation. However, with 
the introduction of the Energy Con¬ 
trol Ordei by the Government of West 
Bengal with effect from 14th July, 
1976, ihe production regulation order 
contemplating regulation for carpet 
backing and hessian was withdrawn 
by the Jrite Commissioner with effect 
from the same date.

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: I fear I 
cannot congratulate the Minister for 
having dealt with this diverse and 
complex problem in the manner in 
which he has done it during the last 
two years about which he has given 
us a summary of his activities. I say 
so because I find in this an example 
of a peculiar contradiction between 
Government’s brave declarations 
about controlling big money and at 
the same time truckling down to big 
money interests in this most import¬ 
ant foreign exchange earning indus¬ 
try along with a failure to look after 
the interests both of the jute grow¬ 
ers in the countryside and of the 
workers in the jute mills. 

Sir, I have to point out how, for 
some considerable time now, a crisis 
cleverly engineered by the notorious 
jute barons to feather their own nests 
has been embarrassing the Minister. 
Somewhat comparably wltt the Indian 
Cotton Milte Fdderation in Bombay to 
whom Government have trucUed 


down in the matter of controlled cloth 
in a most egregious fashion; some¬ 
what comparable to that, the I.J.M.A. 
in West Bengal gets away with their 
loot while Government flounders and 
the steps whdch the Minister tells us 
he is trying to take make it worse. 

Sir, some nine monopoly houses: 
control this industry and by crowing, 
over the socalled crisis of their own 
creation, they have got out of Govern¬ 
ment a gift of Rs. 30 crores or more 
by way of concessions in this period 
to which my hon. friend, the Minister 
has made a reference—more conces¬ 
sions in the last two years actually 
than in the last seventyfive years of 
the history of the jute industry in this, 
country. 

Now, the mRlowners have defaulted 
in depositing the workers’ dues in re¬ 
gard to the provident fund to the ex¬ 
tent of Rs. 3—crores. They hava 
defaulted in r^ard to payment of 
dues to the Jute Corporation of Xndla^ 
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a government institution, to the ex¬ 
tent, according to reports, of Ra. 21 
crores, and tens of thousands of wor¬ 
kers are hurt in the bargain while the 
jute growers In the countryside who 
have produced a very wonderful bar- 
west are in a quandary because they 
do not know which way to turn since 
the prices are unremunerative on ac¬ 
count of the conspiracy conducted by 
the big money interests in the jute 
industry. 


There seems to be one silver lining 
•and that is the takeover of the Goen- 
ka’s own National Jute Mills suppos¬ 
ed to be the biggest in Asia. But, I 
would like to ask in regard to the 
takeover why it is that, according to 
the report, there is now a twelve- 
Member Management Board which 
includes the former culprits in the 
Goenka set-up who are now going to 
look after this business. These three 
or four—ray friends know more about 
this business because they deal with 
this subject would supplement it—out 
of 12 are the people who belonged to 
the Goenka set-up, the culprits, who 
•should have been shoo’d oil altoge¬ 
ther, I would like the Minister to ex¬ 
plain this business. The former Ge¬ 
neral Manager and the Cost Account¬ 
ant appear to be still there though 
they were the top Goenka’s functio¬ 
naries. I would also like to ask the 
Minister to explain another matter. 
When we are in an emergency and 
Parliament is functioning in a certain 
manner, surely, it does not mean that 
accountability of Government to Par-, 
liament has ceased to exist. But, I 
find, for example, allegations in the 
Press that, may be, some of the top 
olEficials of the Jute Corporation of 
India are in collution with the jute 
barons. But, that apart, I would like 
to know, for instance, how is it that 
a recent appointment has been made 
to the Jute Corporation of India and 
a certain gentleman, whom I shall 
not namev is now the Chairman who 
was a Minister of State In the West 
Bengal Government against whom al- 
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legations of corruption were brought 
were looked into by the Wanchoo 
Commission? As a result of that, he 
lost his job—^not more than a year 
ago—^but now he is back in glory as 
the Chairman of the Jute Corporation. 
He may be an esteemable customer— 
I do not know that—and, after all, 
Government owes some explanation. I 
find also in to-day's paper that in West 
Bengal, the Minister of Labour gave 
an assurance that in regard to these 
13 jute mills, which the Minister has 
catalogued here as having been clos¬ 
ed and about them the State Govern¬ 
ment has given an' assurance that 
there would be a decision about their 
reopening in two weeks’ time. 46,000 
people are out of employment in these 
13 jute mills or. perhaps, even more. 
But, the Minister has given an assur¬ 
ance in West Bengal that in two 
weeks’ time, a decision about the re¬ 
opening would be made. I would like 
my friend the Minister, to give some 
satisfaction about it. I would also 
like him to tell us how it is that he is 
going to confront the challenge of the 
jute barons in the manner of the coal¬ 
mine owners on the eve of national¬ 
isation who did certain things which 
amounted to blackmailing the Govern¬ 
ment and, in that context, does Gov¬ 
ernment contemplate nationalisation 
on a scale which would be practicable 
as well as principled? At the same 
time, why should not Government go 
ahead now with it? At least Govern¬ 
ment is thinking of taking over or it 
has already taken over the Goenka 
owned Mills. Why should they not 
do that? The last question that I 
would like to ask him is this. The 
Minister been a peripatetic philoso¬ 
pher travelling all over the world and 
I would like to know if, in his conver¬ 
sations with the KE.C. he has found 
anything in the nature of a most fav¬ 
oured nation clause which we do not 
hope to get from that .quarter—^y- 
thing In the nature of an assurance 
that the market in that part of the 
world would be, to some extent, se¬ 
cured? I would also like him to tell 
us as to whether, during his visit to 
the developing countries and etter 
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the confabulations with the developing 
countries, he has found some indication 
of a demand for our kind of jute 
products to be supplied Irom this 
country to those developing countries. 
These are my specific questions. 

AN HON. MEMBER: I think he has 
left nothing for othei^s. 

MR. SPEAKER: I hope he will 
reply them. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Sir. about jute industry, you must 
have kindly noted that there are two 
bixiad—almost oontradictiory—v)ie\vs - 
one is that Government has been 
doing nothing and allowing the jute 
industry to drift and go down the 
drain and now, in an almost near 
bankrupt situation resulting in the re¬ 
duction of production to the extent of 
nearly 25 per cent, if not, 30 per cent 
and the Government is a mute spec¬ 
tator to the decaying and declining 
of this industry. 

The other view that you have just 
nov/ heard is that enough has been 
given—a lot of concessions have been 
granted to the industry and the indus¬ 
try has almost pampered to be ineffi¬ 
cient. Sir, We have neither any bias 
against this industry nor bias towards 
or prejudice against it. But, there are 
certain hard facts which cannot be 
gloated over by any amount of emo¬ 
tive phrases. One point is that if you 
look at the profit of this industry from 
1971-72, 1972-73 and down to 1973-74, 
you will find that the retained profit 
in terms of lacs in 1970-71 was Rs. 94; 
it went up and the industry was in 
good shape. In the wake of Bangla¬ 
desh crisis from Rs. 5.56 crores, St 
came down in 1972-73 to minus Rs. 17 
lacs; thereafter, in’ 1973-74, it is minus 
Rs. 6.41 crores. The profit has been 
steadily going down. Dividend also 
has been steadily going down; the 
dividend which was Rs. 1.^ crores in 
1970-71, is now only Rs. 63 lakhs in 
the year 1973-74. Later on, it has 
gone down further. 
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Sir, I mention these facts not to hide 
or suppress the facts from this august 
House which I have myself mention¬ 
ed in the second paragraph of my 
stalemenl, namely, the out-dated 
family based management, the total 
reluctance to invest for modernisation 
and diversification, etc. But at the- 
same time an industry which depends 
to the extent of 55 per cent on the 
forf.'ign market—if those markets lose 
and have lost very heavily during the 
last two-three years—what can the 
Government or the industry could dO' 
even if it has been efficient. 

As regards hessian in June 1975 
the sales contract was for 28,648 ton¬ 
nes whereas in June 1976 it has come 
down to 16,172 tomes. As far as 
sacking ig concerned in May 1974 the 
sales contract was for 15,035 tonnes 
whereas in May 1976 it has come 
down to 3,754 tonnes. In regard to 
carpet-backing in April 1974 the .sales 
contract was for 26,000 tonnes where¬ 
as in April 1975 it came down to 
17,000 tonnes. In April 1976 it has 
come down to 9,000 tonnes. The total 
sales contract in April 1974 was 
for 59,000 tonnes; in June 1975 it came 
down to 45,000 tonnes whereas in 
June 1976 it is only for 27,000 tonnes. 


Further, Sir, there is a serious com¬ 
petition—rather unfortunate avoid¬ 
able competition—from our neigh¬ 
bouring eovuilry. Because of devalua¬ 
tion and heavy under-cutting they 
are at an advantage. Therefore, the 
only mainstay of this industry has 
been the production of sacking for the 
domestic market. Fortunately, there' 
was a big bumper crop. Therefore, 
the off-take of sacking hag gone up 
but even that demand is not very 
much more than 40.000 tonnes per 
month whereas the production has 
gone up to 60,000 tonnes per month. 
As such, the prices have crashed 
below the cMt price as calculated by 
the Tariff Conunfissionf. These are 
some serious facts: While we are cri¬ 
tical of the industry the gemdne diffi¬ 
culties have to he appreciated and 
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cannot be forgotten over in a super¬ 
ficial manner. 

The bon- Member has raised some 
specific questions about the manage¬ 
ment of the nationalised company 
taken over by the Govenunent. 1 
have seen a report in one newspaper 
today morning that one man—do 
not know whether three or four men 
have been taken—^has been taken in 
the new management from the old 
management. I will get it checked 
up. But simply because somebody 
was in the old management does not 
disqualify him to be on the new man¬ 
agement. It is on merit that we ap¬ 
point but if on scrutiny it is found 
that he is unworthy or his records are 
bad then certainly we will have a se¬ 
cond look. The hon. Member also 
mentioned about the admission of new 
Chali'man w'ho resigned from the 
West Bengal Assembly last year. Sir, 
this gentleman did not resign on any 
corruption charge but some doubt was 
expressed. In political life it happens 
to many people. Doubt does not 
mean condemnation. One has to take 
the trouble of looking into the record. 

A person should not be maligned 
simply because at some time he re¬ 
signed without any technical fault. 
Government has looked into the mat¬ 
ter very carefully and Government is 
convinced of the fact that there is 
nothing on record to show that this 
gentleman is unqualified or unworthy 
of this position'. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Then why did 
he resign? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
That 1 said. Because the Commission 
said that one should be *beyond doubt’. 

He not only resigned from the Min¬ 
istership but also from MLA-ship. 

That shows that he has moral courage 
and has maintained high political 
norms of public life. There is nothing 
on record to aSiow that simply because 
of this, he should not be taken. I do 
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not subscribe to that view. He has to 
his record very good service to the co¬ 
operative movement and in this area 
of work. 

As regards reopening of mills, the 
other point to which he referred, I per¬ 
sonally took Interest. I took some- 
meetings of the jute industry and trade 
union leaders, and as a result in the 
month of May, four mills reopened. As 
I said, there are some immediate press¬ 
ing causes Uke industrial disputes etc. 
There are some nf t so immediate, bat 
more compelling remote causes. As 1 
have mentioned, these industrial cUs- 
pute.s are there. I have requested my 
friend, Dr. Gopaldas Nag of the West 
Bengal Government and also Shri 
Raghunatha Reddy to look into the 
matter. I am In touch with them. We 
have succeeded in reopening certain 
other units but because of the sluggish 
demand, I do not know whether it will 
be immediately possible to reopen all 
others. But it will take time. We are 
at the job. We share the anxiety of 
the hon. member, and everj'thing pos¬ 
sible for us we will be doing. 

The question of nationalisation of 
jute mills is not what we are thinking 
of, because it is a very big idea. Let 
Us see what we can do about the man¬ 
agement of the largest .jute mill, which 
is the size of 4 or 5 ordinary jute mills. 
So we do not have expertise, neither 
have we the desire now to nationalise 
jute mills. 

So far as my discussions with EEC, 
Australia and other countries are con¬ 
cerned, I can say they have the same 
problem because they want to protect 
their synthetic fibre industry, the al¬ 
ternative packaging material they have 
in their country, Even then, so far as • 
EEC are concerned, they are lowering 
their tariff and in two more year’s 
time, they will bring down the tariff 
On jute to the zero level. That way 
EEC’s response was favourable. 

I raised this question with Australia, 
because they also reduced their offtake 
from Bangladesh; theur response was 
favourable, but their private tradt^- 
and industrialists find synthetic packa^ 
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ging material more cheap and attrac¬ 
tive. Even then, they are having a 
second look at the matter. 

MR. SPEAKER: Dr. Ranen Sen. If 
you kindly co-operate by taking a 
couple of minutes each, we can con¬ 
clude this without taking much time. 

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat): I do 
not think it can be finished within a 
■couple of minutes. There are other 
names also. 

MR. SPEAKER: That is why I have 
made this suggestion. 

DR. RANi^ SEN: Do not forget that 
this involves a number of people, more 
than 4 crores of people living in the 
eastern part of India. 

MR. SPEAKER: Condense your re¬ 
marks. The time element is there, 

DR. RANEN SEN: I will try to l e 
brief. On one very important point, 

I want some clarification. This is the 
point which has not been touched upon 
by Shri H. N. Mukherjee. This is in 
regard to the jute growers, whose total 
number would be nearly 4 crores liv¬ 
ing, as I said, in the eastern part of 
India. This year’s production estimate 
is between 75 and <80 lakh bales. Over 
and above that, we generally import 
2-3 lakh bales good quality for grading 
and other things. We also export some 
and use some for making ropes. 

With the cut in production of juie 
by the industry, the whole thing will 
be reduced to a demand of 55 lakh 
bales only. We will be producing 75— 
80 lakh bales. There wiU be a surplus 
of nearly 20—25 lakh bales. On top of, 
there is last year’s stock of nearly 8 
lakh bales. Therefore, there will be 
a surplus of 24 plus 8 , equal to, accord, 
ing to a rough calculation, 32 lakh 
bales. 

What would be the result on the jute 
grower ? It is known to everybody 


how the jute growers have for genera¬ 
tions been cheated by the traders, 
middlemen and jute miUowners, 35 
or 40 years back, the ratio between 
rice and jute was three maunds of rice 
to one maund of raw jute. Now it i*’ 
the reverse almost. Therefore, the jutr 
growers are suffering due to the mani 
pulations and machinations of the jutf 
miUowners and middlemen. The Com. 
merce Ministry of the government have 
fixed the price at Rs. 135 a quintal; let 
the grower get at least that much. 
Within one month the prices will fall 
down; that is why the jute miUowners 
ate not prepared to purchase jute jnd 
the Jute Corporation of India are pur¬ 
chasing jute to the tune of eight lakh 
of bales of raw jute. That was a 
statement made in the open meeting. 
The purchase of only eight lakh bales 
of jute would never help to stabilise 
jute prices; the jute price will gradu¬ 
ally fall. So this year the jute grow¬ 
ers are going to suffer and by next 
year they will be completely ruined 
and they may not grow jute. 'That ’s 
a different thing. As I said this will 
affect more than five crores of people. 
Therefore, the .TCI should have gone 
into the market and set up organisa¬ 
tions .so that the price can he stab’lished 
at least at the rate of Rs. 135. 


MR. SPEAKER: You have made this 
point even early. 


DR. RANEN SEN: The West Bengal 
government had unanimously decided 
that jute prices should not be less than 
Rs. I 80 per quintal: in an earlier dis¬ 
cussion in this House Members who 
participated from the eastern region 
including Shri Bibhuti Mishra demand¬ 
ed Rs. 200 per quintal and that is reaUy 
an economic price for the jute grower. 
In the calculations that are made, the 
work or contribution of labour cost 
made by the family members Is never 
included by the Government of India 
or the Agricultural Pri(» Commission. 
I know the hon. Minister will say that 
this is the price decided upon by the 
Agricultural Price Commission. 
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MR. SPEAKER; Please conclude 
now; you have already taken seven 
minutes and at this rate we wiU 
never end. 

DR. RANEN SEN: I now come to 
the question of modernisation. With¬ 
in twentyfive years^ five years had 
been a boom to the jute mill-owners 
but they have not ploughed back, 
that money into the industry and the 
government was silent on this. Now 
it is coming forward with all kinds 
of concessions to jute niill owners: 
export duty has completely gone and 
subsidy is being given. They never 
considered the cause of jute grower 
or worker or the common people who 
are dependent upon jute trade or 
industry. In view of this the JCI 
should purchase much more to stabi¬ 
lise the price at a level which the 
government had decided. Secondly, 
the government should compel all 
mills to start purchasing jute from 
now on. I also want to know whether 
the mills that have been closed will 
be reopened by the employers very 
quickly or the government will take 
over eleven or 12 mills so that the 
thousands of workers who are now 
unemployed could get their jobs back. 
These are the three questions which 
1 want to ask him. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Sir, I have already tried to respond 
to the question regarding the prob¬ 
lem of jute growers. If there is re¬ 
duced off-take by the jute manufac- 
turers^ naturally the demand for raw 
jute goes down. This is a simple 
thing. I am not at all happy about 
it, 1 am distressed about it, but this 
state of affairs has to be taken note 
of. 

I know some persons, parties and 
also State Governments have asked 
for a higher procurement price for 
jute. Government have looked into 
the problem. As the hon. Member 
himself knows, because he is very 
well-informed in this matter on

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account of his trade union back¬ 
ground, at the price of Rs. 135 the 
oif-take is not sufficient. Even if it 
is fixed iiotionally, for the sake of 
record, ai a very high level of Rs. 180, 
the market will not bear it and tb® 
benefit will not accrue to the grower. 
So. let us be realistic. While we want 
to solve the problem, let us consider 
what are the possible and realistic 
solutions. An ideal solution we can 
think of, but it would not be practi¬ 
cable or acceptable. 

I have seen the JCI report that they 
will purchase only 8 lakh bales. But 
I do not share this view of the JCI. I 
have instructed the JCI that this 
should not be the policy of the JCI, 
because this time, not so much 
because of carry-over stock, which I 
will not say is big—rather, it is less 
than the normal carry-over stock 
of the previous years—^but because 
of the fact which I think the hon. 
Member omitted or forgotten to men¬ 
tion, namely, last year the jute grow¬ 
ers got a good price, at least better 
than what they had been getting for 
many years, therefore, this year they 
have gone in a big way for jute pro¬ 
duction. Now it is our responsibility 
to see that the Government off-take 
or purchase policy is formulated in a 
manner resulting in higher and 
larger purchase by the JCI and the 
cooperatives. Therefore, I am glad 
to say that this year Government 
have allocated a higher sum of 
money—speaking subject to correc¬ 
tion, I may say that it is nearly Rs. 41 
crores—^for jute purchases. What is 
more important, Government have 
made it absolutely clear that money 
will be no constraint for carrying 
over procurement at the support price 
of Rs. 13S. It is not so much the 
higher price but the actual price 
made available to the primary grower 
that is important. That is why* the 
number of co-operatives and th^ 
number of departmental purchasing 
centres have been activised. Mills 
have also been asked to purchase* 
The Indian Jute Mills Association 
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have also agreed provisionally, sub¬ 
ject to availability of credit etc. that 
they will also supplement the Gov¬ 
ernment’s purchases. 

Another point which was made by 
either Shi'i Mukerjee or Dr. Sen was 
that some of the mills do not give 
their money for the jute they purchase 
from the JCI. Because of this unfor¬ 
tunate development, this year ins¬ 
tructions have been issued to the 
JCI not to sell jute to those mills 
whidi have defaulted in payment. 

As has been very rightly pointed 
out by Dr. Sen, the main answer is 
buffer stocks of raw jute and, if 
possible, buffer stock of some jute 
manufactures like sacking. 

Government are at it and if funds are 
available, as I am assured by the 
Finance Ministry, we will try to do 
the needful to the best possible ex¬ 
tent and to the extent the infrastruc¬ 
ture permits us. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
On 21st May, addressing the Annual 
General Meeting of the Indian Jute 
Mills Association in Calcutta, the 
hon. Minister said: 

“There had numerous ins¬ 
tances when the jute industry did 
not hesitate to reap temporary 
gains Irv taking advantage of a 
bumper crop, and it was this failure 
to pay remunerative prices to the 
jute growers that started the switch 
of land from jute to other compet¬ 
ing crops. Today, the industry is 
suffering to a great extent for its 
past mistakes. It has to be appreci¬ 
ated that unless the growers are 
rewarded adequately for their jute 
production, it is the industry which 
is going to suffer in the long run.” 

Very good sentiments he expressed. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA; 
They are reiterated today in the 
statement also. 
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SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Very 
good, and also that we have to be 
realistic and all that. 

May I know whether it is a fact or 
not that the Agricultural Prices 
Commission recommended o minimum 
support price of Rs. 140, that the West 
Bengal Government recommended a 
minimum support price of Rs, 180 in 
terms of the cost of production' now 
and that ultimately the price has 
been fixed by Government at 
Rs. 135? By implication he means 
that the Agricultural Prices Commis¬ 
sion and the West Bengal Govern¬ 
ment are unrealistic people, that they 
do not know what they are talking 
about. Anyway, at that price of 
Rs. 135 we are told that the Jute Cor¬ 
poration of India will be supplied 
with adequate funds to buy the 
maximum amount of raw jute that 
it possibly can. So long as the pur¬ 
chasing capacity of the Jute Corpora¬ 
tion of India is limited whether by 
restraint of funds or storage space or 
inadequate number of purchasing 
centres in the primary markets, 
whatever be the reason, and they can 
buy only 8 or 10 lakh bales out of 75 
lakh bales, what is the market 
strategy of the Jute Corporation? Is 
it simply to buy this limited quantity 
of jute and haiid it over to the jute 
mills? Is that the only job of the 
Jute Corporation? Then, what im¬ 
pact is it going to have on the market 
operations as far as the minimum 
support price is concerned? Why not 
allow this .Jute Corporation to build 
a buffer stock, compelling the mills 
to go and buy so that a sort of artifi¬ 
cial shortage is created and prices do 
not crash? WTiat is the strategy, I 
want to know. ’ 

Secondly, I want to know whether 
■this National Jute Mill, whose man¬ 
agement has been taken over, is pro¬ 
posed to be nationalised or not In the 
future, or whether, after it has been 
nursed back to health by the injec¬ 
tion of public funds, there is any idea 
«f handing it baek to the Goenkas. jt 
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«m very glad that this management 
has been taken over for the first time 
in the history of this industry, and it 
>is the lai-gest mill in this country, or 
in Asia for that matter, employing 
15,000 workers, with a modernised 
mill. All the trade unions in the jute 
industry had always been telling 
the Government to take over at least 
two or three imits and run them with 
the co-operation of the workers and 
see really whelher what the mill- 
owners say is true or not, namely that 
the industry cannot be run except at 
a loss. They said they would prove 
that it was not so. 

Thirdly, may I know whether it is 
a fact or not that the Labour Minister 
of West Bengal, Mr. Gopal Das Nag, 
had recommended the idea of setting 
up a National Jute Corporation on the 
lines of the National Textile Corpora¬ 
tion, to take over and run some 13 or 
15 mills which are obviously totally 
mismanaged, and which are going to 
I close down in future if left in the 
hands of the Bajorias, Kanorias and 
Jalans, and whether this recommen¬ 
dation has been given due consider¬ 
ation by the Centre? He has suggest¬ 
ed that if 51 per cent of the equity in 
the proposed corporation is subscribed 
by the Centre, the State Government 
would be willing to take up 49 per 
^ cent, and they could run this Corpora¬ 
tion. I want to know whether there 
is any thinking on those lines at all. 

One more point, which is very im¬ 
portant. Since he keeps on telling us 
that the jute industry is so much 
dependent on export market—which 
is a fact, I agree—and the demand 
has gone down very heavily and the 
future pirospects are bleak, may I 
know why there is & Central Govern¬ 
ment proposal to expand the capacity 
of this industry? For what reasons 
he cortSplts a publication called 
'^ui^lihes for industries for 1976-77' 
Ptihlished by the Union Ministry 
Indus^ and Civil' Supplies, he ‘ will 
find, tlihrein that it is plcmned to in- 
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crease the capacity of the jute industry 
from the present level of 1.3 million 
tonnes to 1.7 million tonnes by the 
end of the Fifth Flan, and it ?ays: 

‘The total of both domestic and 
export demand is estimated to go 
up to 397,000 tonnes of hassian, 
814,000 tonnes of sacking, 223,000 
tonnes of carpet backing and 
180,000 tonnes of miscellaneous 
jute products.” 

How are these projections made by a 
responsible Ministry of Government? 
There must be seme basis. Therefore, 

I say that this story about export 
markets having completely gone into 
a state of recession or something and 
our future prospects being bleak 
should be taken with a pinch of salt— 
or, in fact, with a substantial quantity 
of salt.. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 

I have never said that. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: You 
have never said that the prospects 
are good also. You have only said 
this to the extent the millowners are 
shouting about bleak prospects, you 
are prepared to go on making any 
number of concessions to them by way 
of export duties being abolished, ex¬ 
cise duties and other taxes being 
abolished, subsidies being given and 
loans being given. They want every¬ 
thing, but the prices of manufactured 
jute goods do not go down. If you 
give me time, I could quote the quot¬ 
ed prices of 40x10 inch hessian and 
B-Twills sacking and so on, and you 
would find that the prices do not go 
down at all.... 

PROF. D. P, CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
They have gone down. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; They 
have not gone down. 

My question was this. Will he ex¬ 
plain how On the one hand they are 
talking of steep fall in exports and 
foreign demand and on Uie other hatid 
they are planning to substantially in- 
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crease the capacity of this industry 
during the Fifth Flan period? Is he 
aware of the report of UNCTAD which 
has said that the real reason for subs¬ 
tituting jute by synthetics is not 
high prices but the uncertainty of 
supply and wild rice fluctuations. 
This is something we have been say¬ 
ing for twenty years that it is fluc¬ 
tuations in supply and prices which 
scare away the foreign consumers, 
and this is due to the high speculative 
activity in this industry. What are 
they are doing to control that? Noth¬ 
ing, 

Finally, I will say a word about 
these cases of mill-closures which he 
has mainly ascribed to industrial dis¬ 
putes. I would remind him that, on 
the 22nd of last month—he was not 
present, unfortunately, but his 
junior colleague was present—, in a 
meeting of the Apex Committee for 
the jute industry^ over which I pre¬ 
sided on that day, the Chairman of 
IJMAj Shri Gauri Lai Mehta, as¬ 
sured the meeting that the jute mill- 
owners would not resort to any uni¬ 
lateral action of any kind without 
consulting the unions and the Gov¬ 
ernment. The meeting was on 22nd 
July, They went back from here, and 
you will find from the statement that 
immediately after going back, on the 
26th July, on the 31st July again and 
on the 2nd August, they closed down 
three more mills, Waverly, Shri 
Gourishankar and Alexandra. This 
was done absolutely unilaterally, in 
gross violation of the assurance given 
here, and he just writes here that 
these were due to industrial disputes. 
They unilaterially try to increase the 
workload in the mills and when 
workeSfs protest, the mills are closed 
down! This is a crisis which is being 
created. Therefore, I would like to 
know from him whether they have 
got any long-term plan or just from 
hand to mouth, every day, they are 
going to make concessions to the mill- 
owners in, the hope that they will do 
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something wonderful? Have you 
any long term plan for saving this 
industry? 

MR. SPEAKER; In order thnt we 
may finish this item before lunch, 
may I suggest that the other two 
Members also ask their auestions so 
that the Minister can; reply to them 
together? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur;: 
No, Sir. He will forget the questions. 

MiR.. SPEAKER: He will deal with it. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: We wiU 
not take more than two minutes, Sir. , 
Let him reply lest he should forget * 
our questions. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
To take the last point made by the 
hon. Member first, I think the indus¬ 
try has not behaved in a responsible 
manner in closing some of the last 
few units just referred to by Shri 
Gupta and I have drawn the attention 
of the Labour Minister, the junior 
one who was in Calcutta at that' 
moment, Shri Bhattacharyya, that I 
was not happy about it and 1 have 
also told him. But the point is that 
the industrial disputes, work stop¬ 
page or by whatever name you may 
call it, the closure of the mill and tb* 
resulting unemployment of the workers 
has to be looked into by the State 
Governments. We are very much- 
worried about it. 1 personally went 
there. I met the Trade Union leaders 
more than once in this matter and 1 
have said it before and I am saying 
it again, that the industry has not 
behaved in the matter of labour rela¬ 
tions in a very responsible manner. 

Shri Indirajit Gupta also —1 am 
moving in the reverse order—^rightly 
pointed out how we can reconcile the 
tvx> positions, namely, the proposed 
expansion of the capacity of the indus¬ 
try and the shrinking demand abroad. 
These are really complex things, but 4- 
would say that because of the heavy 
concentration of hidustry In and 
around Calcutta, the jute-groweirs ot 
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distant States like Assam, Tripura. 
Bihar and Orissa have not been getting 
a fair price for a long time. Even 
,the West Bengal jute-growers are not 
'getting good prices. Still worse is 
the condition of the jute-growers of 
those States and those State Govern¬ 
ments have been pressing for a pretty 
long time for certain units to be 
located in those Slates. At that time 
We agreed to give one or two units 
and I remember—Meghalaya—1, 2 

to Assam and Bihar and 1 to Orissa. 
Even those notionally-agreed to units 
to be opened there have not been 
actually allowed to be opened because 
of the recessionary trends. 

This brings to me to the point—-I 
was just perhaps going to interrupt 
him—^namely whether the future of 
our jute is very bleak. I do not share 
this pessimism because things have 
started improving, I say very cautious¬ 
ly, have started improving—but the 
improvement is not marked—because 
even in terms of prices some of the 
^julc manufaci urers, I take it. are 
becoining almost comj:)etilive vis-a-vi^ 
synthetic substitutes and once the 
construction industry picks up in USA 
and EEC countries, things will im¬ 
prove. Therefore, the phenomenon, I 
would not say, is bleak but is more or 
less temporary that we have witness¬ 
ed in the last two years and the hump, 

1 think, c(;>uld be crossed in one or 
''two yeafs’ time and perhaps the pro¬ 
jected expansion agreed io naay 
given eflEect to at that time but we 
have to be a little cautious. 

Now, coming to the formation of 
national Jute Corporation, I ihink I 
have read it in the newspaper. I have 
VTilten to the Government of West 
Beng^ asking them for the project 
itsdf. So, when this project in writ¬ 
ing is made available, certainly i will 
look into it, and with sympathy I 
will look into it. It has not formally 
been formulated, and forwarded to us 
^ut, if and when it is, I shall be very 
g land to look into it because I think 
it ,1s a ijositlve suggestion. 
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The second ^point is—perhaps it is 
the third point. Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
you are very vigilant. 

MR. SPEAKER; i also get some¬ 
times confused. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
The hon. Member asked whether the 
National Company should be given 
back to the Goenkas. My answer is: 
No. ... 

SHRi s. M. BANERJEE: Good. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA; 
The first question, but the last in the 
order of my answering the questions, 
is about the market strategy. I think 
the market strategy he indicated 
very briefly—perhaps I could follow 
it—is a very sound one. The approach 
we are following is somewhat like 
this, namely the defaulting mills 
wilf not get jute from the Jute Cor¬ 
poration of India. The quantity 
purchased will be held by the jute 
Corporation. I have already said this 
in answer to a previous question lha< 
we are for building up a buffer not 
only of raw jute but some of the jute 
manufactured items as w'ell. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: In Obe¬ 
dience to your direction I will be 
brief. I will not take more than 3 
minutes. 

May I invite the attention of the 
hon. Minister to the closure of one 
jute mill, called, Kanpur Jute Udyog? 
It was closed on 5th October, 1975 and 
the reason for the closure is financial 
crisis. According to the Commerce 
Minister and the Industry Minister 
this is a captive unit of Sawai Madho- 
pur cement factory owned by Alok 
Ud,vog. We were told by the national 
apex body that a compect committee 
would go into this matter and the 
compact committee has recom¬ 
mended that if the present employer 
is unable to run this mill this should 
be taken over by the cement eorpora- 
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tion of India. We have been told that 
they will get financial assistance from 
the various financial institutions. 
State Bank of India and other insti¬ 
tutions. If this is a captive unit of 
Sawai Madhopur cement factory why 
should it not start functioning when 
Sawai Madhopur unit has already 
started? I can assure you that this 
Mill cannot be export oriented. They 
are producing mainly gunny bags which 
are meant for cement factories. This 
particular mill was ruined first by 
Baglas and this is now being ruined 
by Jains. This has become something 
like Somnath Temple for any Mohd. 
Gazni to loot it. I want a clear 
answer from the hon. Minister. He 
had the courage to take over two tex¬ 
tile mills in Kanpur. Let him have 
the same courage to take this over. 
Under Jain’s captivity this captive 
unit will get further ruin. Let it 
become a captive unit of the cement 
corporation of India so that 3.000 
workers will not starve further. 

Sir, several assurances were given 
by Shri Alok Jain that this will start 
functioning but it has not started 
functioning. This gentleman i am 
sure will never start the unit despite 
financial assistance, unless the Minis¬ 
ter takes a firm attitude. Let him 
give an assurance that by 15th of 
August this will be reopened or 
otherwise. Government will take it 
over. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
In fact this gentleman informed us 
that he win see to it that Kanpur 
Jute Udyog is opened by 15th of July. 

I am speaking from memory. That 
date is over and this has not been 
reopened. Now I have got a letter 
from him that this wiU be reopened 
on 1st September. We will look into 
it and we will see other alternative 
ways of reopening if if necessary. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHi KRISHNAN 
(Coimbafore); Mr, Speaker, Sir, I 
Will t>e very brief and will ask only 


one or two questions. Sir, the Minis* 
ter recently made a statement in 
Calcutta saying that Government has 
no intention of nationalising the jute, 
industry. I would like to know why 
Is it that when this industry is in such 
a crisis such a blanket assurance is 
being given and that too without any¬ 
body asking for such an assurance? 
Secondly. I would like to know why, 
is it. when you are giving them so 
many conce.ssions and incentives, that 
they are still closing down due to 
financial crisis? What are you doing 
about seeing to it that these so-called 
financial crises are not there. I know 
these financial crises are mainly due 
to their own inner-management quar¬ 
rels. Tlie hon. Minister has not given 
any indication as to what Government 
is doing to step in before the so-called 
financial crises reach to the point of 
closure of mills and also end up in 
Government money and other credits 
which have been given to them being 
played around with?

D, P. CHATTOPADHYAYA r 
This point regarding giving conces¬ 
sions and subsidies has been repeat¬ 
edly made and I have tried to respond 
to it in the best manner possibly 
The records will show that these con¬ 
cessions are sometimes given and 
sometimes withdrawn depending upon 
the cost data supplied by the industry 
and rigorously checked up by the Cost 
Accountancy Department of the 
Ministry of Finance and also the 
administrative Ministry. When we 
give some concessions to the industry 
it is not for the industrialists. If the 
Industrial units go sick then the 
workers suffer, the growers of the 
raw-material suffer and the foreign 
exchange earnings get affected. We 
have to take a comprehensive view.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We had 
a balance of one hour and ten minutes 
when we started, and out of that, 
Mr. Sharma has taken about 18 
minutes.

TEE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RAMA- 
lAH): I sugge.st that the general 
discussion may close around 3.30; 
the Minister may be called at 3.30 
and a-^’ter that, we take up clause-by- 
clattse consideration. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Mr. 
Jagannath Rao. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
pur): I rise to support the Bill as it 
has emerged from the Joint Com¬ 
mittee, but while doing so, 1 wish to 
make some observations generally 
and also in respect of certain Clauses. 

The objects of the Bill as originally 
introduced have been enumerated as: 

“fi) that a litigant should get a 
fair trial in accordance with the 
accepted principles of natural jus- 
ttce; • ,' VI' 

(ii) that every effort should be 
made to expedite the disposal of 


civil suits and proceedings, so that 
justice may not be delayed; 

(iii) that the procedure should not 
be complicated and should, to the 
utmost extent possible, ensure, fair 
deal to the poorer sections of the 
community who do not have the 
mear.r to engage a pleader to defend 
their cases.” 

I wonder whether any of these three 
objectives will be achieved bj' tbis 
Bill. I.et us not flatter ourselves that 
this amending Bill, as it has emerged 
irom Ihe Joint Committee, will be 
able to achieve any of these objects. 
The Code of Civil Procedure is a 
complicated thing. It was framed in 
l!)08. We have streamlined it here 
and there, we have removed some 
Hardship her^, and there and codified 
some of the legal decisions and we 
have removed certain conflicts in deei- 
.sions. But that does not mean that 
the; lit i gent is able to get speedy Jus¬ 
tice O’.- justice at le.ss expenses. 
Let us bo clear about it. I do not 
blame anybody, but by the civil Pro¬ 
cedure, as it stands, none of these 
objects can be achieved. 


I am glad that some of the provi¬ 
sions which have been introduced are 
leally good. They have removed the 
doubts and conflicts in respect of 
judicial decidons which had prevail¬ 
ed, each High Court giving a different 
decision about a particular matter. 
That has now been set at rest. For 
instance, in section 11, res judicata, 
Ihere was a conflict of judicial deci¬ 
sion. whether the decision of a court 
with limited jurisdiction can operate 
as res judicata in a subsequent pro¬ 
ceeding between thp same parties in 
a higher court. There was a conflict 
of decisions and now it is set at rest 
by .saying that the deebioa of the 
lower court with limited jurisdiction 
will operate as a fes judicata in a 
subsequent suit between the seme 
parties in a court with higher juris¬ 
diction. 
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Secondly, it is also made clear that 
the principle of' res judicate applies 
to execution proceedings. It is a good 
improvement. 

So also Section 60 of the original 
Act has been amended which has 
given greater concessions to the 
judgment-debtor from arrest and also 
from attachment of his salary. That 
will relieve some hardships. 

Then’, I come to Section 80—^notice 
to Government and officers of the 
Government. The Law Commission 
in its two reports have recommended 
the deletion of this Section. The Bill 
as originally introduced also deleted 
that Section but the Committee, in 
its wisdom, found that the notice 
should be there so that cases which 
are genuine might be settled out of 
court by the Government so that un¬ 
necessary expenditure need not be 
incurred by the litigant and also the 
litigant need not undergo unneces¬ 
sary expense and worry. But this 
Section which is being restored should 
not be understood in favour of the 
Government but the Government 
should deem it a duty to see that 
whenever a notice under Section 80 
is leceived, it should examine the 
claim of the aggrieved citizen and see 
that it is settled if it is genuine so 
that litigation could be avoided. 
Othenyise, the Government or the 
Government officers never bothered 
to look I into the Notice. The 
litigant is at a loss and he has to go 
to the court. The purpose was not 
being served. Now, I hope with this 
amendment, the litigant will not be 
driven' to the court to file a suit. In 
cases, course, where the Govern¬ 
ment feel that the claim is genuine, 
it could be settled and avoid the liti¬ 
gant ftom going to the court. 

About Section 100 which si)eaks of 
Second Appeals, they have introduced 
tlie words 'substantial question of 
law’. The wording earlier was *on 


a question of law a second appeal 
shall lie'. That is the wording mider 
the existing Section 100 of CPC. But 
they Lave now put the words ‘on a 
substantial question of law*. A subs¬ 
tantial question of law should be In¬ 
volved for a second appeal. What does 
it me:m? Suppose the decision of a 
suit dcpencLs on a question of limita¬ 
tion where the plaintiff files a suit 
and the defendant contests the suit as 
barred b.v lime, is it a substantial 
question of law or is it only a techni¬ 
cal question of law? If the latter is- 
upheld, the appeal fails. Theref3re, 

I cannot understand why ‘on a subs¬ 
tantial question of law’ have been' 
introduced in Section 100. I think 
really it is taken out of the Constitu¬ 
tion where it is said ‘substantial ques¬ 
tion of law involving the interpreta¬ 
tion of the Constitution’. There is an' 
Article in the Constitution. That has 
been copied here. But I believe the 
Minister will agree with me that any 
question of law which has the effect 
of deciding the result of the case 
should be considered as a substantial 
question of law. 

Then, Section 115 has been amended 
so as to take away the powers of 
revision of the High Courts against 
interlocutory orders. 'This Revision 
was causing a lot of inconvenience to 
the litigants against interlocutory 
orders filed courts which are pend¬ 
ing for years and the suits are being 
stayed This has been taken out. Of 
course, the power of revision of the 
High Courts is there where no appeal 
lies. It is there. I fully endorse this 
amended clause. 

Then, I come to Oder XX. About 
judgments a new clause has been 
introduced. The judgments should 
be delivered within a fortnight of the.- 
closing of the hearing of the caso. If 
that is not possible, with notice to the 
parties, it should be done within 
days. This is very salutary. If the» 
cmirt finds that it is hot possible to- 
deliver the judgment within 30 da^s^ 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
it can postpone the delivery of ther

judgment to a subsequent date giving 
notice to the parties. Therefore, the 
purpose of the amendmmrt would not 
be served ordinarily in cases where 
the Judge has to give notice to parties 
of judgment at a later date and I do 
not think the litigant will be bene¬ 
fited. 

I am glad that another new Order— 
Order XXA has been added which 
gives the party, the litigant the costs 
incurred by him prior to the filing of 
the suit. It is a good thing. Previous¬ 
ly the plaintiff who obtained a decree 
could not get the costs incurred by 
him prior to the filing of the suit. 
Now, this has been included. It is a 
good improvement. 

There is a new Order, Order 
XXXIIA which relates to suits relat¬ 
ing to family matters. Now, under 
this provision, in such family suits 
the courts shall try to settle them 
before the trial begins. It is a good 
thing in family matters like a husband 
filing a suit for judicial separation or 
the wife filing a suit for maintenance. 
There the courts will come to the 
aid of the parties and in camera they 
could ti-y to settle and see that they 
could come together. Family members 
are defined. It is a good provision. 
In most cSses the courts will succeed 
in seeing that parties come to an 
understanding without undergoing 
the trouble of leading evidence on 
either side. Similar provision should 
be made for suits also where the sub¬ 
ject matter of the suit does not exceed 
Rs. 3,000. We have limited the right 
of appeal to suits where the subject 
matter is more than Rs. 3,000. 

So, Sir, similar provision should be 
thought of here also so that the court 
would come to the rescue of the per¬ 
sons and see that the matter is settled. 

We Come to order No. 33 which was 
^lled informa pauperise and now it 
is called suit by indigent. Now the 
position is that assistance of lawyer 
would be given to the plaintiff. The 
High Court is authorised to irahie 


rules as it deems fit but God alone 
knows when the high corut will 
frame such rules. Legal aid should 
not be taken as meaning only assis¬ 
tance of a lawyer. Now you are giv¬ 
ing assistance of lawyer only to 
plaintiff who is indigent. But what 
about defendant who is also equally 
indigent? I am not talking about 
rich defendants but I am talking 
about indigent defendants. He is 
equally indigent and he should be 
entitled to legal assistance. This of 
course come within the purview of 
legal aid. So it should be considered. 

There is also another proposal in 
the amending bill has been brought 
should be disposed of within 60 days. 
Under the election law, election" peti¬ 
tions are required to he disposed of 
within 6 months but they are never 
disposed of within 6 months. They 
take years. So, it is only a pious wish. 
Much time is taken up in serving 
notice of the appeal on the respon¬ 
dents. So, though it is a good thing, 

I doubt whether this will be achieved. 

Sir, none of the objects for which 
the amending bill has been brought 
forward can be achieved by this 
amending bill. But the Bill is help¬ 
ful in this respect. It has streamlined 
the procedure. It has removed 
doubts. It has removed conflict of 
judicial dfecisions by codifying the 
law. 

On legal aid, the question is how 
the litigent can have in expensive 
justice and also speedy justice. Court 
fees have become major source of 
revenue for each State Government 
and every year they raise court fees. 

It is impossible for the litigent to 
pay such high court fees. The Law 
Minister told us that last year he had 
written to Chief Ministers about it. 
But there has be^ no effect so far. 
When I spoke on I^aw Ministapy’s 
Demands this year I said that court 
fees should be kept within reasonable 
a limits, and that ttiey should not he 
raised. Administration of justice is 
also a function of a State which is n 
Welfare State. 
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Then, Sir, another way o£ impart¬ 
ing inexpensive arm speedy justice is 
to decentralise the courts. X said so 
^ On an earlier occasion also that the 
munsif/ma^strate courts should be 
established at each block headquar¬ 
ters so that the litigant will not be 
compelled to take the .witnesses to 
the nearby cities. The witness is the 
major source of expenditure for the 
litigants because witness is to be 
treated as an honoured guest get his 
evidence in his favour and so the 
expenditure on* this account will be 
curtailed if the munsif courts are 
established in block headquarters. 

Of course the Minister may say that 
this is a state subject. As regards 
Nyaya Panchayats, cases with a value 
of Rs. 500 or 1,000 should be given to 
them. Gram panchayats are through¬ 
out the country and we should try 
this experiment. Then only we can 
think of gi’ving some inexpensive jus¬ 
tice to the poor litigants. 

This legal aid, as I said, should not 
be liiidei'stood only as legal assistance. 
It really means assistance to estab¬ 
lish legal rights or to defend one’s 
right. Therefore we should also think 
of giving assistance to him during pre¬ 
litigation period for settlement of his 
claims. 

Sir, thi7 longwaited legal aid scheme 
should be introduced in one form or 
the other. We are appointing com¬ 
mittees after committees. Mr. Justice 
Krishna lyar’s Committee report is 
a very good report. I have gone 
through it. Now, I understand that 
Mr. Justice Bhagwati Committee has 
been appointed to go into this ques¬ 
tion again. Why have Committees 
after Committees—-I do not know.— 
without Government’s coming to a 
decision? Hiet some dec^ion be ar¬ 
rived at and then we shall later see 
Whether we can-;^rove upon it or 
xeview it or modify it,, if necessary.

litigant should not be penalised for 
going to coiirts to establish his right 
The expense to be incurred by him 
should be as less as possible. You 
may increase the number of courts, 
decentralise them and have them at 
the block headquarters. There are so 
many ways of dispensing justice to 
the litigants at less cost. 

SIfRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, there are 
three codes operating in this country— 
Criminal Procedure Code, Indian 
Penal Code and the Code of Civil 
Procedure. Government has done 
well by bringing in amending Bills 
relating to these three Codes. Civil 
Procedure Code affects the lives and 
the affairs of the million? of this 
country. Its application is not con¬ 
fined only to suits and proceedings in' 
civil courts but these provisions are 
also made applicable even to the i?ro- 
ceedings before a commission of in¬ 
quiry and to various other Acts 
where the rights of parties come for 
determination. The provisions of this 
Bill aim at shortening the litigation' 
and reducing its cost and streamlining 
the administration of justice and, to 
the extent, these things have been 
aclrieved through this Bill, they are 
welcome and they deserve the sup¬ 
port of the whole House. 

Many deficiencies have been point¬ 
ed out. My respectful submission to 
the critics of this Bill is that they 
should nov deem it as a panacea or a 
palliative for all the judicial ills 
prevaiing in the judicial system. Let 
Us approach the provisions of this 
Code On their own merits. Sec. 80 
and 115, have been the most contro¬ 
versial proviifions in this House. Sec-r 
tion 80 was enacted in the CP-C. in 
order to give Government or its oflR- 
cer an opportunity to settle the claim 
of an honest litigant outside the court. 
The State is not supposed to indulge 
in the luxury of litigation for litiga¬ 
tion . sake. But, this salutary prinoi^ 
pie underlyiiig this Section (80) was 
believed by perfoismancea of *&» 
Government Therefore, the 
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Commission recommended for the 
deletion of the provision of two 
months’ notice to Government before 
the institution of the suit. But, 
Government has rightly not accepted 
in toto the recommendation of the 
Law Commission, After all the func¬ 
tioning of the Government is not to 
be crippled by unscrupulous litiga¬ 
tion. On the one hand the rights of 
the citizens are to be protected and at 
the same time the functioning of the 
Government is not to be paralysed. 
Therefore, g balance was expected to 
be struck in between the two ex¬ 
treme views and I am sorry that the 
Government has—by making some 
concession for the deletion of the 
necessity of notice prior to the insti¬ 
tution of a suit—only indulged in 
self-defeating exercise in legislation. 
I give the following reasons in' sup¬ 
port of my contention. 

It has been provided that with the 
leave of the court a suit may be 
instituted by a plaintiff when relief 
of urgent and immediate nature is 
sought in the plaint. Now, if the 
matter is urgent and immediate and 
if interim injunction or interim stay 
is not granted before hearing the 
other party then what is the use of 
allowing such suit to be instituted. 
Therefore, my submission is that 
Section 80 which is being newly 
inserted needs thorough change as 
suggested by the Members from the 
ruling party as well as the opposition 
parties. 

We knew that the actions of bureau¬ 
cracy are increasingly impinging on 
the life and affairs of a citizen'. Arti¬ 
cle 226 is sought to be curtailed. 32 is 
already suspended. Where the poor 
citizen is to go? The municipal authori_ 
ties are abusing their powers and or¬ 
dering the demolition of houses with¬ 
out the authority of law. If the citizen 
goes to the court and Institutes a suit 
for permanent injunction' seeking re- 
stra^t on the action of the authority 
and he is allowed to file the suit with- 
tnit prior notice but if interim injunc¬ 
tion is not,r granted then' by the time 


notice is served on the pubHc func¬ 
tionary and by the time injunction 
application is disposed of the house 
will be demolished. What win be the 
use of instituting such a suit? There¬ 
fore, my suggestion is that when' there 
is necessity of granting urgent and 
immediate relief because substantial 
demage is likely, to happen interim' 
stay order or interim injunction should 
be given and that should be quickly 
and expeditiously disposed of within 
two to three weeks according to the 
time Government may think proper. 
That is as far as Section 80 is concer¬ 
ned. 

Now, the whole procedure is direc¬ 
ted towards shortening the length of 
litigation. We know that Section 115 
CPC has been passed in guch a way as 
to terminate the litigation in an ex¬ 
peditious way. 

Government have come with certain 
amendments to section 115, but the 
second part of section II 5 still leaves 
a big loophole which can be utilised by 
unscrupulous litigants, the rich with 
their purse to block the early disposal 
of the case. Therefore, my submission 
is that it should, as Shri R. R. Sharma 
has pointed out, be specifically provid¬ 
ed in this amending Code that no revi¬ 
sion shall lie against interlocutory 
order, and the district judge should 
also have concurrent jurisdiction, as 
provided in Cr. P. C. to hear revision 
against interlocutory order against the 
order passed by courts subordinate to 
the district judge. 

The third thing relates to adjourn¬ 
ments. Lawyers, law and the law 
courts are prominently coming in for 
contempt from those quarters which 
are ill-informed, uninformed and those 
who are ignorant of law. It is sought 
to be provided in this Code that if a 
lawyer is engaged in some other court 
that should not be the ground lor ad¬ 
journment. Lawyers work not always 
for fee only. A law'ySr with a name 
and fame at the Bar is a most sought 
after lawyer and a litigant should 
not be deprived of the services 
an eminent lawyer merdy on Qie 
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technical ground that he is engaged in 
some other court. Dr. Kaiju used to 
have five or six cases daily in High 
Court. He opened one case of first 
appeal in one court, passed on to Ihe 
other court to reply on behalf of the 
respondent. His Junior was working 
in a third court. For God's sake, do 
indulge in the practice of putting a 
ceiling on everything on earth, but do 
not put a ceiling on merit and excel¬ 
lence in this country. This should not 
be done, particularly through the hands 
of two eminent lawyers like Shri 
Gokhale and Dr. Seyid Muhammad. 

So far as the question of providing 
legal aid to the indigent litigant i.s con¬ 
cerned. I welcome it as a very salutary 
and commendable move on the part of 
Government. Up till now, concession 
was made only with respect to the 
payment of court fee. Now a pleader 
can also be appointed on behalf of a 
plaintiff. In the case of a defendant, it 
he has got a counter claim as a setoff, 
he can be treated in the same manner 
as the plantiff. Rut what about those 
millions of persons who have no home, 
no hearth, whose huts are being demo¬ 
lished, who need protection against the 
repacious acts of mone.ylenders? They 
also need protection. An accused who 
has committed an act of pickpocket¬ 
ing, who has committed a murder, 
is given a lawyer in a criminal 
court under the Cr. P.C., but if a citi¬ 
zen who is not possessed of sufficient 
means is being sued by an im.scruou- 
lous plantiff, does he not need tho 
protection of the State to defend hiR 
claim, to defend his right? 

Therefore, my submission is that 
particularly when there is a dialogue 
going on for changes -in the Constitu¬ 
tion, when legal aid is sought to be 
incorporated as one of the directive 
principles in the Constitution, it is aU 
the more in the fitness of things that, 
aid to defendants who are indigent 
should be accepted in the same way as 
aid is.sought to be extended to the 
plaintiff. So far as the delivery of 
.judgment ris concerned, there is a very 
131« 


good move that it can be dictated 
through shorthand and the judge need 
not wait for writing the judgement in 
a leisurely way. 

One thing thaf i.s lacking is that there 
is no provision for filing written argu¬ 
ments. We know that judges and pre¬ 
siding officers sometimes do not touch 
tho.se point.s which are raised at the 
bar and for which they have got no 
effective reply and therefore they con 
veniently ignore those points. In 
Cr. PC it has been provided that tho 
parties can file written arguments. 1 
want the incorporation of the same pro¬ 
vision in CPC also. 

I do not know how Mr. Chatterjee has 
a grouse about the provision for filing 
.'•aveat; a very important and unprece 
dented measure is sought to be incor¬ 
porated by this. Of course it .shall be 
made workable. Mr. Chatterjee is an 
eminent advocate and has 'oeen objec¬ 
tively critical but after a certain stage 
he has fallen into his usual rut of party 
politics. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(IBurdwan): I have no views about 
caveat, I only say that it should be 
workable. Have you got any whip on 
caveat? Then why talk about party 
politics? 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA: I am under 
the pressure of nobody and no whip 
has been issued. Previously caveat 
was confined only to Supreme Court, 
now it has been extended to lower 
courts. To that extent it is a welcome 
and important development. We know 
that the workload in law courts has in- 
created beyond proportion and the- 
number of judges .should be increased. 
Lawg are passed very rapidly and they 
are multiplying day by day. There 
should be provision for good libraries, 
there should be good Selection of judges., 
Unemployment among the lawyers iS’ 
causing gi;ave. concern. If legal ajd.lr 
provided ,to the poor clients, whether 
they are defendants or plaintiffs, .fh^ 
measure would be doubly, blessed be¬ 
cause it wUl h^,,tQ relieve imemptoy- 
ment .and it wiU help the poor lijig'-nte 
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also. This surplus material is lying in 
a state ot waste. 

So far as the Bill is concerned it is 
welcome as far as it go^. Deficien¬ 
cies are there but they can be rectified 
during the course of the working of the 
code. With this limited observation, I 
support wholeheartedly the provisions 
of the Bill with the request that the 
Minister should not listen to our views 
only by way of courtesy, he should 
ponder over the amendments which 
have moved and be should consider 
them impartially and objectively and 
should be gracious enough to concede 
them.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur); 1 
lully endorse the views expressed by 
my hon. friend Shri Somnath Chatter- 
jee. Some of bis points were support¬ 
ed by Shri Rao also. There is a saying: 
justice delayed is justice denied. ® 
have our experience in courts of law. 
When the workers are denied justice 
either by the State Government or 
Central 'Government or by private mill- 
owners, they have to approach the 
courts of law and we have seen the 
plight of such workers. At every step 
they have to pay money. The inten¬ 
tion was that litigation should be made 
least expensive. But after reading 
the report of the Joint Committee, can 
we say that they have achieved this? 
T admire some of the members who 
have given very thoughtful considera* 
tion to the entire matter and in their 
minutes of dissent, they have suggest¬ 
ed—including Mr. Daga of the ruling 
party—ceirtain things which should 
have been included in the Bill. But un¬ 
fortunately many of their suggestions 
were not accepted. The Minister him¬ 
self admitted in his opening remarks 
that in the original Bill as introduced 
in the House, sections 80, 115 and 132 
were proposed to be omitted. I do not 
mind soc^toos 115 and 182, but section 
1*0 should have been omitted long ago. 
Section 80 says that 60 days* notice 
should be given by anyone who notice 
to move the coujpt of law. After dismis¬ 
sal or termination of service or prema¬ 
ture retirement etc., an employee has 


to give notice of 60 days to the em¬ 
ployer before going to the court. The 
intention was that this period 'will be 
utilised by the government or the em¬ 
ployers to find out whether any injus¬ 
tice has been done to that emjdoyee. 
But it is never done. In the defence 
industry itself, there are hundreds of 
notices under section 80. My hon. 
friend, Mr. Chatterjee gave notices 
almost all the cases of illegal dismissal 
and termination of service of defence 
employees. But even after two or 
three months passed nothing happened 
and he had to approach the High Court 
in the form of a writ petition under 
article 226. This is the main worry of 
the Central Government employees so 
far as artice 226 is concerned, because 
section 80 i.s not taken seriously. No¬ 
body takes seriously the unslarred 
question put in this House. The 
replies given are generally wrong. 
Unless we put a starred question and 
also many supplementaries, the actual 
answer will never come. That is my 
experience and may be that was your 
experience also. Sir, as an ordinary 
member. So, I fully support amend¬ 
ment No. 17 given notice of by Shri 
Chatterjee that section 80 should be 
omitted. Nothing is going to be lost if 
this section is omitted. It has no uti¬ 
lity. As I said, in the Bill as intro¬ 
duced, it was omitted. I do not doubt 
the wisdom of the Joint Committee. 
Generally I rely on them, but in this 
case I do not know what forced them 
to accept the continuance of section 80, 
with certain modifications. 

Section 115 may or may not be there 
But its omission would have been bet¬ 
ter. Because, in some cases, what 
happens is, some orders have been 
passed in a court of law. In my case, 
when I was fighting the election peti¬ 
tion in 1957, some amendment was 
going to be accepted by the High Court 
rightly or wronglv, I do not want to say 
because I do not want to question the 
wisdom of the judiciary. I. in my 
wisdom engaged the late lamented 
Shri N. C. Chetterlee and T came to 
the Supreme Court against that order- 
I won mv cese. The ludcwent ip mV 
case is still shining, and that wa« the 
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wisdom of the late lamented Shri N. C. 
Chatterjee, who advised me to come 
to the i^preme Court. 1 came to 
the Supreme Court, knowing fully well 
that justice might be denied in the 
High Court. Such things do happen. 
I know if this provision remains, 
sometimes it is misused, I agree. But 
merely because something is misused, 
if you take it away, it is wrong. Take 
the case of MISA, which was meant to 
be used against right reactionaries. 
Now they use it against left forces 
also. Could we ask that it should be 
taken away on that score? Merely 
because a power has been misused by 
somebody, that should not be the 
ground for taking it away. 

To clause 68 Shri Somnath Chatter- 
jee has moved an amendment which 
says that nothing hereinbefore contain, 
ed shall prevent a court from granting 
an adjournment. Shri Shukla, who 
spoke before me, definitely said some¬ 
thing about good lawyers. Whether it 
is the Supreme Court or the High 
Court, all the important cases are dealt 
with only by a few selected lawers. 
It is the misfortune of the country that 
they get all the brief not because they 
want it but because the clients want it. 
Our Judges are also pleased if there 
are good lawyers. Ordinary lawyers 
will not be regarded as lawyers and 
nobody will listen to them. But if 
vou are represented by men like my 
hon. friend here, or Shri Daftari, every¬ 
one will hear you. For instance, when 
Shri Setalyad appears for any side. +he 
Judge nods his head very weU. If a 
particular lawyer is engaged, honestly 
engaged, in a particular court, why 
should it not be given adjournment? 
There are .so many MPs here. Some 
of the MPs are full of work through¬ 
out the day and want adjournment 
every day. But there are other MPs 
who have nothing to do. Yet. they are 
paid equally. That is another misfor¬ 
tune of the country. Those affluent 
lawyers who have earned name and 
fame because of their exceptional 
merit, thev ^uld not he penalised. 
Because, ultimately it is not they that 


are going to be penalised but it is the 
clients. I know how they run from 
court to court to find good lawyers. 

Here I must congratulate both Shri 
Gokhale and Dr. Seyid Muhammad for 
bringing in this minimum concession to 
indigent persons. It says here: 

“Subject to the provisions of the 
Order, the Central or State Govern¬ 
ment may make such supplementary 
provision as it thinks fit for provid¬ 
ing free legal service to those who 
have been permitted.” 

What happens to the free legal aid to 
the poor? I think Krishna Ayyar 
Commission and the Bhagavati Com¬ 
mission have recommended it. I do 
not know how many more Commi^ 
sions have to recommend it before it is 
accepted by Government. Unless the 
poor become poorer, they are not going 
to get free legal aid. This is the fate 
of the poor people who cannot afford 
the luxury of going to courts, I have 
seen condemned prisoners asking for 
legal aid and just ordinary lawyers are 
placed at their disposal. T am saying 
this with all regard to the lawyers. I 
know the fate of such persons. There 
is a joke in Calcutta that a condemned 
man’s case finally came up before fhe 
court, and the .Judge pronounced the 
sentence of death. Then the prisoner 
asked the law.vers what be should do. 
The lawyer said: 

?fr , an? ^ ^ WT?*iT I 

This is exactly what happens. A 
condemned man who wants a lawyer 
to represent his case in the Supreme 
Court or the High Court should be 
given a good lawyer. 

So, I want to know what has hap¬ 
pened to the report of the committee 
of Justice Bhagwati or Justice Krishna 
Ayyar. When are the poor people going 
to be given legal aid? After tt^ copw 
pletion of the Fifth Plan, nobody , may 
be poor at aU. So, let it be done before 
that happens. 
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In U.F., especially in the Allahabad 
High Court, there is so much of arrears. 
I want to know from the hon. Minister 
how many cases are pending. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE; 
How many vacancies of Judges exist. 

SHRI S, M. BANERJEE: It is said 
there are 65 vacancies. I think the 
majority of them belong to,.U.P., be¬ 
cause, after all, it is the biggest State, 
and it should have that credit. I am 
told that the names of persons both 
from the bar and from the judiciary, 
have come and are here in Delhi, I do 
not know in whose shelf. It is not that 
they have been approach by these peo¬ 
ple. I am only saying that the names 
have been recommended, but the per¬ 
sons are not being appointed. Let the 
Judges be appointed, and let the courts 
function. In the Labour Bench, for 
instance, after the death of Justice 
Dwivedi. I do not know whether the 
vacancy has been filled up or not. 
Either you run the courts efficiently or 
abolish all the courts and have people’s 
courts. At least the cases will be 
decided, and will not be hanging for 
years. Litigation goes on for 15 years 
and meanwhile the house gets dilapi¬ 
dated. So, the vacancies should be 
filled up. There is no dearth of intel¬ 
ligent people in India who can be ap¬ 
pointed as Judges. They are avail¬ 
able in the country. Take them from 
the bar or outside, pay them well. 
Otherwise, they will be the same as 
Members of Parliament. I am talking 
about intellect, because I have very 
poor intellect. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You are 
too apologetic. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Do you 
think now it is as it was In the days of 
Jawaharlal Nehru? It is good actual¬ 
ly that people are coming from the soil 
and the factories, but i think there is 
some deterioration in intellect both on 
this side and the other Side: Sb, these 
vacancies should be filled up. 


I once again request the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to reconsider the amendments and 
not reject them only because Shri 
Chatterjee has moved them. Mr. 
Shukla, who has gone out, attributed 
some political motives to them, but I 
support all his amendments because 
they are well thought out. I hope the 
hon. Minister will agree and accept 
them. If he is allergic to Chatterjee— 
I am sure he is not—let them be in the 
name of Banerjee and be accepted. 

SHRI LILADHAR KOTOKI (Now- 
gong) : This amending Bill to the 
Code of Civil Procedure was long 
overdue. Successive reports of the 
Law Commission wanted this (illode to 
be amended, and the Bill is before 
us. The objects and reasons of the 
Bill are to reduce ibe delay, minimise 
the costs and give relief to the poorer 
litigant and e.oable him to have a fair 
trial. All these objects, admittedly, 
cannot be achieved b.v amending the 
Procedure, to whatever extent we may 
desire. Therefore, as several hon. 
Members have said, which I would 
also endorse, for the avoidance of de¬ 
lay or minimising the dela.v the qua¬ 
lify of the judiciary and also the 
strength have to be looked into; this 
cannot be provided for in the Pro¬ 
cedure, Government has to do it. 

Secondly, I come to reduction of 
the cost of litigation. It is admitted, 
it is true, that, of the various items 
that contribute to the cost of litiga¬ 
tion, court fee is a very heavy item. 
But here also the Code cannot do 
anything; under the existing provi¬ 
sions of the Constitution, the Central 
Government cannot do it. Therefore, 
Government has to look into that 
al.so. 

What I want to say is this. WiUt 
the.se limitations, the Bill has attempt¬ 
ed to remove these difficulties' of the 
litig^mt to the utmost extent possible. 

Here section 80 is a bone of conten¬ 
tion, whether this section should be 
omitted of retained, /ffie Joint Com¬ 
mittee has suggested a modlflcatibn to 
section 80 If it is to be retained. ThO 
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jcenesis of the argument why section 
80 should be omitted is non-com¬ 
pliance by the Government—if the in¬ 
tention or purport of this section is 
not respected why not delete it?. The 
Law Commission has also held that 
view. Shri S. M. Banerjee, in another 
context, argued that if a law is dis¬ 
obeyed or is not operated, that will 
not be a good reason to say that the 
good law should be done away with 
1 put it to Mr. Banerjee to consider 
this. It is not to favour the Govern¬ 
ment that section 80 was put or is in¬ 
tended to be retained. The ouestioo 
is whether a citizen, having a rightful 
claim against Government, should be 
saved from going in for unnccc.«sn'‘y 
litigation. That is the point. I do 
concede that Government might not 
have respected this intention. There¬ 
fore, 1 would urge that the Govern¬ 
ment has to ensure that the rightful 
claim of a citizen against Government 
is settled without compelling the 
•..itizen to go to the court. Therefore 
the question is whether this section 
should lie done away with or pressure 
should be brought on the Government 
(hat they should respect this inten¬ 
tion. The section should be retained 
(because that will help the ordinar,y 
citizens, particularly the poorer and 
weaker sections of the community, to 
get relief from the Government, A 
notice costing 25 paise or so, in his 
own hand-writing, is given to the Go¬ 
vernment, ‘Here is a claim; if you do 
not settle it, I will be forced to go to 
the court’. That is a simple thing. We 
expect, the citizens expect, the House 
expects, that the Government, on 
getting that, will examine it forthwith 
whether that is a legitimate and right¬ 
ful claim of the citizen against the 
Government and if it is so, they should 
settle it. fTven in courts, there is the 
suggestion for pre-trial conference 
and so on. After all, what is the in¬ 
tention? When a suit is instituted, an 
attempt should be made with the par¬ 
ties concerned in the suit to settle it 
without going further, so that further 

litigation is avoided. If that good in¬ 
tention is there, if section 80 gives 
that opportunity to enaBTe Go¬ 


vernment to consider it, that might b© 
considered. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I know 
he was the Chairman of this Com¬ 
mittee but the question was this. It 
IS a very simple question. Section 80 
was not in the original Bill which was 
introduced. It was l)rought as an 
.imcndmenl by the Government. 
Whether the Member wanted it or 
not, 1 am not concerned. I hope the 
Member never wuntetl it. M.v submis- 
•sion to Mr. Kotoki i.s this. Suppttsing 
Section 80 is done away with, what 
will be the result? The aggrieved 
})erson, the aggrieved employee has 
given a notice. I write a letter to the 
Government and the Government 
might reply in 60 days. Otherwise 
what is happening? I send a repre¬ 
sentation, I give notice and when I 
approach the High Court, they may, 
‘You must approach the highest appel¬ 
late authority and get a no.objection 
from them and then only it will be 
admitted.’. That is my misfortune. 

SHRI LILADITAR KOTOKI: It iS 
there. That is why this provision has 
betm made that in such cases the par¬ 
ties can file the suit and ask for in¬ 
junction. Anyway I am not going 
into that. 

Another point I would like the 
House to consider is this. Is it ijr-tcli- 
cable to equate a citizen with a go¬ 
vernment and in a dispute ol a civil 
nature? If an individual i.s given 
notice of, he can at once know the case 
and rijspo.se it of. But the Govern¬ 
ment is a complex institution com¬ 
posed of so many persons and a notice 
of a duration that is required of an 
individual to come to a decision is not 
suflicieni for a Government because 
so many persons are involved.. (In- 
terruptions) and because so many 
persons deal with the matter and the 
cause of action might have arisen long 
ago. And those persons might not 
have been there. Therefore, the per- 
son-in-ebarge should be given a 
chance to understand the case. These 
are certain considerations which the 
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fShri Liladhar Kotoki] 

House would consider before they 
finally decide whether Section 80 is a 
healthy and good provision or that it 
was not respected and, therefore, it 
was not respected and, therefore, it 
should be done away with.

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
With respect to the hon. Member, 
you have provided that in cases of 
urgent and immediate relief suits can 
be filed without notice, but mere filing 
of a suit does not give immediate re- 
unless an application is made 
which you cannot make without giv¬ 
ing a reasonable opportunity to the 
Government. Then how can imme¬ 
diate relief be given?, If your inten¬ 
tion is that, how is that translated into 
action by the proposal you have made? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Why did 
you not consult Mrs. Ray? She is 
there. 

SHRI LILADHAR KOTOKI: That 
is not for me to reply. I cannot argue 
in that way. I have raised certain 
points for the consideration of the 
House. Ultimately it is for the Go¬ 
vernment and'fhe Minister to consider 
them and reply to them. 

So far as legal aid to the poor is 
concerned, it is in the procedure as in 
other cases also, but the whole thing 
cannot be taken care of. I would urge 
that in the course of our investigation 
also it came to light that the poorer 
sections, the weaker sections must be 
enabled by the State or whatever 
agency that is created by the State so 
that the poor can have justice against 
their affluent counterparts. Therefore, 
I would lurge upon the Government to 
take early steps to see that this legal 
aid to the poor legislation is brought 
before the Parliament at the earliest 
possible.

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THE MINISTER OP STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS (DR. V. A. 
SEYID MUHAMMAD): Mr. Oxair- 
man. Sir, I am thankful to all the 
members who participated in tixis dis¬ 
cussion yesterday and today without 
any distinction for those who have 
supported the 'different provisions of 


the Bill and those who have criticised 
the BiU. 

In introducing these amendments, 
as I said in my opening remarks, the 
main objective was to eliminate de¬ 
lays, to cut down cost of litigation and 
to help the indigent litigant. For 
achieving these three main objectives 
it has been found necessary to 
balance between the various conflict¬ 
ing opinions and points of view put 
forward. 

You are aware. Sir, the Civil Pro¬ 
cedure Code is almost 68 years old. 
In the course of these 68 years,—^what 
is conimonly known as—civil proce¬ 
dure code mentality has developed in 
this country—both among the lawyers 
and the litigants. The exhaustive 
and detailed provisions have assumed 
in certain quarters almost a status of 
some religious commands and it has 
been thought by some so sacrosanct 
that nothing of those can be changed 
and should be changed. But there is 
some other trend of opinion which 
says that civil procedure code was 
promulgated about 70 years ago under 
diflerent circumstances and conditions. 
Time has passed. Conditions have 
changed. It has practically become a 
dead weight and should go, if not 
altogether, it should be substantially 
altered. While introducing the amend¬ 
ments both these aspects have been 
taken into consideration and what has 
been attempted now is to make a 
baLanced presentation in a way that 
will help the main objectives that I 
have already mentioned. 

You are aware. Sir. Section 80 which 
has been a subject of much criticism, 
there are different poiints of view. 
One point of view is that it must al- 
togather be deleted from the code 
because in the democratic State it is 
inconceivable that a distinction is made 
between Government and ordinary 
litigant public.- On the other hand, 
in spite of the various drawbacks 
which have been fouiid in the course 
of the working of section 80. it has 
served certain purposes,. Considtable 
litigation has been avoided. The ser¬ 
vice of notice under Section 8t has 
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often led to proper settlem<wit of the 
disputes or claims before £oing to 
the court. Maybe some people are not 
satisfied with the quantum or number 
of such settlement that have taken 
place. What has been attempted is 
•while the usefulness of this Section is 
being accepted, some of the harshness 
produced by the operation of that 
section is attempted to be removed. 

Another thing which has been 
attempted is that in view of the 
stale of uncertainly and confusion 
created due the large number of con¬ 
flicting decisions given by various 
courts in the last 70 years, certain 
amendments are proposed to settle 
those conflicting decisions and to re¬ 
move the confusion as far as possible. 
It is in this background that I would 
like you and the House to examine 
the various provisions which have 
been proposed to be introduced by way 
of this Bill. 

T am fully aware that no human re¬ 
medy can be found, no provisions of 
law could be made which are beyond 
the ingenuity of man to avoid or cir¬ 
cumvent. By way of trial and error, 
as new methods of evasion of law and 
abuse of the process of law are found, 
the legislature goes on plugging the 
loopholes. That is how the history of 
legislation proceeds all over the world. 
So that while I admit the ingenuity of 
various eminent members, some of 
ttiem very eminent lawyers, in putting 
forward plausible loopholes and in¬ 
sufficiencies, I assure the House that 
given time to allow the operation of 
the proposed amendments, as and 
when the apprehensions expressed by 
some Of the hon members come 
true, we will not have any he.sitation 
in bringing forward appropriate 
changes in the law. 

Shri Somnath Chat ter jee spoke very 
ably with all earnestness as a lawyer 
who is practising in the highest courts 
of the landw—I do not attribute any 
political motive or political colour to 
his speech, as one of the hon. mem¬ 
bers did— and I -attach‘4he greatest 
weight to his criticism. But if I may 


say so, he strayed from the main 
object of the proceedings before this 
hon. House when he talked about the 
deficiency of the number of judges in 
the High Courts, the way of recruiting 
them and the deficiency of the plan¬ 
ning which the Central Government is 
having today. While assuming, with¬ 
out admitting, that there are some 
substantial reasons and good reasons 
to support his arguments, 1 wish to say 
that the Civil Procedure Code i.s not 
tbe Code to remedy all the evils exist¬ 
ing in the world. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
You were good enough to express the 
hope that this will bring about suc!i 
a change in the law of procedure that 
justice will now be easily available. 1 
wa.s saying that we cannot have that 
hope by merely changing the law. 

DR. V. A. SEYID MUHAMMAD: 

hon. members, was sic. 80. About 

if the hope is not fulfilled, if adoption 
of some of the suggestions which are 
made is found to be necessary, we 
ivill certainly adopt them. 

The main culprit, according to many 
hon. Members, was sec. 80. About 

this section, I have already made my 
submission that in spile of some of 
the drawbacks which have been 

pointed out, it is thought necessary 
that there must be such a provision 
wherein the Government is given 
notice of 80 days so that the Govern¬ 
ment applies its mind to the problem 
and without the necessity' of going to 
the court of law the matter can be 
settled. It may be, according to some 
members, that that has not been work¬ 
ing successfully. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; The Go- 
vernment do not reply. 

DR. V. A. SEYID MUHAMMAD: 
That does not mean that the very exis¬ 
tence of the provision is unjustified. 1 
hope, taking the criticism which has 
been made in this House and else¬ 
where about the refusal of Govern¬ 
ment. the concerned authorities 
act according to the spirit of gee. 80. 
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Hereafter they will pay more atten¬ 
tion to this provision and act accord¬ 
ing to the spirit and object of the 
section. 

There was one criticism, not of a 
legal nature; and that was about ad¬ 
journments. Shri Banerjee, Shri 
Somnath Chatterjee and Shri shukla 
said that some of the eminent lawyers 
would not be available for the liti¬ 
gants and so this provision for not 
giving adjournments on the ground of 
the absence of the lawyer is a bad 
provision. Shri Banerjee cited the 
example of his own case. The name 
of the late Mr. Chatterjee with whom 
I had occasion to be close and whom 
I respect and other names were men¬ 
tioned. But I must say that they are 
thinking of litigation only in the 
Supreme Court. A great volume of 
litigation in this country is not in the 
Supreme Court but in the lower 
courts. Occasionally persons like 
Chatterjee, Daphtary or Setalved may 
have gone to lower courts. Assuming 
that is so or for the reason that the 
service of eminent lawyer should be 
available, that is no reason for ad¬ 
journment, Somebody was saying 
that a lawyer may be having a num¬ 
ber of cases in different courts. That 
is the reason why adjournment should 
not be given. Simply because an 
eminent lawyer is not there when a 
case is called, should the whole Judi¬ 
cial process stop until that lawyer is 
available to that court and so adjourn¬ 
ment should be given? 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
It Is always left to the judges. In so 
many cases adjournment is refused on. 
the ground a lawyer has to go else¬ 
where. Why make it mandatory on 
the judge? 

DR. V. A. SEYID MUHAMMAD: 

1 am really amazed at this sort of 
argument which has been putforward 
here, by some of the hon. Members of 
the Opposition. How many poor per¬ 
sons in this country can engage a big 
lawyer? It is Mjly rich people who 


can engage such big Inwyera. i anr 
simprised at people saying that such' 
lawyers will not be available for the 
litigants and so adjournment should 
be given indiscriminately. When we- 
talk of adjournments we are not think¬ 
ing of those big lawyers whom rich 
men can engaga. We are thinking 
of the large number of litigants and 
the large volume of litigation that is- 
going on in the subordinate courts 
where adjournment after adjourn¬ 
ment is given because one lawyer who 
has managed to corner the bulk of 
litigation wants to stop the entire pro¬ 
cess of judicial proceedings. We want 
to do away with pricisely that prac¬ 
tice. In my younger days when I 
started practice under a senior, I had 
to run around various mofussil courts 
seeking adjournments. For almost one 
and half years, I did nothing else: .1 
had a car and from Calicut to Bada- 
gara and other places I used to go 
and take adjournments and the cases 
went on until the senior was avail¬ 
able. So many criminal prosecu¬ 
tions, private complaints and various 
things, civil and criminal, all sorts of 
case.s were there and the full time of 
the junior was engaged in procuring 
adjournments only. This is precisely 
the sort of thing we want to prevent. 

One other thing which has been 
criticised strongly is the caveat provi¬ 
sion and the provision regarding giv¬ 
ing notice in the case of urgent mat¬ 
te-". Mr Chatteriee’s objection was 
that in urgent matters if notice is 
given, it will defeat the very object 
of the action which has been initiated. 
One example which was universally 
Quoted was the pulling down of a 
house. In the first place, you make 
law for generalities, not for excep¬ 
tional cases. But the remedy will be 
there even for exceptional cases. If 
it is so urgent, the notice given will be 
very short, not 20 days or something 
like that. The authority knows that 
litigation has been started and there 
i«s the possibility of the action being 
declared Ulegal. So, he will hesitate. 
Ultimately if in a million cases, one 
house is pulled down and ultimately 
if his cause action can be sustained. 
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damages will be paid by the govern> 
ment through the nose. That is the 
only remedy left. 

Many hon. members have tabled 
amendments. I will deal with them 
at the stage when the clauses are 
taken up. I once again thank the hon. 
members who participated in the dis¬ 
cussion and I commend the Bill to 
the House for its acceptance. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; The question is:

In section f!0 a .sort of concession is 
sought to >)e made on behalf of the 
Government that when an urgent and 
immediate relief is sought by the 
plaintiff, the institution of the suit 
may be allowed with the leave of 1ho 
court, without complying with the 
provisions of a prior notice of two 
months. But, at t)ic same time. a 
rider is added to ttiis provision that 
no interim relief .shall ba granted in 
.such a .suit unlc.ss an opportunity has 
been given to the State or a public 
officer. My submission is that it is 
a self-defeating provi.sion: because 
once the court grants leave and dis¬ 
penses with the giving of two months 
prior notice on the ground that the 
matter involved is urgent and imme¬ 
diate, if it is conceded at the very 
outs'at that immediate or urgent relief 
is involved in the matter, then he 
should be given immediate and urgent 
relief by way of passing an order of 
interim in.iunction, or interim stay. 
Because, if this is not done and a date 
is given to hear the party, in the mean 
while the mischief that is sought to 
l)e curbed will be done. Therefore, 
the ultimate object in the majority of 
the cases will be frustrated. So my 
submission is, either you relain the 
old sec lion and say that it will be 
very necessary to keep it in tael, or 
make tbe necessary modifications. 


But to incorporate a provision like 
this is self-contradictoiy and self-de¬ 
feating and will serve no useful pur¬ 
pose. It will amount to nothing short 
of a .self-defeating exercise in legisla- 
tion. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE; I 
beg to move:

When the Bill v,.,s introduced, it 
providoil for the complete abolition of 
section 80 from the CPC Not onl,y 
that, the Law Commission in their 
27t)i Report, as well as on tlie 14th Re¬ 
port, had vcr.v st.rtmgly recommended 
for the complete .abolition of section 
80. If I am quote a passage from 
the 27th Report of the Law Commis- 
■sion, it says: 

“When se'-tion 80 wag originally 
enacted, India wag a dependency 
under foreign I’ulc and the main 
function of the Government was the 
maintenance of law and order. 

“India is now a f^e countr.v and 
a Welfajo Slate. Tt en'iages In 
trade and business like any other 
individual, A Welfare State should 
have no such priwleges in the mat¬ 
ter of litigation as against the citi¬ 
zens and should have no higher 
status than ordinary citizens in 
that respect. Experience has also 
shown that the provision of this 
section has caused great hardship, 
particularly in suits relating to in¬ 
junction. For these reasons we 
have recommended the omission of 
the section. While recommending 
the omissipn of the section, the 
Fourteenth Report suggested the 
insertion of a provisiem in the Code 
to the effect that if a suit against 
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the Government or a public* officer 
is filled without reasonable notice, 
the plaintiff will be deprived of his 
costs in the* event of a settlement 
of the claim by the Govern¬ 
ment or the public officer before the 
date fix^ for the settlement of 
the issue. We do not think that 
such a statutory provision is neces¬ 
sary.” 

I tried to summarise these views in 
an imperfect manner yesterday while 
I was speaking. It is put in much 
better form and manner here.

What is the answer to this? Why 
do yon want the Government to he 
placed in, a special position so far as 
the ordinary litigant i.s concerned? 

So far as proceedings under article 
226 are concerned, you have to face 
the litigant in a court of law without 
prior notice. So, although justice de¬ 
mands it. it is not a “must". In res¬ 
pect of cases under article 226 you 
can face the litigants, but in respect 
of suits for an injunction you want 
a special procedure. 

Kindly see what amendment you 
have provided. You contemplate that 
there may be situations when urgent 
and immediate relief is necessary. I 
don't think you hold the view that any 
suit foi an injunction against the Gov> 
ernment is necessarily bad. I do not 
think any reasonable person can hold 
that view. Therefore, if you think that 
a suit for an injunction isi called for 
and there may be genuine cases when 
a plaintiff wants an injunction from 
the court, why do you make it manda- 
torilj' impossible for tba Judge to 
give an injunction even if he is satis¬ 
fied? What is the fun of allowing 
a Judge to apply his mind and allow a 
suit to be filed without notice, if his 
hands are then tied? 

Supposing I have to file a suit 
against the Union of hadia in the 
Calcutta or* the Trivandrum High 
Court,. and the Union of India is in 
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Delhi. What is the i-easonable oppor¬ 
tunity that the Judge will have to 
grant to the Government? He will 
send a letter by registered post to 
the Government of India at Delhi. 
And in the meantime, how is the 
urgency or the immediacy of the 
silualion being tackled? Therefore, I 
do not think that either Isw or logic 
Or reason can be brought forward to 
support this illogical amendment. 

1 can understand Mr. Shukla’s 
attitude, namely that you reject the 
Daw Commission’.'? recommendation 
in info but if .vou keep it, do not make 
a fuss of it by bringing an amendment 
like this which will not serve the 
purpose. I am speaking from expe¬ 
rience, although experience is being 
decried and all sorts of things are 
heingl said against lawyers, I have 
never said that all lawyers are good, 
or that I am a good lawyer, But, 
after all, you have to look at the point 
of view not only of the lawyers, but 
of the litigants. After all. the ad¬ 
ministration of justice is for the liti¬ 
gants and not for the lawyers. 

The Law Commission recommended 
the omission of this section in their 
Hth and 27th reports, and the very 
fact that the original Bill as presented 
to this House contained a provision 
for its total ommission shows that the 
Government had accepted that recom¬ 
mendation. Then, why this change of 
view On the part of the Government? 
During the Joint Committee’s pro¬ 
ceedings it has been brought by way 
of an amendment, and this does not 
solve the problem at all. Therefore, 
unless you think that the Gevem- 
raent is right in all cases and cannot 
be brought up before the courts with¬ 
out the formality of a formal notice, 
which nobody takes note of, this 
procedure is not going- to work, end 
that is why I can tell you that people 
are taking recourse to article 226. 
You cannot help it- If he had. gpt 
relief in a suboMinate court, for a 
.suit for injunction, he would not'have 
gone to a higher court' and there 
would not have been these affeturs of 
cases under article 226. It hi therd 
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because otherwise no urgent relief is 
possible against Government. If 
there is no realisation, if you think 
that, on whatever you have done in 
this Bill, there cannot be re-thiriking, 
that is a different thing. But I want 
to press this with the utmost humility 
.and strength.

DR, V. A, SEYID MUHAMMAD: 
In reply to the arguments to delete 
section 80 and the various amend¬ 
ments which have been brought for¬ 
ward, I will submit four reasons why 
the section is to be retained in the 
form in which it appears in the pro¬ 
posed Amendment. 

The first criticism was, why should 
we make a difference in this socialist, 
democratic—^various adjectives were 
used—<:ountry between the Govern¬ 
ment and an individual.... 
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SHEI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
I was quoting from the Law Commis¬ 
sion report. 

DR. V. A. SEYID MUHAMMAD: 
I did not mean dny disrespect. I did 
not want to quote all the adjectives 
which were used. That is all. 

The mam difference arises by the 
very nature of the government machi- 
nery and the governmental structure. 
In a civil suit, a cause of action may 
arise in any part of India. 

The private litigant has only to rush 
to his own house, open the ahnirah, 
get hold of the documents, consult a 
lawyer and file a suit. The matter 
here is a question of injunction. The 
proceedings may take place in Kanya- 
kumari and the authorities may be in 
Delhi Or in Assam. Then the machi¬ 
nery of the Government moves quite 
slow and not only the officers of the 
department but various other officers 
are connected with the matter. So 
the wry structure of the CJovern- 
rnent is different from the individual 
in the matter of litigation. 

Secondly, an injunction brought 
against a private party or an indivi¬ 
dual is quite different from an injunc¬ 
tion brought against the Government 
or a public authority. Suppose an 
injunction is brought against an elec- 
1 ;rioity undertaking or a water supply 
undertaking, is it a question of one 
man getting into the house or coming 
out of his house or cutting a bunch of 
bananas? The entire society will be 
paralysed. In this situation, definite¬ 
ly there is a justification to treat a 
government on an entirely different 
footing from an individual. 

The se|cond criticism was that on 
mere technicalities or on some word 
not being put in the notice, formerly 
the position was that tlie just claims 
of individuals are defeated. We 
have removed it and seen to it that as 
far as possible, such mere technicali¬ 
ties will not prev’eftt or de¬ 
lay the procurement ■ of justice 
ftu* the private citizen. 


The third criticism is replied to 
in my first submission about injunc¬ 
tion and giving notice to the autho¬ 
rities. Precisely for the same reasons. 
I would submit that unlike an indivi¬ 
dual getting an injunction and stopping 
another individual from opening or 
closing a shop or cutting one bunch of 
bananas or two bunches of bananas, it 
is quite different with an electricity 
undertaking or a water supply organi¬ 
zation being stopped from performing 
its activities. That is why it is pro¬ 
posed that prior notice should be 
given to the Government. I think that 
is a substantial reason for treating 
the Government in a different way and 
providing that even in the matter 
of injunctions government should be 
given prior notice. One can imagine 
that such notice will involve long 
delays, and nothing happening and 
the poor man getting no remedy. 
That is not what is contemplated. The 
courts are there and it is not before 
an administrative officer, and if the 
courts are convinced that it is an 
urgent matter, then the matter is ex¬ 
pedited. The public officers also 
will realise the urgency and must re¬ 
act to the notices with the utmost res¬ 
ponsibility. Mr. Somnath Chatterjee is 
well-ver.sed in this matter and the 
whole Government and the govern¬ 
mental machinery should work in 
such a way that the powers are pro¬ 
perly exercised and not abused. That 
is the only assumption on which laws 
can be passed and it is in that sense 
this provision has been made.

Sir this is a procedural matter 
^eaUng with the law of procedure. 
What happens if a suit against one 
State cannot be filed without the con¬ 
sent Of the Central Government? I 
do not want that that provision should 
be deleted. That provision should be 
there for maintenance of internal 
■diplomatic relationship. That should 
he kept. But, I have found in my 
■experience that in many cases consent 
is withheld. And the party thereto 
remains only without that remedy. I 
hnow personally of a case where— 
won’t name the foreign country—the 
foreign country was in occupation of 
a property under the leasehold. They 
left the property and gave it to one 
of the marwaris in Calcutta. Now 
they are occupying it. To get rid of 
that, one has to file a suit for the 
terminatioD of the lease. 

Now, Government has to give per¬ 
mission for filing a suit for cancel¬ 
lation of the lease. No suit could be 
filed even for getting possession of 
the property and the owner had to 
come to a settlement with the person 
who had been in wrongful occupation. 
Because the Central Government did 
not give any permission and he had 
been in occupation of it. I only 
wanted to provide that in matters like 
that—as far as internal relations etc. 
are concerned—give an opportunity 
for hearing him so that he might be 
convinced that at least on a proper 


representation made to you, he bas 
been given the hearing and he cannot 
have the feeling that his case lias not 
been considered. That is why I have 
moved the amendments. 

DR. V. A. SEYID MUHAMMAB: 
Sir, as you know, the very necessity 
for such a provision is that in certain 
cases where foreign states are involv¬ 
ed, it may not bo possible for the 
Central Government to give reasons 
why the consent is given or not given. 
To make it compulsory that in every 
case that reason should, be given de¬ 
feats the very purpose of tile provi¬ 
sion.

STATUTORY RESOLUTION RE: DIS¬ 
APPROVAL OF MAINTENANC^B OF 
INTERNAL SECURITY (AMEND¬ 
MENT) ORDINANCE AND MAIN¬

(SECOND AMENDMENT) BILL. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan); Sir, I beg to move: 

‘‘This House disapproves ot the 
Maintenance of Internal Security 


(Amendment) Ordinance, 1976 
(Ordinance No. 5 of 1976) promul¬ 
gated by the President on the 16th 
June, 1976.” 

Since the proclamation of emergfflacy 
on 25th June 1975 the second emergency 
a parallel proclamation of emergency 
—in every session of this House, a 
Bill is brought to replace an ordinance 
issued during the inter-session period 
for further amendments to MISA, 
making it more draconian, oppressive 
and uncivilised. Today MISA has 
become the all-pervading law in this 
country, although protestations are 
made to the contrary. I would like to 
know from the Government whether 
like poverty MISA has become our 
permanent fate, that the citizeng of 
this country ought to realise that it 
has come to stay with them to be used 
by the authorities against people in all 
walks of life. We have known of a 
different law for the blackmarketers, 
foreign exchange racketeers, hoarders, 
etc. allhough I am against preven¬ 
tive detention on principle, that 
is a separate law. But so far as MISA 
is concerned, it is really meant for ap- 
plication, and it is being applied today, 
quite liberally still even after the ex¬ 
piry of more than a year after the pro. 
clamation of emergency, against politi¬ 
cal opponents, trade unionists, workers, 
peasants, students, etc. Members of 
Parliament have not been immune 
from it. 

I am sure no genuine believer df 
civil liberaties can be happy with a law 
like preventive detention law. When 
it was incorporated in our Constitu- 
tion, which is the organic law of the 
country, the founding fathers were at 
pains at least to make it clear that the 
preventive detention law should be 
made in cases of extreme urgfenc^y 
when the very fabric of (he country 
will be at stake. That hope was belied 
and from 1950 onwards we have had 
a preventive detention law. But at 
least on aopearance. Ib^se were 
temnorary laws, extended from time 
to ilme. until they lapsed in 1969 for 
reasons which are known to the people 
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of the country because that could not 
have been passed through this House. 
But in 1971, when this government 
came to power, with all sorts of pro¬ 
mises to the people like removing 
poverty etc., one of the first measures 
brought by this government was to 
enact a permanent statute which was 
so long not there. Then it was in the 
shape of the Maintenance of Internal 

Security Act that is

I know the object of this Bfil is to 
extend the period of detention of cer¬ 
tain classes of MISA detenus. But you 
will appreciate that the net of this Bill 
Is being extended wider and wider. 
When MISA was enacted in 1971, it 
followed bv and large the pattern no 
doubt of the previous Preventive Deten. 
tion Act. with little more rigorous pro¬ 
vision. But at least one thing the peo¬ 
ple were able to do. They could go to 
a ewirl of law, though on a very 
limited ground. They could file a 
habeas ocypus petition. It is not a.*! 
If in each and every case the hohcaa 
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coTpus petition was successful. 1 gave 
statistics, on the basis of Governasent 
reports, to show that only in 15 per cent 
of the cases the apidications succeeded. 
This could be done only on the limited 
ground, namely, that- the reason of 
ground given fOr detention had no re¬ 
lationship with the objects of the Act, 
what you call in legal parlance ‘reason¬ 
able nexus’ with the objects of the 
statute. That is to say if you want 
to detain somebody for public order, 
you cannot do it for some other reason, 
in the garb of public ordw. The 
scope was very limited, because the 
courts cannot go into the merits of the 
case, the courts could not go into whe¬ 
ther the allegations made in the state¬ 
ment were correct or not. So. it was 
a very limited relief. 

When this new emergency came, the 
entire situation changed. When the 
old emergency was in force, when we 
were fighting a foreign aggressor and 
the country was behind you, do no® 
forget it that we had unanimoutfly 
supported you. When the earlier «ner- 
gency was promulgated at the time 
when the country was threatened by 
foreign aggression, the then hon. ftjea- 
ker, who is now a Minister of the Gov¬ 
ernment. said “I am proud to be the 
Speaker of this House, which has shown 
so much unanimity in the hour of 
crisis." 

But what is the position under the 
new emergency? We all know the real 
purport and real intent of this and how 
it is being utibzed. The first serious 
change that you have brought about is 
by making a provision in the MISA 
that if you say that the detention is 
nocessarj for the purpose of emergen¬ 
cy, you do not have to give him the 
grounds, that is to say, he would not 
know why he is arrested, whether It 
is for public order, or for acting 
against the country’s interests, or for 
interfering with the supplies and ser¬ 
vices essential to the community, or for 
being in league with a foreign power. 
Not only would he not know the 
grounds of detention, but he would not 
be given an cgiportunity to make any 
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ret>reseiitaUon against it to anybody. 
His case would not go to the Advisory 
Board. I would request Uie bon. 
Minister to tell us in all sincerity in 
how many cases the Advisory Board 
released the detenus. Not more than 
five P®r cent of the cases. Therefore, 
even lor five per cent of the cases you 
would, not allow* them to go to the Ad¬ 
visory Boards, you would not give 
them an opportunity for represMitation, 
you will not tell them the grounds. 
There will be no opportunity lor the 
person concerned to say that he has 
not done this thing, because he does 
not know what he is supposed to have 
done. 

This was .the law you made and 
when the matthr came up before the 
House on 22nd January, 1976,1 believe, 
Mr. Brahmananda Re^dy piloting the 
Kll said “Well, why are you worrying 
so much? This special provision of 
section 16A relating to emergency 
detention is only for 12 months.” 

Then I moved a Private Member's 
Bill for amending the Defence of India 
Act, because, what is the fate of a per¬ 
son detained even before the amend¬ 
ment of the Defence of India Act? He 
shall remain in detention until the 
emm*gency is over. When the emer¬ 
gency will be over nobody knows. Do 
you give any inkling d that to us, to 
the, tjeople of the country, that the 
emergency will come to an end on such 
and such date? Therefore, a detenu 
who is in jail, to whom even the 
grounds have been given and whose 
case has been rejected by the Advisory 
Board, will remain in preventive 
detention without trial, without any 
opportunity of showing cause that he is 
not guilty. He shall' remain in deten¬ 
tion until the emergency declared in 
1871' is ovMS. 

That was amended further to make 
it until the new emergency of 1975 
comes to an end. This is what we call 
a life sentence. Even a condemned 
prlaoner knows how long he will be 
in jaU but a MISA detenue does ni^ 
know how long he will be in Jail.

So far as the 16A detenus are con¬ 
cerned—if I may use that expression 
because that is a special type of 
detention which has been formulated, 
and the fertility of the brain in this 
respect Is unimaginable on the side 

of the Government-this emergency 

detention was contemplated and the 
House was solemnly told that the 
maximum period was only 12 montha. 

Then Mr. Mohsin gave a reply to 
the debate on my Bill. He said that 
section 16A, was only for 12 months. 

I was trying to controvert him only 
On 8th April, 1976, solemnly on be¬ 
half of the Government it was stated 
that the emergency detentions were 
only foi*, 12 months, and therefore 
there was no reason to put a ceiling of 
12 months as I was proposing to do 
through my Bill. 

As soon as the 12 months have 
elapsed, they issue an ordinance. The 
usual mode of ordinance is there. You 
have got the power to issue a procla¬ 
mation of emergency, and nobody can 
challenge it The doors of the courts 
are closed by reason of an amendment 
of the Constitution. If you continue the 
emergency, i cannot compel you to 
withdraw it. If you keep me in jail, I 
cannot go anywhere. A Presidential 
proclamation has been made for emer¬ 
gency, and a Presidential Notification 
has been made under article 359 (1) 
which means, as you know, that 
during the proclamation of the emer¬ 
gency Government can issue a notifl- 
eation under article 359 saying that 
no citizwi of India will be entitled to 
exercise his fundamental rights or the 
fundamental rights which are mmu 
tioned in the notification. Govern¬ 
ment in its own wisdom have ssid 
that the fundamental rights und^ arti¬ 
cles 14, 19, 21 and cannot be exer¬ 
cised but the right to properly under 
article 31 can be exercised. That 
means, the right to equality 
cannot be exercised. I cannot exercise 
the seven fundamental freedoms 
given in article 18. 1 cannot saY 
you shall not keep me iif 
the authority of law, without a. TWP- 
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per trial. I cannot request the Gov¬ 
ernment to produce me before a 
magistrate within 24 hours. All these 
laws and all these provisions of the 
Constitution have been kept in cold 
storage till such time as they decide 
•to withdraw this Notification. There¬ 
fore, the citizen has no remedy. 

Seven different High Courts in 
India said, “We want to go into the 
merits, we want to see whether there 
was really any worthwhile ground for 
detention; if there is any, we shall 
keep them detained; otherwise, we 
shall consider.” 

As soon as Mr, Kuldeep Nayar was 
released by the judgment of the Delhi 
High Court, overnight, another law 
-came, section 16A(.9) came, namely, 
any material for detention will be 
deemed to be in public interest and, 
therefore, cannot be disclosed. 

The Supreme Court has said in a 
recent judgment delivered on 28th 
April, 1976—which I call the darkest 
day in the history of Indian judiciary 
and for the citizens of this country. 
It is a majority view; it says: 

"In view of the Presidential 
Order dated 27th June, 1975, no 
person has any locu.'! standi to more 
any writ petition under article 226 
before a High Court for hdbe.is 
corpus or anj’ other writ or order 
or direction to challenge the legal¬ 
ity of an order of detention on the 
ground that the order is not under 
Or in compliance with the Act...” 

Even if I am able to show that such 
a detention is not contemplated under 
the Act, I have no right to go to the 
court. 

“.or is illegal_” 

Even if I am able to show that it 
is an illegal order of detention, I 
cannot challenge it. 


“...or is vitiated by mala fides'* 

Even if I am able to show than an 
order has been made mala fide, the 
High Courts will not grant me leave. 

.. or is vitiated by mala fide, 
actual or legal...” 

What we call malice in fact and 
malice in law. 

‘■...or is based on extraneous 
considerations.” 

Tliis is the law of the land under 
article 141 of the Constitution. It 
is the darkest day in the history of 
the Indian judiciary. I say this with 
all respect to the learned judges. 
This has been the end of any vestige 
of civil liberty in this country. When 
you have Ihc Presidential Notifica¬ 
tion and the declaration of emergency, 
there is no remedy. 

I was trjdng to find out from this 
Government whether they have any 
faith or belief in civil liberties or not. 
Can you not govern this country by 
the ordinary laws of the land? You 
are talking of the gains of Emergency. 
For industrial production, you are 
using the MISA; against somebody 
not pajdng the bus fare, you are us¬ 
ing the MISA; against difchonest 
traders, you are using the MISA; 
against an ordinary peasant, against 
a trade union worker, you are using 
the MISA. Is it not being used 
indiscriminalely? How many illus¬ 
trations do you want?

What about the government emp¬ 
loyees? The trade union employees, 
the association leaders, Save been 
picked and chosen for the purpose of 
detention and dismissal. The modus 
operandi is very simple. First, they 
arc detained under MISA, under 18A; 
no grounds need be given. As soon as 
they are detained under the MISA, 
they have to be kept under suspen¬ 
sion under the Service Buies; which- 
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ever government employee is taken 
in custody and remains in custody 
for 48 hours, he has to be suspended 
immediately. So, he is suspended 
immediately, followed by ao order 
under article 311(2) (c) of the Cons¬ 
titution which says that the Presi¬ 
dent or the Governor can dismiss a 
government employee without hold¬ 
ing any inquiry il he is satisfied 
that, in tbe interest of the security of 
the State, it is not expedient to hold 
an inquiry. Therefore, the process 
is complete for dismissing a goyem- 
ment employee. He would have to 
be given ordinarily an opportunity 
to show cause. Detention followed by 
no ch.anc,e of release, followed by 
suspension and followed by removal— 
In every walk of life this is happen¬ 
ing and when we go to the courts, 
they say. ‘This is not justiciable.’ 
This Sa the position with regard to 
the MISA. Hon. Minister, I know, 
said mony times, ‘Well, there may be 
an abtiae. Bring it to our notice. 
We shall look into it.’ But who will 
look into it? Those very per.sons 
who have issued these illegal orders, 
those very persons who are supposed 
to have reviewed them, those very 


persons who want them to be in jail 
and those very persons who have to 
review the orders! A wonderful 
mechanism you have developed! 
Therefore, although this Bill is only 
for extending the period of 12 months 
to 24 months, with regard to 16A 
detentions or emergency detentions, 
although I cannot say that an assu¬ 
rance was given here, an impres¬ 
sion was given to the House, ‘Please 
pass aod support this measure because 
it is only for 12 months.’ Now from 
12 months to 24 months and when 
will it be 36 months or 48 months? 
Nobody knows. Now this emergency 
and you arc saying that it has ful¬ 
filled its purpose. Although it might 
have been for internal disturbances, 
it has gone to everything, the indus¬ 
trial production, agricultural produc¬ 
tion, family planning and what not. 
Now, even Family Planning autho¬ 
rities might be under MISA. Probab¬ 


ly some of them are. I find some 
government employees have been 
detained under the MISA. I am not 
speaking for government employees 
as s\ich tliat they should not be 
detained under the MISA. The ques¬ 
tion is this. AU (hose detentions are 
under Section 16A, namely, nobody 
is given ihe grounds or told the 
reason,g for his detention. Therefore, 
frcni a Sub-Inspector, Inspector on¬ 
wards, may be downwards even be¬ 
cause I have heard of cases cf Sub- 
Insypctor.g going about with signed 
detention orders with names not yet 
filled in. I have said that earlier in 
the House. So, it is from a cons¬ 
table onwards to the Home Minister. 

I do not know how many detention 
orders the Home Minister scrutinises 
and passes himself. Assuming that he 
does and also I believe that Mr. 
Brahmananda Reddy personally may 
be having an op'en mind and tries to 
do things as dispassionately as pos¬ 
sible, is he passing all the detention 
orders throughout the country him¬ 
self?

You have given such widest powers 
to these Inspectors, to these Sub- 
Inspcctors, to these SDPOs. SPs and 
what not. 

Therefore, today, the civil liberties 
of this country have become a matter 
of—I do not know what to say—^just 
charity and patronage by the Govern¬ 
ment. It is not my fundamental 
right and natural right that I would 
not be deprived of my liberty with¬ 
out the due process of law for which 
this country fought for and attained 
independence. This is the position in 
this country. 

Therefore, our objection is funda¬ 
mental. You treat it so lightly. I.et 
us know once for all' At least please 
say what are the requirements you 
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want to be fulfllled before you go on 
taking recourse to this law. Is 16A 
also going to be an ordinary law of 
this country? One of the very emi¬ 
nent criminal lawyers of this country, 
Mr. Ajit Dutta-^Mf. Das Munsi knows 
him<—once said that the use of MISA 
and giving the MISA powers to the 
Police authorities has meant that 
they have forgotten to carry out the 
ordinary normal criminal investiga¬ 
tion work because even in murder 
cases, instead of proceeding and mak¬ 
ing an investigation and trying to 
frame charges against the accused, 
they are putting him under the MISA. 
Ko investigation is necessary. No 
report has to be submilled. They gel 
lid of the most important part of the 
Police work, namely, investigation 
and apprehension of the accused and 
proving the charges against him be¬ 
fore a court of law. The Police does 
not have to do that. Only they have 
to just get them and put them behind 
the bar. Those who can pay get 
released or get not apprehended. In 
other cases, those who cannot man¬ 
age and those against whom political 
decisions are there, are put inside. 
TJiat is the point. For every reason 
MISA is being applied. Today we do 
not know anylhing because .such 
questions are not admitted. We don’t 
know how many MISA detenus are 
thcic. Do not think that I am attri¬ 
buting any personal motive to any¬ 
body. If I feel that Mr. Brahma- 
nanda Reddy is looking Into the 
matter or Mr. Mohsin or the Prime 
Minister or even oup Chief Minister 
is personally looking into the matter, 

I am prepared to accept it, of course, 
with certain reservations, because, 
there are political reasons and politi¬ 
cal pressures which are operating. 
But e^en then, speaking for myself, 

T am prepared to say, yes, Mr. 
Siddhartha Shankar Ray or Mr. 
Brahmananda Reddy will not do 
things just out of spite. But to whom 
are you giving these powers*' Will 
they use these powers properly? A 
person may not have a legal right to 
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get into a train if he has not got the 
money. He is a poor man and he 
does not have the money to buy the 
ticket. He is detained under I^SA. 
A bus passenger is detained under 
the MISA. It is happening to any¬ 
body and everybody. My only re¬ 
quest to the hon. Minister is this: 
Please tell us what are the standards 
of behaviour which you want before 
you stop taking recourse to MISA. 
You say everything is normal. You 
say that you have achieved substan¬ 
tial gains,—^unthought of, undreamt of 
gains,—under this emergency. You 
say, the country is peaceful. You say 
there is no agitation. You don't 
allow other parties to hold meetings. 
You say everything is good. You 
say that agrirultu'al and industrial 
production has increased and that the 
mandays lost is almost nil. What sort 
of good behaviour you want to get, 
before you stop using these laws and 
the detenus are released? MPs and 
others are there in jail for more than 
12 months and they continue to be in 
jail. Do you want to say that while 
they are in jail they have continued 
with such activities or they are to 
continue there unless they surrender 
in writing? Does it depend upon 
your subjective feeling? These are 
the things which agitate our minds. 

Therefore, I submit, the emergency 
has done you good. But whether it 
has done the country any good, it is 
foi the futuie historians to judge and 
to write. People continue to rot in 
ja'l without trial and even the mini¬ 
mum jurisprudential system available 
in any civilised system of Govern¬ 
ment is not available here. Why 
should a citizen be deprived of bis 
liberty? Fven if the prosecution does 
not have to discharge the O’lus of 
proof at least the accused should get 
an opportunity of proving that he is 
innocent That opportunity is not 
there. Regarding the application of 
this law against political parties, we 
know this very wdit

not being withdrawn. Sven if you 
beep people under detention under 
Mll^ why don’t you allow the ac- 
ciued to go to court? Courts are not 
enamoured of citizens’ rights these 
days. I said this while speaking on 
tlw Judges Remuneration Bill. Some 
of the Judges have a feeling that 
some people can do no wrong. I say 
this on the floor of the House with all 
sense of responsibility. 


Sir, therefore, the position is this. 
Why are you afraid of the courts? 
Is it because the Courts are given 
complete—blanket power? No. Portu- 
nately, there are always some honour¬ 
able exceptions and even in the all- 
pervading gloom, some judges are still 
able to rise to that occasion. I do not 
say that. I have alawys many times said 
that I do not subscribe to the view 
that whatever Government does is 
wrong. I do not subscribe to that 
view. The Government may do wrong 
in one case out of ten. Then what 
about that one person? He will have 
no remedy and he will have to go or 
write to Shri Reddy who will send it 
to the Inspector and the Inspector will 
send a report and from that channel 
it will go to higher-up. And, Mr. 
Reddy, will write back and say that 
the case has been reviewed and his 
detention is justified. 


The whole thing has become a 
mockery. Therefore, so long as 359 (1) 
is there, ^labeas corpus petition is 
out of one's reach. There is still a 
provision for the arrest. If a person 
under MISA detention is released and, 
if according to government, he is 
misusing his freedom, then immedia¬ 
tely, on the same ground, without 
disclosing it, he can be re-arrested. 
What happens? After 12 months 
period expires, what is the position? 
I know that Mr, Nurul Huda has writ¬ 
ten to me by sending a copy of the 
order. He is in Assam Jail—^Nowgong 
JaiS—bb had been detained there and 
by fafeuiog another order, he was 
broui^t out of the jail and that formal 


ceremony is gone through but after he 
is brought to the jail gate, by another 
order, he is taken back. In that case, 
the grounds are given. 

I appeared before the Assam Hi|fli 
court on his application. Please be¬ 
lieve me that the hon. Chief Justice 
sitting in a Division Bench, asked the 
Advocate CJeneral of Assam how 
he supported this illegal detention. 
The Advocate General said ‘My Lord, 
his application is not maintainable'. 

Because of the Supreme Court's de¬ 
cision, although his detention is other¬ 
wise illegal, the Chief Justice has con- 
Armed that he cannot give any order 
because the habeas corpus petitions 
are not maintainable even if the de¬ 
tension is illegal. This is the case. 
You do not play with the people’s 
rights. You may say that their number 
is very minima—we do not know please 
tell us in how many cases, you have 
applied Section 16A of M^SA? We do 
not know it. 

We would like to know in how many 
cases you have reviewed and on re¬ 
view you have released them. Then 
only 1 can know that Government is 
so keen about it; they are really ob¬ 
jectively applying the law and 
not subjectively and on review, if it 
is proved that since there is no case 
for further detention, so and so has 
been released. Tell us and tell the 
people of the country about this. You 
do not take the people of the country 
into confidence and you do not even 
take Parliament into confidence. Those 
who do not subscribe to particular 
views, you treat them as second-class 
citizen or anti-nationals and un-patrio- 
tic. 

Sir, I refuse to subscribe to this view. 
This is the attitude that has been takeft., 
Can I not honestly believe that the 
country’s progress lies in a different 
direction? 

In the case of whosoever does not 
agree or whosoever is acting mala 
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if he is a traitor to the country—because 
this is your approach—and if you have 
evidence and if you want to take action 
against him—take action against him. 
In the ordinary law, there is a pro¬ 
vision in the Indian Penal Code—a 
move strict provision—for treason and 
you may prove it. But, you cannot 
prove it; still you want to keep the 
people deprived of their rights without 
any opportunity being given to them. 

ThcTcfore, Sir, the emergency deten¬ 
tion under section 16A—the justifira- 
tlon for which was that it wa.s only 
for a' limited period as was held out. 
I am not using the word actually, but 
that was the impression given—was 
intended to be for not more than one 
year. More than one year has elaps¬ 
ed—about 15 months have now elaps¬ 
ed—may be fourteen months at least— 
what is now the objective situation 
vt’hich you want in this country under 
which you con relea.se them? Is there 
any assurance that this will not go upto 
36 months? Is there any assurance 
that this will not go upto 48 months? 

I therefore submit—I will take just 
half a minute more before T sit down— 
what Mr. Justice Bhagwali said in the 
fagu show case—in the last case—ho 
had expressed great unhappiness over 
the way in which the MISA was being 
applied. 

He has said; 

“We must remember that it is a 
constitution we are expounding—a 
constitution which gives us a demo¬ 
cratic republican form of govern¬ 
ment and which recognised the right 
of personal liberty as the most 
prized possession of an individual. 
Shall we not then lean in favour of 
freedom and liberty when we find 
that it can be done without any vio¬ 
lence to the language of the consti¬ 
tutional provision? Shall we not 
respond freely and fearlessly to the 
intention of the founding fathers and 
Interpret the constitufional provi¬ 
sion in the broad and liberal spirit 


in which they conceived it, instead 
of adopting a rather mechanical and 
literal construction which defeats 
their intention? ^ . 

The power to detain without trial 
is itself a drastic power justified 
only in the interest of public security 
and order. It is tolerated in a free 
society as a necessary evil. £|ut.the 
power to detain a person f»r ht® 
without trial is something unthink¬ 
able in a democracy governed by 
the rule of law. It is a draconic 
power subversive of freedom . and 
liberty and can have no place in.oun 
cnnstilulional arrangement. ; . To 
grant such, a power would be to des¬ 
troy the democratic way of life, to 
annihilate one of the most cherished 
values of a fret- society and to vest 
in the State authoritarian power 
which is the anti-thesis of the rule 
of law. It would rob the fundar 
mental guarantee of personal liberty 
of all meaning and content and re¬ 
duce it to a more husk.’’ 

Now, he has changed his views but 
what he has said in the minority 
judgement will be more cherished in 
future. Therefore, with all humility, 
sincerity, seriousness and whatever 
emphasis we have, we oppose this Bill 
on principle because it goes beyond 
the implied representation made 
by the Government. Therefore, Sir, 
I say let the hon. Minister at least 
tell us when and where he will stop 
whether civil liberties will continue 
to be your bug bear.... 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): Sir. I may be allowed 
the right to reply on his behalf. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Under the rules 
only the Member who has moved has 
the right of reply and nobody else. 
You can speak all right but not reply 
on his behalf.

REDDY): Sir, I beg to move; .

SHRI P. Q. MAVALANKAB 
(Ahmedabad): Mr. Chairman, pir, 

at the outset I must express my gra¬ 
titude to you for calling me at this 
stage of the debate. 1 must also t|t 
the cutset apologise to the hoo. Honue 
Minister for my inability to be pre¬ 
sent tomorrow when perhaps he rep¬ 
lies. Normally, I should remaia in t^ie 
House v'hen the Minister rephes, 
but I am constrained to go 
back to my place by air tomorrow 
morning because of serious illness and 
accidents of some of the memb^s of 
my family. 

Let me say very candidly that 1 aip 
not able to relish the buoyant end 
enthusiastic manner in which some of 
my Congress friends are supporting 
this egiension of MZSA. I lun only 
referring to those whq have spolten 
today or earher on this subject. 1 do 
not think this is an occasion to show 
any enthusiasm or joy and tolh ki « 
very lighthearted manner obont fbe 
thousends of our own couatrym^ 
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Who have been Incereereted tor more 
than a year. They, may be totally 
misguided according to the Govern¬ 
ment, biit to talk in terms of such 
diarisiOn and Jokes about them Is not 
very befitting to our dignity and 
honour. I hope you will pardon my 
eajdng sc. The real point is this: 
the Government action of MISA ex- 
teiisidn is a further commentary on' 
the tragedies of the political Situation 
Ahd public life in our country. Now, 
on the one hand, Government says 
that everything is getting normal, and 
on the other hand Government says 
that everything is still very abnormal 
and, therefore, they want all these 
Draconian laws and powers! If you 
say that everything is getting normal, 
then you must, inevitably, not only 
release the prisoners but come back 
to democratic rails, as the Prime 
Minister has often' been saying; there 
should bp some kind of normalcy in 
terms of the tenets of the Rule of 
Law. You cannot say that everything 
is getting normal and at the same 
time also say that there is need for 
further extension because there is 
still Emergency, there are still anti¬ 
social elements at large, etc. You 
cannot have this contradiction going 
on all the time. Then you must effec¬ 
tively say, “So far, we have failed, 
and as long as we have not succeeded, 
we will continue”. I can understand 
that argument theoretically. But to 
say that you are succeeding, and at 
the same time to go on increasing, the 
arbitrary powers, does not sound logi¬ 
cal nor does it appeal to morality or 
Justice. J 


The second aspect of the matter is 
that this MlSA is dreaded, not so 
much because of the internment in 
jail, but because of the uncertainty 
that is hanging on every one who is 
detail^. l ean ufiidentand if you 
detoln toe and tell me for what you 
have detained me. But if I do not 
knowtoffwhatl have been detained— 


even when 1 am an honest, sincere 
man, and as patriotic as anybody else 
in' this country or in this House, no 
matter to which party or no-party I 
belong—^what am I to do? What am 
I to do except to speculate as to what 
must be the democratic, decent, civi¬ 
lized, right, proper, non-violent be¬ 
haviour and attitude which will earn 
me the prize of being called a law- 
abiding citizen? A law-abiding citi¬ 
zen is not necessarily one who obeys 
all laws of Government. A law- 
abiding citizen as Socrates and 
Mahatma Gandhi and several other 
immortals have said, is one who obeys 
all good laws, all just laws and fer¬ 
vently disobeys all unjust laws, all 
bad laws, and accepts all the conse¬ 
quences, Including death, as Socrates 
did, and as Mahatma Gandhi did, 
though on' different footings. Because 
of the secular outlook, to which many 
of us subscribe too, of Gandhiji, a mad 
man did away with the life of the 
Father of our nation. Well then, as 
1 was saying, there is this uncertainly, 
accompanied by the absence of know¬ 
ledge on the part of any one of us, 
detenus or otherwise, as to the rea¬ 
sons for detention and as to what has 
happened tor extending this MISA 
and extending the Jail term to so 
many people. We should know what 
is their fault, so that we can at least 
tell them or try to correct them or 
guide them. If Government do not 
tell us their fault but keep on saying 
vaguely that they are anti-social ele¬ 
ments, anti-democratic elements, etc., 
then at least for me it is something 
very diflScult to digest. 


Thirdly, I want to ask this in all 
humility, in all seriousness, with all 
sincerity. Should there be no justice 
involved in all that we may be doing? 
If you want to deal, and deal effective, 
ly, with an emergent situation of any 
kind, as my friend, Mr. R. S. Psmdey 
exerted himself more than what his 
health would permit to argue, import¬ 
ant and even Draconian measures may 
becatne pecessary. Yes, important and 
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even Draconian measures are neces¬ 
sary to curb evil, but not to 
curb dissent; to curb disorder but 
not to curb orderly expression of 
opinion; to curb violence, but not 
to control a legitimate non-violent 
dissent, a civilized way cf expres¬ 
sing an opinion which may be in 
line with yours or may not be in line 
with yours. Similarly uecause it is rot 
in line with yours, does it automatical, 
ly become violent? Does it automa¬ 
tically become indecent or an uncivili¬ 
zed way of expression? I am raising 
these fundamental issues and am 

making an appeal to the Prime Minis¬ 
ter, as well as to my este«ned friend, 
the Home Minister, and his colleagues, 
who have said that, ultimately, they 
have the interests of the country at 
large. They might have also the 

interests of their party at heart. That 
interest is there. It is no use saying, 
‘No, no.’ as some Congress friends 
seem to be shouting. You have vested 
interests of remaining in power- I 
might say this in all hiimility and 
with all assertion because I do not 
belong to any Party and I have no 
dream of joining this office or that 
office or becoming this Minister or 
that Minister, but I do want to say 
something and act in the interests of 
the nation, in the intere.<3t3 of the 
Rule of Law, in the interests of our 
great motherland with an ancient past 
and a bright future. Therefore, I 
appeal to you and request you to 
ponder once again on this point when 
you hav© this MISA and *»ow when 
you extend further, is it not lack 
of justice? Is it not lack of natural 
rights? Is it not an absence of any 
appeal which is so dangerous and bad? 
If you extend the IVUSA but allow no 
appeal, extend the MISA but recognise 
no natural justice, extend the MISA 
but accept no natural rights, then it 
is the end of everything. It is not 
only the end of everything, but it is 
the end of our own survival, because 
survival and civilisation, to my mind, 
are equated.. If I cannot survive as a 
civilised man, 1 do not think I want 
to survive. But if I want to survive 
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as a civilised man, then I ’must see to 
it that I must oppose those aspects of 
the ipoli<qr and practice of any govern¬ 
ment, no matter what party it belongs 
to, vdiich I consider as very wrong and 
bad. 

Fourthly, I want to say very briefly 
that decent and non-yiolent expression 
of opinion can never be punished in 
any democracy. You may have 99 
persons on the one side and you may 
have only one man on the other side. 
But even if that one man is, according 
to you. wrong, as long as he is not 
violent and as long as he is not inde¬ 
cent and uncivilised, he has a right to 
say What he wants to say, especially 
because he happens to be in the min- 
ority of one against 99 who are pitted 
against him. 

Now, Sir, several Congress Members 
have been referring to recent years’ 
happenings in Gujarat. I'should, how¬ 
ever, ask one very simple question, 
very briefly and in all earnestness. 
My friends, so many of them on the 
Congress Benches, are asking me pri- 
vately and in informed discussions and 
they are also raising this point on the 
floor of this august House when they 
say, ‘What about Gujarat? What 
about the Navnirman movemrat?’ I 
say, and I have said it repeatedly, 
that I was one of those very few 
who publicly dissociated himself from 
the Navnirman movement even before 
it became violent and I also told the 
student leaders that I was ever com¬ 
mitted to Democracy and non-violence, 

I do not want to name any of them 
here and for that matter, I do not 
want to name anybody who can¬ 
not defend himself here. But I 
want to ask this question to my Con. 
gress friends and the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. In regard to all those 
student leaders of the Navnirman 
movement, several of wh(wn were 
violent and destructive, what have 
you done Mr. Home Minister? You 
and yoor Party absorbed them as ’ 
members of the Congrf^ Party in 
Gujarat, Ar© you not asfaatn^ of It? 
Are you not ashamed of this fact l|i,at 
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pnly in 1974 and 1976 and even now in 
1976 when you are saying that these 
students and agitators are violent and 
bad, that you are now publicly arrang¬ 
ing' celebrations and progranimes and 
platfoim meetings in Ahmedabad and 
other parts of Gujarat to publicly 
welcome them into the fold of your 
Party ... (Interruptions) You claim 
that they have come into congress fold 
in hundreds and thousands. Let 
me say that especially. aU their lea¬ 
ders, of most of them, have bofn 
absorbed as Members of the Congress 
Party.

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; I am 
not arguing. I am only saying that 
even in 1974, you might remember and 
later in 1975 and 1976, many Congress 
leaders had publicly said that these 
violent elements are not to be given 
any footing, but now when they all in 
a bondwafon joined your party they 
certainly have become good and sacred! 
When .they were outside the Congress, 
they were not sacred. Mr. Chiman- 
bhai Patel—I must give only one name 
though I do not think his or anyother 
name needs to be referred to here, 
and certainly not by me—^when he 

was the Chief Minister and the popu¬ 
lar agitation was against him to re¬ 
move him from office, and when that 
was ultimately done, later on what hap- 
pened?.We saw that he and his assocl. 
ates have joined or were about to join 
the Congress Party in Gujarat. Not 
only that, KIMLOP, the Party 
founded by him and which now 
is dissolved, you have had to depend 
on the members of that • KIMLOP in 
the Gujarat Assembly to topple the 
Morcba Government. Whether the 
Morcha Government remains or does 
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no! remain, it is a matter for them' 
and the country and for our destiny. 
That is not my point. My point is that 
you have had to depend upon those 
very elements whom you are decrying 
and describing as violent in you* 
speeches on the floor of the House. . 

In the remaining few minutes, J 
would very briefly say about fhe abuse 
and misuse of FISA. I appeal to the 
Home Minister. Please look into this 
very carefuUy, and very very care¬ 
fully, because 1 find increasing evi¬ 
dence of bureaucratic bossing and polf- 
tical vendetta let loose at large by 
arresting all kinds of people. I 
find that not only in Gujarat—I 
can speak with a greater know¬ 
ledge of Gujarat—but I am sure aM 
over the country, all sorts of 
people are being arrested, and 
hundreds of students, teachers, 
professionals and political workeis 
■ re being arrested on the ground ,of 
sheer political revenge, and even 
some quite innocent teachers, profes¬ 
sors and students doing Ph.D. have also 
been arrested. What is their fault? 
.Just because they said that the emer¬ 
gency was not right? If anybody feels 
th.at he is right let him say it. In so 
doing has he spoken anything inde¬ 
cent? Has he destroyed any property? 
Has he become violent? No. Then 
why did you do it? Therefore, Sir. I 
appeal by telling the Home Minis¬ 
ter and requesting him and through 
him the entire Government, let us 
make a distinction between unsocial 
elements, criminal elements on one 
side, and honest political dissenters 
and those who differ from the estab- 
li.shmont on the other. Unless you 
make such a distinction between tl^e 
two, you will make inevitably the 
criminals more politically oriented 
and the politicals more desperate. 
That will not lead to any peace apd 
dialogue. That wiU not lead to any 
harmony. It may be 1976 or 1977 or 
it may be even 1987, if you ga on 
doing like this, India will go down. 
That is the danger; that is the difficul¬ 
ty. Now, whether this party goei 
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4owxi or whether that opposition got» 
down, whether tbia man dies or that 
man is in Jail etc., are all compare* 
lively minor issues. The most im¬ 
portant fundamental issue is whether 
by what you do and I do, and by whal 
we do together in this House, through 
this Parliament, august as it is, India, 
our Motherland, will go forward or 
get backward. 

Therefore, 1 conclude by saying this. 
MISA has actually become a terror. 
It is dreaded by everybody including 
you and me. Let us be honest about 
it. We all dread it because of various 
things, which I fold you right now. 11 
we dread it and fear it, may I under¬ 
stand whether this fear is only on the 
part of the people? People are today 
afraid of Government, that is of 
MISA, all over the country. But 
Government also are afraid of opinion 
that is truth! Why is there the Press 
Censorship? While I cannot see any 
justification of press censorship, and 
the press gallery here remaining al¬ 
most vacant, what harm is done if an 
honest opinion, different from the 
opinion of the establishment, goes to 
the Press? If it is a wrong opinion, 
why are you afraid? But. unfortu¬ 
nately, we the heirs of Mahatma 
Gandhi, have all fallen to this low 
level of being afraid of each other- 
people afraid of government, govern¬ 
ment afraid of opinion, and in the end. 
Gandhiji's Supreme lesson 'Be Fear¬ 
less’ seems to w^aporating very 
rapidly. 

So. Sir, it is with these sad thoughts 
that 1 conclude, and I am bound to 
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express my strong and most sincere 
opposition to this extension of MISA 
lor a .further period of one year.

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 

Share of Sugar in Exports 

*61. SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: 
WiU the Minister of COMMERCE be 
pleased to state: 

(al whether our exports increased 
by 18 per cent in 1975-76; and 

(b) if so, what is the share of sugar 
exports in total exports? 

THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE 
(PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA): 

(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) 11.98 per cent during 1975-76. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: I 
congratulate the Minister on the ex¬ 
cellent export performance. May 1 
know whether the same trend of ex¬ 
ports, will continue during this year 
also and if not, why not? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Last, year our export of sugar has been 
an all-time high. Production was near¬ 
ly 47.97 lakh tonnes. The carry-over 
from the previous year was 
td^esS, Total availability was 56.75 
laikli tonnes. Domestic Consumption 
wa0 34.67 lakh tonnes. The rest was 
1848 LS—I 
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for export and carry-over. The pro- 
ductibn this year would be somewhat 
less. Depending on the demand of .the 
home market and availability, we will 
think of finalising the export target. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: We 
have built up the foreign markets after 
a great deal of effort. If one year we 
export and next year we reduce it, are 
we not going to lose our market? What 
is the remedy? What is the reason 
for fall in production when there has 
been plenty of rains, plenty of fertili¬ 
sers and credit facilities also? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
We have two markets—internal and 
foreign. We have to take care of the 
genuine demands of both the markets, 
perhaps more so of the home market. 
1 very much appreciate the point made 
by the hon. Member that we should 
try our best to retain the foreign mar¬ 
ket acquired by Us in the last two 
year.c. But that objective should be 
consistent with the demand of the in¬ 
ternal market. We cannot afford to see 
the price of sugar—an essential com¬ 
modity—in the internal market going 
up high beyond the rearch of the ordi¬ 
nary man. The total availability of 
sweeteners—Sugar, khandsari and gar 
taken together—has not gone down. 
The production of sugar has gone 
down somewhat. Steps are being 
taken to balance the production, tak¬ 
ing all the factors into consideration. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA: Is it a 
fact that we are getting a lower price 
for sugar than what is prevalent in the 
international market? 

PROF. D. p. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
That is not a fact. We have get from 
the international market comparable 
to what the other exporters have 
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The average price realisation last year 
was Rs. 3,900 per metric tonne FOB. 
It was (}uite favourable, comparable to 
what was realised by the exporting 
countries. ^ 

8HR1 NARASINGH NABAIN 
PANDEY: Will the hon. Minister 
throw some light on this? While the 
home consumption last year was 3? 
lakh tonnes, this year it is only 34.76 
lakh tonnes. Yet, the export com¬ 
mitment was also not honoured up to 
the mark. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADIIYAYA; 
We have to take care of the demand of 
the home market and also avoid a 
possible shortage or price rise. If it 
will cause hardship to the domestic 
consumers w® will not export. Con¬ 
sistent with the level of our produc¬ 
tion, our export performance quan- 
titywise was . not unreasonable and 
unjustided. 

MR. SPEAKER: Next question. 
Shri Indrajit Gupta. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Sir, 
you can take up Question No. 71 which 
is on the same subject. Perhaps you 
can take up 79 also. 

MR. SEAKER: Yes you can do all 
of them together. The only point is 
that you would repeating what you 
said yesterday. 

PROF. D. p. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Sir, I share your fears. 

Support price for Raw Jute 

^■62. SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Will 
the Minister of COMMERCE be pleas¬ 
ed to state; 

(a) on what basis Government have 
fixed the support price for raw jute in 
the current season at Rs. 135 per 
quintal; 

(bl whether the West Bengal Go¬ 
vernment has demanded a minimum 
support price of Rs. 180 per quintal; 


(c) whether the purchasing target 
of the Jute Corporation of India has 
been fixed at only 8 lakhs bales Uiia 
year; and 

(d) if so, how any minimum lice 
can be ensured in respect of the 
balance of the crop? 

THE minister of COMMERCE 
<PROF, D. P, CHATTOPADHYAYA): 
(a) Statutory minimum price for raw 
jute in the current season was fixed 
after considering the recommendations 
oi the Agricultural Prices Commission. 

(b) There have been representa¬ 
tions for an increase in the statutory 
minimum price for raw jute. 

(c) and (d). The Board of Jute Cor¬ 
poration of India decided on 31-5-1976, 
On a plan of purchase of 8 lakh bales 
for 1976-77. However, the Jute Cor¬ 
poration of India has been advised to 
increase its plan of operations beyond 
8 lakh bales to ensure at least statutory 
minimum price for the growers.

SHRI MOHAMMAD ISMAIL; 

Will the Minister of COMMERCE 
be pleased to stale: 

(aj whether the attention of Gov¬ 
ernment has been drawn To^the fact 
that the West Bengal jute mill owners 
are cutting production even more than 
what was pe.-mitled; and 

(b) if so. what action has been 
taken against jute mill owners? 

THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE 
(PROF. D. p. CHATTOPADHYAYA): 
(a) and (b). Production regulation 
in respect of Carpet Backing and 
Hessian stipulated only the maximum 
permissible level of production. The 
said production regulation in respect 
of Carpet Backing and Hessian has 
been withdrawn with effect from 14th 
July, 1976. 
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10t SPEAKER; 1 am afraid, ques- 
ticm l^fumber 79 cannot be taken up, 
becaua* the Members who have given 
imtlce of this question are not present 
here. So, it need not be answered. 

SHRI B\'>DRAJIT GUPTA; The hon. 
Minister said that the support price for 
the current season has been fixed on 
the basis of the recommendations of 
the Agricultural Prices Commission. 
I would like to know whether it is not 
a fact that the Agricultral Prices Com¬ 
mission recommended a support price 
of Ra. 140, and not Rs. 13S. If so, 
wny have Government reduced that 
recommendation further by Rs. 5? 

Secondly, may I know whether any 
calculation has been made of the actual 
cost of production which the jute 
grower has to bear, whether it is a fact 
Or not that at present the cost of pro¬ 
duction works out to Rs. 60 per maund 
■whereas the price of Rs. 135 per 
quintal works out to Rs. 54 per maund 
in which case may I know whether 
they intend to give any margin of pro¬ 
fit at all to the jute grower or not? 

PROF, D, P, CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
The A. P. C. recommends the minimum 
support price on the basis of the fol¬ 
lowing considerations: fl) trends in 
production and PricOg of raw jute in 
the country, (2) area put under jute 
cultivation <3) available data of cost 
of production of raw jute, (4) the 
level of prices of competing crop.'! 
like paddy. (5) the necessary of 
maintaining a degree of attractive¬ 
ness for growing jute and maintain¬ 
ing parity between the demonstrated 
prices of paddy and jute and the 
need for assisting the growers to im¬ 
prove the per-hectare yield of 
jute, (6) the possibility of jute manu¬ 
facturers accommodating in their pri¬ 
ces the price of raw jute without pro¬ 
ducing any dilatory effect on the ex¬ 
port markets, and (7) the internal and 
international aspects of the jute 
economy. 

So far as cost calculations are con- 
cea’ned, the exact quantified data up- 


to-date are not available. The data 
have, supplied by the Governments of 
Orissa and West Bengal, indicate that 
in 1973-74 in Orissa the per-quint»l 
production cost was Hs. 77.13 and in 
West Bengal Rs. 103.43. Obviously, 
since that time the price of some in¬ 
puts have gone up as you will appre¬ 
ciate, but this year the crop size is 
projected to be 71.6 lakh bales and the 
carry over stock is likely to be 8 lakh 
bales. So, this year the crop size being 
bigger, the main problem will be 
maintaining the support price so that 
the price does not fall below it. So, 
whether we fix the price notionally at 
Rs. 140 or Rs. 135, the main question 
is to expand effectively the purchase 
operations in such a manner that 
the price does not fall below the level 
fixed. So, Government thought that, 
considering all aspects, we should do 
our purchasing operations in such a 
manner that the grower does not suffer 
and the minimum support price is 
maintained. Therefore this year the 
accent is on carrying on extensive 
operations and not allowing the price 
to fall below the support price, and 
not on Rs. 145 or Rs. 140. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I appre¬ 
ciate the lengthy answer, but I am not 
much satisfied with tne cost of produc¬ 
tion aspect. Anyway, that cannot be 
discussed during the Question Hour. 

My second question is this. As he 
correctly said, this year there are 
grave apprehensions that in view of 
the large crop and the fact that pro¬ 
duction in the mills has also been re¬ 
duced, there is a real danger of prices 
falling. So, I would like to know 
from him why, when it possible in the 
case of cotton to have monopoly pro¬ 
curement by the State, a similar proce¬ 
dure cannot be adopted in the case 
of raw jute, since he has also express¬ 
ed this apprehension; why Government 
has not up-to-date seriously considered 
the need and the possibility of exten¬ 
ding monopoly State procurement to 
raw jute also? Is it simply because 
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tbe infrastctpre is there or is it 
due to the delibrate policy of the Gov- 
ernmrat? 

PEOF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Perhaps the hon. Member is not aware 
that monopoly purchase of cotton is an 
operation of a different type. Coopera¬ 
tive federations operate within the 
Government of Maharashtra and there 
also the, results of this cooperative mo¬ 
nopoly purcnase have not been very 
ecpuraging. As a result of that, because 
of some hardship experienced by the 
poorer farmers, the cotton production 
in Maiiarashtra has gone down, in the 
last two years, or so, by nearly 35 to 
40 per cent. That is a different sort of 
operation; it is not a Central Govern¬ 
ment operation. K the West Bengal 
Government or any other State Gov¬ 
ernment, Assam or Bihar, organizes 
some such operation inconsonance with 
the operations of the Jute Corporation 
of India we will be very glad. The 
purchase policy and price policy of the 
State organizations and the Central 
organization should be harmonised. 
But our experience of Maharashtra has 
not been—I am taking an overall 
view —very satisfactory, and the pro¬ 
duction has gone down there. 

Regarding the other thing, I would 
like to point out that, because of the 
JCIs operations and other government 
policies the raw jute price in the last 
year has been an all-time high and 
that is why we are*-having a higher 
jute production this year. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: My 
question is whether the jute mill- 
owners are cutting production even 
more than wnat was permitted. I 
would like to know what was permit¬ 
ted and whether Government is aware 
that they have cut production much 
more than what Government has 
sanctioned. 

PROP. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
The production cut permitted was of 
the order 22 per cent and not more 
than tiiat. If ahy unit has exceeded 
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that permitted ceiling, we ciah look In¬ 
to it. But, we have no specific dOin- 
plaintg or charges about it. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: May 1 
know whether it is a fact that a larger 
number of jute mills have been closed 
and more mills are going to be tlosed, 
and tne employers are threatening that 
there would be further cut in produc¬ 
tion because the Minister has given a 
statement yesterday that the demand 
in the foreign market has reduced 
from 57,000 tonnes to 27,000 tonnes. In 
terms of percentage, it is much more 
than 22 per cent. If the production is 
purely based on demand in foreign 
market on what basis have you allow¬ 
ed 22 per cent reduction? When the 
employers are threatening that more 
mills are going to be closed and mtwe 
production is to be cut how is Govern¬ 
ment thinking of countering this? 
Because, it involves thousands and 
thousands of workers, their being 
thrown out of jobs. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
I tried to explain the problem in my 
own way yesterday. The industry 
depends very heavily, more than fifty 
per cent, on foreign market, ■ foreign 
demand. Since that market has shrunk 
to very disturbing 'extent, there is not 
very much flexibility in our approach 
to rectify the situation. But within 
that limit, whatever is possible has 
been done by us. In fact^ four mills 
which were closed, the Eastern Manu¬ 
facturing Company, Kamahati, North 
Brook and Katnara, as a result of my 
personal intervention and also the 
interest taken by the Union Labour 
Minister, Shri Reddy, and the State 
Labour Minister^ Shri Nag, have re- 
opeated. Yesterday I have got the in¬ 
formation that Baranagar mill has also 
reopened. That makes it very clear 
that we are always endeavouring and 
trying to re-open more and more ntiiUs. 
But there are industrial disputes 
resulting in work stoppages. The rea¬ 
sons therefor we cannot from here 
correctly diagnose and rectify. 'We are 
in touch with the State Oovernmont 
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to see that more and mord mills are 
re-opened and the hardships of the 
workers Involved are minimised.

SHRIMATI ROZA 
DESHPANDE: 

Will the Minister of COMMERCE 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether a delegation led by 
Secretary of Commerce and Industries 
of Nepal had a discussion with the 
Indian officials regarding the new 
trade pact with Nepal; and 

(b) if so, the main features thereof? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF COMMERCE (SHRI 
VISHWANATH PRATAP SINGH): 

(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) The discussions w'ere inconclu¬ 
sive and are expected to be resumed 
at Kathmandu shortly. 

SHRI fi. S. PANDEY: The Indian 
trade delegation had a discussim with 
their Nepalese counterparts from June 
22 to July 3. May I know whether at 
the said talks both parties have ex¬ 
pressed certain difficulties and if so, 
what are those difficulties regarding 
the agreement that took place in 1971 
which is going to ex{>ire in 197$? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: As the talks are yet inconelu^ 
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sive and the n‘ext meeting is going to 
be held in Kathmandu on. 29th August 
1976, any diffi.culties. experienced in 
our previous talks are also inconclu¬ 
sive and it will serve r.o purpose when 
the next meeting is scheduled so 
shortly. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY rose 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Pandeyji, 
this is a (felicate matter. 

MR. SPEAKER; You take help from 
Mr. Banerjee. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: What is the 
quantum of ti-ade between India and 
Nepal so far as exports and imports 
are concerned? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: In the year 1973-74 the ex¬ 
ports from India to Nepal were 
Rs. 2889 lakhs. Imports from Nepal 
were Rs. 1299 lakhs and the balance of 
trade in favour of India was Rs. 1590 
lakhs. In 1974-75 exports from India 
were Rs. 4240 lakhs and imports from 
Nepal were Rs. i930 lakhs and the 
balance of trade in favour of India 
was Rs. 2310 lakhs.

International Cooperation to Check 
Smuggling 

» 

*66. SHRI D. B. CHANDRA GO¬ 
WDA: Will the Minister of REVENUE 
AND BANKING be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government have 
sought any international co-operation 
to ensure complete check on smuggl¬ 
ing into India from abroad, parti¬ 
cularly of opium; and 

(b) if so, the particulars regarding 
measures adopted by Government in 
this regard?. 


THE MINISTER OP STATE IN 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRI, 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE): (a) 
and (b). There is very little smuggling 
of opium from abroad into India ex¬ 
cept that some stray cases of opium 
smuggling from across the Ir.do-Pak 
and Indo-Nepal border have come to 
notice. The Government is, however, 
alert to the situation an^ has adopted 
various measures in this regard. 

Besides, India is a contracting party 
to various International Conventions 
and treaties in the field of drug abuse 
control aiid suppression of illicit traffic. 
Indian representatives also regularly 
participate in the meetings organised 
by United Nations Commission on 
Narcotic Drugs, Interpol and Customs 
Co-operation Council where measures 
are considering for promotion of 
closer co-operation amongst Govern¬ 
ments in the field of illicit traffic, par¬ 
ticularly in drugs. 

SHRI D. B. CHANDRA GOWDA: • 
While congratulating the Minis'er on 
the steps which he has taken, in India, 
may I know, keeping in view the fact 
that about 13 Air India workers have 
been involved in the opium smuggling 
case and other international institu¬ 
tions have had a hand in it, how does 
the Government of India coordinate 
these international anti-smuggling 
activities? What type of relations has 
the Government of India with Interpol ^ 
and the Customs Cooperation Council ‘ 
and how many Indians are working 
in these international institutions? Is 
the Government of India happy and 
satisfied with the way in which these * 
organisations are functioning? 


SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER¬ 
JEE: So far as cooperation in various 
international forums are concerned I 
have indicated in the t'cxt of my reply 
that we have representation in these 
organisations. It has been admitted 
that so far as production of opium, 
concerned and its utility under Gov¬ 
ernment control is concerned, the steps 
taken have been appreciated even by

the United Nations. Regarding the 
incidents which the bon. Member has 
mentioned. I indicated to him that 
there are some stray incidents. But 1 
want to emphasise that India is the 
only manufacturer of opium legally 
except Iran and some other countries. 
We are the largest producer and ex¬ 
porter so far as opium is concerned. 
But to some extent other types of 
opium products in the form of hashish 
and marijuana are coming into the 
country and whenever such incidents 
come to our notice we take appropriate 
action. But so far as control of the 
drug and preventing abuse o' the drug 
is concerned, we have already taken 
strong measures and these are con¬ 
tinuing. 

SHRI D. B. CHANDRA GOWDA: 
The Minister was good enough to 
admit that there is some smuggling of 
opium through Pakistan and Nepal. In 
view of the relaxed relations with 
Pakistan and an excellent relation with 
Nepal may I know whether the Gov¬ 
ernment has made any negotiations t'ov 
coordination with these countries to 
come to an understanding to put down 
this evil of opium smuggling activities? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; This exercise will be made when 
the discussion with Nepal lakes place 
about which the Commerce Minister 
has already indicated in the House. 
We will have our own representation 
there. Closest cooperation between 
these countries is a very important 
point to be given due consideration. It 
is true that to some extent ganja is 
coming from Nepal. We have limite.i 
the use of hashish, marijuana 'etc. It 
is a fact that we have reduced the use 
of these types of articles as a result of 
which certain illegal traflicking is 
taking place through Indo-Nepal bor¬ 
der, But we are alert on it and taking 
necessary steps. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: The Minister said 
that our country has the unique dis- 
tkiction of being the only country 
which is producing it legally. 


Therefore, may I know whether the 
Ministry of Revenue and Banking is 
thinking in the direction of closing 
over except that limited quantity that 
is needed for hygienic and medicinal 
purposes and of stopping this Indian 
Alkaloids Ltd. which is one of our 
public sector concerns above 100 per 
cent production? 

In view of the fact that international 
opinion is very much against us in 
respect of the smuggling and the ex¬ 
port of opium and the alkaloids 
abroad, are you thinking of banning 
the production itself? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER. 
JEE: I do not agree with the hon. 
Member that international opinion is 
against us. On the other hand, the 
international opinion is in favour of 
India that they are stricUy controlling 
it. In regard to the utility of it and 
of having the finished products, we 
are already having it in Ghazipur and 
the most sophisticated plant at 
Neemuch is also on the production. 

Development of Beaches as Tourist 
Centl-es

*67. SHRI VEKARIA: 

SHRI ARVIND M. PATEL; 

Will the Minister of TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION be pleated to 
state: 

(a) the beaches in India that have 
been developed by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment as tourist Centres; 

(b) whether there is any proposal 
under the consideration of Govern¬ 
ment to develop beaches as tourist 
centres in Gu.iarat Slate; and 

(c) if so, the main features thereof? 

THE minister of STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION (SHRI SURENDRA PAL 
SINGH): (a) Kovalam near Trivan** 
drum is being developed as a beadi 
resort. It is also proposed to develop 
beach tourism in Goa in the Central 
Sector, and some facilities have been 
provided at Mahaballpurain, also. 
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(b) There is no proposal under con¬ 
sideration at present to develop 
beaches in Gujarat in the Central Sec¬ 
tor 

(c) Does not arise. 

SHRI VEKARIA: Sir, in regard to 
pari (bj of my question the Minister 
said that there is no proposal under 
consideration. I would like to know 
from him whether Government of 
Gujarat has sent any proposal; if they 
have sent it, what are the reasons for 
not considering this proposal? 

£HRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: The 
reason for not undertaking in Gujarat 
any sea beach resort is quite obvious. 

It is because we have already one or 
two big projects in hand and our r;-;- 
sources are very limited. This is a 
new experiment which we have under¬ 
taken. Unless and until we are satis¬ 
fied that the experiment is successful, 

We cannot undertake any other scheme, 

SHRl VEKARIA: Sir, every year, we 
are getting a big flow of foreign tour¬ 
ists in our country and most of them 
prefer to go to sea beach than to any 
other place. So^ looking to these 
things and to develop more tourism 
beach centres, I would like to know 
from him whether Government has 
proposed to develop more Sea-beache.s 
in the near future or in the next B^ve 
Year Plan or to provide funds in the 
ne^ft budget? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: We 
have Kovalam Beach. We have Maha- 
balipuram and Goa which are in the 
Central Sector for development. It all 
depends On whether the experiment is 
going to succeed or not. If that suc¬ 
ceeds, if the scheme is profitable or 
popular, and once a proper assessment 
is made of the schemes; about their 
success etc,, we would certainly deve¬ 
lop more such projects. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DF;R: Sir, the Minister in his reply to 
I'»n (a) of the question has not men¬ 
tioned any sea beach in the eastern 
India. I want to mention hehe the 
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Diga Beach in West Bengal. Recently 
a feature appeared in the Hindustan 
Standard Paper, day before yesterday 
that this is in a very precarious con¬ 
dition. West Bengal Government has 
not got sufficient funds to save this 
beach. So, I would like to know whe¬ 
ther his Ministry has received any 
communication from West Bengal 
Government regarding the sanction 
of funds for the Diga Beach and 
whether Government has any pro¬ 
posal to take over and develop this 
beach and include it in the Central 
Scheme. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: 
This was a beach developed by West 
Bengal Government. It is quite pos¬ 
sible that because of inadequacy of 
funds they have noi been able to 
develop it fully. But, we have not 
received any proposal from West 
Bengal Government to come to their 
rescue or help. But, as regards the 
general question, this is not the only 
beach suitable for development. There 
are a number of other beaches all 
round the coas* India which are as 
beautiful, and as good as any other. 

As far as possible, we would like to 
develop many of them. But, the diffi¬ 
culty with us is that we have got only 
very limited resources and we have to 
pick and choose. As and when funds 
are available^ if the existing schemes 
succeed, we "shall certainly take over 
some more schemes. 

SHRIMATI MAYA RAY: Will the 
hon. Minister kindly tell us whether 
he knows the beach in ‘Puri’ in Orissa 
which is very well maintainable. Very 
little fund,s will be required from the 
Centre for there is already a South 
Eastern Railway hotel there. U that is 
subsidised, the whole place can be 
made more beautiful. That is a vtery 
famous beach in the eastern region. 
Tourist possibilities are not utilised to 
its optimum capacity, of that, t am 
sure. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SlNGB^: 
Yes, Sir. It is a very wellknown and 
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important beach. But, I have already 
expressed our inability and diflflculty, 
that is that we have not got sufficient 
funds to take up all the beaches. 

Seizure of cash during raid on a 
Scooter manufacturing firm 

•68. SBRI NARSINGH NARAIN 
PANDEY: Will the Minister of RE¬ 
VENUE AND BANKliiJG De-t>leased 
to state; 

(a) whether in a search in May, 
1976 Rs. 52.50 lakhs were seized from 
a scooter manufacturing firm; 

(b) if so, the facts thereof; and 

(c) whether forty-four bank lockers 
have been opened to know exactly the 
amounts, documents and jewellery 
thereof and the name of company? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRl 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE): (a) 
to (c>. Search and seizure operations 
conducted by the Income-tax autho- 
ritiet in the Bajaj group of cases have 
resulted in the seizure o' assets worth 
over Rs. 58.69 lakhs. The names of the 
companies, individuals and other per¬ 
sons covered together with details of 
a'eizures made are given in the state¬ 
ment laid on the Table of the House. 
[Placed in Library. See No. LT-11061 
/76]. One of the companies belonging 
to this group viz. M/s. Bajaj Auto Ltd., 
Bombay is manufacturing scooters. 

Cash, jewellery, fixed deposit recei¬ 
pts/ promissory notes of the value of 
Rs. 56,500/-, Rs, 6,16.074/- and 
Rs. 1,19,900/- respectively have been 
seized from the 42 lockers opened. 
These seizures form part of the total 
seizure of over Rs. 58.69 lakhs. The 
remaining two lockers are yet to be 
opened. 

SHBl NARSINGH NARAIN PAN- 
DBY: Sir, I would like to know whe¬ 
ther the attention of the hon. Minister 
has been drawn to a news item appear- 
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ing in Times of India dated 27th May, 

1976 wherein it has been said; 

“A large volume of incriminating 
books of accounts and other docu¬ 
ments have also been recovered and 
seized by the search parties and are 
being scrutinised. The seized docu¬ 
ments include numerous cheques 
sjgned in. blank by various persons 
for allotment of scooters oti priority 
basis in their names, a large number 
of blank stamp papers purchased in 
various years and a private pocket 
diary of the Director of a company 
containing code words about certain 
bank lockers, etc. 

One of the seized documents indi¬ 
cates payment of commisison of 
Rs. 1,25,000 to a party for securing 
export orders. It is stated that the 
said party is not assessed to tax and 
did not render any services for 
securing any export orders. The 
seized documents scrutinised so far, 
pj’ima facie, indicate tax evasion and 
avoidance by this group of persons 
on a very large scale.” 

Now, this is the information which has 
been revealed and published in a daily 
newspaper. I would like to know 
whether the attention of the Gov¬ 
ernment hag been drawn to this and 
what action has been taken in this 
respect so far? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHEB- 
JEE; Sir, we have seen the news¬ 
paper item. We have seized a number of 
incriminating documents but you will 
appreciate it will take some time to 
examine these documents. The inves¬ 
tigation is still in process. Two lockers. 
are still to be opened as the owner of 
these lockers is not available in India. 
He is abroad. Till he comes back wa 
cannot open the lockers. It will take 
some time to examine these documents 
also. When the matter is still undair 
investigation it will not be possible to 
discuss the same in detail, 

SHRI NARSINGH NARAIN PAN¬ 
DEY: Sir, according to law 80 dajff 
period is enough to prosecute the per^* 
sons against whom these seizures hetfe 
taken place. May I know why so 
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no action haa been taken against these 
people. Further, Sir, out of 114 board 
of directors and executives only 63 
searches have been made and others 
have been left so far. I want to know 
what action the Government proposes 
to take against these persons and also 
whether the Government will confis¬ 
cate the properties under MISA of alj 
these persons whose properties have 
been seized in this way? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHEO- 
JEE: Sir, the statement which I have 
attached to the answer indicates that 
as many as 63 premises have been 
raided and the hon. Member will ap¬ 
preciate when a raid like this takes 
place it will take some time to airi^'G 
at a final decision. 

Regarding confiscation of property, 
Parliament itself has passed a law and 
that law does not extend to these cases, 

SHRI CmNTAMANI PANIC RAHI: 
While I congratulate the Minister and 
the Ministry on taking this bold action 
for making these searches, may I know 
from the hon. Minister how many days 
are still left for completing these 90 
days so that action will be taken 
immediately against these persons? 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD; 
Ninety days in normal limes_ but dur¬ 
ing emergency? 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
Yes, emergency ig also there. But 
supposing 90 days have to pass, how 
many days are still left so that we can 
know that immediate action will bo 
taken against these firms? Also may 
I know whether Government will also 
carry on these raids in other big busi¬ 
ness houses which have been left out 
so far? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAr MUKHER- 
JEE; So far as the carrying on of raids 
and searches is concerned, it is a con¬ 
tinuous process. Whenever we get 
information on tax evasion, irrespec¬ 
tive of whetljer it is a big or small 
house, we carry on raids. 


Regarding the tirab, I would request 
the hon, member to keep in mind that 
within 90 days we have to make a 
summary assessment. But a full 
assessment of cases of this type can¬ 
not be confined to a period of 80 daya. 
It takes much more time. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
What time? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: That is difficult to indicate, 

^ MR. SPEAKER; He is not i.i g posi¬ 
tion to .say. What can we do? 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: 
There is a spiecific question being re¬ 
peated. Out of 119 directors ihe 
premises of only 63 have been search¬ 
ed. Why have the others been let off? 
Are they big enough, strong enough, 
powerful enough to elude search? 
What ig the matter? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; I can impress upon th'o hon. 
member that whenever we have infor¬ 
mation, on the basis of that, we do it. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: 
This is all connected with Bajaj. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: On the basis of the information 
received, we have taken action again.st 
all persons, against all premises. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: 
Again the same story ig being re¬ 
peated. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; No Sir. I am sorry I could not 
complete it. We have taken action 
against all persons and against aU 
pi'emise.s on the basis of information 
received. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM; We want a 
new story, 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; Against all persons, against all 
premises, wherever we have got infor¬ 
mation, we have ta^ action. 
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SHRl S. M. BANERJEE: 1 must 
candidates during elections. It is said 
netted this Bajaj group who were sup¬ 
plying scooters and money to various 
candidates during the elections. It is 
said that examination of the seized 
documents so far has revealed to prlwa 
facie case of tax evasion and avoidance 
of tax on a very large scale by this 
group of persons. Still two lockers 
are to be opened. I wish him all suc¬ 
cess. But I want to know whether 
these seized documents or investiga- 
tions reveal that a sum of Rs. 1.20,000 
was paid to a candidate .in Rae Bareli 
in fighting election against I he Prime 
Minister, Shrimali Indira Gandhi. That 
is numbeir one. Secondly, I want to 
know whether scooters were supplied 
there, whether it is in his knowledge 
that scooters were supplied to a parti¬ 
cular candidates Are these facts or 
not, whetlwr scooters were supplied 
and monej- was actually flown there? 
The Prime Minister was blamed dur¬ 
ing the elections for having amassed 
wealth. The time has now come when 
there should be a prcyper scrutiny of 
whether this Bajaj group of industries 
did supply Es. 1,20,000 in «ash and 
scooters to a particular candidate. Are 
these facts revealed in the documents? 

SHRl PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: We have got some information, 
?jut, as I have already mentioned to the 
hon. member, it will require seme time 
to examine it in detail. 

SHRl S. M. BANERJEE; I am level¬ 
ling this charge... 

SHRl BITAGWAT JHA AZAD; Let 
him say whether the information that 
Rs. 1.20,000 was paid is correct or not. 

MR. speaker : He said he has some 
information. 

SHRl EHAGWAT JHA AZAD; On 
this particular ca.se. He should say 
yes or no. Rs. 1,20,000 have been paid. 
We know it. Let Government say 
whether they know it. 

SHRl PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; 1 have already mentioned that tn-e 
have soixui information. 


SHRl BKAGWAT JHA AZAD: This 
particular information? 

SHRl FRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Yes. Why should I hide it? 

SHRl S. ;VI. BANERJEE: Rs. 1,20,000 
and scooters also. But how many 
scooters were supplied? Nobody gives 
me a scooter. This particular candi¬ 
date was given so many scooters.

MR. SPEAKER: Wliat is unsaid is 
more important. Shri Indrajit Gupfa, 

SHRl INDRAJIT GUPTA: 1 agree 
with you that what is not being said 
is more important than what is being 
said. As a side issue to this, may I 
know whether the Minister has made 
any scrutiny of the amount of invest¬ 
ments or loans which public financial 
institutions have made in or given t<>, 
these concerns which figure in this list, 
because in the end we may find that 
quite a substantial portion of public 
funds have also gone down the drain 
and will not be recoverable? Have Gov¬ 
ernment any information on this whe¬ 
ther they have been taking loans from, 
or getting investments in their equity 
by, our public financial insti*utions, 
and if so, to what extent? 

SHRl PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: I do not know how this question 
arises out of this. They have a large 
number of industrial concerns and 
some of them might have got funds 
from public financial institutions. 

SHRl INDRAJIT GUPTA: I refer 
to concerns mentioned in the list. 

MR. SPEAKER; You can take it as 
a suggestion and look into that. 

Recommendations of National Savings 
Advisory Committee regarding Low 

Cost Housing ahd Insurance covtx 
for Employees 

•69. SHRl DHAMANKAR: Will th® 
Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state; 

(a) the main recommfmdatiims of 
National Savings Advisory Comipitte® 
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on labour and industry regarding pro¬ 
vision of low-cost housing and insu¬ 
rance cover linked with employees’ 
pay rolls; 

(b) whether the recommendations 
have been examined and any phased 
programme drawn up for implementa¬ 
tion of the Scheme; 

(c) the number of people in the 
organised as well as private sector 
likely to be covered under this scheme 
and at what cost; and 

(d) special incentives, if any, con¬ 
ceived to give a boost to low cost 
housing through savings? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRIMATI 
SUSHILA ROHATGI): (a) to (d). The 
Government have not so far received 
the Report of the Sub Committee on 
Industry and Labour of the National 
Savings Central Advisory Board giv¬ 
ing their suggestions for stimulating 
savings among salary and wage earn, 
ers. 


SHRI DHAMANKAR; My question 
relates to recommendations of the 
National Savings Advisory Committee 
on low-cost housing and insurance 
cover while the Minister’s reply refers 
to suggestions for stimulating savings 
among salary and wage earners. 
There is some discrepancy in this. 
At the Fourth meeting of the bub- 
coramittee on labour and industry 
held in June in Bombay the Chairman 
of the Committee Ghorpade, the Fin¬ 
ance Minister of Karnataka said that 
some proposals had been finalised and 
sent to government. It seems they 
have not reached here. He has painted 
a rosy picture about low cost housing, 
a house with 200 sq. feet plinth area 
at Rs. 2000. I should like to know 
whether the Government had stipulat¬ 
ed any time-limit for submission of the 
report? 'When would the report be 
received at government level and when 
would action be takeii on that? 


SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI; 
This specific question is about recom- 
menda,tions of the National Savings 
Advisory Committee on labour and 
industry and Mr. Ghorpade had inihat. 
ed the discussion and some members 
expressed some views. This was only 
an interim report and it has gone back 
to Mr. Ghorpade and the committee 
are considering it; final report will be 
presented by them. It has not come 
to the government so far; therefore > 
the question of any time-limit does not 
arise. 

Increase in Foreign Exchange Remit¬ 
tances from Abroad 

•70. SHRI S. R. DAMANI: Will the 
Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether there is a pick up in 
foreign exchange remittances by 
Indians living abroad since the an¬ 
nouncement of many concessions in 
this respect; 

(b) if so, the facts thereof; an’d 

(c) to what extent such remittances 
are expected to strengthen the coun¬ 
try’s foreign exchange holdings at the 
end of the current year? 

THE MINISTER OP FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM); (a) Yes. 
Sir. 

(b) ‘Government announced a num¬ 
ber of concessions in November, 1975. 
The gross monthly non-export receipts 
which were Rs. 89.96 crores at the 
time of the introduction of scheme, viz. 
November 1975 have now increased to 
Rs, 143.45 crores in June, 1976 accord¬ 
ing to the tentative figures furnished 
by the Reserve Bank of India. 

(c) No precise projection can be 
made in this regard at present. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI; It is a matter 
of great satisfaction that our foreigh 
exchange reserve.*; stand at about 
R:s. 2000 crores, the hiid^est ever, and 
are Ukely to increase further on ac- 
cuuiit oX monthly remittances Wl^i 
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1$ the response to the proposal for set¬ 
ting up industries, in this country by 
our countrymen living abroad as per 
concessions announced by the ministry 
for this purpose? Has any suggestion 
been received to modify or enlarge the 
concessions for setting up industries? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: As far 
as industries are concerned, the hon. 
Member should have put the question 
to the Industries Minister who would 
be having figures. With regard to 
further concessions, it depends upon 
the response; if there are any further 
obstacles in the way, we would conti¬ 
nually review the situation and if seme 
improvements are necessary then cer¬ 
tainly we would not hesitate to make 
those improvements. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: Every month 
about Rs. 100—120 crores are received 
as remittance from our countrymen 
abroad. May I know how much is 
deposited under the system of deposit ¬ 
ing in banks in foreign currency and 
what is the amount received so far as 
deposits under that scheme? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM; There 
are two accounts. One is the rupee 
account; the other is a new account 
facility which was offered to them to 
have deposits in dollars or in sterling. 
As far rupee accounts, it has now 
reached, as on 31-3-76. Rs. 63.93 crores 
In December, 1974, it was only Rs. 28.00 
crores. When we announced this new 
schtem^e for depositing in foreign ex¬ 
change, there was an apprehension ex¬ 
pressed that pethaps these rupee fund 
deposits might get converted into 
foreign exchange deposits. Fortunate¬ 
ly, it has not happened. The rupee is 
strong enough now, attractive enough 
now. That is why the rupee account 
itself has gone up to Rs. 63.93 crores. 
As for the deposits in foreign cur¬ 
rency, ag far as dollar is concerned, 
upto July 1976, $ 23,224,000 have been 
deposited in this account and in ster¬ 
ling, the deposit is 1,114,000, In terms 
of rupees, it comes to roughly 
Rs. 25.00 crores. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI; I want to • 
know whether the Government has 
made any analysis in regard to the 
remittances of money by the lower 
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income group living abroad. Air 
flights from Dubai to Madras had to 
be cancelled due to lack of passengers. 
It is because there was a lot of harass¬ 
ment at the Madras Custotns OfRcffe. 
Whether the remittances of money by 
the Indians abroad are more from the 
lower income group or from higher 
income-group and whether the conces¬ 
sions declared at present are helpful to 
the higher income.group or the lower 
income group? Whether Government 
are giving more concessions and incen¬ 
tives to the lower income group for 
more remittances? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM; I do not 
have the analysis income-wise. Per¬ 
haps it is too early to make an analjrsis 
and it will be a little difficult also. As 
far as lower income groups are con¬ 
cerned, if there are any difficulties, I 
am prepared to look into them. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN; In 
view of the fact that in Singapore and 
Malaysia there are many people— 

Mr. Ravi has put it—who are prepared 
to send money, whether Government 
has tried to contact those people ? 
There are smaller income groups who 
are not aware of this fact and some 
of the banks who have got their 
deposits are willing to take necessary 
steps in the matter. But our missions 
in those countries are not helpful at 
all. Therefore, may I ask the Hon. 
Minister to find out the possibility by 
sending a representative from the 
Ministry of Finance, Government nf 
India, to Singapore and Malaysia in 
order to contact the lower income- 
groups and also take steps to help 
those people? 

SHRI C SUBRAMANIAM; My col¬ 
league, Mr. Pranab Kumar Mukherjee, 
visited these areas. My lady colleague 
visited these areas. Our Embassies 
are doing good work in publicixing 
these things in those areas like Mal¬ 
aysia and Singapore. In addition, we 
have our banks also and our Insurance 
companies are also operating there. 
Therefore, wide publicity is h^ng 
given and we are seeing the results of 
that. 
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SHRI lit S. PANDEY: Whether 
attention of the Minister is drawn to 
the news which appeared in the press 
that because of the under-invoicing 
and over-invoicing, certain accounts 
were found in foreign countries where 
foreign exchange is illegally deposited 
by the Indian exporters. If it Is so, 
what are the details thereof? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: But it 
does not arise out of this. 

Export of Bandloom Products 

•72. SHRI N, TOMBI SINGH: Will 
the Minister of COMMERCE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) the perfornjances by the States 
in the handloom sector in implemen¬ 
tation of the 20-Point Economic Pro¬ 
gramme; 

(b) whether export of handloom 
products has increased during the 
Emergency; and 

(c) if so, the extent of the increase? 

THE deputy minister IN THE 
MINISTRY OF COMMERCE (SHRI 
VISHWANATH PRATAP SINGH): 
(a) to (c). A Statement is laid on the 
Table of the House. 

Statement 

The two important programmes 
undertaken for handloom development, 
under the 20-Point Economic Pro¬ 
gramme are setting up of intensive 
development and export production 
ptojects. So far 17 intensive develop¬ 
ment and 19 export production pro¬ 
jects have been sanctioned for imple¬ 
mentation in all the States and Union 
Territories. These projects have been 
sanctioned only recently. Some pro. 
jects have been inaugurated and it is 
expected the other projects will be 
commissioned shortly. In addition to 
the intensive deveOjopment and export 
production projects, schemes to achieve 
the following objectives are proposer! 
to be undftrtaken: 


(1) Strengthening of apex Societies 
uid handloom development 
Corporations; and 

(fr) extension of cooperative cover¬ 
age; and 

(3) provision of proces^g facili¬ 
ties in non-project areas. 

State Governments have been requested 
to dra*jv up suitable schemes to achieve 
the above objectives. Some of the 
Stale Governments have already sent 
their schemes and they are under 
scrutiny. The State Governments have 
taken or are taking vigorous steps for 
the implementation of the various 
handloom development schemes under 
Ihe 20-Point Economic Programme. 

2. The exports of handloom goods 
have considerably increased during the 
period of emergency. Exports of hand¬ 
loom goods during the period 1st July 
197.5 to 30th June 1976 are Rs. 211.38 
crores against the exports of Rs. 113.44 
crores during the correspcmding period 
of the previous year. 

SHRI N. TOMBI SINGH: The state¬ 
ment says that so far 17 intensive de- 
veloiment and 19 export producticm 
projects have been sanctioned. May I 
know whether these projects have been 
drawn up in consultation with the 
States, in view of the fact that differ¬ 
ent States carry on trade in their 
unique way? May I know whether 
the<«> proiectp are purely central? May 
1 know what is the financial involve¬ 
ment and whether all the States will 
be getting the benefit of these projects? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: The schemes have been for¬ 
mulated in consultation with the re¬ 
presentatives of State Governments. 
Regarding financial involvement, the 
outlay for intensive development pro¬ 
jects is Rs. 5 crores, out of which Rs. 
1.85 crores will be financed by the 
Central Government. For the export- 
oriented projects, the total outlay will 
be about Rs. i crore out of stdiicb 
Rs. 40 lakhs will be financed by the 
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Central Government- It is our objec¬ 
tive that the coverage should be all 
over the country. 

SHRI N. TOMBI SINGH: In the 
statement, mention has been made of 
the increase in the volume of exports. 
This is very encouraging and I con¬ 
gratulate the Ministry on this account. 
May I know whether the issue of ex¬ 
port will be related to the production 
inside the country, because the voliune 
of export very much depends on the 
nature of production and streamlining 
of production in different States. The 
particular steps taken by the govern¬ 
ment in this connection may kindly be 
made known. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PJRATAP 
SINGH; Obviously exports are based 
on the production in the country. To 
•match the exports to the needs of 
foreign markets, export-oriented pro¬ 
jects are being formulated, in, which 
the design input, raw material input 
and marketing faciLties will be pro¬ 
vided, so that the products Pnd a place 
in the external market. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; In view of 
the good export potential for hand- 
loom products, may I know whether 
the amounts you have earmarked for 
your 5ichemes are adequate? They 
appear to be too low. What is the 
demand that you visualise for the 
handlooi -1 garments in the European 
and American markets and wh-at steps 
are being taken to sse that these gar¬ 
ments are produced on that scale. A.s 
you hnow, the demand is seasonal and 
it is for millions of pieces and you are 
not able to manufacture them accord¬ 
ing to that oarticular quality and size. 
How are you going to coordinate it? 


the foreign market by some systematic 
scheme? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH; The allotments are not in 
adequate. In this very financial year, 
about Rs. 10 crores and odd are being 
earmarked by the Central Government 
and an equivalent amount by the State 
Governments. In the coming two 
years, the Central Government is going 
to raise it to iRs. 15 crores. From fin¬ 
ancial institutions money will be Row¬ 
ing. The total outlay in 5 years will 
be of the order of Rs. 300 crores. For 
the presesnt requirement, we have as¬ 
sessed the amount. It will be very 
encouraging if we need more. Last 
year the export was to the tune of 
Rs. 185 crores. This year the target is 
Rs. 139 crores and we hope to achieve 
it.

(b) and (c)- Modernisation of 
machinery and replacement of obso¬ 
lete machinery are ordinarily taken 
care of by the industrial Development 
Bank of India (IDBI) both through 
direct assistance to industry and 
through its Bill Rediscounting Scheme. 
The amount of assistance sanctioned 
and disbursed by the IDBI and other 
public financial institutions have be6n 
increasing from year to year. During 
the financial year 1976 -77 in order to 
further strengthen the resources 
position of the IDBI Government hati^ 
decided to permit industries to de¬ 
posit the surcharge on income tax 
with the IDBI. It is expected tlud; 
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Its. 50 crores would accrue during the 
financial year to the IDBI in the form 
of deposits, keeping in view the 
estimates made by the Federation of 
Indian Chambers of Conunerce and 
Industry, Government have decided 
to keep under continuous review the 
resource position of the IDBI with a 
view to ensuring that constraint of 
resources does not impede modernisa¬ 
tion. A scheme has already been pre¬ 
pared by the IDBI for modernisation 
of sugar, cement and certain engineer¬ 
ing industries. A separate announce¬ 
ment in respect of jute and cotton 
textiles will follow.

THE minister OF STATE IN¬ 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE); (a) 
Reserve Bank of India in its Bulletin of 
January, 1976 has published a study on 
Finances of Large Public * Limited 
Companies—1974-75. The study is 
based on annual accounts closed 
during April, 1974 to March, 1975 of 
375 non-Government, non-Financial 
public limited companies each with a 
paid-up capital of Rs. one crore and 
above. 

In this study the share of remunera¬ 
tion of employees has been related to 
the value of production. In the case 
of the 375 companies this has worked 
out to 14.2 pet cent in 1974-75 as com¬ 
pared to 15.0 per cent in 1973-74. The 


study has also gitmi the profits after 
tax of these companies and thi^ 
growth rate in 1974-75. The growth 
rate works out to 44.5 per cent in 
1974-75 as compared with 14.6 per cent 
in 1973-74. This growth rate has 
been worked out by taking the preced¬ 
ing years profits after tax of these 
companies are the base. The Hon’ble 
Member’s comparison of the remunera-, 
tion to employees and the growth rate 
of^rofits after tax is related to diffe- 
rent base figures. If any comparison 
is to be made it should be related to 
the same base. If profits are worked 
out as a percentage of value of produc¬ 
tion, as has been done in the case of 
remuneration to employees in fhe 
above mentioned study, the profits 
after tax as a percc ntage of value of 
production work out to 5.1 per cent in 
1974-75 compared to 4.6 per cent in 
1973-74. 

(b) .(i) At the outset a furthcar 
clarification has to be given. 


The concessions given, specially in 
the Budget for 1976-77 were Ba3M 
upon conditions as they were then 
prevailing, and as the likely anticipa¬ 
tion during the current financial year. 
The Reserve Bank study relates to 
companies' accounts for the 12 months 
ending sometimes in either 1974-75 or 
1973-74—and therefore to a much 
earlier period. 

(ii) The main concession in the 
sphere of Direct Taxes have been 
given with a view to provide necessary, 
stimulus for investment and growth, 
particularly in selected priority indus¬ 
tries. 

(iii) Indirect tax concessions are 
generally granted after taking into 
account all considerations relevant 
to the industry concerned with no 
particular company in view. To illus¬ 
trate in the 1976-77 Budget the duty 
reliefs were provided with a view to 
encourage higher production and to 
improve off-take of accumulated stock? 
by stimulating d«nand. Duty reliett 
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also t[iven to a nuzobar of com* 
mon consumer items. In certain 
cases reliefs were given as an export 
promotion measure.

The rising tendency 
noticeable since April, 1976 is attri¬ 
butable partly to adverse weather 
conditions which prevailed for a 
short period, leading to speculative 
and hoarding activities and partly to 
seasonal pressures as in the case of 
edible oils, oilseeds and fruits and 
Vegetables.

Statemejnt 

(i) Categories of schemes which 
should be considered as eligible 
for bank finance. 

(a) Rural housing schemes; 

(b) Housing as well as hostels 
for Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes; 

(c) Family Planning Clinics and 
rural health centres covered 
under public health pro¬ 
grammes; and 

(d) Urban housing schemes for 
low income groups. 

(ii) Proportion of bank credit to the 

total cost of the scheme. 

The bulk of the cost of each hous¬ 
ing project should be financed from 
sources other than bank finance, e.g. 
budgetary allocations of Governments, 
internal resources of housing boards/ 
local bodies, contributions made by 
the beneficiaries, etc., and bank credit 
should only supplement such resour¬ 
ces. Generally^ bank credit should 
not exceed 40 per cent of the total 
cost of each project and may be pro¬ 
vided either by way of direct term 
assistance and/or subscription to 
debentures/bonds, guaranteed by 
Government.

The rate of interest on bank credit 
for promotion of housing schemes anR 
hostels specificallv intended for the 
benefit of the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes shoul dnot exceed 
the rate prescribed under the Differen¬ 
tial interest Rate Scheme. The rate of 
Interest in respect of the other categor¬ 
ies of housing schemes should be mode¬ 
rate and in keeping with the priori¬ 
ty assigned to this activity.

(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): (a) and 

(b). A statement (Annexure 1) 
showing index numbers of wholesale 
prices of important agricultural and 
industrial goods as on July 31, 1976 
(latest available) and for the harvest¬ 
ing periods of 1975 and 1976 is laid 
on the Table of the House. [Placed 
in Library.

Another statements (Annexure 11/ 
showing indices of retail prices of 
and non-food groups is also laid mi 
the Table of the House.

If 
may be added here that the movement 
in wholesale prices is usually reflected 
in the retail prices. 

(c) The decline in the prices of 
agricultural commodities during 

1975- 76 has to be seen against the rise 
that had taken place during the pre¬ 
ceding two years. As a result of this 
rise the terms of trade had 
moved sharply in favour of agriculture. 
Thus, the present position marks a 
return to the situation obtaining in 
1971-72. Even so, following the esta¬ 
blished policy. Government has taken 
various measures to protect the interest’s 
of farmers, particularly through sup¬ 
port prices for important commodi¬ 
ties such as jute, kai>as and sugarcane. 
In the case of foodgrains Government 
has been buying all quantities of 
rice, wheat and coarse grains offered 
by farmers at procurement prices. For 

1976- 77 rabi season support prices 
have been fixed for barley and gram 
also. The procurement/support prices 
are fixed on the recommendation of 
the Agricultural Prices Commission. 
One of the important considerations 
which the Commission keeps in view 
is the interests of the farmers. The re¬ 
lative position of agriculture is also 
influence by the prices of imputs. Fe¬ 
rtiliser prices have been reduced a nu¬ 
mber of times in the past year Prices 
of certified seeds have also been redu¬ 
ced. Bonuses given to State Govern¬ 
ments for procurement are also inten¬ 
ded for helping farmers to obtain im¬ 
puts at subsidised rates. 


So 

(d) Prices of industrial products 
are influenced by a variety of factow. 
It is thus not always possible to est¬ 
ablish a direct relationship between 
production and prices. Industrial pro¬ 
duction in the quarter ApiR-June 1976. 
according to preliminary estimates, is 
likely to show an increase of about 
13 per cent over the corresponding 
period of 1975. The wholesale price 
index for manufactured goods showed 
an increase of 2.4 per cent between 
20th March, 1976 and 31st July 1976. 
Separate figures for private sector are 
not available.

These works take about 2 to 3 years 
for completion from the date of com¬ 
mencement.

(b) The U.K. and U.S.A. were the 
only two countries whose nationals 
formed more than 10 per cent of the 
total tourist traffic during each of the 
last three calendar years. 

(c) The provision of facilities for 
attracting foreign tourists is a con¬ 
tinuous process. The emphasis in the 
plans formulated by the Department 
has been, among other things, on 
building up of tourist infra-structure 
(accommodation and transport), deve¬ 
lopment of mountain and beach re¬ 
sorts together with augmentation of 
cultural tourism and wild life tourism. 
Special concessional fares have been 
introduced by Indian Airlines (such 
as, “Discover India” promotional 
fares of US $200 for 14 days and U-S.

Expansion of trade between India and 
France

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

(a) The Indo-French Committee on 
Economic and Technical Cooperation 
was establi^ed, through an exchange 
of Letters, on 26th January, 1976 at 
the time of the visit of the Fiwch 
Prime Minister to India. 

Ministerial level consultations to 
discuss various issues which would be 
covered during the first Sessicm of the 
Indo-French Committee on Economic 
and Technical Cooperation tentatively 
scheduled to be held in the beginning 
of 1977, were held in Paris from 5th 
to 9th July, 1976. 

(b) and (c): Discussions at this 
meeting reviewed the trends in bila- 
ter&l trade and identified future pro¬ 
spects, explored the possibilities of 
Industrial collaboration between India 
and France and examined the possi¬ 
bilities of Indo-French cooperation in 
third countries. 

It was agreed that there were parti¬ 
cularly promising prospects for the 
export to France of a variety of 
engineering good like forgings, 
castings, hand-tools, electronics com¬ 
ponents, coal and iron ore. In this 
connection the two sides also dis¬ 
cussed the possibility of long-term 
supply arrangements. It was also 
agreed that there was considerable 
scope for production cooperation 
based on miitiiaJ benefit and com¬ 
parative advantage in a variety of 
sectors like automotive equipment, 
machine buildings, power generation, 
construction and machine tools. 

In order to explore further possi¬ 
bilities of trade and industrial co¬ 
operation the French) Government also 
indicated that they were considering 
sending high powered industrial dele¬ 
gation to India in the near future. 
The aim of their visit would be to 
assess at first-hand capabilities of 
Indian industry in meeting the 
requirements of French industry as 
also the possibilities for Indo-French 
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cooperation for joint ventures, joint 
tendering and sub-contracting in third 
countries.

Asian Region

<a) to (c). A delegation led by Minister 
for Revenue and Banking visited cer¬ 
tain countries in South East Asia in 
two phases. The second phase of the 
visit concluded on August 4, 1976. On 
the first phase of the visit covering 
Hong Kong, Philippines and Malaysia 
a report has been submitted by the 
delegation. The main conclusions of 
the report are briefly as follows: 

(i) With immense free resources 
available in money markets and the 
flourishing free entre-port trade, 
Hongkong offers good scope for the 
setting up of merchant type bank¬ 
ing institution; 

(ii) India is favourably placed 
for the supply of capital and 
technology to the countries in this 
region; and 

(iii) There is a need to develop 
an integrated system for clearing 
and monitoring joint sector projects 
so that timely assistance could be 
rendered to such projects by cutting 
across inter-ministerial boundaries, 
wherever necessary.

Coopera¬ 
tion will also be extended in the 
supply of machinery for textile mills 
and spare parts for various industiies. 
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equipment for power generation 
capacity as well as in the supply of 
experts and training facilities, and the 
setting up of joint ventures.

Payment of Pensions through Banks

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

and (b). Yes, Sir. A Scheme for 
the payment of pensions through 
public sector banks was announced 
on the 11th June, 1976. The salient 
features of the Scheme, which covers 
all civil pensioners of Central Gov¬ 
ernment (other than Defence, Rail¬ 
ways, and P & T pensioners), includ¬ 
ing pensioners of Union Territory 
Administrations, are: — 

(i) The Scheme has been initially 
introduced in seven metropolitan 
cities viz. Delhi/New Delhi, 
Bombay, Calcutta, Madras, Banga¬ 
lore, Hyderabad Lucknow. It 
will be extended to other centres 
in due course. 

(ii) The pensioners in the afore¬ 
said cities have been given the 
option to draw their pension 
from any branch of any public 
sector bank there, of their choice. 

(iii) The public sector banks will 
arrange pension payments from Isl, 
August, 1976, due for the month of 
July, 1976 onwards. 

(iv) Pension payments will be 
automatic; no bill will be required 
to be submitted. The amount of 
monthly pension will be credited 
by the paying branch, selected by 
the pensioner, to his individual 
SBvings/current account at the com¬ 
mencement of the following month, 

(v) Personal identification at tb«? 
paying branch has been done away 
with, except On the first occasion. 
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(vi) The scheme also provides 

for pa 3 mtient of family pensions and 

commuted value of pensions by the 

public sector banks. 

Rise in Prices 

542. SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: 

SHRI S. R. DAMANl:

SHRI D. K. PANDA: 

Will the Minister of FINANCE 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether any analysis has been 
made of the factors responsible for 
recent upward spurt in prices includ¬ 
ing those of foodgrains despite the 
large buffer stocks available and last 
season’s bumper harvest; 

(b) if so, the outcome thereof; and 

(c) corrective measures taken by 
Government? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): (a) 

and (b). The recent upward trend 
In prices noticeable between 20th 
March, 1976 and 10th July, 1976, is 
attributable partly to speculative and 
hoarding activities, triggered off by 
a short delay in the arrival of monsoon 
and partly to seasonal factors. While 
the prices of foodgrains for which the 
Government has built up comfortable 
stocks have risen only marginally, 
the rise in the general index has been 
due largely to rise in the prices of 
commodities such as fruits and vege¬ 
tables, edible oils, gur, oilseeds and 
raw cotton. 

(c) The Government has initiated 
a number of measures to increase 
supply, improve the distribution 
system and curb speculative demand, 
particularly in respect of those items 
which have shown a sharp rise in 
prices. These include (i) larger im¬ 
ports of edible oils and limitation on 
the consumption of domestic oils by 
the vanaspati Industry; (ii) larger im¬ 
ports of raw cotton and synthetic 


Abres; (iii) larger releases of sugar; 
(iv) regulation of stocks of oil-seeds 
with traders and of cotton with traders 
and mills; (v) tightening up of con¬ 
trols over bank advances by the Re¬ 
serve Bank of India against cotton, 
oilseeds and edible oils; (iv) intensi- 
Acation of drive against hoarders and 
speculators. 

These measures combined with 
those already enforced and streng¬ 
thened by the favourable turn in the 
monsoon from mid-July have pro¬ 
duced wholesome effect on the price 
situation. 

Sick Jute Mills 

543. SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Will 
the Minister of COMMERCE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether his attention has been 
drawn to a statement made by West 
Bengal Labour Minister that about 18 
jute mills in that State are causing 
concern and that these sick mills 
might have to be taken over in the 
near future;

(b) According to tentative esti¬ 
mates, monthly production of jute 
goods by jute mills in West Bengal 
after the revised Energy Control 
Order, is expected to be between 
74—77 thousand tonnes.

THE MINISTER OF TOURISMI 
AND CIVIL AVIATION (SHRI RAJ

has been accorded for lengthening 
the runway at the existing Naval 
aerodrome at Cochin by 600’ and 
strengthening it to LCN 40 at an 
estimated cost of Rs. 70.05 lakhs to 
make it suitable for Boeing 737 
operations.

As regards construction of an air¬ 
port at Karipur near Calicut 213.65 
acres of land were acquired for con¬ 
struction of an aerodrome.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN¬

(a> and (b). Requisite details in 
jewellery and property seized by 
respect of all the search and seizure 
operations carried out by the Income- 
tax Authorities during this period are 
not presently available. Information 
available shows that over 680 such 
operations have been conducted all 
over the country; value of assets 
seized being over Rs. 3.43 crores. If 
the Hon’ble Member desires to have 
specific information in respect of any 


particular caseCs) or area(g), the 
same would be collected and furnish¬ 
ed. 

(c): After a srarch, involving 
seizure of valuable assets, the first step 
is to pass an order under section 
132(3) of the Income-tax Act, 1961 
determining the undisclosed income in 
a summary manner and to retain 
such of the seized assets as are suffi¬ 
cient to satisfy the aggregate of the 
tax liability (including interest and 
penalty) on the estimated undisclosed 
income and any existing liability 
under the various Direct Tax Acts.

Raid by Income Tax Department in

Search and seizure 
operations have recently been con¬ 
ducted by the Income-tax Authorities 
at Bombay in the case of a concern 
manufacturing plant protection im¬ 
plements and connected cases. This 
has brought to light considerable con¬ 
cealment. ConcealmeiA of income 
amounting to over Rs, 63.8 lakhs being 
unaccounted stock of raw material 
and sale of scrap has already been 
admitted by the assessee. Books of 
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account/documents seized include 
those seized from the residence of an 
employee which show unaccounted 
sale of scrap. Jewellery valued «t 
Rs. 1.67 lakh has also been seized. 

Except for transactions ostensibly 
amounting to 45 dollars, no foreign 
exchange transactions have come to 
notice. 

Further enquiries are being made. 
Action as called for under the law 
will be taken.

The agreed 
routes are Karachi-Delhi, Karachi- 
Bombay and Lahore-Delhi. Not more 
than four services per week shall be 
operated by either airline on any one 
route. 

Initially, Indian Airlines and Pakis¬ 
tan International Airlines have agreed 
to operate two services per week 
between Delhi and Lahore and 
Bombay and Karachi an^ one service 
per we'tk between Delhi and KarachL 
Depending upon the traffic denumi^d, 
both the airlines will increase tlt^ 
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number of frequencies of these ser¬ 
vices within Uieir entitlemmt by 
mutual agreement. 

The air services on Bombay-Kara- 
chi and Delhi-Lahore routes com¬ 
menced from the 21st of July, 1976. 
^he services on Delhi-Karachi route 
commenced on 7-8-1976.

(a) According to provisional statis¬ 
tics available, exports of Barytes 
during 1975-76 were 1.50 lakh tonnes 
valued at Rs. 6.73 crores as compared 
to actual exports of 1.41 lakh tonnes 
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valuded at Rs. 3.75 crores in 1874>75 
and 0-80 lakh tonnes valued at 
Sis. 1.66 crores during. 1973-74. Ex- 
^rt target for 1976-77 is 2 lakh 
tonnes. 

(b) In view of the subsisting con¬ 
tracts well in excess of the export 
target, MMTC has abstained from 
entering into fresh commitments at 
present. 

(c) Canalisation of export of Bary¬ 
tes has been undertaken to regulate 
exports, having regard inter alia to 
the need for conservation of this na¬ 
tural resources, maximisation of 
foreign exchange realisation and to 
promote exports of Barytes in powder 
form in lieu of Barytes in the lump 
form. 

(d) and (e). There is no proposal 

to reverse this policy. For the 
present the existing trading channels

'Hie fixation of export 
targets for the year is reviewed perio¬ 
dically in the light of actual perfor¬ 
mance and other factors, domestic and 
iiitemation^. 
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(c) The assessment of demand, its 
changing structure, the nature and in¬ 
tensity of competition and prices is 
a continuous activity. The STC’s 
foreign offices furnish information on 
a regular basis for major commodities 
and by undertaking special studies as 
required. Short studies have been 
undertaken in the Headquarters/ 
Branches and foreign offices on mar¬ 
ket prospects for sugar, castor oil, 
cement, silver etc. Recently a com¬ 
prehensive suiwey of the world steel 
industry, as it is likely to develop 
over the next decade and a half, and 
the likely iron ore demand (market- 
wise) was completed by the Minerals 
& Metals Trading Corporation In 
course of its normal duties Institute 
of Foreign Trade has undertaken cer¬ 
tain important studies in the last two 
years of which mentioned may be 
made of—Market Survey for Select 
Labour Intensive Engineering Pro¬ 
ducts in U.S.A. and Market Survey 
on: Jute Manufactures in U.S.A., 
BYance, Belgium and Spain.

(b) (i) lo 20 cases orders have 
been passed by the Settlement Coni- 
minion under section 2^D(1) of the 
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Income-tax Act, 1961 or 22D(1) of 
the Wealth-tax Act, 1957 not allow¬ 
ing tile applications to be proceeded 
with, as -the xe^ei^ive Commissioners 
have raised an objection in that be¬ 
half on the ground that a concealment 
of income or wealth or perpetration 
of fraud for evading tax on tlie part 
of the applicant has been established 
.or is likely to be established before 
an income-tax or wealth-tax autho¬ 
rity, in six cases, orders have been 
passed by the Settlement Commission 
allowing the epplications to be pro¬ 
ceeded with. 

(ii) The procedure followed in the 
-proceedings before the Settlement 
Commission is outlined in the State¬ 
ment attached. 

(iii) The time taken to settle a 
t;a5e will depend upon the nature of 
the case and the complexity of the 
investigation involved. It is, how¬ 
ever, the endeavour of the Commis¬ 
sion to finalise settlements as expe¬ 
ditiously as possible^ 

(c) The question does not arise aS 
no case has so far reached the stage 
of final disposal by the Commission 
except those where the applications 
have not been allowed to be pro¬ 
ceeded with. 

Statement 

On' receipt of an application for 
settlement, a copy thereof is sent 
first to the Commissioner concerned 
for his report under section 245D(1) 
of the Income-tax Act, 1961 or 22D 
(1) of the Wealth-tax Act, 1957, as 
the case may be, on the point qj; to 
whether the application may be al¬ 
lowed to be proceeded with. The 
Commissioner is required *0 furnish 
his report within one month of the 
receipt of the application by him. On 
receipt of the Commissioner’s report, 
on the basis of the material contained 
in the said report and having regard 
to the nature and circumstances of the 
case, the Settlement Commission 
passes an order either allowing the 
application to be proceed^ with or 
rejecting it. An application is not 
proceeded with if the Commissioner 
objects to its being proceeded with on 
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the ground that concealment of parti¬ 
culars of income or wealth, as the 
case may be, on the part of the ap- 
licant or perpetration of fraud by him 
for evading tax has been established 
or is likely to be established by an 
income-tax or wealth-tax authority 
in relation to the case. 

Where an application is allowed to 
be proceeded with, a notice is issued 
to the applicant directing him to 
furnish within one month of its 
receipt by him a statement of facts 
alongwith certain perscribed details. 
On receipts these papers may be for- 
worded to the Commissioner concern¬ 
ed for his report on the merits of 
the case: The report is required to 
be furnished within' one month of 
the receipt of the papers by the Com¬ 
missioner. 

After the Commissioner’s report is 
received the Commission may call for 
the records of the case end make any 
further enquiry or investigation con¬ 
sidered necessary or direct the Com¬ 
missioner to make any further en¬ 
quiry or investigation and to furnish 
a report. After examination of the 
records of the case and the reports 
of the Commissioner and after giving 
an opportunity to the applicant to be 
heard, the Settlement Commission 
passes an order under section 245D 
(4) of the Income-tax Act or 22D(4) 
of the Wealth-tax Act, as the case 
may be, finally disposing of the 
settlement application.

have been fined Stg. £ 10,000 by the 
Magistrate’s Court of Middlesex, 
London following the incident of 
mortality of approximately 2000 birds 
which were airlifted for shipment to 
London on Air-India flight Delhi/ 
Bombay/Kuwait/London of 30th 
September, 1975. The Corporation 
have filed an appeal against this 
decision of the Court. 

The investigations made by Air- 
India into tile incident reveal that 
after the aircraft landed at Kuwait, 
there Was a Wrd ingestion in one of 
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■fhe engines requiring an engine 
change due to which the flight to 
London was delayed by 32 hrs. 
Owing to long delay and extreme 
heat, the birds could not survive. 

Air-India have already taken dis¬ 
ciplinary action against airport staff 
stationed at Kuwait responsible for 
this incident. A review is being car¬ 
ried out to streamline the procedures 
for handling livestock and bird con¬ 
signments. Pending such review, 
Air-India have stopped accepting such 
consignments.

Our tourist traffic to India 
increased by 14.6 per cent during the 
period fJuly 1975 40 July, 1976 as 
against an increase of 8.4 per cent 
during the corresponding period in 
1974-75. The increase may be attri¬ 
butable to decline in prices, punctua¬ 
lity in air and rail services and ^ 
general sense of stability in thg coun¬ 
try. 


(c) In view of the prevailing trend 
in international tourist traffic, it is 
proposed to direct a greater promo¬ 
tional ejffort in those regions from 
where there has been a much faster 
growth of tourist traffic than in pre¬ 
vious years. These regions are Aus¬ 
tralasia, Japan, East Asia and West 
Asia. As a first step, a tourist office 
has been opened in Kuwait and tourist 
literature in Arabic and in Persian 
has been brought out. Within the 
country special concessional fares 
have been introduced by the Indian 
Airlines and the railways; landing 
permits including multi-entry facili¬ 
ties have been extended to 28 days; 
and a single point taxation for tourist 
vehicles has been introduced ior pro¬ 
moting road travel by tourist within 
the country. 

(d) The practice of giving financial 
support to the State Governments by 
way of grants-in-aid for tourism 
schemes has been discontinued since 
the Fourth Five Year Plan. The 
Planning Commission has approved 
an outlay of Rs. 35.09 crores for tou¬ 
rism schemes in the State sector dur¬ 
ing the Fifth Plan. The State Gov¬ 
ernments are encouraged to develop 
tourism through suggestions and dis¬ 
cussions at the time of formulating 
Five Year plans and subsequent 
Annual Plans.

Distribution of profits earned by Lite 
Insurance Corporation

The profits (generally known as sur¬ 
plus) of the Lie are ascertained at 
the periodic actuarial valuations which 
are requhred under the L.I.C. Act 
to be performed once at least in every 
two years. Such surpluses emerging 
during the periods 1-4-1969' to 
31>-8-ld7l 1-4-1971 to 31-3-1973 and 

1-4-1973 to 31-3-1975 were Ra- 115.98 
' crores Rs. 151.94 crores and Rs. 181.50 
crores respectively. 

(b) The mannier in which the sur¬ 
pluses emerging at such valuations 
are to be distributed is laid down in 
Section 28 of the L.I.C. Act 1956, 
whereunder 95 per cent of such sur¬ 
plus or such higher pereantage thereof 
as may be approved by the Central 
Government is to be allotted to or 
reserved for the Life Insurance policy¬ 
holders of the Corporation and the 
balance after any further adjustments 
is to be paid to the Central Govern¬ 
ment. The Corporation has been 
allocating to its Life Insimance policy¬ 
holders 85 per cent of the surpluses 
emerging at the various valuations. 

(c) The Lie’s bonus has gradually 

increased from Rs. 12.80 and Rs. 
16.00 per thousand sum assured per an¬ 
num on Endowment Assurances and 
Whole Life Assurances resoectively in 
1957 to Rs, 17.60 and Rs. 22.00 res¬ 
pectively. Noi further increfise has 
bera possible since 1969 owing to the 
adverse effect of Inflation on its ex¬ 
penses. Also the gains in improve¬ 
ment in mortality experience are be¬ 
ing passed on to the insuring public, 
in'-that the Corporation is now insur¬ 
ing those lives that were previous^ 
imt inaurable or were insurable sub¬ 
ject to restrictions. . 


The Lie reduced the premium rates; 
under certain Without Profit> Plans.of 
Assurances with effect from Igt 
ruary, 1970 and certain oUier Witbouit: 
Profit Plans with effect from 1-3-1971. 
The premium rates under One Year 
Renewable Group Term Assurance 
Plan and Level Group Term Assurance 
Plan were reduced with effect from 
1-6-1971. The rates applicable ta- 
Annuity Plan have been liberalised' 
with effect from 1-3-1972. The re¬ 
duction in premium rates applicable to 
Group Deferred Annuity Plan and' 
Group Pure Endowment Plan was 
made with effect from 1-11-1974. 
These reductions were effected after 
a detailed review. 

Though the Life Insurance Corpora¬ 
tion has experienced improvement 
over the years both in mortality and 
in the return on investments, yet it 
has not been possible to reduce the 
premium rates under with-proflt plans 
or to increase the bonus rates because 
this favourable development has been 
off-set, inter-alia, by a steep rise in its 
expenses of management due to in¬ 
flation. In the wake of Emergency 
there has been stabilisation of the 
economy and the general tonipg up of 
discipline and productivity in the LIC. 
But this trend fpr improvement must 
get established on a long term basis 
before credit therefor can be taken 
by the valuing Actuary. It was, there¬ 
fore, decided by the LIC to defer 
consideration of any revision of pre¬ 
mium rates under with-proflt pi'ins 
till such time as expenses have stabi 7 
lised. Government hopes that this 
matter is considered by the LIC as 
soon as it finds it feasible to do.

(ii) an Indeminity Bond; and 

(iii) a bank guarantee to cover 5 per

(d) It has been the experience that 
the new exporters are not generally 
fully familiar with the procedure laid 
down for claiming cash assistance. As 
a result thereof, quite often exporters 
are reQuir^ to noake-up deficiencies 
before the amount claimd could be 
paid. Since under the Simplified Pay- 
nMmt Scheme, the amount claimed is 
disbursed, though provisionally Imt 
without caifying out a detailed scru- 
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tiny, there, may be cases of excess, 
paynwnt which |tnay result, in long 
drawn correspondence with parties to 
recover the excess amount. In respcl 
of established exporters, who have 
claimed cash assistance at least for 
one year, it is easier to adjust the ex¬ 
cess amount. If any, from the pending 
claims. 

Registered exporters not covered by 
the Simplified payment Scheme are 
paid the Cash Assistance due after 
normal scrutiny of the claim.

SHRI TNDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is agreed on 'tU 
sides of the House Lliat the Mainten¬ 
ance of Internal Security Act is not 
an ordinary law; it is an extraordinary 
law. It is not a normal piece of legis¬ 
lation; it is an abnormal piece of 
legislation which had been necessi¬ 
tated last year by a certain specific 
set of circumstances which arose. 
Since this has been discussed and 
debated in this House so many times, 
I do not wish to repeat all those things 
again. 

Sir, I think it is rather unfortunate 
that a legislation which is such an 
extraordinary legislation should be 
brought up here in every session of 
Parliament for further and further 
amendment. We should have done 
with it once tor all rather than that 
every .session, Government should 
come- forward, sometimes two or 
three times in the same session, with 
further and further amendments. I 
don’t think this is a very happv state 
of affairs, The present amendment, 
of course, is brought forward pursuant 
to the Presidential Ordinance which 
Was promulgated in the inter-session 


period on the ground that unless this 
period is extended further by an¬ 
other 12 months, all the detenus under 
MISA will have to be released since 
they cannot be held in detention. 
Now my party obviously cannot take 
a position saying that let all these 
people ft-ho are in detention be re¬ 
leased, I am quite conscious of the 
fact anJ I am quite convinced of the 
fact that many people who are in 
detention should not be there. At the 
same time, I am quite conscious of the 
fact that in the siluation which deve¬ 
loped since last year, there are many 
people, whether they are RSS or 
Anand Marg people or profiteers, 
black mai’kctoer.s or speculators or 
hoarders or other t''pe of peop’e be¬ 
longing to the proscribed organisa¬ 
tions. who obviously cannot certain¬ 
ly be let loose because the situation 
is not yet noi-inalised;—by “situation,” 
I mean the situation of threat and 
danger to the country whose fountain¬ 
head is not in this country but whose 
fountain-head is somewhere outside. 

So far as tho forces, which were try¬ 
ing to bring about destabilisation are 
concerned, I do not consider them to 
be anything very much except pig 
mies. The trouble is that there was 
a big power and big forces who were 
trying to inspire them and assist 
them and bolster them up from out¬ 
side, I do not wish to go into this 
in every session, but we can see what 
is haopening again at the Diego 
Gacia Base which is now being acti¬ 
vated. So far we had heard that it 
was being built and constructed. 
Now wo road icports about its having 
been activated. Already, it is being 
used for intervening in various inter¬ 
na] affair? of certain African coun¬ 
tries and so on. 

Two days ago, Mr, Kissinger visited 
Pakistan and again some sort of nego¬ 
tiations are going on for the transfer 
or sale of further sophisticated air¬ 
crafts which are of an offensive type, 
fighter aircrafts of the latest type, 
in defiance of the American assurance 
that they would supply only defen* 
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fiive type of weapons to this region 
because that is not what the news¬ 
paper account now reveals. Whether 
xxther Meniber.s agree with it or not, 
we have got our own understanding 
that last year’s developments were 
there by no means unconnected with 
the threat which was developed from 
outside; it has not yet by any means 
disappeared or receded. 


Therefore, my party does not take 
this stand that everybody should be 
released immediately. At the same 
time, as my friend Mr. Banorjee 
tried to say the other day at the stage 
of the introduction of this Bill, is 
there not any obligation on the part 
of the Government to take the House 
into confidence when they come for¬ 
ward with a fresh amending Bill, and 
.give some sort of factual review here 
•of how MISA is being implemented? 
We are to’d nothing. I raised this last 
time also in the last session. Should 
'there not be some sort of a general 
review? This is an extraordinary 
piece of legislation and not an ordi¬ 
nary one: should we not be told, for 
■example, what is the sort of proportion 
of the different categories of people 
who have been held under MISA? 
There are some who have been held 
^o^ economic offences like hoarding 
and biack-ma’-keting and so on, 
though most of them are probably 
field under the Defence of India Rules 
and not under MISA; then there are 
some who are supposed to be Mem- 
fiers of certain banned organisation, 
there are others who may be held 
on account of some specific acts of 
violence and sabotage or something 
like that: should we not be told any¬ 
thing? Are we not to know at all 
fiow this thing is being implemented 
•and how many people have been re¬ 
leased on the basis of executive re- 
"views whicii are supposed to be 
carried out every four months? We 
don’t know anything. When, you 
•come to the House, asking for the 
approval Of the Hou.se for further ex¬ 
tension of the Act or for further 
amendments to the Act, should the 


House net be taken into confidence 
and given some sort of a review at 
least of hew it is operated? Because, 
I do feel, and my Party feels, that 
^omc datigerous tendencies are also 
developing and these dangerous ten¬ 
dencies, to toy mind, are inherent in 
any legisluiion of this kind, unless 
there i.s a proper check and unless 
vigilance is naintained, because tre¬ 
mendous pov.'ers arc being given 
under such r, piece of legislation to 
the Execulive and 'to the Bureaucracy 
which i,s actually to implement all 
this in .'aich a big country, in all the 
States, at all levels. I .shall presently 
show that the last lime wg amended 


tms Act, i.e in January this year, the 
Hon. Minister sitting opposite me 
had admitted this fact in so many 
words that there is a possibility of 
misuse, that there is every chance of 
misuse and so on. But what I am 
.submitting now is that that was in 
January and this is August, and 
during these six months, experience 
has shown us that the misuse of these 
powers under MISA is gradually on 
the increase and not on the decline. 
And once the position has been taken 
by Government or the responsible 
people representing Government 
before the highest court of this land, 
once the position has been taken pub¬ 
licly that there is no remedy against 
malafide detention so long as emer¬ 
gency lasts—because it was the posi¬ 
tion taken in so many words before 
the Supreme Court that, so long as 
Emergency lasts, under the MISA as 
It stands today, there is no remedy 
even against malafide detention 
once that position has been made* 
clear, I apprehend—(and experience 
has borne out the apprehension)— 
tendency towards misuse of 
MISA powers by the boireaucracy is 
not declining but increasing. 


SHRI N. K. P. SALVE BETUL* For 
example?

goes, my Party is in a very difficult 
position. We cannot vote for this 
Bill because, as I will show you pre¬ 
sently, we cannot vote for this Bill 
when such large numbers of our 
people are locked up under MISA. 
They are my comrades and they are 
behind bars and will remain behind 
bars; can I then^ vote here for ex¬ 
tending this Act? I cannot do it; I 
have 'jomething like a conscience 
also. On the other hand, I cannot 
vote against this Bill either because, 
voting against this particular Amend¬ 
ment means, as I understand it, that 
all the people who have been de¬ 
tained mii!5t be released irrespective 
of anything and must not be held in 
detention. I cannot support that posi¬ 
tion also; 1 am being quite frank. 
Therefore, when it comes to voting, 
we will abstain: w'e will not vote 
either for or against it. I wanted to 
make that position clear. 

Now, as I said, a dangerous tenden- 
cy is developing and there is no safe¬ 
guard, as I see it, against any malafide 
detentions whatsoever. With your 
permission, if I may quote what the 
Home Minister said in the House cm 
the 22nd January, this is what he 
said: 

“.. it is not correct to say that 
this ab.«olute power which you think 
is absolute, which in my opinion 
is not absolute, is given to all kinds 
of petty officials; it is only given to 
the Central Government or to the 
State Government or to the district 
magistrate or a police commissioner 
or an additional magistrate specially 
empowered. Therefore you would 
see that we are aware that there 
is a possibility of this power being 
non-used or misused. Those of us 
who are in public life have seen 
detentions before for much longer 
times. We know how this can be 
misused. Therefore it was our par¬ 
ticular attempt to see that powers 
were given to certain types of offi¬ 
cers who could not generally be 
expected tn be careless or do any- 
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thing in a cavalier fashion. It does 
not mean also that there will not 
be some cases where they could 
have been misused. I am not tak¬ 
ing any brief for them. On the 
other hand I should say from the 
floor of the House that in all such 
cases where officers in the discharge 
of duties, for any malafide reason 
or for other reason, try to do cer¬ 
tain things which are not justified 
by circumstances, action will cer¬ 
tainly be taken either by the State 
Government or the Central Govern¬ 
ment. As you are aware, the 
Prime Minister in the earliest of 
her letters written to the Chief 
Ministers said: please look into 

this yourself, per.‘?onaIly; you 

must head tiie committee which 
review.s detentions; you may take 
in other members; you may take 
ministei's cr other senior officers. 
She said: those cases must be re¬ 
viewed and seen by the Chief 
Ministcr.s personally if possible, or 
at least by a committee, an impar¬ 
tial committee”. 

MR. BRAKMANANDA REDDY 
said all this in January. He also 
said: 

“The detaining authorities take 
into custody only those persona 
who are found or who are antici¬ 
pated to be dangerous to the life 
of the community” 

It may be that ‘‘there ai"e certain 
lapses, it may be that there are cer¬ 
tain shortcomings, it may be that 
there are certain failings, but it is 
not that I am trying to defend any- 
body who does it, whether it is an 
officer or a bureaucrat or any man in 
high authority who does anything 
on the ground of malafide reasons. 
Certainly not. Government have no 
intention of trying to support or 
defend any malafide action,” 

I think this was quite' a categorical 
assurance given six months ago. Now, 
let us sec some ejcamples of what is 
going on now. On the 24th June a 
tetter was addressed to the Hon. Htane

Minister by Shri Jagannath Sarkar, 
Secretary of the Bihar State Council 
of our Party, enclosing a list of 17 im¬ 
portant people. Some of them are 
Members of various District Councils, 
some are Trade Union leaders, some 
are Secretarie.s of local Committees in 
various Districts like Champaran, Gaya 
Bhagalpur, Saharsa, Purnea and so on. 
Now, Mr. Sarkar had staled in his 
letter: 

'Tn almost every case, the cause 
of detention is the displeasure of 
landlords and local officia'ls because 
CPI workers are ilrmly demanding 
implementation of the 2()-point pro- 
cramme, opposing landlord violence, 
raising the morale of the Harijans, 
Iribals, poor peasants and share¬ 
croppers etc," 

There are l.h other people, whose 
names have been supplied many times 
to the Government, in Madhya Pra- 
dp.sh. including si.’c people from the 
roaJ-tields in Chindvvnra. These are 
merely Trade Union people. Then, 
there are seven nenple from Haryana 
Including some Members of the Har¬ 
yana State Council, the General Secre¬ 
tary of the District Youth Federation, 
the President of the District Kisan 
Sabha, the General Secretary ’ of the 
Har.vana Youth Federation etc. 

Tn Rajasthan, Mr. Darshanlal Koda, 

B Member of the Ganganagar District' 
Executive of the CPI. In Himachal 
Pradesh—detained from the beginning 
of the Emergency—Mr, Anwar AU 
Khan, Secretary of the Himachal Pra- 
de.sh Yoxilh Federation. In Gujarat, 
two cases of arrests under MISA. In 
U.P., the District Secretary of Sitapur, 
of our Party. Mr. Chhotev Lai; many 
Congress friends know him well, they 
know what a dedicated person he is, 
bow many times attempts have been 
made to get him murdered by the local 
landlords. This person, Mr. Chhotey 
Lai. was also arrested under MTSA. 
Luckily, the Chief Minister there hap¬ 
pens to know very well what is going 
on in that area, and after some inten¬ 
sive representations'to him Mr. Chhotey 
Lai has recently been released. Buf 
the point is. why was he arrested at 


all. There is a big Talukdari there; 
there is the Talukdar of Ramkot, who 
has been trying all along to see that 
this man is not only put behind the 
bars but. if po.ssible. physically exter¬ 
minated. These are people dangerous 
to the life of the community! That is 
the trouble. Any!jody who, goes and 
tries to organixe the.se pc*ople—'the 
Harijans, the tribals. the poor landless 
(leople. the agricultural labourers, the 
share-croppers—to say that this is what 
the 20-point programme means for 
(hem and if it Ls not Ijeing impiement- 
e<1. they should organize themselves 
and tr.v to gel it implemented, is dan- 
gerou.-; to the life of the community! 
Do you expect us to support this Bill in 
a blankc* fashion when this kind of 
thing is going on? V/e cannot do it. 

All the^e cases are there. I do not 
wish tn take up more time on this. 
Mr, Banerjee. the other day. referred 
to Iho cases of certain defence factory 
workers; all members of the All India 
De^'enre Employees Federation, which 
has been doing such excellent work, 
such patriotic wvirk from the beginning 
of <he Emergency, which has done ex 
cellenl work everv lime our country 
has been threatened.... 

SHRI N. K. P SALVE; Obviously, 
you are not fully informed. The six 
men who have Ijeen arrested in Chhin- 
dwara coal area, happen to belong to 
my constituency; I know them very 
well. T wish you speak something 
about them... 

SHRI INDRAHT GUPTA; T know 
that. Nearly one thousand people- 
nine hundred and something—were 
first nrrcstetl, not all under MISA, in 
Chhindwara area. I know what I am 
talking. You tell me if it is a case for 
MISA. This is a public sector mine 
where, contrary to all norms laid 
down, the management unilaterally, 
without any discussion with the Union, 
wanted to change the entire svstem Of 
shifts and duty-hours and because the 
workers protested against that, these 
people are put under MISA. What 
kind of industrial relations are gMng 
to be develop^ in the public sector? 
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SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: You are, 
obviously, not informed of this. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I am nol 
yieiding. When he speaks, be can 
throw light on that and justify all 
MISA arrest, if he wants..., 

SHRI N.K.P. SALVE: I was re¬ 
ferring to Chhindwara. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; 1 woulil 
like the Minister to look into these 
cases also of the Defence employees- 
four of them in the Atnbarnalh fac¬ 
tory, two in the Ka^ni Ordnance Fac¬ 
tory. one in Fort William, Calcutta; 1 
have just received information ^hat. 
•On the 11th of thus month, that is, two 
days ago, Shri V. P. Sonar, Gener.il 
Secretary of the Ordnance Factory 
Union at Varangaon has been arre.sted 
•under MISA.... 

AN HON. MEMBER; Avadi also. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; Included 
In these are Avadi, Ambarnalhi, Katni, 
Fort William and Varangaon—so many 
defence factory workers. Always when 
the question comes up here of defence 
•production, all praises are showered 
on these people, on the Union and on 
the Federation, by no less a person 
than the Defence Minister, and , quite 
eorrectly. But the officers do not like 
active trade-unionists. That is the 
whole trouble. I have been seeing it 
over so many years; I have been see. 
ing it in the Railways; any person who 
ts an active trade-unionist is not liked 
by the officers. Surely, a trade-uni¬ 
onist's job is not to keep quiet only. 
He hhs to represent the grievances of 
his members; he has to go and meet 
the officers and talk to them: some, 
limes he mav be entering into argu¬ 
ments with them, but they do not like 
It. They think that here is an oppor- 
ttinity now under conditions of Emer¬ 
gency, where such and such persons 
can be removed from the scene and 
then they would not have any more 
trouble. That is what is happening. 
The landlords think in one way, some 
employers are thinking in the oth«: 


way and I am sorry that some public 
sector managements also think in the 
same way. 

I do not wish to mention names and 
perhaps some friends on that side 
would start protesting inside the House 
at least, outside they may not. I do 
not say this in a parly spirit. I have 
names also, but I am not going to 
tell them. I know that in many 
States Congress people are also being 
detained under MISA; some may be 
deservedly so, I do not deny it, but 
some are also cases of certain rivalric.3, 
or factional group quarrels, or likes 
«nd dislikes and all that. Some people 
try to get some other people arrested. 
This is not a very rare complaint, it 
is quite a widespread complaint if one 
knows about it. The Minister always 
says, and I am sure he will repeat it 
today also and he s-aid it last time al.*io: 
Mr. Indrajit Gupta, you are 
reading the list of your party people, 
but then my party people are also 
being arrested; we arrest them with¬ 
out discrimination, we do not bother 
about parties. I say that i? right, but 
in the matter of locking up innocent 
people also, you do not observe any 
discrimination—there I agree. I 

think, some hon. Member here last 
time raised the case of one Shri Udit 
Narain Sharma in Uttar Pradesh. T 
do not know what he wa.s doing and 
how he was dangerous to the life of 
the community. I know, he wanted 
a Congress ticket in the last election.s; 
he did not get it and stood as an indi- 
pendent. I know also that he was a 
Ministe- three times in Uttar Pradesh 
in three different Ministries. In 
Hamirpur why this man of seventy 
years is locked up under MISA. I do 
not know. I have a suspicion that it 
has something to do not so much with 
his so-called anti-national activities, 
but with the fact that he is involved 
in some kind of group quarrels and 
rivalries. These things shotfld be 
looked into. There are more people 
like him. 


Then, tiliere is toe Shyam Karain 
Tiwari in Gorakhpur. I de tot know 
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What the police file says about him, 
but I know about him. Originally, 
he was in the undivided Communist 
Party. When the party split, he went 
with the CPM. Later, he left CPM 
and joined the Naxalites, and now 
he has left the Naxalites and has come 
back to us eventually after making the 
full circle. I am not hiding anything. 
He has come back like many people 
who are coming to your party and 
whom you take with open arms; gates 
are wide open to them. All that they 
have to do is to make a declaration. 
Shri Shyam Narain Tiwari is locked 
up under MISA and you may say that 
in your files, you still mark him as a 
Naxalite. On the other hand, there 
are a number of people abroad, who 
1 think, by these standards should 
have been locked up, but nothing is 
done to them. They are notorious, big 
smugglers and such other people I 
do not know, if it is right for me to 
mention names here. 

I can give you one example of Shri 
Jagannath Sarkar’s letter to which I 
have referred earlier. He has pointed 
out the attitude and he refers to 
Bihar—towards people belonging to 
those parties who were last year try¬ 
ing to work up this kind of movement 
against Government in order to over¬ 
throw the Government. 1 am not just 
making a comment, but you may see 
the figures. Congress (O)—arrested 
fil under MISA in Bihar; and released; 
41. That is good, I do not mind if 
they are released, but this kind of 
attitude is not shown in respect of 
'OUT people. Proportionately, you see 
the difference. Jan Sangh—arrested 
568 and released 145; Socialist Party— 
arrested 363 and released 219; BLD— 
arrested 38t and released 186. So far 
the attitude of the Government in re¬ 
lation to these parties who were vota¬ 
ries af the total revolution is propor¬ 
tionately softer than it is towards 
those people who go about doing such 
regrettable things as trying to organize 
landless agricultural labourers and 
Harijans and people of that kind. 
They can never be forgiven; these 
people cun be fergiven. This is my 
oomplaint. 


Therefore, I do not wish to take up 
much more time. All that I wish to 
say is that these assurances which 
the Minister gave and which I have 
quoted, have, by and large, proved 
to be fruitless. There has been no 
improvement. On the contrary, 
there has been a worsening in the 
situation as far as those forces who 
are sincerely co-operating with the 
iO-point Programme an^ who want 
to get it implemented down below at 
the grass-roots level, those people 
who last year fought against Jaya- 
prakash Narayan’s movement four¬ 
square risking everything aic con¬ 
cerned. This MISA is being used 
more nnd more against those very 
forces. Then what is the purpose of 
it? What IS the whole purpose of this 
emergency? That is why we cannot 
support this Bill. 

It also proves that that theory of 
the Minister that because only offi¬ 
cials of a certain level have been 
given the power and that, therefore, 
there are sufficient safeguards, have 
not been proven true to my experi¬ 
ence. It is not that they are irres¬ 
ponsible officers. Not that, but they 
have a certain kind approach and 
bias. They have a kind of sympathy 
with certain types of vested interests, 
particulaj'ly, ia the countryside. 
When it is a question of a complaint 
by a landlord against some Harijans 
or against the agricultural labour, 
then many of these officers, not all, 
their sympathies, the way they have 
been brought up, the way they think, 
the kind of outlook they have, ins¬ 
tinctively make them sympathetic 
towards the landlords anj not to¬ 
wards the tenants. Therefore, they 
behave like this. Therefore, the need 
for a better review. Therefore, I am 
proposing once again to you; since 
you go on amending this every time, 
please bring it once again sometime 
for amendment and put back and 
restore in this Act at least that pro¬ 
vision which was there for so many 
years, of that Advisory Board. Why 
does it upset the Government so 
much, I do not understand? lift is a 
provision in the legislation fer .

Advisory Board, a Board to which 
all cases of detenus have to be refer¬ 
red within a prescribed time limit, 
an Advisory Board composed of some 
eminent Judge or an ex-Judge or 
somebody and two or three people 
like that, impartial people, going into 
those cases and giving their advice to 
the Government, Tlie Government 
need not accept their advice. It is not 
made public. The Government need 
not accept their advice. It can accept 
or need not accept. But let the 
detenus have a feeling at least that 
possibilities of mala fide detention 
will be reduced by the scrutiny at 
least of an Advisory Board which 
has a place inside the statute as it 
always did. Now you have removed 
that also. I say experience proves 
that it is very necessary to have this 
kind of a provision because every¬ 
thing else is out. They cannot go to 
the courts. They have not been sup¬ 
plied with the grounds of detention. 
All those things We have already 
done. At least let there be an Ad¬ 
visory Board. What is wrong with it? 
Heavens will fall? The security will 
get prejudiced? You cannot prevent 
Mr. Subramaniaswamy from enter¬ 
ing into the Raiya Sabha under the 
very nose of so many guards and 
policemen, speaking in the House and 
after raising a point of order, going 
away. I must congratulate him on his 
boldness, I must say. But this is the 
kind of security you have get:.... 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar): 
Master performance. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; But I 
asked Mr. Om Mehta this morning: 
where are ah. your wonderful security 
arrangements? I would like to know. 
You see, everyday I am challenged 
when I come here in the morning 
because I do not come in a motor car. 

If I come in a car, nobdoy will ask. 

If you come in a car. perhaps the 
security man at the gate is more 
tempted to salute you because you 
come in a car, but if you do not have 
a car..,. (Interruptions) Mr, Ram- 
sahai Pandey, you do not know be¬ 
cause you come in a car. But if you 


come either walking or if you come 
in an autorikshaw, it is very un- 
becoming for the dignity of an MP 
and he will slop you everyday and 
peer at you like this. I do not know 
why he peers at me. He cannot 
recognize me. He is an ordinary 
police constable from Haryana of 
somewhere. But they cannot prevent 
a gentleman against whom there is a 
warrant, whose passport has been 
impounded, who has spent a year 
abroad carrying qo malicious propa¬ 
ganda against this country and he' 
returns somehow to this country—I 
di> not know when he landed and at 
which airport he landed and how he 
got through I do not know—enters 
here, goes into the House, raises a 
point of order and goes away. And 
after he has gone away, Mr. Om 
Mehta discovers ti.at he was here. 
This is the kind of security you have. 
Why all your wrath is vented on these 
poor MISA detenus—I do not under¬ 
stand. ... 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Raj nan d- 
gaon): II siiows how generous we 
are. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM: It shows 
only how inefficient you are 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I con¬ 
clude by saying that the hon. Minis¬ 
ter should look into these matter* 
much more seriousl.y and in much 
more depth than he has done -ih the 
past. He is just content to pass some 
orders and give assurances here 
which are never honoured. Tliere- 
fore, this is an unsatisfactory state of 
affairs where these powers are being 
mis-used against the forces which 
are working to support the emer¬ 
gency and the 20-Point Programme. 
How do you justify that? That is my 
point. So long as that continues we 
cannot support this Bill. We are 
are not going to vote against this 
either, because such a vote would 
signify everybody’s release from jail. 
That also we are not prepared to 
countMiance at this stage. You have 
put us in a difficult position as far as 
voting goes. But as far as our stand 
goes, we have made our point clear, 
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SHRI R, K. KHADILKAR (Bara- 
mati): After a long time I am open¬ 
ing my lips. I have been here for 20 
years or so and for quite a number 
of years I have been sitting in the 
opposition. 

I am rather inspired to speak to¬ 
day for one reason. Every year I 
am going to appeal to him for his 
consideration. He is going to bring a 
Bill and we are going to pass it with 
some criticism. In this country we 
have a hangover of the past where 
agitations were continuing, strikes 
were continuing, students agitations 
were there. Do you want to bring 
that state of affairs after one year? 
This is one thing. 

In a case like this, I am going to 
appeal to the Minister. He must look 
at it from socio-political angle and 
not from party angle. We are not 
going back to the ‘soft state’, hang¬ 
over of the past, liberal past. At the 
present juncture if you want to make 
any progress and if you want to im¬ 
plement 20-point progarmme sincere¬ 
ly and honestly, it is not easy to im¬ 
plement under the present arrange¬ 
ments, unless we have got certain 
repressive measures at our disposal. 
I am going to ask the Home Minister 
whether he or the Government is 
considering a sort of permanent 
change where the repressive measure 
is or .certain repressive machinery is 
ready. It is not a question as he put 
it against you and I. I am looking 
at it from socio-political angle and 
national angle. 

I must tell you frankly—we are not 
in a position to go back to the 
original or former state of affairs. We 
have entered a new era altogether. 
In the new era, every year to come 
back with a Bill, listen to the criti¬ 
cism, their abstention and to keep 
quiet or to look to some grie\’nnces is 
a ritual. No. You must think of some 
machinery to remove the fear in the 
minds of the people. You must con¬ 
vince the House in this regard. 

I have been sitting in the Central 
Hall. Quite a number of people are 


satisfied with the present state. They 
talk in a whispering tone and not 
openly. Therefore, this atmosphere 
of fe.ir must go away, must be re¬ 
moved. To remove that we must 
have a permanent machinery. 

It is not a question of liberation. It 
is a question of removing anti-social 
element, I am looking at it from 
this angle. Irrespective of any party 
we belong to, we should look at it 
from this angle, otherwise this will 
give an opportunity to the apposition 
to attack you and the Government. I 
mu.'st appeal him—this is not a question 
of a party. I have been working for 
a number of years in the working 
class. In the working class there are 
quite a number of people who are 
practising economism in the name of 
the party. 

SHRI TNDRAJIT GUPTA: You do 
not change parties. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR; I have 
not changed the party. 

I went there in 1962. I made a 
statement. My job was to write mani¬ 
festo. Shri Indulal Yagnik also used 
to write manifesto. For 12 years I 
was outside the Congress. For 12 years 
we used to write manifesto to the 
opposition saying—^by sort of creating 
popular sanction we will be able to 
throw the Government out. But I 
have lost that faith. I must tell you 
frankly. I told this at a meeting in 
the party that it is time when we think 
of some .sort of removal of social in¬ 
justice and imparting education. Let 
us be very frank. I must tell Mr. 
Indrajit Gupta about this. One of his 
commrades who was with me in the 
trade union died. No worker came 
forward to contribute to his memorial 
while I came forward with tny contri¬ 
bution. We as trade unionists got 
Rs. 14 lakhs to the union. But even 
14 nay a paise they were not prepared 
to contribute to him^ This is the posi¬ 
tion. Since then I told them ‘I will 
not serve you’. I came to the conclu¬ 
sion that mere economism, benefiting 
this man or removing this man, a 
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dift'erent thing. They must be told to 
do some social work. When there is 
any natural calamity they must come 
forward. There was an earthquake 
near Poona at Koyna. 1 asked them 
to give some money, but their response 
Was good. Therefore, I am telling 
the Law Minister that it is no u®e 
following this ritual of repealing the 
ordinance. 

A time has come when we should 
remember that India should progress 
socially and economically. It cannot 
remain a soft State or in a static con¬ 
dition. It will have to have some 
teeth in it. If he thinks it is necessary, 
then, he must have some permanent 
machinery. You can take in other 
people, ask them to come forward and 
discuss it and make it permanent. But 
you should make this eflort. 

I want to say here that a time has 
come when we cannot go back to the 
soft State idea. If you want to do 
this, you will have to keep on the 
statute-book a measure that will put 
an end to blackmarkcting or smuggl¬ 
ing or other anti-social elements 
whether the persons concerned belong 
'to this party or that party. I do not 
like the whispering idea. I do not 
like it, I must support it or oppose 
it, because, it is my temperament. I 
am giving you support from this 
angle only.

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul); I 
lise 10 give my unreserved and un¬ 
qualified support to this legislative 
measure. 1 beg to submit that I did 
not have the slightest intention of par¬ 
ticipating in this debate, but I was 
provokeu by the comments of some of 
the opposition members who, i find, 
are at the moment absent fiom the 
House and, therefore, decided to make 
a somewhat impromptu .‘speech. 


Not very detailed, long and elaborate 
elucidation is needed oi required to 
establish the self-evident reality that 
this particular legislation and other 
legislations which have been patterned 
after this legislation, the Maintenance 
of Internal Security Act, have in fact 
been the most significant, the most 
important and the most elective ins¬ 
truments in reshaping the entire poli¬ 
tical, social and economic landscape ol 
our country in the period after the 
proclamation of the Emergency in June 
1975. This is one legislative measure 
which is of very far-reaching import¬ 
ance, which vests power in the execu¬ 
tive to detain citii’,ens of its own voli¬ 
tion and such detention is not justici¬ 
able, The powers undoubtedly, arc 
very w’ide, very de\'astaling. There¬ 
fore, I have not slightest doubt, not 
the slightest hesitation in conceding 
that such powers can also be most 
dangerous where cifirens can be 
divested of their freedom, of their 
liberties without any remedy in a court 
of law, entirely at fhe option, at the 
volition, of the executive. 

In a legislative measure of this 
nature one has to concede that very 
gra\e dangers of gross abuse are un¬ 
doubtedly implicit. The powers ate 
capable of bein^ used, devastatingly 
tor annihilation of the entire political 


opposition. It can stiiSe, it can muffle 
all those who are inconvenient to the 
state; in fact, it is so devastating that 
if the powers under this legislation 
are used arbitrarily, capriciously and 
according to the private whim and 
humour of the Home Ministry, then 
may be we will bid goodbye to all 
democratic norms and usher in despo¬ 
tism totalifarianism. To that extent, 

I am willing to concede that this parti¬ 
cular enactment and other enactments 
fashioned after this legislativet mea¬ 
sure are apt to be extremely danger¬ 
ous. 


But the question that needs to be 
examined and evaluated by anyone 
w’ho wants to make not a subjective 
but an objective evaluation of this 
enactment is whether civil liberties 
and the freedom of the individuals 
have been brought to an end in a 
capricious manner with a view to 
bringing about an end of political op¬ 
position or whether the powers under 
this legislation have been used for the 
avowed purpose of bringing about 
greater political, social and economic 
stability. Everyday we are hearing of 
opposition leaders being released—day 
in and day out. Surely, if the intent 
and purpose of the Home Ministry 
were to bring about a total end to all 
pnlilical opposition in this country, 
Shri Brahmananda Reddy, under the 
leadership of Shrimati aandh,. would 
not be bent on a spree of releasing all 
those who have been found, by all 
sections in this House, guiltv ot indul¬ 
ging in extremely undesirable and anti¬ 
national political activities only a year 
ago. Even in the matter of constitu¬ 
tional amendments, vou are aware 
that the Prime Minister has insisted 
that there has to be a national debate 
and that the matter has to Ije talked 
over with opposition members. These 
are all indie,itionp of one thing and 
one realit.v; India ir- an inveterate 
democracy we have been a democracy; 
we are a democraev and we shall re¬ 
main a democracy. My respectful sub. 
mission therefore is that those Mem¬ 
bers in the Opposition who had been 
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casting doubts on account of the wide 
powers taken in this legislation by the 
executive have not been very fair. I 
oonceded in the beginning that the 
powers taken were very wide and if 
abused were capable of very devastat¬ 
ing and dangerous use. That by it.self 
does not justify the criticism levelled. 
Such wide powers must be juxtaposed 
with actual exercise of such powers. 
For what purpose and objective have 
they been actually used? Until the 
proclamation of emergency we had a 
very permissive and very liberal de¬ 
mocracy. The question for us now is 
whether we want such a permi.ssive 
and liberal democracy or a more regu¬ 
lated or stringent democracy. 1 have 
talked to certain supposedly intellec¬ 
tuals, pseudo intellectuals,—1 am ab¬ 
solutely an average person,—but these 
intellectuals apprehend that there is 
no such thing as regulated democracy 
or stringent democracy. This is a 
false motion. As a common man in 
thi.? country, I think regulated demo¬ 
cracy is one where along with civil 
liberties and basic rights which are 
guaranteed by the Con.stitulion. there 
must Vie solemn obligations attached 
to those rights and the violation of 
those solemn obligations can only be 
at the peril of being livested of those 
liberties. If you are not going to meet 
the obligations which are attached to 
liberties you cannot enjoy the liberties 
aOfi that individual must be divested 
of those liberties. This legislative 
■measure empowers the government to 
divest such an individual of those 
rights if duties are disregarded. We 
have had a very liberal and permissive 
democracy for long which might have 
had its own dubious merits and politi¬ 
cal virtuosity. But the question that 
needs to be considered is whether such 

a permissive and liberal democracy is 
suited to our country which is so deep¬ 
ly immersed at the moment in carrying 
on a struggle for economic emencipa- 
tion. IJberal, permissive democracy 
does not conduce unfortunately to dis¬ 
cipline; It does not conduce to hard 
work or dedication to one's country 


and one's community. It ha& prevent¬ 
ed the country from fciulding up nation¬ 
al character, it needs to be properly 
moulded. We do want democracy. 
The question is; what is to be the 
nature of that democracy? This is thP 
biggest question before the nation to¬ 
day, when we are discussing Swaran 
Singh panel report. That is the basic 
issue and I think that was forgotten 
by the Members of the Opposition. 


They ha\'e been paying encomium 
to the government for biinging about 
a rapid pace of economic growth. We 
have a much better balance of pay¬ 
ments position today, a much better 
distribution system. Our agricultural 
and industrial production had never 
been better than what it is today. We 
have achieved one of the greatest mir¬ 
acles of economic unknown in any 
country, anywhere in the world of 
bringing about a negative rate of infla¬ 
tion. How has all this happened? Has 
all this fallen from heaven? What 
part this legislative measure had play¬ 
ed in these achievements and other 
legislative measures which had been 
patterned after this legislation? They 
have brought about discipline in the 
country, particularly economic disci¬ 
pline in the country. It is not possible 
that on the one hand you npplaud the 
governmenl—1 am talking with refer¬ 
ence to the speech of the Leader of the 
Communist Party—who Paid encomi¬ 
um for the magnificant achievement of 
the government consequent upon the 
various measures taken as a result of 
Ihr proclamation of the emergency— 
and at the same time he said: “we are 
not going to vote for this legislative 
measure. Why? Because some of our 
party members had been arrested 
under MISA.” It is a most astound¬ 
ing proposition to be formulated. Our 
partv members also have been arrested. 
Nobody is immune. The objective 
approach requires only one thing. 
Whether or not this sort of legislative 
measure has catered to the larger 
weal and welfare of the general massAs 
of the country. If it has done so, Shrl 
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Brahmananda Reddy shall have the 
highest support of this House for get¬ 
ting extension of this legislative mea¬ 
sure. 


We were bothered earlier by event.s 
and developments in our country 
which had caused the most pernicious, 
deleterious and harmful effects speci¬ 
ally on that section of society which 
IS very vulnerable^ under-privileged 
and less privileged. The havoc w.is 
created by the greedy avarice of the 
hoarders, racketeers and profiteers and 
the whole situation wrirsened on ac 
count of irresponsible militant trade 
unionism and power crazv and senile 
politicians. This has been brought 
under control arid to no unsubstantial 
degree as a result of the powers taken 
under this legislation.

SHRI N. K. P. SAL\-E: If ig the 
comments of 3 our colleague which 
have provoked me to speak. There 
was a time when I was sn Gujarat dur¬ 
ing the elections one per.son made most 
irresponsible statements, and was con¬ 
sidered a hero. Toda.^■ ii is rumoured 
he has been arrested after a long chase, 
having remained underground for 
several years. He was connected with 
organising strikes recklessly. He bad 
openl.v said. “Only we hav’e to stop the 
wheels of the trains and the Govern- 
nient will be overthrown”, he organis¬ 
ed the abortive Railwa 3 ' strike. Such 
a person was considered to be a great 
hero once upon a time. Today he is 
considered a traitor b 3 ' the country. 
Todaxr it does not behove the Commu¬ 
nist party which supported that sort 
of strike to disown the v'ory man with 
whom they were working yesterday. 
Your (Communist Party’s) bona fides 
will be accepted -orily w'hen you support 
us; otherwise not. 


SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTRI- We 
have always supported the right cause- 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: The crucial 
point for which I wanted to intervene 
in this debate was this. A reference 
was made to the arrests of some 'wor¬ 
kers in Chhindwara colliery, which, 
falls in my constituency. A thousand 
people working in those collieries were 
arrested. Barring 5 or 6 persons all 
of them have been released. They 
were not members of the communist 
lr:irle union, but ver 3 ' unfortunately, 
the very leaders—who did uiagnificant 
work when the collieries were being 
run by private owners and who are 
toda.y uncier detention, —have comple¬ 
tely forgot the changed situation to¬ 
day in the collieries. The.v are 
nationalised collieries uofre each 
worker gets 4 to 5 times the remunera¬ 
tion he was getting previously. They, 
thousand men, wanted to sit at the 
colliery and not allow the colliery to 
function at a time when the country 
needed coal. The coal position was 
not as easy then as it is today. They 
said, “we will make the working of 
the collieries impossible.’’ When we 
arrest our own people under MISA 
for this sort illegal, high handed and 
disorderly behaviour and we are told 
to leave your partymen out because 
they are followers of Mr. Indirajit 
Gupta or Mr. Ramavatar Shastri? 
(Interruptions). 

There are possibilities of abuses. I 
know one case of abuse in my own 
constituency in Betul district. A per¬ 
son who was in the Congress, later 
joined the Jan Sangh due to some 
differences with local Congress leaders. 
Then he resigned from Jan Sangh of 
his own volition and after release on 
parol is working all out for the 20 point 
prograrnme implementation. For his 
release we are moving heaven and 
earth. Even the Chief Minister told 
the Home Minister “He wants this man 
to be released on his responsibility.” 
But the Home Ministry is not helping 
us. There is this sort of abuse, but 
perhaps we have tp be a little patient 
us; otherwise not. 
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With these words, I give my full 
support to Shri Brahmananda Reddy, 
who is piloting the Bill, 


Mr. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: In order 
to aflford a little more time to the 
Members, it was suggested that I 
might call the Minister one minute 
before we take Private Members’ Busi¬ 
ness. Even so, I have about 15 Mem¬ 
bers in the list. Even if I give each 
one five minutes, I will not be able 
to accommodate everybody. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): Sir, 
I am prepared to give my time to Shri 
Shamim. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIN (Srinagar): Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, I have been listen¬ 
ing .... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I have 
not called him yet. All right, let him 
take five minutes. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM; That is really 
an exercise in discipline. 

Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I have 
been listening to the speeches 
made by the members of the ruling 
party. They are on the most expect¬ 
ed lines. I am not surprised, I am not 
amazed. But the dialogue between 
the Communist Party members and 
the ruling party members is rather an 
interesting one, and it has provoked 
me to say a few words. 

The (question is fundamentaL Un¬ 
fortunately, both the ruling party 
members and the Communist Party 
leaders have ignored the fundamental 
question, and they have started talk¬ 
ing about the parties. In a nutshell, 
Shri Indrajit Gupta, had no objection, 
apparentty no objection, to the Bill 
being passed, but for one reason, and 
that one reason is that his party mem¬ 
bers are also arrested. 1 heard him,, 
and the only point which Shri Indrajit 
Gupta made wSs this—we will not 


oppose this Bill, because we do not 
want others to be released, we will not 
support it, because our own party 
meniljers are involved. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Yes, that 

was bis> theme. 

SHRl S. A. SHAMIM: Now, this will 
be a sort of painful experience for my 
Communist friends here, for one they 
accept the right of the Government 
to pass a Bill like MISA, they cannot 
have it bothways, they will have to 
sutler all the inherent consequences 
which will follow. Therefore, a better 
position would be, and that is the posi¬ 
tion which I am going to take, that in 
this country it is not a question of 
Communist Party members not being 
arrested, or the Congress Members 
saying that even Congress members 
have been arrested and trying to justi¬ 
fy the law, a better, sensible and 
reasonable position would be that in 
this country nobody should be arrested 
without any legal justification. When 
you accept that principle, and insist 
on that principle, then you wiU have 
no cause of complaint that your party 
members have been arrested, or the 
other party members have not been 
arrested. Shri Indrajit Gupta even 
once did not say that “along with my 
party members, all those members 
belonging to the ruling party, who 
have been arrested because they have 
not followed a certain party line, they 
should also be released”. 

Freedom, as they call it, is indivisi¬ 
ble. It cannot be divided Iietween 
Communist Party members. Ruling 
Congress Members and Congress (0> 
members. Either you have freedom 
or you do not have freedom. 

Shri Salve talked about the opposi¬ 
tion and also about regulated democra¬ 
cy. He would be surprised to know 
that he is not the first one who is 
using this expression. If he studies 
the history of dictatorship, not Indian 
because this is an experimental dicta¬ 
torship, If he studies the history 
dictatorship in the rest of the world,: 
he will be pleasantly surprised to find 
that these are exactly words used 
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hy Hitler and Mussolini. To begin 
with, they started regulating the coun¬ 
try, regulating the democracy. But, 
unfortunately, that is always a begin¬ 
ning, And people like Communists, 
who first support the regulatory 
measures thinking that they will be 
the only beneficiaries, ultimately end 
by being in prisons. 

Now, many times the opposition 
parlies and the members of the opposi¬ 
tion parties have been refered to. Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, I honestly feel that 
this phantom opposition has been 
created by the ruling parly for its own 
convenience. Where is the opposition 
party? I do not know what is their 
geographical position or their topogra¬ 
phy. Where is the opposition in the 
country? You could not have a more 
ideal situation—350 Members in Par¬ 
liament, of practically all the States 
under the control of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment, belonging to the Congress 
Part3'. Can you conceive of a more 
ideal situation for running a democra¬ 
cy? In other countries the opposition 
and the Government are almost 
equally divided, with a few more 
Members on the side of the Govern¬ 
ment, but in this country you have an 
ideal situation in that the Congress 
Party has not only an absolute majori¬ 
ty, but a two-thirds majority, the 
majority required for amending 
the Constitution, for doing whatever 
they want to do. 

On what particular day did the situ¬ 
ation In the country start deteriorat¬ 
ing?, It is said that before the emer¬ 
gency everything had gone to dogs. 
From which date, I would like to ask, 
because 1.971 gave the biggest man¬ 
date to the Prime Minister, Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi. In 1972 there was 
Bangla Desh and the elections follow¬ 
ed. On what exact date did the situa¬ 
tion start deteriorating? Was it in 
1973? If so, emergency could have 
been declared in 1,973. Was it in 
1974? No till 1974 our Ambassadors 
and Members of Parliament were 
going round'and saying that we were 
the world’s greatest democracy, we 


were proud that we had free demo¬ 
cracy. Things started deteriorating 
according to your point of view— 
will not argue on that point—in 1975, 
not in January, not in February, not 
in March, not in April, not even on 
1st April, All Fools Day, not in May, 
things started getting bad in the first 
week of June. I may not be mathe¬ 
matically correct, but I think that it 
WAS in the second week of June. 
Everything seems to have gone topsy 
lurjiy on a particular date in that 
week, but Members here are forgetting 
tl'at before that this country had 27 
years of independence, that £'11 of us 
including Members of the ruling party, 
and in .'act mosl of them, used to say 
that everj'tbing in this country was 
perfectly al] right. On this particular 
something went wrong, I will not 
go into it. 


Talking of MISA. I heard one 
Member letitlng poetry, saying that 
Indians were being respected, that 
India bad a ]dac.-; of honour in the 
world only because we have a stable 
Government arid 'that we have a 
.stable Govennne^n only because we 
have MISA. So, the only source of 
prestige for Indii- is its stability 
which is the outcome of MISA. If 
stability is the only condition for a 
country being respected in the world, 
there have been many other stable 
countries. HitJer’s Germany was the 
most stable country. Who could 
have a .more stable Government than 
Franco had in Spain? Stability at 
what priced A country where any 
individual, whether belonging to the 
Congress Party or the Communist 
Party, can be arrested without even 
being given the reasons for his de¬ 
tention, is not one which can he 
proud of its freedom and indepen¬ 
dence. 


The other day Members were ex¬ 
cited and agitated that Indians in 
South Africa were not getting better 
treatment, that Indians living in 
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Britain were not getting fair treat¬ 
ment. Very good, we are justified in 
getting agitated, but I think we must 
be equally agitated if Indians in India 
are not getting fair treatment. 


One point more and that is, that if 
you want to have a frC'* country, if 
you want to have an indapendeia coun¬ 
try, if you want to have a country 
where the individual’s freedom is 
respected, you should not have these 
arbitrary laws like the one wiiich 
being extended every year, Mr. Kha- 
dilkar said: don’t bring an amend- 
menl every year, place it permanent¬ 
ly on the .statiuo-book without any 
amendment. This is the thinking! Mr. 
Brahmananda Reddy accepts that 
there have been l:.:p,<e.‘;, and there are 
going to be lapses. He Is right. That 
is wTiy we shou d not give such 
powers in the har.ds of jictly officials. 
Mr. Brnhniananda Reddy may or may 
not be a gontloman. We believe he 
is, that we ran trust him with this 
law. but there are people who doubt 
even that, but evcii Mr. Brahmananda 
Reddy cannoi trust a district magis¬ 
trate, and Mr. Bi ahmananda Reddy 
does know that dislrict magistraics 
are being dictnled to by people who 
have .political leanings. That is had 
enough, but people who have no poli¬ 
tical leanings, who have no political 
thinkin,g. hoodlums have been dic¬ 
tating to district magistrates, and in 
a country where people are illiterate, 
where State pow'er means a lot, any¬ 
body who is known to wield power 
can dictate to district magistrates 
and petty officials, what is important 
is not whether Communist Party 
members have been arrested or not, 
whether Congress Party members 
liave been arrested or not. We must 
conceive pf a country where not even 
■a smuggler is arrested or convicted 
without a trial. You conceded that 
law in the case of smugglers. That 
was the first concession you gave. I 
will narrate only one instance. Mr. 
Bam Ifean,... 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Please 
try to conclude. 

SHRI S. A SHAMIM: Heavens 
wil; not fall if you allow me some 
more time, Sir. If there were Opposi- 
t;on Mombfr-s here, they would have 
taken one hour and forty minutes.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: No. We 
arc racing agaimit lime. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM; Mr. Ram 
Dhan, w'ho is under urre.^t under 
MISA, belongs to the Congrcs.s Paitv; 
he was an Executive Member and 
Secretary ol the Congress Parliamen¬ 
tary Party.... 

MR. DEFUTV-SPEAKER: These 
are individual cases. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM: All those 
cases which Mr. ludrajit Gupta was 
disc”.sslng were not collective case.*;; 
there have been names like Sukh- 
narain, Daljit Narain and so on. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I do not 
know. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM; What I am 
tij’ing lo soy is this. You conceded 
the right to the Govcmmcnl. to arre.st 
anybody in the case of .smugglers, 
and one of the per.sons who had voted 
fin lliat lavr initial'.y was Mr. Ram 
Dhan, not knowing that he himself 
will be I) victim oi this arbitrary law. 
Therefore, what we protest against 
is Mo I in respect of one or the other 
Member, but we protest against 
arbitrary powers being given to the 
Government. Mr. Brahmananda Reddy 
is being praised today. I want to 
warn him that history is not going to 
be static; one day India will be free 
of Emergency and a history book win 
be written, and there will be a chapter 
devoted lo Mr. Brahmananda Reddy, 
the murderer of democracy, a fascist, 
who jiromulgated a law arid piloted 
asi Amendment to it every year.

SHRI S. R. DAMANl (Sholapur): I 
have very carefully listened to the 
speeches from the friends sitting on 
the opposite.... 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
(Serampore); You were not there. 
Most Of the time you were absent. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANl; The main 
theme of their speeches is not the 
adv'antages and the gains the coun¬ 
try has got on account of the impos¬ 
ing of the MISA but they have? cited 
certain instance.^ of their own Party 
or other Parties and have expressed 
fears that if it is extended for a 
further period of 12 months, certain 
members of their Party and their 
activities will be curbed. That is one 
point I learnt from their speeches- 

SHRI S. A. SKAMIM: Now you 
can sit down. 


SHRI S. R. DAMANl: Now, the 
main dissenting point made by them 
is the allegation that there has been 
an excessive use or abuse or misuse 
of the powers given to the bureau¬ 
cracy under this legislation. But, 
according to me, the powers, though 
wide, have been used very judicious¬ 
ly. not arbitrarily .. (Interruptions) 
Interested persons cam think what¬ 
ever they want. It has been laed 
against governiacnt officials, It has 
been used against industrialists, it 
has been used against food adultera¬ 
tors and H has been used .agttihst ludi- 
Ucians who are working against tlie» 
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interests of the country. We know¬ 
how the future of the country looked 
bleak at that time and how things 
have improved since the imposition 
of emergency. Whether we appreci¬ 
ate these or not these have been 
appreciated by outsiders. In this con¬ 
nection I would like to give the re¬ 
marks made by the U.K. Trade 
Minister, Mr. Edmund Dell. He is 
reported to have said as follows: 


“He could not comment on India’s 
internal matters but he congratu¬ 
lated India for the remarkable eco¬ 
nomic progress made in recent 
months. Referring to the Chief 
Guest’s remarks about the growth 
of Indian technology and its ex¬ 
port through joint ventures abroad, 
Mr. Dell said Britain certainly 
needed that Indian technology 
which had brought inflation to 
negative six per cent in two years.’' 


So, he desired to know from us how 
we have achieved this thing. They 
were wondering how it has been 
possible for us to control inflation. 
These are facts which are given here. 
I can give you many instances where 
foreign dignitaries have praised 
India for the achievements during 
the emergency. I would like to tell 
you about the progress which we have 
made. 


Our industrial production which 
was stagnant for the last 5 years on 
account of various reasons had in¬ 
creased by 6 per cent last year. This 
year it is 12 per cent. The idle capa¬ 
city of public sector units are being 
utilised fully. The public sector units 
are making a profit of Rs. 400 crores 
this year for the first time. It is not 
a small achievement. If you allowed 
things to remain where they were, 
would it have been possiblte to achieve 


these things? No. These are all posi¬ 
tive gains. In respect of train ser¬ 
vices, their punctuality and efficiency 
have improved 90 per cent of the 
trains are running according to the 
time-schedule. The Railways were 
in the red some years ago. The Rail¬ 
way was a losing concern some 
years ago. By raising the fares and 
freights they were trying to meet both 
the ends. But this year there will be 
a surphus for the first time and they 
will meet their requirements. 

Regarding power projects, their 
capacity utilisation was only 35 per 
cent some years ago. Now it has gone 
Up to CO per cent. 

Our agricullura] production has 
gone up because of power availability 
for irrigation. These are the gains 
which the country has made and the 
public at large have been benefitted. ' 
Prices have gone down and inflation 
has been chocked. My frieiid, Shri 
Shamim, who spoke very loudly 
against this Bill was allowed to speak 
formerly and do propaganda as he 
liked. That has been checked because 
of this Bill. (Interruptions) And 
therefore he is opposing this Bill.

SliRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
pur): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, I have 
been listening to the debate since 
yesterday. The main thrust of the 
Opposition argiunent is two-fold. One 
is that the Home Minister said in 
January last when he brought this 
measure, this MISA amendment is 
meant for twelve months. The second 
objection is that MISA is likely to be 
misused and abused. These are the 
two main planks of the Opposition 
argument. 

When the Home Minister brought 
forward this legislation in January— 
we also took part in that debate—^his 
idea wag that this meastire would be 
made applicable for a short period. 
The intention of the Government was 
that a measure of this type which was 
an extraordinary measure meant to 
meet an extraordinary situation should 
be shortlived. He thought .so. But 
the conditions ag now exist have 
forced him to come forward with a 
plea for extension of the measure for 
another twelve months. If he had 
brought in' a Bill for three years, the 
objection would then have been; 
^hy have you brought it for three 
years? Do you want to . make the 
law permanent?’ The objection of the 
Opposition would have been there 
either way. Therefore, that is not a 
serious objection. 

We have to go back to the circums¬ 
tances that nece^itated the proclama¬ 
tion of the emergency and the enact¬ 
ment of this law. If those conditions 
continiie to exist, and according to 
him they do, there is every necessity 
for the continuance of MISA lor an¬ 
other twelve months. Government 
are reviewing the ^tuation and if the 
situation inq>roves and normalcy is 
restored, certainly there is no need 
either for the emergency or for the 
continuance of MISA.

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO; Tine 
second argument is that it Is likely 
to be misused. Misuse is likely to be 
there. I do not say it is not likely to 
be there. There are cases of misuse. 
Some Opposition Members pointed out 
.some and some other members on this 
side also did so. But that Is no rea¬ 
son to say that the enactment should 
not bo on the statute book. The Home 
Minister assured us last time that the 
cases will be gone into and reviewed 
at the State level, at the Chief Minis¬ 
ter’s level and also at the Central 
level, at his level. He is taking perso¬ 
nal care to see that no injustice is 
done. If any particular case is brought 
to his notice, he assured us he would 
certainly look into the matter. 

The argument advanced hy Shri 
Shamim now is that everything is 
very peaceful and normal in the 
country. He was taking pride that 
ours is the biggest democracy in the 
world. But how did the situation' 
arise? It is within his knowledge. 
Nobody can forget how the situation 
developed in June 1975, how some 
of the Opposition party leaders wanted 
to utilise that situation of political and 
economic turmoil in the country for 
their own selfish ends. They wanted 
to denonate that situation and create 
chaos and anarchy in the country. 
Government then took timely action. 

I congratulate the Prime Minister on 
seeing that emergency was proclaim¬ 
ed. Those conditions still continue, 
because some members say that peo¬ 
ple talk in whispers, they are not 
bold enough to talk openly. What 
does it show? It shows that d^cip- 
line has not become a way of life, 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM: It shows a 
fear psychosis. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO; Old 
habits die hard. Unless discipline 
becomes a way of life, no one can be 
sure that the situation has become 
normal; it is only temporary, on ihb 
surface.. .

Therefore, the situation is as ex¬ 
plosive as it was in June 1975 and 
there is every need for the emergency 
to continue and also for MISA to 
continue. 

I do not want to waste your time. 
You have given me five minutes.. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM; You have 
already wasted. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: No. If 
everybody has wasted it, I have, but 
for a good purpose. 

My submission is: let us not view^il 
from this angle that this MISA is 
an extraordinary measure. The Home 
Minister himself said last time that 
it is an extraordinary measure meant 
to meet an extraordinary situation. 
Since that situation still continues, 
this enactment is necessary for an¬ 
other twelve months which he has 
asked for. If normalcy is restored, 
certainly there will be no need to con¬ 
tinue it. As I said last time, the ball 
is now in the court of the Opposition. 
Let them see that normalcy is restored 
and violence eschewed and discipline 
becomes part of the life of every 
citizen to whatever walk of life he 
may belong so that democracy is 
secure and it can move ahead. Our 
economy has taken a good turn; eco¬ 
nomic growth is very high. Let us 
see that what we have achieved is 
further consolidated so that we can 
march ahead further. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA 
(Eluru): I rise to support this Bill. 
While doing so, I also want to make 
some suggestions. 

Everybody knows that this MISA 
is being used against those who diso¬ 
bey Government, who do imla>vful 
acts. I want to bring to the notice of 
the Government one thing. Evaybody 
says that if there is any act committed 
against Government, he is sent to jail 
without any inquiry or scrulinity. 
But they ate beii^ given all the faci¬ 


lities lest there be any trouble in the 
jail. 

This MISA is also intended to pre¬ 
vent blacmarketing and tax evasion. 

Today during the question hour, 
they have given the names of 63 firms 
whose premises were searched and 
lakhs of rupees of unaccounted money 
was found. Has any action been taken 
against any of them under MISA so 
far? I have also seen press reports 
the other day that income-tax on 
nearly Rs. 994 crores had been evaded. 
The political parties in the opposition 
create trouble because of their oppo¬ 
sition to the policies of the gov¬ 
ernment But the other people 
whom I have cited also evade 
taxes. Have they been arrested? Shri 
Indrajit Gupta says 'hat because the 
members of his party were being 
arrested, they would not be supporting 
this Bill. Our people are also being 
arrested. One bon. Member mentioned 
that West Bengal Congre.ss leader 
wag arrested. The Prime Minister has 
said several times and she has written 
to the Chief Ministers ailso not to use 
MISA against ordinary people, law 
abiding people. I want to know from 
the government what action they had 
taken under MISA against the 63 
firms and income-tax evaders who 
had evaded tax on Rs. 994 crores.

tions of the Opposition that the MISA 
is meant for political purposes and I 
also refute their allcsst^iohs that this 
MISA is really a weapon in the hands 
of the Government to put down the 
lawless ness in the country. It is cer> 
tainly a weapon in the hands of the 
Government to abolish the ine<iuaiities 
in this country.

and weaker sections in the country. 
It is a weapon in the hands of the 
Government to put all hoarders and 
the law-breaker into jail.

Sir. the history of the Opposition— 
of course minus the opposition party 
of the CPI—is a sorrowf *! one, I 
want to narrate what these Opposition 
parties have been doing in' this country 
from the day we attained indepen¬ 
dence.

(Eerampore): I was rather pained nnd 
lelt very unhappy after seeing the 
attitude both of the Government side 
as well as of the Chair. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Why? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Because the matter is not sO simple 
as you are thinking. You may laugh 
over it. But, does it not pain us to 
see Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu who has been 
languishing in the jail since 25th June, 
1975 without any reason? You are 
giving further extension to this Bill 
for one year. During this period, you 
will not know for what reason you 
will be behind the bars. Ordinary 
labourers, ordinaiy pea.sanlv; up.d land¬ 
less labourers have been pul nehind the 
bars under MISA. This is not our 
paper, this is Blitz which says so. One 
landless labourer who was protesting 
again.st some action cf the ,rj.RO. was 
beaten in the presence of the Police 
by the landlords and thereafter he was 
detained under MISA. This thing has 
been r^.ade public b.v Blitz in a very 
recent issue. 

You are saying that you will look 
into the cases oL misuse. But m,v 
point is that in the original Act which 
you passed—kindly look at Section 3, 
sub-section (4) — it is mentioned: 

“When any order is made or appro¬ 
ved by the State Government 
under this Section, the Stale 
Government shall, within seven 
days, report the fact to the Cen¬ 
tral Government together with 
the grounds on' which the order 
has been made and such other 
particulars as, in the opinion of 
the State Government have a 
bearing on the necessity for the 
order.” 

May I know what are the actual 
reports from the different State Go¬ 
vernments? Over and above this, I 
know that in many cases, the State 
Government recommended the release 
of some government employees, but 


Ihat the Cenlre stood in tho way. I 
know that iu some cases, representa¬ 
tion was given to Mr. Brahmananda 
Reddy, by no less a person than Mr. 
EMS Namboodii’ipad. He came here 
from Kerala, along with Mr. Samar 
Mukbcrjec.

Bipin Ghcise and others — rotting in 
jail. £ 0 . my point is that the misuse 
has become the rule of law. If you 
don’t pay bribe to the police officer, 
he will threaten you, saying that you 
will be taken to the police station and 
arrf’.slod under MISA. If you don’t 
hoist the tri-colour flag, you will be 
put in jail under MISA. This is going 
on.

There 
is the famous case of Bihur Bharati in 
Rajasthan. There are similar cases 
in Assam and other States. The mini¬ 
mum treatment should be guaranteed 
to the detenus. Though there is a 
provision, they ai’e not acting on. that 
provision. Under section 6 you have 
to make a rule. You will say that the 
State Governments have to do it. But 
ultimately, it is your Act. You have 
to guarantee the minimum conditions, 
decent living conditions inside the jail 
and medical treatment, family allow¬ 
ance and other allowances which they 
were enjoying even during the British 
days. So, I would request the Mmi=;- 
ter to look Into it. 

With these words, I emphatically 
oppose the proposed Bill. I say that 
it is nothing but giving a 
people to say it is the end. It is not 
the end. They will again' come with 
another extension, .tobody knows 
how long. ’

SHRI N. K. p. SALVE (BetuI): 
Sir, one must say in all deference to 
Bibhuti Mishraji, a venerable senior 
member of this House, that the senti¬ 
ments as can be ascertained from the 
objects of the Bill are indeed very 
laudable. However, if ona were to 
critically examine the provisions of 
the Bill, it is impossible to understand 
the logic of the Bill or the rationale 
of the Bill. 

My first and foremost submission 
is that by this Bill article 75 of the 
Constitution is sought to be amended, 
and a proviso is sought to be inserted 
to the effect that no one would hold 
office as minister for more than two 
terms. For this proposal the author 
has said in the statement of objects 
and reasons of the Bill that the main 
purpose is to remove the monopoly of 
power. If anyone remains in power 
as minister for more than two terms, 
he monopolises power and to retain 
such monopoly, indulges in all sorts 
of malpractices. This is a classical 
example of fallacy. The whole thing 
proceeds on the assumption that a 
minister by remaining in power for 
more than two terms monopolises 
power. My respectful submission is, 
firstly, a minister is there not because 
he has any right as such to be there. 
He is there because the Prime Minis¬ 
ter chooses him to be there. Secondly, 
in a democracy, monopoly of power 
can never be in the hands of any 
minister; it is not there even in the 
Prime Minister’s hands. It is not 
there in the hands ofl this House even. 
In a democracy, the people are sup¬ 
reme and they alone monopolise 
power in this country. Therefore, 
this assumption is untenable and 
monopoly of i>ower cannot come 
about by anyone remaining in autho¬ 
rity for more than two terms. 
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With great respect to the author of 
the Bill, I submit that the second pro* 
viso that is sought to be inserted is 
an example of sheer ridiculousness. 
The second proviso states tliat the 
salary of a minister, including the 
rental value of the furnished resi* 
dence provided to him, shall not ex¬ 
ceed Rs. 1500 per mensem ! I hope 
rental value means the market value. 
The market value of the house of Dr. 
Seyid Muhammad would not be less 
than Rs. 3000 P.M. should be return 
the balance of the money? Even it 
he came to occupy my servant’s quar¬ 
ter, it is not possible to live within 
Rs. 1500. Car, chaffeur, everything is 
included in it. A part of it will go by 
way of tax and from whatever is 
left, living within that amount is 
only possible if the minister concern¬ 
ed lives in the servant’s quarter. So, 
a third provision need to be made 
that the Secretaries will live in 
possh bungalows and the ministers will 
live in the servants’ quarters. My 
respectful submission is, this is an 
utterly untenable proposition. What 
really hurts me is that it does not 
reflect very well upon the entire par¬ 
liamentary life in the country. There 
is already an erroneous impression in 
the country that Memoets of Parlia¬ 
ment are enjoying lawish facilities 
like free telephones, free travel, etc. 
and further, it is in our own hands 
to increase our emoluments to any 
extent. People do not realise how 
onerous and how cumbersome are the 
obligations of the people v/ho are - 
elected to this House. Compare our¬ 
selves with the elected representatives 
in the United Kingdom or the United 
States of America. Naturally, these 
are far richer countries and so real 
comparison is not possible. But they 
are getting 25 to 30 times what we 
are getting. 

After all, in public life the elect^ 
representatives ought to get a certain 
amount of reverence, a certain amount 
of respect from the people. Other¬ 
wise, the whole parliamenta^ life 
will become ridiculous. It is true 
that Shii Mishra is a great Gandhian. 
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Ostensibly it appears wonderful that 
simple living and high thinking ought 
to be the order of the society. That 
is only possible only if in the world 
all people live like Gandhiji lived. 
That is just not at all possible. 

Someone was complaining about the 
telephone facilities. One day the hon. 
Minister of Communications was ask> 
ed for information in the House about 
Members who are in default in the 
payment of telephone bills, when 
Shri Bahuguna was the Minister in 
charge, he announced the names and 
1 foimd that my name was at the top 
and the amount outstanding was Rs 
20,000. When I went home and asked 
my Secretary how it is that such a 
huge amount was outstanding, he said 
that people from niy constituency had 
been coming and booking STD and 
trunk calls. Just before the election 
ipeople come to Delhi, seeking for 
tickets. They came and stayed in rny 
house, deeding 50 people is strenu¬ 
ous enough, but that cannot be avoid¬ 
ed. But, in addition to that they use 
my telephone and book calls to Bhopal 
and Nagpur. The I'esult is that out 
of my hard-earned money T had to 
pay Bs, 20,000. We cannot tell our 
guests not to use the telephone. 

When I entered my parhamentary 
life I thought I would be able to de¬ 
vote my entire time to politics and 
parliamentary life. But very soon I 
realised that I was getting a very 
meagre amount from Parliament with 
which it was impossible for me to 
carry' on my living here and maintain 
a house at Nagpur, where my family 
lives. It is impossible for any elected 
representative to maintain himself and 
maintain another house at another 
place with the meagre amount he gets 
from Parliament. So, I had to restart 
my profession. That is how we live. 

Therefore, my respectful submission 
to Shri Mishra is that ha should be 
magnanimous to withdraw his BUI. 
We respect bis sefttiments. We know 
that he is a Gandhlan But this sort 


of Bill does not augur well to the 
image of the entire parliamentary life 
of the country.

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OP LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (DR, V. 
A. SEYID MUHAMMAD): Bibhuti 
Mishraji has introduced this Bill to 
aincii^ article 75 of the Constitution. 
In the first part of the Bill he proposes 
to introduce a provision to the effect 
that no Minister shall continue in 
office for more than two terms. In 
the second part he wants to restrict 
the pay of a Minister, including 
amenities, to Rs. 1,500 per month. 
Mr, Bibhuti Mishra is a very respec¬ 
ted, venerable veteran, both inside 
and outside Parliament; his opinions 
and sentiments are highly respected, 
be is a person who has seen the rise 
and fall of many a Minister, he has 
seen Ministers rising to that office and 
fading away, so that his opinion, 
based on experience and idealism, is 
very well respected. Some of the hon. 
members who spoke like Mr. Salve, 
Mr. S. M. Banerjee, Mr. Tiwary, Mr. 
Mohapatra, Mr. Madhukar and many 
othershave put forward very strong 
arguments oppsoing the Bill. There¬ 
for, my efforts will not be very ex¬ 
tensive: I need not deal with them in 
detaiL 

The first part of the Bill is that the 
term of a Minister should be confined 
to a maximum of two terms. From 
the speeches of the hon. Member who 
bitroduced the Bill and of those who 
supported it, it appears that the main 
reason is that, once a Minister conti¬ 
nues for two terms, he monopolises 
power in the sense that continuation 
tn the office for such a long time is, 
in itself, bad, and apart from that, by 
the time he has been in office for a 
long time like ten years, or twelve 
years in the case of Rajya Sabha, he 
acquires certain propensities which 
are not desirable in a Minister. Mr> 
S. M. Banerjee has rightly pointed out 
that, if a Minister has got such ten- 
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dencies or propensities, it does not re¬ 
quire him to remain in office for eight 
years or ten years or twelve years» 
he will start exhibiting those vicious, 
propensities within a few months of 
his assuming the office. There is also- 
another danger. If a Minister has 
such propensities and if he is definite 
that after a particular period of time,, 
say, ten years, he will have to go^. 
with the chance never to come back» 
one can imagine what will happen in* 
the last two years. So, it is better 
not to confine it with a certain limita¬ 
tion. otherwise, sufficient notice is. 
given to him, ‘You are to be out with¬ 
in a certain period, so, do whatever 
you want within that period’. There¬ 
fore, such a fixation will not really 
act as a bar or a.j; a limitation on a 
Minister who has the natural tendency 
to be so, this will not restrain himi 
from indulging in those things. 

The idea seems to have been taken 
from what happened in America when 
President Roosevelt was successfully 
elected for four terms, at that time in 
America a Bill was introduced that 
no President shall be in office for more 
than two terms. There may be strong 
reasons—I am not justifying it. The 
reasons which had been given at that; 
time and subsequently in books and 
articles are that, in America, the 
situation is that the public offices in¬ 
clude the appointment of Ministers, 
and Ministers are not responsible to 
Parliament, the public offices go with 
the choice of the President, sO that 
the system of spoils became a regular 
evil there. So, they thought that, if 
the President were elected for more 
than two terms, this spoils system 
would continue for a longer, pericct 
which was not desirable in the interest 
of the country. But I need not tell 
Mr. Mishra and those who have sup¬ 
ported his Bill that we have, here, an 
entirely different system; we have a 
system based Parliamentary demo¬ 
cracy, where the people’s r^resenta- 
tives place thek confidence in the 
Prime Minister. The Prime Minister^ 
according to her or his best judgment 
and chice, selects the Ministers Bn& 
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the Ministers themselves are responsi¬ 
ble to Parliament. There is no ques¬ 
tion of a spoils system here. We have 
an entirely different bureaucracy a 
permanent bureaucracy, with all its 
merits and demerits, but not the de¬ 
merits of the spoils system. So, in 
a situation like that, actually the 
Minister concerned bas no choice whe¬ 
ther he wants to continue for more 
than one terra or even half a term or 
even six months. It is entirely a 
matter for the Prime Minister. Then 
not only in India but, as everybody is 
aware, in the entire democratic system 
and particularly, the parliamentary 
system I am referring to, the election 
itself lias become really an election to 
choose the Prime Minister. It is 
really the personality and the confi¬ 
dence the Prime Minister commands 
which more often than not determines. 
That is what the constitutional experts 
say nowdays. It is the determining 
element which is the Prime Minister 
and the election a country undergoes 
is really to elect the Prime Minister. 
That is why the Prime Minister has 
become powerful in a parliamentary 
democracy. It is not a feature of 
this country alone. In England and 
everywhere you will find it. The 
Prime Minister is the real pivot and 
it is the Prime Minister who chooses 
the Ministers and as long as a Minis¬ 
ter has gained and continues to en^oy 
the confidence of the Prime Minister,, 
which, of course, is reflected in the 
confidence which the Parliament itself 
has placed in the Prime Minister, he 
can continue but the moment he loses 
that confidence, he goes. 


Then, the Prime Minister is selected 
for various reasons, and normally for 
his or her efficiency, integrity, and for 
various other- qualities. Of course, 
political expediency and political 
considerations also enter into—the 
picture pro-vided the first two basic 
qualities are- there. Then, as Minis¬ 
ters go on, they gather experience and 
the experience itself may add another 
element for the selection and which 
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induces the Prime Minister to select 
a Minister or continue him as a Minis¬ 
ter. Thus, here the considerations are 
entirely different from what we get in 
America. The rule was enunciated 
and initiated after President Roose¬ 
velt’s four terms under special condi¬ 
tions—to adopt it in our conditions 
which are entirely different, as I said» 
will not justify. 

I need not go further into details 
because various abl© speakers whose 
names I mentioned have given the rea¬ 
sons why this portion of that amend¬ 
ment, viz., a Minister should not conti¬ 
nue for more than two terms is now 
not necessary and os the expression 
goes, as the Shakespearean expression 
goes, after tiieir able arguments, I 
will not attempt to burn the building. 

I will next deal with the aspect of 
the salaries and allowances. Being 
myself a Minister, it is not proper 
for me to wail over the bad condi¬ 
tions and terms and conditions of a 
• Minister. I came with an open eye 
and now it is not proper for me te 
say that it is not sufficient and a 
Minister should be paid more. I will 
not indulge in that impropriety of 
myself talking about it. But I wish 
to bring to Mishraji’s notice certain 
facts. 

As you are aware, the Government 
of India Provisional Constitution 
Order of 1947 allowed to the Members 
of Governor-General’s Executive 
Council a salary of Rs. 5,500 and with 
an equipment allowance, which is a 
sort of a sumptuary allowance or 
whatever allowance you may call it, 
of Rs. 3,320. So, altogether it came 
to Rs. 8,.900 per month. It will be 
equivalent to Rs. 24,000 or Rs. 25,000 
taking into consideration the infla¬ 
tion and rise in prices now. The 
Dominion Legislature passed the Min¬ 
isters’ Salaries Act. 1947, which 
made the following provision in 
respect of salary etc. for the minis;- 
ters of the cabinet rank: 

Salary of Rs. 3,000 p.m. 

Sumptuary allowance at the rate 
of Rs. 500 pan 
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[Dr. V. A. Seyid Muhammad] 

Fully furnished residence in New 
Delhi and in Simla with 
free supply of water and 
electricity. 

You will see that straightway there 
was a reduction from Rs. 8,900 to 
RS. 3,500. 

17 hrs. 

The salaries of the Ministers Act, 
1947 was amended in 1950 to provide 
that each Minister of State shall be 
paid a salary of Rs. 3000 and each 
Dy. Minister, a salary of Rs. 2000 
p.m. Cabinet Ministers alone were 
than entitled to free furnished resi¬ 
dence. Under the Salaries and 
Allowances of Ministers Act of 1952, 
Minister of State got a salary of Rs. 
2250 p.m. and Deputy Minister, Rs. 
1750 per month. They were allowed 
other facilities, free house and other 
things. After this there was no 
increase. It stayed there at the 
salary fixed in 1952, that is, almost 
25 years ago. To give an idea of the 
magnitude in rise in prices it may be 
stated that the average consumer 
price index has risen from base 100 
in 1949 to 348 in Maieh, 1976 and 
from base 100 in 1960 to 286 in March, 
1976. 

Under the Ministers’ Residence 
Rules, 1962, Cabinet Ministers and 
Ministers of State have to be allotted 
residence of which the standard rent 
or pooled rent under FR 45A does 
not, as far as possible, exceed Rs, 650 
per month. In the case of the Dy. 
Minister the limit is Rs. .350 p.m. 
Again, according to the Ministers’ 
Residences rules, furniture and elec¬ 
trical appliances of value not exceed¬ 
ing Rs. 38500 may be provided free 
of rent in a residence allotted to a 
Cabinet Minister or a Minister of 
State. The corresponding limit in 
the case of a Deputy Minister is Rs, 
22,500. This does not apply to fur¬ 
niture and electrical appliances 
supplied for use in the portion of the 
residence set apart for office pur¬ 
poses. The rental value of the 
furniture including electrical appli¬ 
ances on an average comes to Rs, 622 


p.m. in the case of a Cabinet Minis¬ 
ter or a Minister of State and Ba 
374 in the case of a Dy. Minister. 

‘ SHHI N. K. P. SALVE: This is 
national rent. Market rent will he 
much more. 

DR. V. A. SEYID MUHAMMAD: 
Yes. If these rates of rent for 
accommodation and for furniture and 
electrical appliances are taken into 
accoimt, the salary proposed in the 
BiU, namely, Rs. 1500 per mensem 
would further be reduced by Rs. 
650 plu.s Rs. 622, that is, Rs. 2,1272 
per mensem in the case of CaMnet 
Minister or Minister of State and Rs. 
350 plus Rs. 374, that is, Rs. 724 in 
4he case of Deputy Minister. This 
being the position, 'without really 
making a cry over it, it will be prac¬ 
tically impossible for any Minister 
to carry on, and as Mr. Salve has 
said, he will have to shift practically 
to servant quarters. I am sure with 
all the good intentions and the ideals 
and idealism behind this BiU, which 
Shri Mishra ji has brought forward, 
we would not like Ministers to be 
reduced to such a position. 

Sir, I do not propose to take any 
further time of the House. I oppose 
the Bill and in the circumstances I 
most earnestly and sincerely request 
Shri Mishraji to withdraw the Bill.

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(^ubaneswar): Mr, Chairman, I beg 
to move: 

“That the Bill further to amend 

the Companies Act, 1956, be taken 

into consideration.” 

1 am grateful to you that I could 
get time at least today to move this 
Bill, because 1 had introduced this Bill 
in 1971 and even today 1 was rather 
apprehensive that because of Shri 
Bibhuti Mishra’s Bill my chance might 
not come. 

I* have moved this amendment to 
the Companies Act of 1956 so as to 
make the existing provisions relating 
to audit effective and rational and also 
to remove causes that lead to the most 
pernicious practice of monopoly in 
auditorship and abuse of Ihe law. 
When I introduced the Bill in 1971 
government, I think, was kind enough 
to look into the spirit of the Bill and 
appreciate the need to have some 
check on the monopoly of auditorship 
and so the government brought for¬ 
ward an amendment in 1974 when 
there was a move to introduce some 
new sections in company law and at 
that time they limited the number of 
auditorship to a maximum of 20 
companies. I think that is an im¬ 
provement, a great improvement. But 
my Bill goes still further. Therefore, 
I would like to submit for the consi¬ 
deration of the Government that un¬ 
like the traditional auditing which was 
to look into the accounts and books 
•and vouchers and to certify them as 
•correct, they should keep in view the 
•social concept of auditing and, as we 
are moving today when we have 
abolished the privileges of the Rulers, 
when we have tried to restrict the 
monopoly trade, we have introduced 


so many things in the last one decade 
in this country. Therefore. I think 
that the time has come when the Go¬ 
vernment should again consider t!hat 
so far as this auditing business is con¬ 
cerned, there must be more and more 
dispersal of auditing and more and 
more young Chartered Accountants 
who are thousands in number aro 
coming in the field. They also sub¬ 
mitted a Memorandum some years 
ago to the Prime Minister in which 
they had stated that the concept of 
auditing required rethinking, more 
and more opportunities should bo 
given to those thousands of Chartered 
Accountants who were coming into 
this profession and they must be 
allowed at least to get a fair chance 
of auditing of different companies. 

If you look to the reglonwi.se dis¬ 
tribution of auditing you will find that 
of the total number of 8,429 audit 
firms in the country today, the distri- 


bution is as follows:

Sometime ago a survey was made to 
e.xamine the concentration of auditing 
in the hands of a few firms. This 
survey is quite revealing. I would 
only cite a few instances. In the coal 
industry, about 90 per cent of the 
total assets of all coal companies are 
audited b.v 6 firms. 

SHRI N. K. P. SAI.VE (Betul): In 
the pre-nationalisation period. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI:- 
It holds good even after that. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Even after 
nationalisation and after the amend¬ 
ment of the Companies Act and even 
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in respect of public sector companies, 
the concentration of monopoly audit¬ 
ing is continuing by a few firms. 

MB. CHAIRMAN: There has been 
a letter circulated by the Chartered 
Accountantsr-smaller ones—and thej- 
have said that the monopoly concen¬ 
tration of auditing is much larger than 
the monopolies themselvls. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI; 
In the Engineering Industry about 73 
per cent of the total assets—there are 
165 companies—are audited by only 12 
firms. Let us now look at the jute in¬ 
dustry, It is concentrated in the Eas¬ 
tern Region. It is not in the Central. 
Western or in other parts of the coun¬ 
try. It is concentrated only in the 
Eastern region. 94 per cent of the 
total assets of the industry is audited 
by 8 firms and those firms are concen¬ 
trated in the metropolitan city of 
Calcutta. In the plantation industry. 
64 per cent of the total assets of all 
the estates are audited by three firms 
only and 80 per cent of the total 
assets of aU the estates are audited by 
six firms. In sugar industry, 67 per 
cent of the total assets of all com¬ 
panies are audited by only 15 firms. 
In textiles, the audit of 73 per cent of 
the total assets of all companies is 
shared by only 19 firms. When I say 
this, it should be remembered that it 
cannot be aggregated because many 
of them are also common in all indus¬ 
tries. In transport industry, 67 per 
cent of the total assets of the com¬ 
panies are audited by 9 firms. Taken 
together, about 69.40 per cent of the 
assets of all companies are audited by 
onlj' 17 firms out of 8,000 and odd. 
There are only 107 partners in these 
17 audit firms. 11.16 per cent of the 
assets of all the companies are audited 
by another 19 audit firms. The 
balance of 19.45 per cent of the assets 
of all companies are audit€«3 by the 
remaining large number of audit 
firms. In other words, on the audit of 
70 per cent of the assets of the entire 
companies, the professional expertise 
of only 17 audit Aims (or 107 char¬ 
tered account^ts) is engaged while 


the expertise of the remaining 71964 
practising chartered accountants is 
utilised only for auditing 30 per cent 
assets of the companies. The talent, 
and expertise of about 7,964 practising 
chartered accountants is thus allowed 
to go waste and unutilised although 
they are a great asset to our country 
and to our economy. 

Most of the monopoly audit firms 
are based in metropolitan cities. As 
Salveji said, even in the public sector 
where there are thousands of factories 
spread all over the country, they will 
go only to Delhi, Calcutta or Madras 
where the branches of these 17 mono¬ 
poly audit firms are situated. There¬ 
fore, I make the foDowing suggestions 
for the consideration of the House and 
the Government; 

1. A ceiling should be placed on the 
numlier of corporate bodies whose 
accounts should be audited by a 
single firm. Government has fixed the 
number at 20 . but that is too much in 
view of the unutilised talent going 
waste. So. we should put the ceiling 
at 5. 

2. Different auditors should be 
appointed for different branches of 
self-contained units of government 
companies. At present the entire 
audit of government companies is 
concentrated in the hands of a few 
firms. 

3 . The same auditor will not be 
appointed for the same government 
company or its branches or units con¬ 
tinuously more than three times within 
15 years. 

4. It must be compulsory for com¬ 
panies to change their auditors after 
every three successive years of audit, 

5. The auditor’s appointmeul should 
be in individual name and hot in the 
name of the firm. 

6. Limit the audit to 2 for auditor ih 
the same business group. 
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In the Institute of CSiartered Ac- 
countanta of India, there are Govern¬ 
ment nomineea You will be siuprised 
to know that the present Oovemnaent 
nominees are representing big monopo. 
ly firms. 

SHRI N. K, P. SALVE: Can the 
Members of Parliament be sent to that

These are the few suggestions I 
wanted to make so that more and more 
people should get this benefit and there 
should not be concentration in the 
hands of a few. 

If you see the audit companies re¬ 
port, you wiU find what kind of audit 
they are doing. The Chartered Ac¬ 
countants must look into every aspect 
of cost production, cost ratio, inven¬ 
tory, etc. But they simply see the 
accounts and okey that. That is how 
things are going. Why it is done like 
this? It is done for other considera¬ 
tions, Some time ago, a survey was 
made regarding audit payment in 501 
companies. The study revealed that 
501 companies paid in 1970 Rs. 65,7 
lakhs as audit fee to 114 auditors. Be¬ 
sides the audit fee, these companies 
paid Rs. 27.6 lakhs as “fees for other 
services” rendered by the auditors. 
What is this other service? The other 
service is to make their black money 
into white and okey it. And for that, 
they have got Rs. 27.6 lakhs. These 
114 auditors haw© got Rs. 1 crore in 
1970. What can we speak about the 
remuneration of the poor Minister of 
this country? Therefore, this kind of 
a thing should be looked into, I was 
looking Into the reports of many of 
tha meetings of companiei^ and a num¬ 
ber of shareholders have comidained

MR, CHAIRMAN; Mr. Salve can say 
how far it is physically possible to do 
things. How do they practise? 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I am grateful 
that the hon. Member has brought in 
thig particular bill, it deals with tny 
l^ofession. Next time I hope I wiH 
have an opportunity of speeldiig on 
I*. I am very grafefol to him that he 
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has collected so much ol vital statis¬ 
tics; and a very interesting study has 
been made. A whole lot of ground 
has been covered in many spheres, as 
a result of the Companies ('Amend¬ 
ment) Act; but a whole lot needs to 
be done, despite the amendments. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI; 
1 have gone to many public sector 
units all over the coimtry. I find that 
the public sector units have their 
branches everywhere. Why should aU 
the public sector undertakings give 
their auditing work only to metropoli¬ 
tan city-based firms? I have gone 
through this. This also needs examina¬ 
tion by the Government; and they 
must come forward and do something. 
This leads to concentration, by itself. 
Therefore, I hope that the new objec¬ 
tive which the government has, is that 
auditing should result in reduction of 
wastage, minimization of malpractices 
and reduction of tax evasion, md they 
must look into aU the aspects of pro¬ 
duction, so far as the companies and 
industries are concerned; and about 
the propriety of investments also. That 
is the new objective for the auditors. 
This must be looked into. 

I think that the proclamation of 
Emergency has created an atmosphere 
of discipline in all walks of life and it 
is but natural that a thorough revision 
of the activities of the companies 
should be there; and vigorous measu¬ 
res to control them through this pro¬ 
cess of auditing should be considered 
by the Government. I am quite sure 
that the Government which is taking 
new measures almost in every sphere 
of life, will take steps to see that all 
the loopholes are plugged. I hope the 
Government will come forward to 
give a new look to the Companies Act 
and to see that this concentration of 
auditors is not there. If they nationa¬ 
lize auditing; it will be good. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Motion moved: 

“That thte Bill further to amend 

the Companies Act, 1966, be taken 

into consideration,” 


DR. RANAN SEN (Barasat): ‘ Sir, I 
did not know that this Bill is coming 
up today, and it is only by accident 
tiiat I am here. I fully support the 
Bill woved by Shri Panigrahi. I con¬ 
gratulate him for making such a fully 
documented speech. 

I was a member of the Consultative 
Committee of the Department of Com¬ 
pany Affairs some three or four years 
ago, when Shri Raghunatha Reddy w'as 
the Minister in charge of Company 
Affairs. There was a meeting of the 
Committee at Bangalore where Shri 
Himmatsingka of Rajya Sabha and my¬ 
self raised demand for nationaUsalion 
of audit. In that very meeting, not 
surprisingly, the lal- Shri C, C. Desai, 
who was also a member of the Con¬ 
sultative Committee, who was himself a 
successful industrialist connected with 
big monopoly houses, a very nice and 
polished gentleman perteonally, oppo¬ 
sed our stand. Though Shri Raghuna- 
tha Reddy accepted our position m 
principle, he raised certain procedural 
difficulties, the details of which I do 
not remember now. It is good that 
Shri Panigrahi has reminded me of 
that. 

Many of us have received the memo¬ 
randum submitted by the Chartered Ac¬ 
countants Association, which mainly 
consists of small fries, juniors who are 
eking out a miserable existence. They 
have sent copies of this memorandum 
to almost all the Members, though r.ot 
all perhaps. Since I come from Calcu¬ 
tta. I had a talk with them at Calcutta 
when they explained some of the pro¬ 
blems which they face, which corres¬ 
ponds to what Shri Panigrahi now 
says. They said that they are eking 
out a miserable existence because a 
a major portion of the work is corne¬ 
red by some houses of chartered ac¬ 
countants, who have more or less 8 
monopoly, who ar© mostly in collu¬ 
sion with big industrial and commer¬ 
cial houses. Even though you have nas. 
sed the Monopolies and Re^rictlve Trade 
Practices Act, because these houses of 
auditors are in league with the mono¬ 
poly business houses, you are nbt qble 
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to control them effectively. If you wiU, 
make a probe, you will find that most 
of the monopoly industrial houses are 
connected, directly or indirectly, with 
these big audit houses. In Calcutta 
there are some big audit houses, dat¬ 
ing back to the British days. In those 
days they were serving the multina¬ 
tionals like Calcutta Tramways or 
Andrew Yule, which is the direct des¬ 
cendant of the East India Company. 
That company used to have about 100 
companies under it all over India, in 
almost all industries, be it tea garden, 
jute or coalfield. Of course, now meta¬ 
morphosis has taken place of that com. 
pany. These big audit houses are 
supporting and helping the big mono¬ 
poly houses through audit. The.v are 
hand in glove with them. This has been 
corroborated by the Chartered Ac¬ 
countants' Association. 


1 had completely forgotten this, be¬ 
cause I am no longer a member of the 
Consultative Committee of the Depart, 
ment of Company Affairs. I am glad 
that Shri Panigrahi has reminded me 
about it by this Bill. 


The Association further stated that 
some of the Government officials 
were also a party to this. Of coun^e. 
they did not say all the officials, be¬ 
cause there are good officials also. 
Otherwise, how can the country Ve 
run? There are very many good offici¬ 
als, and that is why we are running 
this country smoothly more or less 
but there are officials who are in lea¬ 
gue with the audit houses. This is the 
third statement they made. 

We have nationalised the coal and 
life insurance industries, for instance. 
Within the last ten years LIC has oe- 
come a huge organisation. Out airlines 
are another empire. Who are behind 
these organisations? Some top officials, 
I do hot Call them bureaucrats. Some 
of these top officials must be collud¬ 
ing with these audit people; otherwise, 
how is it that in spite of nationalisa¬ 
tion of these industries, only a few 


houses are conducting the whole au¬ 
dit business. They are going on merrily 
as before. They do not suffer. The in¬ 
dustry is nationalised, those industria-. 
lists go out^ but these audit houses re¬ 
main. 

Secondly, it is known that many big 
houses keep two types of books. I 
heard it from Dr. B. C. Roy himself. 

I was a Member of the Legislative As¬ 
sembly, when he was Chief Minister. 
One day w© were talking about catch¬ 
ing big business in his chamber, and 
he said: ‘‘Look here, you are a young 
man." It was in 1952-53, I was young 
then. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI; 
Even now you are young. 

DR. RANAN SEN: Only my hair is 
grey, absolutely grey. 

He said, “You do not understand. 
You should have a little bit of experi¬ 
ence. I also come from a small indus¬ 
try.” He was connected w-ith the Shi- 
llop Electric Power Supply Co,, which is 
not a very big one. He said: “Big Mar- 
wari houses keep two sets of books." 

SHRI M. C. DAGO (Pali): There 
are poor Marwaris also. 


DR. RANEn SEN: Yes, I have been 
to Rajasthan. I have seen very poor 
Rajasthanis who are starving. I was 
holding meetings for seven days on be-. 
half of my party, and I was shocked to 
find such poor Marwaris, poorer than 
even the poor Biharis. They must be 
the majority in Rajasthan, not the- 
Birlas or the Singhanias who have their 
houses in Calcutta and Bombay and 
now in Delhi. After the meeting, these 
poor people used to say: “Why don’t 
you drive them out of Calcutta, se that 
they come have and start business, and: 
We can earn our livelihood?” 

So Dr. Eoy said that they were ke^ 
ing two sets of books in coUusion with 
audit houses. I said: “You are the* 
Chief Minister. Why can’t you catch f 
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them?” He said; “You are an idealist 
How can you do it? When you people 
come to power, you will do something. 
By that time I wil be dead.” 

Therefore, I say this Bill should be 
Aipported by all us, and 1 am really 
grateful to Mr, Salve also. I never 
associated him with big houses. We 
know each other very dosely. He made 
the suggestion of nationalisation. That 
Is the real remedy for this. But I un¬ 
derstand the position of the Minister 
and the Government. There are many 
difficulties. Even a man like Shri 
Kaghimatha Reddy with hig lofty ideas 
had to point out the difficulties, thou¬ 
gh he agreed with us. 

Mr. Panigarhi has made certain 
-suggestions in the Bill which run 
short of nationalisation. I think the 
the Minister should be able to accept 
ihem, though not immediately. He 
should at least see how far they can 
be implemented. We are realists .we 
do not say that our resolutions or Bills 
should be accepted by the Government 
immediately in tolo. 

We have got to process it so that 
the Government also wake up and .see 
how things can be expedited. 

With these words, 1 support the Bill.

3. Improvement of undergraduate 

educational facilities in affiliat¬ 
ed colleges and making the 
existing colleges viable. 

4. Regulation of expansion of en¬ 

rolment in full-time education 
particularly at the undergra¬ 
duate level. 

5. Provision of facilities to increa.se 

access of under-privileged sec¬ 
tions of society to higher edu¬ 
cation. 

6. Expansion of facilities for cor¬ 

respondence courses, part-time 
education and self study. 

7. Programmes of diversification 

of general education courses 
in collaboration with suitable 
industries, trade and business 
organisations. 

8. Restructuring of courses and 

curriculum development with 
a view to upgrade and moder¬ 
nise the syllabus and bringing 
it nearer to the needs of the 
society and students. 

9. Reorientation of courses at the 

first degree level so as to make 
them relevant to the rural en¬ 
vironment and to the develop¬ 
mental needs of the cummu- 
nity. 

10. Strengthening of postgraduate 

education and starting of new 
Postgraduate programmes, re¬ 
lating them to felt needs. 


11. Development of research in uni¬ 

versities and colleges and pro¬ 
grammes of R & D relevance. 

12. Programmes such as Computer- 

facilities, Instrumentation faci¬ 
lities, Science Education Cen¬ 
tres. 

13. Examination Reforms. 

14. Faculty Improvement Pro¬ 

grammes. 

15. Provision' for Students ame¬ 
nities. 

The above programmes generally can 
be grouped into the three broad cate¬ 
gories: 

(1) 'General Development of Uni¬ 
versities. 

(2) General Development of Col¬ 
leges. 

(3) Development of Special Pro¬ 
grammes and Research. 

The Commission has further decided 
that nearly 2/3rds of the allocations 
available to it would be utilised for 
(1) and C2) above relating to general 
development programmes of universi¬ 
ties and colleges and to bring up the 
facilities to an optimum level in most 
of the institutions to/support their 
academic programmes. The remain¬ 
ing l/3rd would be spent on the 
various quality Improvement pro¬ 
grammes and reforms in education, in¬ 
cluding curriculum development, exa¬ 
mination reforms, restructuring of 
courses of study to suit rural environ¬ 
ment and for support of research— 
both for purposes of building up the 
essential climate for research in the 
universities and for enabling them to 
take up well defined major research 
programmes, both of a fundamental 
nature as well as having R & D impli¬ 
cations. 

SHRI K, LAKKAPPA; I have gohe 
through the Minister’s statement. It Is 
purely academics no revolutionary 
changes which are needed are there. 
I woud like to quote a report: 
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“Mushroom growth of Universities 
involving; 9 crores students and their 
destinies—We have been appointing 
sub-standard Vice-Chancellors, sub¬ 
standard teachers and a substandard 
quality of education we are giving 
in the higher education and the 
institutions. Most of them are in 
the hands of private trade." 

Most of them are in the hands t*I 
private hands. 1 would like to know 
what change is required to improve the 
higher education system, apart from 
the statement that he has issued, in 
order to see that a purposeful and u.'!e- 
ful programme of higher education is 
there. This is my first question. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN; I must 
confess that I cannot conceive of any 
change or any improvement of higher 
education system which is not acade¬ 
mic in nature. However, there are 
some points in the statement which 
perhaps needed a little bit of elabora¬ 
tion and which I may venture to ex¬ 
plain. 

The hon. Member has rightly poiutec 
out that the expansion of institutions, 
of higher learning without anv- plan, 
without any assessment of the needs 
and requirements has had a very bad 
effect on the resources that are avail¬ 
able for higher education and, there¬ 
fore. in items 4. 5 and 6, it has been 
mentioned that the expansion of enrol¬ 
ment in full-time education, particular¬ 
ly, at the undergraduate level should 
be regulated, that un-privileged .sec¬ 
tions of society should get increa.sing 
access and that expansion of facilities 
for correspondence, part-time and self- 
study courses should be undertaken. 
In the report of the UGC which has 
already been placed on the Table of 
the House and which, I understand 
from the busines.s that is to be trans¬ 
acted in the House, is likely to come 
up for discussion in this session, it 
has Ijeen pointed out that there has 
been a noticeable decrease in the rate 
of expansion of enrolment as weU as in 
the establishment of colleges. Thete 


has also been an effort made in this 
d'irection by the University Grants 
Commission under the Fitness to Re¬ 
ceive Grants Rules under Section 12A 
of the University Grants Commission 
Act. The UGC has laid down definite 
guidelines indicating the manner in 
which the needs and requirements of 
higher education are to be assessKd 
and, on that basis, they will declare 
any new university to be fit to receive 
grants from the UGC, Unfortunately^ 
in the case of some State Governments, 
they have chosen to establish Universi¬ 
ties without taking into consideration 
the rules and guidelines that have been 
framed by the University Grants ("’om- 
mission, a copy of which is available 
in the Parliament library. This has 
created some complications and some 
problems but I hope that the State 
Governments will offer greater co-ope¬ 
ration as many of them are already 
offering a great deal of co-operation 
in accepting these broad guidelines 
that it has given. 


SfiRl K. LAKKAPPA: I am very 
glad that the Minister has accepted 
that there are certain irregularities of 
slandards in the universities/and at 
the same time he has given a hope that 
he would take certain measures to stop 
it. The establishment of sub-standard 
universities has resulted in unemploy¬ 
ment among the teachers and the stu¬ 
dents in various States. This is main¬ 
ly because most of the colleges and 
the institutions are in the hands of the 
private institutions which are deterio¬ 
rating the ba.sic quality of education 
in this country. I would like to know 
the concrete steps being taken to give 
new shape, new dynamic principles and 
administration to the universities and 
also the job oriented programmes for 
the students in future, 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN; As the 
House no doubt knows, the power to 
take over the management of a college 
is not vested in thi.s august House. It 
is with the State legislature ot accord¬ 
ing to laws framed by the State legist 
lature. ' 
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SHtI K. LAKKAPPA: The Constitu. 
tional amendment is being introduced. 
You must exercise your powers. 

MR. SPEAKER: That will be done 
later on. He has already given you 
the power.'!. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: We are 
feeling deeply concerned about the 
complaints that have been coming 
from many States about the low stan¬ 
dards of instruction in many of the 
private colleges and we have privately 
suggested to the State Governments, 
and We will be suggesting them again 
to look into this matter as and when 
any complaint comes. 

SHRIMATI MAYA RAY; Would the 
. hon. Minister kindly inform us, fol¬ 
lowing Mr. Lakkappa’s question, 
whether the Government is thinking 
of vocational universities which would 
be job oriented? I know this has not 
come about, but with a little bit of 
imagination such a scheme could be 
worked out. Had the Government 
given any thoughts to this matter— 
not stray ones but the real ones? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN; The Gov. 
ernment have given very careful consi¬ 
deration. They have come to the con¬ 
clusion that the stage of higher educa¬ 
tion is not one for vocationali-sation of 
education. They have taken the view 
that it is the Higher Secondary stage 
especially puls 2 stage of 10-f2-f-3 
which is the proper stage for vocation- 
alisation. Otherwise the cost factor 
would be much too high and it would 
be difficult for the country to afford 
that. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: The 
statement is quite elaborate and it is 
a happy note^ that the Government 
have started modernising the educa¬ 
tional system. Now throughout the 
country there will be 10+2-f-3 system, 
on the basis of the work education in 
order to diversity the education to 
meet the need of the society and the 
country at l^rge. 1 would like to know 
from the hon. Minister whether the 
new colleges or the secondarj" level 
institutions of 10- 1 - 2 +3 have the r®" 


quisite finances to fulfil the ambitious 
programme of work education which 
has been really well worked out. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: We are 
proceeding a little slowly in introduc¬ 
ing the vocational streams at the plus 
two stage for the simple reason that 
assessments have to be made about 
the possible .iob opportunities or ser¬ 
vice opportunities. I am not using the 
word service in the sense of employ¬ 
ment but as service to community 
which may be voluntary or which may 
not be voluntary which can be self- 
employment oriented or anything else. 
Therefore we feel that this programme 
should be worked out with great care. 
Otherwise it may be that by going 
ahead as fast as many of us would like 
it to go, it may cause certain difficul¬ 
ties. 

The Central Government is contem¬ 
plating to provide some assistance to 
the States. Our final decision has not 
yet been taken. It will be taken as 
soon as the Fifth Plan is finalised but 
we are thinking of giving some assist¬ 
ance from the Centre to the State (gov¬ 
ernments for the purpose of vocation. 
alisation. 

SHRIMATI M. GODFREY; I would 
like to know whether the Government 
is taking steps to face-lift primary 
education in the States. 

MR. SPEAKER: This question is 
about higher education, not primary 
education. 

SHRIMATI M. GODFREY: Would 
the government consider opening more 
lechnical schools and having higher 
education job-oriented? 

MR. SPEAKER: That question has 
already been answered. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: The 
Minister stated ‘Examination r^orm’ 
as one of the steps for improvement of 
Crete steps taken by U.G.C. am} the 
Education Ministry for bringing about 
scientific education reform in <his 
h^er education. What are the con- 
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country? To what extent this has been 
accepted by the Universities and 
States? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: The need 
for education reform has been voiced 
ever since the time of the Radhakri- 
shnan Comniission on University Edu¬ 
cation. It was again repeated by 
several other committees and finally 
by the Kothari Commission that this 
is absolutely essential if any progress 
is to be made. In 1972, the Ministry 
appointed a Working Group to draw 
up certain proposals. This was drawn 
up and submitted to the U.G.C. 
which had the whole thing examined, 
and finah'sed a draft corcrete plan of 
action which was then discussed in 
four regional workshops in each of 
the four regions of the country to 
which were invited Vice-Chancellors, 
professors, other teachers and some 
students. On the basis of this discussion 
a consensus emerged as to what are 
the specific steps which have to be 
taken. These were further discussed, 
for example, the workshop recommen¬ 
dation of the grading system. It was 
essential that there should be some 
uniformil.y in the grading system. 
Same uniformity has already been 
agreed upon by the Universities and 
they are proceeding gradually, step, 
b,y step, pace b.y pace. A number of 
universities have already started going 
in for it. 


The U.G.C. has just brought out a 
booklet in which all the detailed pro¬ 
posals have been given and I will have 
it placed in the Parliament Library. 

SHRI PRIYA RAN,TAN DAS MUNSI: 

I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister of Education whether, during 
the last five years, the trend was for 
the students at the higher educational 
levels to go into Science and Techno¬ 
logy and not towards Humanities. 

In that case, I would like to know 
the steps taken by Government or the 
XJiG.C. to expand their activitia* more 
and more towards agricultural edu¬ 
cation and education In Science and 


Technology, I ask this especially 
because till five years back, in most of 
the rural parts of the country, students 
whose families were not solvent had 
to leave their academic career because 
the facilities of education in Science 
and Technology could not be used and, 
in the case of students whose families 
were solvent, they had to go to the 
district headquarters to continue their 
education in Science and Technology. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: It is 
fact that the enrolments in Science 
stream have been going down and this 
is causing a great deal of concern both 
to the U.G.C. and to my Ministry. 

The tragedy of the situation is this; 
it is not the inadequacy of available 
seats but the fact that all the available 
sects are not being filled. Somehow 
the trend in recent few years has been 
more towards Commerce, Economics, 
Business Management and so on. But, 
forlunalel,y, Science is still very very , 
important and without a proper edu¬ 
cation in Science, I am afraid we 
will not be able to carry Science to the 
remotest corners of, our country and 
to develop and build up a scientific 
outlook 

As regards the agriculture. I am 
afraid, that I will not-

Free Distribution of Coi^es of 
Publications by N.B.T. 

*84. SHBl R. P. DAS: WiU the 
Minister of^ EDUCATION, SOCIAL 
WELFARE AND CULTURE be pleased 
io state:

Trust has decided to distribute its 
large stock free of cost and if so. num¬ 
ber of titles and copies distributed; 

(b) how much money was involved 
in this; and 

(c) were any efforts made to sell 
the stock at a reduced price? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CULTURE (SHRI 
D. P. YADAV); (a) to (c). A state¬ 
ment is laid on the table of the House.

7'he National Book Trust has not 
decided to distribute all of its unsold 
.stock of books free of cost. However, 
the Trust decided in 1974 to gift unsold 
copies of those titles which had been 
published upto 31-12-1969. According 
to this decision, 1.29 lakh copies of 
144 titles valued at Rs. 4.52 lakhs have 
been distributed free of cost. The above 
decision was taken by the Trust on an 
od hoc basis and with the approval of 
the Government. The Trust has since 
drawn up, also with the approval of 
Government, certain rules for the 
annual disposal of stocks of its publi¬ 
cations brought out more than five 
years prior to the year of disposal and 
of which current .'lalcs arc not satis¬ 
factory. These rules for disposal pro¬ 
vide for sales at reduced prices or 
enhanced discounts, and also free dis¬ 
tribution to district and block level 
libraries through the Raja Rammohun 
Roy Library Foundation or direct to 
school college and public libraries 
The Trust is taking action to imple¬ 
ment these rules. 

The Trust has been offering since 
1974 selected books for sale at reduced 
prices or at special discounts in the 
book fairs and exhibitions which it has 
been organising or in which it parti¬ 
cipated. Books have also been sold by 
it in bulk at special discounts. The 
Trust disposed of books worth Bit 7,006 
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at reduced rates during the Second 
World Book Fair held earlier this 
year. 


SHRI R. P. DAS: I would like to 
know as to what are the reasons for 
accumulation of huge stock of the 
National Book Trust for years together 
and why before issue of further publi¬ 
cation order steps were not taken to 
ensure quick disposal of the mounting 
stock. While the demand for such 
publications in the market was quite 
comfortable, neither the National Book 
Trust nor its sole agents did anything 
in this , respect commercially. Should 
not these people be held responsible 
for creating a mess in production, dis¬ 
tribution and efficient handling of the 
business? I would also like to know 
whether the sole agency s.vslem has 
been abolished by now. If so, why 
w'as it not cancelled long before when 
it became clear that it was not work¬ 
ing in the interest of the reading pub¬ 
lic and the National Book Trust too? 


BHRI D. P. YADAV: Sir, we our- 
■selves in the Ministry have been con¬ 
cerned on this question of accumula¬ 
tion of books in the National Book 
Trust. For the last three to four years 
there has been definitely a substantial 
increase in the sale of books. Former¬ 
ly books were channelised through 
the sole selling agents but now that 
system has been changed. There are 
various reasons for accumulation of 
the books but I can assure the hon. 
Member that in future this accumla- 
tion problem will not be there. We 
have now' streamlined the system. 

SHRI R. P. DAS: I would like to 
know how many original titles in 
Bengali—I mean only the original 
titles and not the translations from 
other languages—have so far been 
published by the National Book Trust. 
Since Bengali is one of the richest 
languages—if I am permitted to say 
so in originality and variety of afL the 
jmodern Indian languages—then why 


Bengali writers were not invited to 
write for the National Book Trust in 
numbers? 

SIIRl D. P. YADAV: The total 
number of titles printed in Bengali 
language is sixly-live. As to inviting 
the Bengali writers, I would like to 
inform the hon. Member that there 
is a Committee there for selecting the 
names and making a panel. I will be 
happy to receive any suggestion in this 
regard. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI: The books published by Na¬ 
tional Book Trust are very attractive 
and we do not find these books in the 
market. I would like te know what 
concrete steps have been taken to 
make these books available in the 
market? SecondJy, what has been the 
result of the report value-wise and 
quantity-wise after steps have been 
taken in 1974 to streamline the 
activities?, 

SHRI D. P. YADAV: The books are 
available now through the selling 
agents of the I. & B. Ministry, the 
Publications Division. In any shop of 
the Publications Division you can have 
the books. We have our own system 
of sale also. We have got four re¬ 
gional offices through which we are 
selling. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: What about selling through 
commercial sources? 

SHRI D. P. YADAV: We give them 
a lot. We give them upto 50 per cent 
commission. There is no bar, we give 
discount also to those who wish to 
purchase. 

If the hon. Member feels any diffi¬ 
culty, he can write to me and I will 
look into it. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: What about the second 
part of my question the result of the 
renewed effort idnce 1947 in quaipdtitY 
and value so that we may gd: aoffie 
idea of hpw you have improved? 
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SHRI D. P. YADAV: Let me confess 
that the value of the total number of 
books in our stock is approximately 
Rs. 76 lakhs. The sale is about Rs. 64 
lakhs. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUN- 
SI: How is the policy regarding the 
selection of writers who used to write 
copy books for the NET formulated? 
Secondly, who are the members of the 
Board who finally completed the work 
on a book published by NET about 
the freedom struggle very recently? 
In the Bengali version of this book 
which I went through the relevant 
items concerning the freedom struggle 
are absolutely absent. The motive 
was to finally outcaste the heroic role 
of the revolutionaries of the country 
as well as the role played by INA in 
the freedom struggle. Who were the 
members of the Board who actually 
completed the work on the national 
struggle which has been published 
recently by NET—I think it was pub¬ 
lished two years ago? 

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): I re¬ 
quire notice. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTACM- 
ARYYIA Has the National Book Trust 
any programmes of publishing those 
books which have gone out of print, 
for instance, Hunter's Statistical 
Account, The Imperial Cazeteer and 
Fowler’s Game Birds of India? These 
books are simply not available. Thej' 
have become rare specimens. Will NET 
consider publishing such books which 
have become rare tracks now? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: So far as 
gazetteers are concerned, the House 
is no doubt aware that the Govern¬ 
ment of India for the last many years 
have started a project for the re-writ- 
Ing of the gazetteers and making them 
up-to-date. The India Series has 
been brought out. It is available in 
Parliament Library. With the assis¬ 
tance of the Government of India 
and through the' agency of the State 
Governments, district gazetteers are 
also being brought out. In many 


States, the work has been progressing; 
very rapidly in others, it is a little 
slow. But we are trying to expedite 
the completion of this. 

So far as some of the other books 
like Hunter’s etc.,, are concerned many 
of these 19th century books written 
by various foreign authors are being 
reprinted by private publishers. The 
main purpose of NET, as hon. Mem¬ 
bers are aware, is to promote publica¬ 
tion of books of contemporary interest 
to the general reader so that at a 
comparatively low price and within 
the reach of the readers these books 
can be made available. 


Coconut Disease in Kerala 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 

*85. SHRI HARI SINGH: 

Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether Central Government 
have agreed in the month of July, 
1976 to assist Kerala Government 
financially and otherwise for fighting 
a special disease in the coconut trees: 
in Kerala; and 

(b) if so, the facts thereof and 
steps Government have taken to 
check its spread? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNASAHEH 
P. SHINDE): (a) No, Sir. 

(b) Does not arise. 

I would like to add that last month 
the Chief Minister of Kerala discussed 
the problem with us. We said that 
the Government of India would be* 
happy to receive a scheme. I am 
making this statement so that there 
may be no misunderstanding. We are 
awaiting a scheme from the Kerale 
Government. 
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SHRI c. K. CHANDRAPPAN; Five 
districts of Kerala which is the biggest 
coconut producing state are badly 
affected by the disease about which 
government is fully aware. The hon. 
Minister says that when the Kerala 
government submits the scheme it 
would be considered. There are many 
problems relating to coconut cultiva¬ 
tion that are to be tackled in an inte¬ 
grated manner and there was a pro¬ 
posal to set up a coconut board. May 
I know at what stage is it now, so 
that this problem could be tackled 
on a national plane? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The hon. Member is aware that on the 
last occasion we discussed this prob¬ 
lem with Members of Parliament and 
coconut growing . states, representa¬ 
tives of those stale governments. We 
referred the scheme ‘ to Various state 
governments and I am - glad to men¬ 
tion that most state governments, 
particularly the southern slates which 
are cocdnat growing, have favourably 
reacted to the proposal. The Govern¬ 
ment of India would like to process it 
further and if a Central Act is requir¬ 
ed, the government would have no 
hesitation in coming forward to the 
House. 

SHRI- G. K. CHANDRAPPAN: In 
view of the fact that coconut cultiva¬ 
tion in Kerala requires immediately 
large financial assistance from the cen¬ 
tral-government . would the Minis¬ 
ter be in a position to say that the 
government will consider favourably 
the scheme as soon as-it is submitted 
by the Kerala Government? 

SHRI ANNASA'HEB P, SHINDE: 
Before considering the scheme, I can¬ 
not say anything in advance. We will 
be sympathetic and we have broadly 
indicated that we sho.uld like to help 
the government of Kerala. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: The disease of 
the coconut in Kerala is spreading to 
other west coast areas, not only for 
ooeonut but also for banana but I 


shall restrict myself to coconut now. 
The proposal from the Chief Minister 
of Kerala is welcome and the negotia¬ 
tions should bear fruit. Since cocount, 
can not have any barriers of linguis¬ 
tic states, when a decision is taken it. 
should be made applicable to other 
areas also. Because in the case of salt 
land reclamation again, Kerala gets, 
and Karnataka does not get. So in the 
case of coconut also, when a decision 
is taken it should be taken for the- 
entire west coast, whatever is called 
Konkan and it should be made appli¬ 
cable to all sufferers from disease. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; 
As far as the principle is concerned, 
I have no two opinion. I share the 
views of the hon. Member but he 
should appreciate that a very large- 
incidence is in Kerala and unless it is 
controlled it will spread to other areas. 
Of course it does not mean that we- 
should neglect other areas.

Will the Minister of EDUCATION,

(b) and (c). A rising trend in the 
prices of levy-free sugar in the open 
market was noticed from about June, 
1076. This could be attributed, among 
others, to speculative tendency in the 
market as a-result of the fall in pro- 
duction, limited availability in the 
market of other sweetening agents, 
anticipated demands for sugar for the 
festival seasons, and increase in tariff 
value of levy-free sugar. In order to 
arrest the rising trend in prices, Gov- 
emment have released larger quanti¬ 
ties of levy-free sugar from time to 
time and also taken other regulatory 
measures, to maintain an even flow of 
the commodity in the open market. In 
case the situation warrants it. Govern¬ 
ment have plans read.v to release more 
levy.free sugar. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: From the 
statement it appears that in 1974-75 
the price of sugarcane was settled at 
Rs. 14.50 for Western and Central UP 
and Rs. 13.50 for Eastern UP. In the 
same statement it is mentioned that 
in 1975-76 the price was Rs. 13.25 for 
Western and Central UP and Rs. 12.25 
for Eastern UP. The statement fur¬ 
ther says: 

“A rising trend in the prices of 
levy.free sugar in the open market 
was noticed from about June, 1976. 
This could . be attributed, among 
others, to speculative tendency in 
the market as a result of the fall In 
production, limited availability in 


the market of other sweetening 
agents, anticipated demands for 
sugar for the festival seasons, and 
increase in tariff value of levy-free 
sugar.” 

I would like to know whether this 
reduction in price of sugarcane in UP 
was done at the instance, or at the 
pressure of, the sugar mill magnates. 
Otherwise, I do not find any reason 
why there .should be Ihl.s discrimina¬ 
tion between Western and Eastern UP. 
Secondly, in 1973 during the time of 
the Charan Singh Ministry, is it not a 
fact that the price of sugarcane was 
Rs. 16 per quintal? Who decided to 
reduce it? Was there any directive 
from the Centre to the State Govern¬ 
ment to revise the sugarcane price, at 
the instance of pressure of the sugar 
magnates? 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: The 
fixation of cane price is done by the 
Central Government, on the advice of 
the Agricultural Prices Commission, 
who work out? the actual cost of pro¬ 
duction of sugarcane, after taking into 
consideratitwi other factors like the 
price of levy sugar. The major sugar¬ 
cane producing States are also con¬ 
sulted. in consultation with all these 
people the minimum statutory price 
of sugarcane is fixed. 

SHHl'S. M. BANERJEE; My secopd 
question was about discriminatien 
between Eastern and Western UP. I» 
it due to sugar content? 
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SHRI SHAHNAWA2 KHAN: It is 
mainly, because of the difference in 
recovery between eastern, and western 
UP. 

.SHRIS., M.. BANERJEE: In the 
statement it is mentioned: 

. “In order to arrest the rising trend 
in prices, Government have released 
larger quantities of levy-free sugar 
from thne to time and also taken 
. other regulatory measures, to main¬ 
tain an even flow of the commodity 
in the’ open market.” 

They, have increased the.quantity of 
sugar for Janmashtami. i am happy 
about it. But, ’ aparat from the in¬ 
crease -in levy sugar, what other steps 
have been taken to reduce the price 
of sugar in the open market?, I am 
asking this question because the price 
of sugar has gone up from Rs. 4-50 to 
Rs. 5 and It will go up to Rs. 5-25 dur¬ 
ing Janmashtami. Have Government 
taken any final decision and are they 
ready to announce the nationalisation 
eC the- sugar factories in UP? 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: Gov¬ 
ernment have fixed 65 per cent of the 
total production of sugar iri the coun¬ 
try as levy sugar, to be distributed at 
the fixed price of 2.15 per kg. The 
price o" free' sugar i.s not fixed and it 
fluctuRtes.' As the ifouse is aware, 
even out of the excess realisation by 
sale of free sugar, according to the 
Bhargava formula, 50 per cent should 
go to the growers. Therefore, even if 
the price sometimes exceefls a little 
bit, firstly there is no statutory level 
to the upper level of the prices, and 
secondly, the growers get a share of it.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Mr. Spea¬ 
ker, may I have your protection? Am 
I to understand that there is no ceil¬ 
ing on the price of the sugar sold in 
the market? This is very damaging 
.statement. It means that the sugar 
price in the free market can go up to 
any extent, and Government is help- 
less. Who fixes the prices, after all? 
Is it the speculaWs, the dealers? 


SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: As I 
said, 65 per cent^of the total prdduc- 
tion of sugar is taken .over by- the Gov¬ 
ernment and distributed as levy sugar. 
There is free sale of the" remaining 
35 per cent in the market, but when 
we. find that the prices are going.up 
unduly high, we release more levy 
free sugar in the market, so that the 
prices come down. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Who fixes 
the price? 

MR. SPEAKER: The rest is free. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Will it go 
up to R.S, Id/--? 

SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTRI; The 
price should be arrested. 

MR. SPEAKER: That is a sugges¬ 
tion. .

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Irrespective 
of the question of the percentage of 
recovery of sugar, sugar, for an aver¬ 
age man like me, tastes sweeter if it 
can be available at a reasonable price, 
and that is how my supplementary 
comes. What, according to the bon. 
Minister, is the reasonable price at 
which Government would intervene 
when the variation between tlM prices 
of levy sugar and the levy.free sugar 
reaches a level which become sheer 
recketeering, profiteering and specif- 
lation? 

Secondly, is be sure that, purely by 
releasing sugar, the other econonric' 
forces would be taken care, of, the 
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market forces would be taken care of 
so that the spiralling of prices in 
sugar will come down? The reasons 
have been mentioned by Shri Pandey: 
if the speculators and hoarders have 
sufRcient capacity to keep in store 
large stocks, you may release any 
quantity, but that will have no effect. 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: First¬ 
ly, there is a restriction on the quantity 
of sugar which may be retained by 
any one Individual barring, of course, 
the mills where the total quantity is 
known to the Government—that is 
under the control of the Government. 
The dealers are prohibited from keep¬ 
ing more than a certain quantity. 

When the price of levy-free sugar 
starts going up then we release more 
levy free sugar in the market and the 
prices come down immediately. We 
have, tor each of August and Septem¬ 
ber released 30,000 tonnes more of 
levy free sugar.

Use of Imported Edible Oils in

•8.?. SHRI S. R. DAMANI: Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE AND- 
IRRIGATION be pleased to state:

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY Ot AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI SHAHNAWAZ 
KHAN): (a): To relieve the pressure- 
on indigenous oils and to make avail¬ 
able larger quantities of traditional in¬ 
digenous oils for direct consumption,, 
vanaspati manufacturers have been 
directed to use imported oils compul-' 
sorily to the extent of 50 per cent in 
the manufacture of vanaspati witli 
effect from July 15, 1978. 
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(b) Continous supply of a high per- 
•centage of imported oils tp vanaspati 
manufacturers should help to a great 
extent to ensure its uninterrupted pro¬ 
duction. The prices of imported oils 
at present are kept deliberately lower 
than the prices of indigenous oils to 
have a softening effect on the prices of 
vanaspati as also the indigenous edible 
•oils. 

^ (c) The State -Trading Corporation 
'Of India has, under instructions from 
the Government, contracted for about 
1 lakh tonnes of iported oils for sup¬ 
plies between August and November 
J976. This, coupled with the stocks of 
37,000 tonnes that STC had on July 15, 
1976, should be sufficient to meet the 
requirements of the industry till the 
•end of the year. The STC has hired 
additional storage capacity in port 
towns and principal consuming centres 
like Delhi. Ghaziabad, Modinagar and 
Amritsar. Rail movement of oils, in 
rakes, from port towns to vanaspati 
producing areas has been arranged. 
The vanaspati factories have been in¬ 
structed to ensure quick and continu¬ 
ous oiT-take of the imported oils and 
to lift the oils at least on a weekly 
basis. 

Benefit to Agricultural Labourers from 
Land Reforms

1971 decennial census there are 47.6 
million agricultural workers in the 
country. An agricultural worker is 
one who earns the major part of his 
living from agricultural wages. So 
far more than 22 lakh acres of lend 
have been declared surplus as a result 
of the implementation of the land 
ceiling measures taken in the light of 
the national guidelines on land ceiling. 
Out of these, 8.5 lakh acres have been 
distributed to 4,05,000 agricultural 
workers and other eligible persons. 
Disfribution of waste land, gaon sabha 
land etc., has also been going on simul¬ 
taneously. During the past several 
years more than 16 million acres of 
such land have been distributed. While 
it is one of the objectives of the land 
reforms policy to make land available 
to as many as possible among persons 
who are in need of land, it is visualised 
that there will not be enough land 
available from land ceiling measures 
for meeting the needs of all. Distri¬ 
bution of land available from land 
ceiling measures is only one compo¬ 
nent of an integrated policy for the 
development of the agrarian economy.

THE minister of STATE IN THE

SHINDE): (a) to (c) Between' June, 
1975 and June, 1976, 4,173 acres of 

surplus land were distributed among 
landless agricultural workers and 
other eligible persons. The imple¬ 
mentation of land ceiling measures in 
Gujarat had been held up on account 
of an ad interim injunction granted by 
the High Court against it. This was 
vacated In March this year and aU 
steps for the implementation of the 


law were taken shortly thereafter. 
This work is still going on. Most ot 
the surplus land distributed during 
the period mentioned in this state¬ 
ment had been mopped up through 
was given for distnbution to the 
law that was operatic e before its revi¬ 
sion in the light of the national guide¬ 
lines. A small assistance of Rs. 87,000 
was given for distrjbution to th^ 
assignees of surplus land under the 
Central sector Scheme for purpose. 


Drought Conditions in Kerala

Under this programme, a 
scientist from a University can go to 
work in a laboratory for a period of 
three months during a year or 
three times for three months each 
during a period of five years. Under 
the- second category of Associateships’ a 
Scientist from a laboratory or indus¬ 
try may be invited for teaching and 
research in the university system.

S. NURUL HASAN); (a) The 
National Policy cn Education has stat¬ 
ed that it will be advantageous to have 
a broadly uniform educational struc¬ 
ture in all parts of the country, the ulti¬ 
mate objective should be to adopt the 
10+2 + 3 pattern. The Central Advi¬ 
sory Board of Education of which all 
Ministers of Education of States are 
members has accepted this pattern 
and has been urging the States to im¬ 
plement the pattern. Most of the 
States have adopted the pattern and 
the others have the matter under con¬ 
sideration. 

(b) The National Policy Resolution 
on Education has provided as folic ws 
in regard to vocationalisation of educa¬ 
tion at the secondary level: "there is 
need to increase facilities fdr technical 
and vocational education at this stage. 
Provision of facilities for secondary and 
vocational education should conform 
broadly to requirements of the develop¬ 
ing economy and real employment op¬ 
portunities. Such a linkage is nec^- 


sa'ry to make technical and vocational 
education at the secondary stage eflfec- 
tively terminal.” 

Vocational courses at the higher 
secondary level will be introduced on 
the basis of survey of employment 
opportunities at the district level. It 
is expected that they will be introduced 
in selected sekoob based on the need 
of ihe a'rea and also the availability of 
the staff and equipment. 

The characteristic feature of the 
higher secondary education, will be 
diversification and providing for both 
academic and vocational courses. 
Another necessary feature of this 
pattern will be the provision of large 
number of vocational streams which 
would generally be terminal; but the 
system itself would be so designed that 
one may transfer from academic to the 
vocational stream with provision to 
pursue some oi the studies through 
part-time and correspondence courses. 

(c) The National Council of Educa¬ 
tional Resea'rch and Training have 
brought out a frame-work of the cur¬ 
riculum of the 10-year school which has 
been sent to States for adoption. This 
curriculum has been designed to meet 
the needs of the country and with a 
view to make education an instrument 
of social change. Science and mathe¬ 
matics have been made an integral pari 
of school education upto class X wdth 
a view to instil in the students the 
scientific method of inquiry and deve¬ 
lop in them rational outlook. Work 
experience has been made a central 
feature of school education. The 
object is to inculcate dignity of human 
labour and develop proper attitudes in 
the students towards work and stress 
the principle of productivity. The 
teaching of science, social science and 
languages will be so organised as ^ 
ensure awakening of social conscious¬ 
ness, development of democratic 
feeling ftfr social justice and prtMndltlc^ 
of national inteip'atibn. The 
of social sciences will enable chiUrem 
to appreciate India’s rich cultural hc^t- 
age and at the san^ time recognise and 
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reject what is undesirable and antiquat¬ 
ed. Similarly, the study of sciences 
wi)j help to remove obscurantism and 
prejudices based on sex, caste, religion, 
language or region. Instruction in 
social sciences should aim at promoting 
values and ideals of humanism, secu¬ 
larism, socialism and democracy. 

Many of the States have shown in¬ 
terest in the draft framework circulat¬ 
ed to them.

An estimate of Rs, 2.45 crores has 
been approved for taking up such 
studies during the Fifth Plan and the 
necessary Organisational get up 
been created In the Central Water 
Commission.

‘'No-till method' of farming 

697. SHRI D. D. DESAI: Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE AND

ing “No-till method’’ of farming in 
the country; 

(b) if so, the results thereof; and 

(c) whether Government are aware 
that in certain advanced countries 
more and more land is being brought 
under no-till or minimum tillage 
methods to save costs and improve 
soil fertility? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICUT.TURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI SHAHNAWAZ 
KHAN); (a) The feasibility of intro¬ 
ducing “No-till method’’ of farming or 
" 2 ero tillage’’ farming has been exa¬ 
mined at some Agricultural Research 
Institutes and Universities. Basically 
the central idea under “No-till method” 
is to substitute farm machinery by 
chemical herbicides. In this method, 
therefore, the seedbed is not prepared 
and the weed population at seedling 
stage is killed by application of an 
appropriate dose of chemical herbicid¬ 
es. More data on the degradation pro¬ 
ducts of herbicides and their effects on 
sub-sequent crop.s in a multiple cropp¬ 
ing system are ndfeded before this tech¬ 
nique Is recommended to farmers. 


(b) Research experiments on “No¬ 
till method” are in progress at various 
Research Institutes viz. Indian Agricul. 
turai Research Institute, New Delhi; 
Punjab Agricultural Univex-sity, Ludhi. 
ana: Haryana Agricultural University, 
Hissar; 'G. B. Pant University of Agri¬ 
culture and Technology, Pc':'‘tnagar, etc. 

In one of the experiments v-heat 
was sown after maize with no cultiva¬ 
tion and two, four, six and eight culti¬ 
vations. On these treatments some 
weed control treatments v;ere superlm- 
po.seH. The results obtained showed 
that when the weeds were not remov¬ 
ed, six cultivations were necessary. 
However, when annual and perennial 
weeds were removed Imanually ‘no 
cultivation’ gave as good yield as 4, 
6 or 8 cultivations. 

In another experiment when maize 
stubbles were -killed by spray with 
paraquat (a chemical weedicide), the 
yield obtained was as good as p'ough- 
ing the soil with inversion plough. The 
paraquat spray also killed the other 
weeds and, therefore, ‘no cultivation* 
gave as good yield as 4 to 6 cultiva¬ 
tions. 

Similar results have also been ob¬ 
tained at other Agricultural Research 
Centres in India. 

(c) Yes. In countries like the U.S.A. 
“No-ti]l method” of farming is practis¬ 
ed mainly to check erosion loss in areas 
prone to soil erosion and for increas¬ 
ing moisture con.servation in dryland 
areas with the help of stubble mulch 
and dried up weed.s left in the field.

Plan with World Bank assistance. Six 
Integrated Cattle-cum-Dairy Deve¬ 
lopment Projects are proposed to be 
taken up in the Vth Plan. For the 
present, three projects have been 
taken up in Rajasthan, Madhya Pra¬ 
desh and Karnataka at a total cost of 
about Rs. 117.41 crores. The World 
Bank will provide soft credit to the 
extent of approximately Rs. 59,24 
crores. 

(b) The project envisages cross¬ 
breeding programme, artificial in¬ 
semination, technical inputs, health 
cover and establishment of primary 
milk producers' cooperative societies. 
Milk Unions with the Dairy Develop¬ 
ment Corporation at the apex level. 
The project does not provide for any 
dairy machinery factory but vaccine 
manufacture would be taken up 
through regional diagnostic labora¬ 
tories and the plants for production 
of biological veterinary vaccines. 
Middle-sized dairy plants are pro¬ 
posed to be set up under this project 
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with a proper link-up with the pro¬ 
ducing centres in the rural milk 
sheds. 

The extent to which it would be 
possible to save foreign exchange as a 
result of therc efforts has not yet been 
determined.

The State Gov¬ 
ernment of Bihar have informed that 
baaed on Joint Surveys conducted by 
the engineers of Nepal and Bihar and 
taking into consideration the data 
furnished by the His Majesty’s Gov¬ 
ernment, Nepal, a rough project re¬ 
port has been prepared which is 
under scrutiny of the State Govern¬ 
ment. According to this report, the 
length of embankments to be cons¬ 
tructed On both sides of the river 
Kamala upto Mirchaya will be about 
65 Km., which would protect an area 
of about 62,000 hectares in India and 
34,000 hectares in Nepal territory.

IVRI has informed that he has since 
requested for the supply of suspected 
materials for preliminary laboratory 
investigations, before deputation' of 
aj] expert team. 

(b) Does not arise. However it has 
been reported by the Director Animal 
Husbandry, Kerala that the result of 
preliminary investigations carried out 
by the Disease Investigation Wing of. 
Animal Husbandry Department, 
Kerala and Kerala Agricultural Uni¬ 
versity are suggestive of pesticide 
poisoning combined with acute Past- 
eurellosis and that detailed laboratory 
investigations have been undertaken 
by Kerala Agricultural University to 
detect the cause for mortality in 
ducks baaed on the findings of which 
may step to prevent recurrence can 
be taken. 

(c) It is understood that Kerala 
Government have decided to give to 
each farmer free of cost two hatching 
eggs per duck lost by death, to the 
maximum of 500 per farmer and that 
arrangement has also been made to 
provide low interest loan upto a 
maximum limit of Rs. 2,500 per far¬ 
mer.

As indicated in 
the Annual Plan, 1976-77, brought out 
by the Planning Commission; the main 
elements in the strategy for promoting 
agricultural growth and achieving the 
targets of production are a step-up in 
the consumption of fertilisers, increase 
in the area under irrigation, introduc¬ 
tion of high yielding varieties on a 
more extensive scale and adoption of 
soil conservation. The main focus of 
the discussions held between tlm Union 
Minister of Agriculture and Irriga¬ 
tion and the Chief Minlstem/Agricul- 
ture Ministers of various dur* 
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ing June^uly 1976, was on identify¬ 
ing measures required for stepping 
up agricultural production during 
1976-77 within the broad framework 
of the strategy mentioned above. 
During these discussions, stress was 
laid on the need for maximising the 
area under high 3 rielding varieties in 
"irrigated and assured rainfall regions. 
The State Governments were request¬ 
ed to take all the necessary steps to 
implement successfully the National 
Rice Campaign as also the Fertiliser 
Promotion Campaign, especially in the 
identified districts where fertiliser 
consumption is presently low but good 
potential exists for quick and subs¬ 
tantial increases. Emphasis was laid 
•on the expansion of pest surveillance 
and plant protection services to aug¬ 
ment crop yields. The need for in¬ 
tensifying research efforts to evolve 
high yielding, disease resistant varie¬ 
ties of rice, wheat, bajra, etc., suitable 
to the different agro-climatic situa¬ 
tions including high altitude areas, 
was stressed. In the sphere of irri¬ 
gation, the States were advised to 
optimise the use of available irriga¬ 
tion, in addition to the creation of 
further irrigation potential. As re¬ 
gards Command Area Development, 
measures suggested include greater 
attention to on-farm development, 
construction' of field channels, deve¬ 
lopment of suitable cropping patterns 
and arrangements for drainage. In 
regard to soil conservation, stress was 
laid on taking up soil conservation 
measures on water-shed basis, control 
of shifting cultivation, land reclama¬ 
tion and amendment of alkaline/acidic 
soils. The States were also requested 
"to strengthen the primary cooperative 
agricultural credit societies, reduce 
the level of overdues and step up the 
•supply of credit to farmers. 


During these meetings which were 
mainly aimed at achieving the crop 
production targets for 1976-77, the

7 crores 
last year. Similarly HUDCO sanc¬ 
tioned 163 schemes covering 38567 
houses in 1975-76 against 67 schemes 
covering 25289 houses in the year 
1974-75. Guidelines have also been 
issued to permit house construction 
on vacant land with the ceiling limit 
under the Urban Land (Ceiling and 
Regulation) Act, 1976 subject to cer¬ 
tain safeguards. With the expeditious 
operation of the Scheme for allotment 
of house sites to the landless rural 
workers, rural houses are also being 
constructed in various States. Thus, 
generally speaking, except for cons¬ 
truction activity in vacant lands in' 
excess of the ceiling limit in urban 
agglomerations, where the Urban Land 
(Ceiling and Regulation) Act is in 
force, there is no reason to believe 
that housing activity has been affec¬ 
ted. In fact, recently, the Reserve 
Bank has also issued guidelines for 
the nationalised banks to give loans.

The intention 
is to make good books available to 
the public irrespective of the size 
of the existing demand so that even¬ 
tually a sizable demand is generated. 
This policy has met with success and 
the Trust has achieved an overall 
average sale of approximately 50 per 
cent of its publications. 

While pricing its books, the Trust 
is not guided by the profit motive. 
Books are priced as low as possible' 
keeping in view the current costs of 
book production and the need to 
maintain reasonably high production 
standards. 

The Trast has appointed field re¬ 
presentatives for various regions and 
has intensified its promotional activi¬ 
ties and diversified its distribution 
channels. Its books are expected to 
reach the public more easily now. 

The commission given by the TnKt 
to the trade varies from 25 per cent 
to 50 per cent depending upon the 
quantum of purchase, cash sales, etc.

by meeting the total estimated re¬ 
quirements oi fluid milk in the Capi¬ 
tal. 

(b) The handling capacity of the 
De,hi Milk Scheme is being expanded 
gradually upto 3.75 lakh litres per 
day. At present, a total quantity 
of 3.35 lakh litres is being distributed 
daily. The level of distribution by 
the Delhi Milk Scheme is likely to 
be increased to 3.75 lakh litres daUy 
by the end of 1976-77, when some of 
the plants which are under the pro¬ 
cess of replacement, are replaced 
and commissioned. 

In order to meet the balance milk 
requirement of the city, a Second 
Dairy Plant (Mother Dairy), with a 
handling capacity of 4 lakh liters daily 
has been set up. At present, Mother 
Dairy is distributing about 1.5 lakh 
litres of milk daily. Additional bulk 
milk vending booths are under con¬ 
struction in the city and the quantum 
of milk distribution is likely to be 
increased by the Plant to the level 
of 3-4 lakh litres per day by the end. 
of the year 1977.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

overall availability of rice in the Cen¬ 
tral Pool, relative needs of other de¬ 
ficit States, market availability, the 
need for building up an adequate 
buffer stocks and other relevant fac¬ 
tors, maximum possible allotments of 
wheat and rice are being made to 
'Kerala Government to meet its reason¬ 
able requirements of the public 
distribution systems. In addition, the 
^Btate Governments procures certain 
•sjuantities of rl 6 e locaJly which are slso 
..available for public distribution in. the 


State. With the allotmentes of wheat 
and rice made from the Central Pool 
and with the locally available procured 
stocks, the issue of wheat and rice ' 
through the Fair Price Shop is main¬ 
tained by the Kerala Government at 
160 grams per adult a^d hall of Ibis 
quantily for non-adults per day. 

(b) and (c). Normally, the buffer 
storks of foodgrains are held by the 
Central Government. The State Gov¬ 
ernment, how'.ver are building up 
some stocks of rice, through the agency 
of the Kerala Civil .Supplies Corpora¬ 
tion, to supplement the stocks allotted 
to them from the Central Pool. This 
is being done, from out of the levy 
free stocks of rice allotted to them by 
the Central Government from the sur¬ 
plus States and from out of th.} Nepal 
rice purchased by the Food Cor¬ 
poration of India and allotted 
to them by the Central Government. 
The stock of rice held by the Kerala 
State Civil Supplies Corporation on 
behalf of the Kerala Government is 
reported to be 12,191 tonnes.

appointed by the Commission to go 
into the question of reorganisation 
and development of Calcutta Univer¬ 
sity was considered by the Commission 
in September, 1974. The Commi.ssion 
^desired that the views of the Govern¬ 
ment of West Bengal and the Calcutta 
University on the report of Com¬ 
mittee »may be invited in the first 
instance. 

While the views of the Government 
of West Bengal are still awaited, the 
Calcutta University had communicated 
its views on some of the recommend- 
tions of the Committee These were 
considered by the Commission at its 
meeting held on September, 1975. The 
Commission desired that a Committee 
may be appointed to discuss the impli¬ 
cations of the report with the State 
Government, the Calcutta university 
and other concerned universities. 
This Committee has accordingly been 
appointed, and its work is in progress.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
AimiSTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND XN THE DE- 


PARTMENT OF CULTURE (SHRI D. 
P. YADAV): (a) Yes. Sir, 

(b) The Committee set up under the 
Chairmanship of Prof. Niharranjan 
Ray made recommendations for re-orU 
entation of the Victoria Memorial, 
Calcutta so as to convert it into a 
Period Museum—the period to be re¬ 
presented should be about 150 years of 
the Indian History from about the 
middle of 18th Century to end of the 
19th Century. 

In accordance with the proposed re¬ 
orientation, the Committee also recom¬ 
mended a thorough re-allocation of 
space and re-arrangement of existing 
statues and other exhibits. In keep¬ 
ing with these recommendations, the 
Committee proposed that the two exist¬ 
ing Galleries now known as Royal and 
Portrait Galleries as well as the En¬ 
trance Hall should be converted into 
what may be called the Gallery of the 
People, depicting the life and occu¬ 
pations of the people during the 
period. Further, the Committee 
recommended that some other 
galleries also should bp so re¬ 
oriented as to accommodate exhibits 
illustrative of the arts and crafts, 
manufactures and industries and occu¬ 
pations of the Indian people during the 
period represented. 

The Committee also recommended 
that the existing Calcutta Rcom should 
be so enlarged and arranged that the 
exhibits displayed make this room one 
of the most important focal centres of 
the Hall, .showing the origin rnd growth 
of the city of Calcutta, 

Further, certain suggestions have 
been made by the Committee in respect 
of the manner and method of re¬ 
arrangements of exhibits in the coUec- 
tion of this Museum. For implementa¬ 
tion of its recommendations, the 
Committee proposed additional techni¬ 
cal staff for the Museum and constitu¬ 
tion of an Overseeing Committee to 
look after and guide the actual work 
of re-orientation and rc-organisatiom 
of the Museum.

The Government of India has ^ 
cepted the recommendations 
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tile Committee of Experts for re-orien- 
tation of Victoria Memorial, Calcutta 
as a Period Museum. It has been de¬ 
cided that the period to be covered by 
this Museum should be 200 years of 
Indian History i.e. 1700—1900.

SHINDE): (a) Monsoon set in time c.n 
31st May in Kerala and moved rapidly 
to some parts of the Peninsula, How¬ 
ever, the monsoon activity weakened, 
particularly in the South, during the 
second and third weeks of June. The 
monsoon revived in Southern and some 
Eastern States in the last wt«k of June 
1976, but in many parts of the country 
it remained w4ak until the 1 st week of 
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July 1976. The monsoon became 
active in most parts ot the ceuntry in 
the 2n(i week of July. During the 4 
weeks ending 11th August 1976, wides¬ 
pread rains occurred in different parts 
of the country. The easy availability 
of fertilizers, adequate supply of 
quality seeds and appropriate mange- 
ment of irrigation and power supply 
for agricultural purpose \could also 
help the kharif crops.

Andhra Pradesh, Karnataka, Gujarat 
and U.P. Sowing of maize is complete 
in almost all the maize growing States. 
Sowing of arhar and other krarif pul¬ 
sus is over. 

If the current tempo of monsoon 
activity is maintained in the coming 
fortnight, it is expected that all the 
States will achieve the full coverage. 

Cotton 


Available information on the extent 
of sowing etc. in different States in res. 
pect of foodgrains, cotton and raw 
jute and mesta is given below:— 

Food Crops 

Paddy, maize, jowar, bajra and 
pulses are the principal foodgrain 
crops during the kharif season. 

Transplanting of paddy in major 
paddy growing States like West Bengal, 
Bihar, U.P., Madhya Pradesh, Andhra 
Pradesh, Tamil Nadu, Orissa and 
Karnataka is in full swing. In Punjab, 
Haryana and Western U.P., the trans¬ 
planting of paddy is nearing comple¬ 
tion. 

Sowing of bajra and jowar is in pro¬ 
gress in the major producing states 
like Maharashtra, M.P., Rajasthan, 


Sowings of Cotton in the Northern 
States of Punjab, Haryana, U.P. and 
Rajasthan have been normal and crop 
condition is satisfactory. In the case 
of Gujarat, M.P. and Maharashtra, 
sowing are in progress, though some¬ 
what delayed on account of break In, 
the monsoon. If the monsoon conti¬ 
nues fo maintain the present tempo, the 
area in these States also is expected 
to be normal. 

Raw Jute and Mesta 

According to the available informa¬ 
tion, the production of jute and mesta 
is expected to be significantly larger 
than in 1975-76.

PATEL): (a) Under the Comprehensive 
Scheme for studying the Cost of Culti¬ 
vation of Principal.Crops launchW by 
this Ministry, data on cost of produc¬ 
tion of paddy,. taken as the principal 
crop for study, have be«i collected in 
the States of Assam and Uttar Pra¬ 
desh, wheat in Bihar, Punjab and West 
Bengal, cotton in Andhra Pradesh, 
Gujarat, Maharashtra and Tamil Nadu, 
and groundnut in Orissa during 1975- 
76. Jute was not taken up as the prin¬ 
cipal crop for study during lh4 year 
in any of the States. On a sub-sample 
basis, data on cost of production have 
been collected in a number of States, 
thesse data for 1975-76 are still under 
scrutiny/compilation by the agencies, 
generally Agricultural Universities en¬ 
trusted with the field work under the 
scheme. As such the estimates of cost 
for 1975-76 are not yet available. 
However, the latest available esti¬ 
mates of cost of production in respect 
of the.se crops are given in Statement I 
laid on the Table of the House. (Placed 
in Library. See No. LT-11113/76) 


(b) Procurement prices fixed by the 
Government for the 1975-76 marketing 
season in respect of naddy and wheat 
are given in Statement II. Procure¬ 
ment prices were not fixed in respect 
of cotton, jute and groundnut.

Where the West Bengal Goveroaft^ 
fedf tiiat tW Woe tupplted' were not 
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upto the specifications, were brought 
to the notice ol the Food Corporation 
of India. The Food Corporation ol 
India have reported that out ol 44 
such cases, 33 were within the specifi¬ 
cations prescribed by the Government 
ol India and in the other 11 cases the 
stocks were kept back lor issue alter 
cleaning and processing. The main 
problem, however, appears to be that 
while the consumers in West Bengal 
are accustomed to take par-boiled 
rice, the bulk ol the rice available with 
the Food Corporation ol India is ol 
the raw variety. Efforts are being 
made by the Government to encourage 
larger conversion ol paddy into par¬ 
boiled lice in the surplus States.

Government builds houses only for 
Central Government employees. As 
for the general public, houses are 
built either by the persons concerned 
themselves or by the State Housing 
Boards, Improvement Trusts, Deve¬ 
lopment Authorities or other builders, 
including Cooperative Societies . 

The programme for building houses 
for Central Government employees in 


the general pool is a phased one in the 
sense that all the houses required are 
not—and cannot be—built at one 
time; but are phased out from year to 
year, depending on the availability of 
funds. These are time-bound in the 
sense that, for each set of buildings 
taken up for construction, there is a 
time schedule for completion. More¬ 
over the attempt is to take up the 
construction of a certain number of 
houses each year so that a certain tar- 
getted satisfaction, based on the exist¬ 
ing demand, is reached within a cer¬ 
tain time. However, the actual imple¬ 
mentation of this programme depends 
on the fund allocation from year to 
year.

It is not a fact that a poor selection 
of titles is responsible for the sales 
position of the publications. The 
titles are selected very carefully in 
respect of the specific areas of in¬ 
terest of the individual organisations 
and not on commercial considerationa 
The selections are made on the basis 
of the recommendations of advisory 
bodies, which consist of eminent 
writers, scholars and artists. 

Lack of book-mindedness on the 
part of the literate section of the 
population, as well as the lack of the 
economic means to purchase books, 
are among the chief causes fdr the 
generally slow rate of sales even of 
books which constitute popular read- 
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ing. On the other hand, the books 
which are published with a social 
purpose, books (classics) which are 
brought out to promote the develop¬ 
ment of literature and inter-regional 
appreciation of literature, besides 
quality books on specialised subjects 
and those which have even research 
value, have all recorded an under¬ 
standably slow rate of sales. None¬ 
theless, tlie important fact is that 
the publications do not lose value 
with the passage of time. 

The arrangements for sale of books 
are indicated below organisation > 
wise:— 

National Book Trust 

Since March 1976, the Trust has 
taken steps to modify the earlier Sole 
Selling Agency arrangements, to¬ 
wards gradual assumption of direct 
sales itself.

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRI SHAH- 
NAWAZ KHAN): The “Gujarat Agri¬ 
cultural University” was established 
in 1972. A statement showing the 
(acts about the establishment and 
working of the University is laid oti 
the table of the Sabha. 

Statement 

The Gujarat Agricultural Univer¬ 
sity was established in February 1972 
and the State Government thereafter 
transferred teaching, research and 
extension training institutions to the 
University in June 1972. The Uni¬ 
versity started with 3 campuses at 
Junagadh, Anand and Navsari whore 
the Agricultural Collleges are situated 
Anand Campus also had a veterinary 
college and a Dairy Science College, 
42 research stations and farms were 
transferred to the University. ICAR 
coordinated Research Projects have 
also been transferred to the Univer¬ 
sity. The University operates 13 Agri¬ 
cultural Schools, one Home Science 
Shool, four Gram Sevak Training 
Centres, who stockman training cen¬ 
tres, a poultry training centre and an 
Irrigation Training Centre. Art Insti¬ 
tute of Extension Education at Anand 
now with the University is the regio* 
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nal centre for the training of exten- 
aira officers and workers. This centre- 
oil^ ahort-tmn and long-term train¬ 
ing in applied nutrition programmes 
for gram aevikaa and village level 
workers, social workers of voluntary 
agencies and also training to extension 
workers in small farmers agency pro¬ 
gramme, etc. 

The fourth Campus, which will be 
the principal campus of the Univer¬ 
sity, is being developed at Danti- 
wada. The University has proposed 
acquisition of about 1200 hectares of 
land of which about 600 hectares of 
land have already been transferred 
to the University and the rest is under 
acquisition. The projects proposed to 
be started at Dantiwada are: 

1. Centre for research in' arid and 

semi-arid zone problems. 

2. Livestock Research Station. 

3. Centre of Education and Re¬ 

search in Agriculture. 

4. Krishi Vigyan Kendra (Dee-sa). 

The Master Plan for the entire area 
has been finalised and the projects 
sanctiond. As Dantiwada had to be 
started from scratch, the entire town¬ 
ship is to be built. The cost of the 
township is estimated at Rs. 284 lakhs 
during the first phase. Due to finan¬ 
cial constraints, the State Govern¬ 
ment could not release adequate 
funds during the last 2 years for the 
development of the Dantiwada Cam¬ 
pus. However, construction of build¬ 
ings in the first phase was started in 
the last year and about l/3rd of the 
residential quarters will be ready by 
February 1977. The administrative 
office functioning at Ahmedabad may 
bfc shifted to Dantiwada later this 
year. 

The land acquired by the Univer¬ 
sity has been put to use during the 
last two years for green manuring in 
the first year and for growing nucleus 
seeds. 

The livestock research station is 
proposed to be started in an area of 


nearly 200 hectares. An area of 200 
hectares is set apart for arid aone re¬ 
search. 40 hectares is set apart for 
student farm and the rest will be uti¬ 
lized for growing nucleus seed and 
for producUon-cum-demonstrsition 
purposes. 

A Krishi Vigyan' Kendra will te 
started at Deesa where there was fm 
agricultural school with an attached 
farm. 

The University h^ switched over to 
a semester system with internal eva¬ 
luation of students. It has introduc¬ 
ed uniform syllabi in all colleges. A 
programme of faculty improvement 
has been undertaken. The syllabi are 
reviewed to make eduation more prac¬ 
tical and problem oriented. It is pro- 
posed to strengthen the different col¬ 
leges dining the 5th Plan. 

Dry farming research which is very 
important for the State has been re¬ 
cently strengthened. The disciplines 
of agricultural engineering and agri¬ 
cultural economics have been added 
in the dry-farming project operating 
at Rajkot. Groundnut is the most im¬ 
portant crop of Saurashtra area and 
it is proposed to establish an advanced 
centre for strengthening research in 
groundnut and other oilseeds at 
Junagadh. 

A farmers’ training programme has 
been started at Deesa. During the 
Sardar Patel Centenary year, the Uni¬ 
versity collected funds from the public 
and also with the grants received from 
the Sardar Centenary fund, 3 centres 
called Sardar Smriti Kendras are 
being started at Junagadh, Navsari 
and Anand. These centres will have 
a museum and information centre 
and a wing for various types of train¬ 
ing programme for farmers. 

The University has established a 
new faculty of basic science and Hu¬ 
manities and also the Faculty of Agri¬ 
cultural Engineering and Technology. 
It is proposed to have dej^rimeittg qf 
Forestry and Fisheries as soon as re¬ 
search in forestry and fishery sup« 
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transferred to the Univeridty by the 
State Government. 

The total financial assistance to be 
made available to the University in 
^e State Plan ia Rs. 9 «crores. ICAR 
assistance wll be available to the 
extcid of Rs. 2v5 crores. 

The Univerjdty, within the resources 
available, has tried to achieve inte* 
gration of teaching, research and ex> 
tension and has also strengthened and 
improved programmes in these direc¬ 
tions.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER 
OF URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Rkported death of one hundred 

BABIES IN TWO DELHI HOSPITALS 
BECAUSE OF HOSPITAL INFECTION 

SHRI M. C. DAG A (Pali): I call 
the attention of the Minister of Health 
and Family Planning to the following 
matter of urgent public importance 
and request that he may make a 
statement thereon: 

“Reported death of one hundred 
babie.? in two Delhi hospitals due to 
indiscriminate use of atitibiotics 
because of hospital infection.” 

THE MINISTER OF HEALTH 
AND FAMILY PLANNING (DR. 
KARAN SINGH): Government’s atten¬ 
tion has been drawn to press reports 
regarding the alleged deaths of 100 
babies in Delhi Hospitals due to hospi¬ 
tal infection. Mortality among new¬ 
born infants is due to many factors 
including Diarrhoea. Salmonella is 
commonly found in diarrhoea of in¬ 
fants, but Salmonella-Ncwport, which 
is a resistant variety, vines detected 


for the first time in Kalavati Saran 
Children’s Hospital in September 1975. ■ 
From then to date a total of 125 
cases of this infection amongst infants 
were detected in three hospitals, out 
of which 43 have proved fatal. This 
wos not due to indiscriminate use of 
antibiotics. 

All Government hospitals in Delhi 
have adequate machinery to detect 
and deal with hospital infections, 
which can be of various types. How¬ 
ever, in view of the importance of the 
matter. Government have set up a 
Group of four experts to investigate 
this new vanel./ of infection as well 
as other hospital infections, and sug¬ 
gest further remedial measures within 
a month. A copy of the Resolution 
containing the terms of reference and 
composition of the Expert Group is 
placed on the Table of the House. 

Npw Delhi^ the 9th August, 1976 
resolution 

Increase In the incidence of hospital 
cross infection in Delhi hospitals has 
been reported in the recent past. 
Government has also learnt that 
a virulent form of infection, namely 
Salmonella-Newport, has been de¬ 
tected in the paediatric wards of 
some of the hospitals and this has 
also resulted in higher mortality of 
infants. The ptoblcm of hospital cross 
infection was recently examined in a 
Joint ICMR-WHO Workshop on “Mic¬ 
robiological Investigations on hospital 
Cross Infections" held in January, 
1976 

To determine the prevalence of in¬ 
fections in Delhi hospitals in general, 
and of the Salmonella-Newport in 
particular, the sources of such infec¬ 
tion. their spread, the measures taken 
and those required to control the spread 
of such infection, the Government 
have decided to appoint a Group con¬

MR. SPEAKER: Order, please. I 
think the tendency in the House is 
somehow to convert the call attention 
into a debate and, unnecessary time 
is wasted. The rules are very clear. 
I shall quote: Rule 197(2) says; 

“(2) There shall be no debate on 
such statement at the time it is 
made (but each member in whose 
name the item stands in the list o2 
business may, with the permission 
of the Speaker, ask a question....” 

I will not confine myself very literally. 
You can formulate your questions and 
you can make two or three points but 
not put so many questions—1, 2, 3, 4 
and 5—and ydu go on for ten inihutes 
or 12 minutes, and then the Mitlieter. 
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takes another ten minutes and thus it 
is converted into a debate. I would 
request the hon. Members—becau.se I 
am allowing more call attentions—to 
confine themselves to half-an-hour to 
the whole thing in general cases; and 
in some cases which are very Impor¬ 
tant the whole thing may take not 
more than 25 to 40 minutes. 

SHRI M. C. DAGA: Mr. Speaker, 

Sir, this is the practice that generally 
in a particular call attention, in the 
House, the Minister makes a state¬ 
ment and then he gives replies to ques¬ 
tions. 1 shall put specific questions 
in future if you want. 

MR. SPEAKER: I have cited the 
rule. That is for your guidance. 

DR. KARAN SINGH: Sir, I entirely 
agree with the hon. Member when he 
says that the death of a child is always 
more poignant and tragic even than 
perhaps the passing away of somebody 
in ripe old age because, the man in 
his ripe old age has fulfilled most of 
his points. The point is this. I can 
assure the hon. Member that I myself 
have been deeply concerned not only 
with regard to this particular instance 
but generally with regard to others. 
He rightly raised the question of hygi¬ 
ene and the rate of infection in hospi¬ 
tals in general. I shall deal with them 
briefly. Or. salmonella, in fact, there 
was a W.H.O. and ICMR Workshop on 
mycrobiological investigations in Noso¬ 
comial and Streptococcal Infections 
which was held in January this year 
and we are following this up very 
closel.v in order to see what needs to 
be done to lower the infection rate. 
The reasons for these infections have 
got to be understood sometimes there 
are carriers, sometimes the mother is 
infected and sometimes there are in¬ 
fections within the hospital itself. 
Some of these children were born in 
this hospital while some of them came 
here immediately after their birth. 
Some of the children were bom some¬ 
what prematurely and, as you know, 
for the child bom prematurely, the 
defence mechanism is not adequately 


developed and therefore,' the rate of 
mortality is somewhat high. In any 
case, w'e would now set up not diUy 
a group to look into these but I shall 
have a series of personal meetings. I 
would like to admit that the rate of 
infection in the hospitals in this coun¬ 
try is still unexceptionally high. Delhi 
should be a model for the rest of the 
country. I am not at all satisfied with 
the present rate of infections and I am 
trying to see what measures need to 
be taken. These measures will include 
extending the hospitals and giving 
more and more staff, particularly, 
nursing staff and by providing clean 
and sterilised facilities for the children 
whenever they are born and also of 
educating the community in general 
with regard to the health praclice.? 
and, with regard to keeping the babies 
clean, we are taking a series of meas¬ 
ures which will need to be taken. 


I would only like to submit to iny 
hon. friend, Shri Daga that there is 
no question of any complacency, or 
anybody having to be awakened. 
Certainly we have been aware of this 
and we are taking the steps that are 
necessary to meet it. 


Nobody can assure that hospital 
’"nfections will not take place. Child 
mortality even in more advanced 
countries is an unfortunate fact of 
life. All we can ensure is—as Mr, 
Daga said—that due to negligence, 
lack of cleanliness or due to hygiene 
there should be no avoidable deaths. 

I am grateful to Mr. Daga for 
having given me the opportunity to 
say on the floor of the House that as 
soon as the report of this high-power¬ 
ed committee, in which high-level 
officers of my Ministry and the Delhi 
Administration are involved, is re¬ 
ceived by me I will initiate imme¬ 
diate action on whatever necessary 
steps are required to be taken to 
improve the facilities beitt

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Sir, when this Bill was first introduc¬ 
ed in this House I was one of those 
who, with my hon. friend Somnath 
Chatterjee, opposed this Bill on cer¬ 
tain grounas. Tne leader of my group, 
Shri Indrajit Gupta, has made it clear 
that our stand is: not total opposition 
to this Bill. That is why we have 
decided not to vote for or agaiastthis 
Bill. The leuson is clear. We do not 
want the anti-social and anti-national 
elements who had been arrested 
under MISA to be released. Our main 
opposition steins from misuse of po¬ 
wer given to various police officers and 
state authorities under MISA. I shall 
confine m.yself to a few cases of de¬ 
fence employees who are behind the 
bars. Tlie hon. Minister assured us 
the other day tliat he would consider 
those ca.ses. I have already given 
Shri Om Mehta, his colleague, a total 
picture of the workers and trade 
union leaders \vhr> extended their 
wholehearted support during the 
emergency to the 20 point program¬ 
me. Unfortunately even such per¬ 
sons are behind the bars. Four emp¬ 
loyees of the Ordnance factory at Am- 
barnalh near Bombay are behind the 
bars under MISA for 6-7 month. One 
of our executive committee members 
of the All India Defence Employees 
Federation, M, K. Rahut, who Was 
working in Calcutta, has been put be¬ 
hind the bars because he incurred 
the displeasure, of an army major and 
protested against misappropriaUtm of

co-operative funds by the army major 
who was commanding officer; he has 
been put behind the bars. Nine 
months have passed and he has not 
been released. What are the charges 
against those persons? -Two workers 
of the ordnance' factory at Katni, B. 
P. Sharma and another are similarly 
suffering. I had talk with the Chief 
Minister of Madhya Pradesh and he 
was surprised; he did not know any¬ 
thing about it. I referred the case to 
the Minister of Defence Production 
Shri Gadgit and he was kind enough 
to take up the matter with the state 
government. I hope he will also have a 
talk with the Home Ministry. 


Even after this, in the clothing fac¬ 
tory at Avadi, the General Secretary 
of our union, Shri V. C. S. Nair, who 
gave unconditional support to the im¬ 
plementation of the 20 point program¬ 
me has been put behind the bar. The 
Security Officer of that particular or¬ 
dnance factory reported against him 
and he still owes his allegiance to 
the DMK and not to anybody else. In 
the Heavy Vehicles Factory at Avadi, 
two of our employees, who are among 
the best artisans, are behind the bars. 
This House .-showered praises on the 
workers of this factory for producing 
the Vijayanta Tank which made a 
grave of the Patton tanks, given to 
Pakistan by the USA. In the ordnance 
factory at \arangaon in Maharashtra, 
the General Secretary of our union, 
Shri V. P. Sonai has been arrested 
on the 11th August under MISA. In 
the Kanpur JIT, the General Secretary 
Of the Karamchari Sangh^ Shri R. K. 
Tiwari is bt'hind the bar. 

I am prepared to sit with the Minis¬ 
ter. Let him prove that any of 
these Win kers whose names I have 
mentioned in this House has done any¬ 
thing which is , anti-social or anti¬ 
national or is against the progressive 
policies of the Government of India, 
including the 20 point programme. The 


situation is. being eifploited by 4-he ri^t 
reactionary forces and by the extre¬ 
mists. They openly say to t^ese 
workers. ‘‘You supported the 20-point 
programme and you are in jai^^ They 
are the General Secretaries of our 
unions. .1 request the minister to 
make a note of these cases. In Bihar, 
24 comrades of our party are behind 
the bars under MISA. - In Kofha 
mines also so many employees are 
behind the bars under MISA. After 
the emergency was clamped, did we 
not fight the minister and right reac¬ 
tionary forces vnlh our back to the 
wall? Did we not hold the banner 
high and made their sinister plans 
inoperative? Is this the reward you 
are giving us for that? I am not 
speaking now as an M.P. but as the 
President of the All India Defence 
Employees Federation, which rose to 
the occasio’i during every external 
aggression, whether by Pakistan or by 
China. We gave unconditional support 
to the Defence Minister and the Prime 
Minister. I urge on the hon. Home 
Minister to ca'l for the concerned 
papers and iiot to rely on the false and 
fabricated reports of the local ad¬ 
ministration. Let him sit vjith the De¬ 
fence Minister and sort out these cases, 
I will be able to prove that all the 
charges against these workers are 
fabricated or manipulated. The only 
fault of these workers is that they 
are trade union . workers and they 
have worked tor the welfare of the 
worker.^. The officers are tryitig to 
get them arr^^sied because of the past 
enmity and haired towards them. 
When there was an attack against 
the workers, they fought against it. 
Is this the reason for putting them 
behind the bar? I request the hon. mi¬ 
nister to ponder over this and not to 
give a stereotyped reply. .Ouf wor¬ 
kers are not e.fj-aid to be behind the 
bars. But it has created an extreme¬ 
ly difficult, situation for us to -vyork 
in those particular units when we 
find that those v/ho supported the gov¬ 
ernment’s progressive policies are 
put behind the bars. I. have written 
to the Prime Minister. J make an ap¬ 
peal to the hon, minister an<i ^is 
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colleague to realise the gravity of 
the situation. Today the workers are 
simmering witli anger. They know 
how to fight back but we have advised 
them not to agitate on this issue. I 
ani sure some day the minister will 
con^der their cases sympathetically 
and they '.v.'i] be reiaased. 


I am really sorry to use such ex¬ 
pression. If I may say so, if these 
people are not released, it will hamper 
the production of these units. 0£ 
course, during Emergency they can¬ 
not raise their voice. If these workers 
who have supported the 20-Point 
Programme and Mrs. Gandhi’s pro¬ 
gressive policies on certain Issues, are 
not released, Emergency or no Elmer- 
gency, DIR or no DIR', MISA or no 
MISA, they will also show their 
strength. 1 do Tiot want confrontation 
at this stage with the Government 
when we have to do so many things.

SHRI VASANT SAT HE (Akola): 

I rise to support the lli.l for tjie 
extension of the period of MIS.^ 
because I feel that the di.sciplirie that 
has been brought in the country du¬ 
ring loit year must continue if this 
Nation has to make progress on the 
economic front and if we are really 
to win the war against poverty be¬ 
cause democracy itself without disci¬ 
pline becomes mobocracy and 
anarchy. That is why our country 
was sliding into a period of anarchy, 
a period cC lawlessness, I am sure, 
no person, who wants democracy, 
parliamentary democracy as well, to 
continue in this country, would ever 
support a state of anarchy. 

So much was said about democracy. 
Waxing eloquent some of my friends 
like Prof. Mavalankar, Shri Shamim 
and others, say that democracy is in 
danger. Of ah the things, even 
Mahatma Gandhi's name was invoked 
to support their argument. I would 
like to quwlo what Mahatma Garidfti 
said about democracy. 

“True democracy is not inconsia- 
tent witli a few persons represen¬ 
ting the si-ii'it, the hope and aspi¬ 
rations of these whom they claim 
to represent. The spirit of demo¬ 
cracy catifjot be enforced from 
without but it has to come from 
within. The spirit of democracy 
cannot be established in the midst 
of terrorism whether governmmfal 
Or popular... In some respects^t 
popular terrorism is more antago¬ 
nistic to the growth of the .. 
mocratic spirit than the govsantf^ 
mental. For the latter strw^g^bfos^- 
the spirit , of deinoeat^,^ 
the former kills It. ' 
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I do not want anybody to give 
up his convictions or to suppress 
himself. I do not believe that a 
healthy and honest difference of 
opinion will injure our cause. But 
opportunism, camouflage or pat- 
ched-up compromises certainly 
will. If you must dissent, you 
should take care that your opinions 
voice your innermost convictions 
and Sue not merely inteoded as a 
convenience party cry.

flde^it that the attitude of the Gov¬ 
ernment -is not to be vindictive, to 
^victimise anybody. But, at the same 
time, it could not allow anybody to 
subvert democracy itself, or sabotage 
democracy, or bring about a state of 
affairs which will breed indiscipline 
in the country. That cannot be al¬ 
lowed. We cannot go back to a 
state of affairs of anarchy, not only 
fthis year or next year, but never.

If MISA is necessary to bring about 
that discipline, I would say that it 
I alumld be made a permanent statute. 
llThis emergency is Anushasan Portm, 
and it mtist remain for ever, if demo- 
cfniqy is to prevail. Without that, 
ileMM^racy cannot prevail. So, this 
li^ld be continued, unless you want 


thie country to bo forced to go to a 
state ol affairs that is found in some 
other countries where there is regi¬ 
mentation. 

I would conc'ude by quoting what 
the Prime Minister said in her ad¬ 
dress to the Commonwealth Parlia¬ 
mentary Conference that was held 
here recently, and these are pertinent 
remarks: 

“The inability to accede to power 
by democratic means may lead 
some parties to offer unconstitution 
a] or extra-constitutional challen¬ 
ges." 

That was what was happening in. 
this country. 

“For any democracy it is im¬ 
perative to guard against such 
developments. It then becomes an 
onerous, if painful, duty to counter¬ 
act them by constitutional remed¬ 
ies. The responsibility for preserv¬ 
ing democracy is not confined to 
the rming party. It devolves 
equally on the parties of the op¬ 
position and the people as a 
whole.” 

Before pleading for any relaxation, 
I v/ould plead with the Members of 
the Oppesition to search their hearts 
and try to play their role so that what 
you call relaxation may be increased. 

I support the Bill.

SHRI SHYAM sunder MOHA- 
PATRA (i&alasore): Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
extension of the period of MISA is 
going to give solace to those persons 
who want to carry forward the 20- 
point programme of the Prime 
Minister. In a country which is fac¬ 
ed wirh on sloughts from Right Reac¬ 
tionary and Fascist forces, MISA is a 
boon to us, because it is the iron roll 
which a ringmaster uses to control a 
»tiger. Government is the ring-master 
and it is controlling the Fascist and 
Right Reactionary forces with this 
rod. In a socialist country where the 
people think of equality, where the 
people think of socialism and where 
the people think of having an egali¬ 
tarian society, there has also to be 
^ control on these forces by means of 
f Government orders. 

We have enjoyed unlimited demo¬ 
cracy during the last 2.'i years. Stu¬ 
dents, teachers, lawyers, businessmen 
and everybody else thought that each 
was enjoying his liberty to a vast ex¬ 
tent in this period of restraint. This 
I period of one year may have been an 
era of restraint or may have been an 
■ycra of discipline, but we have to dis¬ 
cipline every type of person who is 
interested in sabotaging our sense of 
discipline. In this year of discipline, 
prices have been controlled and infla¬ 
tion has been controlled through dis¬ 
ciplinary and educative measures. Big 
business has been controlled to the 
extent that they have now agreed to 
the dictates of Government. Smuggl¬ 
ing has been checked to a very large 
extent and smugglers who are operat¬ 
ing from Kuwait and certain Arab 
countries are so much restrained in 
^their activities and so much frustrated 
that they think that they are probably 
doomed. During my tour of the Arab 
c» 9 untnes, various people, especially 
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in Kuwait, told me that the Emer¬ 
gency in India has curbed to a large 
extent the movements of the smuggl- 
ers in these Arab countries. Then, 
bad characters also, have been hauled 
up. In the :itreets of Delhi it was im- 
possible for women to move about 
after 10 o’clock in the night, but it is 
now safe. A Police officer told me 
that two years ago it was so difficult 
for the people to move about in the 
stieets, but it is now’ calm beCvUiac 
bad characters have been hauled up. 
But. at the same time, I must give a 
cautious W'aming to the Administra¬ 
tion. Our Prime Minister had told 
the Inspector-General of Police to tell 
the Chief Secretaries and other offi¬ 
cials that the MISA should not be 
used recklessly. Yet, as the Hon. 
Minister had said, in certain cases, 
instead c,f the MISA being used 
against persons who are anti-national, 
who are anti-social and who want to 
curb our democracy, it is being used 
lor personal vendetta against certain 
peisons. 1 have seen this in my State 
of Orl.ss.a and I pointed this out la.st 
time also: he is aware of it. But, of 
course, there has been caution from 
the Prime Minister to the Chief Min¬ 
isters that this MISA should be used 
only against persons who are against 
the implementation of the 20-point 
programme and who are against the 
four-point programme and the five- 
point programme of Sanjay Gandhi 
and who are against the democratic 
spirit that has been unleashed by the 
Government during this period of 
Emergency. 

The manipulation of foreign eje- 
change by smugglers has been curbed 
to a large extent by the MISA, and 
because of the COFEPOSA Act there 
are more than a thousand people be¬ 
hind the prison bars today, who had 
tried to smuggle out our money into 
other countries. 

Sir, there has been pressure on the 
Government from various sources that 
persons who are In jail should be re¬ 
leased. Persons who are in ieng i |iT>A, 
peisons who are in the United States, 
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persons who are in' Canada, Ger¬ 
many.

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHAPA¬ 
TRA: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, while 
concluding my speech on this MISA, 

1 would like to refer to a directive 
which was issued by the Hon. Miins- 
ter Shri Om Mehta on behalf of the 
Home Ministry to all the State Go¬ 
vernments, to use the MISA against 
black-marketeers, racketeers and eco 
nomic offenders. This directive was 
issued on the 18th of July 1976 and it 
was appreciated by a very large sec¬ 
tion of the people. We know that 
there are political opponents; there are 
parties which believe in aggressive 
Leftist designs; there are Parties 
which believe in communalism and 
there are Parties which intend to sub¬ 
vert our economic rights; but the 
most dangerous element in our coun¬ 
try today is a section of the people 
which is indulging in economic racke¬ 
teering. They want to subvert our 
economic standing. The MISA should 
be used'mainly against those people. 

Now, Mr. D. N. Tiwari, the Chief 
Minister of Uttar Pradesh, said a few 
weeks ago that he would like to use 
the MISA against those who are; cor¬ 
rupt. There are ofBcers in pur bure- 
auqredyr-^TAS officers, IPS 
Engineers 1 ^.—who are 
During the last 27 yesssf 


the bureaucracy winched tbemselvee 
through the contractors and it is they 
who had helped Uie smuggl^ and 
economic offenders. The Income Tax ' 
officials and Engineers have heim' 
hands-in, gloves with the contractors 
who have absolutely reduced, our eco¬ 
nomic standing. The MISA should he 
used against these officers. I congra¬ 
tulate Mr. Tiwari for having spoken 
fankJy. 

Many years before Independence, 
Pt. Jawaharlal Nehru said that we 
should hang economic offenders from 
the nearest lamp-post. If Uie law 
does not permit that and we cannot 
hang them, we can at least send tltem 
to the prison houses under the MISA, 

If that is done, a large section of our • 
people will be very much happy. 

While concluding, I will make an¬ 
other fervent appeal to the Home 
Minister. There are many persons 
suffering under MISA; there are help- 
less and poor people who have been 
sent to prison mainly because of per¬ 
sonal vendetta of certain iiolice offi- • 
cers, and their families are in a ruin¬ 
ous condition. The Kerala Govern¬ 
ment have decided to give between 
Rs. 50 and 150 to them. Their chil¬ 
dren have not made any mistake; their 
wives have not made any mistake; it 
is the husbands who may have done, 
any mistake. Therefore, while con¬ 
gratulating the Kerala Government, I 
would request that the Home Ministry 
which has the power to review cases, ; 
may undertake a review and If they 
feel in their discretion that there are 
cases where help is necessary, Uney 
may, by using thdr discretion, by 
their benevolent consideration, try to 
help such families.

DR. KAILAS (Bombay South): Mr.'^ 
Depuly-Speaker, Sir, I rise to support 
the motion moved by the Home Min¬ 
ister for extending the period of arrest 
under MISA and oppose the Resolu¬ 
tion moved by Shti Somnath Chatter- 
jee. This motion has been brought 
forward by the Home Minister be¬ 
cause the situation is still grave, and 
before any suggestion of Mr. Somnath 
Chatterjee is taken care of, we must 
take care of our country first and 
think for the benefit of teeming mil¬ 
lions, who were suffering so much 
before Emergency and MISA were 
applied. 

Mr. Somnath Chatterjee spoke in a 
very angry mood because the plan of 
his Party to use violent and extra- 
^ Constitutional means came to an end 
and, perhaps, because this Group has 
been dislodged from their efforts to 
create chaos and anarchy in the coun¬ 
try. Mr. Somnath Chatterjee is right, 
as a member of the Opposition Party, 
in moving the Resolution for which I 
,, have no grievance, but he must under- 
' stand the larger implications of the 
MISA on the country and the achieve- 
m^ts that Save come in the last 
twelve months during the operation of 
Ehnergency and MISA and then press 
for his resolution. 

I think, Mr. Indraj it Gypta and his 
Party have decided to remain neutral 
when voting takes places: he has ex¬ 
plained why' he has taken this atti¬ 
tude. But may I request him to 
oppose when voting takes place on the 
Resolution of Mr. Somnath Chatterjee?. 

I agree with Shri Indrajit Gupta that 
ttose persons e^o have bera honest, 
labour unionists or party workers 
4 ^uld jaot bawe been 
ten he stand guatept^ that .

labour leaders would not instt^^ the 
workers to produce less in fadtoii^ or 
create chaos in the factori^ and that 
his party men would not teach vio* 
lent agitations to the landless labaur 
or the persons affec.ted by the S!ecSS*t 
mea.surcs against money-lenders' or on 
anything which is shown In the 20* 
point programme which, Mr. Indrajit 
Gupta and his Party has already said, 
they are supporting. ‘Supporting* 
does not mean that you create chaos 
In the places where they are working 
in the name of 20-point programme 
and teach the people to take to violent 
means for redress under the 20-polnt 
programme. The Govt, can not afford 
to take risk in law and order question, 

I tiiink, the Home Minister wifl 
agree that there have been malo fide 
arrests by over-enthusiastic officers or 
by certain officers just to take revenge 
for some old, personal grievances. I 
would suggest that the Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, under the chairmanship of 
Chief Minister, may get the cases of 
those who have been recommended by 
MPs be examined by an independent 
and impartial officer without believ¬ 
ing in the police reports which have 
been concocted and then decide the 
cases. Secondly, all those cajses which 
have been recommended by the Chief 
Minister or the State Governmaat for 
release, as mentioned by Mr. Salve 
and also by myself, should be con¬ 
sidered by the Home Ministry at the 
Centre and they should see that ttey 
are released. 

I would say that suo motu all caate 
of school and university teachers, 
tors, engineers and InteUectuslS 
examined afresh. If they give «a 
dertaking in writing that they' hi^ 
nothing to do with any violent 
tion and that they would beha^ 
an honest and good citizen, they 
be released, or released on parole; te 
that they can establish what 
have given la writing. , 

Before I conclude, I wot^diai^ 4 
few questions to the Home 
W^jl ypu'.have a better- 
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mittee? Today, though the Chief Min¬ 
ister sits as Chairman of the review 
Committee, he has perhai>s to depend 
on the police records and I am sorry 
to say that our cry, our letters after 
letters have fallen on deaf ears. Cer¬ 
tain innocent persons have been kept 
In custody beyond a period of 8-12 
months just on suspicion and the en¬ 
tire family has been ruined. I am 
talking of those boys, teachers and 
professors whose families have been 
badly affected. It is not only the per¬ 
son who has been arrested suffers but 
his family, his wife and his other rela¬ 
tions are also getting affected econo¬ 
mically. Politically also it is going 
against this Government for nothing. 
Will the Home Minister agree to give 
us a break-up of arrests in the diffe¬ 
rent States in the categories, not of 
smugglers, hoarders or black-marke- 
ters, but students, teachers and such 
.political leaders who perhaps did not 
belong to any banned organization? I 
am sure, the Home Minister will be 
good enough to do this. He has al¬ 
ways given due consideration to the 
representations which I have sent to 
him. On my representation to him, 
one person has been brought out on 
parole and another person has been 
released, because he was convinced 
that the Shiv Sena people were res¬ 
ponsible for creating trouble and not 
these i)eople. Before I sit down, I 
would give two names, one is Dr. 
Prashant Kumar and the other is Sbri 
Sheth of Delhi University. They are 
innocent people and have been haras¬ 
sed unnecessarily. Their cases may 
kindly be looked into. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Why br- 
ing in names? You can write those 
names to the Home Minister. 

DR» KAILAS: With these words. I 
support the Bill and oppose the Re¬ 
solution of Shri Somnath Chatterjee. 

SHRl B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Mr. 
DeputyrSpeaker^ Sir, since I have 
waited throug&out the whole of tri- 
dav...and aihce the Home Mipistet is 
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here and ! am the last speaker, I 
would request you to be kind enough 
to give me a few more minutes. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We are 
neering 14-15 already; you may take 
five minutes and finish. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: The , other day, 
I was hearing Shri R. K. Khadilkar 
and he said that there was a lot of 
nervousness even in the Central Hall. 
I do not think that the gossip must 
be taken that seriously. But as a 
solution to put MISA permanently on 
the Statute Book of this country, tlat 
would not be in fairness to our Con¬ 
stitution. I do hope that we do look 
forward to a day when MISA whigh 
was described as a sort of corrective 
or restorative for the national health 
and discipline is vacated. It does not 
appear but we must Be in a position 
to see that the status quo ante on the 
eve of the imposition of the MISA 
docs not come once again. 

The acid test would be of the effec¬ 
tiveness of the MISA like the medi¬ 
cine administered to a patient as to 
how well he has recovered, not that 
he has been continuously hospitalised. 
But, for that, I think now is the time 
during the period of emergency when 
all the peace-loving, progressive par¬ 
ties of our country will have to unite 
to forge a united front at a time when 
this destructive element has either 
gone underground or has bem locked 
behind the bars, as to how to &ee the 
reaction when' the MISA is lifted. 

Therefore, with due deference and 
due agreement to my lack of know¬ 
ledge about the individual Commu¬ 
nists who have been put behind the 
bars, I would suggest that the sugges¬ 
tion of the CPI leader, Mr. Indrajit 
Gupta with regard to those Commu¬ 
nists and CPT Members who have be«a 
detained In order at a future date to 
forge a common' united front against 
the resurrection of the activities 
the post-emergency period, skns^ Jbe 
confidered most syinpgth^ 1 leally, 5 ^^, ’ ‘ 
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Unfortunately, during' this period of 
Hhiergency what has grown is not 
constitutionalism. (Interruptions ). 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You have 
a very limited time. Please do not get 
diverted. 

SHRI B. V. Naik: In respect of the 
MISA period and the Emergency 
period, what we have witnessed is 
more and'more of statism and less and 
less is the evidence of cousitutiona- 
lism. Statism looks like constitutiona¬ 
lism and adamant to discipline. But 
there has been a rise of statism. The 
hon. Minister who has been very 
sober and far away from the descri¬ 
ption of that French-cut hon. friend 
of ours, Mr. Shamim who only looks 
more like Adolf Hitler than Mr. 
Brahmananda Reddy, 

I hope, will examine from the poli¬ 
tical angle as to in how many States 
the Chief Ministers I would not men¬ 
tion the names the Chief Executives 
of yoiir Government have been able 
to rely more and more, not on the 
. popularly elected representatives, not 
On the elected Congress Parties or 
their own ruling Parties, but more 
and niore on the State apparatus, 
viz., the Magistracy and the Police 
Officers in identifying the people who 
have to be dealt with by and large. 

A large number of people, accord¬ 
ing, to my limited observation, who 
ougftt to be inside under the MISA, 
are yet outside and it is a considera- 
( ble number, I must admit, because 
their detentions are particularly ba¬ 
sed ou Police records, law and order 
records and not on political intelli¬ 
gence gathered from the local people 
and reiwesentatives of the people 
and the confidants of the governiiig 
party tmd the Ministers. If a consi¬ 
derable number of people who ought 
to be outside are ®lso inside. I think, 
the hon. Minister, when he extends 
the period of this legislation, will give 
due consideration regarding this re- 
r view. The recommendation in regard 
to broad-basing these review com¬ 
mittees is welcome by and large. 
The treetmeht of the MISA detenus, 
iw i(a^ of them have come otit, is ac- 
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tually very very glorious and tlW . 
are very happy about the treatment 
they have been given and we have 
no complaints about it. 

I Impe the Minister gives due c<m-‘ 
sideration to the few points I have 
raised. 

^ THE MINISTER OF HOME AFFA¬ 
IRS (SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RE¬ 
DDY) : Mr. Deputy Speaker, of the 
hon. members and I would like to ex¬ 
press my grateful thanks to all those 
who participated in the discussions 
on this amending Bill. I must parti¬ 
cularly thank the members on my 
side for their very valued support 
and also Shri Sharma, former BJS 
Member, now independent and Shri 
Indrajit Gupta who has also given su¬ 
pport to the Bill though he was made 
some observations with regard to the 
detention of some of his party work¬ 
ers. 

Shri Somnath Chatterjee, while 
moving the Resolution of disapproval 
has tried to tell this House what i.? 
the conception of democracy, natural 
law, natural justice, civil liberties, 
etc. It is not my purpose now to enter 
into any controversy or even a discu¬ 
ssion with regard to his, if I may say 
so eloquence on those subjects. But 
I wish to say this—as the Prime 
Minister is also reported to have 
said at one place all rights flow only 
from duties. Just now, an hour or se 
ago, my friend Shri Sathe was quot¬ 
ing from ‘Mahatma Gandhi’s observa¬ 
tions on democracy. They are very 
relevant in this context if my friend 
Shri Somnath Chatterjee can again 
and also change his min'd about those 
concepts. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: I 
shall be relying on them.

possibly, if I may take some liberty, 
that comer in this HouSe is at a dis-' 
advantage to speak about democrac¬ 
ies, civil liberties, etc. 

As has been repeatedly said by 
^ many civil liberties do not contemp¬ 
late incitement to violence, civil li¬ 
berties do not contemplate the kind 
of most offensive speech that have 
been made from that corner of the 
House in the Parliament or to disrupt 
economy or to disrupt the life of the 
. entire community. Everybody will 
have to understand that ones liberty 
should have respect for the liberty of 
the other and in my oplnoin there are 
few rights which have no correspond¬ 
ing obligations. I do not wish to ela¬ 
borate on this point because it is a 
beaten track. Honourable friends 
know about it and friend Shri 
Somnath Chaterje© also knows very 
Well about it. 

I would like also to quote from a 
purported statement said to have been 
made by the Prime Minister a few 
days ago— 

“The purpose of the proposed cons¬ 
titutional charges was to ensure that 
the protections afforded in the name 
nf civil liberties were not misused 
to frustrate and over-turn the very 
existence of Constitutional demo¬ 
cracy and secondly, to facilitate 
social change and secure it from the 
power of vested interests to man'i- 
pulate the catches and springs of 
law.'' 

This has been recently reported and 
I wish to quote that the Information 
of hon.

When¬ 
ever trenchent criticism is made 
about Government Or Government's 
functioning by the court or whenever 
the court makes any observations 
about such things, some members of 
the opposition, particularly in the 
CPM party.

Certainly, I am not 
against dissent as I said before. Even 
today I am not against dissent. But 
dissent must be sincere and purpose¬ 
ful. It must help the Government 
in correcting its mistakes I wUh to ' 
draw Mr Somnath Chatterjee’s atten¬ 
tion to that particular aspect. 

MISA is a permanent Act pas.>!ed 
by this House, as you could be aware 
in 1971. MISA now has two con¬ 
cepts; one is that one passed in 1971 , 
namely, where a person who has 
committed some mischief and things 
like that, can be detained.

You should scrutinise the case? ol 
defence employees who are detained. 
If they were a real danger to the 
security of the country, you may take 
action; otherwise you should release 
them. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED- 
•DY; I -have taken your point; i 
will come to you. I also wish to say 
that about* thirty per cent of the people 
have been released and about ten per 
cent of the people are already on 
parole. I am giving broad hinti; so 
that you may appreciate whether there 
«ouJd be any large scale misuse. I am 
not going into particular instances here 
and there, there may be cases which 
may have to be gone into and I have 
said that i£ instances are brought to my 
notice, I shall go into them. As I have 
said, in this House, at the earliest 
opportunity after the Ordinance re¬ 
garding section 16A on 29th June 
1975, the Prime Minister had v.’ritlen 
a strong letter to the Chief Ministers; 
without quoting from it; I should say, 
it is to this effect; we have recently 
enacted the Maintenance of Internal 
Security Act by an Ordinance; this 
amendment gives wide powers to the 
state governments to detain persons 
without giving them any grounds for 
their detention and their cases need 
not- be sent to the central advisory 
board; I am sure you will agree that 
this power ought to be exercised very 
sparing and with the greatest of 
care; according to the provision m 
the amending ordinance when the 
detention is made by orders of an 
officer it has to be approved by the 
state government, within a fortnight 
of detention; there are also provisions 
for periodical reconsideration of the 
detention orders; having regard to the 
nature of the powers granted. It is 
essential that the highest authority in 
the state should approve the deten¬ 
tion and I would therefore request 
you to personally look into all cases 
that come under the amending Or¬ 
dinance and all detentions thereunder 
should only be made if they are 
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approved by you or if necessary by a 
ministerial committee appointed by 
you. 

SHRI INDEAJIT GUPTA: ‘You* 
means who? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: Chief Ministers; the letter was 
bddressed by the Prime Minister to 
the Chief Ministers. 

SHRI SOMHATH CHATTERJEE: 
Ha.'- it been followed? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: Yes, Of course; if it has not 
been followed how do you think that 
thirty .per cent had been ; eleased? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Has it 
been followed onij thirty per cent— 
only thirfy per cent of that letter*? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: Do you mean to say that every¬ 
body who lias been taken in should 
be released? I think it is a proposi¬ 
tion at which you are yourself 
laughing. This . letter has been 
follow*ed up by several guidelines 
issued by the Home Secretary on how 
Ihi? has to be done. Therefore, I 
am only trying to convince this 
House that all possible precautions 
right from the head of the country 
are being taken to gee that misuse 
if any is kept to thg absolute mini¬ 
mum. Even in July 1976 the Pi-ime 
Minister had written another letter 
regarding police excesses, etc. where¬ 
in she hud brought m detention and 
requested the Chief Ministers to 
kindly be.stow personal attention in 
the matter. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: When 
will you w'rite? You also write a 
letter. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: No, no; do not take it formally; 

I should request the hon. Membea* 
that it is not intended to be Hiat 
ftwrmal; it is intended to be observed 
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Tiy the Chief Ministers. Other pre¬ 
cautions also have been taken with 
regard to interviews, the correspon¬ 
dence they can undertake with their 
relatives or lawyers etc. and particu¬ 
larly with regard to their health. 
With regard to health, instructions 
had been issued by the Home Secre¬ 
tary to see that particular care is 
taken about the health of the detenus 
who are Members of Parliament, 
Members of State Legislatures and 
other important people. I have pre¬ 
viously in this House quoted the 
letter written by Mr. Samar Guha 
and if you do not mind, I would like 
to read it again. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Is that 
the only letter you have got? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: It says: 

“I had been in British in

and I do not remember to have 
received better treatment from the 
members of the jail staff including 
the doctors than I have been re¬ 
ceiving from the staff of the jail 
and the doctor.”

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: In spite of the fact that timier 
tails about the amenities provided for 
prisoners because it is a State subject 
and eve'y Slate has its own regula¬ 
tion-. But generally speaking, with, 
regard to health, living conditions, 
diet, interviews, letter-wilting etc. 
they^' ha\e been taken care of. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUl^A: You 

are not compelled to take the advice 
of the Ad^dso^y Board. But let them 
have a look at these cases and review 
them. What is your objection to 
that? You are not exp'aining that 
at all. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANAND.A RED¬ 
DY: In spite of tiie facts that under 
the judgment of the Supreme Court, 
the detenus cannot have recourse to 
courts on th.- questions whether the 
detejition orciei-.s are legal or illegal, 
mala fide or bemo fide, even so, many 
repre.'^cn.a.'tions have been recieved 
at State levels and Central level also 
and each one of th-*m has been exa¬ 
mined 1 can that those repre¬ 
sentations that have been made 
either by the detenus or on their Iie- 
haii’ by M«ml/(.rs of Parliament or 
INIcmbci's of State Legislatures or 
others have lieon gone into, the 
Stale G ovei’nments .nnd other agenc- 
i?.^ huvc been consulted and then 
action lias been taken. 

The other day Shri Indrajit 
Gupta was referring to so many cases. 
In order to save the time of the House, 

I can v/rite tc 'ijm a detailed letter . 
regarding each person, what steps 
have been tal?en, how it has been 
done in consultation with the State 
Government and how some pec^le 
have been released. My purpose in 
suggesting this is not consume tnuch 
time of the House. 

Shri Chandeshwar Singh of Satan ^ 
and Lai Jh& of Madhubani were , 
not arrested, Shri Harijan Jfhtpj, 
and Shri Gulab Thakur oi Ma^tife 
bani were released.

Naturally. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDPAPPAN: 
Many persons, including those belong¬ 
ing to RSS, were released and 
only Shri Anwar Ali Khan was not 
released. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RE¬ 
DDY; When the period of parole was 
over, nauirally he was taken ijack. 

Shri Hoda, a leader of the Student 
Federation of India,, who had parti¬ 
cipated in agitations, in his case the 
State Government after review pro¬ 
posed to release him on parole to 
enable him to piosecute his studies. 
We sent our approval five day.s ago 
and he will be rc’eased so that he 
can continue his studies. 

So far as Shri R. K. Tewari is con¬ 
cerned that case has been gone into 
by the State Government, and the 
State Government is not inclined to 
release him ,for very many, valid 
reasons. 
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Therefore, what I wish to submit 
is that every representation that is 
made by the hon. Members is being 
looked into with sincerity by the 
State Governments concerned. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: With this

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RE¬

With regard to the other aUega- 
tious made by Mr. Somnath Chatter- 
jee regarding the dismissal of Cen¬ 
tral Government servants, it is not 
as if it is done off-hand just like that. 
Whenever action has to be t^esQ, 
there is a Secretaries Committee, in 
which so many Secretaries i^t to-^^ 
gelher, to decide the case on merits, 
whether it is a case fit to be dis-i 
znissed under article 011 (2) (c) 
the Constitution or not. It is not al 
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U the Minister takes a decision. A 
strong Secretaries Committee goes 
into it, goes into all the reasons, and 
sees whether there is any justification 
or not, and then only it ultimately 
goes to the Minister for his approval. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Why are those reasons not disclosed? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDOY: 
You are going on the beaten track. 
You cannot get over it. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Why don’t you order an enquiry? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
I am only submitting that dismissing 
a Government servant under article 
311 is not due to the whim or fancy 
or imagination of a certain individual. 
I am only saying that the entire case 
is gone into by a Secretaries Com¬ 
mittee, where several Secretaries sit; 
they analyse the case, they look into 
the case, they see the justification or 
otherwise, and then only come to a 
conclusion. Therefore, it is not arbi¬ 
trary or whimsical. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Those 
who have been dismissed are either 
Secretaries or Presidents of unions.

MISA is used to suppress the trade 
unions. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Is it his idea that inactive people, 
people who do not take part in poli¬ 
tics should be dismissed? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Be 
honest and clearly announce that.you 
Will not allow any trade imions.

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SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 

If you mean to say that because of 
some trade union activity or because 
they are representing a trade union 
or an association they are dismissed, I 
do not agree. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; That 
is Why they are dismissed. 

SHRI K. LAKKAP^A (Tumkur): 
There are still people in Karnataka in 
the non-nationalised banks who be¬ 
long to the RSS. Why is not MISA 
being applied against them on a large 
scale since they are sabotaging the 
Whole eco'nomic system? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REI^DY: 
Even that matter has been gone into 
and Si few have been removed from 
service. I do not know how many, 1 
only wish to say that even your alle¬ 
gation has been gone into. Whether 
on the basis of your allegation or that 
of somebody else, it has been gone 
into and some liave been asked to quit 
service. In the case of others, the 
allegations were found to be baseless. 

Therefore, it is very difficult to 
accept the advice of Shri Indrajit 
Gupta that the Advisory Board should 
be re-activated under section 16A, or 
to accept the suggestion of my valued 
friend, Dr. Kailas to have a review 
committee. ' There cannot be a bigger 
review committee than under the 
aegis of the Chief Minister himself.

AN HON. MEMBER: Have com¬ 
plaints come to you? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Ye.-!, 

there have been complaints. That is 
why, I have asked. I am the cus¬ 
todian of the rights of the Members 
of this House, and when these com¬ 
plaints come to me, the least I can do 
is to seek clarification from the Gov¬ 
ernment. ... 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Without fear of contradiction, I can 
tell you and the House through you, 
Sir, that there can be no obstruction 
to any Member of the House doing 
his normal duties. But if, in a certain 
area, a public meeting ia to be held 
or some other function is to be held, 
there are local rules.,.. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am 
not talking of liublic meetlpgs. Even 
when they do not caU public 
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meetings, do they have to take prior 
permission of the Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner or the Deputy Collector? 

5HRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
1 ^0, Sir. There are certain local rules 
or regulations either for a meeting or 
using a mike or for collecting a 
gathering inside a hall; permission 
has to be taken. It is only with re¬ 
gard to that. Otherwise a Member 
is free to pursue his activities with¬ 
out hindrances by anybo«Iy- 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
<Burdwan): At least on one point 
I find almost near unanimity on both 
sections of the House, that MISA has 
been misused. Instances of such mis¬ 
use have been given by almost all 
the hon. Members On either side who 
have spoken against my motion or 
in support of the Bill. The Minister 
himself does not deny that there has 
been misuse of MISA. Only he says, 
*We are trying to go into those cases 
of misuse of MISA and are trying to 
rectify it.’ 

My main submission has been on 
principle, that you have enacted a 
law which is being misused, admit¬ 
tedly misused. Even if 30 per cent 
of the people who have been detained 
under MISA have been put behind 
■the bars by reason of misuse of this 
draconian law, this sweeping law, 
there must be something basically 
wrong either in the law or in the 
application of it. 

Now, whai is the corrective? The 
corrective is to go to the hon. Minis¬ 
ter on bended knees and wait for 
his blessings, which blei^ings he can 
only give on the basis of the report 
that will come all along the channel. 
And who will initiate this report? 
The very persons who have issued 
th^e illegal detentlrms. Therefore, the 
whole process has become a mockery 
of review. Therefore, instead of 
having a inlnlmal right to get rid 
of an illegal a mala flde detention 
order, 1 hive to go and aafk for 


mercy. This is the approach of this 
Government. That is why I,wanted 
to ask them.—ask them and 1 want 
to know whether you have any faith 
or belief in the principles of civil 
liberty. Nobody has said nor does 
that the Constitution of this country 
provides certain rights and civil 
liberties wh.ich are absolute. The 
Constitution itself provides cons¬ 
traints on civil liberties and the 
exercise of rights of freedom. There¬ 
fore, these are the normal laws. The 
1971 MISA, even without a Procla¬ 
mation, the second Proclamation and 
a Notification under Art 359(1) of 
the Constitution preventing people 
from approaching courts to exercise 
their fundamental rights, even before 
the issUfi of that Presidential Pro¬ 
clamation, -was upheld by the Sup¬ 
reme Court as a valid piece of legis¬ 
lation. And under the old MISA 
before 16A was introduced, at least 
a situation had come about, namely, 
that there wa.s no fixed period of de¬ 
tention and fhe hon. Minister has 
not been able to refute me. When' 1 
say that only 15 per cent of the 
detenus even under the liberal MISA 
had been able to get released by 
orders of courts, 85 per cent remain 
in jail an^ for an indefinite period. 
There arc detenus now who were de¬ 
tained prior to this Emergency and 
whose detention was continued for 2 
years or 3 years, if not more. Afe 
they not entitled to know when they 
will be released? A person who has 
been prosecuted for an offence under 
the Indian Penal Code, and fbund 
guilty and sentenced to imprisonment, 
knows how long he will be in jail, 
but not a citizen of this country who 
has got the favour of this Government 
to be detained under the MISA. This 
is the fundamental approach.

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
I shall come to that. Who wants in¬ 
discipline as sucht 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: You do. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
The iion. Minister used to say, gains 
of emergency. Today he made a 
slight departure and said gains of 
discipline. He said emergency has 
brought about discipline. This is 
according to your own thinking only. 
You have not taken into account the 
views of the people of the country at 
all. Their voices have been throttled. 
They can’t express their views. I 
ask the Minister one thing: Can you 
not enforce discipline without MISA? 
You say you have got so much sup¬ 
port of the people and al| that. Can 
you not enforce discipline in the 
country without the application of 
MISA? While I moved the Motion 
for the disapproval of the ordinance, 
I asked one question which the Minis¬ 
ter has tried to avoid. I asked him 
whether without MISA you can gov¬ 
ern or you cannot. He has not re¬ 
plied to that. Now we find that 12000 
people are under the provision 16-A 
of the MISA, the emergency deten¬ 
tion, Shall I tell you in how many 
cases the power of emergency de- . 
tention is being misused? On 25th 
June, 1975 a member of this House 
Mr. Nurul Huda was detained not 
under section 16-A. It was not there. 
He was given the grounds of deten¬ 
tion, One of the grounds was this 
that he had supported the cause of 
the Assam University Teachers. The 
other was that he had demanded the 
release of the teachers of the Assam 
University. That was against a 
Member of Parliament. The matter 
went to A.«»sam High Coiu-t. The Chief 
Justice asked the Advocate-General 
of Assam, how do you support this 
illegal detention? ^e answer was 
that this habeag corpus application 
was not maintainable and the matter 
was pending before the Supreme 
Court. The Chfef Justice said: We 
shall withhold the Judgment tmtil 


the Supreme Court decides. The 
Supreme Court decided the matter. 
You know and I know and every¬ 
body knows how it was decided to 
our cost. Previously he was detained 
with grounds. Now what has hap¬ 
pened? He is detained under 16-A, 
Emergency detention. A Member 'of 
Parliament who has not been free for 
the last 13 months for. alleged activi¬ 
ties not meeting with the ftivoim 
of the Government, is now again 
detained under the emergency provi¬ 
sions. This is the way detention 
orders are being made. This is the 
way you are allowing Members to 
discharge their duties and functions. 
So, let them not talk about these 
thing.s that everything is done only 
to bring about discipline. 

If there are divisive forces, if 
there are forces trying to incite people 
to violence, then I want to ask you 
one thing—you had this twelve month 
period in v/bich you had kept them 
inside the jail. Was that sufficient 
or not? 

If you had released those persons, 
at least some of them, 30 per cent of 
them, you would have taken great 
pride to say that you had released 
thirty per cent of them; what more 
can you show to establish your hona 
fides"! The Home Minister gels the 
credit which he is asking for. 

Therefore this 30 per cent of the 
detentions is not justified. With re¬ 
gard to the 70 per cent, can you not 
look into their cases, review their 
cases and bring them before a Review 
Committee? Why don’t you believe 
your Members of Parliament and 
even form a Parliamentary Com¬ 
mittee or appoint an ejt-judge 
of the High Court? Why 
not? Why do you, in these cases, say 
that only the Chief Minister can de¬ 
cide rightly and nobody else can 
dedde that rightly? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY; 
I am very sorry wbsgi Mr. Chatterjee 
says that in 30 per cent of theicases 
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who were released, the detentions 
are not justified. I have never said 
that. I said that their further de¬ 
tention was not justified. (Interrup¬ 
tions), 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 

The hon. Minister has not tried to 
follow me. Their detention is no 
longer justified. Therefore, one year 
has been sufficient for them. With 
regard to the 70 per cent of the 
people who have been inhibited in 
their freedom, their freedom is 
estranged, their free'movement has 
been curbed; their cases have, there¬ 
fore, been decided. Are they decided 
on other considerations? And are 
I those considerations primarily poli¬ 
tical? 

For what purposes, the MISA is 
being used? Is it being used purely 
for the purpose of emergency? Then, 
the trade unionists are being de¬ 
tained; even J'our partymen have 
been detained. The other day, an 
M.LA. of West Bengal has been de- . 
tained for corruption charges. This 
is according to what we found from 
the newspapers. We have to rely on 
mewspapers but We have no other 
source of information. If a member 
of the ruling party is guilty of some 
•activities which are wrongful, why 
don’t you haul him before the Court 
of Law? I do not want him to be 
j detained under MISA. If he had done 
anything, if he is a corrupt man, then, 
he should be publicly exposed. 
Therefore, my submission before the 
House was this. Today, the MISA is 
being used for any person. The jus¬ 
tification for 16A under MISA was 
there and that was detention for 32 
months. That, was because of the 
emergency when you would, have re¬ 
course to using it. Nobody could say 
that it was not a draconian piece of 
legislation. The whole approach is, to 
i|^ justify this dracopian piece of ^egis-.: 
lation. And nobody can say it—at 
least^.. I hope, that> fh^e is ho pernm ' 
who will say that this is a good piece 
•of legislation eicoept in the ccmtext 
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of what you say. That context 
according to you will never change. 
How many illustrations shall I give 
you? 

So far as Tripura is concerned, the 
Tripura M.L.As had been detained 
only to defeat the No-Confidence 
Motion from being passed. The 
Opposition M.L.As including the Con¬ 
gress M.L.As had been detained. The 
leader of the Opposition in the Tri¬ 
pura Assembly had been detained 
along with his other colleagues and 
they have been transhipped to Vel¬ 
lore where there is no contact and 
nobody including their relatives can 
go there and even see them. The 
greatest difficulty is that if a com¬ 
munication is sent to them in Vellore, 
that is to be sent back to Agartala to 
be censored by the local police—cen¬ 
sor authorities in Agartala—and if 
that is cleared in Agartala, then it 
will go back to Vellore. 

They were arrested before the Emer¬ 
gency, their detention is continuing in 
emergency. The usual new orders of 
dentention have been issued. 

So far as the trade unions are con- 
cemed, in the H.M.T. 87 Union lead, 
ders have been detained under MISA 
and one has been released now. They 
pick and choose only the leader of the 
unions for an obvious purpose, name¬ 
ly, to crush the trade unions who are 
not to their liking or who do not bols¬ 
ter up their own unions. 

Then, Sir,’ in so far as Electronics 
Factory is concerned, the same situa¬ 
tion has happened. The recognised 
trade union leaders have been detain¬ 
ed under MISA though there was per¬ 
fect harmony between the trade unions 
and the management and there had 
been no problem and the work had 
been going on undisturbed. Nobody 
can say that the work* Is' hampered 
there. Some persons have been, detain¬ 
ed for about three years, the' 

workers in the tea plantatldns in 
Darjeeling have been detained and 
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brought to Dum Durn jail. They 
are so poor that their relatives 
cannot afford the train' journey to cal' 
cutta for the purpose of meeting them. 
Even-Shri samar Mukherjee who wan¬ 
ted to have an interview with them was 
refused the permission because only 
their relations are permitted to go and 
see the detenus. 

This is the way you are talking con¬ 
ditions have changed. The same is 
the position in Ghaziabad also. A 
number of trade-union leaders have 
been detained under MISA. The other 
instance have been given by Mr. Indra- 
jit Gupta. Instances have been given 
by my hon. friends from that side 
also. They were not speaking for us. 
Mr. S. M. Banerjee has given a host of 
illustrations as to how MISA is being 
abused and misused. It is being 
used against trade-unionists and poli¬ 
tical opponents. You say that you 
have not made any distinction between 
your own partymen and the opposi¬ 
tion partymen. 1 do not want even 
your partymen to be detained under 
MISA. This should not be done. If 
you have the courage and got any 
material against them why not haul 
them up in the court of law? Let 
them be publicly exposed as to how 
they are dangerous to the society. 

In the Chittaranjan Locomotive 
Works seventeen trade unionists have 
been detained. Sir, four representa¬ 
tives of the All India Loco Running 
Staff Union came on deputation to see 
Shri Mohd. Shaft Qureshi, the Minist¬ 
er of State in the Ministry of Railways 
with a prior appwntment and witen 
they came here, instead of granting 
them an interview, they were put be¬ 
hind the bars. Sir, in the Nort East- 
Frontier Railway many trade-unton* 
leaders have been apr^ted.The other 
day I gave illustrations of State Go>- 
vernment and Oentral Government em 
ployees. The hon. Minister replied 
about 311 matters but he has not said 
why all of them have been kept 
under MISA. At least the 
West Bengal ' Government has 
done one good tMng. So far as 


State Government leaders are con¬ 
cerned, after they were dismissed 
they were detained under MtSA 
followed by suspeni^on and dismissal,, 
and after the process was completed 
at least the State Government 
employees were released but not the 
Central Government employees in 
Calcutta, who have not yet received 
the blessings of the Central Govt. 
I am told in Kerala the state Govern¬ 
ment has recommended the release 
but it has not got the blessings of 
the Central Government. The Presi¬ 
dent of the All India State Govern¬ 
ment Employees Federation has been 
detained under MISA. The students of 
Jawahar Lai Nehru university are be¬ 
ing detained under MIRA. Therefore, 
the net hag been throw.n wider and 
wider. We do not find any logical 
basis for the use of MISA. You talk 
about right reactionaries and foreign 
elements percolating here but why do 
you pick and chose people against 
whom you cannot establish these 
charges? 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, the advi¬ 
sory board released only five to six 
per cent of the detenus. Even those 
who are released by court are not re¬ 
leased by the advisory board. There 
is no independent review. There is 
no opportunity to make representa¬ 
tion. The grounds are not given. 
Nobod.v knows how l(mg it will con¬ 
tinue as the hon. Minister has remain¬ 
ed silent on this aspect, 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Mr. Chat¬ 
terjee regarding those who wanted to 
subvert the Constitution itself, surely 
you would not say that they can claim 
protection under that Constitution and 
law. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: I 
have personal respect for Mr, Sathe. 
I want to know whether a persop who 
tries to subvert the Constitution, can 
only be dealt With under MISA^ la 
this the law of Gle khd?

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Do you 
want to say that the anarchy that was 
prevailing was a normal circumstance?

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
The hon. Minister said that 1 have 
been praising the independence of the 
i judiciary, that 1 am enamoured of it, 
but suddenly today I find that the 
judiciary is not so independent, that 
it has been curtailed. If the hon. 
Minister had taken a little trouble to 
go through my speech—obviously he 
was not listening to me with care at 
least, an(} he had not taken the trouble 
of going through my speech either—^he 
would have found that my charge 
against this judiciary—I have said it 
repeatedly—is that this judiciary has 
failed the people, and most of the 
judges in this country today believe, at 
least they try to show, that some 
authorities in this country can do no 
wrong. That is my charge. I have 
made this charge and I have repeated 
it. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Taking 
advantage of the privilege of the 
House. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
People are losing faith in the Judi¬ 
ciary. That is one of the misforttmes 
of this country. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: When it 
suits your convenience, you are wax¬ 
ing eloquent on tlM independence of 
the judiciary, when it does not suit 
your convenience, you imput motivw 
to the judiciary also, indnding tbs 
Suprenw Court 

SHRI StWRATH 

believe I am making aaoM point. The 
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position is this. I said even iho limited 
opportunities which the citizens of this 
country have to take recourse to law, 
with all the limitations, with all the 
infirmities, in the system, no longer 
exist. At least give them that limited 
opportunity. When I was quoting Mr. 
Justice Bhagavati, I was quoting the 
minority judgment. I said that. But 
at least I think one reasonable man in 
this country had said something, 
a responsible citizen said certain 
reasonable things. I was reading it 
out to you for the purpose of your 
consideration.

SHRI K. BRAHAMANANDA 
REDDY: Premature. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE; I 
stand corrected. I thought so, but 
after all. this is emergency. It is pre¬ 
mature to indicate the date of-revoca¬ 
tion of the emergency. Therefore, we 
do not know when the emergency wiU 
come to an end. We have not been 
given' any assurance whether this 24- 
month period is going to be the maxi¬ 
mum limit. That will be decided later 
by you. When 23 months and 29 days 
are over, you will promulgate another 
Ordinance. This is the iMsitioD.

a permanent statute. What hav© you 
done?

There¬ 
fore, even after the emergent situation 
goes, nobody can challenge that law, 
including 16A, Does it meet with the 
approval of Mr, Sathe? He said that 
abnormal situation requires abnormal 
law; when emergency goes it shoftld be 
normal situation. But abnormal law 
will be continued? 


SHRI VASANT SATHE: It will 
apply to abnomal persons. 


Therefore, MISA is being used for 
shaping or reshaping the political, 
social and economic landscape in this 
country. This is the justification 
given by Mr. Salve. He is very happy 
about it. This is being used to bring 
about political changes in this country, 
economic changes in this country. We 
should have kept COFEPOSA sepa¬ 
rate I said specifically that it does 
not come Into the consideration of this 
Bill. But many hon. members have, 
if I may say so, brought it in. There¬ 
by the issue has been clouded. 

So far as MISA is concerned, this is 
the approach, you say openly that 
emergency and MISA are to be used 
for this purpose. The emergency of 
June, 1975, was issued for the purpose 
of meeting a situation which, accord¬ 
ing to the government, had developed, 
there was apprehension of internal dis¬ 
turbances in this country. How dobs 
economics come in there? How does 
political change come in there? You 
declared emergency because of the 
apprehension of internal disturbances. 
Emergency has brought about accord¬ 
ing to you some things unthought of 
unconsidered you never thought that 
such gains would be there. Very good.

SHRI SOMNATH L-HATTERJEE: 
Why do you want protection under 
the 9th schedule? Because you know 
that even the juniormost lawyer can 
get rid of it if he goes to any appro, 
priate Court of law; it is palpably 
against the Constitution. Shri Painuli 
said that one of the greatest advan¬ 
tages of emergenc.v and MISA was 
stability in the country but he himself 
said that bureaucracy had misused it 
and in some cases it was acting as a 
terror. Shri Banerjee supported the 
use of MISA against right reactiona¬ 
ries who were detained under MISA 
but his grievance was that those who 
supported to twenty point programme 
had themselves been victims under 
MISA. Shri Sathe gave a quotation 
from Gandhi, I have no quarrel with 
that. He said that there should not 
be anarchy. Anarchy is against or¬ 
dered society and I have ne'vrer ad¬ 
vocated anarchy. If I say: do not go 
on extending MISA or 16A at least, am 
I saying that there must be anarchy? 
With all the popular support whicji 
they are claiming for themselves, with 
all the power under the sun and with 
all the authority under the sun, with 
people’s right to go to the courts hav¬ 
ing been taken away, you cannot deal, 
with them! But Mr. Sathe, was kind 
enough to bring to our hotice that 
even a pkral^ed bld man was detained 
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under MISA and it required an emi¬ 
nent M.P. like Mr. Sathe’s interference 
and entreaties with the Chief Minister 
to get him released. He said that only 
for one thing, sabotage, people should 
be detained under MISA. Who will 
decide that? Sub-inspector of police 
until the matter is brought to the 
notice of the Home Minister who will 
again refer the matter to the sub¬ 
inspector for a report? Shri Chandrika 
Prasad say that emergency has 
brought us good; trains are running in 
time. For running of trains in time, 
we must have MISA and emergency! 
He said that because of MISA we are 
reaching the goals of democracy. 
Therefore, this country can be a true 
democracy only if we have MISA! 
That is the approach! Shri Mohapatra 
says that it is a great boon, it is like 
an iron rod with which to beat, an 
iron rod in the hands of the ring mas¬ 
ter of circus, like that. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Time and again the hon. Member has 
been saying that all our Members had 
said that this was only because of 
MISA and because of emergency; they 
have said only a fact, they have men¬ 
tioned the fact that emergency had 
given dLscipUne, discipline had come 
and many other gains have come. 
None of them have said that unless 
you continue the emergency and 16A 
the gains wiU not be there, nobody 
has said. that. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Shri Mohapatra was saying that it 
had come as a great boon, prices have 
come down, educational institutions 
are working, people go about in Delhi 
with a greater sense of security. 

I ask him in all humility, is MISA 
essential for this? Should we not ex¬ 
pect a state of affairs when every 
body can move through out India 
with the fullest sense of secu¬ 
rity without MISA? Can "we 
not expect such a system of 
government? In defence of MISA 
why are you bringing all these things? 
Another hon. member opposed my 
motion but said, there are mala pde 


arrests and concocted . x>olice reports. 
These are the experiences of hon. 
members on the other side, I am not 
surprised because this is the true posi¬ 
tion prevailing in this country. For the 
first time, the hon. minister has given 
some figures. If my arithmetic is not 
hopeless, about 12000 people were de¬ 
tained under section 16A. Out of them 
30 per cent have been released and 
another 10 per cent are on parole. 

That means nearly 8,000 still remain 
in prison. 

AN HON. MEMBER: It also in- 
eludes about 1500 economic offenders. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: I 
am excluding them. Even then about 
4000 to 5000 still remain. 

SHRi K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
You need not confuse others. You 
can make your own calculation. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Probably you did not want to say it 
to disclose the figure but it has come 
out! You can say that out of a popula¬ 
tion of more than 60 crores only a 
microicopio minority are in jail—only 
2 in a lakh. But without keeping 
these persons in jail without telling 
them what they are guilty of and with- 
out giving them an opportunity to re- 
present, without bringing them before 
the advisory board, without giving 
them at least a chance to file a habeas 
corpus petition, can’t you preserve 
the gains of the emergency?. If you 
give them this minimum opportunity 
without any certainty of release, will 
all the gains of emergency be lost and 
will discipline come to an end? You 
say that the Chief Ministers themselves 
are looking into these cases. I would 
like to read what the Prime Minister 
of this country has said—it has ap. . 

peared in the Times of India yester¬ 
day, dated 15th August: 

“The orders were not given by the 
Prime Minister in such matters,:, 
which were mo.stly dealt with at the^ 
state level. Orders were given pot 
even by the Chief ; Minis^rs. , 
was left .to the 

If it has something to do-with ecqno* , 
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mic matters, then, it ^11 go through 
the ministry in charge. Most of the 
political problems will come before 
the Home Ministry.” 

“This is not that kind of a system 
where one person is giving all the 
orders.” 

Mrs. Gandhi said that generally 
speaking, there was not any kind of 
iUtreatment as such. Her instruc¬ 
tions were that political persons and 
party leaders in detention should be 
treated well. 

“Not once, but continuously I have 
repealed that the Chief Ministers 
must take a personal interest and 
also see whoever can be released 
should be released. We do not want 
to detain people,” she said. 

The Prime Minister has to write 
repeatedly to the Chief Ministers and 
her experience as the head of this 
Government is that the Chief Minis¬ 
ters do not always pass these orders. 
Therefore, who is responsible for 
passing the order? In the case of 
economic offences, it comes to the 
Ministry concerned. So, only in the 
case of smugglers, profiteers, etc., it 
will get the initial prior clearance of 
the Ministry. Otherwise, it does not 
require prior clearance of the Ministry.

PRESIDENT’S PENSION (AMEND¬ 
MENT) BILL 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI F. H. MOHSIN): I beg to

“That the Bill further to amend 
the President’s Pension Act, 1961, be 
taken into consideration.” 

This is a very simple Bill. The exist¬ 
ing provisions of the President’s Pen¬ 
sion Act. 1951, inter alia, provide for 
medical attendance and treatment, free 
of charge, to a retired President. But 
such facilities are not available to the 
spouse of a retired President or the 
spouse of a President who dies while 
holding office as such. Keeping in view 
the dignity of the high office of the 
President, it is proposed to extend the 
said facilities to the spouse of a Presi¬ 
dent in both cases. 

This is a very simple Bill and I com¬ 
mend it for the acceptance of the 
House.

THE DEPUTY iWlNlSTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
F. TI. MOHSIN): I am thankful to both 
Ihe participants who have spoken on 
this Bill. 

As I have already said, it i.s a very 
simple Bill extending the facilities ol 
medical assistance to the wives of the 
ex-Presidents or retired Presidents. 
This was not there in the original Bill. 
Only ex-Prtsidents were entitled to free 
medical assistance along with a pension 
of Rs. 15,000 per annum and also Rs. 
12,000, per annum for maintenance of 
secretarial staff. Later on, it was found 
that their wives also should be given 
medical assistance in confromity with 
the practices elsewhere. That is why 
this Bill has been brought forward. 

or course, some other suggestions 
iils> have been made that even the 
pension should be raised, that the 
pension of Rs. 15,000 was fixed long 
time ago and it needs a revision. Of 
cour.sp. there is considerable point ht 
what the hon. Member says. Even in 
respect of salaries of Ministers, they 
were fixed quite long time ago, but I 
am not advocating that. In this Bill 
the only intention is to extend 
free medical assistance to the wives 
or widows of the former Presidents 
and i<> <he spouses of future incum¬ 
bents. 

Shri Ramavatar Shastri has made— 
of course, not quite relevant— a point 
in this connection, that the pension of 
other Government servants should alao 
be raised. .. 

SHRI RAa^VATAR SHASTRI: 
Including Freedom Fighters. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: But that If • 
different schane altogether. 
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[Shri F. H. Mohsin] 

This cannot be tagged on to the 
Freedom Fighter's pension which has 
already been fixed. That is not 
relevant to the Bill before us. I can 
discuss it with him later.

REPR'ESENTATION OF THE PEOPLE 
(AMENDMENT) BILL 

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY APF'AIRS (DR. V. A. 


SEYID MUHAMMAD): I l^eg to move: 

“That the Bill further to amend 

the Repi'esentation of the People 

Act, 1950 be taken into considera¬ 
tion”. 

Article 82 of the Constitution pro¬ 
vides that upon the completion of each 
census, the allocation of seats in the 
House of the People to the States and 
the division of each State into terri¬ 
torial constituencies shall be readjust, 
ed by such authority and in such 
manner a.<! Parliament may by law 
determine It further provides that 
such read.iustment shall not affect 
repre.senlaiion in the House of the 
People until the dissolution of the 
then existing House. There is a similar 
provision i:'. article 170(3) of the Consti- 
luiion in respect of the LegLsiative 
Assemhlif..: of the States. In accor. 
dance with these provisions of the 
Constitution Parliament enacted the 
Delimitation Act, 1972 providing for the 
setting up of a Delimitation Commis¬ 
sion. The Delimitation Commission 
appointed under the Delimitation Act, 
1972 has completed the work of final 
delerminif:-in of the number and the 
extent of Parliameulary and Assembly 
fonstituencies in respect of all States 
and Union territories, except the Union 
territory of Arunachal Pradesh. Under 
the prenisions of the Government of 
Union Territories (Amendment) Act, 
1975 the Election CommL-sion has been 
entrusted with the task of determining 
the exten' of the two Parliamentary 
constituencies and .30 Assembly consti¬ 
tuencies in the Union territory of 
Arunachal Pradesh and the final orders 
of delimitation in this regard have also 
been issued. 

The purpose of the amendments con¬ 
tained in the present Bill is to empower 
the Election Commission to consolidate 
all orders of delimitation into a single 
Order and to maintain the said Ordeir 
up-to-date by correcting printing mis¬ 
takes, etc. The First and the Second 
Schedules to the Representation of the 
People Act, 1950 are also being am^d- 
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ed to reflect the correct position in 
regard to a'Uocation of seats in Lok 
Sabha and in the State Legislative 
Assemblies as determined by the Deli¬ 
mitation Commission. 

Opportunity is also being taken to 
amend section 28 (3) of the Represen¬ 
tation of the People Ad, l:-)50 so as 
to bring the rule-making power of the 
■Central Government under that Act in 
line with the recommendations of the 
Committee on Subordinate Legislation. 

With ihese remarks. I commend the 
Bill for the consideration of the House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; Motion moved. 

“That the Bill further to amend 

the Representation of the People Act, 

1950 be taken into consideration.” 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER (Malda): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, this is not a big 
Bill. The purpose is also ver.v limited. 
This Bill is only to fufil certain obliga¬ 
tions of the Constitution as well as to 
re-allocate and allot seats in the 
Assemblies of the Slate Legislatures 
as well as the Lok Sabha in Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Through this Bill new aflolment of 
seats has been made to the ditlereni 
Slate Legislature.s as as the Lok 

Sabha and fdso thg legislatures of the 
Union Territories on the ''asis of oer- 
tain facts fmd principles that have 
come out during the last census held 
in 1971—population of q particular 
State the Union Territories, ratio of 
the population in respect of the Sche¬ 
duled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes. 
The seats reserved for the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Ti ibes have 
been adjusted as per their number. 

la the first place my contention is 
, this. The Censv.'; ,R.?port in itself is not 
correct. It is not correctly prepared. 
There are certain facts. I do not know 
whether the Law Minister here who is ' 
piloting the Bill is aware of these 
things. ]3ut these are already in the 
j?ecords of the State Governments and 


also ib.e Central Government, and the 
Home Ministry, In many States many 
of the scheduled castes and scheduled 
tribes have not been recorded as such 
becEaise of cei*tain considerations which 
may go against the equilibrium that is 
maiiitained in the particular State for 
their pv.>htical activities or forming 
government of the ruling party and so 
on. I can mention Assam for instance. 
Many cases and many people belonging 
to n nghbouring Stales and also *hat 
Siale have not been given that stall s 
oi ‘.checiuled castes and scheduled tri'ics 
in various districts and taluks. So. ih-s 
sort i/f discrimination is being mt-tie in 
Assam. Wlien this was pointed out 
b.v the Scheduled Castes and Scheuuicd 
Tribes Commission, Assam Governn^rf 
said. no. If we do that, then, the p-L'n- 
cnl equilibrium that is existing in 'hut 
State will be seriously disturbed. They 
said that the political balance will ^le 
distuibed and so they cannot flo Ihcd. 
The Scheduled Castes Commission ;iho 
repijrted this matter to the ili.me 
Ministry here. The Home Minister 
exiirci"-cd his inaoility to do nnythn.g 
So. the.-e things are going on. 

in the matter of delimi'Latioj; we 
knov' how proper representation is riot 
bo'ijg given to the lolal population of 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes. 
I;; allotment of seats, an area is chosen 
v.'h re iheir rcpresenlaiion i.s rmtoh 
leS'. There is a neighbouring ;.:ea 
■where a person is elected and they waft 
that hii case may not be jeopardised 
and that seat should tifit be disturbed. 
The other seal where the scheduled 
cu''tr or scheduled tribe people are not 
tlierc according to the required propor- 
ti -n. is t’ping declared n.s a srhcdulod 
c..£te and scheduled tribe seat reserved 
for that community. So, Sir, these are 
instance?, of large-scale discriminaiion 
in the metier oi allotment of scats and 
also in the matter of delimitation of 
constituencies. 

And always that has been done 
according to the convenience of ceir* 
tain people who are represeatb^ 
those areas and who haw cneKhsl 
vested interests for their electortsd 
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benefits. That is there. I have not 
much time because this is a small 
Bill and time has been limited. So 
tins is on the basis of the Delimita- 
ti )n Commission that seatj-- a.'c allotU'd 
tf the l.Cfiislatures in the St- K’S. 
Union Teiritories as also in the Lok 
Sabha. As regards reserved seats to 
ti)e scheduled castes and scheduled 
t' ibes, my point is this. What is the 
total number of scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes population through¬ 
out our country and the number of 
seats allotted against them in nk 
Stibha or in the State Legislatures? 

If we take up the total number of 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes 
population throughout our country 
and the seats that have been allotted 
to them in Lok Sabha. you will find 
that this does not represent the total 
proportion in which that should iiavo 
been done and according to the prin¬ 
ciple laid down by the Delimitation 
Commission Act. 

T' have seen the census earlier. I 
do not remember at the moment. In 
certain areas I know it. Take the 
case oi collieries and lea plantation 
areas in our State—the State in 
North Bengal—Jalpaiguri, Siliguri, 
Alipur Duar and large parts of Assam 
and other places where the Jiu/ ■ - 

go from different Slates—they come 
from Bihar and Chhota Nagpur and 
M.P.—and most of them are tribal 
people. In one part they belong to 
scheduled castes and they are going 
to work in tea plantation and colliery 
and other industrial areas, there they 
will not be treated as scheduled 
caste*! and or scheduled tribes. They 
go for their livelihood to other parts 
of tile country and so they will not 
be treated as such. 

People coming from Chhota Nag¬ 
pur in Bihar, if they go to Madhya 
Pradesh, will not be treated a-s such. 
When they go to the northern part of 
of West Bengal for their livelihood 
in tea plantation and other industries, 
they are only treated as a general 


community. They are not even given 
the status of scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes. In ti^ same State, 
a section of the people, in a particular 
district are treated as scheduled 
castes/scheduled tribeg but in the 
neighbouring district, they are not 
U'er.i'U as such because fhey are 
treated as a general community. In 
a particular State, te community 
might have been treated as scheduled 
castes or scheduled tribes but if they 
go to Bihar, they are not treated as 
suih Becatise the Government ap¬ 
prehend that the question might come 
up, they ha\*c brought forward this 
Bill whereas the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes Amendment 
Bill 1976 that was actually proposed 
for discussion in Lie last budget 
session on 25th, 26th or 27th May 
was withdrawn and at that time. 
Government said that it would be 
coming up in the next session. Why 
is this Bill not put up for an earlier 
discussion? This should have been 
discussed earlier. Why should the 
present Bill be discussed? We are 
discussing this present Bill and the 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes 
people tJiroughout the country in the 
Legislatures, Union Territories and 
also in Lok Sabha actually do not 
get their proper representation. This 
is a fallacy. I should say. That is 
m^- one conclusion. 


As far a" the present people’s re- 
presE nt.itior. to the A.ssemblies and 
the iok S.ibha and Uraon Territozdes 
is concerned, we have got experience 
since 1952- in almost all the General 
Electiojis, we find that the ruling 
parly is getting only the minority 
vuU’s. not exceeding 35 to 42 per cent 
votes in any election. In each and 
e\ ery election they are getting mino- 
ri 1 >' votes but Ihev are in power for 
so many years. Even in the pn^ent 
Lok Sabha although they have more 
than two-third membership of the 
total membership, they had secured 
only 42-42 per cent of votes. The 
principle of proportionate represen¬ 
tation should be introduced both in 
the Lok Sabha and State legislaturea 
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and unless that is introduced no pro¬ 
per representation from the people 
can be there. Unless that principle 
of proportionate representation is 
there in the entire electoral system 
people cannot properly represent 
themselves in the State legislatures. 
I oppo'se thi«: sort of allotment of 
seats and also the system of election 
results and representation in the 
legislatures. I oppose this principle 
and want that there should be pro¬ 
portionate representation in each and 
every legislature. 


Here IE do not want to 
other matters alike but when the re¬ 
presentatives had betrayed the caus*' 
of the people from whom they had 
got votes there should be a provision 
of pgh" of recall of sur b ivpr -chv 
tatiyes. There .should be a provi.sion 
of right of recall in this Bill. 


I am fully aware that the .'^copc of 
this Bill is wry limited and this is 
only meiint to fulfil certain consti¬ 
tutional obligations. Lastly, I would 
like to draw the attention of the 
Minister to the fact that during census 
operation certain areas are not cover¬ 
ed by the census operation workers. 
As far as West Bengal is concerned 
we knew during i?ensus operation in 
many areas people entrusted with 
enumeration and enlistment of the 
number of people residing in an area 
were not able to go to a particular 
locality because of certain terrorism 
and gangesterism prevailing the-e. 


For that reason, the census opera¬ 
tion workers could not go to many 
areas and could not do the enumera¬ 
tion work relating to the people 
living there; they just gave some 
fictitious numbers. Many villages 
were even omitted and they calculat¬ 
ed their figures in their office without 
going to the field or the villages. 
This should he rectified. Wittt t he s* 
observettiohs.

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO (B<**- 
bill): While welcoming this BiU I 
would *0 make a few observa¬ 
tions about the functioning of the 
Delimitation Commission and also 
certain matter relating to reservation. 

I was an associate Member of the 
Drlmitation Commission and I wa» 
not very keen to associate myself but 
due to persuasion, I agreed. 

What I want t® submit is that tib» 
Associate Members should be taken 
into consultation more seriously, W* 
have been taken in a very casaul andt 
cavalier fashion in the sense that we 
were more as observers than as put^ 
cipants. At the various ddiberatiotip; 
we had not been even allowed 
elicit information or take notea ott 
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even a piece of paper with the result 
that with so much volume of re¬ 
presentations that were received, we 
were pot in a position to effectively 
address ourselveg to the represen¬ 
tations made by various persons re¬ 
presenting the public. At the tail 
end of deliberations at one sit¬ 
ting We were asked to go through 
the whole bundle of papeig and give 
our views. We were taken from 
Hyderabad to Tirupatl and thoa 1o 
Vizag and then we were a=ked, 
“Whai do you say about this? What 
do you say about that?’. We cannot 
even assimilate the representations 
that have been given to us. Ulti¬ 
mately, what happens? They pre¬ 
pare a list and before the publication 
we have not been consulted. At least 
We could have been told the final 
product of the Commission. That also 
Wg wore not lold. 01 course. i iey 
do not require our signatures on the 
report, but at least we should l-now 
the final outcome of the deliberati-jns. 
That also we were denied. This is 
not by way of any criticism. This is 
a purely non-political matter and 
that is the very basic idea of asso¬ 
ciating MPs and MLAs as Associate 
Members in the functioning of the 
Delimitation Commission. We are 

supposed fo know what precisely is 
the position. Therefore, I humbly 

submit that in future—I request the 

hon. Minister to think about this 
matter—^the Associate Members 

should be entrusted with more 
effective function and, to that extent, 
the hon. Minister may consider 
amending the Delimitation Act. 

Now, I will briefly say one or two 
words about reservations. I tell you 
that this is my practical experience. 
We have committed ourselves and, 
rightly too, that we havg to give 
certain reservations to the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 

The basis the population. What 
happened was this. When Delimi¬ 
tation Act was passed it had provided 
certain criteria for reservation for 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes. 
The inter-se proportionate ratio is 
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the guiding principle so far as sche¬ 
duled caste is concerned. The Deli¬ 
mitation Commission has completely 
ignored this fact, that is, interee- 
proportion relatively to the popula¬ 
tion of the scheduled castes, which 
ha.*; to be as practicable as possible. 
!\Iy second point is about the schedul¬ 
ed tribes and here the criteria is that 
the proportion of scheduled tribes to 
total population shall ag far as prae- 
lieable be the highest. Tlirhat the 
Commission has done is this. On the 
basis of population they have decided 
upon the number of scheduled castes 
in V given Staic. That is under- 
.sluiidable. But tiien, they had broken 
U;'. the (iiblricuwise allocation lor 
. ( ht'dulod castes, II is very wrong. 
DislDcls are not unifo-m in all the 
States. There are some big districts 
and .'•mall district. Jt does not 
.gi\e any meaningful idea if you 
!.t' lb” di.sirR-' ‘.he unih 

V/imt Happened in Andhra Pradesh 
was this. There nre certain consti- 
tuencio.i where than 14 per cent 
.scheduled caste population is there. 
TJicy are reserved, wdtereas, consti- 
Iji’! cie.s w 'ere les.'> thur. H per cent 
arc declared as general. The reason 
was very simple. They took the dis¬ 
trict MS the unit which is not war¬ 
ranted by the Constitution or Delimi¬ 
tation Act. We can't do anything 
now. As Mr. Daga said we cannot 
go to the court. 

The idea of representation is to 
give representation to particular 
sections of the people. Naturally 
w'nere those people live will be the 
places where reservation should be 
there. What is happening today is 
this. There ai-e some constituencies 
which have been reserved like this 
for the last 10 years qj 20 years or 
probably even 30 years. This is not 
the idea of reservation. Reservation 
must bo by rotation and you can 
shift to some other area. But they 
are not doing it. There is nothing 
in thig Act nor in the rules to rectify 
the situation. I don’t know whether 
there are any instructions to that effect 
There should be some guiding prin¬ 
ciples or guiding lines stating th&t 
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ttie reservation should be on the basis 
of rotation. I request the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to work out the modalities of 
implementation of this suggestion. 

SHRl B. K. DASCHOWDHURV 
(Cooch-Behar): Mr. Chairman, Sir, 
certain very interc.sting discrepancies 
have been shov;n by my hon. friend 
Mr. Daga. Before I proceed further, 
Mr. Chairman, through you, I would 
like to requesi the Minister to h.'ivo 
a look at the Schedule as it is print¬ 
ed and presented to us. 

In the First Schedule, in the I..ok 
Sabha or the House of the People, 
the total figure that has been shown 
is 38 for scheduled tribe as propo.sed 
instead of 41 as it is existing today. 
And therefore it shows that the 
number has gone down. Mr. Chair¬ 
man, it has been pointed out her? 
and they have provided in the Bill 
itself that in regard to Arunachal 
Pradesh the total number of seats is 
two. 

And in the existing pattern, tlie 
total ni'mher of .seals is 1: for 
scbedule.d tribe in the House of the 
People one. These two ;eats obvi- 
ou.sly will go to the tribal '’olumn 
and the total figure will be more 

For in 1 he 

pattern, there is one and. in the pro¬ 
posed one, il is also one. In ihe 
total column, the .seat reserved either 
for the sclieduled ca.stes or scheduled 
tribes is not even mentioned Obvi¬ 
ously, it will go to the column for 
scheduled tribes. 

Then, again, Mr, Chairman. for 
Meghalaya, in Ibe existing pattern, 
there are two seats and the two are 
reserved for the scheduled tribes. 
But, in the proposed amendment, as 
printed here, the total of the seats 
is 2. The column has not been de¬ 
fined, whether it is for scheduled 
castes or scheduled tribes. Obviously, 
it should be for the scheduled tribes. 
We now find that in the total column. 


instead of 38 it comes to 43 for the 
scheduled tribes, what I want to 
paint out once again, Mr. Chairman^ 
i.^ that there is an inherent mistake* 
of pi luting or ui other words, it is 
called printoi's devil which should be 
got (■orvcctfd or even amended by the ■ 
Mini'lcr'.^ own prnpositioirt so that it 
might not ionii vcq-y much incredible. 
The total immhfc of seats for the 
schf*(.i..led tiii'.'.s b:i.s hi-cn brought 
Irom .!;•) t.) ..\ni 1 ^-to n to .vou, 

hon. Min..-'ter.' Have you looked into 
it or have you an\- other explanations? 

Mr Chairman, it is true that the 
total number of .seats without nomi- 
nation.s and others—it should be done 
by the President, according to the 
constitutional procedure—is going to 
bo increased by 20 from 522 to 542 
of which, even if all those added 
figures are taken together, we find 
that there are hardly a few seats in¬ 
crease in the case of scheduled castes 
and .scheduled tribes—in the case of 
.scheduled castes one and scheduled 
tribes, according to me, their total 
mav be 43. Mr. Chairman, you will 
look to the As.sembly representation. 
In tliis Delimitation Process, for 
Andhra Prade.sh, for example, the 
e.sistini; patfern \s 287. In the As¬ 
sembly. th(' Second Schedule, T quote 
it from (ho second schedule, .seats 
re.spived lor the scheduled castes 40' 
and. scheduled tribes 11 . For the sche¬ 
duled caste?, il has now come down by 
one if! .‘=,9 and for the .scheduled tribes, 
il 11. I do not know how it has 
happened in your own State. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
purj: ]( mieht bo because of de-schedu- 
liii.., ' f ca.ses. 

SHRl B. K. DASCHOWDHURY; We 
may s;>y that (here some biological 
miracle has happened here too. 

In the case of Orissa, total number *' 
of seals was 140; proposed is going tn . 
be 147. For the seats reserved to 
Assembly, in the Second Schedifled, 
is for scheduled castes and fg 
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scheduled tribes respectively. The 
jsarne numbers are there—seven seats 
have been increased in the Assembly 
of which, six should be made available 
either to the scheduled castes or 
scheduled tribes—I do not know, why? 

So also is the case in regard to a 
number of other States. I do not WeUit 
to go into details again. 1 would, there¬ 
fore, feel, Mr. Chairman, that there are 
certain inherent defects cither in the 
process of calculation or here and 
there. It is true that Ihc census report 
is the basic fulcrum on which the 
Delimitation Commission base.-, its 
recommendation and on which this BiD 
which has been introduced here. I think 
there is something wrong in the whole 
structure. 

I would only appeal to the hon. 
Minister before ,1 give my lull support 
to the Bill that h ' will .onsider two 
points—(1) how to make a better ar¬ 
rangement fo.' the Cdii.-u.s joi' the lutore 
as suggested by my hon. friend Shri 
Narayan R'ao and (-> to see that proper 
representations are there for the so- 
called scheduled caste.s and scheduled 
tribes—^the weaker sections of the 
society—for whom there is a paitii ulrip 
stipulation in the Constitution itself 
and it has been phrased here ‘a.s nearly 
as may be possil le’ under Art. Hill 
and 333. Now the q ieslion is for ‘as 
early as may be’ whether it should be 
‘as proportionately as there are’. Mr. 
Chairman, if you go on addinc; 11 iC 
total number of seats—assembly seals— 
throughout the country—not all the 
Union Territories l;ecau5e they are 
under different procedures—and the 
total number of seats in the House of 
the People, and if you go on calcula¬ 
tion on the basis of the total number 
of the population throughout the 
country of the .scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes, you will find their 
representations ate really less. 

I have made my own calculatitm. 
The total representation of the schedul¬ 
ed castes ought to have been more by 
about two to three seats. To illustrate 


my point 1 will give the example of 
West Bengal. The total number of 
Lok Sabha seals, is going to be increas¬ 
ed from forty to forty-two and the 
Assembly seats are going to be increas¬ 
ed from 280 to 294. Out uf the four¬ 
teen Assembly seat.*? being increased 
onb three seals are going lo be iuereaB- 
ed in the case of scheduled castes and 
none in the case of scheduled tribes. 
The percentage of populaticn of 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes 
in West Bengal is 26.8 per cent. Then 
whj should the increase be only Ihree 
seals .ind not lour’ At leas' there 
should he 25 per cent increase. My 
point is under Article 3.33 ol the Consti¬ 
tution it .should not be phrased ‘as 
nearly as ma.v be' b d it .^shouid be ac- 
curcling lo the propoi uonate number of 
scheduled ca.stes anrf scheduled tribes 
that are existing o'- per the <.ensus 
operation. With submission, I support 
thi Bill and request the ivlinister to 
{■■-.me with .some legulatory powers in 
hi.s hand so that m tu'urc if Iht'i'e are 
any defects or incrodibln mis:.ekes he 
< ail get them eorreded. 

DR. V. A. SEYID MUHA dMi\D: 
’Mr. Chairman, Sir. a large nuinbor of 
cr.’icisms have been raised mainly 
aaainst the provisittns of the. Delimita- 
ti'.n Act as well its actual proce- 
duies and what happened 'tef.'iv the 
Delimitation Commission. A large 
n .mbor of .suggt&^iais were nua'i' re- 
the reform of 'he elc'Ji.tal law 
in 'his country and the Rcpiesenlation 
of the People Act. While I cannot say 
at tbi.s stage whether they are justified 
or not-—I am also r.al competent lo 
make any .such pronouncement—I may 
immediately tell you, Sir. this is only 
an Act which gives effect lo the find¬ 
ing^ -and the recommendations of the 
Delimitation Commission, tn short it 
is a consequential Act. It is quite 
possible—cannot say whether it has 
acmalTy happened—that mia- 

' alculation on the ' asis of the census 
was made. 

But as far as I am concerned and 
for the purpose for which I am stand¬ 
ing before the House, the position i# 
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this. The Delimitation Act provides 
lor the constitution of a Commission of 
three members. Two of them must be 
either who had been Supreme Ccisrt 
Judges or High Court judges and one is 
the Election Commissioner. Provisic'ii 
is also made to have associate memJjors 
—^generally five each from State MPs 
and five members of the Legislative 
Assembly. Elaborate procedural :*nd 
other powers are given to the Commis- 
.sion and ultimately the {onclu,*-ions 
arrived at by the Commission are made 
final and conclusive. In these circiim- 
stance.s if any Member feels uggiit ved 
by the particular conclusion arrived 
at and the recommendation made and 
the finding, given by the Comm;;-;- on, 
the remedy should be 
•either to amend the Delimitation 
Act or some other procedure oi 
method which he dc-.ms fit. 
But I have to submit that in criticis¬ 
ing the Commission an(i their uftivi- 
ties and the proceedings of the Deli- 
mitotion Commission while we are on 
this simple Bill, they are, while I 
appreciate the grievances thej' have 
voiced, knocking at the wrong door. 
This simple Bill cannot really find 
any solution to the gne\ances fhev 
have voiced against the Delimitation 
Commission. These will be taken 
note of at the appropriate ctage. 
Members themselves can bring for¬ 
ward suggestions for the improve¬ 
ment of the Delimitation Act and the 
activities of the Commis.sion. 


As you know, the Commission bases 
its findings on the Icte.^l Censut> Report. 
The Census Report is not made bv the 
Commission itself, it is made by the 
Census Commissioner. The Commi.s- 
sion have to go b.y the figures placed 
before them and according to the set 
fomula prescribed in the Delimitation 
Act work out the figures in the light 
of the Report of the Census Commis¬ 
sioner. t do not think they have to do 
anything else or they have done any¬ 
thing other than this. If in certain 
■eases, representation has been reduced 
not only of the Scheduled castes but of 
•others, it cannot be the fault of the 
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Doi™ilation Commission. It was 
pointed out by Shn Daschowdhury. 
Thf’rc was no conceivable reduction in 
the Scheduled Caste and Scheduled 
Tvibo population, yet there is slight 
reduction m their number of seats. 
The reasons for this, as my hon. and 
learned friend Shri .lagan Nath Rao, 
was suggesting, may 'oe there may 
have been rescheduling. To straight¬ 
way come to the conclusion that there 
has oeen something wrong in the pro- 
retiure oi in the ti!iciing.s of the Delimi¬ 
tation Commission simply because the> 
seats of the Scheduled castes or the 
S he.hiled Tribes have been reduced 
by. in certain Stales, such r; email 
number is, I submit. will not be 
correct. 


I do not propose to reply the 

varjoa.s criti('i.sms made. Most of 
them nerlain to the general reform of 
the chcloral law or some events that 
i^appened in Bengal. Assam and sO on 
whii'h have nothing to do with this 
Act. So that with all my good inten- 
tiov and sympathic.s. I will be trying 
to do the impossible by replying to 
the;*' point.-^. With these words. I 
comm-cMd the Bill to the House,

“That the Bill to provide lor cer¬ 
tain matters relating to the torrC 
torial waters, continental she'f, ex¬ 
clusive economic zone arid other 
maritime zones oI India, as passed 
b.v Rajya Sabha. be taken into con¬ 
sideration.” 

Thi.s Bill is a sequel to the Constitu¬ 
tion (40th Amendment) Act, 1976 
which was passed b.y Parliament on 
27th May, 1976, It provides for the 
limits of India’s maritime zone.^ and 
defines the nature, scope and extent 
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of India’s rights, jurisdiction and con¬ 
trol in relation to various maritime 
zones. It also provides for a general 
legal framework pertaining to which 
separate legislation dealing in greater 
detail with the regulation of explora- 
liati and exploitation of particular re- 
s<n:rces or particular groups of resour¬ 
ces .such as petroleum, natural gas, 
mineral and fishery resources may be 
adopted. 


This Bill, I need hardly emphasise, 
is of considerable importance to our 
natimal interests. Hon. Members are 
aware that India has a long coastline 
of over 4000 miles. The Bay of Ben¬ 
gal on the east, the Arabian Sea on 
the west and the Indian Ocean in the 
South wash the shores 0 ^ our penin¬ 
sula. We have over 1280 islands and 
islets, about half of which constitute 
the Archipelagos of the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands on the one hand and 
the Lakshadweep on the other. Our 
continental shelf, slope and the rise, 
together known as the continental 
margin, extend beneath large areas 
of tile Bay of Bengal and the Arabian 
Sea. The seabed of the Bay of Ben¬ 
gal has unique characteristics and has 
thick piles of sediments which pro¬ 
mise rich mineral and other resources. 
We have already located petroleum 
resources underneath some portions 
of our continental shelf. The concept 
nf continental shelf is therefore of 
national interest to us as it will con¬ 
tribute to India’s economic develop¬ 
ment at a faster pace. 

India’s eft'-.bore areas are a^so rich 
in fishery if ■sources. There is good 
scope to increase and improve our 
fish catrh, which will give a higher 
satisfaction lo cur fishermen^ supply 
cheaper protein food to our people, 
increase our exports. aii(j provide 
additional employment in related in¬ 
dustries and facilities. A 200-mne 
ecosiomic zone is therefore in our 
national interest as well as of , all 
developing countries. 


• Moved with th - recommen<latior, of the President, 
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The concept of the exclusive eco¬ 
nomic zone, promoted initially by 
the developing countries for a 
rational distribution of the resoxirces 
of the sea, has gained universal 
acceptance as is evident from the 
deliberations in the UN Conference 
on the Law of the Sea since 1973. 
The Conference has by now held 
four sessions and the fifth session is 
currently being held in New York 
and among its important achieve¬ 
ments is the establishment of the 
economic zone, extending to 200 
nautical miles from the coast which 
gives to a coastal state sovereign rights 
over its living and non-living re¬ 
sources and e3:clusive jurisdiction 
over some other matters, including 
the conduct of scientific research 
and the control of maritime pollution. 
Several States, including the USA, 
Mexico, Canada and France and our 
neighbours Bangladesh and Sri 
Lanka have already taken legislative 
and other steps to establish their 
jurisdiction in their zones. 

The broad consensus of the con¬ 
ference on the Law of the Sea may 
be summoned up as follows; (1) A 
coastal state may establish a territorial 
sea of upto 12 nautical miles measured 
from the atqjropriate baselines; with¬ 
in the ten-itorial sea a coastal state 
enjoys sov'-rcignty and ensures in¬ 
nocent pa^5sage to foreign ships; (2) a 
coastal slate may also establish a 
contiguous zone, adjacent to its terri¬ 
torial sea, upto 24 nautical miles 
measured from the appropriate base¬ 
lines, wherein it has control over 
customs, fisriil, immigration, sanitary 
and other matters; (3) a coastal 
State may establish an economic zone 
of up to 200 nautical miles from the 
baselines from which its territorial 
sea is measured. Within this zone, 
the coastal State has sovereign rights 
and exclusive jurisdiction in the 
matters referred to by me a little 
earlier; and (4) a coastal State, in 
addition, has sovereign rights over 
the s^bed anj ocean floor beyond

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its territorial sea up to the outer 
of the continental margin, or up to 
200 nautical mi1e.s where such outer 
edge does not extend up to that di®' 
tance. These rights pertain to petro¬ 
leum, gas and other mineral resources, 
the sedentary fishery resources, the 
establishment of islands and instal¬ 
lations and in respect of drilling. 


Bearing in mind the above con¬ 
clusions and the steps taken by other 
Slates in protecting their national 
interest, we have reflected over our 
position concerning the law of the 
sea. Outer limits of the territorial 
sea and the regime of the continen¬ 
tal self are at present reguated by 
Presidential Proclamations. We 
needed a legislative cover for pet¬ 
roleum operations on the continen¬ 
tal shelf.. While preparing a com¬ 
prehensive legislation on the law of 
the sea, we could not ignore the 
developments which have taken place 
in the field during the past decade. 

Accordingly, article 297 Of .our 
Constitution has been recently 
amended bv Parliament. The Cons¬ 
titution (4'oth Amendment) Act. 
1976 whereby all lands, minerals and 
other things of value underlying the 
ocean within the territorial waters 
or the continental shelf or the ex¬ 
clusive economic zone vest in the 
Union and ..re held for the purposes 
of the Union. This article also pro¬ 
vides that the limits of the territorial 
waters, continental shelf, exclurave 
economic zone and other maritime 
zones of India shall be such as may 
be specified, from time to time, by 
or under any law made by Parlia¬ 
ment. Thus, the concept of the ex¬ 
clusive economic zone which has 
been generally accepted at the I*aw 
of the Sea Conference and in emer¬ 
ging State practice has been included 
in the Constitution and ^ resourece 
of this zone vest in the Union o£ 
India, , , 
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IShri H. R. Gokhalej 

The salient features oi the Bill now 
before this House, which consists of 
16 clauses arc as follows: 

(i) Seclio:i 3(2) extends the terri¬ 
torial waters of India 12 nautical 
miles measured from the appropriate 
baselines. 

India has sovereignty over the 
territorial waters. However, accord¬ 
ing to section 4, while foreign mer¬ 
chant ships arc given the right of in¬ 
nocent pcissage, foreign warship.s. 
submarines and other under-water 
vehicles are requ:red to give prior 
notihcatio-i before they traverse the 
territorial sea. 

(ii) Section 5 provides for the con¬ 

tiguous zone, which is an area be¬ 
yond and adjaeenl to the territorial 
waters, but extends to 24 miles from 
the baselines from which the limits 
of the territorial waters are 

measured. In thi.'' zone India wdll 

» 

have jurisdiction with respect to 
security, immigration sanitation, 

customs and other fi.scal matters. 

(iii) The rontinentai shelf of India 

has been dofmod under section 6 to 
comprise the seabed and subsoil of 
the submarine areas that extend be¬ 
yond the limits of its territorial 

waters throughout the natural pro- 
longaticm of its land territory up to 
the outer edge of the continental 
margin or to a distance of 200 nauti¬ 
cal miles from the baselines from 
which the limits of territorial waters 
are measured where the outer edge 
of the continental margin does not 
extend up to that distance^ 

(iv) Section 7 deals with the exclu¬ 
sive economic zone of India which Is 
defined to extend to 200 nautical 
miles frbmVhp appropriate baseline 
Siong the coast. Within the exclusive 
eeonomic zone, India will have 
sovereign .rights, for the exploitation 
of the resources, both living axul 
non-living, and exclusive rights and 


jurisdiction in certain other matters 
specified in section. 7(4), such as the 
establishment of artificial islands, 
installations and other structures, 
conduct of scientific research and 
control of marine pollution. 

It will thus be observed that while 
the limits of continental shelf are de¬ 
fined in terms of geomorphologicai 
features, tJie limits of the exclusive 
economic zone are defined in terms of 
dist.ance from the coast. Bhirther, 
whet=_'a3 jurisdiction within the eco¬ 
nomic ;,one wmII be comprehensive, 
the juri^rtifitio/i in the continental 
shelf beyond 200 miles will be res¬ 
tricted to the seabed and its re¬ 
sources. The rtsourct of the water 
column beyond 200 miles will be free. 

(v) Provisions have also been 
made in the Bill for specifying the 
limits of hisloric waters over which 
India has sovereignty, such as those 
in Palk Bay and Gulf of Manaar be¬ 
tween India and Sri Lanka, for de¬ 
marcation of maritime boundary 
between India and the other States 
concerned whose coasts are opposite 
or adjacent to those of India; for 
the publication of charts, for offences 
and trial, and for making rules under 
the Act and the removal of difficul¬ 
ties in giving effect to this Act or of 
any other enactment which may be 
extended to Ihe maritime zones of 
India. 

Hon. Members may please note 
that under Section 2, the provisions 
of the Bill concerning the continuous 
zone .and the exclusive economic 
zone will erme into force on such 
date or on such different dates as 
the Central Government may, by 
notification in the Ofiicial Gas^te, 
appoint. This will give «s an. opiporr 
tunity to further assess tiie outcpme 
of the discussions at the U,N. Confer¬ 
ence On the Law of th* Sea concern¬ 
ing the ctmUguQus sone and the ex¬ 
clusive economic zone. The otho>' 
provisions of the BUl ^1 coinei. info 
force as soon as the Bill ^as. hfien 
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passed by both the Houses of Par¬ 
liament and has received the assent 
of the President of India. 

I now, therefore, commend the 
Territorial waters. Continental Shelf, 
Exclusive Economic Zone and Other 
Maritime Zones BUI, 1976 for the 
consideration and passing by this 
hon. House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Motion moved; 

“That the Bill to provide for 
certain matters relating to the 
territorial waters, continental 
shelf, exclusive economic zone 
and other maritime zones of India, 
as passed by Rajya Sabha, be taken 
into consideration.” 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
pur): Mr. Chairman, Sir, I support 
the Bill. While doing so, I wish to 
make some general observations. 
When the Constitution’s 40th amend¬ 
ment was discussed, I took part in 
the debate and referred to Article 
297 which was substituted for the 
old article. The old Article 297 in 
the 1950 Constitution did not con¬ 
tain any reference to the continental 
shelf which was now included. Much 
water has flown after 1950 in inter¬ 
national Jaw and the international 
community about the extent and 
limit of the territorial waters, the 
continental shelf, i.e. the exclusive 
economic zone, the maritime zone 
and so or. I am glad that this Bill 
has now been brought forward des¬ 
cribing the extent of various mari¬ 
time zones concerning India which 
are very important to us in our eco¬ 
nomic development and for peace of 
the country. 

As the hon. Mover of the Bill has 
pointed out that clauses 5 and 7 will 
come intp .foixe on aueh date as the 
Central Govs^nment, by notif!cati<m

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of the coast, 1 do not know why it 
should be postponed to a future date 
to bfi notified by the Central Govern¬ 
ment in official gazette. The ex¬ 
clusive economic zone which is 
synonymous with continental shelf, 
is extended beyond 200 miles. It is 
called continental margin which ex¬ 
tends beyond 200 nautical miles with 
a depth of 200 metres and it can go 
beyond that area till the point where 
the depth is 200 metres and capable 
of exploitation. That is understood 
in international law. If this clause 
does not come into force though the 
Bill defines the extent of this area, 
the only advantage, we may have by 
passing the Bill i? to establish our 
right to the.se areas and the power 
that is given to us. is notified to gen¬ 
eral public ajid international com¬ 
munity. I still call this Bill as an 
enabling Bill because clauses 5 and 7 
will come into force later. I under¬ 
stand some difficulties in regard to 
this bet-ause the international com¬ 
munity may misunderstand us, 
thinking that we have taken a parti¬ 
cular action unilaterally. But my 
submission in this regard is that 
there is a consensus in the interna¬ 
tional community, in the Interna¬ 
tional Conference on the Law of the 
Seas, about these two things: the 
territorial waters and their limits, 
the continental shelf and the exclu¬ 
sive economic zone extend to 200 
nautical miles and beyond. There is 
no difference of oninion on these 
points. The difference is on thg other 
points, to which I will come later. I 
do not think we will be annoying or 
displeasing any friendly country by 
saying that these two clauses also 
will come into force On the day the 
Bill receives thg assent of the Presi¬ 
dent. Whatever it is. this is niy 
personal .submission 


If you look to international law, 
you win Aod that it is ptac^eally 
on conventions anct nsages. 
The whole trahhle started in, 1616 
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[Shri Jagaimath Bao] 

when the U.S. President Mr. Triiman 
unilaterally declared the sovereignty 
of the United Slates over the sea and 
the sea-bed uplo 200 nautical miles 
beyond the leri-'toriai waters. Soon 
followed ether countries: Chile, 
Ecuador and Peru who also extend¬ 
ed even their fishing rights upto 
200 nautical miles. Therefore, when 
this trouble started, ever.y counli'y 
wanted to exercise its nationalist 
claims; naturally, every coastal 
State. Therefoje. in 1958 when the 
United Nrtions Conference on the 
Law of the Seas met, the following 
positions were clearly put before the 
international community: 

( 1 ) a 12 -injle limit of territorial 
waters; 

( 2 ) freedom of navigation on the 
High Seas, over-flights and 
laying cf submarine pipes 
and cables; 

( 3 ) permission to the coastal 
States to regulate fishing 
around and even beyond 12 
nautical miles; and 

( 4 ) provision for the national 
exploration and exploitation 
of the continental shelf re¬ 
sources. 

This, was tlie position agreed to from 
1958; but still the 1958 conference, 
could not conic to an eg.^oement. In 
the second coniorelice held in 1960. 
they could not come to an agreement. 

In the third conference in 1973— 
which spilled over to 1974. i.e. the 
Caracas conference—the position was 
somewhat clear In that first Confer¬ 
ence on the Laws of the Seas, it was 
also provided that the States have 
sovereign' rights tc the sea-beds and 
the sub-soil, the submarine area 
adjacent to the ocean to a depth of 
200 metres'or beyond that limit to 
where the depih of the superjacent , 
waters admits of the exploitation of 
the natural resources of the said area- 


From then on started, naturally, 
the claims of every State, to extend 
their sovereignty and the rights and 
control over the areas where explora¬ 
tion and exploitation were possible 
for natural resources. 

Then in the conference which was 
held in 7\a\v York in April, 1976. 

AN HON. MEMBER: It is still be¬ 
ing held. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: Our 
Indian delegation was led by Mr. 
Gokhale. There was a large consen¬ 
sus on these matters of territorial 
waters, continental shelf and the ex¬ 
clusive economic zone. This has 
been agreed to. I came across a 
statement by Dr. Henry Kissinger 
made at a hmeheon meeting in New 
York on 8 th April 1976,—^I had 
occasion to refer to this when I spoke 
on the last Constitution (Amendment) 
Rill—^where he mentioned these 
things, viz. that such-and-such was 
the broad consensus that was arrived 
at. But what remains to be done is 
more important than what we have 
been able to acliieve. If we do. not 
come to fn agreement, it will be a 
still-born child. What remains to 
be decided, first, is about the marine 
environment, exploitation of deep 
bed, scientific resources etc. 

Who is tn control marine environ¬ 
ment. how to control it, whether the 
coa.stal States should be given the 
exclusive power, or the international 
community should have also a share 
in it, or they should have an intei> 
national control authority for the 
purpose, all these questions are yet 
to be decided. 

The most important thing is how 
to exploit the sea bed resources, both 
organic and inorganic resource!^ and 
who should exploit it, whether the 
coastal States should be given the 
exclusive po'n^s, or there should be 
an international sea bed teeowiet 
authority, consisting of 
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tlves ol the xnember-States, how 
should they do it, what should be its 
composition, what should be its 
powers, how to control the exploita¬ 
tion provision and how to settle dis¬ 
putes. This is a very ticklish ques¬ 
tion which is pending^ and imless 
thia is settled there can be no exploi¬ 
tation by the coastal States. 

A third important question is 
marine research. We do not have 
practically any marine technology in 
our country except some technology, 
may be, about fisheries. Kegarding 
the exploitation of the deep sea bed 
for mineral resources we have not 
got the technologj'. On this point 
also the mtemational community is 
very much worried. There are two 
views. One is whether the consent of 
the coastal State should be obtained, 
if necessary, or they can do it them¬ 
selves, without obtaining a letter of 
authority or permission. On that they 
have not decided. 

There .is also a further distinction 
between marine research and fun¬ 
damental re.search. These are all 
questions which are pending before 
the Conference, which is currently 
going on. and unless these questions 
are settled, exploitation of the deep 
sea bed would not be feasible. 

Meanwhile, what I suggest is that 
we should develop our own tech¬ 
nology regarding marine sea bed 
exploration and exploitation, so that 
we can ourselves proceed on that. 


The deep sea bed beyond the con¬ 
tinental shell or the continental 
margin, is supposed to contain manga¬ 
nese nodules like baked potatoe.s 
which contain manganese, copper, 
nickel, cobalt and so many other 
valuable metals. So, further exploi¬ 
tation that region is very impor¬ 
tant. Only two or three countries 
in the world, USA, USSR and per¬ 
haps Japan have the necessary tech¬ 
nology. I was surprised to find that 
the Unitua Stales is also interested in 
an international resources authority 
to be appointed so that the benefits of 
this research could be shared by the 
entire world community, including 
countries wuth small coastlines and 
small zones. There are 20 countries 
with small zones, there are 30 land¬ 
locked countries and 20 more coun¬ 
tries with small zones. Even the 
land-icrired countries want a shaj’e m 
this exploitation. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Would the hon. 
Mein’ier like to continue h^ speenn 
the next day? 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: Yes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He might con¬ 
tinue his speech tomorrow. The 
Uousa stands adjourned to meet again 
at 11 a.m. tomorrow.

•110. SHRI C. K. CHANDRA- 
PPAN: 

SHRI B. S. BHAURA: 

Will the Minister of PETROLEUM 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether India has offered as¬ 
sistance to Vietnam for offshore oil 
exploration and development of oil 
fields in that country; and 

(b) if so, the facts thereof? 

THE MINISTER OE PETROLEUM 
(SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): (a) and 
(b). India has not offered assistance 
to Vietnam for offshore oil explora¬ 
tion and development of oil flel^' in 
that country. However India has 
'offered faciliti^ to train Vietnamese 
personnel in different branches of oil 
industry in Institutes located in Indie 
or by sending Ihdian experts to ’ 
nam. " . 
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SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: May 
I know whether there had been any 
■discussions between the Governments 
of India and Vietnam on the question 
of assistance from India for the deve¬ 
lopment of the oil industry in Viet¬ 
nam? If so, what was the kind of 
assistance which the Vietnamese 
Government requested from our gov¬ 
ernment? 

SHRI K, D, MALAVIYA; Some 
enquiries were made by the Vietna¬ 
mese Government. In this connec¬ 
tion. I also met their Ambassador 
here. We pursued the points where 
we could help them purposefully and 
they appreciated it very much. We 
assured them that in view of the good 
prospects of oil, both on shore and 
off shore in Vietnam, all the assist¬ 
ance that India is capable of giving 
will be at their disposal. For the 
time being we have made certain 
proposals and thes' are under the con¬ 
sideration of the Vietnamese Gov¬ 
ernment. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 
Considering the fact that India has 
gained a lot of experience in off 
shore v'ixploration for oil in Bombay 
High and also the fact that for Viet¬ 
nam also, off shore exploration is 
very important, may I know whether 
that is the field in which India is 
going to train their personnel or send 
Indian experts to train the people 
there? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: It is 
not exactly like that. So far as off 
shore drilling and engineering part 
is concerned, there is no specific 
proposal from India to help the Vie¬ 
tnamese. Perhaps they may Have 
to give a second thought to it. The 
primary question is to start from the 
Iiegizining with regard to organ^- 
tional otruetures,. the te<fiiaical points 
that go into preliminary surveys s^- 
mic niiyegn, maintaining, an, orgimlsa.

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL BHA- 
TIA: What is the total amount re¬ 
covered from ticketless travellers 
last year? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
We have recovered from ticketless 
travellers near about Rs. 5 crores plus 
about Rs 35 lakhs as fines, which 
has gone to the State Governments. 
Besides this, th© sale of window 
tickets has gone up from Rs 34 crotes 
to Rs. 50 crores per month. 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL BHA- 
TIA: While going through the state¬ 
ment one finds that in order to meet 
this permanent problem of ticketless 
travel, which is facing the railwajrs, 
th^ are doing many things. But one 
thing which the Minister has not 
mentkmed in his statement, and which 
I wouM like to know from him, is

whether the Minister himself personal, 
ly supervised some of these operations 
of surprise ticket checking and, if so^ 
what is his experience. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAPI QURESHI: 
In fact, myself, the Deputy-Minister 
and my senior coUegue, Panditji, we 
have always been involved in ticked- 
less travel checking. Prom the date 
of the emergency up till now nearly 
94,000 surprise checks have been 
conducted by the railways, which is 
a vety big number. Most of us have 
been personally conducting these sur¬ 
prise che.'ks in various parts of the 
country.

SHRI CHINTAMANI PAKlGAHHTr 
In our coimtry we say that ona can** 
not succeed in anything. ofiir 
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is involved in it. So, unless one is 
involved, in it, one cannot check 
ticketless travel. We are very happy 
to find that this problem has been 
solved to a great extent in the main 
routes, and I would like to congratu¬ 
late the Railway Minister and the 
Railway Ministry for that. But re¬ 
cently when I travelled through some 
of the branch lines 1 found that 
ticketless travelling in the branch 
lines is continuing at before, and there 
is no marked improvemerit. May I 
know what steps are being taken to 
see that there is improvement in this 
field in the branch lines also? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI- In 
the initial stages we concentrated oiir 
attention on those lines which were 
identified as the lines in which ticket- 
less travelling was rampant. Later on, 
we have shifted our attention to branch 
lines al5o and now we are checking 
ticketless travelling in those lines. 
May be, in some particular branch 
lines this might have reappeared. But 
the Government are very vigilant and 
they are going to take very serious 
steps against this menace.

Aware for designing Economy Stove 

•117. SHRI VASANT SATHE: Will 
the Minister of PETROLEUM be 
pleased to tate,- 

(a) whether Government had an¬ 
nounced a suitable reward for design, 
ing of a safer and less kerosene con¬ 
suming economy stove; and 

(b) if so, the re^onse received 
thereto? 

THE MINISTER OP PETROLEUM 
(SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): (a) Yes, 
Sir. 

(b) The total of 40 entries from 28 
contestants were received from all over 
India. Howevmr, no prize was awarded 
because none of them znet the norms 
set lor the contest. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; There is no 
dearth of talent in our country. Th^e 


art people, particularly young innova¬ 
tors, who are devising not only new 
techniques, but new instruments and 
designs which can bring about a saving 
in the use of kerosene and also gas, and 
make it also cheaply available for 
domestic purposes. I would like to 
know what is the initiative taken by 
the Ministry to help these innovators, 
these young men in devising these 
things, because, we know that these 
gas cylinders, etc., are costly expen¬ 
sive. In order to enable the use of ke¬ 
rosene, particularly by the smaller 
people, T would like to know what are 
the steps being taken by the Ministry 
to encourage this innovating. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA; Unfortu¬ 
nately, the 40 entries that offered a 
design to us did not comply with the 
specifications that we desired, that is, 
increase in the efficiency. We helped 
them; we made counter-suggestions to 
them, but they did not do. Ultimate¬ 
ly. I am glad to announce this to the 
House, after this inability of the con¬ 
testants, the Indian Institute of Petro¬ 
leum and other research and develop¬ 
ment institutes of the Ministry under¬ 
took the job and they have siicceeded 
in producing a kerosene chvXha whose 
efficiency is almost as good as, and in 
certain cases better than, the LPG gas 
efficiency. It is on trial The pro¬ 
totypes have been manufactured. I have 
personally seen, at least half a 
dozen times, its efficiency. Very 
soon, next week or so, it will be 
finally cleared. The Prime Minister is 
extremely interested in this. Perhaps 
she would like to see it before it is 
cleared. In the next three or four 
weeks, we will put this chulha in the 
market and advertise properly so thi^ 
people might go in for it. If this is 
okayed, then we are likely to, have a 
saving of kerosene worth crores and 
crores of rupees per annum. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; I am thank- 
ful to the hon. Minister for giving this 
very encouraging; informatiwi. Would 
he also kfndly wrange to give a (te- 
moDstration og this dteulha lb ^ liiem-

Contract for Oil Exploration hy 
ONGC in Tanxania 

*118. SHRl R. S. PANDEY; Will the 
Minister of PETROLETtm l>e pleased 
to stale; 

(a) whether the Oil and Natural 
Gas Commission has entered into a 
contract with the Government of Tan¬ 
zania for undertaking oil exploration 
there; and

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
(SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): (a) and 
(b). The ONGC signed rn agreement 
on the 20th December, 1975 with the 
Tanzaian Petroleum Development Cor¬ 
poration (TPDC) for a drilling contract 
which provides for drilling of one ex¬ 
ploratory well on the Songo Scngo Is¬ 
land in Tanzania. It is not an explo¬ 
ration contract. TPDC would make 
payments to ONGC for the work m 
accordance with the contract The 
contract also stipulates that TPDC 
would provide the consumable raatee : 
rials required for the drilling opera¬ 
tion and also meet the local costs such 
as cost of civil construction woikis, flid . 
co.st of housing accommodation and '^ 
transport for the crew and the other 
staff, the cost of unskilled labour, PtX / 
etc. ,,

SHSI B. V. NAIK: Whoever in 
past the teehnologicdly advanced 
Goumtdgai at tt* world wesit in fw tJifl 
puci^se <*t dtUltaf osterathMss, .

vocating a neo-colonialism, that a parti¬ 
cular share of the raw crude or what¬ 
ever the petroleum product that was 
available, would be available for the 
parent country the technologically 
advanced country. In the contracts of 
the ONGC with countries less develop¬ 
ed than ours, do we insist upon such a 
clause or a condition? Is It accept¬ 
able? Has it been tried and if so, what 
are the reactions of the host country? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA; This is a 
specific agreement made with the Tan¬ 
zanian 'Government and it i*? based on 
co-operation and friendship. We do 
not intend to have any arrangement, 
business like or commercial with Tan¬ 
zania. We have agreed to drill a well 
there. Unfortunately, there was an 
explosion and we are now driling an¬ 
other well there. AH that wo have 
asked for ig the actual cost of drilling 
and there ig no commercial agreement 
between us and Tanzania. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; I would like 
to know whether this contract is only 
for drilling or also for the establish- 
mcait of the other plant that goes with 
oil exploration. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: The gas 
field seems to have been c'.iscovered. 
There were some other companies 
which wanted to drill on a commercial 
basis. The Tanzanian Government 
approached us and wo offered them our 
friendly co-operation because wo are 
capable of drilling. Once the gas is 
established which is there—as soon as 
we complete the second well, it will be 
established—^then perhaps they may 
like us to build up the transport, sys¬ 
tem also. Presumably they will come 
forward and we will readily agree to 
develop the transport system. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI: Is it a fact 
that recently there was a big blow rut 
in one of the wells In Tanzania and 
severe damage was caused to the cil 
fields there with the result tfat the 
Tanzanian Government wag on the 
point of fenninal&qf the. Indian 
tract? 


SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: I am sorry 
the latter part of the question is wholly 
wrong. It is a fact that there v>a8 a 
blow out and a blow out is a part of 
the game. We did not succeed. There 
was some mistake and an inquiry is 
going on as to how it failed, how the 
blow-out occurred and who was res¬ 
ponsible for the damage. But we have 
already dispatched a second and 
new rig to the place at our own cost so 
that we may complete the agrei-ment. 

When a weU is drilled and a mistake 
occurs, then it occurs and nobody can 
help it. We hope to finish the second 
well successfully and then we will 
pursue the lature operations. 

SHRI BHAGWAT .Tj«A AZAD: I 
want to know whether this contract 
with the Tanzanian Government is a 
part of our effort to build up a consul¬ 
tancy system in this country either for 
commercial purpose or for a one like 
this. Or is it a just a simple smgle 
contract? If it is a part of the whdTe 
complex, how far will it develop our 
consultancy system and our technical 
know-how? 

SHRI K D. MALAVIYA; It is only 
a beginning of the process and I hope 
once this oil well or gas well is com¬ 
pleted, then subsequent processses of 
our help or co-operation can be consi¬ 
dered for which we are readily agree¬ 
able.

•prices. Under the said order the 
price once fixed cannot be altered 
without the approval of the Govern¬ 
ment. Drug manufacturing units 
having turn over of less than Rs. 50 
lakhs are exempt from the purview 
of the said order. All importers of 
formulation.si intended for sale in the 
country are required to get their 
prices fixed before such sales could be 
effected. The said order applies uni- 
formally to all drug manufacturing 
companies including the multina¬ 
tionals operating in the country.

However, LPG connections have been 
allowed in a few cases of hotels/hostels 
which cater to the needs of foreign 
tourists. 


Setting up of Kerosene Depots at 
Taluka Level

A field survey for the development 
of Taluka Kerosene Depots (TKD) was 
conducted by the Hindustan Petroleum 
Corporation Limited in coordination 
with other oil industry members, A 
pilot project has also been started in 
Ratnagiri district. The concept of 
Taluka Kerosene Depots envisages 
setting up of Kerosene storage points, 
as far as practicable, in each Tehsil/ 
Taluka, so that kerosene distribution 
upto Taluka level will take place under 
oil companies’ directions as per State- 
wise allocations made by the Ministry 
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of Petroleum. The subsequent distri¬ 
bution of kerosene beyond TKD will 
be done through Dealers/Retailers and 
it will be the responsibility of the res¬ 
pective State Governments, as is the 
I>osition at present. The Damle Com¬ 
mittee on Distribution System of Pet¬ 
roleum Product has also commended 
the scheme and recommended its ac¬ 
ceptance in principle by the Govern¬ 
ment. Recommendations of the Com¬ 
mittee are, however, at present under 
consideraion.

SHRI K. RAOHiU RAMAIAH: Sir. 
3 introducet the Bill.

TERRITORIAL WATERS, CONTI¬ 
NENTAL SHELF, EXCLUSIVE ECO¬ 
NOMIC ZONE AND OTHER MARI¬ 
TIME ZONES BILL-fcmtd. 

MR. SPEAKER: The House will 
now take up further consideration of 
the following motion moved by Sliri 
H. R. Gokhale on the 16th August, 
1976, namely:— 

“That the Bill to provide for cer¬ 
tain matters relating to the terri¬ 
torial waters, continental shelf, ex¬ 
clusive economic zone and other 
maritime zones of India, as passed 
by Rajya Sabha, be taken into consi¬ 
deration.” 

The time taken was 25 minutes. Shri 
Jagannath Rao may now continue his 
speech. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
pur); Mr. Speaker. Sir, I was submit¬ 
ting yesterday how, at the United 
Nations Conference on the Law of the 
Sea a broad consensus was arrived at 
regarding the territorial waters, its 
extent, continental shells and maritime 
zones which are synonj/mous with the 
exclusive economic zone and, to this 
extent, the sovereign rights of the 
coastal States over tnese areas. What 
would remain to be decided by that 
International body wag about the ex-’ 
ploration and exploitation of the deep 
sea bed resources and how that body 
should be cimstituted, its powers and 
functions and so on. But. that does 
tiot deter us from proceeding with the 


admitted areas, that is, the territorial 
waters, Ihe continental shelf and mari¬ 
time zones as admitted by a number 
of States. So, we need not wait for 
that. 

We have got a long sea coast—the 
Bay of Bengal in the east, the Arabian 
Sea in the west and the Indian Ocean 
in the south. We have got vast re¬ 
sources. We found oil in the offshore 
and also other mineral resources with¬ 
in this area and we will have to ex¬ 
ploit them at the earliest and we need 
not wait till a broad consensus or 
an agreement is arrived at at that 
Conference regarding the other matters 
which are still unresolved. 

Sir, the international conferences go 
on unending; they do not arrive at 
decisions. That does not mean that we 
should sit idle as spectators and should 
wail *ill a final agreement is arrived 
al or it is signed. On such of those 
points as there are agreements—'un- 
animous agreements—we should take 
them as decisions arrived al at the 
Conference and we shall have to take 
advantaee of that and start exploiting 
the resources. We are exploring oil 
and we have exploited it and got good 
reserves and we shall have to intensity 
our efforts to find oils in the Bay of 
Bengal and also in other places in our 
country in the sea bed. 

Apart from that, as I said, we have 
got mineral resources such as man¬ 
ganese ore in the deep sea beds as also 
copper, nickel and other valuable 
metals. We have to take advantage of 
it. The sea contains valuable metals— 
precious stones and all that. I do not 
understand why we should wait till the 
treaty is signed or a final conclusion 
is arrived at on the points which are 
still unresolved. These are my respect¬ 
ful submissions firstly. 

Secondly, as I snW. we have no 
marine technology and we have not 
been able to apply our mind in that 
direction. That we will have to do 
immediately by taking the assistance 
of our friendly countrleSi The Soviet 
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Union has been helping us in several 
fields of our economic activities with 
whom we have to enter into an agree¬ 
ment for a period of ten, fifteen or 
twenty years and see that we get their 
technology for the exploitation of deep 
sea resources and to train our ycung 
men so that we can start forthw:ih 
and we should not wait for the future 
date. The international conferences are 
unending; they go on year after year. 
I have seen it because I happened to 
be a Member of the Indian Delegation 
in the United Nations Conference 
where the same subjects come every 
year hnd nothing is decided. There¬ 
fore, while we have full faith in the 
U.N. let us not wait for the final deci¬ 
sion which, I am sure, will never be 
reached. 

Apart from that, the firsf thing that 
we will have to see is about the sea 
pollu'ion. Sea pollution is a problem 
which affects the living resources in 
the sea, that is, fish. It is said that 
four-fifth of sea pollution ia caused by 
<he land based sources and one-fourth 
by the ships which, by discharge of the 
oil, cause the sea pollution. Sir. this 
problem cannot be decided by the law 
of sea. It is outside its purvnew but 
I am sure in 1958 the inter-Govern- 
mental Maritime Consultative Organi¬ 
sation went into this question and 
suegested a broad spectrum which 
authorised the coastal States to make 
laws and regulations to control this 
pollution. 

The shipping tonnage has increased 
in the last 25 years. It has gone upto 
?t06 million GRT. Many nations depend 
on oil which has to be carried by bulk 
carriers and there is bound to be sea 
Dollution. Therefore, this problem has 
to be tackled immediately since we 
have got a long sea coast. 

Then. Sir, we have got valuable 
fishing fields in this continental shelf 
which have to be exploited but un- 
fortunatelv our fishermen do not go 
beyond the territorial waters. We 
have the right to go beyond the terri- 
tdfrla! waters for filing. In Kerahi 
there are very good fishermen and they 
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are using Norwegian trawlers for 
catching fish. It is said Japan gets 50 
per cant of its protein food value from 
fish. We can as well do that. The 
coastal States should be allowed to 
exploit these resources and Central 
Government should come to an agree¬ 
ment with the Slates and give them 
necessary help and need not waif till 
States come up individually to exploit 
these resources. 

Then there is the problem of land¬ 
locked States. It i.s said that thev are 
entitled to share the benefits of the 
living resources of the sea and not the 
non-living resources. Recently in an 
article written, by Sbri D. Sen. Secre¬ 
tary-General of Law of the Sea Con¬ 
ference it is said that land-locked 
States are entitled to share the living 
resources and not the mineral resources. 
The Minister may explain the position. 
In the other House the Minisler stated 
that if Nepal and Bhutan want to ex¬ 
ploit the resources of sea we will have 
to permif them. T want to know whe¬ 
ther land-locked States are allowed fo 
share the mineral resources. 

Then I come to the point about his¬ 
toric waters. What are the historic 
water.s which the hon. Minister has in 
mind. There is an interesting judge¬ 
ment of .Tustice T. R. Venk.staramsn 
Iver of the Madras High Court in the 
year 195.3 wherein he has explained 
that Palk Strait and the Gulf of Mannar 
cannot be said to be part of the sea. 
Thev are islands which have an open, 
ing into thn Inland waters and not the 
sea. They are part of the territory of 
India and the successive Sovereigns Of 
India have exercised control over this 
area and it w^ acquiresced in bv other 
States. Therefore, we have got that 
status—the sovereign status—over this 
area and these..areas should be treated 
as part of the terfitory of India. 

Then I want to know about the statug 
of the Andama^ and Nicobar Island 8 >»' 
the Lakshadweep and Amindiv Islands, 
What about Goa? Are you tahinff thein 
as part of the territory , of Ipdi» ^ ' 
giving thm a. geparate arcbtpeli^ 
status'? ^ 
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SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (AUpore): 
Goa is in the mainland. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO; It is also 
an island. It is ronnecled by Karna¬ 
taka. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara); Goa 
is a part of Indian territory. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: In all 
these cases, you have to measure the 
territorial waters and the continental 
shelf. Leave Goa alone. I would like 
to know about the Lakshadweep and 
Amindiv islands and the Andaman 
and Nicobar islands. Are they treated 
as part of India or are they given a 
separate status in which case the 
calculation of maritime zone would be 
different? This has to be made clear. 

Then what about the maritime boun¬ 
daries with neighbouring countries? 
We have neighbouring countries, per. 
haps not that friendly, which are less 
friendly, like Pakistan on the one side 
and Bangladesh on the other. Have 
any talks been carried on or started 
with these countries about the marl- 
time boundaries between these count¬ 
ries and India? Have we got any dis¬ 
pute or tussle between Burma and 
India about maritime boundaries? I 
understand there was a maritime 
boundary settlement between Sri 
lianka and India. All these matters 
have to be gone into and settled early 
and the necessary maps and charts 
have to be published. The maps are 
prepared and printed at Dehra Dun 
where we have got the Hydrological 
Survey of India manned by naval offi¬ 
cers of the Government j of India and 
the Security Press. In 1966 I happened 
to go there along with some MPs. They 
are doing a good job. Charts have to 
be prepared soon so'that we know our 
boundries. 

I* 

Then I come to some clauses of the 
Bill. As I said yesterday, this Bill is 
only an enabling Bill. It defines the 
geographical areas'of the sea which 
belong to us. As regards clause 0 


and 7. cl. 5 relates to the contiguous 
zone of India which is up to a distance 
of 24 nautical miles from the baseline. 
The continental shelf is 200 miles from 
the baseline. These classes come into 
force on such dates or such different. 
dates as the Central Government may 
notify. I do not see the reason why 
different dates should be notified. 
Contiguous area is only 24 miles from 
the baseline or 12 miles from the outer 
edge of the territorial waters limit; 
continental shelf is 200 miles from the 
baseline or 188 mile.s from the edge of 
the territorial waters. These are uni- 
versall.v .admitted by all the wrld 
Slates as coming within the sovereign¬ 
ty of the concerned State. Should we 
not say that our sovereignty exists as 
soon as the Bill is passed and assent¬ 
ed to by the President when the Act 
comes into force? I do not see the 
reason why different dates should be 
appointed. This is my submission. 

Mv second submission is this. We 
have got power to extend any enact¬ 
ment to these areas. That means our 
sovereignty extend* over these areas. 
That being so. where is the need for us 
to say ‘as if they are part of Indfa*! 
When we have the right to impose re¬ 
strictions or control or make rules and 
regulations to control the various acti¬ 
vities of other nations in these areas, 
why should we say ‘as if it is a part of 
the territory of India’? I do not see 
the difference. 

Another thing. In these clauses, 
right is given to the Government to 
alter any of these areas. By ‘altef* 
is meant Ihat we may increase the limit 
or decrease it depending on interna¬ 
tional agreements. Therefore, that is 
one reason why I say that our soverei¬ 
gnty straightway extends and applies 
to these areas specified in clauses 5 and 
7 immediately from the date of the 
coming info force of this Act.^ 

¥ 

While replying to the debate in the 
other House, the Minister said: ‘ 

"As I have said in my opening 
speech, there ^as been unive:^ 
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acceptance said everyone has agreed 
that 200 miles should be the limit of 
the economic zone. It was also said 
that there our sovereignty prevails 
in respect of the exploitation and 
hxploratfon of the living and non¬ 
living resources and in certain 
other matters like carrying out of 
research, control of pollution and 
things of that nature.” 

So, when it is an accepted principle, 
why should We be afraid of the inter¬ 
national community? I am sure our 
friend, the Soviet Union, will stand 
by us in the international conference.*;. 
Let us not lose further time. Let us 
take advantage of what has been 
agreed to in the conference and start 
exploitation and scientific and techno¬ 
logical research in the field of exploi¬ 
tation of deep sea-bed resources.

You say that our .sovereignty ex¬ 
tends and is “deemed to have exten¬ 
ded.’* As 1 said while speaking on 
the Constitution (Fortieth Amend¬ 
ment) Bill, the Presidential Proclama¬ 
tion of 1956 fixed the territorial limits 
at 8 nautical miles. In 1965, after 
article 297 was amended by the Con¬ 
stitution (Fifteenth Amendment) Act. 
the limit was increased to 100 nautical 
miles. Sc, how can you say “sovere¬ 
ignty is deemed to have existed"? If 
it is said Ilk® that because of interna¬ 
tional understanding, that is a diffe* 
.*TCTt matter. That is one more reason 
why 1 say that the Bill should come 
into force immediately and the deci¬ 
sions arrived at the international 
conference on the Law of the Seas 
should be put into action immediately. 

SHM SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
<Howrah): Sir, we generally support 
this Bill. The non-aligned conference 
is going On now at Colombo. The 
non-aligned countries have raised 
thnwri issues of control over the 
asfss as weU as the question of 
sqenreighty for *h« exploitation of 
tbii tee-bed resources. Generally I 
launlt this Bill li in conformity 

tm IB-8. 
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with those demands. It is a 
fact that the areas imder sea and 
the natural resources have become 
issues of big conflicts of interests. As 
days pass by, these conflicts are being 
intensified The history of the efforts 
made on an international plane to 
arrive at some solution gives the pic¬ 
ture that up till now since 1958, the 
main issues have not yet been clinch¬ 
ed, though some general consensus has 
emerged from the conferences. We 
know that the main conflict is between 
the big imperialist powers and the 
newly-developing or under-developed 
countries, which were deprived of the 
rights to utilize the sea resources for 
the development of their economies 
and ler the benefit of their people. 

The Minister in his statement in the 
other House said that there has been 
some general consensus and on the 
basis of this consensus this Bill has 
been drafted. On the other hand, he 
has also stated that the issues have 
not yet been clincliejj and he cannot 
say categorically when all these tvill 
be clinched. Here we have some ap¬ 
prehensions and reservations that if 
we go on unilaterally demarcating our 
own areas, specifying our own rights, 
whether it will .solve the conflicts or 
will further intensify the conflicts. 
While the conflicts with the imperialist 
countrie.s is of one category, that of 
the neighbouring or land locked coun¬ 
tries is of a different nature. 

The Minister has made it specifically 
clear that there is flexibility in tbe 
scope of the Bill and in the interpreta¬ 
tion of the areas and if in the Con¬ 
ference some general consents Is 
arrived a*, or some issue is clinched, 
we will adjust our law according to 
that decision. Still, there is some 
fear or apprehension because these 
areas are becoming centres of conflict. 
Already there is some conflict centet- 
ing some of the islands like ParesM 
and Spritly with Philippines and some 
other countri«. Since in theW areaa 
petroleum and some other rich gslaeral 
resources are avaUehlfl. there tl ' 
UkeUhood of Theae qp«*l|«wi

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be resolved tbrough peaceful 
methods, by dialogue and negotiations. 

One doubt is whether our unilateral 
action in the passing of this Bill will 
bar the possibility of adjustment with 
those neighbouring countries wliich 
are friendly with us. In fact, there 
is already arrangement with land¬ 
locked countries lik© Nepal and 
Bhutan for the exploitation of the 
territorial waters and they can set up 
some structures for maritime exploita¬ 
tion. The reaction of those countries 
to this Bill is not before us. 

The Minister in his speech in the 
- other House said that New Zealand 
has threatened that if any unilateral 
action is taken without clinching the 
issue in the international conference, 
then it will unilaterally pass a law, 
declaring 300 miles as its economic 
zone. 

The Minister has mentioned that 
America and some other States have 
already passed laws, but what are 
those laws, are they in conflict with 
the interests of our country? There 
is no report before us about that. We 
do not know whether by passing this 
law unilaterally, we are creating 
obstacles for a settlement at an inter¬ 
national conference or not, but there 
is a report that the develoned coun¬ 
tries are opposing some of the pro¬ 
posals of the non-aligned countries. 

These are some of the questions 
.which require clarification. Otnerwise, 
we think we must stand firmly by the 
proposals of the non-aligned countries 
about the 200 miles economic zone and 
the 24 miles contiguous zone. We 
must have proper control and utilisa¬ 
tion of these areas, and that is why 
we support this Bill, but these are the 
.misapprehensions that I have men¬ 
tioned. 

I think that the imperialists will not 
easily go down if they think that this 
will generally throw^h^ out of their 
old controls, So, mtist tcike a firm 


stand agaihst them, but toward the 
friendly and land-locked countries 
and our neighbours we must be much 
more flexible. Any wrong handling 
may give scope for reactionary forces 
to isolate India. 1 want to draw 
attention to the recent example of 
Bangla Desh propaganda regarding 
the Farakka waters. This has been 
raised unfortimately at Colombo also. 
So, the fear may gain ground among 
the small neighbouring countries that 
India is now developing herself as a 
boss and taking full advantage of this 
concensus at the international con¬ 
ference for exploiting the resources in 
the narrow interests of the people of 
India alone. If that happens, we will 
lose politically though there may be 
some economic gains. That is why 
particular care must be taken in the 
framing of this Bill and it.s execution, 
because the other countries are also 
searching for new resources. As sea 
resources have tremendous potentiali¬ 
ties, conflicts may flare up centering 
these resources unless sufficient ave¬ 
nues are kept open for them. Th^t is 
why, while supporting thi- Bill, we 
want Government to b<i part'cularly 
careful about dealinp "'itb the de¬ 
mands and interests cf these countries. 

SHRT K. NARAYANA RAO (Bobil- 
li); Sir. I rise to supnort this Bill in 
Ih-? larger intere.sts of the country, not 
nniv of today, but in the light of'the 
future prospects which it holds for the 
economic growth of the country. 
Hitherto, till very recent times, the ' 
high seas have been seen mostly by 
the European navigational powers in 
the form of freedom of the high seas. 
But the recent technological develop¬ 
ments have .shown that theire is much 
potential underneath the ocean and 
also a great futur« for the economic 
growth. 

Even now, except in respect of two 
aspects, still the picture has not reaHy 
come un clearly from all the discus¬ 
sions that have taken place' In.. 
international pjlane. The two f 

whidh have clearly emerged, as i^o - 
hon. Minister has rightty »tid» 
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s^NHit the terr^xial waters and also 
4iboiit the continental sh^. There 
sdso, there are qualitative differences, 
^hbout the economic zone also, the in- 
'tematlonal consensus is very clear, 
“Hiou^ alaout the content there are 
■'cectaln variables. 

In the light of these things, I would 
lifcB to confine myself, from the Con- 
'ntitutional point of view, to its impli- 
'catfons and also to fts international 
-Tamificaions. From the Constitutional 
'point of view, the recent amendment 
"is very clear'that the territorial waters 
cannot be. claimed for whatever pur¬ 
poses bv the respective States in the 
"Indian Union. This has to be made 
deer because even today in several 
flederal Constitutions, the debate is 
fMfing on whether the territorial 
■waters belong to the federating units 
or to the Union Government. Judirial 
'decisions are also confusing. They 
draw a distinction between the tcrri- 
‘torial waters for the nurnose of inter, 
national law and territorial waters for 
Nffie purpose of exploitation of the eco¬ 
nomic resources underlying therein. 
<OaT nosllion is very clear that, for all 
practical niirnoses. from international 
and Constitutional points of view, the 
^territorial waters, the economic zone 
and -an these things pertam to the 
*Ca3tral Government and will be uti¬ 
lised for the Union purposes. H'^ving 
-said so. 1 only make a suggestion whe- 
•ther, in the resource.s exploitation, the 
'ConcefTPed coastal States, the federa. 
•ting units, can -be - given some special 
roncern. This^-is the basic Issue. From 
*tHe national point of view, it is true 
-that every wealth that is dcawn 
-should go to the exchequer. But our 
plaint for territorial waters and 
nconic zone is based on geo«raphy;1n 
-the international context; if that is 
•o*tr claim, for a special concern about 
*€>ur coa^al economic zone and all that,

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: I tm 
not elaborating on that, it may be in 
the form of royalties or whatever It 
may be, I do not know. I am on^ 
floating an idea, I am not elaborating 
on that. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Fisheries 
come under the State List. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: They 
draw a distinction between inland 
fisheries and marine fisheries. So far 
as inland fisheries are concerned, it is 
a State subject, but about marine 
fisheries, it was not clear before, but 
now the recent Amendment has made 
it clear—all the living and non-living 
resources within the entire economic 
zone belong to the Centre and must 
be utilised for Union purposes. This 
is only by way of convention, if you 
can evolve in the future, that I was 
suggesting a special concern to the 
coastal States.

Now T come to Clause ?. There was 
some discussion about this in the in¬ 
ternational forum, whether the islands 
can be included for the purpose of 
calculation of the limit of the terri¬ 
torial waters, continental shelf, eco¬ 
nomic zone or anv other maritime 
zone. "We have calculated nghtly not 
only the mainland of this country but 
also the islands that we have, that is 
to sav. vre have at least two offshore 
islands which are Union Territories 
recognised in the Constitution in artl-,, 
cle 1 read with Schedule 1—the’! 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands Mid 
the Laccadive. Minicoy and Tmlndivi 
Islands. In Ibis context I have had 
occasion to Iwk into the 1958 Conven¬ 
tion on Territorial Waters. There, 
they draw a distinction between?,: 
islands with lovj water tides *04 
islands without low water tides, 1; 
quote, in this regard, 11(2) of thi'. 
Geneva Convention on Territorial Se«. , 
and Contiguous Zone, 1958: 

"Where a low-tide elev^lon ; 
wholly situated a ■ 

eeeding tfe? breadth the tai^tO:, : 

jftl'.flgpr :taainteaa C;i 
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island, it has no terntorial sea of* 

its own.” 

I do not know what is meant by a 
‘low-tide elevation’. Anyway these 
islands are away from the distances 
specified here. In the light cf these 
things, perhaps there is a need for a 
change in the law in this regard. But 
this is not so so far as the continental 
shelf is concerned. The Geneva Con¬ 
vention concedes the extension of the 
continental shelf even to the island 
itself. 

Now, certain other things About 
the details the Bill hag nrovidcd ex¬ 
haustively. One thing, I have a doubt 
about the two provisions. One is 
about the designated areas In the 
designated areas, so far as the conti¬ 
guous aone is concerned, it is con¬ 
ceived in the context of physical re¬ 
servation so that both in the economic 
zone concept as well as in the conti¬ 
guous zone concept the government 
has reserved the right to designate a 
particular area for the purpose, inter 
alia, of physical reservation Wliether 
this can be conceded in the future 
discussions is open to doubt because 
this concept is conceived in a different 
context for the length and sometimes 
the coincidence, for instance, of the 
economic zone and the continental 
shelf though they run parallel to each 
other. But these concepts have dis¬ 
tinct hallmarks of their own. So far 
as our extension of physical reserva¬ 
tion and designation of certain areas 
are concerned, whether they will be 
protected or not and whether the in¬ 
ternational community will also come 
round to this concept is still doubtful. 

The next point I woul/ submit is 
about the delineation of the coastline 
between two countries about these 
zones, f* 

Clause 9 provides how to draw the 
line in this regard. I just do not 
know what happens because in the 
earlier conventions and the Sea Law 
Conferences they haye used two diife« 


rent types of meaeurm. One is |ar 
the purpose of the continental sheU- 
There they tried to distinguish bet¬ 
ween those States which a/e adjoin¬ 
ing and those which are upward. 
There they have laid down two diffe¬ 
rent criteria. |n the Territorlar 
Waters and the Contiguous Zone they 
have adopted a different zone and we* 
just do not know what those points- 
are and whether our provision con¬ 
forms to those things or v/hether we 
have made any deviations from those 
positions and if so, in what regard end 
I wish all these the hon. Minister may 
kindly explain. 

Now, the last point I wish to make 
IS that m our Constitution, as recently 
amended, power has been given to 
Parliament to specify from time te 
time the limits of the territorial 
waters, the continental dielf, etc. Here, 

I concede that in the above concept 
of ‘under the authority of law’ pro¬ 
bably the power is delegated as such. 
In this context, the Bill has provided 
that where there is a change in the* 
international law and if the limit is to- 
be altered in the case of territoriar 
waters or the economic zone, the 
power is given to the Central Govern¬ 
ment to issue notifications, but care 
has been taken to see that no noti¬ 
fication shall take effect without the 
approval of the Parliament. But this- 
is not the position that has been taken 
with reference to agreements conclud¬ 
ed with other countries with reference 
to the maritime boundaries between 
the two countries. Here, what they 
have stated is: 

“Every agreement referred to iw 

sub-section (1) shall as soon as may 

be after it is entered into, be pub¬ 
lished in the Official Gazette.” 

That means that it will have the dffect 
of altering the limit provided in the 
Act itself. I do not know whether w©* 
have abdicated this power uncondi¬ 
tionally and totally to the govern¬ 
ment. ... 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: 
any ottier agreement entered into wr 
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the Governm^t, that will also come 
to the House and only with the ap¬ 
proval of the* Parliament It will be 
jQtered. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO: Not 
•only that, clause 9(3) is very signifi- 
■cant. It says: 

“The provisions of ’ sub-section 
(1) shall have effect notwithstand¬ 
ing anything contained in any 
other pt'ovision of this Act.” 

That means that it abrogates the very 
provisions of this law itself. This, I 
submit, is a type of vicious delega¬ 
tion which is not warranted. There¬ 
fore, I wish that every agreement 
altering the position taken here must 
be brought before the House and 
must be approved by the House. Then 
alone it will be in tune with the 
constitutional amendment that we 
have passed earlier stating that it 
will be for the Parliament to fix the 
limits of the continental shelf, the 
contiguous zone and the economic 
2 one. I think this blanket power is 
not necessary. With these remarks I 
welcome this Bill. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Ali- 
pore): Mr, Speaker, Sir, I welcome 
this BUI. But it gives rise to some 
very interesting implications and qu 
•estions, which I hope the hon. Mini¬ 
ster will Clarify and reply to when 
he replies to the Debate. 


place. But It seems, as Mr, Jagamuth 
Rao has pointed out that the mattem 
are not so easy to reach agreement cm 
and conference after conference is 
taking place on an issue which was 
become at the particular moment im¬ 
portant, not only from the point of view 
of security. Considerations of security 
must be there and those considera¬ 
tions hold good always. But security 
considerations have now undoubt¬ 
edly been overshadowed by the ques¬ 
tion of sovereignty. Science and tech¬ 
nology has brought home to every¬ 
body the fact that beneth the waters 
of the ocean and on the sea-bed it¬ 
self there are tremendous riches av¬ 
ailable in the form of raw materials, 
minerals and so on, not to mention 
oil. So, I agree with some speakers 
who have said that while we defini¬ 
tely should take this preemptive 
action in order to assert our sover¬ 
eignty as we consider it very legiti¬ 
mate, So we should voluntary place a 
limitation on it to that extent only 
that it should not in future, involve 
us in any kind of conflicts or disputes 
with thjrt family of nations of which 
India is also a member. 

I do not want to say that there are 
no disputes between non-aligned 
nations or between developing nations. 
There are some disputes as we know 
very weU relating to the Law of the 
&a. Such disputes may arise from 
time to time. 


To some extent the Bill is of co¬ 
urse in conformity with the cons¬ 
ensus which has been arrived at al- 
‘ ready, though not formal agreement, 
but consensus of agreement, on the 
question of territorial waters and 
particuieity exclusive economic zpnes. 
But to some extent I see in this BiUr— 
I don’t disagree for that reasons, put 
1 see thifr-ihat this is a sort of preem¬ 
ptive measure. Because, as far as I 
have understood it, the convrnitlops 
Which were adopted at the previous 
oontei^ea on^e Law of ^ Sea in 
195^ and 1960 have not yet been 
^etoaHy finalised. That is the reason 
vAiy a third conihMnoe la now taklog 


But more important than those 
disputes are ihe common interests of 
all the developing countries, the 
non-aligned countries, the coun¬ 
tries which over the last 25 or 30 
years have won their national inde¬ 
pendence from colonial powers, "yim* 
should be the p^'amotmt 
ration.

eaty. Naturally, If toch 
iwritoriai limits, ien«orial^3aS 

oootUtuous iMtei anil 
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oomic zones are accepted, eventually, 
to the extent that they are accepted* 
it also implies a sort of Shrinkage 
at the open seas. To that extent, the 
open seas will shrink and that 
shrinkage of the open seas has 
got further impacations for 
certain countries and certain 
powers, of course, who may 
not like the idea at all. That is 
very obvious and, perhaps, 
tills is one of the reasons 
which lie behind the conflict 
or the disagreements which are obvi¬ 
ously sm-facing between the deve¬ 
loping and non-aligned countries 
on the one hand and the imperilist 
countries of the former colonial coun¬ 
tries which were holding the colonial 
empires on the other, many of which 
are very powerful military powers 
which have got powerful naval 
forces at their command. 


This exclusive economic zone is 
a concept which of course is vital now 
for the developing countries. There 
is no doubt about it. With that ri¬ 
der, I would like to ask that question 
•which has been asked—how are the 
interests of the landlocked countries 
going to -be safeguarded? We have 
got landlocked, countries as our nei¬ 
ghbours with whom we have got 
very good ffriendly relationsi There 
is Afghanhslan; there is Nepal; there 
is Bhutan and so on. We also know 
that by virtue of these being land¬ 
locked countries certain problems 
regarding transit of traffic and so 
on already exist. between us and 
Nepal, for example, with which we 
have continuously beety trying to 
have friendly negotiations and talks 
for some mutual amicable settlement. 
So, we have to bear in mind this one 
point; there must be Slome scope; some 
latitude must be there in whatever 
la^s We frame ,to provide for the le- 
githnate Interests of those landlooked 
countries which are our neighbmirs 
and with whom we have and;

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made at the United Nations that the 
mineral wealth, particularly, of the 
sea bed, should be tresrf«d as—the 
words used—a 'common heritage for 
mankind* and, therefore some sort of 
a Declaration was made about the 
moratorium on the exploitation of 
these minerals until a final agreement 
was arrived at. 

A proposal was made about settmg 
up a Sea Bed Authority. Now, what 
is the position regarding that? And 
what is the view of our Government 
regarding that? It seems that certain 
powers are anxious that even if such 
a sea bed authority comes into force, 
H should have minimal powers and 
not be invested with very many 
powers whereas other countries like 
ours or the developing countries 
would like perhaps such a bed 
authority to have adequate powers 
to ensure that no country unilaterally 
by virtue of its superior technology 
and resources is able to try to appro¬ 
priate some of these sea bed resourc¬ 
es for itself What is now the 
position regarding the sea bed autho¬ 
rity proposal? I would like to have 
some clarification from the Minister. 

Then there is the question of right 
of other countries to carry on scienti¬ 
fic research in the exclusive economic 
zone of another country—of course, 
with the permission of that country. 
There can be no question or doing 
that unilaterally. 1 do not know what 
is the thinking of our Government 
on this question. 1 would certainly 
not recommend very much that we 
should given permission easily to 
foreign powers to come into our ex¬ 
clusive economic zone on the plea of 
carrying on scientific research because 
these are methods and modarlities by 
which nowadays all sorts Of things 
are done and all sorts of dubious and 
doubtful operations are carried on by 
certain powers in the name of wienti- 
fle research. 

This 200 ipile economic zone will 
impose naturally on any deve¬ 
loping eobntry including India, 
anonnous ptobletts also whkih 


I hope the Government has 
fully considered. Here is our country 
with an enormous long coastline and 
once we have defined our position 
and given it a statutory form then 
the whole business of maintaining a 
mechanism for coastal vigilance in 
order to guard the inviolability of our 
economic zone means something 
which is really quite a stupendous 
task calling for tremendous resoitfces 
which I do nci know whether we 
have yet been able to acquire. This 
problem of maintauimg vigilance 
along the coast also implies acquisi¬ 
tion of sophisticated under-water 
technology for purposes of explora¬ 
tion and exploitation. Would not 
these aspects—the question of vigi¬ 
lance and the question of technologi¬ 
cal resources to exploit this economic 
zone—present problems which we 
have already had to encounter? We 
had some experience in regard to the 
question of checking the smuggling 
operations, particularly on our west¬ 
ern coast We all know the volume 
of smuggling wiuch was taking place 
from Abu Dhabi. I have no doubt 
that It is still continuing but a 
reduced scale. In between we were 
faced with the problem of acquiring a 
few hover-crafts Even that had 
presented enormous problems of 
finding funds and foreign exchange 
for acquiiing these hover-crafts and 
so on. Once we have staterl before 
the world through statute that this 
is our 200 mile-economic zone, thia 
question of vigilance will present a 
very big problem from the point of 
view of resources. As far as tha 
technological capacity to exploit that 
economic zone for our own 
benefit ist concerned, we ara 
now actively engaged in offshora ex¬ 
ploration and drilling for 
and we are still at the Stage 
where we bave<to rely to a great ex¬ 
tent, on foreign technieal suetstaeee 
ter this purpose, which we hoiM w* 
will be able gradually to i wre f ctmi e. •

which we would carry on our explo¬ 
ration or drilling work and Bangla¬ 
desh wanted to carry on theirs also 
some difficulties and problems arose 
as to how to appropriate one part 
of the Bay of Bengal to them and 
one part to us for this purpose. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO; Mari¬ 
time boundaries. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA- It is a 
question of maritime boundaries. All 
these questions are involved So, I 
hope that when we aie going in for 
all this, the implications will be pro¬ 
perly considered and the obligations 
that follow from this in the interests 
of oiur own national security and 
development will not be avoided but 
will be boldly undertaken. 

As far as pollution hazards go, Shri 
Jagannath Rao has spoken about it. 
Nowadasrs anti-pollution technology 
at sea has developed considerably and 
Is developing very fast and we should 
have to insist that these anti-pollution 
technology standards and so on should 
be applied rigorously to all vessels 
which pass through our territorial 
waters, that means not only foreign 
ships but our Indian ships also; I do 
not know to what extent the Indian 
merchant marine fleet has reached a 
stage of development where it is 
able to utilise this latest anti-pollu¬ 
tion technology. It is all very well 
for us to insist that foreign ships 
should take necessary precautions, 
but We must see to it that our own 
vewels also are not found lacking 
in this respect. 

* t 

One clause in this Bill has provided 
for offences by companies which I th¬ 
ink obviously refets to the question 
of pollution from lafld-based comp- 
nies which very often discharge all 
sorts of effluents Intd the water ca¬ 
using poUutkm hankrds. Penalties are 
prescribad for such offences and so on. 
'Coa^nies' meahs,^ I presurne, dhy 
^Pkny which la doing businesr hi 


tnliia, whether it is an Indian com¬ 
pany Or a foreign company or what¬ 
ever it is. There is no distinction. So 
I take it, this covers everybody. 
But in the ca!?e of fpreign govern¬ 
ments which may violate any of these 
clauses or provisions of our statute, 
what will the position be? It is not in¬ 
ternational law yet—^that is my point. 
This is not yet accepted universally as 
international law. Any Imeach of in¬ 
ternational law by any country is 
aormally dealt with in a particular 
way. But when we are introducing 
our own statute and law and some 
other country chooses, for what¬ 
ever reason, to violate our 
exclusive economic zone or territorial 
waters or anything like that, what 
sort of situation will we be confon- 
ted with and how do we propose 
to deal with it? From what I have 
understood also, there is this possi¬ 
bility even between the best of friends 
of disputes arising over the question of 
fishing rights. We know there are so 
many big disputse over fishing rights 
taking place in so many parts of the 
world. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO; Tuna m 
Mexico. 

SHRI INDRAirr GUPTA: Meacico 
and Alaska, Newfoundlond and so on. 
We know what has been happning. 
There are some countries which go in 
for largescale maritime fishing very 
near their own coasts. They are so 
situated with the geographic and cli- 
matiq conditions that the bulk of the 
fish catch they make is very near to 
their own coastal waters. But there 
are other countries which are also 
leadmg maritiine countries in the 
world which do not catch their fish 
very near their coasts but txe out in 
the open seas, which rely mainly on 
long-distance fishing fleets equi^tped 
with what ase 'CaUed mottief sh^ 
factory ships and all that They gffly 
out in the open sea for moQt^4o- 
gether and, do their fishing. Tho 
catch is trenaferred to thiajpotharahipk 
proees^ in the l^ctox^.SlUp 
stajt'S Out iffid then after a kHig period 
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these catches are brought back. This 
question) I think, has also given rise 
to certain variations jn the attitudes 
of certain countries and powers to¬ 
wards these definitions from the point 
of vieUr of their self-interest, whether 
their fishing wealth is located adja¬ 
cent to their immediate coastal waters 
or they are countries who catch fish 
at longer distances. It is this which 
determines the varying attitudes of 
countries. It is very difficult sometimes 
to define these things because there 
are so many species of fish which 
have migratory habits. They may be 
feeding and breeding in the shallow 
waters adjacent to our coast, but they 
migrate seasonally and go out into the 
open seas, where anybody can catch 
them and you cannot say, “it is our 
fish”. The fish move from one coast 
to another in a sort of lateral direc¬ 
tion also. We have got such countries 
as our neighbours also round about, 
where this problem may arise. 

The fact is that there is a tremen¬ 
dous potential lying untapped. In 
fact, our country is one of the most 
bacWard in this respect. We have 
not been able to tap the immense 
potential lying there. We should see 
that once we codify these definitions 
in our statute, it implies that we 
should try to make some good use of 
it Actually fishing near the coastal 
waters of our country, for example, 
would not be a very attractive pro¬ 
position to distant water fleets. They 
do not come near our coast; they catch 
fish in tne open seas. But we should 
be on our guard. Nowadays techno¬ 
logy is moving in such a direction that 
powers which usually indulge in dis¬ 
tant water fish catching can, with 
the help'Of mother idxip. factory ship, 
etc. come very close to the coastal 
waters of other countries and carry 
on flsbing, specially whan that count¬ 
ry concerned is somewhat backward, 

^ in its development of fishing capacity 
by mod«m means.

tiM rfny interestiaf. 1 have no 
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doubt that ss time goes on, we will 
have to face new problems and adjust 
ourselves, and perhaps < even adjust 
our laws accordmgly. Mr. Jagannath 
Rao asked about historic waters. 1 
had also noted it down There is 
no definition of histone waters in law. 
Theie is mention of historic waters, 
but nothing has been said as to what 
is meant by it You may not specify 
it in the Bill here, but the minister 
should tell the House what is his con¬ 
cept of histone waters. 


It IS probably a happy coincident 
that Parliament is discussing this Bill 
at a time when the Colombo Confe¬ 
rence is in session. 1 saw today in 
the papers that Mrs. Bandaranaike 
in her inaugural address also has 
referred to the fact that fbis histo¬ 
ric gathering of the heads of non- 
aligned governments should also 
discuss this question of the law of the 
sea and attempt amongst themselves 
to come to some common Ideas, some 
common outlook on this question. U 
IS very important. I hope that at 
the Colombo Conference ladia also 
will take some initiative in the matter 
and try, for example, to evolve at 
least as far as the non-aligned com¬ 
munity is concerned, some sort of 
mechanism for settlement of disputes 
which may arise out of the law of 
the sea between ourselves. There 
are friendly neighbouring countries, 
countries with a colonial past, with 
the common objective of independeiitt 
economic development, whidh are 
faced with new threats and pressures 
exerted by neo^colonialists aiv) impe¬ 
rialist forces. At least among them¬ 
selves they should try to evolve some 
machinery for the settlement of dis¬ 
putes which may SHse from time *to 
time among themselves, arising Out 
of the law of the sea. Also, I hflgpe 
they wUi try to evolve some mqthodi 
by which there will be better qq- 
operatIo)| |& the settU^g of Vam

ue ao naiir othin. flfiiu 
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tions which the non-aligned countries 
can settle yery well among themselves 
without waiting for anybody else. 
They can evolve a machinery for the 
settlement of disputes arising out of 
this law of the sea, a machinery for 
co-operation among themselves for 
settling maritime boundaries and 
mutual co-operation^ which of course 
will not fructify overnight, for the 
beneficial transfer of technology 
among themselves, which is most im¬ 
portant because technologically most 
of these countries are still far, far 
behmd the advanced coxmtries, and 
that is where we are at a disadvan¬ 
tage, but we cannot always safeguard 
our interests simply by putting down 
laws on paper. Laws on paper have 
to be backed by resources and techno¬ 
logy which will permit us to really 
assert our national sovereignty and 
our rights against the more powerful 
Powers. So, there should be some 
arrangement also for beneficial mu¬ 
tual transfer of technology among 
these non-aligned countries who, 
after all, have got such great identity 
among themselves which is bringing 
them together in this great confer¬ 
ence which is taking place now. 

With these words I support the Bill 
and hope that I will get replies to 
some of the questions which I have 
raised. 

IdR SPEAKER: 1 think We have 
exceeded the time far too much, and 
still there are three speakers left. 

SHRI V. NAIK (Kanara): 
While welcoming this ^ill, 1 would 
like to draw the attention of the 
hon. Minister to fishing which is of 
great importance to us and to our

sume, therefore, that as far as mana¬ 
gement of fishing and the profeaUon 
of fishing is concerned, vrithin twelve 
nautical mil^ it wiU be the responsi¬ 
bility of the State Government and 
their Directorate of Fisheries, and 
beyond twelve nautical miles it will 
be the responsibility of the Union 
Government. Besides the administra¬ 
tive absurdity it. such a concept that 
after twe’ve miles the Central Gov¬ 
ernment officials take care of fisheries 
and the fishmg profession and that 
witliin twelve miles the State Gov¬ 
ernment officials will do the same, I 
want to know from the hon. Mimster 
Of Law whether it is possible to 
Identify one single agency for the' 
purpose of administering and manag¬ 
ing the fishing trade as such. 

The point which I am making is 
very /a lid, with due apologies to 
Shrimati Parvathi Krishnan, because 
the right of fishing of Indian seamen 
within 200 nautical miles from the 
coast has never been protected and 
preservjd as such. In difining the 
exclusive economic zone we have said, 
“exclusive jurisdiction to preserve and 
protect the marine enviomment and’ 
to prevent and control marine pollu¬ 
tion.” I looked into the definition 
of the “designated areas", and there 
the same thing continues, because it 
says: "In regard to the’continental 
shelf, sovereign rights for the purpose 
of exploration, exploitation, conser¬ 
vation and management of all re¬ 
sources”. May I know from the hon. 
Minister whether, sincg the continen¬ 
tal shelf has been defined as includ¬ 
ing all resources, this includgs the' 
marine biological resources aBb.

This Is of svch vital importance to 
our fishNPien a.ong our coastline of 
3,5(X) miles. In yiew of the encroch- 
ment of these areas by aliens With 
superior technology as well as traw¬ 
lers, I think a categorical assurance 
would go a long way. 

Already, in respect of coastal fish¬ 
ing, even today our fishermen with 
mechanised boats go beyond twelve 
nautical miles. The point that has 
been raised by Mr. Rao is very valid. 
Already, fishermen from my area are 
quarrelling with fishermen from Goa 
Fishermen from South Kanara m 
Karnataka are havmg a battle royal, 
a running battle, with fishermen 
commg from Tanul Nadu. Already 
there is that fierce war. We have our 
own sort of cod or mackeral or sar¬ 
dine war. They are not able to see 
eye to eye. Therefore, when you have 
defined fishing withm the territorial 
waters as the business of the State 
Governments, do we give the State 
Government the exclusive right to 
prevent other people from coming 
in the designated area^ I hope I 
have registered this pomt and that 
the hon. Mmister will kmdly give a 
reply. This is a plain question, al¬ 
most a fisherman’s question asking 
you whether I as an Indian fisher¬ 
man have the full right upto 200 
miles—^tell me yes or no—and nobody, 
Russian, Japanese, Chinese or Tai¬ 
wanese, will ceme mto our waters. 
If that is protected, it will have a 
tremendous impact on our fisheries 
trade ind on the growth of our traw¬ 
lers, and there will not be this dog 
fight between the big and small 
fishermen. 

Within the area of the exclusive 
economic zone you want to put the 
designated area and the contiguous 
zone, but if 1 have understood aright, 
the area of territorial waters was 
purely on the basis of the interna¬ 
tional power situation. * It was an 
area which could be said to be within 
the gunshot of your mainland canons. 
But now, with the missiles that ha^ 


been added to the armouries of the 
world, no area of the earth is . 
tected against the nussiles. 

Tnerefore, the meaning of an i 
economic zone today has a signifi- 
canre; it has an economic signific¬ 
ance We congratulate the Mmister.

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Mr. B,

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Leaving aside » 
the question of the fisheries m regard 
to the exclusive rights of our fisher¬ 
men, the next issue is with regard 
to the territorial waters. Clause 3 of." 
the Bill says clearly: 

‘The sovereignty of India ex-- 
tends and has always extended to 
the territorial waters of India 
(hereinafter referred to as the tar- 
ritorial waters) and to ihe •aahed*’ 
and subsoil underlying, and the air 
space over, such wat«s.** 

All along our coast there are IdMiai'*' 
coastal strips lying virtual^ at MlKii 
altitude. The zero altitiMe of at) 
partieulay at«a usually putf it 
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low the high water-tide mark and 
above the low water-tide mark. In 
.some parts of our country in an area 
.as long as lOU k.m. there will be 20 
to 30 thousand acres of land. There 
are no clear-cut land records exist¬ 
ing in the States regarding these 
lands. These are known as salt lands, 
Ichar lands or salt water lands. As 
to whose clear jurisdiction it is, 
whether of tht> Centre or of the 
States, has not defined. 1 wish that 
the jurisdiction of this thing should 
be defined and it should be comple¬ 
tely taken ovei by the Centre. 

There is already a controversy in 
respect of the Backbay Reclamation 
in Bombay. In regard to coastal 
waters of India, in regrad to those 
lands which are below the zero alti¬ 
tude, there is dispute as to whose 
jurisdiction it is. There is dispute 
whether it belongs to the Corpora¬ 
tion of Bombay, the State of Maha¬ 
rashtra or the Union of India, as 
a national asset. In regard to our 
big metropolitan areas land out of 
aea-bed may be reclaimed for the 
purpose of constructing coastly build, 
lags, apartments etc. There are 
other lands which can be reclaimed 
from the sea. The Central Govern¬ 
ment must come out with clear state¬ 
ment on the ownership and right in 
regard to the administration of such 
pieces of land. Already adequate 
discussion has taken place at the 
time of the Constitution Amendment 
Bill. There are international impli- 
oations of this particular Bill. The 
only thing which I M^ould like to 
suggest is this. There are land¬ 
locked countries tying themselves up 
together among the international 
communities, not id^tifying their in¬ 
terests with developing countries. 
They are trying to go along with 
Czechoslovakia and other land-locked 

countries. " ' '

UB. DEPUTY-SrtSAKER; Do you 
wrent that elso to be provided in this 

am? 


SHRI B. V. NAIK. ‘This BiU, in 
its assessment," and in its ultkMte 
analysis, will have to prove its cre¬ 
dibility on the basis of international 
acceptance. There are controversies 
in the forums of United Nations re¬ 
garding the problems of the develop¬ 
ed countries with coasts and develop¬ 
ed countries without coasts. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPSAKER: I think 
you are going of the limit of this 
Bill. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Six. I will t^ 
to confine myself within the 200 
nautical mile limits. I welcome the 
Bill to the extent certain areas are 
defined. There is provision in this 
Bill that you can alter even the ter¬ 
ritorial limits of 12 k.m.‘ Alter for 
what? Alter for further extension or 
for reduction or alter your adjacent 
areas? Therelore, if if is a question 
of an administrative order subse¬ 
quently to be taken by the Govern¬ 
ment, without the sanction here. I 
think the word ‘alter’ should be cur- 
tailed. It may mean reduction or ess- 
tension. 

With these words, I support this 
Bill. 

DR HENRY AUSTIN (Emakulan^* 
Sir, I .support, this Bill. In fact this 
Bill is a sequal to the Constitution 
Fortieth Amendment Act, 1976. Those 
who have followed the prophecies 
of the traditional geologists and de¬ 
mographers may have noted the 
cynicism or pessimism about our 
future. BYom the dawn of' the een- 
turay, they were saying that by 
2,000 A. D. We will have exhausted 
all our resources and that the fate of 
mankind would be far from desir¬ 
able; would be disastrous. Bfit, 
fortunately, for us, scientists, peifi*- 
culatly, those working in the field of 
marine biology and related , sciences 
perte4plng thq sea ^ve 

come out with schjune 
great ^iiiif^Ism.tor, the ftttprer'^i^ 
have sMd that ifieahaustlble ibaottrees 
are lying concealed wdsdt the sea tnd 
with aoodmted |iaoe of the atudlta 
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of the 86a resources, the concealed 
marine wealth can be exploited for 
the use of mankind. It was in this 
context that great articulation had 
been initiated in various countries 
particularly developing countries for 
the study of marine science oSid for 
the exploration of the r^ources of 
the ^a. Thanks to the consistent 
movement or agitation that was car¬ 
ried on in the developing countries, 
particularly, by the non-aligned 
countries, the U.N. was moved to 
hold the Conference on the law of the 
seas. As everyone knows four 
sessions of this conference were al¬ 
ready held and the fifth one is now 
currently being held in New York. 


Fortunately, the Conference has 
been able to arrive at broad consen¬ 
sus at least on some of the major 
issues. And this Bill seeks to incor¬ 
porate achievements so far of the 
Conference on the law of the seas. 
I happened to be in New York when 
our esteemed Law Minister was at¬ 
tending that Conference, I knew how 
lively it was and how effective the 
advocacy our own Law Minister had 
been to achieve some of our national 
aspirations in this regard at that 
Conference. 


As everyone knows, India has a 
long coast line of 4,000 miles; our 
country includes about 1,280 islands 
and islets including the archipelagos 
of Andaman and Nicobar Isleuids and 
the Lakshadweep. This naturally 
makes us very much concerned about 
what is happening in the seas—in the 
Bay ot Bengal, Arabian Sea and in the 
Indian Ocean—^where we had enorm¬ 
ous mineral resources conceUed under 
the seas. On the western coast, in the 
Arabian sea-r-in the Bombay High and 
Basseln, regions we have been able to 
prospect and exploit oil, con^uent 
upon the studies made about the exis¬ 
tence of hydro-carbon in that area. 
As early as the later half of the 18th 
tentury, great mi^ne biologlsti dls- 
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covered a largest fishbreeding centre' 
known as the Wadger Bank In the 
seas of Trivandrum. Naturally, our 
country should become concerned, 
therefore, about the Seas and it i* 
this concern that ig reflected in thia 
Bill that has been brought forward 
before us by the esteemed Law- 
Ministers. 

The most significant achievement of 
the conference on the law of seas is 
the establishment of what is called an 
exclusive economic /one. The tradi 
tional view, about the jurisdiction 
and rights of countries in regard to 
the adjacent seas was limited to what 
was called territorial waters extend, 
ing only a few nautical miles from 
their Coast lines. But today because 
ol these discoveries of the existence 
of vast resources in the sea.s. the con. 
cept of an economic zone was deve- 
loped. This Bill seeks to establish an 
exclusive economic zone extending 
from the appropriate base Une deep 
into the sea upto 200 nautical miles 
where we will have exclusive rights, 
over living and non-living resources 
and jurisdiction for certain other mat- 
ters such as scientific experiments. 

Perhaps, we are late in this field. 
Already the U S.. Canada. Mexico, and 
France and in our neighbourhood 
Bangladesh, and Sri Lanka have taken 
legislative steps to establish this eco¬ 
nomic zone. Perhaps, our Law Min¬ 
ister has taken time to introduce this 
Bill because he was expecting further 
favourable outcomes from the current 
session now being held in New York. 

It is also perhaps the reason why we' 
are saying in this Bill that Govern* 
ment will at appropriate time notify 
the time when these provisimis will 
come into effect,'* 

With respect to this 200 nautical 
miles exclusive economic zone we will' 
have absolute sovereign rights for ex- . 
ploitation of living and non-living re¬ 
sources. Further, we will have juiia- 
diction over other matters including 
putting artificial islands or otfa^ In¬ 
stallations for purposes ol drilling 
prospecting of oil 
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With regard to continental shell 
•earlier there was no clear cut, un- 
versally accepted limitation. Till today 
this subject is mainly dealt with in 
4 )ur country by Presidential orders. 
With the passing of this Bill the con¬ 
tinental shell will be fairly defined. 
The continental shelf will be earmark- 
.«d from the appropriate base line ex- 
..tending right upto 200 nautical miles, 
.the urea of exclusive economic zone. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It may 
f'^ven be longer. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN: Yes. Sir, 

: this law will undoubtedly bring much 
satisfaction to us by the establish¬ 
ment of areas for economic exploita¬ 
tion, but, then, there should be some 
.laws regarding the seas beyond the 
. exclusive economic zone, because, 1 
believe, that the entire sea should be 
the common heritage of mankind. 
Merely because we are going to esta¬ 
blish the economic zone, it does not 
mean that the mighty powers will have 
exclusive powers to do whatever they 
want in the high Seas of the world. 
For instance, the much ‘disputed Diego 
Garcia islands are hardly 800 miles 

• away from my constituency. It is 
there that some big powers are build¬ 
ing up a nuclear armament depot. 
This is of great concern to us. Even 
as we are concerned and are trying to 
bring necessary legal framework for 

' the purpose of scientific and economic 
•exploitation of the Seas, we have also 
' to be concerned about the security 
.-problem in our oceans. 

' As-’-regards the 24-mile continguous 
-■zone contemplated in that bill, there 

• is' the right of innocent passage, but 
■ If warships have to pass it has to be 

with prior permis^on. But what 
about the 200-mile zone? it just out 
of the contiguous zone and inside the 
' economic zone, there is a build-up of 
naval armaments, security problems 
will become very vital I suggest 
-that this matter may also be brought 
HP at the Law of *the Seas conference. 
«id5f course, it is a wider question. I do 


not want to bring It within the ambit 
of this Bill. But it being a matter of 
urgent importance to the breaker 
nations, particularly the non-aliimed 
countries, I refer to it. You may feel 
that I am bringing In something 
which is irrelevant to our debate now, 
but if you have seen ttie TV reports 
of the yesterday’s proceedings of the 
Non-Aligned Summit Conference in 
Colombo, almost every speech made 
in the morning session yesterday high¬ 
lighted this point of the military 
build-up in Diego Garcia and inter¬ 
ference with other people’s affairs. 
In that view, this is also a matter of 
vital interest to us and germane to 
this Bill. 

I am sure after the Bill comes Into 
force, our scientists and others will 
have ’a great opportunity to exploit 
the mineral and fishery resources of 
our coastal regions upto the limit of 
the 200 mile economic zone. This is 
a long-overdue Bill and I heartUy, 
welcome it 
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HA GOKHAIJD:- Sir, I am very grate, 
lui to the Rouse because there has been 
a very satisfying and good debate. , 
In fact, the standard of the discussion 
On this Bill has been fairly high. Al¬ 
though every one supported the Bill, 
so many points were referred to to 
highlight the importance of some as¬ 
pects affecting the law of the sees. 
That is as it should have been. 

In my opening remarkes, I had very 
briefly attempted to point out the 
broad consensus which has emerged 
On some of the points which have been 
under negotiation and discussion in the 
f^aw of the Sea Conferences which 
have been taking place for the last .so 
many years. Unfortunately, the im¬ 
pression generally held seems to be 
that the only major point in the law 
of the seas is the economic zone. It is 
no doubt a major point but not the only 
marjor point. In fact, there are many 
other issues of equally great import 
tance which are being negotiated and 
discussed in the law of the seas con¬ 
ference and had been discussed in the 
previous conferences. The Bill does 
not take care of all these issues. We 
are here concerned with the provision 
of our maritime zones. With regard 
to other matters which are outside the 
scope of defining our maritime zones, 
the Bill does not say anything. It 
was not expected that a Bill of this 
tjrpe would say anything about other 
matters which do not pertain to our 
maritime zones. 

There has been a consensus on the 
extent of territorial sea. We started 
with three miles under a Presidential 
Notification and then extended it to 6 
miles. In the Carcas Conference which 
I attended^^ a representktive of this 
country. I first said, it should be 12 
miles. That was said on the basis of 
what was noticed as a general con¬ 
sensus ir the countries participating 
in that conference. Today we are in 
a position to say that a very large 
majority of the countries participat¬ 
ing in the conference, including the 
developed countries, have agreed that 
the extent of territorial waters should 


be 12 miles. Even here it is not as If 
different distances were not- daU&edl 
Some countries claimed upto gO .miles, 
some up to even 100 miles. But todhT 
the position has emerged that 12 milesr 
has been regarded as a general con¬ 
sensus with regard to the extent of 
territorial waters. 

The same thing applies to contiguous 
zones. It begins, of course, fr(»n tbe 
same base line from which the terri¬ 
torial zone begins, but extends up ter 
24 miles, which means about 12 miles 
further ahead of the limit at which the 
territorial waters come to an end. The 
jurisdiction in respect of this conti¬ 
nuous zone is in certain matters like 
customs, fiscal matters, iimmigration, 
sanitary and such other matters, where 
ordinarily outside our territorial 
V aters the jurisdiction of our country 
would not have extended and our laws 
would not have been applicable. So, 
this idea of a contiguous zone is 
another matter in which I think I can 
say safely there has been a general 
consensus at the Conference. 

The third i.s with regard to the eco¬ 
nomic zone, which is most spoken of, 
not only in this country but all over 
the world, because it is a new idea* 
which has emerged in the recent past. 
In article 297 of our Constitution, 
before its amendment by the Fortieth 
Amendment, there was a reference to 
the continental shelf, although the 
extent of the continental shelf and its 
definition wa** not given But, for the 
first time, after the Fortieth Amend- 
ment, when article 297 was amended, 
there is a reference to other zones, 
like the economic zone, the tectorial 
veaters, the continguo m area# and <be 
continental shelf, and power is taken 
under the Constitution so that Parlia¬ 
ment can pass appropriate laws In 
order not only to lay down the limits 
of the maritime zone but also to pro¬ 
vide for certain other matters, whiclf 
are closely connected with the use ISo 
which these zones would be pirt bF 
our country. 

The economic as I said Is a 
recent concept, comparatively wmk- 
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ing, and t thirJc our country should 
take credit Ibr it that for the^ first time 
it was raiiwd by us, along with certain 
other countries, when we insJrted that 
it was to the utmost advantage, parti- 
culariy of the developing countries, 
that an exclusive economic zone of 
200 miles should be available for the 
full exploitation and exploration of the 
living as well as non-living resources 
in the economic /.one. When we say 
that India has complete sovereignty, 
or will have complete sovereignty 
over ttie economic zone.... 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE iBetul): 
Will it be complete? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: No. I am 
coming to that. When we sa.v that we 
have sovereignty. It is not to say that 
the economic zone will become a part 
of the territory’’ of India. Someone 
said eariier that when you are saying 
for an economic zone you have com¬ 
plete sovereignty, certaiin laws can be 
extended and made applicable to that 
area, as if U is a part of the territory 
of India. It is not so. So far as 
territorial waters are concerned, of 
course, they are part of the territory 
of India, but not the economic zone. 

In the economic zone one. will have 
exclusive right to explore and exploit 
the living and non-living resource.s. 
which will of course take in the right 
of fisheries, which will also take in 
the right of deep sea mining such as 
exploitation of mineral resources, and 
all Bvaiiahle evidence indicates that 
there are plenty of it not only in the 
economic zone which will come to us. 
but all over the world, in manv coun¬ 
tries which will come under the 
economic zone, such minerals as. for 
example, copper, cobalt or mineral 
nodules of different types, which are 
available at the bottom of the sea. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; What is 
the meaning of “the designated area"? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I am 
coming to that. For example, in the 
exclusive economic 2 »ne, even ^ough 
ttw sovereignty to feitpldre and 
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exploit is there, the right of navigation 
of the international community not 
hampered. Now, if areas are allowed 
to be designated, ultimately when it is 
brought into force, we would have to 
protect our rights in respect of our 
installations. For example taloe the 
Bombay High, where we have got oil 
wells which are dug in many places. , 
They are well within the economic 
^one and certainly within the conU- 
nental shelf. If the areas are desig* 
nated and some places were called 
reserved areas, by designating the 
same as designated arras, the naviga¬ 
tion of certain ships through those 
areas will be regulated, or sometimes 
prohibited, so that our security ins¬ 
tallations are safe or what we are 
doing or what we are not doing there 
is not known to outside forces. 

SHRI N. K. P, SALVE: In this area, 
are you entitled to have defence instal¬ 
lations? Because, you have liddted 
jurisdiction. I will make myself el^. 

In the exclusive economic zone the 
sovereign rights are for exploraRon 
an<l exploitation and for conserving 
ocean wealth. Section 6 (b) ‘ speaks 
only of safety and nrotection of arti- 
jficial islands. o4f-shore installations 
etc. Does it give you the power to put 
defence installations?. I am asking 
this question because we have seen 
the invaluable work done at the 
Bombay High. You know how open 
and how vulnerable it is. So, this 
question has some significance. Could 
you have defence installations to pro¬ 
tect your interest in the exclusive 
economic zone? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE; Firstly, ttte 
provisions reialing to designated Sfeas 
here do not anywhere talk of arty 
defence installations. The second 
thing is, they talk of designated, aw»^ 
for certain purjwses, where rartgin' 
installations are there. In the ecsMlWft.' 
mie zone navigation is free. ButjiiH;'-, 
certain areas are designaiOd in rejgii(^y' 
of those designatw? arras 
regulations or restrictions can be pittf 
on navigation, so that oitr installations 
or v^atever we have theim in re^tprtflt 
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of exploration or exploitation can be 
protected from outside view or from 
destrutution or such other things. So 
'far as this Bill goes, that is the limited 
purpose of providing Jor areas to be 
d^ignated under this Act. What I was 
saying was that here we have got this 
idea of the exclusive economic zone. 

The additional thing which has 
emerged with regard to the various 
zones is this concept of the continental 
“riielf. As has been evident from the 
provisions of this Bill, while the idea 
'of the economic zone depends on a 
distance of 200 miles, the idea of a 
continental shelf is not dependent on 
distance. It has got a geographical or 
"geo-physical connotation, it may be 
that in given circumstances it may be 
beyond the 200 mile limit, which is 
part of the economic zone. I do not 
want to say here that our continental 
shelf goes or does not go beyond the 
200 -mile limit, but theoretically it is 
possible that the area which is 
covered by the continental shelf can 
be beyond the 200 mile limit of the 
economic zone. In any case, the right 
in respect of exploration and exploita¬ 
tion will continue up to the 200-mile 
limit; it would not be less than 200 
miles. But if the continental shelf is 
beyond the 200-mile limit, then it is 
subject to this restriction that while 
in the econoimc zone we have got all 
the rights of exploration and exploita¬ 
tion, we have even got the right to 
control pollution, we have got the right 
for marine research and so on and so 
forth, if the area extends outside the 
economic zone but it is still within the 
continental shelf, then we have got the 
right, so far as exploitation of the 
resources on the ocean floor, that is, 
the bed of the ocean is concerned. We 
will be entitled to fisheries, which is 
limited *o what ’S heiown as sedentary 
fish, which we will be able to take, but 
the water column which is above the 
floor up to the surface is free, that is 
available for everyone. 

im. HENRY AUSTIN: Suppose the 
continental extends beyond 200 
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nautical mil^ which is the exclusive 
econoim.c aorw; will we have ."any 
security right in respet of that drea 
beyond the 200 miles, if it is within 
the continental shelf? 

SHRI H.R. GOKHALE: In :mspect 
of the economic zone, there is no, doubt 
that we have got the exclusive right 
for exploration and exploitation,' both 
in respect of the resources in the water 
column and at the bottom of the sea, 
on the sea floor. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Not even 
fishing, only sedentary fish. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: That is 
beyond the economic zone, where we 
are outside the' economic zone, but 
still within the continental shelf area, 
where we have got the right of ex¬ 
ploitation of the sea bed or thb ocean 
floor. Sedentary fish is regarded as 
part of the ocean floor resources, 
which can be exploited by us vrithin 
the continental shelf areas. 

The definition of the continental 
shelf was first evolved in the Conven- 
tion which was signed in 1958, which 
is called the Geneva Convei.tion. 
Subsequently, no Convention a*! such 
has yet been signed. There, of ooJrse, 
there was a very general definition 
given, which would mean that ‘Con¬ 
tinental shelf’ would include the .shelf 
plus the natural prolongation of the 
coastal territory which was taken, the 
elope and the rise upto the end of the 
margin: it will all be covered vrithin 
the continental shelf concept; the sub¬ 
soil area, and the bed area will be 
there. That is what is generally ac¬ 
cepted now as the concept of the con¬ 
tinental shelf and which is now taken 
in the Bill as defining the continental 
shelf because it is thought—and I 

think rightly—that on this aspect of 
the matter, there is no difference. 
There is substantially no diflerfence. 
even between the develj^d ceuntrifNS 
and the developing countries re-, 
gard to these four concepts— If I mpy 
repeat very briefly, the coneeiH'P* 
territorial weiers, the concept pI eOP- 
nomic zone, the concept of contlgimug 
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:^ne and the concept of continental 
shelf. 

One question has beai raised—I ex¬ 
pected that it would be raised—and 
that is, why is it that the two clauses 
«f the Bill, namely, Olause 5 and 
Clause 7, one dealing with contiguous 
. 2 one and the other dealing with ex¬ 
clusive economic zone, these provi- 
.-sions, are not being made effective 
immediately after the Bill receives the 
assent of the President. I had said 
learlier—^and it was rightly pointed out 
by hon. Member, Shri Indrajit Gupta, 
in the course of !^s speech and I fully 
agree with him—^that there should be 
po attempt to give an impression that 
we want to take any unilateral action. 
The whole .thing is being discussed at 
the intqroational level. While it is 
“true that there is a consensus in res¬ 
pect of some of the matters, it is 
dually true that that consensus is 
atill a consensus, it has not matured 
into a treaty wbdch can be regarded 
as part of the existing international 
law. I hope there will not be any 
difficulty so far as these concepts are 
'Concerned. When they come, nobody 
will be in a position to say that, by 
'taking unilateral action, depending 
only on the consensus, we have, by 
'legislation, in exercise of our sovereign 
powers, done this or done that. 

A reference was made by hon. 
Member, Shri Samar Mukherjee, to 
the l^slation passed in the United 
States^ The Congress has passed a 
legislaion and there, of course, as far 
as I have been able to gather, it is 
limited to the right to exploit fl.'ihery 
rpsourees upto 200 miles. There also, 
the legislation is not made effective 
immediately; it is to come into effect 
from March 1977. The whole idea 
was made clear by Dr. Kissinger when 
, 'he spoke in the meeting, to which he 
referred, in New York; he said that, 
'first of all, there should be no unila- 
*teral action; the second thing was that 
i;hiS^yrould lead a certain degree of 
' 'ingOQcy to the deliberations of the 
^^(HsfiBerence; every one was greatly 
L ^sappointed and had, in fact, become 
' pessintii^c that this Cor^erenco had 


dragged on from year to year lor 
years to come and nothing concrela 
was coming out, and unless someth)^ 
like a push was made applicable,.no 
final conclusion would be reached. I 
do not want to comment on what Dr., 
Kissinger said and to what extent he 
was right or not. But the fact is that 
he had said this in the meeting in 
New York, to some businessmen 
whom he was addressing; in that 
meeting, he spoke extensively about 
the American point of view rei^rding 
the Law of the Sea questicm. We do 
not wish to give any impression that 
we are taking any unilateral action... 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Irrespective 
of what they say. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Yes, irres¬ 
pective of what they say. We have 
not said March 1977. All that we have 
said is that' it will be when the Go¬ 
vernment will, by issuing a notifica¬ 
tion, bring them into effect. There¬ 
fore, our option is open, to decide on 
the appropriate time when these pnv 
visions should be brought into force. 
In fact, we really give effect to the 
idea that there will be no unilateral 
action. It is not perhaps that clear in 
respect of the American legislation 
because there is a sort of ultimatum 
in that, that is. upto March 1977; then 
their law will be passed and they will 
go ahead with the exploitation of the 
resources of 200 miles, whatever the 
International Conference on the Law 
of the Sea may or may not decide. It 
is true that these are not the four 
things which really are important to 
the Conference. There are mmST 
more things of very great importance 
on which there has been no u ndfi^- ^ 
standing, wheie we are far'away frote 
consensus yet. One such thing was . 
referred to and. very appropriately, 
by Mr. Indrajit Gupta in his Spewl*. 
Of course, as he said, as you go 
fixing the’ zones.—he used a very ia|^ ; 
propriate word,—the area of the Open 
high seas gets contracted, I tMtik 
said there is a shrinkage of the' 
sea. That is what he said. It ddes,. 
happen. To the extent you give. eal^. 
elusive rights to -tl^ ■ coastal 
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that part of it goes out of what will be 
the open sea for exploitation. There¬ 
fore, the people who want to have 
everything for themselves do look 
upon these things with a certain 
degree of resistance. 

Now, in the last Conference in New 
York, not this one which is going on 
now, an attempt was made by the 
United States of America to introduce 
this principle that even though these 
TOonomic zones are acceptable, for the 
purposes of other reasons they can 
'still be regarded as part of the high 
seas. ' Now it was a contradiction in 
terms and we have resisted it and 
ultimately, it has not gone through. 
But this supports the Idea that the 
shrinkage of the high seas does not 
fawome very palatable to some of the 
countries. If you go to the high seas, 
that is where really a substantial area 
of disagreement particularly between 
the developing countries and the deve¬ 
loped countries has arisen. 

Now. who will exploit the areas 
which are on the high seas and which 
have been regarded as the common 
heritage of mankind? My friend. 
Mr. Gupta, was right that the United 
Nations had passed a resolution in 
1971, if I am right, laying down a 
certain moratorium with regard to the 
exploitation of those areas until a final 
treaty was signed or an agreement 
reached. TTie United Nations resolu¬ 
tion in this respect, a.s in other res¬ 
pects. is, of course, of great moral 
value, but nothing more than that. 

While, I know, for the purpose of 
commercial exploitation, this morato¬ 
rium has so far been adheretl lo. at¬ 
tempts are being made in the Law of 
the Seas Conference whdre there is an 
encroachment, there is an attempt at 
an encroachment for themselves aione 
to explore these areas of the high seas 
to the detriment of an international 
authority which is called the Inter¬ 
national Sea-bed Authority which is 
sought to be established. Most deve¬ 
loping countries have supported the 
concept of the constitution of an Inter¬ 
national Sea-bed Authority, So also 


India. But how the conflict tlKre, the 
discussion there and the differrace • 
there which has emerged out of this is 
that the International Sea-bed Autho¬ 
rity may do it in the high sea areas 
which are the common heritage of 
mankind; but as for countries and au¬ 
thorities which are developed, which 
have got the technology, which have 
got the resources and which have got 
the wherewithal for exploring these 
areas, why should they be preventedi 
from exploring these .areas even though 
an International Sea-bed Authority la 
established? Now. this is resisted 
very much by us and by other deve¬ 
loping countries. One reason- is that 
if such a thing is allowed, there is a 
great danger of the International Sea¬ 
bed Authority itself becoming, what 
you call, a non-starter. Therefore, if 
it is to be a matter fully under the 
control of an International authority 
such exploitation or exploration of 
these areas, in addition to the exploita¬ 
tion by the International Sea-laed Au- ' 
fhority. becomes extremely dangerous- 
for other countries which dr> not have 
the resources. All the resources will 
be pooled. In fact the resource.s of 
the International Sea-beJ Authority 
also, to a certain extent, will come 
from the countries which have got the 
resources and the money, and when 
the.y do not have the incentive to build 
up the International Sea-bed authority 
and they have got a right to go cn. on 
their own. exploring these areas, the 
International Sea-bed Authority wilt 
l 5 c a mere dream. An international re¬ 
gulation of exploitation of these resour¬ 
ces of the high seas will act sufllcient- 
Iv to the detriment of the interests bt 
the developed countries... , - 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; Ts there a 
convergence of interests of big pewers 
in this regard? 

SHRI H. H. GOKHALE: There Is, 
to a certain extent. The big^owe^ 
have converged on this. The-point is 
really the question of the hav^^awl 
the have-nots. Those who 
.technology, thos© who have the 
those who have everything 
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* is needed to carry on this on their own 
want te do it irrespective of whether 
or not... 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Cutting 
across ideological lines? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Yes. cutting 
across even ideological lines. This has 
happened. We have been ciscussing 
this,'and a delegation of the Ameri¬ 
cans—with their leader who was also 
the leader in the conference in New 
York—as well as the Soviet Delegation 
came here and we have had long di.s- 
cussioiis with regard to these points of 
view. So far we have only parted 
where we were; but we have not given 
up hopes. We think, with sufficient 
pressure being brought bv developing 
•countries, some reasonable way out 
would be found whereby those who are 
in a position to exploit these lesources 
will not do it to the disadvantage of 
developing countries. Mr Indrajit 
Gupta referred in his speech to non- 
aligned nations and the conference in— 
-Sri Lanka. I heard the speech of the 
Prime Minister of Sri Lanka. Mrs. 

. 3andaranaike, in regard to law of the 
^a. Some time before, our Prime 
Minister had spoken with rcgprd to 
the new colonialism coming out of these 
"disputes relating to law of the sea and 
the necessity of the countries coming 
tc^ether with their technology and re¬ 
sources to develop these on the basis 
■of collective efforts. Probably the 
hon-frligned conference must be the 
appropriate forum to give a push to 
this Idea. In all the conferences v,'bich 
1 have attended so far, our tleltga'iions 
Ijave been trying to work in close har¬ 
mony and cooperation with the Group 
•of 77, and the other developing coun¬ 
tries. By and large, regarding these 
major issues, an attempt was made to 
pose the issue which is to the advant¬ 
age of the developing countries.

State will have the jurisdiction. Re- 
here they were saying that in respect 
cently when the Americans camte 
of foundamental research they should 
have the power to carry on reseefrdi 
not only in economic zone hut in 
territorial ■ftraters. These are matters 
which are pending discussion and 
solution at the international level; in 
the international sea conteenco. 

As to pollution, partii'-.ilnrly. with 
reference 1o pollution by oil by neviga- 
hon, a convention was signed sometime 
hack. India hud signed that conven¬ 
tion with rergard to oolUilio-i of the 
sea by oil coming out of »hc ships. Our 
Merchant Shipping Act was according¬ 
ly amended. A question was asked as 
to what happens when othei country's 
ships go there. It is true that there 
are some international immunities and 
it may be that these matters will have 
to be settled through diplomatic chan- 
nels, through certain legal regulations 
and so on. These are matters which 
have to be taken care of by having 
appropriate legislation in this country 
as a follow-up action in respect of the 
legislation which this House is. consi¬ 
dering just now. Now, some questions 
were raised,—I think, that discussion 
is a little out of place here—with re¬ 
gard to the inter-State relations bet¬ 
ween State and Slate and the Union 
Government, whether fisheries are a 
matter for the States or -vhether it is 
a matter for the Centre. All these dis¬ 
cussions. if I may say so, with respect, 
are irrelevant. That is an internal 
matter and. I think, that tiy regula¬ 
tions or by discussions or by negotia¬ 
tions, those matters can be easily 
setll«i. 

• 

My hon. friend, Shri Naik, was, tot 
example very much keen to know as 
to whether, after 200 mile economic 
zone is set up, our*fishermen will be 
entitled to go and fish In that area 
clusively in the sense tiiat the fishdrf 
men from other countries will not b© 
able to go there. The ansiSeit Ji 
obvious that it r^Uy the Ind^ : 

men who alone he entitled 
$ 0 . And tl^t is jj'od wiR noQi(^ 
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that in clause 5, there is an injunction 
that ‘*no person including a Foreign 
Govermnent, shall except under and in 
accordance with the terms ol any 
agreement of the Central Government, 
Or by a licence or a letter of autho¬ 
rity granted by the Central Govern¬ 
ment, explore or exploit any resources 
of the exclusive economic zone*'* 
There is a proviso that: 

“Provided that nothing in the 

Sub-section applies in relation to a 

citizen of India...” 

This does not apply to a citizen of 
India. So, my hon. friend, Mr. Naik, 
need have any anxiety any longer. 

With regard to the maritime boun. 
dary, in some cases, that has been 
settled by negotiations. For example, 
with Sri Lanka they have been settl¬ 
ed. They have also been stttled with 
regard to Indonesia. l>iscussions are 
ftow in progress with the other coun¬ 
tries and they are still in the process 
ot negotiations and 111 ^ hope that even 
with regard to the other neighbour* 
ing countries, solutions advantageous 
to both the countries will be found. 
In fact, an attempt has been made in 
this regard. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta 
North-East); What about Burma and 
Bangladesh? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I am com¬ 
ing to that. As I said already nith 
regard to Sree Lanka and Indonesia 
boundaries have been demarcateid oI* 
ready. Negotiations aje going on 
with Borma. Bangladesh and Maldives 
with regard to maritime boundaries. 
Efforts also have been made to enter 
into negotiaions with Pakistan and 
Thailand for the* demarcation. If 
and when these negotiations come to 
a stage when we can say that an 
agreement has been reached; natural¬ 
ly it will be published and it will be 
known to everyone. An attempt has 
been made tp find, a solution by 
negotiations raUier than by unilatered 


action. Other Questions were raisetl* 
which were very valid. They were 
with regard to the historical waters. 
It was said this Act does not define 
the historical waters. It does not de¬ 
fine the historical rights. It is weR 
understood that so far as historical 
waters are concerned, they are those 
over which the coastal stares effective¬ 
ly, continuously and, over a substan-’ 
tial period of time, exercise the sove¬ 
reign rights with the acquiescence 
of the community of States meaning 
thereby that irrespective of the zones 
which are the result of an international 
law ur any other legislation, by force 
of historical circumstances, certain 
waters have been recognised as such, 
by a community of States which were 
affected by them. In the historical 
waters, we have the right to exploit 
or explore the resources. They are 
recognised as historical waters. 

So far as Sri Lanka is concerned, 
with regard to the Polk Straits, by 
an agreement, they have been accept¬ 
ed as our historical waters on our 
side. With regard to the other part, 
discussions are going on and may be» 
some solution will be found with 
regard to that also. 

I think I have already said about 
the pollution. I said that any discus¬ 
sion with regard to the federating. 
ITninns of India may not be necessary 
and may not even be proper to be 
entered into. At this stage, when we 
are discussing this Bill, I have tried 
to clarify the positiem v'itb regard to 
the international sea-bed authority 
and the exploitation of the sesources. 
underneath the high seas which are 
the common heritage of mankind. X 
have also said about the scientific 
research in the econmnic zrnie and 
such other allied matters whldi form 
the subject matter of this legislation 
which is before the House lot consi-^ 
deration to-day. Sir, I am very much 
thankful to the hon. Members ior 
having taken such keen interest and 
raised issues of great ^ 

faot, 1 would have bean vary muchr 
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disappointed if these issues had not 
been raised in the course of this dis¬ 
cussion. I once again thank ail the 
hon. Mranbers for participating in the 
discussion and propose that this Bill 
be taken into consideration.

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: Since 
it is the idea that developing nations 
should move as closely together as 
possible, may I know how in relation 
to the idea not only of historic waters 
which se^s to me somewhat intangi¬ 
ble but also with regard to the more 
concretely defined economic rone 
whether we have had discussions with 
such countries as Burma and BanRla- 
desh because this idea of the economic 
zone extending to 200 miles or so on 
the part of both Burma and Bengla- 
desh might lead to certain purely 
geographical problems which would 
have economic and other repercus¬ 
sions and those problems would have 
repercussions on us also? Since this 
is a legislation which is going to 
strengthen our hands in the task of 
having an international understand¬ 
ing, may I know if in regard to our 
own neighbours—who are all oevelop- 
ing countries—we have had discus¬ 
sions which gave us tangible idea of 
roncretlsation of the economic zone 
and similar other devices which arc 
mentioned m this Bill so that we can 
proceed in a more optimistic manner? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: In fact, 
there are two important matters about 
which i, forget to mention. One was 
the landlocked countries and the 
other is regarding the islands like 
Andaman and Nicobar. But before I 
do that I would refer to what Shrl 
Mukerjee said. First of all, I said 
that so far as demarcation of the 
maritime boundaries between India 
and Sri Lanka and India and 
Indonesia are concerned, an dgreement 
has beei reached. So far as other 
countries like Burma. Bangladesh, 
etc. are concerned, discussions are in 
progress. We have tried to open 


negotiations even with Pakistan. The 
approach hag been to settle th# 
matters by negotiation and the cox>* 
flict which would otherwise arise 
would be sought to be avoided on 
respect of all these countries. 

Coming to Andaman and Nicobat 
islands, that has been a point oh 
which there has been a difference of 
opinion between the position which 
we took at the last Conference and the 
other countries. Of course. .Andaman 
and NiCobar islands are oarl of the 
territory of India. They are not 
archipelago States in them pelves as 
some other archipelago States are 
but still they have all the character¬ 
istics of an archipelago. They are a 
cluster of islands. They have got 
their own internal waters and for all 
practical purpose they may not be 
distinguished from the other archipel¬ 
ago States. But in suite of the lieniB- 
fits which these islands and their 
clusters should receive on the basis of 
the various zones which are sought 
to be established we had been saving 
that these should be regarded as 
archipelagos and thev should have 
status which other archipelagos have. 
There are about thirty such archipel¬ 
agos all over the world. The other 
countries where similar duesUons 
have arisen have taken this attitude 
that though part of the mainland, they 
are archipelagos geographicallv and 
for all! other practical purposes shoulct 
bp given the same status as fuS'Jledg- 
ed archipelagos. This has been resist¬ 
ed by other countries, particulari^*’ 
the powerful countries and I would 
not say that the whole ouestiois' 14 
closed because we have raised It over 
again in this Conference being held 
at New York and will continue to 
raise it in future. Even though tjiey 
are not recognised as archipelagos, 
the 200 -mile limit is going to apply 
even on the basis* of their being mere 
islands. But the point is that there 
are various other issues which arise 
when they are regarded as archipel* 
agos, the question of intenSiai watAri 
and so On and so forth. Tberel^, 
we are not satisfied With a 
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which is less than an archipelagic 
status lor these islands, which are part 
or the territory of India. 

< t 

Then with regard to landlocked 
states, w« had taken, according to 
my submission, a very reasonable at¬ 
titude at the conference because we 
oufselves are concerned very closely 
with some landlocked stales like 
Nepal and Bhutan. We wanted to 
take a reasonable attitude. We decid¬ 
ed that We recognise that even though 
these landlocked states are disadvan¬ 
taged because they are not on the 
coast, they should not be completely 
denied all the benefits of the resources 
of the sea. This is the position taken 
by some other countries also in res¬ 
pect of landlocked states, but there is 
certainly no unanimity, consensus or 
understanding yet. We have been 
saying that while they should have 
the benefit of exploiting the liwng re¬ 
sources of tht sea, they will not have 
the ri^t to exploit the non-living 
resources of the sea, but gU this, wc 
said, will depend on mutual under¬ 
standing and negotiations, because 
even if Nepal has to come to the 
sea^ore for exploiting the living re¬ 
sources, they wiQ have to pass 
tlMTougb the territory of India and such 
matters as the right to have a i-oute 
or, for example, to lay down pipes 
or whatever is necessary can only be 
determined by mutual negotiations 
between the landlocked state and our 
country. But generally our attitude 
has been of ssrmpathy and under¬ 
standing so far as thg londlocked 
states are concMned. No solution has 
yet • been reached, but I hope as days 
go by in this conference pr, may be, 
in the next, some way out will he 
found. 

MR. deputy-speaker : The

CONTINGENCY FUND OF INDIA 
(AMENDMENT) BILL 

THii DEPUTY.MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRIMATI 
SUSHILA ROHATGI): Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, I beg to move*; 

“That the’ BiU further to amend 
the Contingency Fund of India Act. 
I960, be taken into consideration.” 


The Bill seeks t© further amend the' 
Contingency Fund of India Act, l950l 
for the purpose of raising the corpus of , ' 
the Contingency Fund of India Rs. 3(i 
creres to Rs. 50 crores. The Contin¬ 
gency Fund of India was established 
uncler article 267 (.1) of the Constitution i 
in 1950 with a corpus of Rs. 15 crores 
to enable advances to be marie out of it 
for^,. purposes of meeting unf<»reseen 
expenditure pending aulhorisaiion of 
such expenditure by Parliament by 
law under article 115 or article 116 of 
the Constitution. The corpus of the. 
Fund was raised to Rs. :)0 crores in , 
1970. 

Of the total corpus of Rs. S(i crores,’ 
Rs. 2 crores have currently Iwn placed 
at the dispo.«al of the Ministry ,of 
(Railways and the balance of Rs. 28, 
crores is at the disposal of the Ministry 
of Finance to meet the requirements of 
unforeseen expenditure of Qvil. 
Defence and P &T Departments. i 

The augmentation of the corpus of 
the Contingency Fund in 1970 followed 
the rec(jrriinendalion of the Adminis¬ 
trative Reforms Comnussion that the' 
corpus of the Fund shouid be enhanced 
to enable funds being found for urgent 
schemes and pro.jecls which could not 
be postponed till supply by Parliament. 
Another contributory factor was the 
<'on\’ention then established in pursu¬ 
ance of the recommendations of the 
Public Accounts Committee that addi¬ 
tional requirwnents for investments in, 
or loans to public sector undertakUjgs 
and private concerns, grants to prlvat,^, 
institutions and certain types p£ subsi':’ 
dies, in excess of certain limits, evpn 
where these coi^d be met by reappro; 
priation of savings should be treated, 
as expenditure requiring specific pariia^ 
mentary approval. This necessitatfs, 
recourse in urgent cases, to the Contin-, 
gency Fund, if adequate time to Msek 
supplementary provisions from Parlia¬ 
ment is not available. The corpus of 
the Fund was temporarily raised to Es. , 
100 crores fnMn 9th February to Strai 


with the xeconunendati^ of the Pre6|d^t. 
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April, 1972, to meet the additional 
demands following the emergence of 
Bangladesh. 

The position was reviewed recently. 
The total size of the Budget has more 
than doubled since the corpus of the 
Contingency Fund was raised in 1970. 
This, coupled with the aforesaid con¬ 
vention, has led to the need for a larger 
imprest with the President, in <he 
absence of which implementation of 
urgent schemes, will have to be defened 
until Parliamentary approval is avail¬ 
able. This will obviously be not in the 
public interest. Utmost caution and 
restraint will conunue to be exercised 
in drawing upon the Contingency 
Fund. 

The Contingency Fund of India 
(Amendment) Bill involves a with- 
dlrawal of Rs. 20 crores from the Con 
Bolidated Fund of India for transfer to 
the Contingency Fund oi India. At 
this stage, however, this transfer does 
not involve any real outgo of cash. Sir. 

I move. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Motion 
moved: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Contingency Fund of India Act. 
1960, be taken into consideration." 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER (Malda): 
This is a small Bill and this fund 
enables them to meet unforeseen 
expewliture that may arLse in the 
following year, expenditure which 
could not be foreseen at the lime of 
preparation of the budget as also 
meet expenses on projects w’hich are 
taken up after a budget is passed and 
before the next budget is Iramed and 
presented to Parliameht, But I am 
constrained to say that we have not 
been given any specific instances over 
I he la^t 28 years since the introduction 
«f Ihif Contingency Fund in 19.60, 
where the Government found that 
the money at their disposal had been 
totally exhausted and some unforeseen 
expenditure fci a new prcject or some 
ether item could not be met. This 
hind which stands at Rs. 3C crores Is 
being increased to Rs. 50 crores. Weye 
there any contingencies or emergwit 


situations in the past when the amount 
in the fund was found to be insufllciMl? 
We have not been given such specific 
instances necessitating the increasing 
of the corpus of this fund from Rs. 30 
to SO crores. 

■( 

It has come to the notice of the 
House that this fund has very often 
been used to meet certain expenditure 
which should not have been met fnxn 
this fund There are also instances of 
gross violation of the provision.^ of the 
Contingency Fund Act as well as the 
rules made thereunder. There is an 
instance of such violation of the 
provisions where money had been 
drawn from the contingency fund but 
in 'he appropriation accounts it had 
been shown to have been drawn from 
the consolidated fund. There is an 
instance mentioned by the Public 
Accounts Committee in their 222nd 
report where an amount had been 
drawn from the contingency fund by 
the Home Ministry and at the time 
of showing this in the appropriation 
accounts, it has been shown that it 
has been drawn from the consolidated 
fund This is a gross violation of the 
rules and shows the negligence of the 
government in handling this conting¬ 
ency fund. The PAC report says: 

“The committee are unable to 
understand how an advance drawn 
from the Contingency Fund came to 
be booked wrongly by the depart¬ 
ment in the acctxints for the year 
197.1.74 as an expenditure from the 
Consolidated Fund. What is worse, 
though expenditure incurred in 
satisfaction of court decrees, awards 
of arbitral tribunals, etc. Is correetly 
debitable as a 'chaarged* item of 
expenditure, the department com¬ 
mitted further mistake in bdoking 
the expenditure as a voted item. 
This clearly Indicates a gross lack 
of knowledge of the basic principles 
of accounting and classiflcalloh. 
The committee woiud Ukfi the 
Ministry to examine this lapse and 
ensure that the supervision eitet,- 
cised over the accounting of expen- 
ditute is adequate and tl»l ws- 
ponsibilliy lor the lapse te loetWSt!.'* 
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We do not know whether the recom¬ 
mendations of the PAC have been 
taken due care of, whether this lapse 
has been located, who are the persons 
responsible for this lapse, etc. Though 
the Beport of the PAC has been placed 
before the House, the Ministry have 
not told us whether all the recom- 
mendaticffis have been properly 
implemented or not. We do not know 
their comments on the recommenda¬ 
tions of the PAC. This is a vei-y 
recent report, of the period 197'v76. 
There are also earlier reports which 
indicate lapses relating to earlier 
periods. 


Government have now become very 
negligent because they have got the 
two-thirds majority in the House. So, 
they are taking everything very 
lightly Whether it is according to 
the law of the land or not. whether 
it is in consonance with the provisions 
of the Ccmstilution or not. everything 
can be done because they have got the 
majorify. 

They are spending money and 
passing Bills in whatever way they 
like in every sphere, and they are 
brought before Parliament in a very 
casual way. We act merely as a 
rubber stamp for all the actions of the 
executive. 


They say that they want to increase 
the corpus of the Contingency Fund 
from Rs, 30 crores to Rs. 50 croros 
But they have not given any reasons 
for that. They have not explained 
whether they have faced any difficulty 
in meeting any emergent expenditure, 
after the passing of the budget. They 
have not given any specific instance 
to diow that this demand is justified. 
They have not given any valid reasons 
for enhancing the corpus of this fund. 
At the same time, there are many 
instances of lapses in spending money, 
as pointed out by the PAC in many of 
t^lr reports. Therefore. I oppose this 
tnove of tile Government.

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE ^Calcutta— 
North-East): Like Mr. Daga I also 
feel that Government has not been 
good enough to vouchsafe to us the 
real reasons why this particular Bl 
has been put before us. We have omy 
been told lhat the increase in the Size 
o£ the annual Budget requires 
augmentaUon of the corpus of the 
Contingency Fund of India. I am 
afraid that Government hag been 
remiss in so lar as strict adherence to 
the noimal processes of accounting 
are concerned, and very probably uae 
of the Contingency Fund has'been 
made almost in tbe nature of using a 
Savings Bank account in addition to 
your Current Account. You dip into 
the Savings Bank account only to 
supplement what you happen to neod, 
but the Contingency Fund of todla llgs 
to be treated mcoe seriourfy, and OHS 
should take moneys out o( the Coh*' 
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tingency Fimd only When there are 
very special oircumstandes. .Where 
■Ihfise cirtrumstances can be anticipated 
inore easily, they could be put in a 
different way in so far as the Budget 
figures are ciJnCerned. lhey could* come 
out of the Consolidated Fund of India 
•not out of the special device of fhe 
Contingency Funct. 

That is why, as my hon. friend 
Shrl Joarder pointed out a little while 
earlier, the Public Accounts'Committee 
Jaad to. take note of a. mixtler which 
had -originally be«t raised in Parlia¬ 
ment. ■ My ■ hon, friend Shri Serhiyan 
had raised the question of the mis- 
ptilisation of certain moneys and the 
approach to the Contingency Fund of 
India which wa.s of a ver.v lackadaisi 
cal character, and * the Speaker had 
to give a ruling which requiied an 
investigation of the position to the 
extent that -it could be made. 

My hon. • friend Shri- .Toarder has 

• already quoted from the 222'nd Report 
of the Public Accounts Committee 
Which has pointed out the kind • ol 
-mistake which necessitated the inter¬ 
vention in the matter on the part of 

• a non-official Member arid which 
evoked from the Speaker a ruling 

-which required a fresh examination 
of the Government’s attitude towanls 
the Consolidated Fund of India and 
also the Government's attitude in 
regard to accounting processes in 
general. 

That being .so. this is a matter 
-which cannot ’je lightSy put Ijefore 
the house and pushed through. I know 
this would be passed in a short while 
and that very • few Members are 
actually interested, becaiSse everybody 
Iras got the idea that this is a routine 
piece of legislation, but we should 
hove a great deal more information 
as to how exactly the Contingenc.v 
■ Fund of India is dipped into. * It is 
a very special fund, it is a fund which 
can be utilised only on contingencies 
atising, in certain emerg^t circum¬ 
stances which could not be anticipated. 
'We can understand certain tMnj^ 
about floods 'and other kinda of 


calamities which call for relief, an^ 
other measures wlvich require the 
utilisation .of the Const^dated Fund of 
India, but the Contingency Fund*. 
through experience, should be capable 
of definition in objective terms on the 
basis of the annual requirements, on tho 
basis of the average recurrence of 
Contingencies of the sort which have 
taken place in the last decade or so- 
If we had before us facts in regard 
to the requirements for having to 
dip into the Contingency Fund of 
India, we can understand it- but We 
find that it is only said that because 
the Budget size has incre!i.sed, the 
Contingency Fund size should also 
increase. That does not exactly stand 
to reason, and that is w-hy it is neces¬ 
sary to have a better idea of what has ' 
happened before. 

1 need not repeat what Shri Joarder 
has quoted from the 222nd Report of 
the Public Accounts Committee, but 
the Committee requires that Govern¬ 
ment should take adequate steps in 
regard to the Speaker’s ruling that the 
lapses pointed out should be examined, 
that the supervision over the account¬ 
ing of expenditure should be adequate, 
that the responsibiliy for the lapses 
should be located. This is the Report 
of the Public Accounts Committee and 
it is evidence of the fact that Govern¬ 
ment’s dealings with the Consolidated 
Fund of India have not been as careful 
and punctilious as they ought to have 
been. This is a pointer which is not 
pariit-ularly happy. Tliefe are many 
other instances of Government 
becoming lather lapse in so far as 
accounting procedures are ccmcemed, 
and the recent change in the status - 
and the powers of the Comptroller and 
Auditor General of India also is an 
indication of how Government app^rs 
to be trying to upset certain normp, 
certain rules, which hlad been settled 
after a long period of exf^rlmra. 
And that is why it requires a 
deal more explanation ' tjhie

The Contingency Fund of India was 
established in 1950 under articles 267(1) 
and 283(1) of our Constitution. It is 
in the nature of an imprest. It en- 
alles the Government to meet unfor^ 
seen expediture, that is, the expendi¬ 
ture of an emergency type, including 
that on a new service till supplementary 
demands are granted by Parliament. 
Such occasions arise quite eften, and 
provision has to be made immediately 
it is not possible to wait nil supple¬ 
mentary demands are placed before the 
House and are passed by ii. 

In 1070 the corpus oi the tund was 
increased from Rs. 15 crorcs to Rs. .It) 
crores. In 1972, temporarily, for two 
months and one week, it was raised t(j 
Rs 100 crores; because of the emer¬ 
gency expenditure which we had to 
meet immediately after the Bangladesh 
war. I remember having particii>ated 
m tte debate when hon. Members on 
the other side made all sorts of baseless 
allegations that the fund wms being 
utiliseu tor party purpo‘>es I would 
like to say that the Fund is u.sed care¬ 
fully very cautiously and with great 
restraint For instance, even if a new’ 
service is provided for in the Budget, 
no ex^ienditure is incurred on it till the 
d<»nands ..re granted by Parliament oi 
even during • the period when 'On 
Account' grants are passed So much 
care is taken to see that it is used onlv 
for emergency purposes or »o meet un- 
toresee" expenditure 

Hon Member, Shn Dinesh Joarder 
has sukI 'hat the money is used in a 
very neg igent manner but gave no 
spMifis instances when money w'as so 
used. The hon. Member did not him¬ 
self cite a single illustration to point 
out that the money was misused? 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER; Tl;(at was 
not my contention. I wanted the Gov¬ 
ernment to let us know in which year 


SHRI Y, S. MAHAJAN: Then you 
could have asked for an account as to 
how it w'as used in the last five years. 
You said that it was being used in a 
negligent manner, but >ou have not 
ciletl any illustrations to prove that the 
money was '.o misused. 

The other hon Member said lliai the 
Fund was being used m a lackadaisical 
manner, that these contingencies could 
be anticipated anr! provided lor. Con¬ 
tingency or emergency, by it.^ very 
nature, cannot tie anticipated; it s 
something which cannot be anti<‘ipated 
and such emergencies are bound to 
increase m number as the economic 
transactions of Government increase in 
extent and depth. In 1970 our bxiaget- 
ed transactions amounted to Rs. ,f0fl 
crores and during this .vear oiir budget¬ 
ed transactions amounted to Rs. 5,500 
crores The State is taking upon itself 
larger and larger functions and that is 
because we are developing into a wel- 
lart* and socialist State. Under these 
conditions, when some difficult position 
arises and money has to be expended, 
the Government should be able to 
come forward with money for it. Sup¬ 
pose there is an earthquake as it hap¬ 
pened m China, do you mean to say 
that the Government should wait till 
the Supplementary Demand is passed 
by Parliament’. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Seiampere) Noliody has said it. 

SHRI Y S'MAHAJAN- In a Welfare- 
State when the Government takes care 
of cituiens even from before hirth till 
after death, many more of such things 
are bound to oequr. Therefore, the 
demand fot increase of the corpus of 
the fund from K-'. 30 crores to Rs. 50 
crores is justified ai.d I support it, 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN Tl«!i 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI- 
MATISUSHILAROHATGI); Ithfimk 
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.all the hon. Members who have parti, 
cipated in this short but interesting 
debate. 

At the very outset I would like to 
•allay the fears of the hon. Members 
that it is not the intention and it nas 
never been the intention of the Gov¬ 
ernment that this Contingency Fund 
.should in any way be utilised in a 
reckless manner or in a light manner 
or should be taken as a routine affair. 
Not so by any means. But the 
very nature of the Contingencv Wund 
itself, as the previous speaker has 
stated, is something on which demands 
cannot be foreseen beforehand. So, in 

• case situation arises, if it is not han- 
(Ued immediately in an urgent man- 
n&r, the very purpose of the Fund 
itself is lost. Therefore, to lay down 
all the circumstances is not very easy. 
But I do agree that what has been 
the need for raising it needs to be ex¬ 
plained. For that, I will just enume¬ 
rate some of the cases that we had be¬ 
fore us. 

From October 1975 onwards we find 
that there was a greater demand tor 
agricultural short-term loans from the 
various States. In fact, gome of the 
'States wanted money for the agricul¬ 
tural operations, for pesticides, ferti¬ 
lisers and other things. As a matter 
of fact, taking all together, it 
may oven come to Rs. 20 crores. Ag¬ 
ricultural operations are not some¬ 
thing, you will agree with me, which 
we can postpone for a long time. So, 
in two instalments about Rs. 10 crores 
were taken out for this. And I hope 
hon. Members will agree that it has 
not only borne fruit but it has '•eally 
■done something which* has justified 

• the purpose for which it was taken. 

At the same lime, we also Li.inched 
a Regional Rural Bank f-eheme- oui 
Minister is sitting here*—and for that 
also some money wa.s required and 
the only way this contingency could 
be met as expeditiously as possible 
was through the Contingency Fund. 
Therefore, we find that money was 
also required for the Regional Rural 
Banks. i am Sure that you will agree 


that not only jt has done well but, as a 
matter of fact, there is a demand irom 
almost all the States that there should 
be more Regional Rural Baitks in 
every State. 

Now, another need arose for deve¬ 
loping co-operatives for proper distri¬ 
bution of the essential commodi¬ 
ties to the public and for that it wa« 
necessary to strengthen and streamline 
the development of co-opertives and 
so a substantial amount of mr.ney was 
required for that purpose. Therefore, 
there also we found the need was 
there. 

Then we found that with the levy of 
an excise surcharge on alvuninium, 
some subsidy needed to be provided 
to the State Ellectiicity Boards. So 
this action was tektn in time and we 
have gone to the assistance of the 
Electricity Boards. This could not be 
foreseen and it could not also wait for 
the Parliament passing it at that par¬ 
ticular time. So that was met and it 
Was authorised and done. 

So, all these are some cf the reasons. 
There are many more reasons. There 
are some court decrees against the 
Government and these commitments 
have to be met immediately. Then, 
there were natural calamities. The 
calamities do not come at our invita¬ 
tion So, some of these things happen 
and we have to be prepared to go to 
the succour of the needy and help 
them at the right time. For that also, 
such a Contingency Fynd sho'^^6 be 
there. At the same time, it is our 
intention and it will be our constant 
endeavour to see that there is a 
constraint on this and it should not 
be misutilised. As a matter of fact, 
we wish to see that it receives the 
approval of the Parliament. 

At the same time I would also like 
to say that I wa<s rather sorry why our 
pleasant colleague, Mr. Joarder from 
CPM—I do not know why—should 
have chosen this occasion to inject po- 
litivs into the matter. 1 do not think 
that by passing this Bill the Lok Sabha 
will become a rubber-stamp. I do not 
think that is the intention. As a matter 
of fact, by providing more into 
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the corpus we will only be helping 
the people carry out those things 
'which are really necessary for them 
and the country at large. Apart from 
that; there is hardly any other point 
except the violation that is brought to 
our notice. We find even in this parti¬ 
cular instance which he has mentioned 
that it did not reflect any violation of 
the Contingency Fund of India Act. 
What happened was that certain items 
were wrongly classified in the accounts 
and this matter was dealt with by the 
Public Accounts Committee and re- 
gularisation of excess expenditure is 
being taken up. I think this should 
allay the fears or doubts in the minds 
of bon. Members, and I request that 
the Bill may be passed. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Sir, there is no quorum in the House.

CONSERVATION OP FOREIGN EX¬ 
CHANGE AND PREVENTION OP 
SMUGGLING ACTIVITIES (SE¬ 
COND AMENDMENT) BILL 
THE MINISTER OP STATE IN 
CHARGE OP the DEPARTMENT 
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OF REVENUE AND BANKING 
(SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER^ 
JEEi); Sir, a^ the hon Membci'S are 
aware, in December, J.974, Parliament 
enacted the Conservation of Foreign 
Exchange and Prevention of Smuggling 
Activities Act, 1974 to .Vtain pe.-sons 
s^’gdged in smuggling, foreign ex¬ 
change racketeering and related activi¬ 
ties. When the Proclamation of Emer¬ 
gency necessitated by internal dis¬ 
turbances was issued on the 25lh June, 
1975, it became necessary to further 
strengthen the provisions of law to 
effectively deal with the aforesaid p<*r- 
sons during the emergency. The 
Conservation of Foreign Exchange and 
Prevenlation of Smuggling Activities 
Act, 1974 was therefore, amended on 
1st July, 1975, by the insertion of a 
special provisien in the form of section 
12A of the Act. This section enables 
the Government to issue a declara¬ 
tion in respect of a person detained 
under the principal Act to the effect 
that the detention of such a person is 
necessary to deal effectively with the 
emergency. Wherever such a decla¬ 
ration is issued the statutory require¬ 
ments of communication of grounds of 
detention to <he detenu within five 
days of his detention and reference of 
his case to an Advisory Board within 
thirty-five days of his detention are 
frozen during the period the decla¬ 
ration remains in force. The main 
purpose behind incorpoiation of these 
special provisions was that some of 
the smugglers and foreign exchange 
racketeers had been posing a serious 
threat to the economy and thereby to 
the security of the nation owing to the 
vast resources and influence at their 
command. During the presenf emcr- 
genev the observance of the aforesaid 
statutory procedural requirements waa 
not considered to be in the larger 
interests of the nation. 

These special provisions would have 
in the normal coui^e ceased to )l»ve 
effect on the 25th June, 1976. If these 
had been allowed to lapse, there would * 
have been a serious set back to the 
operations designed to eomtet stmtg- 
gling and foreign exchange manupula- 
tions. It is, th^efor^, pnqposetf to ex¬ 
tend the period of op^ation of the spe- 
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cial provisions contained in section 
liA of the Act, by another twelve 
mtmths. For the removal of doubts, 
it is proposed to clarify that every 
d^lairation made under the aforesaid 
provision before the 16th June, 1976 
would also continue to remain in force 
during the extended period. 

In view of the urgency of the matter 
the President promulgated the Conser¬ 
vation of Foreign Exchange and Pre¬ 
vention of Smuggling Activities (Am¬ 
endment) Ordinance 1976--No. 6 of 
1976—011 the 16th June. 1976. The 
Bill .seeks to replace the provi.sions of 
file Ordinance.

;, kfR.,pHAIRMAN : Motion moved :

, I and Prevention of Smuggling Acti- 
_ yities Ad. 1974 be taken into consi¬ 
deration." 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER (Malda); 
Sir. We have heard the hon. Minister 
and also il has been slated in the Sta¬ 
tement of objects and reasons that if 
the provisions had been allowed to la¬ 
pse, that would have created a serious- 
set-back to the anti-smuggling opera¬ 
tions. If this is the purpose under 
which the provision under section 12A 
of the Ad has been extended for an 
other period of 12 months totalling to 
24 months what would happen after 
that? You may again come forward 
here for a further extension of this 
period on the same plea of a serious 
set-back in the anti-smuggling opera¬ 
tions; 

Is the Government thinking cf ex¬ 
tending the emergency for an indefinite 
period so that thi^ draconian law may 
continue for an indefinite period? 
(Interruptions) Here I am talking ab- 
out| this particular amendment to sec¬ 
tion 12A dealing with the anti>soc.ial 
elements, smugglers who are Ijehind 
the bars and those who had been 
given any sco'^ for going to the eourt. 


Of course, I support this provision .bpt 
I want to know why the Government 
is coming forward before us with a 
piecemeal legislation. Those who had 
been detained under this Act should 
not be allowed to go to the courts f<nr 
seeking any reUef—that provisiCHtt 
.should Ije there. Normal laws of the 
country like the Indian Penal Code 
and .also the amendment to that code 
and the Criminal Procedure. Code 
which we have passed are also there. 
There should be a provision under that 
Ad that when a particular person has 
boon found guilty of that particular 
oHenc'e. there should be. a public 
censure by publication of their names 
in the newspapers and there should 
also be a radio announcement about 
lhal. we want to know as who are 
these smugglers wlio are givin]^ Hhese 
sorts of difficulties to the Govetn- 
menl in conserv'ation of foreign exch- 
ange and allied matters. We Waiif to 
know Ihe names of the guilty persons 
respon.sihle for foreign exchange ra¬ 
cketeering. The names of such persons 
should be publicly censured. If this 
is not done the people at large will 
not know about these persons guilt.v 
of smuggling and foreii^ exchange 
racketeering. Further, they will have 
the scope of maintaining the same 
social status even after they come out 
of the prison. They will be getting the 
same social status and free entry into 
the society. Government must take 
some definite steps and the people at 
IfiVfie should know as to the steps be^ 
ing taken by the Government against 
the smuggler.s and the foreign exch¬ 
ange racketeers. 

A few days back we learnt that 
about 65 residences belonging to peo¬ 
ple having connections with .big busi¬ 
ness houses have been searched. and 
certain amount of money has been 
seized from their lockers. In this sear¬ 
ch certain big business houses are in¬ 
volved. A comprehensive list has not 
as yet been published as to the names 
of the persons detain%d 
and particularly under seitioh 
this Act. What are the prope|ties mat 
have b«n attached and wh^t 
amount of money thjat 
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recovered from them. I would elso 
Vko to know from the hon. Minister 
as to how they propose to have a 
eheck so that these persons when they 
ere released after some period—you 
cannot extend these sorts of provisions 
for an indefinite period—will not in¬ 
dulge into similar activities in future. 
Ck>'(«mment must take certain mea¬ 
sures to stop them from taking up 
similar activities in future. What are 
the views of the Government in this 
respect? How will these persons and 
their properties be dealt with? It is 
not dear. 

Also the persons who are not yet 
ddained and who have been indulging 
in smuggling activity on the northern 
and eastern borders are finding new 
ways of carrying on these activities. 
There are some organisations and some 
agencies which are lying low at the 
moment. As soon as the emergency 
is over, they might again come to the 
surface and carry on their activities. 
What steps are being taken to check 
and stop these activities once for all? 
What steps are being taken to see that 
these activities are stopped in other 
form, racketeering in foreign exchange 
and smuggling activities, in other parts 
of the country also? A few days ago 
in Bangalore, I think, the hon. Minis¬ 
ter, Shri Pranab Mukherjee, held a 
conference with officials of the Home 
Ministry, police officers and other offi¬ 
cers to see to it that smuggling acti¬ 
vities'do not come to the surface on 
the southern and eastern coastal areas 
of the country. There is apprehensio ' 
on this score. We know that smugg¬ 
ling activities have not been stopped 
. altogether. 

Then there is this over-invoicing 
and under-invoicing in foreign wade 
indulged by big monopoly houses. 
You are giving them all sorts of con¬ 
cessions, to the jute industry, textile 
industry, sugar industry and many 
other industries. This has been dis¬ 
cussed here earlier. By under-in- 
vtiicing and over-invoicing, these 
houses keep a large part of the foreign 
exchange earned in foreign banks. 
Many of the persons engaged in this 

foreign exchange racketeering have 
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deposited this money in foreign banks. 
What are you going to do about it? 
Have you been able to seize any of 
these amounts in those foreign banks? 
Actually, we are not in the know of 
how Government are able to check 
this kind of foreign exchange racke¬ 
teering and smuggling activity. It is 
not clear. Even this detention is a 
very temporary provi.sion We want 
Government to take definite steps on 
these lines. 


SHRI^. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): 
Smugglers of and racketeers in foreign 
exchange acquired fabulous wealth by 
their anti-social, anti-national and 
clandestine activities and when such 
activities assumed alarming proper- ’ 
tions, Government was compelled to 
bring forward a Bill in 1974, the Con¬ 
servation of Foreign Exchange and 
Prevention of Smuggling Activities 
Bill which was passed. Smugglers and 
racketeers are only a species of the 
wider class of smugglers of goods from 
foreign countries and also smugglers 
of Indian goods to foreign countries. 
Their activities had become all the 
more serious when the emergency was 
proclaimed on June 25, 1975. There 
was a tremendous salutary impact on 
the activities of those persons. Many 
of them were put behind bars Alor^- 
with various other fiscal measures, this 
measure went a long way to curb their 
activities. If any measure in the coun¬ 
try had been widely acclaimed by the 
people, by the Members of the Opposi¬ 
tion including Marxists, it was this 
measure. Th-' whole House is behind 
the government in extending its' St^- 
nort to the measure because evety- 
body is fed up with the activities of 
the smugglel s.

Now the grievrjice of Mr. Joardetf 
is that the House has not bten taken 
into confidence by disclosing thi^ 
names of the big sharks. Perhaps h« 
is not realising that it would not .bf ; 
in public interest to publish 
names at present. When normalcy' 
turns and wheil tbe economic situ»*: 
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tion is brought under control the name 
of every smuggler should be published 
prominently in newspapers an^ it 
should be announced on the radio. 

For reasons known to the government 
they think this perhaps is not the time 
to do so. 

The extension of the provisions of 
the original Act is sought by the Gov¬ 
ernment. Everybody shares the view 
of the government that the leopard 
has not changed its spots wfthin a 
short span of one year. Smuggling 
and rackeleering in foreign exchange 
ate not sporadic or isolated in nature 
or dona at the spur of the moment. 

It is an ingrained habit of the smug¬ 
glers. In order to bring home to them 
that they should not repeat those acti¬ 
vities it is necessary that the provi¬ 
sions of the Act should remain in ope¬ 
ration for a longer time than a short 
span of one year. 

Now it has been said that even the 
worst criminal deserves a fair trial; 
there should be a regular proceeding 
in a court of law and there should be 
an opportunity to the criminal to know 
the charges against him and what evi¬ 
dence is there. That procedure is 
applicable to normal times; wlien the 
nation is passing through a critical 
period and crisis the normal function¬ 
ing of the court should not have pre¬ 
cedence over emergent provisions like 
this. They are also not ordinary cri¬ 
minals. They are big sharks ivith in¬ 
ternational ramifications and associa¬ 
tions. They are connected to big per¬ 
sons even in this country. They have 
their own liaison with political per- 
son.s also. These big sharks cannot 
be brought within the net of the ordi¬ 
nary criminal law, they will break 
that net. So, to punish them effec¬ 
tively nothing short rtf the provisions 
of the Act now being extended will 
meet the necessity of the situation. 

If any measure is going to be retrain¬ 
ed as a permanent measure, it should 
be on the lines of the present Bill. 
Otherwise, vulgar, display of wealth, 
thteatening the economy, running of 
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black markets, having a parallel eco¬ 
nomy etc.—all these phenomena would 
be recurring. 

With these words, I support the 
Bill. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI 
(Calcutta—South): Sir, I congratulate 
the minister for the efforts taken Ijy 
his ministry to save the country from 
the smugglers, speculators and persons 
possessing huge foreign exchanjfe 
withotit knowledge of the government. 
This is a simple amending Bill ex¬ 
tending the life of the parent Act. Mr. 
Joarder said, this sort of piecemeal 
legislation will not help. I do not 
agree with him. When there is emer¬ 
gency, some of the constitutional pro¬ 
visions like fundamental rights can¬ 
not be claimed by the citizens. We 
have observed that previously smug¬ 
glers^ and other economic offenders 
used to take advantage of the situ¬ 
ation and after getting bail from the 
court, they used to hide themselves^ 
with all their property. So, the gov¬ 
ernment had no alternative but to 
bring forward some stringent 
measures. Nobody can say when the 
emergency will be withdrawn. It is 
not possible for the Finance Minister 
to say that this sort of legislation will 
be ended on a particular day. I dn 
feel that such amendments are wel¬ 
come as they weaken the nerve and 
pulse nf the people in the undwr- 
world. 

Apart from paying my compliments 
to the ministry and the minister, I 
submit that some more efforts should 
be made. It is true that after 1974 till 
the end of 1975. this ministry has 
taken a number of steps to unearth 
black money, foreign exchange etc. 
and also to deal with smugglers having 
international connectiops. We have 
found some serious things in dealing 
with them. Fortunately, I have taken 
a special effort to publish the docu¬ 
ments in a journal in our State. In at 
series of articles, I have ventilated the. 
habdts of the smugglers. Apart firaOE, 
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their trade, the smugglers have built 
-up a society itself in. which their 
'Children and other family members 
feel that this is not a crime but a sort 
-of profession which should be main¬ 
tained by the family members. In the 
'CaMcut area of Kerala and in some 
parts of Surat, I had the privilege of 
meeting a few young men, who were 
upright in character and good in 
academic results, but with a bad back¬ 
ground. Their relations are still be¬ 
hind the bar. It appears somehow or 
•other, due to the inefficiency of the 
administration long ago. this business 
was accepted as a social deal by these 
groups of people. The main contacts 
that they have built up in this country 
is, first, with the Middle East and, 
secondly, by the border States in the 
western side of Punjab with Pakistan 
and, on the north-eastern side, with 
TMepal and, of late, with Bangladesh. 

I came to know during my investiga¬ 
tion that smuggling was conducted not 
only in goods of this country but also 
there was some inhuman trade in blue 
films. They used to engage poor 
Indian girls for this inhuman pro¬ 
fession and the blue films used to be 
■exported to the Middle East countries 
by the smugglers. Since these cases 
are under investigation. I do not want 
to disclose their names in the i*^" 
terests of the country. This is how 
the people of the under-world used to 
•operate for the last so many years. 

I am sorry to say that the officials 
•Of the Finance Ministry, specially of 
the Department of Revenue and Ex- 
-penditure, are not doing proper justice, 
according to th© policy evolved by the 
•Government, I am not suggesting that 
they are making discrimination be¬ 
tween A and B. At the same time, 
there should be a broad outlook.' A 
'few days back I heard over the AIR 
that Shri Biswajeet Chatterjee was put 
■behind the bars and kept in the Delhi 
pris6n for violation of the income-tax 
rules and that he was released the 
next day. It is good that you did that, 
ithough he was a noble man by heart 
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and he has donated a lot of his earning 
for the cause of the people. I am glad 
that Government did not spare these 
people. But, at the same time, I have 
to express my disappointment about 
the way in which some of the people 
connected with the Bombay film in¬ 
dustry have been dealt with. 

1 have explained on an earlier 
occasion how these people connected 
with the film industry managed to get 
foreign exchange when they were 
abroad and how they kept it in their 
foreign bank accounts. First they will 
send their middle men to make all the 
arrangements. Yes, the very same 
people were awarded Padma Shri 
and they used to be invited for all the 
film festivals, I have to express my 
disappointment that not even one big 
s''iot hai’. been touched yot. I would 
appeal to the Ministry to make further 
investigations in the matter and see 
that proper .justice is done to all people 
without any discrimination. 

Secondly, I want to say how the 
monopoly houses operate through 
smugglers. For example, Birla, Jalan, 
Bajoria or Modi will never deal direct¬ 
ly with a smuggler. They do it 
through their middle men. When there 
was a shortage of nylon yarn, for ins¬ 
tance, these big monopoly houses used 
to have dealings with the smugglers 
through middlemen. If at all he is 
caught, it is the middle men who will 
get the punishment. The officials have 
never tried to find out who are behind 
these middlemen If an enquiry is 
made to find out the real people be¬ 
hind them, I can say with confidence 
that a large ny.mber of people belong¬ 
ing to these big business houses would 
have to be detained. Some of the 
young people are employed by the big 
business houses as Accounts Assistant 
on a salary of Rs. 5(JD or Rs. 700. When 
there is any shortage of any raw 
material, they are asked to deal 
the smugglers, and if they are stic- 1 
cessful in their deals, they are jpro- 
moted and given some perquisites'. Of 
course, in some cases they are eaixglri 
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by the Government and put behind 
the bars or even shot dead. Yet, those 
who patronise them are not touched. 
*niis is not proper. They should find 
out the real people behind them and 
punish them. 

It is good that Government have 
devised a machinery to deal with 
I)eople within the country. They are 
detained without being sent even to a 
court, and I am glad about it. But 
what is the flep which they are going 
to take to deal with those Indian 
citizens who often go abroad and keep 
their accounts in Swiss banks, or 
speculate international market, or 
purchase some flats binami in West 
Germany, London or Paris, and come 
back again. There are a number of 
these people in this country in the big 
business houses and also in other 
circles. I know some of them, but I 
cannot give out their names because 
life would not be safe if they are not 
detained. I know an industrialist 
whose total capital investment is under 
Rs. 1 crore, whose three units in West 
Elengal have been taken over by Gov¬ 
ernment and made into six. They go 
abroad ten times a year. I cannot 
understand why they go abroad so 
often and what they do there, but 
they are moving nicely and safely. 
The Minister belongs to my State and 
he understands what I say. He is 
aware of the matter. 

I know him, he does not spare any¬ 
body. I have every faith in his cour¬ 
age, because a year and a half ago 
while he was very young, in this Minis¬ 
try—am not talking of his age, he 
is now mature—he was in Bombay 
City and I took him without police in 
a taxi. I asked him to introduce him¬ 
self as a young mafi who was going to 
get married who would like to pur¬ 
chase some very good perfumes etc. 
He did so and easily purchased a few 
things which were foimd to be foreign 
goods, Ha dealt with them through 
his officers. But’■it is not possible for 


him to do it everyday because now 
his face is known to all, but he can 
still do it through some of his officers. 

He also got the support of a large 
number of young people who gave him 
information for the sake of the coun¬ 
try. 

I found in the newspapers the other 
day a report that a retired police 
officer of Calcutta, Dev Vallab Dhar, 
ex-D.I.G., who was charge-sheeted 
and removed, has been appointed by 
the Globe Detective Agency which is 
giving information to big business 
houses about the plans of the Gov¬ 
ernment. I hope that in consultation 
with the Home Ministry, he will 
take proper steps. 

I will be extremely glad if the 
Minister can tell us apart from the 
citizens who are detained, how many 
officials of the income-tax and cus¬ 
toms department as also the Minis- - 
try have been detained, because 
there is an opinion that some of 
them have links with smugglers and 
hence the anti-smuggling operations 
could not be carried through very 
successfully. 

With these words, I pay my com¬ 
pliments to the Minister and the offi¬ 
cers in his department who took 
great risks during the emergency. 
The lives of some of them were at 
stake, but with the encouragement 
of rarliameiit I hope they will' 
march ahead. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN' 
(Tellicherry): I rise to support this 
Amendment Bill, and I have no 
hesitation in saying that the Govern¬ 
ment has taken some good steps in 
its operation against the smugglers. 

I feel that the action of the Govern¬ 
ment against the smugglers has 
continue. That can be understood 
only if you understand the magnitude 
of the problem as we are fating 
today- According to the Govern¬ 
ment’s statemait, they have already; 
ordered detention in respect of 2,8191 
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persons and there are still 346 per¬ 
sons who are at large. I think. Gov¬ 
ernment have been given sufficient 
powers by Parliament to deal with 
these people, and we have extended 
'<our support continuously whoever 
{Government came forward seeking 
imore and more powers to deal with 
{smugglers. But here I must say that 
•the actions taken by the Government 
do put down the smugglers are rather 
'weak, I agree, they have conducted 
‘SO many raids; I have got the figures; 
in 1274 they conducted 49,55S raids 
and they got Rs, 60 crores worth of 
ig^ds; in 1076, 04,569 cases were 

.detected and the money realised by 
■way of goods was Rs. 45 crores; 
during the six months of this year, 
1976, more than 12,000 cases were de¬ 
tected md more than Rs. 12 crores 
•were collected. With all these that 
fGovernmont has done, I do not think 
that they can claim that they have 
•completely immobilised the smug- 
rglers. They have not. That is why, 
'even during the period of Emergency, 
'during the last six months, they 
•could find out another 12,000 cases. 
They have not succeeded in complete¬ 
ly smashing the ramifications creat¬ 
ed by tha smugglers in our country. 

Now, what is happening in the 
•world of smugglers? The newspapers 
are full of reports. I think, the 
■Ministry might have knowledge about 
it. In the western coast of this coun¬ 
try, Government has taken very 
-serious steps to prevent the inflow of 
smuggled goods, but the smugglers 
are not accepting their defeat. They 
are now looking for new points of 
entry, and it has been reported that 
the smugglers have shifted one of 
their centres, from Dubai to Rangoon. 
It was reported in the Economic 
Times, in the Indian press. They are 
now sending the smuggled goods to 
Manipur. I have seen a lot of 
smuggled items being sold in the 
open market; I raised it, and the 
Idinister said that it might be some¬ 
thing sold through govotunent dis- 
•posal stores. That is not so. The 


fact of the matter is that that part of 
the country is new becoming more 
and more vulnerable, the part of India 
which is bordering Bangladesh, the 
part n- India which is bordering 
Burma, the part of India which is 
border’'.'g Nepal. This side is be¬ 
coming more and more vulnerable 
to smuggling activities. They are 
now indulging in bringing new 
items, not the conventional ones. The 
smugglers are smuggling out of this 
country new items, for instance, 
automobile spare parts; the smugglers 
are bringing gold and opium into 
this country. Girls from Kerala—it 
may not be a very good thing to 
tell—are being smuggled outside the 
country, even after all these opera¬ 
tions against smuggling. In this 
context, what kind of explanation 
have Government to offer? They 
have failed to arrest 346 smugglers 
who are still absconding. Still more 
strange is the fact that they have not 
confiscated a single property from 
any smuggler. This is as per a reply 
given by yoTi to one of the questions 
here. I c?.n tell you, if the Minister 
is in need of my assistance, the 
number cf the question and all that 
you have answered.... 

SHRl DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Seramporei: Yes, you give it 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: It 
is in reply to unstarred question No. 
494 dattd 13-8-76. The Government 
say: 

“No property has been confla-* 
cated ro far under the Smugglers 
and Foreigji Exchange Manipula¬ 
tor? f orfeiture of Property Act, 
1976.” 

Last time, I tJrmk it was 6-7 months 
ago, when this Miijister came With, 
enthusiasm tc introduce this Bill, , J 
think all sides of the House welcomed 
that Bill. We all extended our full 
support to the Minister, we all 
wished him well to let hint 
against these smugglers^ lej him 
feit their, proi«^ 
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britxg the smugglers’ ill-gotten wealth 
to the national exchequer. What 
happened in this case is only this. 
According to the Government’s own 
reply to the same question, they said 
that in 255 cases they have issued 
notices for forfeiting the properties 
and I do not know if it has been done 
by tlie concerned authorities. Then 
‘The Competent Authority of Bombay 
issued notices in 100 cases. The Com¬ 
petent Authority of Madras issued 
notices in 98 cases. The Competent 
Authority of Delhi issued notices 
(only) in 37 cases.’ These are Che 
notices issued under the Smugglers 
and Foreign Exchange Manipulator 
Forfeiture of Property Act for con¬ 
fiscating their property and the list 
of thc.se top smugglers is also given 
in the answer. But, why, after issu¬ 
ing the notices the (Government failed 
to act even in a single case to forfeit 
their property and make a break¬ 
through in fighting the smugglers 
who are absconding? 

When we extended our support to 
this legislation, we expected that the 
Government will act in that fashion. 
Otherwise this will be just an eye 
wash. Not that I am accusing the 
Government of inaction. Not that I 
am accusing that the Government is 
in connivance with the smugglers. 
Nothing of tliat kind. The Govern¬ 
ment lias in fact failed to act in a 
manner this Parliament wanted the 
Government to act, this nation wanted 
the Government to act, to bring 
down the edifice and the threat cre¬ 
ated by the smugglers tb our country. 

When we extend our support again, 
certain questions remain unanswered. 
For example, 71 (foreign smugglers 
are arrested, smugglers who are 
foreigners. But again a smuggler 
who is wanted by the Interpol, who 
could come to India, got admitted in 
a hospital in Goa died there and his 
body was kepi. In the morgue for 
liwee months. ^For whom I do not 


know? And only after his identifica¬ 
tion was searched by the Govern¬ 
ment, it was found that he was a 
West German citizen. The Interpol 
said that he was holding a passport- 
which was forged and the person in 
whose name he came to India, is still 
aiive in Germany and the Interpol- 
told tht Government that this smug-- 
gler is the leader of an international 
smugglers’ gang for whom they were 
searching. But this fellow could land- 
in India and could go to a, hospital 
and fortunately for us and for the. 
world he died. Your Police, your.' 
Customs and your Security could do. 
nothing. This has happened under- 
emergency. I hope you will not. 
deny this, because, if you have a. 
mind to deny, I can give the name cf 
the smuggler. This has happened in. 
our country. 

'This is against foreign smugglers!. 
If they come in the guise of tourists,., 
if they come in the guise of intellec¬ 
tuals and academicians, what is the 
step the Government is going to 
take? I do not think you have done 
anything in that regard. You have- 
arrested some people. It is good. 
Many more persons are roaming; 
about and this point should be taken 
care of. The machinery created is in¬ 
adequate to deal with the situation, 

to meet the requirements of the situ¬ 
ation. Mr. Joardar asked about this. 
This Bill seeks to extend this provi¬ 
sion for another 12 months. It i® 
natural to ask ivhat will happen after 
these 12 months. Are you doing any¬ 
thing in the direction of setting up- 
machinery permanently to deal with- 
smuggling? We do not know why 
Government is only thinking of 
dealing wiln this issue on an ad hoc 
and temporary basis. The hon. 
Minister made a promise ih this- 
House ‘hat the Government is think¬ 
ing on the lines of setting up special 
courts to deal with smugglers and 
to try them. I do not say that they 
should be given all kinds of justice- 
which is required under normal 
I am not denmnding that. You 
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try them under the provision of 
special courts. You can hang them 
if you want. I do not oppose it. We 
wilj lend you all our support. But 
what wa are seying is this. Why do 
you want 12 months, in an ad hoc 
manner? Again the Minister will 
come and ask for another 12 months 
extension. That is not the way to 
deal with the problem. At what 
stage is this proposal now, of setting 
up special courts with special powers, 
to try and punish smugglers’ This 
is my question. The Director of 
Revenue Intelligence, Mr. Sriniva- 
san, said ;n Calicut which is in my 
State, on 1st of July, that the con¬ 
sideration of setting up a special 
court was in an advanced stage. 
Advanced rtagc may be like ad¬ 
vanced stage of pregnancy or some¬ 
thing like that, I do not know. I 
would like to know from the Minister 
as to when this child is going to be 
delivered. These ad hoc measures 
will not help the situation. Of course, 
we are supporting now because you 
will say that you are helpless. But 
this is not a foolproof way in which 
you can deal with such a serious 
problem. 


Now, regarding smuggled goods 
available in the country, Mr. Das 
Munsi said about this. I think that 
they are takin*, a light view of the 
matter. If .you really want to put 
down smuggling you should get the 
cooperation cf the people. The DA VP 
is putting up an advertisement: Be 
an Indian; buy Indian goods. I think 
the money for that Department is 
being spent by the Ministry of Reve¬ 
nue and Finance. Under that very 
board or hoarding smuggled goods 
are being sold, not through the co¬ 
operative societies. In Calcutta 
streets various smuggled goods are 
available, things like cigarettes 
which you und I would like to smoke, 
a good blade that we may like to 
buy, and so on. We are being temp¬ 
ted. And you are putting up an 
advertlsument thoe sasdng, don’t 
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buy goods which are not Indian 
goods. These very non-Indian goods 
are being sold there undei that big 
banner which you are putting up. 

It is a fharric. This happens in all 
the big cities in this country. You 
can find this cut if you just go there 
as a buyer. If you want to creaW* 
that atmosphere that the people of 
this country will not buy these 
things, well, you should make such 
an arrangement that you should en¬ 
sure that the smuggled goods are not 
coming in the open market. The 
smugg’ers will not have that audacity 
to se'l these things in public in 
defiiiance of alj laws of the land. 

I think the Gcvernment has to im- 
piemcnt this legislation with a sense 
of urgency an(j with more serious¬ 
ness. Then only the desired results 
will be there. These are some of 
the points which I want to bring to 
the notice cf this House and the hon. 
Minister. J hope in all fairness the 
Minister while replying to this 
dcba«e will enlighten us on these 
problems which we have raised. I 
support this amendment. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil): Mr. Chairman, sir, I fully sup¬ 
port this Bill of the hon. Minister and 
I take this opportunity to congratulate 
him and all those dedicated officers of 
his Ministry who, by and large, have 
done a good part of their job to’check 
the smuggling and foreign exchange 
racket. 

Shri Bhattacharyya and his friends 
are alway!; critical about the enter- 
gency and they were asking about the 
gains made out of it. I hope that 
they will agree with me that tl^ ' 
enconomic condition of this country 
had improved. I do not want to gb 
into the details of the internal ^tua- 
tion or what is happening ki otiter 
parts of the country, li is v^ry al^ 
that after this Bill came into 
tion, Government could 
only the smuggling activilUeii but 
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the circulation of the black money and 
thereby they could contain the infla¬ 
tion. This is the only country which 
could control the inflation to a minus 
point. Many Members have spoken 
about the different aspects and so 1 
do not want to go into them in 
detail. Mr. Banerjee will agree with 
me here that Shri Mukherjee has done 
a good job of it. Take the foreign re¬ 
mittances from the people who are 
abroad. Three years ago The foreign 
remittances were only Rs. 330 crores. 
Now, if I am right, in February this 
year it has gone upto Rs. 1200 crores. 
It is because of the incentives offered 
to people working abroad. They have 
been able to remit here their foTcign 
exchange earnings. The money from 
abroad is more than double because of 
this concession. This is the contribu¬ 
tion of this Bill. The remittances 
from abroad have now gone up. 1 
would like to draw the attention of thr 
Minister to other points. I want to 
know whether he has studied the prob¬ 
lems of the people staying abroad or 
he has made any evaluation or ana¬ 
lysis of it. To whom have you given 
those concessions in the matter of re¬ 
mittances from abroad? Is it for the 
benefit of the employee working 
abroad or to the nurses and others? 
Can they bring such a huge amount of 
money from abroad? It is only some 
rich people who live abroad who can 
do this. But when you are giving 
incentives and concessions have you 
taken Into account the condition of the 
salaried people living abroad and 
sending part of their salary of this 
country. I think you have not made 
a study of the problems *of the fixed 
salary people working abroad. No in¬ 
centive has been given to such people. 

Sir, I happened to meet a gentle¬ 
man from Kuwait recently. He told 
me that he had purchased a plot of 
land measuring about 10 cents in 
Bangalore and wanted to dispose it 
off. He could not do so as the Reserve 
Bank objected to'ilL He wrote to the 
Reserve Bank and the Reserved Bank 


made a query: who asked you to lair- 
chase the land? What a pity! He 
came on a two-week leave and spent 
most of his time in going to the Be^ 
serve Bank and meeting the officers 
over there. I want to know, is it a 
crime for person who had worked 
abroad and put his foreign exchange 
earnings in India in dollars to purchase 
a p’ot Of land? Later on, he was 
asked submit a pre-dated application 
and granted permission on paper and 
allowed to sell the land. Of course, 
he could sell the land. He asked 
a question, “Do you want me to in¬ 
vest more money in India.” This is a 
classic example of harassment. 

Now, Sir, people come to India on 
leave after two to three years of stay 
abroad. They come with ten to tw«i- 
ty saris for their relations. You know 
as to how much they are harassed by 
the customs authorities. Sir, a direct 
Air India flight was introduced from 
Abu Dhabi to Madras for the conveni¬ 
ence of Keralites and others working 
abroad. As soon as this flight touched 
the Madras airport the customs 
authorities pounced upon these pas¬ 
sengers like tigers. I say that you be 
strict but why can’t you have confi¬ 
dence in the people who come after 
two to three years with twenty saris? 
Why can’t you have a reasonable atti¬ 
tude in the matter. That flight has 
since been cancelled. 

Sir, I suggest that you may fix stnne 
slab system for the salaried people 
working abroad, namely, if they send 
so much of amount they will be given 
so much of concession. If a man 
work.s abroad and sends a good amount 
of his salary to India in foreign ex¬ 
change why don’t you fix a s^ab system 
and allow him to bring something for 
his relations. I appeal to you to con¬ 
sider the problems of the fixed Income 
group working abroad. * If you have 
a talk witii them, you will know their 
problems. 

The next point I would like to tnalee 
is about the Impounding of pasSjj^Mti 
I fTiUy support this pirovislon. In ttifi. 
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£ili th6 detention power hes been or who the authority was which to<^ 

.given to certain important people, that decision against him in this 

«ven uplo the level of Joint Secretary. matter. 


Again I would make an appeal to 
Ihe Minister. Do not treat all people 
.staying abroad as smugglers. Do not 
go on that presumption. Yes, check 
them and find out. But unfortunately, 
in some cases injustice has been done. 
I know of some cases. I can say this 
before the Minister. I do not want to 
go into details. When impounding the 
passport of a person living abroad, how 
do you reexamine the case? who is 
the appellate authority? Here if you 
detain somebody, there is an Advisor^' 
Board to examine that case and exa¬ 
mine the whole issue. But when you 
are impounding the passport of a per¬ 
son, what is the machinery you have 
to re-examine the whole issue? 

I can cite an example. The man 
produced all evidence. He had made 
remittances through the Canara Bank, 
through the Indian Overseas Bank. All 
the accounts of the different amounts 
3iave been produced. His patriotism 
was reported “on by the ambassador 
himself. I do not want to go into 
the details. But because of some 
.personal reasons, because some-body 
had written ‘this man is a smuggler’, 
-his passport was impounded. This 
is not the way to do it. The 
evidence has been produced before 
you. But without reason, some incri¬ 
minating statement was made by a 
Deputy Secretary sitting in an embas¬ 
sy abroad, who was prejudiced against 
him, and the passport was impounded. 
This, I think, is not justified. I make 
an appeal to the Mini.ster to consider 
the establishment of some kind of 
appellate authority to examine such 
cases on appeal in regard to impound- 
ing of passport, whether it is genuine 
or whether it has been done out of 
personal prejudice. In this case I 
know it was done on merely personal 
prejudice. As I said, the patriotism 
of that man has been exported by the 
ambassador himsetf. Unfortunately, 
.you could not take a decision. I do 
'dot . know whether 3?ou had the* power 


Then Shri Das Munsi was speaking 
about films and smuggled goods. Shri 
Chaiidrappan also made a mention of 
something in that regard. There is an 
instance in Kerala where one man 
escaped prosecution—I fio not want to 
mention his name. Shri Bhattacharya 
may be interested because he is a big 
financier of his party. The parly is 
called Popular Automobiles. By 
making a declaration of Rs. 80 lakhs 
of black money, they escaped prosecu¬ 
tion. I am only sorry to say that 
your department could not make any 
check. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYA 
(Serampore): Your Government also 
did it. 

SHRl VAYALAR RAVI: I was going 
to say that. The Kerala Government 
did it. I do not know whether they 
smuggled him in or not. This party 
had been advertising the availability 
of foreign automobile parts. I had 
appeared in The Hindu in all the 
English newspapers: ‘Popular Automo¬ 
biles—available foreign car spa;e 
parts’. How is it coming? Have you 
given them an import licence? Or is 
it smuggled in? Of course, earlier 
there was smuggling. Recently the 
Kerala Government’s Economic affairs 
department made a search and they 
found on big packets ‘Made in Ger¬ 
many’, ‘Made in England’, ‘Made in' 
America’ everywhere. Later they 
found that all this was made in their 
factory itself, v Of course, they were 
smuggling these earlier. But you 
allowed them to cheat the people and 
you allowed these crooks to escape pro¬ 
secution by giving them a chance to 
declare an amount “of black money to 
the tune of Rs. 80 lakhs Shri Bhatta¬ 
charya and his party may be very 
angry for this. He is the sole finapeiar 
of his party in Kerala aU the tifne. . 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYA * , 
who? ‘1 
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bHRI VAYALAR RAVI; Please ask 
fe^iri Namboodiripad. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYA: 
I am interested so that 1 may get 
some money. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: I am asking 
when these advertisements have been 
appearing that they have spare parts 
of foreign cars and so on, how has it 
come about? 

Then Shri Das Munsi spoke about 
films. I have seen a photograph of a 
famous film producer touching the feet 
of Haji Mastan. He was a film pro¬ 
ducer and actor once upon a time. He 
is still claiming to be partriotic (Inter¬ 
ruption). I want to know how when 
one fine morning Haji Mastan went 
into jail all this chain has been broken, 
how all this chain of black money 
has been broken. What is the expla¬ 
nation given about this photograph 
showing his touching the feet of Haji 
Mastan? What action has been taken? 
Have you made a search on that? 
Have you found out what are the links 
that these people have? Have you made 
any kind of examination of this 
matter? You are arresting smugglers 
and foreign exchange racketeers. We 
are saving money through the black 
door but delivering it through the 
front door. Have you taken action 
against persons who indulge in under¬ 
invoicing and over-invoicing and are 
increasing their Swiss bank account? 
Have you ever arrested any exporter 
or businessmen on this account? The 
businessmen are now happy; they have 
started praising the 20-point pro¬ 
gramme; it is just hypocrisy. They 
want to exploit the name of the pro¬ 
gramme of the government. Big firms 
are entering the export business. i can 
give names and I shall write to him; I 
do not want to mention the names in the 
House. They aref doing under-invoic¬ 
ing and over-invoicing. Some arrange¬ 
ments are made with foreign buyers to 
remit the money into Swiss bank 
accounts or other accounts abroad. 
You have not taken action against 
them and they* are flourishing even 


today. The hon. Minister must lo^' 
into this matter also. To cite an& 
example, he can take up one or two- 
cases and try to put them behind the 
bars along with Haji Mastan and 
others. They are equally criminals. 
Millions of people working outside are 
sending money to the country cut 
of their meagre salaries. Remittances 
from abroad had gone up to Rs. 1500 
crores. The grievances of such people 
who send their meagre salaries to our 
country should be considered. The- 
exploiters and foreign exchange racke¬ 
teers should be put behind bars- 
When passports are impounded there 
should be an appellate authority to* 
examine the whole case. With these 
words, I fully support the Bill . ,

tSHRl Vasant Sathe in the Chair.J 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I rise to support 
the Bill lind pay my warm compliment 
to my hen. triend, Shri P. K. Mukher- 
jee and jiome of the officers who have 
really wiorked hard and established 
that theie are people in this country 
whose integrity cannot be challenged. 
Recently, when 1 went to Bombay I 
had a talk with some of my friends, 
and I was surprised to see that, tne 
face of Shri Mukherjeo, which is 
apparently a lovable face, has become 
a terror to the smugglers. He has 
really established that smuggling can 
be checkJKi by taking strong action. 

My hon. friend, Shri M. C. Daga, 
quoted tlie speech of the Prime Minis¬ 
ter at Red Fort. I do not know what 
its connection with this Bill is. The 
Prime Minister v^s speaking about 
emergency and saying that it may be 


slakened. She said: ^9

If this Bill was not there, if this power 
was not there with the Government, I 
am sure the bigger smugglers would 
have dectated their own terms and it 
would not have been possible to put 
them behind the bars. At that time 
it was necessary, and the life of the 
Bill which is being extended should be 
supported by all of us. 

A question which has been raised is 
whether any permanent statute is 
necessary. It may not be necessary. 

I believe that human nature cnanges. 
But the nature of a person, who has 
been earning fabulous amounts out of 
smuggling, might change but it chan¬ 
ges after he or she was hammered 
properly. 

In this case, it was asked, for in¬ 
stance, why not burn the smuggled 
goods. I am one of those who believes 
in burning cigarettes. Give me any 
amount of cigarettes, even foreign 
cigarettes. I will bum them before 
the next day. But the point is that 
the ordinary shop-keepers who deal in 
smuggled goods like blades and scents 
are not harming the country at ail. 
They are not going to harm our con¬ 
ception of swadeshi, the swadeshi 
andoUin or the swadeshi way of life. 
What is harming us is the amount of 
gold which is going out of this coun¬ 
try. Who are doing this? It is not 
the shopkeepers who are selling the 
goods, but the big smugglers, who have 
a team of experts at their command, 
who do it in connivance with some 
high officials. Even though some of 
them have been put behind the bars, 
their partners are still outside. The> 
hon. Minister should try his best to 
see that those partners are also put 
in jail. I know the smugglers die very 
hard because they have an interna¬ 
tional wing. 

The other day some people were 
caught from Vikram Hotel. The hon. 
Minister said that they aniug^ers. 
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All of them were foreigners and tney 
have murdered some people. Shri Om 
Mehta in his reply said that they were 
from France and that they belong to 
some international ring of smugglers, 
who are operating in this country. It 
is difficult to catch them unless such 
powers are given to the officers. Of 
course, they have to use them judici¬ 
ously. 

My hon. friend, Shri Chandrappan, 
said that the smugglers have shifted 
their operation from Dubai to Ran¬ 
goon. Previously, Dubai was smug¬ 
glers’ paradise. Now they have shift¬ 
ed to Rangoon and they are sending 
some goods through our borders. So, 
our border areas should be protected. 
But the question in which we are 
more interested in the things which 
are being taken out of this country. 
Has the value of the goods .smuggled 
out of this country minimised? The 
figures show that the amount of goods 
smuggled out of this country in 
1973-74 was much more than what it 
is today. That means it has been 
checked, and for that I wish 1o congra¬ 
tulate the hon. Minister once again. 

Then there is under-invoicing .^nd 
over-invoicing. I fully agree with 
Shri Vayalar Ravi and Shri Chandra¬ 
ppan when thej' say that this should 
be checked. I do not impute any 
motives, but all the big business houses 
which are flourishing in ihe various 
industries especially in the jute 
industry, are actually invloved in 
this under-invoicing and over-invoic¬ 
ing, and they ate conserving 

foreign exchange in the Swiss 

and other banks, and we cannot put 
our hands on their accounts. I have 
information with me, I do not want 
to divulge it, that they are helping 
some of the sons of the big officers 
who are being educate^ abroad. They 
are paying them money regularly, 

an^i that is the attraction for which 
they are gaining favours, from the 
officers. I know that the officers are 
generally very good and honest, but 
y<m know we have our soft comer 
tar our sons end daughters, and 
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naturally they cannot possibly deny 
that obligation. How to arrest thu 
tendency? It is a very difficult job. 
One of the officers, Shri Srivastava, 
Director of Revenue Intelligence, put 
his hand on the Bajorias and otner 
houses, but ultimately he got the - 
setback of his life. So, if you cannot 
completely eliminate this under-in- 
voiring and over-invoicing, a1 least 
try to minimise it in the matter of 
jute and other goods. So, these 
people are there who are doing it 
regularly, and that amounts to the 
worst type of smuggling. A smuggler 
smuggles a particle article, but these 
people are actually taking away the 
money of this country anj conserving 
it in foreign banks for their own 
interest and for supporting some of 
these people who are a menace to 
our society. 

Then, the question is whether we 
have been able to put our hand on 
the various accounts in the Swiss 
banks or not. We want to know 
whether this is possible or not, and 
if possible, what we have done. 

1 had a discussion with the hon. 
Minister and I do not wish to men¬ 
tion the name, but I was surprised 
to know that a warrant ha.s now been 
issued against a person who got one 
of the worst type of smugglers arrest¬ 
ed risking his life and got a reward 
of Rs. 95,000 for that. This, will dis¬ 
courage persons. If that man has done 
something wrong, he should be hang¬ 
ed, but persons who get smugglers 
arrested risking their lives, property 
and business should be properly help¬ 
ed and encouraged. 

Then I cotne to smuggling of jewel¬ 
lery from this country. The tendency 
now is to smuggle the costliest jewel¬ 
lery belonging to the old R'ajas and 
Maharajas, Rajmatas an^ Maharania 
and of course the Rajkumaris, be¬ 
cause in India nobody can possibly 
purchase them. I am told, I do not 
know whether it is correct, that ' 
official valuation of a particular 
necklace was Rs. 185 lakhs. I am ye* 
to see it and if I see it, my eyes ma# 
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be dazzled and ^ but the 

cimsticn is that such things can be 
purchased by whom? Only by the 
Arab countries. So. all efforts are 
now being directed to smuggle 
jewellery to the Arab countries be¬ 
cause they are able to purchase them. 
•There is no market for them iii the 
USA now, and they will also ultimate¬ 
ly sell them only to the Arab coun¬ 
tries, because they are the persons 
who are enarmoured of these things 
like big diamonds etc. That should also 
be checked I would also suggest to the 
hon. Minister that whatever jewellery 
has been seized from the big Mahara¬ 
jas etc. should go to the National 
Museum and if these Maharajs etc. are 
prepared to donate them to the Natio¬ 
nal Museum, they should be accojiled. 
'They should not be arrested for this. 
Suppose a particular Maharani or 
■Rajmata says, ‘Do not put me in jail; 
take away all the jewellery and keep 
them in the museum or treasure’, we 
should agree. I know, in Moscow, 
there is a National Treasure where 
all .such things belonging to the Czar 
period are kept and they are still 
shown to people. Instead of the 
“thing going through smuggling to 
Arab countries, let them remain in 
-the national treasure That is my 
suggestion, and I hope that the Minis¬ 
ter will consider this. 


Then, I want to say something 
.about selling of the smuggled goods. 
If the smuggled goods are here, then 
they should be sold in a proper man¬ 
ner. I am told that there is a shop 
in Nehru Market or somewhere which 
is far off from this place, where 
these goods are sold. They should 
be sold in the Central Govermnent 
Employees’ Cooperative Stores or in 
•the Super Market. One Wilkinson 
blade will easily c6me for a month. 
The cigarettes are also cheaper I 
do not encourage these things, but I 
do not mind these smuggled goods 
being purchased by our people. The 
smuggled goods should not be burnt; 
that will only 'be a herioic action; 
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let them be purchased by the people^ 
who want them. What is the harm 
in that? But they should be sold in 
open market in a proper manner. In 
Bombay, I have seen, all these things 
are available. But people cannot 
possibly distinguish whether a thing 
is fake or real. Three-in-one is sold 
there, and people purchase thinking 
that it must be a Sony Set or an 
Akai Set; they cannot show these to 
others, and when they come back, 
they find that it is only a case and 
there is nothing inside. That is why 
I suggest that the smuggled or con¬ 
fiscated goods should be sold in open 
market. 

My hon. friend has said something 
about customs. I fully agree that 
people should be allowed to bring 
.something for their own family mem¬ 
bers. I was present the other day, 
and I can say with confidence and 
with all conviction that the customs 
officers in Delhi and other places are 
not so bad; if you bring a bottle of 
wine or whisky or some cigarettes or 
nylOn sarees for your wife, they do 
not bother about these things. I have 
also seen the amount of things that 
some people bring—the entire excess- 
weight consLsts of foreign goods. The 
customs officers do not mind if some¬ 
body brings a bottle of ‘Intimate’ for 
his wife or beloved. If instructions 
are issued to the customs not to be 
harsh to the people, then every per¬ 
son who goes out will bring only 
foreign goods. Why do we lose 
hockey and other matches? Wlien our 
players go, they only go round to see 
what possibly they can take from 
there: they are not interested in <he 
game, be it football or hockey I am 
not imputing motives to any one. But 
it is a fact that they bring so many 
things. Last time when they won, 
they were let off by the customs. 
But when th»’TT lose neturalK' they 
are caught. I must admire the work 
being done by the customs bfficdi's. 
It is a very difficult job. But on® 
thing, I would like to point out. 
When the suit-cases belonging* to ® 
ledv are searched, it should not be 
done openly, it looks bad. People 
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from the gallery are also watching 
the whole thing. Somebody takes out 
8 brassier and asks whether it is 
'English or Indian. Somebody is show¬ 
ing a blouse and you ask ‘Is it Indian 
■or foreign?’ This way ladies are put 
to shame. After all they have come 
to India. They are not foreign ladies. 

' 'They are all Indians. Treat them well. 
If you want to search somewhere, let 
there be a proper place where the 
ladies* garments could be searched. 
Some people have to face this humili- 
tation, That is why I am telling. I do 
not want ladies to come with smuggl¬ 
ed goods more than the men. They 
have got equal rights. These are small 
matters. The Minister can simply 
issue directives. That is a diiTerent 
matter. If there are two cabins for 
searching men and women as we 
have got with respect to security 
checking, I think that will be better. 

‘ Otherwise, they are put in a very 
embarrassing position which the 
' Government couk; avoid. 

With these words I support the 
Bill. I must again assure the hon. 

' Minister, a young Minister who has 
' established his integrity beyond 

doubt and has got a Imnch of de¬ 
moted officers. I wish him all 

• ^success. Mr. Pi anab Kumar Mukher- 
jee has shown his strength and I wish 

■ he becomes stronger in his life—after 

• 8ll I am at the fag end of my iife— 
but he ii goirig to live longer in this 
•country—so (hat these good things 
■are shared by my .son or my grand-

SHRI K MAYATHEVAR (Dmdi- 
giil) Mr Chairman, Sir, 1 stand to 
support this Bill. All of us are aware 
of the anti-social elements who 
were indulging in smuggling activi¬ 
ties They are anti-nationala. It 
goes Without saying that it is they 
who were responsible for this un¬ 
precedented inflation m Ridia and 
Government were able to control this 
by their action The people expect a 
much more effective action by Gov¬ 
ernment against the smugglers. 

So far as Government is concerned, 
we have given them all the powers 
that were necessary to put an end to 
the smuggling activities that were 
going on in this country. But, I am 
sorry to say that only fifty persms 
have been arrested—^big sharks only 
have been ^prohended For instanco 
in Tamilnadu Coolie Mastan was a 
smuggler who was arrested in 
Bombay. But otie Yasin has SUU 
not been arrested because in Yatnll- 
nadu he was the* righthand man of 
the then Chief Minister of Igadras 
and'^the suppozter of then taw lifiUiif- 
ter, Shn Maohavan. At the Udie 
they were zuling it is thSy tSho had 
been protecting this ptfsew^ mtiiif 
Yasin who wss a famous IcdmmitfIpaMi« 
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tmatgisr in TaniUnadu. He was like 
a millionnaire, a powerful man Uke 
Kaatan and Bakhia. It is shameful 
that our Government has not been 
able to arrest this person and put him 
behind the bars. Why? 

We are having the Extradition 
Law. That is applicable to all coun¬ 
tries uniformly, be it USSR, USA. 
Britain or France. Why were we not 
able to extradite Shri Yasin under 
the Extradition Law? 

Shri Yasin could havp been extra¬ 
dited under the Eictradition Law 
applicable to all the countries. lie 
was in Singapore sometime back, he 
was in Bangkok later on and in the 
east-asiutic countries. I am sorry to 
say that he came into India as well 
as left Indid without the knowledge 
of the Government. Sir, we will 
have to arrest many such people so 
as to annihilate the entire smuggling 
acti<»ity. Untortunately, the Govern¬ 
ment) of India IS still treating this 
smuggling oflbnce os an economic 
offence. I have pleaded three to four 
fidiea on the Floor of the House for 
treating this offence as a ‘pucca’ cri¬ 
minal offence. 


Sir, these smugglers are responsi- 
blh fof inflation and rise in pritas. 
They are not only stabbing the ecemo- 
iny of the country but also they are 
stabbing et the back of the poor 
mosses of India. We must introduce 
a special law to give punishment to 
such people. There should be a 
prevision for a minipsum of ten 
years’ sentence for this offence. As 
pmaent under Customs Act and 
Foreign Exchange Act we are only 
fd'ftng them two years imprison¬ 
ment iflus a fifie.of Ra. 2,00®/-. This 
ia not BufficienC. I plead for a change 
in the law.

SHm K. MAYATNEVAR; Thapk 
you for the com^tortit Lost y#a» 
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some members of our party brought to 
the iwtice of Govenunent in Bajya 
Ssbfaa that the ex*Chitf Minister, &hri 
Karunanidfai, and the then Law Min¬ 
ister, Shri Madhavan. were reliably 
said to have dq;)Osited iwrge amounts 
of money in foreign banks. Now after 
the a]H>ointment of the Inquiry Com* 
mission, the Government of India have 
dug out so many crores on account of 
blade money, unaccounted money, re* 
ceived by them by way of corruption 
or misuse of power on the pretext of 
executing so many plans for the public. 
Still larger amounts remain in their 
names or in their benami names—es* 
pedaUy these two Ministers. This may 
also be checked by the Government of 
India. 

What are the provisions we are 
having? What are the laws we are 
having now to bring back all the olack 
money or earned money or unearned 
money deposited by our smugglers in 
foreign banks? Our laws are even 
now silent on this. Some friends were 
happy to note that the inflow of money 
is larger now as a result of the emer¬ 
gency and steps taken thereafter. 
But that Inflow is not sufficient. StiU 
so many crores are allowed to be de¬ 
posited in foreign banks. Under these 
circumstances, the Government of 
India must at least take effective steps 
to bring back all the money deposited 
by our smugglers in foreign banks in 
their names or in fraudulmt benami 
namm. 

Then what are the measures taken 
to confiscate their property? Notices 
have been issued against some. Issu¬ 
ing notices is not enough. You must 
immediately take action to forfeit all 
the properties of these people. It is 
high time you implemented that kind 
of law. The actions taken at present 
are not sufficient «id adequate. We 
are not happy. We are ready to sup¬ 
port you to tba fullest extent. You go 
forward with still more speed. That 
U what we expect, the people of 
Tamil Nadu expect, the whole Indian 
people, 60 crores of thatn, except of 
Q«vemtnent~)iio forward more speedK 
ly. 


We are happy with watover action 
has been taken by Government against 
smuggUng activities. We are haMiy 
to support it imd welcome it and we 
will support you in future also if yeu 
take much more serious, much mom 
effective, action against these people 
and try to confiscate the properties of 
these smugglers without consideratiem 
of any sympathy lor them because 
they are not ordinary offenders, they 
are offenders at the national level, they 
are not only economic offenders, they 
are offenders whose offences are hil¬ 
ling the entire Indian economy. With 
this plea, I conclude my speech and 
thank the hon. Chairman for giving 
me this opportunity. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara); So 
much has been said on this Conserva¬ 
tion of Foreign Exchange and Preven¬ 
tion of Smuggling Activities (Second 
Amendment) Bill under consideration 
that it is very difficult to add more. I 
think the root cause of smuggling not 
only In our country, but in the world 
at large is—in spite of my own secular 
outlook, I have to say this that Islam 
does not forbid smuggling. Islam is s 
religion which does not forbid smugg¬ 
ling just as they forbid eating pork. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Which religion 
forbids smuggling? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I hope the Chair 
will tolerate a compliment being paid. 
Before economic nation-states came, 
there was religion and there were few 
inhibitions. In the history of England 
there was a time vdien. particularly 
in the 15th and* 16th centuries, emugf 
gling was there v«:y much. I«t«r on 
when nation-states came in, they put 
tariff barriers and thereafter it become 
antinational But in regard to Mhtin 
as a whole they belibve In economic 
faitemationalism believing in iaterift 
which is preceding even Marxist btter- 
pretation of religion or neonomiim 
they are cutting down all the inteMial;' 
there is permhnion; it is «M>t a 
dm act bacause ld«m Ig both a fNiW' 
as w6» gg m/rnm. I m 
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going into the dangerous field, all (he 
Mualim countries in the Arab world, 
in Dubhai, etc. I hope 1 have been 
able to cany conviction. In Kuwait 
and middle-eastern countries exporting 
of smuggled goods is carried on as an 
open trade. Collection of funds is 
really big business in those countries, 
collection of funds, not against re¬ 
ceipts, but parking of their vehicles, 
th^ ships, their trawlers, their 
mechanised boats and all those things 
are done under the jurisdiction of the 
sheikh and is legal, there is nothing 
illegaL 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA- 
What are you saying? What is your 
preposition? 

SHRX B. V. NAIK: The collection is 
an open collection. Small people 
invest in it. In other words, the root 
of our smuggling is not in this coun¬ 
try but it is in some of those countries 
where it is permitted. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Naik is 
always original. 

SHBI B. V. NAIK: In the circum¬ 
stances, if you can bear with that, the 
solution for a permanent cure to ihis 
malady should lie, as suggested by 
Mr. Chandrappan, in changing the con. 
sumer habits in the Calcutta streets, 
Bombay streets, port areas and towns. 
If you want to put a stop to opium 
trade, stop opium consumption; if you 
want to put a stop to some other con¬ 
sumption of luxury ^oods, stop that 
consumption. But more important, if 
you want to tackle it realistically and 
at a political level, you should do this. 
But things suggested by Chandrappan 
were suggested centuries ago by re¬ 
formers. But it has not been possible. 
We tried prohibition, it had not suc> 
ceeded. Therefore, the solution would 
be to tackle it at the root, that is, in 
the Arab world, partlculary those 
countries known for smuggling will 
have to be tackled at a diploniaiic 


plane. It is a matter essentially fal¬ 
ling within the precincts of the Minis- 
try of External Affairs and if I could 
say so, on a bilateral basis fresh initia¬ 
tives particularly with our sister 
countries in the middleast by our gooo- 
will, which we enjoy might pay divi¬ 
dends. I am not saying that smug¬ 
glers who continue to be allegedly, 
fairly influential in many parts of the 
world and elsewhere are rot influen¬ 
tial in those countries. If the 
suggestion is credible to the hon. 
Minister—ihis expression does not 
reveal it—^we can ask the other non- 
aligned countries through diplomatic 
channel so that those countries Impose 
immediately law in their respective 
jurisdiction against the operation of 
those smugglers in respect of those 
friendly countries, wherever there is 
objection. So, from Dubai, if Pakistan 
does not object to th^ smuggling, they 
can carry on the smuggling opera¬ 
tions. But if there is a smuggler in 
Dubai and India objects to the 
smuggling, the State law must come 
in. This is my suggestion and it may 
be examined. 

M.y colleague, Shri Maya Thevar 
said, something must be done about 
foreign banks considering the 
sovereignty of these countries, parti¬ 
cularly Switzerland and others, it 
would be a difficult proposition. But 
like the voluntary disclosure scheme 
for tax dodgers, does the ministry 
have any plan—Stage 11—for these 
smugglers also? Once the person 
who has been locked up behind the 
bars comes to know that there is no 
escape from it, if you keep the door 
open to the smuggler who has been 
detained under COFEPOSA that in 
case he declares in ' writing, *T am 
holding accounts in such and such 
foreign banks; these are the dcgposit 
numbers and these are the iquecifie 
branches, etc”, if he diclosas all sticb 
information which he alone pan dis¬ 
close, will it be worth-while to have 
a scheme whereunder a person who 
admits the guilt, as in the case of 
non-payment of taxes, might be in a 
position to be in the good boolm of 
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the government and you will be also 
able to collect the forel^ exchange 
he has accumulated through nefarious 
means? Otherwise, what sovereignty 
do we have over Swiss Banks? It is 
prevailing because we cannot do aoy- 
thing. There are limitations of 
national sovereignty. You can impose 
heavy penalty, confiscation of goods, 
etc., but does the ministry have such 
a plan for these people also? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The same pro¬ 
cedure which you suggested for Dubai 
can be adopted here also. Why have 
different standards? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: If I am carry¬ 
ing on smuggling from Dubai, a port, 
my actions are plainly known. But 
if I** go and deposit 100 dollars in 
a Swiss Bank, there is no way of 
knowing whether we are MPs,** or 
smugglers. Since there is difficulty 
Of identification, 1 would suggest that 
the voluntary disclosure scheme 
which has been adopted in regard 
to tax dodgers may be tried here 
also. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Your remark 
is not called for and it wil be 
deleted from the records, in respect 
of the Chair. You can include your¬ 
self. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur) 
To preserve the dignity of the House, 
his name also should not be included. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Having 

understood the gravity of the situa¬ 
tion, I would not labour that point. 
If you go through the entire con¬ 
struction, you will see that Ihere 
was absolutely no int«ition to offend 
the dignity of the Chair. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I know you 
did not do it deliberately, but that 
should not find a place even in n 
lighter vien. 


SHRI B. V. NAIK- What I have 
stated now is for the purpose (rf 
record. The confiscation of property 
that has been done so far is 
inadequate. Since I come from a 
constituency, which is in the West 
Coast, there are some inhabitants 
there who arc smugglers. According 
to my information, which is based 
on the reply given by the hon. 
Minister in reply to a question, in 
Karnataka some properties belong¬ 
ing to the smugglers have been 
attached by the District Magistrates 
I do not know under which Act. 
There are some such instances. I 
want the hon. Minister to enlighten 
us on this point. 


Yesterday when I vms talking 
about the MISA I expressed the hope 
that we would hke to see the day 
when it is outside the statute book 
of this country. I am sure many 
hon. Members will join me in that 
sentiment. But when it comes to 
COFEPOSA, since it deals with anti¬ 
social elements, the Minister has 
received full-throated and almost 
unanimous support from all sections 
of the House and I would say thaj^ 
It should find a permanent place in 
the Statute Book of this country. I 
am making this suggestion after 
due deliberation and continuous 
observation. I join the sentiments 
of the rest of the Members and I 
repeat that it should find a perma¬ 
nent place in the statute book. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur): 
Mr. Chairman, while supporting fbe 
Bill, I wovfid like to say that the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons 
for this Bill says: 

‘The special provisiona for 
dealing with Snergency contained 
in section 12A of the Conservaticm 
of Foreign Exchange knd Preven¬ 
tion of Smuggling Activities 
1974 have proved helpful in d^aUnf 
effectively with persons engacad 


••Expunged as ordered by the Chair. 
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in smuggling and foreign exchange 
racketeering who, owing to their 
large resources and induenoe, have 
been posing a serious threat to the 
economy, an^ thereby to the 
setuirity of the nation." 

Ther^ore, we have to extend our 
support to this measure. 

Enough has been said regarding the 
smuggling activities and the leakage 
of foreign exchange. It is the need 
of the hour to consolidate the iE;aius 
of mnergency and act more vigilantly 
to conserve our foreign exchange to 
prevent the smuggling activities in 
the country. 

, So far as the detenus under 
COfiEPOSA are concerned, the people 
specially in Bombay are wondering 
wbather they are really in prison or 
in paradise. Even though Parlia- 
ment has passed all sorts of laws to 
deal with them effectively, I wonder 
why they are being given such good 
treatment, be it the Central Govern- 
ment or '^e State Government. There 
was a report in the Times of India 
recently which reads: 

"The incidence of coronary 
ailments seems to be exceptional 
high among the COFEPOSA detenus, 
judging by the relatively large 
numbers in which they have been 
admitted to the prison ward 
St George’s Hospital in Bombay 
since the crackdown on^the alleged 
smugglers and racketeers in foreign 
exchange. By itself, this would 
have interested only those involved 
in advanced medical research, but 
public interest, ini|eed eonemm, has 
of late bmn aroused, and for good 
reason, because many of the detenus 
suppotied to have been laid up with 
serious heart trouble have been seen 
merrily moving around the city; 
some have, in fact, been caufl^t 
sneaking back Ibto their hospltgl- 
eum-prison in thi^ wee houfs of 


the morning. Wbetiier they iwWB 
been going out on their traditiimm 
business or pleasure or a judicious 
combination of both hm not been 
fully established.. But it is beyond 
doubt that they could not have 
embarked on their nocturnal prowl 
had they been what they claim to 
be: heart patients.” 

On the pretext of heart ailment, the 
detenus have been having virtually 
all freedmn to move about the city 
and meet people who are migaged in 
smuggling activities, those who are 
defending and backing them. 

"It is against this background 
that the Chief Minister of Maha¬ 
rashtra, Mr. S. B. Chavan, has or* 
dered that all COFEPOSA detenus 
under treatment at St. George's 
Hospital be transferred to J. J. 
Hospital.” 


I am not criticising the Chief Minister 
of Maharashtra, but why should such 
lenient treatment be meted out to 
them? The people of this country be¬ 
gin to feel that the smugglers are 
respected by such treatment. I know 
that you are doing very good work, 
but please give good treatment to 
the poor people, give them fbod, 
shelter and clothing, but not to these 
people who should be treated merci¬ 
lessly 

Recently the hon. Minister stated at 
the Calcutta airport that smuggling 
to our neighbouring countries is on the 
increase. Though apecial arrangements 
have been made and a coliectorate has 
been established, still Ihe smuggliiUf 
tivities are rampant in these aroas 
There are certain people in deten¬ 
tion who are operating witii tfae con¬ 
nivance of big people who are defend¬ 
ing them. It may he that some of 
them are lawyers or bekmg to off 
business houses.

Will the Mini^ ol STEEL AND 
mines be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government propose 
to set up a high carbon ferro-chrome 
plaAt shortly; and 

(b) a so, the broad outlines there¬ 
of? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SUKHDEV PRASAD): (a) and 
<b). A proposal is under considera¬ 
tion lor the setting up of a 50.000 
tonne per year capacity high carbon 
ferro-chrome plant based on utilisa¬ 
tion of the chromite ore fines in 
Orissa. 

SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA: May 
I know whether the report has been 
submitted by the Steel Authority of 
India about its techno-economic viabi¬ 
lity? Further, will the project be 
taken up as a joint venture with the 
Government of Orissa, and if so, what 
' will be its share? 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHADRAJIT YAISAV): 
MERON submitted its report and the 
main featuress of the report are that 
either the new plant may be located 
within. the boundary of the existing 
ferrorchrome plant of IDCO at Jaipur 

1472 LS--1 
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Road which has a capacity of 10,000 
tonnes or a new plant may be based 
on the pelletisation of the chrome ore 
fines, followed by smelting in sub- 
morged electric arc furnaces. The 
capacity of the plant will be, as haS 
been stated, 50,000 tonnes, and the 
total capital cost of this plant is esti¬ 
mated as Rs. 10 crores. This is based 
on the 1975 prices. There may be 
some escalation. If there is .some 
escalation, then we go in for the es¬ 
calation. 

SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA: I 
would like to know how many such 
plants ere there in the country, what 
is their location, production and the 
co^ thereof? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: 
There are not many such plants. 
There are only two units which ha\‘e 
been licensed. One is of M/s. Indus¬ 
trial Development Corporation, Orissa. 
I have already told you that it has a 
capacity of 10,000 tonnes. The other 
one is of M/s. Ferro Alloy Corpora¬ 
tion, at Gauividi, Andhra Pradesh. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI RANIGRAHI; 
Mr. Misbra has put a question and 
his question has not been answered. 
May I know from the hon. Minister 
whether it has been worked out 
that it will be solelv a Government 
of India Undertaking or whether 
it will be in the joint sector? 
If so, which is the firm which is co¬ 
ming for collaboration to set up this 
firm? Can we know from the hon. 
Minister by what time this high car¬ 
bon factory in Orissa is going to be 
set up? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: At 
this stage, it will be difficult to indi¬ 
cate the time, but the Planning 'Ccsn' 
mission has Included this projeef 
in the 5th Five Year Plan and Rt. iO 
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lakhs have also been provided for 
investigation of manganese and chro- 
mite deposits. It has behn dUcussed 
with the Chief Minister of Orissa. 
The idea is that if the Orissa Govern¬ 
ment agrees, it can be a joint sector 
plant between the SAIL and the 
Industrial Development Corporation of 
Orissa. But it wiil be in the public 
sector. 

Ferro VaaadiiuB and Nickel Projects 
In Oriaaa 

•123 SHRI ARJUN SETHI: Will 
the Minister of STEEL AND MINES be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether the ferro-vanadium 
project and the nickel project in 
Orissa have been commissioned by 
now; and 

(b) if not, the reasons thereof? 

THE MINISTER OP STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRAJIT 
YADAV); (a) No, Sir. 

(b) The proposal for setting up a 
ferro vanadium project in Orissa is 
under consideration of the Government 
ot India 

Regarding a Nickel Project in Orissa, 
pilot plant trials for testing the ore .'or 
obtaining the basic parameters needed 
for detailed engineering for a commer¬ 
cial plant are being carried out. Based 
on the trial runs, the consultants have 
submitted proposals for revised esti¬ 
mates of cost and time schedule for 
completion of the tests. These pro¬ 
posals are under consideration of Ihe 
Government. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI:* We are told 
repeatedly on the Floor of the House 
that the proposals for setting up this 
project in Orissa have already been 
approved by the Planning Commis¬ 
sion. May I know*from the hon. Min¬ 
ister what are the specific difficulties 
which are being confronted by the 
Government for early commissioning 
of this project? In reply to the second 
pari of my question, the hon. Minister 
has stated, “Based on the trials 
runs, the consultants have submitted 
proposato for revised estimates of 


cost and time scheduled for comple¬ 
tion of the tests'’ regarding this Nic- 
‘kel Project. What are the proposals 
and revised estimates for this Nickel 
Project which has been delayed for 
a long time? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV; 1 
am not aware of any assurance gi¬ 
ven on the Floor of the House about 
the ferro vanadium plant. This plant 
will be set up in Orissa. The propo- 
sals are under examination. This is a 
very specialised kind of plant, and 
the decision in principle has been 
taken that we should set up a ferro 
vanadium plant. There are two pro. 
posals. One is from M/s. Visweswa- 
rayya Steel Plant and the other is 
from Orissa. The pros and cons of 
botjh these proposals are being exa¬ 
mined. SAIL has recomended to the 
Govern, nent that we should set up 
a plant and the money should be made 
available. The main difficulty today 
is that there are constraints on the 
resource:. So far as the nickel plant 
is concei-ned, the pilot plant was set 
up to do initial testing, but it started 
facing cisrtain difficulties. Now NMDC 
has sent a revised proposal. It needs 
certain balancing of the equipment 
and some more money has to be 
invested. When we will get ^be 
results from pilot plant testing, then 
a decision about the Nickel plant 
will be taken. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI: I want to 
know whether it is a fact that the I'lan- 
ning Commission has approved of this 
project for the State of Orissa. 

Secondly. I want to know from the 
hon. Minister what is his reaction 
regarding the news-item which, appear, 
ed in some of the local daiUeg that 
due to non-availability of Indigenous 
know-how, this ferro vanadium pro 
ject is being shifted from Meyur- 
bhanj in Orissa State to Mysore State. 
If it is not so. will the hon. Minister at 
least assure us that in view of the 
recommendation of the Orissa Govern¬ 
ment, this project will be set up at 
MeyurbhanJ in Orissa State? The 
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Go^enument of India might have 
another project in Mysore. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV; The 
question will hage to be examined 
whether we can have really two 
plants or only one plant. As I said, the 
Planning Commission also desires that 
we should go in to the techno^cono- 
mic viability of the plant After the 
examinations are completed, only then 
a decision can be taken. At this stage 
I cannot give any assurance as to 
where it will be situated. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI; He has not 
replied to my question as to whether 
the Plannlnif Commission has appro¬ 
ved this project lor Orissa or not. 

SHOT CHANDRAJIT YADAV: 
Both the proposals are being exa¬ 
mined. The Planninjg Commission has 
not approved the project for any 
particular State. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I would not like 
to join the issue with my dear friend, 
Mr. Arjun Sethi. I hope, the Ministry 
of Ste^ and Mines will take a very 
appropriate and expert decision. We 
are with it, we are Indians. 

As we have been given to under¬ 
stand, the Steel Authority of India 
Ltd. would have normally favoured 
the location of the ferro vanadium 
project, from all logistical reasons, at 
Bhadr^vati in Mysore State. The Vis- 
waswarayya Steel Mill is hopeful 
about taking up the ferro vanadium 
project where already an exercise of a 
very high order exists. However, it 
has not become an integrated part of 
the Steel Authority of India Ltd. If 
that is so, why Ig it that the Bhadra- 
vati iron and steel mill is not taken 
over by the SAIL and the expert deci¬ 
sion which has been taken regarding 
ferro vanadium project is linked up 
with a managerial decision the whole 
of which rests with the hon. Minister? 

SHRI ^CHANDRAjrU YADAV; The 
main cohsideration wiRi the Govern¬ 
ment or the authority concerned is 
the techtto-econornie viability of the 
plant, . the location and the re¬ 
sources available. All these questions 


are taken into consideration. As there 
are two proposals, the Research and 
Development Section of the SAIL has 
been asked to submit the report. Tl»y 
will go in depth and compare the ad¬ 
vantages and disadvantages of both the 
proposals. Then, a decision will be 
taken, whatever will be in the interest 
the country, as the hon. ?Jemiier 
rightly said.

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU; I want 
to know from the hon.

SHRI DALBIR SINGH: The num¬ 
ber of applications received from all 
these categories is 877. Out of these 
as 1 have said, 150 have actually been 
issued, from out of the 183 selected 
from all these categories. 

People suffering from Trachoma 

*130. SHRI R. K. SINHA; Will the 
Minister of HEALTH AND FAM^Y 
PLANNING be pleased to state:

THE DEPUTY MINISTi® IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HEALTH AND FA¬ 
MILY PLANNING (SHRI A. K. M. 
ISHQUE): (a) While no- survey has 
been recently done, according to die 
studies done in 1959—63 by the ICMR 
the national prevalence flgure for 
Tracl^ma infection was 33.55 per cent. 

(b) Till the end of March. 1978 an 
amount of Rs. 273.22 lakhs has been 
spent and about 215.43 out of 296.61 
milUon of population at ri.'^k of tra¬ 
choma infection in the country have 
been brought under the coverage 
the National Trachoma Control Pro¬ 
gramme. 

(c) National Trachoma Control 
Programme will continue as an inte¬ 
gral part of the National Plan of 
Preventian of Visual Impairment ani 
Control of Blindness since drawm up 
to provide comprehensive community 
eye health care services in the coun¬ 
try. 

SHKI R. K, SINHA: Tlie Minister 
has, in part (b) of his answer, fur¬ 
nished the amount of money spent, 
which probably comes to just Re. 1 
for every head of population affected 
by Trachoma. 1 think this is not 
sufficient. The Ministry of Health, in 
its Report for 1975-76, h£¥s said that 
Trachoma is a disease of ignorance, 
group discussion and mas.s meetings. 
In 1970-77 they wanted to bring in 
another programme for 51.38 million 
in 600 Blocks. Therg is contradiction 
between this and what has been 
stated by the Minister. I would like 
to say that the effects of blindness in 
India are as scurrilous as those of the 
disease called Smallpox or any one of 
such diseases. Thg Health Ministry, 
I undeietand, Kka been discussing 


with the Planning Commiesion and the 
Ministry of Finance a bigger pro¬ 
gramme to be subsidised the World 
Health Organisation or some other In¬ 
ternational health organisati'in. 
^ndneiM is not something which cap 
be ignored. Trachoma is somethiitg 
which can be ignored only at the cqst 
of every third Indian. So 1 would 
like to know what schemes or pro¬ 
grammes have been taken up for inf 
parting education on prevention of 
blindness and whether there is any 
massive scheme for preventing blind¬ 
ness and Trachoma in this country. 


SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: Ihe 
Ifon. Member has very rightly ex¬ 
pressed concern about the disease 
Trachoma. Trachoma has been there 
all the time and. according to nay infor¬ 
mation, about 296 million people run 
the risk of Trachoma infection, and 
this Trachoma alone accounts for 5 
per cent of the total blindness In the 
country. So, this scheme which was 
started as a pilot project in 1956 was 
turned into a national programme in 
1963; and now, in 1975, this orogramme 
has been integrated with the national 
blindness programme of the country. 
The name of that programme, as I 
have mentioned, is the ‘National Plan 
of Prevention of Visual Impairment 
and Control of Blindness’. If too much 
money has not been spent on the pro¬ 
gramme, it is only because of the 
reason that separate organisations 
were not set up but the general in¬ 
frastructure available in the country 
for control of blindness has been uti¬ 
lised: so the scope for expenditure was 
onlv in respect of supply of medicines 
and imparting health education to the 
illiterate people. That is the reason 
why the expenditure has not been 
more. Its importance has lately been 
recognised throughout the country 
and, as the Hon. Member was pointing 
out, some international assistance ^ 
also coming. Things have improved 
verv much. The situaticm ttidt existed 
in 1963 and the situation that eniats 
today are quite different, it is imptov- 
ing every day. 
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8HRI R. K. SINHA; The Minister 
has very cleverly avoided giving any 
specific details; he has only generated 
gas, and absorbing the gas which he 
has generated, I would like to say that 
the All India Medical Institute had a 
plap for massive control of blindness 
in the country, they were discussing 
with the Planning Commission and 
the Finance Ministry that project in 
which 90 per cent of the aid was 
coming from abroad. I understand 
that the Commonwealth Blindness 
Association had an experiment in 
Madurai.... 

MR. SPEAKER: I think, the role 
is teversed. The hon. Member is 
giving information. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA: The Common, 
wealth Blindness Association had an 
experiment in Madurai in preventive 
methods for trachoma, and it was 
found that carrot, gur, peanuts and 
gram, if given to children, can pre¬ 
vent blindness and trachoma. The 
World Health Organization, in a bul¬ 
letin on eye health in Soulh-East Asia 
has said that,... 

MR. SPEAKER: You are giving 
information. You can go and educate 
him. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA: He is a very 
illustrious colleague of mine. I can¬ 
not educate him. The World Health 
Organization document says that this 
is not of a temporary nature, one of 
the most important causes of preven- 
tible blindness is trachoma, and local 
application of antibiotics, surgical re¬ 
pair of complications, health education 
and control at socicHeconomic, environ¬ 
mental and cultural factors can help 
in the detection of trachoma. Tra¬ 
choma is not responsible only for five 
p^r cent blindness, trachoma leads to 
-blinding complication^ and ocular in¬ 
fections. I want the Minister to be 
aUve-to this haticmal disease.

some other organizations are also en¬ 
gaged m this field: UNPP, SIDA, 
DANIDA, OXPAM, Catholic Guild, 
Lions International and Rotarian 
International. These organizations 
are there very much in the field. But 
the extent of help is not that heavy, 
as the hon. Member was suggesting. 
I may inform the House that the 
situation has improved: in 1963, the 
rejection in recruitment due to tra¬ 
choma was 13 per cent, and in 1969 
it came down to about six per cent, 
it is coming down. The situation is 
very much under control.

What is the percentage of the casual 
workers in relation to the total em¬ 
ployees in Calcutta Port? As I pra- 
sume from the Minister’s reply that 
they are already getting all the facili. 
ties, may I know what are the facili¬ 
ties* yet to be extended in the ease of 
these casual workers?

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; I have 
understood the hon. Minister to say 
that no final decision has been taken 
on the Chatterjee Committee's recom¬ 
mendations which are under consi¬ 
deration. 

May 1 know from him whether it is 
a fact that one of the conclusions this 
Committee came to was that there is 
a considerable amount of surplus 
labour in the Calcutta Docks and that 
various means should be explored as 
to how to reduce this surplus labour?

some scheme should be evolved for 
retirement of the surplus labour. As 
far as the Chatterjee Committee is 
concerned, that was the recommenda¬ 
tion.

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI: Sir, it does 
not relate particularly to Calcutta but 
it relates to other ports as well. 

SPEAKER: Does It relate to 
decasualisation or not?

' Blit to come to the Calcutta qucs- 
tiw; the Calcutta Dock Labour Board 
opthrates under a statutory decasuali- 
s^ation scheme which has been in 
operation for several years. This 
statutory scheme provides for a perio¬ 
dic assessment of labour required in 
relation to the traffic at the port, 
Spch a periodic assessment was not 
carried out for some years but now 
it has been carried out, and, it is in 
pursuance of that assessment that 
there is a proposal before the, Cal¬ 
cutta Dock Labour Board that a sur- 
f^us of about 5000 workers which has 
been found, be retired.

the 39^ of October and it is not yet 
one year. We will naturally go in for 
a review udien the time for the review 
comes.

This is cer¬ 
tainly a scheme for the benefit oi the 
working class and the working class 
would definitely have a role to play.

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: Sir, 
in the very first or second meeting of 
the National Apex Body and alfo in 
the meetings of Consultative Oammit- 
tee of Members of Parliameat, 1 have 
made it very clear that the ' trade 
union organisationa. which do not 
support the emergency or whkh do 
nut also support the 20-Point Econo¬ 
mic Programme of the Prime Mialater, 
will have no place in any one of the 
bodies which are recognised by Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Also I have made it very clear that 
they would not be given any pfawe at 
all. As regards participation of the 
workers at the shop floor as weU as 
plant levels, no outsider is allowed to 
become a member of the shop levk 
committee. It is only those who are 
working in the plant itself who are 
allowed to do so. 

Naturally, the management judges 
the situation and adopts the schWe in 
a manner that it is getting the fullest 
cooperation of the workers. It any 
suggestion is to be made by the hmi. 
Member, he is most welcome to do so 
and I shall have the benefit of it.

are available in the coumry. During 
1976-77, 4000 M.T. of DDT 75 per cent 
and the required quantity of Chloro- 
quine and Primaquine powder have 
been/are being imported. UNICEF 
and W.H.O. have also provided some 
quantity of anti-malarials as gift. 

(c) (i) A modified of operatioc 
for controlling malaria to the country 
has been prepared. The existing units 
which carry out anti-malaria worlc in 
the rural areas shall be re-organised. 

(ii) Supervision of the field staff 
has been toned up. ‘ ' 
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<iii) Adequate drugs have been pro¬ 
vided under the National . Malaria 
Eradication Programme and also made 
available through the trade channels. 
Where it is apprehended that the 
drugs may not reach through the 
health staff, anti-malarials are being 
supplied through panchayats. 

(iv) Drug resistance studies are be¬ 
ing carried out to delimit the extent 
of the problem of Chloroquine resist¬ 
ance in P- falciparum cases and to 
determine the drug regime effective 
against the same. To combat the 
situation, quinine tablets/ampoules 
have been suplied to the concerned 
units. 


(v) Increased quantity of various 
insecticides have been supplied this 
year to the States. Where the vector 
has become resistant to D.D.T., alter¬ 
native insecticides have been provided 
to the units. 


Widening of Buckingham Canal

amounting to Rs. 69.60 lakhs has so 
far been advanced by the Government 
of India to the Governments of Andhra 
Pradesh and Tamil Nadu for deepen¬ 


ing of this canal. The Study Group 
appointed by the Central Government 
in its report submitted in 1974 had 
recommended that for the improve¬ 
ment of this canal, steps should be 
taken by the Governments of Andhra 
Pradesh and Tamil Nadu to initiate 
mechanisation of country boats and 
formation of cooperative societies etc. 
which might promote inland water 
transport in this area. Steps in those 
directions have not been taken by the 
two State Governments and inspite of 
the investment mentioned above in 
the first phase of deepening of this 
canal no improvement in the number 
of boats plying in the canal or in the 
tonnage transported has occurad. The 
State Governments of Andhra Pradesh 
and Tamil Nadu were informed in 
February 1976 that their schemes for 
further deepening and widening of the 
canal might be kept in abeyance for 
2 years and the position might be 
reviewed thereafter. 

(b) Under the first phase, the canal 
has been restored to a depth of 3 ft. 
and a width of 20 ft. Under the 
second phase, it is proposed to increase 
the depth and width of the canal to 
6 ft. and 33 ft, respectively.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

TRANSPORT (SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI): 
(a) The entire investment made by 
the State Government in Paradeep 
Port till it was taken over by the 
Central Government from 1st June, 
1965 has been treated as a loan to the 
Port to be repaid by it to the Stale 
Government. After 1st June, 1965, the 
loans advanced to the Port by Central 
Government are in the nature of ‘Ways 
and Means' advances and loans for 
development schemes. 


(b) Equipment and facilities avail¬ 
able at the Port for the handling of 
cargo have been improved and en¬ 
hanced over the years keying in 
view the requirements of traffic, 
current as well as projected. More 
important of the equipment available 
at the Port include locomotives, rear 
dumpers and front-end-loaders (for 
handling coal) and floating craft like 
tugs, launches, barges etc. A general 
cargo berth was commissioned in 
April, 1975. To counter-act the effects 
of erosions, a sea-wall over a distance 
of 11>00 metres has been completed 
and contracts for the remaining 
stretches of the sea-wall over 31,50 
metres have been awarded. A contract 
for wagon tipplers for handling iron 
ore wagons has beffli placed and to 
facilitate the handling of iron ore 
traffic in the meanwhile, interim 
unloading facilities have been sanc¬ 
tioned.

to the Kundremukh Project is indi¬ 
cated below: 


(i) A wholly owned Government 
Company named, Kudremukh Iron 
Ore Company Limited, with an au¬ 
thorised capital of Rs. 150 crores, has 
been incorporated on 2nd April, 1976 
for the implementation of the Project 
TTie Chairman-cum-Managing Direc¬ 
tor as well as six other part time 
Directors of the Company have been 
appointed. 

Appointments have also been made, 
and are being made, at the top, mid¬ 
dle lower levels with a view to 
providing adequate organisational set¬ 
up, according to requirements. 

(ii) Proposals for the selection and 
appointment of a suitable foreign party 
as conraltant for mine planning and 
development^ engineering and cons¬ 
truction are under consideration, A 
Onal decision in this regard is liktdy 
to be taken shortly. 


(ill) Based on the recommenda<r' 
tions of an inter-ministerial Commit¬ 
tee, a number of procedural xelaxa- 
tion/sinKPlification of rules and re¬ 
gulations, etc. have been made in 
favour of the Project, so as to ensure 
its speedy implementation. 

(iv) The fair weather road from 
Kalasa to MaUeswara has been im¬ 
proved, and a Bailey Bridge launched 
across river Bhadra to provide ac¬ 
cess to the plant site during monsoon 
also. The work on' the construction 
of a permanent road from Padubidri 
to the mine site has also been under¬ 
taken by the State Government and 
is expected to be completed by March 
1978, to meet the requirements of the 
Project for transportation of heavy 
plant and equipment. 

(v) Work has already started on 
the Chakra Savehaklu Scheme, 
which provides for the constructiott 
of two dams and water conductor 
system to make additional water 
available to the Sharavati Power 
Plant fnr generation of additional 
power required for the Kudremukh 
Project. The power Is likely to be 
available in 1980. The Karnataka 
Electricity Board has also agreed to 
make IMVA of electrical power avail¬ 
able from December 1976 to meet the 
temporary requirement of the Project 
during construction stage. The bn- 
mediate power requirements are be¬ 
ing met through Diesel generators, 

(vi) Some accommodation has 
already been constructed for the staff 
at mine site,‘and more is under cons- 
tructoin. 

(vii) Survey work is in progress 
for the alignment of the slurry pipe¬ 
line for transport ,of iron ore from 
mine site to Mangalore Port. 

(viii) Tele-communication facilities 
between Bangalore, Mangalore' and ’

The drought situation in various 
States resulting in lack of drinking 
water and death of livestock parti¬ 
cularly in Tamil Nadu, Karnataka 
and other drought-prone regions. 

THE MINISTER , OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNA- 


SAHEB P. SHINDE): This year the 
South-west monsoon set in time on 
31st May in Kerala and moved 
rapidly to* some parts of the Penin¬ 
sula. However, the monsoon activity 
weakened, particularly in the South, 
during the second and third weeks 
of June, The monsoon revived in 
Southern and some eastern ^ States in 
the last week of June but in most 
parts of the country it remained 
weak until the first week of July. 
Due to erratic behaviour of monsoon 
Government have received reports of 
drought m parts of West Bengal., 
Bihar, Uttar Pradesh, Karnataka and . 
Kerala. In Tamil Nadu on account of 
deficiency in the last North-East 
monsoon, which is the main source 
of rainfall in tliat State, drought con¬ 
dition was reported in some districts^ 

- According to tlie available infor¬ 
mation, crop position in the States 
of Punjab, Haryana, Western Uttar 
Pradesh. Rajasthan, Gujarat, Maha¬ 
rashtra and Andhra Pradesh is good 
as the monso.m has been adequate in 
these St.ates. In Madhya Pradesh- 
and Orissa the position is satisfactory 
except in a few isolated pockets. In 
certain areas of West Bengal, Bihar 
and Eastern Uttar Pradesh, due to 
dry spells and deficient rainfall 
transplantation of paddy has been 
delayed. Although South-west mon¬ 
soon advanced into Kerala well hr 
time, generally scanty rainfall per¬ 
sisted upto middle of July. There 
has been some improvement there¬ 
after but the overall rainfall so far 
in the State is deficient by about 
45 per cent. The crop sown in the 
first part of Viruppu season was 
affected. In Karnataka rains received 
during May to July were delayed 
and deficient. The northern districts, 
the coastal and Malnad areas of the 
State have not been affected except 
in .small pockets. The southern dis¬ 
tricts were affected. However, during: 
the month of July there has been 
rainfall all ever the State except 
some Talukas, and the position iff 
most of the areas has improved, to 
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Tamil Nadu, besides the difficulties 
Goused in some districts on account 
of deflcient North-East monsoon, due 
to inadequate rainfall in the catch¬ 
ment ares 3 in Western Ghats in the 
States of Karnataka and Kerala, the 
reservoirs have not tilled up. This 
has delated release of water for irri¬ 
gation. 

There have been no report of death 
ojt livestock for lack of fodder in 
any part of the country. Reports 
havb been received of drinking 
water problems in certain parts of 
Tamil Nadu, Karnataka, Uttar 
Pradesh and Bihar. These are being 
tackled by the State Governments 
concerned. 

During the past four weeks wide¬ 
spread and good rains have been 
received in most parts of the country. 
If the current tempo of monsoon 
activity is maintained, it is expected 
that the position will improve in the 
affected States. 

Ours is a large country. Inade¬ 
quate or uneven distribution of rain¬ 
fall m some parts or pockets is not 
an unusual feature. / 

The food situation in the country 
is confortablc at present. As a re¬ 
sult of the bumper crops in 1975-76, 
there is easy availability of food- 
grains all over the country. In addi¬ 
tion Government hold a record stock 
of over 17 million tonnes which will 
enable it to meet the full needs of 
the public distributitn system and 
maintain prices at reasonable levels. 
Additional allotments of foodgrains 
are also being made tc deficit States 
like Kerala, West Bengal and Maha¬ 
rashtra. 

As already explained, the overall 
position ic such as need not cause, 
serums concern. However, we are in 
eemstant touch with the Stete Gov- 
enunents and depending on the 
developments in the coming months 


such steps as may be necessary will 
be taken. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU: The 
statement made by the hon. Minister 
shows that they are quite complacent 
because it says; "..the overall posi¬ 
tion is such as need not cause any 
serious comern.” That does not give 
the true picture. For instance, JO 
out of 15 districts in Tamil nadu are 
affected by drought conditions and 
according to the statement of the 
state government they are spending 
about Rs. 10 crores on drinking 
water alone. They will be spend¬ 
ing about Rs. 12 crores in ten dis¬ 
tricts on employment for agricultu¬ 
ral labour in drought prone areas. 
Fodder js rot available; drinking 
water is not available and most of the 
lands in tho.se ten districts are 
barren. The statement also refers to 
the failure of rainfall in western 
Ghats and the consequent delay in 
the release of water .m the Cauvery 
sjrstem. Even when the water was 
released after about a month’s delay, 
it was inadequate and the G'.A. canal 
area in Delta region and other areas 
also have not received water supply 
and as a re.su]t nearly 4-5 lakh of 
acres of land are not getting water 
for cultivation. I want to ask the 
government whether the state gov¬ 
ernment had asked for any financial 
assistance from the central govern¬ 
ment and if so what amount has been 
asked for? For the last fifteen years 
drought has b<’en affecting some dis¬ 
tricts or the ^^Iher and for the last 
five years continuously Tirunelveli, 
Ramanathapuiam and Coimbatore 
had been affected by drought con¬ 
ditions. If the government could 
spend on desilting the irrigation 
canals, tanks etc.» it would help 
in creating permanent assets. 1 
want to know whether any pro¬ 
posals had been sent by the state 
government, how much money is 
proposed to be given by the central 
government and whether th^ ]8, 
any propwal to set up committ^., 
consisting of repn^sentativea Itbni 
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[Shri M. Kathamuthu] 

political parties and other groups 
to look after relief work there. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 

I was in Tamilnadu myself yesterday 
and I look the opportunity of ascer¬ 
taining the position from the State 
Administration. First of all, the diffi¬ 
culty has come up there not because 
of the current rainfall in Tamil 
Hadu proper but because of the 
failure of the north-east monsoon, 
which is there' normally from October 
to November 01 December. There¬ 
after, a central team was sent in 
April and on its recommendations, 
Rs, 7i crores of advance plan assis¬ 
tance has betn made available to 
the Tamilnadu Government for tak¬ 
ing such steps as they may deem 
necessary for giving relief to those 
who are affected. Again, Tamilnadu 
has made a request that a central 
team should be sent to review the 
position afresh. The request is being 
examined and there would not 
any difficulty in sending a central 
team again to review the position. 
At the moment, as far as the south¬ 
west monsoon is concerned, the rain¬ 
fall has been normal in Tamilnadu 
proper, but that is not so important 
for Tamilnadu. The main crop is 
paddy which is mainly irrigated and 

the irrigation system receives its 

water from reservoirs which receive 
rainfall from the south-west mon¬ 
soon. Because of the failure of the 
south-west monsoon in Karnataka 
and Kerala, the availability of 

water for the irrigation system 
has been adversely affected in 

Tamilnadu. I think the north-east 
monsoon is still to come and it is on 
record that sometimes even during 
September-October the reservoirs 
get filled. If the north-east monsoon 
is normal and the reservoir system 
gets filled, perhaps Tamilnadu may 
not have any worry. Crops other 
than paddy, like maize, rabi, cholam, 
bajra, sugarcane 4tc, are normal. 
Only in paddy, transplantation is 


affected to some extent and because 
of non-transplantation of paddy, 
the rural landless labour has been 
affected. The Tamilnadu Adminis¬ 
tration is taking all necessary stepa 
1,30,000 people are on employment 
now.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; 
Because of the delay in the onset of 
monsoon, there has been some delay 
in the transplantation operations 
and so very large parts of Bihar have 
beep very adversely affected. But 
recently the position has improved 
considerably. The hon. Member men- 
tioned the position upto the 2 nd of 
August. After that, there has bem 
widespread rains in both the plains 
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of Bihar and South Bihar. This may 
help improve the position. It is true 
that delay in transplantation will have 
adverse effect on paddy. The State 
Government is seized of the matter. 
If the State Government feel that 
help of the Centre is required, we 
will extend the necessary help to the 
Bihar Government. At the moment 
the Bihar Government is taking steps 
to provide po'wer to tubewells with¬ 
out interruption. As far as the per¬ 
manent remedy is concerned, I en¬ 
tirely share the views of the hon. 
Minister. In fact, Bihar’s agricul¬ 
ture can be brought under control 
and there can be stability if utilisa¬ 
tion of the underground and surface 
water resources is carried out with 
efficiency and proper organisation. 
These are all items falling in the 
State sector, and the State Govern¬ 
ment has plans for implementing 
them. If there are any shortcomings 
and if any Central assistance is 
needed, we will discuss it with the 
State Government, and with the 
concurrence of the Planning Com¬ 
mission, it will not be difficult to 
help the State Government.

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN ^Coimbatore): I must say that 
I am deeply disappointed, like my 
hon. friend Shri Kathamuthu, with 
the statement that the Minister has 


made, because it can be a statement 
made at any time in any year as fat 
as Tamil Nadu and Karnataka are 
concerned. As this drought is an 
annual feature, we want to know 
what the Government i» go^g to do, 
so that there is no repetition , of this. 

•t 

For instance, he taUied about a 
Central team going to.th^^ti|te. The 
Central team goes udjuniihes its 
study in live days df ^^Bbtricts. This 
happened last year. ^|^11 go for 
another two days now, come hpek. 
This is not enough. We ti^t to Imow 
what the Government ’%■ seriously 
doing about insuring tiie Sta|%against 
drought. Are you repairing the exist¬ 
ing tanks and bunds where previous¬ 
ly rainwater could collect, which have 
now fallen into disuse, so that at least 
drinking water is assured? 

Secondly, I think complacency with 
regard to the crop situation is also 
something ^at should ' be guarded 
against. For instance, the official 
figure that is supplied by the Kerala 
Government is that, as far as paddy 
is concerned, loss due to drought 
there is to the tune of Rs. 13 crores. 
This is not a small sum, and just 
saying that the 3 ' are doing this and 
that, that they are going to rush them 
stocks etc., is a ridiculous positxm 
for the Government to take. 1 am 
sorry to say that the Minister also is 
more obsessed with the food part of 
his Ministry and is ignoring the agri¬ 
culture and irrigation part evmi 
when he is replying to us. It is not 
only paddy that we are talking about. 
What about the other crops? 

In Tamil Nadu, coconut paling 
because of drought year after year, 
are drying up. What happens to the 
farmers who have been depending 
on them? What happens to the gen¬ 
eral agricultural producers? Ground¬ 
nut has suffered, and now there is 
an oil crisis and scarcity of oil in 
Tamil Nadu. Similarly, in Kerala 
also, the estimated loss, as far as 
groundnut is concerned, due to de- 
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layed monsoon, is Bs. 1 1/2 crores, 
and the loss estimated because of the 
drying of pepper crop is as much as 
Bs. 44 lakhs, and pepper is one of 
your foreign exchange-earning com¬ 
modities. 

Therefore,/this statement given to 
us is certainly not helping us to 
understand what urgent measures 
the Governntenl is taking in order to 
see that this tepetition does not take 
place. 

In a district like Coimbatore, known 
as the Manchester of the South, today, 
as a result of repeated droughts year 
after year, even your industry is 
affected. Small scale industrial units 
are not in a position to run because 
of the water position, electricity and 
so many other things. Therefore, is 
Government going to step in a big 
way to see that whatever drought 
relief is given now is directed to¬ 
wards a permanent solution? At the 
same time. Government should also 
mention what they are going to do 
to solve this problem, because as far 
as Tamil Nadu is concerned, we do 
not find this picture being put before 
the people. Today the drinking 
water position is so acute and so 
serious that there is no use going 
only by statistics. They say they 
have no reports that there is any 
death of livestock. We do not have 
reports. I think, you have to go 
there and see the state in which our 
livestock is. They are skin and bone. 
That means, your milk production is 
going to be affected; agriculture is 
going to be affected. When 15 dis¬ 
tricts in a State are affected, you can 
realise the gravity of the situation. 

Similarly, in Karnataka, the same 
position is there. When we go there 
and see it for ourselves, we are given 
memoranda. Then, on the floor of the 
House, we are told by the Minister 
that no reports are there. I think, 
he should take Parliament into more 
confidence and not only talk about 
reports he has or 1^ has not. ^et 


him also answer the question as to 
why he confines himself only to this 
one year. This is a perennial, an 
annual, affair that is going on. If 
you go back into the proceedings at 
Parliament, you will find, every time, 
and even last year, we had to pro¬ 
duce on the floor of the House the sort 
of cactus that people were eating, 
the ordinary grass that the people 
were eating, in order to get a state¬ 
ment from the Minister. Is that what 
We have to do year after year? This 
is what is happening year after year. 
It is something more than the failure 
of the monsoon. 

Even the elementary question of 
repairing the old irrigation system, 
the modernising of the old canal 
system, is also being neglected year 
after year. Now, after one year of 
the Emergency, we would like to 
know what measures have been 
taken to sec that some relief is 
ensured to the people. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 

I do not know why the hon. Lady 
Member is taking ob.1ection to my 
statement. There are two aspects of 
the matter. One is assessment of the 
situation and the other is, relief 
measures that arc being taken de¬ 
pending upon a realistic assessment 
of the situation. 

As far as the assessment is con¬ 
cerned, I have already explained the 
position. I would like to repeat that 
there is nothing going to be gained 
by exaggerating matters. For ins¬ 
tance, the paddy crop has been affect¬ 
ed mainly because the irrigation sys¬ 
tem which is fed by south-west mon¬ 
soon failed.* That is why they are 
not getting adequate water and irriga¬ 
tion facility. Only yesterday, I was 
in Madras and I took the opportimity 
to discuss the fodder problem and 
other problems with the State admi. 
nistration there. As regards the other 
crops, the reports given to me by the 
State administration are that as far 
as other crops are concerned, other 
than the paddy crop, the condition Is 
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not bad at all. In fact, the south¬ 
west monsoon rains are just normal 
though the monsoon is not the main 
rainfai] period for Tamil Nadu. 

As far. as' relief measures are con¬ 
cerned, all relief measures are direct¬ 
ed towards desilting of tanks and, 
wherever, water is scarce, by use of 
rigs, etc., the new wells are sunk. 
The Tamil Nadu Government has a 
plan, in this drought area, to' have 
6000 wells out of which 3000 wells 
have been completed. 1 must say, 
it goes to the credit of Tamil Nadu 
administration that all the relief 
measures are going on very well. 
Almost 1-1/2 lakh people are arn- 
ployed there. If more people want 
employment, funds will not be lacking 
and necessary relief will be given. 

As regards the hon. Lady Mem¬ 
ber’s objection to my statement with 
reference to food, when the drought 
situation develops, the main item of 
consumption for the masses, the 
people, is food. About 70 per cent of 
their budget goes for food. If I give 
an assurance to the people of Tamil 
Nadu that their requirements of food 
will, be met adequately, that food 
will not be scarce and that the price 
stability will be maintained. I do not 
think that it is out of context and 
irrelevant at all. 

MR. SPEAKER: She only wanted 
to knov/ about other crops also. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As far as the reports go, the other 
crops are not affected, j can assure 
the hon. lady,^ember about that. 

The Tamil Nadu Government has 
requested the Centre for sending an¬ 
other team there. We shall depute a 
team there. Whatever measures are 
required to provide relief to the 
people of Tamil Nadu or Kerala, they 
will be taken. The entire country 
will be with Tamil Nadu and Kerala. 
I do not think any measure will be 


lacking or wanting from our side. 
The Government of India is in a ‘ 
much better position today than ever 
before in the past to help the 
drought-affected areas and help the 
people there. 

SHRIMATI PARVATm KRISH- 
NAN: Even about the sinking of 
wells, the Central team that goes 
there ‘^oes not concern itself with 
that. You see the condition of wells 
that have been sunk. No mainten¬ 
ance is there. You go to village 
after village. The wells have broken 
down. "Why are they not maintained 
by the Water Works Department? 
There is no maintenance at all. A- 
separate team should go there and 
look into the matter more deeply and 
suggest ways and means so that there’ 
is a proper regular maintenance of 
these wells. You go to the villages 
of Tamil Nadu in drought-affected 
areas and you will see that well after 
well is not functioning at all because- 
there is no maintenance. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
We take note of what the hon. lady 
Member is saying and we shall brins 
it to the nciice of the Central team.

CONSERVATION OF FOREIGN EX¬ 
CHANGE AND PREVENTION OF 
SMUGGLING .ACTIVITIES (SECOND 
AMENDMENT) BILL—contd. 

MR SPEAKER: We take up further 
consideration of the following motion 
moved by Shri Pranab Kumar 
Mukherjee on the 17th August, 1976, 
namely :—r 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Conservation of Foreign Ex¬ 
change and Prevention of Smuggling 
Activities Act. 1974, be taken into 
consideration.” 

Mr. K. Lakkappa to continue his 
speech. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur). J 
was, on the last occasion, refernng to 
the intensification of the smuggling 
activities. It has shifted from 
Bombay sea-shore to the Nepal border. 
The smugglers, with the second line 
of leadership, have regrouped them¬ 
selves in the Nepal border, and they 
are intensifying the smuggling activi¬ 
ties, violation of foreign exchange 
regulations and so on and so forth. 
It has been stated some time back 
that, in spite of effective steps being 
taken by the Government of India to 
alert and also to combat this menace, 
still their activities are going on. 
As a consequence of adequate anu 
effective steps rot being taken regard¬ 
ing revival of the 1971 bilateral agree¬ 
ment between Nepal and Government 
of India and the bilateral talks seeking 
Nepal’s help to end the smuggling 
activities and also in respect of the 
transit facilities extended to Kath¬ 
mandu for overseas trade, the smug¬ 
glers carry luxury goods from Japan 
and China and get into India, and 
these activities are increasing. But 
no action has been taken so far. 
Therefore, this Ministry has to take 
certain action so far as the intensity 
of the operations and regrouping of 
the smugglers in the Nepal border are 
concerned. 


Again, it is being done in connivance 
with the same people who are m 
Bombay. There has been a regroup-, 
ing on the Nepal border, as 1 said, j, 
shall tell you hovr this legrouoing 
takes places. They have their con¬ 
tracts with doctors and nurses, and it 
has been reported in the press and 1 
would like to ouote: 

“Quite a few among them had 
‘managed’ to get admilled to hospi¬ 
tals Or nursing homes on 'health 
ground’ as many doctors wore 
readily available to oblige them lot 
other considerations. 

“But this is not all. More enter¬ 
prising among them had been leav¬ 
ing their prison wards dead at night 
to have a good time at the P^sb 
suits in the hotels at the Colaba- 
area. ” 


“Several complaints had been • 
received in this connection by the 
office of the Anti-Con:uption Bureau 
who found on enquiry that there 
was some truth in the allegations.” 

As I said, these people, through the 
help of doctors and nurses and law¬ 
yers. are sending messages to the 
Nepal border, and these forces are 
regrouped. No action has been taken 
so far against these big shots who 
are behind these lactivities. I hooe. 
this Bin comes in handy to take fur¬ 
ther action in this matter and to 
intensify combating of the smuggling 
activities. I hope, the Ministry will 
take all measures in this regard. 
There are other activities which, in. 
spite of the Emergency and the 
stringent action being taken, are tak-' 
ing place on the frontiers of the' 
country. The recgnt incident in 
Cochin is also an important evidence 
to show that still the activities are go¬ 
ing on on our coastline and unleas 
very stringent action is taken, this 
menace cannot be curbed. 
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One ot the objects of this Bill is the 
conservation of the country’s foreign 
exchange. Everybody knows that 
there are certain officers even in the 
Control Board of Revenues who have 
got certain links with the higher ups 
.and these higher ups are in the banks 
and they have got their links with the 
smugglers. This is the case especially 
with the hon-nationalised banks 
Several allegations have been made 
.about certain violations of the Foreign 
Exchange Regulation Act. They were 
•brought to the notice of the authori¬ 
ties. They were reported in the Press 
also and there was a big agitation by 
the people, but with what result? No 
action has been taken. Allegations 
were made against a certain officer of 
.a bank but that man has not been 
arrested. So, Sir, unless the higher- 
ups who are involved in this racket, 
who are involved in this foreign ex¬ 
change and profiteering and racketing 
net and who are sending money to the 
foreign countries and meeting people 
in those countries and having links 
and accounts with the Swiss Banks, 
so on and so forth, have been touched, 
>nothjng will happen. They have not 
been touched so far and they have 
been simply depositing their monies 
in the non-nationalised banks. There 
.are people even in Kerala, there are 
people even in Bangalore, there are 
^people in Gujarat who are still carry¬ 
ing On these smuggling activities and 
have deposited fastidious amounts 
with the banks and all these have 
:been reported to the Government of 
India but no action has been taken 
so far. I vi-ould like to know how 
many non-nationlised banks have 
made forei gn exchange violations 
and have acted against the rules and 
regulations of the Reserve Bank of 
India. So, the important aspect is 
that all these smuggling activities 
centre round the Jbanking system of 
our country. A certain part of our 
banking system is still in the hands 
of the private people and these very 
people are in league with the officers 
in the Central Revenue Board. Of 


course, all the officers, I would not 
say, are bad. There are some good 
officers who have taken immediate 
action in the matter and taken 
stringent measures but there are still 
many who are still in league with the 
private banking system and the nefa¬ 
rious smugglers. Therefore, unless 
very deterrent and severe action is 
taken against these elements. Viola¬ 
tions of foreign exchange regulations 
will not stop. In spite of passing this 
law and in spite of giving all the 
powers to the hon. Minister, I would 
like to suggest to the hon. Minister 
that he should touch big sharks and 
bring them to economic to discipline. 

I vx-ould lik« to say that unless he 
takes a personal interest in the matter 
of banking frauds and smugglers be¬ 
ing linked with the banks and anti- 
naitional activities that < entre round 
these banks, and take stringent action 
nothing will haipen. But no action 
has been taken so far against these 
people to immobilise them. Unless 
such higher ups are put under 
CCFEPOSA, 1 think, their activities 
will not stop. People are lelling that 
even to-day there are people who 
have gone abroad and escaped. The 
Minister himself has given the figure 
of 160 or 170 persons. I would like 
to know. We have got all machiner.v. 
We have got our embassies abroad 
and throughout the world. Why are 
they not taking some interest and 
pointing out to you, ‘Here is such and 
such man whom you wanted.’? 1 
think there must be some link, there 
must be some people even in our 
Embassies abroad and even in the 
Finance Ministry. So till these people 
who are helping them are detected 
and are brought to book, you cannot 
effecstively fight the smugglers. The 
smugglers who have escaped are 
meeting so many people. There it 
information but the Government ot 
India has not taken any action. 


One MiP. who was there in Londonf 
escaped from that country even with¬ 
out the notice of our embassy although 
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4here was an arrest warrant pending 
against him. This how con. 

(veniently they are escaping. What Is 
the role of our officers who are charg- 
Ned with the investigation work? These 
things are going on on a iarge scale 
The properties of all those people who 
escape in this manner should be altach- 
• 'ed forthwith. They transfer their 
properties in very many benami trans¬ 
actions. So, their properties should 
be immediately attached. But this 
.is not being done. Now they have 
shifted their activities to Bangalore, 
tdany international smugglers and 
racketeers have been arrested. Many 
persons are there who are involved in 
smuggling on the borders of Karna¬ 
taka State, Those people could not 
be proceeded with because the records 
ere not coming. Therefore, these 
things should be properly investigated. 
There should be one single agency to 
.■see to it that these smuggling activi- 
ties are curbed and the work properly 
■coordinated. That sort of intensifica¬ 
tion of activities is not there. You 
should intensify your activities. All 
‘States must cooperate to see that 
-.smuggling is rooted out of this country. 
If there are any difficulties in the way 
■due to shortage of personnel, this 
■may be set right. The officer or the 
custodian concerned should take all 
legal proceedings to attach the proper¬ 
ties of smugglers immediately. 


About three or four months,back 
we have been told that the Govern¬ 
ment would need some sophisticated 
electronic devices and machinery to 
be installed at various international 
airports o* the country. They said 
they would get certain help from 
some of the foreign countries, I do 
not know what is the step which 
•they have taken in this regard. 
Unless we have this machinery or 
electronic device we may not be able 
to find out the method or modus- 
operandi of the smugglers. So, this 
should be installed immediately. 
Taking advantage of the emergency, 
we should intensify our activities. 


Various raids are made. Sometimes 
personal diaries are found during the 
raids showing the various links of the 
smugglers with cases connected with 
foreign exchange racketeering and so 
on. Bui after the raids, such diaries 
are not at all forthcoming during the 
investigation. The personal diaries 
have been handed over by the officers 
many times. This is the most impor¬ 
tant ^ece of evidence against the 
culprits. It is in these personal diaries 
where they note down many things. 
These have not been seized by the 
officers sometimes. I think there is 
a biggest conspiracy regarding the 
seizure of the personal diaries. There¬ 
fore. I would like to know from the 
hon. Minister whether any attempt has 
been made to see that when the raid 
is made in the country, all the records 
avaflable are seized and they are photo¬ 
graphed, And one copy of the same 
.should be sent to your Ministry; that 
should be published or that could be 
taken up for a further investigation if 
necessary to deal with the matter at a 
later stage. 

All the seized documents must be 
‘photostated.’ Otherwise many big 
people having their links with the 
smugglers and having black money 
escape now-a-days because the investi¬ 
gation is not foolproof. Therefore, 1 
want that some system has to be devis¬ 
ed. This requires to be handled by the 
honest and dedicated officers.^ The 
operation of this legislation #ants 
only dedicated and honest officers. 
You may be knowing that in the Cus¬ 
toms Houses there are officers posted 
in various places like Madras, Bombay 
and Calcutta and all these people are 
still there for a considerably long time. 
They are thb people who know the 
smugglers. You have not changed 
them. You have not made any shuffle 
of those officers for a long time. We 
want new officers who are of Uigb 
integrity. You .'5hould take this very 
seriously to see that dedicated officers 
are posted there. If this is not done it 
would be verj' difficult to unearth the 
activities of the smugglers. It is no 
use having the COPEPOSA unless ot 
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course it yields 100 per cent results. 
•We must make use ot the emergency 
for the purpose fully. Emergency has 
brought about stability to our economy. 
The value of our rupee has also gained 
because of this. There is an improve¬ 
ment in remittances from abroad. Un¬ 
less the people who are operating 
abroad—these international smugglers 
or racketeers—and their links are 
smashed completely, they may again 
raise their ugly heads at any lime and 
try to circumvent this legislation and 
continue to do their smuggling activi- 
ty. 

Many hon. Members have suggested 
a new strategy to put an end to the 
smuggling operations in the Nepal 
border. There was a talk recently 
held between our two countries in 
regard to the renewal of the 1971 treaty 
on trade and transit; certain ex¬ 
changes of views also took place bet¬ 
ween the two countries. Unless they 
come to our help in combating the 
smuggling activities, it would be an 
impossible task for us to check that 
menace. The other day there was a 
question in this House and it was ask¬ 
ed from the Ministry whether it was 
seeking international help in combat¬ 
ing the smuggling activities. These 
activities are operated in the gulf 
countries in a most intensive form. 
Since the gulf countries are also in¬ 
volved in this, it is better that we have 
proffer guidelines in the matter. The 
officers working in various parts of 
the country should keep a close watch 
over the activities of these people who 
are moving here and there. This 
requires dedicated officers to see that 
this law is implemented in letter and 
spirit. • 

Sir, I welcome this measure and the 
spirit behind it. I hope the Ministry 
would take care of this situation by 
using this measure. I thank the hon. 
Minister who is S very . sincere and 
dedicated person for having done a 
good work. The officers in the Minis¬ 
try should adopt new devices to combat 
the smuggling activities and thereby 


enhance the prestige of this coimtiy- 
We have fought this inflation very 
successfull.y after the proclamation at 
emergency. Further consolidation of 
the gains and improving our economic 
conditions is much dependant upon 
taking a severe action. 1 once again 
emphasise the point about private 
banks. It should be looked into. It is 
a great menace. I hope the Minister 
would take .stern action and give a 
befitting reply to the points raised by 
me. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad); Mr. Speaker, Sir, i con¬ 
gratulate the Minister for the excellent 
work done by him during the last one- 
and a half years. The staff is the same 
but the extraction of work is excellent. 
It is not always necessary that staff 
should be efficient. When the Minister 
is efficient, automatically the staff also 
becomes alert. 

RRf eT>?T I 

The Minister has infused confidence- 
amongst the loyal officers and staff. 
Once I had an occasion to visit some- 
places along with him and I saw the 
young officers being very happy to see¬ 
the Minister and they pledged whole¬ 
hearted loyal service to the nation. 

Sir, this Minister’s contribution to- 
Ihis country’s exchequer is over 
Rs. 1,000 crores in foreign exchange. 
Previously, the smugglers used to smug¬ 
gle goods worth over Rs. 1,000 crores 
ol gold, TV sets and other items which 
our people used to purchase with great 
lust. Earlier the smugglers possessed 
mechanised boats, weapons and had 
also ‘goondas’ with them. Now, their 
back is broken. They cannot wag their 
tail now. Previously, the ‘goondas’ used 
to divide the entire coast-line among 
the local dadas and these dadas were- 
responsible to big bosses. These dadas 
never disclosed the names of these 
bosses and, as such, the judiciary wa.S' 
not in a position to give punishment 
to the real culprits and only the smal¬ 
lest fry used to. be tried in the court ot. 
law. 
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Now, the big bosses have been woun¬ 
ded up but still some people have not 
been arrested so far. i have got the 
information with me and pass on the 
same to the hon. Minister. Until and 
unless aU these people are arrested, 1 
think, this nefarious activity cannot be 
stopped. 

Every year gold worth Rs. 350 to 400 
crores is smuggled into India and in 
India about 48 per cent of the total 
.gold is held by private parties whereas 
in the whole world only 6.5 per cent of 
the gold of that country is held by pri¬ 
vate people. Sir, we are producing 
enough of gold in our country and if 
we have to stop gold smuggling comple¬ 
tely, 1 suggest, .some gold at least be re¬ 
leased by Government at a price of 
Rs. 400 to 500 per 10 grammes. Why 
are people after gold? Why are they 
purchasing it at any price?. In 1963, 
the price of 10 grammes was about 
Rs. 150. Now it is over Rs. 500. The 
value of the gold which people bought 
in those days has gone up by 3 times. 

If interest is calculated, they have 
■ earned every year an interest of 33 per 
cent on their gold holdings. That is 
why I want that wherever there is 
gold held, Government should have a 
list of the details of gold held by peo¬ 
ple. When they are having so much 
gold and it has appreciated so much in 
value, why not wealth-tax be levied on 
such holdings of gold at the present 
prevailing price? 

These emergency powers have been 
assumed by Government only to ston 
these big smugglers from operating. 
Previously whenever a ‘goonda’ was 
arrested, their big bosses used to 
hush up the case: they used to destroy 
the evidence or silence witnesses by 
doing away with them. Now Govern¬ 
ment have had no alternative but to 
take recourse to this law. 

Before this Ordinance was promulgat¬ 
ed the value of the total goods smug¬ 
gled into India was over Rs. 10,000 
crores, or even more. We have had to 
'fig.ht three wars with Pakistan and one 
With China, we had droughts, laminek.

floods and strikes. It is calculated 
that the loss on account of smuggling 
is more than all these losses the country 
suHered. That shows what a great 
loss the country has been suffering 
on account of smuggling. We also 
suffered loss of prestige. The impres- 
Sion had gone round that anybody can 
smuggle anything into India and we 
cannot stop it. As we stopped our 
enemies from entering into our terri¬ 
tory, now we are stopping smuggling of 
goods into our country. Previously 
when smuggling was going on, practi¬ 
cally no amount was remitted by our 
people residing in foreign countries 
through legal channels. Now that all 
illegal transfers have been stopped, 1 
am told by the Finance Minister that 
the inward remittance has gone up to 
Rs. 2,000 crores. I congratulate the 
Ministry on this excellent work. 

Recently some people who nad evad¬ 
ed income-tax were given a chance to 
declare their hidden income and pay 
50 per cent of the tax which would 
exempt them from other punishment. 
Now I would request the Minister to 
see whether he could devise a scheme 
whereby a chance is given to people 
who have deposited their money in 
foreign banks to declare it and pay 
taxes If some such concession is given 
to such people on the lines of the 
concession he gave to people wbp had 
hidden their incomes in the country, I 
think that will also greatly help the 
country and also give an opportunity 
to those people to reform themselves. 

Once a criminal is not always a crimi¬ 
nal. The smugglers might have been 
thinking that they were a law unto 
themselves and there was no law except 
their own law. Now they have seen 
what punishment they are getting if 
they are not honestly declaring their 
assets and foreign investment. I am 
told that some of them have got major 
shares in some watch factories in 
Switzerland. If they disclose att 
their wealth and pav all the taxes, Wll! 
the government have any soft come*' 
for them? I request the hon. Minlstfer 
to consider this suggestion sarlouii^ 
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and I once again, congratulate the bon. 
Minister for the excellent work done 
for the country. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE): 1 
am grateful to the hon. Members who 
have made their observations on the 
Bill. Almost all of them have paid 
compliments to the officers of the de¬ 
partment for the good work that they 
are doing. I am also grateful to the 
House for according its approval on 
earlier occasions when we brought 
legislation to combat one of the biggest 
economic menaces. I entirely agree 
with the observations of the previous 
speaker that economic offences such as 
smuggling and foreign exchange racke¬ 
teering caused more grievous hurt to 
the country compared to what any in¬ 
dividual event might have caused. 

For almost two years now, we have 
been taking stringent measures against 
smugglers and foreign exchange racke¬ 
teers. We passed MISA in September, 
1974 and Parliament converted that 
Ordinance into a full-fledged riece of 
legislation in the form of COFEPOSA. 
Subsequent amendments were brought 
particularly with relation to section 
12A and w® have now come forward 
with the proposal for a further exten- 
rion of 12 months. 

The strategy that we are following 
against the smugglers and other econo¬ 
mic offenders is threefold Firstly, we 
are applying preventive detention 
against big shots. Secondly, we rre 
intensifying searches, seizures and 
raids. Thirdly, with the approval of 
Parliament, we have brought another 
piece of legislation *for the confiscation 
of the properties of smugglers and 
foreign exchange manipulators. I do 
not want to go into detailed statistics 
but I should like to quote a few figures 
to give an idea to the House of the 
extent to which we have been applying 
those measures to prevent smuggling 
activities. Upto 7th August, 1976, 


preventive detention orders had 
been given in respect uf 2,358 persons*^ 

In the pre-emergency period the num¬ 
ber was 1,061, that is, from September, 
1974 to June 1975, in the post-emergen¬ 
cy period, from 1st July, 1975 to 7th!. 
August 1976, the number is 1,477. The 
total number of raids and searches im 
1974 was 9,194, in 1975 it increased to 
21,531 and in 1976 in the first six 
months ending 30th June 1976, the' 
number is 19.389. 

Similarly the number of seizures in? 
1974 wab -19,555 in 197.5, it was 64,569.

CONSERVATION OF FOREIGN EX¬ 
CHANGE AND PREVENTION OF 
SMUGGLING ACTIVITIES (SECONI> 
AMENDMENT) BILLr-contd. 

THE DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Shri 
Mukherjee may continue his speech. 

SHRl PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Sir, I was explaining how the- 
number of cases increased from 49,55% 
in 1974 to 64,569 in 1975. Up to the 
end of May, 1976, it was 27,510. 
Therefore, the intensification of search, 
seizures, raids and preventive deten¬ 
tions went on. As a result of all these 
things, we have never claimed that 
smuggling operation has completely 
stopped, but, perhaps, we can say that" 
to a considerable extent, it has been 
reduced. What are the indications 
that smuggling activities have been re¬ 
duced? I would niot lihe to discuss it 
in detail because almost all the Mem¬ 
bers have appreciated it and have 
fCso pointed it out. I would like fo- 
submit only one point. Some of tiie*' 
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hon. Members have also pointed out 
Uiat smuggled goods are still available. 
I would not rule out this possibility. 
But if you compare it with the earlier 
part of 1974 when these actions were 
taken, you will hnd that it has been 
reduced to a considerable extent. 
Secondly, the intelligence that we are 
getting from abroad, particularly from 
those areas where these smugglers are 
operating and from where these goods 
are imported, indicate that not only 
stock-piling of goods is there but even 
the bankers are refusing to make pay¬ 
ments against these goods. Thirdly, 
as a result of this, our inward remit¬ 
tances have increased considerably. 1 
would just like to indicate some figures 
in that connection which x hope, the 
hon. Members would appreciate. In 
1.974. the total amount of inward remit¬ 
tances through normal banking chan, 
nels was Rs. 569 crores, average Rs. 47.5 
CTores per month. In 1975, it went up 
to Rs. 1053 crores, monthly average 
Rs. 88 crores and upto June of the pre¬ 
sent year, it was Rs. 723.32 crores. 
monthly average a little over Rs. 110 
crores. Therefore, this is an indication 
that a part of this money was utilised 
by the smugglers to purchase contra¬ 
bands and import it into the country. 
When, as a result of anti-smuggling 
operations, quite a substantial number 
of top smugglers was put behind the 
bars, naturally those persons who used 
to collect money from Indians abroad, 
could not do so. Side by side, we 
tried to improve the system by stream, 
lining the procedures of remittances so 
that the recipients at this end do not 
face much difficulty. We are constant¬ 
ly at it to see what further improve¬ 
ment is possible in this respect. Re¬ 
cently, I had the opportunity of meet¬ 
ing the Indian bankers particularly in 
those countries where there is a large 
concentration of Indian workers, to 
see that they could progide all sorts 
of facilities to the remitters and at the 
same end from this side, we could 
provide the necessary facilities to 
them. 

Another aspect is, what measures we 
have taken against the absconders. In 
th jy connection, one particular case was 


mentioned by an hon. Member from 
Tamil Nadu. It is quite true that quite 
a substantial number of absconders is 
still there, the total number is nearly 
357. In the COFEPOSA which wO" 
have passed, there is a provision under 
Section 7 for allachement of properties. 
We took action under Section 7 of this 
Act in 220 cases and as a result of that, 
134 absconders surrendered either to 
the Police or to the detaining authori¬ 
ties. In the particular case which the- 
hon. Member had mentioned i.e., in 
Madras, we also resorted to these 
measures; but, unfortunately, he obtain¬ 
ed a stay order from the Madras High 
Court; and in spite of our best efforts, 
we could not get the stay order vacat¬ 
ed; and unless and until we get the slay 
order vacated; wc cannot perhaps 
attach the property and compel him. 
to surrender to the detaining autjiiori- 
lies. So. the.se methods are there. 

Regarding the impounding of pass¬ 
ports, an observation has been made 
that perhaps we have impounded the 
passports indiscriminately. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): He 
is not in India. But somebody filed 
the writ petition on his behalf and 
obtained tlie stay. 

SlIRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Ves; he is not in India. 

Regarding the imnounding of pass¬ 
ports. the total number of pass-ports 
impounded is 1405. Of these 1405, 
1063 relate to those persons who are 
already under detention: and 269 relate 
to those v.’ho *are absconders. In the 
case of only 73 persons against whom' 
we had intelligence reports and whOf 
are neither detained nor are abscond¬ 
ing, the passports have been impound¬ 
ed; and whenever get representa¬ 
tions, we are looking into them. It is 
not a fact that merely by impounding 
the pass-ports we are placing them in 
difficulty. But in an extraordinary 
situation like this, when we have to- 
confront the top smugglers who have 
definitely very big connections and who 
have the influence of the money bags. 
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we cannot combat or fight unless and 
until we take care in all aspects. That 
is why we have to take the stringent 
measure—even of impounding the 
passports. 

In this connection, certain hon. Mem¬ 
bers have observed that the system of 
checking in our Customs requires a 
good deal of improvement. I do en¬ 
tirely agree with it. This is a matter 
which should improve; and definitely, 
we would not like to create the impres¬ 
sion that whoever comes from abroad, 
is a smuggler or is bringing contra¬ 
bands; but the difficulties—and parti¬ 
cularly the predicaments—under which 
we have to work, will have to he kept 
in mind. As a result of the internation¬ 
al arrangements of the airlines, most of 
the international flights arrive at the 
international airports at a particular 
hour, and that too at the odd hours of 
the night. Therefore, we have to take 
care of a large number of passengers 
in a very short period of 4 to 5 hours. 
Therefore, sometimes it causes irrita¬ 
tion to the incoming passengers. But 
I am fully alive to the problem. One 
hon. Member had asked; why can’t we 
utilize sophisticated gadgets and equip¬ 
ments to check? We have already 
taken steps to acquire this sophisticat¬ 
ed equipment. Apart from that, how 
can we improve our clearance, parti¬ 
cularly baggage clearence?, Recently, 
we have appointed a committee consist¬ 
ing of various authorities connected 
therewith: civil aviation authorities, 
immigration people and the Customs 
people. We are expecting to have a 
report from them, on the basis of which 
we can take some action to improve 
our system. Somebody has suggested: 
Why can’t we provide some concessions, 
particularly to those Indians who are 
coming to the homeland after a long 
spell of stay outside? We are al¬ 
ready providing some concessions; and 
it is known to the hon. Members that 
up to Rs. 500, they can bring things 
duty free. Upto Rs. 2,000 they can 
bring things, payin,g the normal duty. 
There is no question of penalty. But 
if somebody wants to bring things 


worth more than Rs. 2,000 in order to 
make presentations to their near and 
dear ones, 1 am sorry perhaps we can¬ 
not extend the facilities to that extent. 

Particularly for the technicians, 
technologists, scientists and doctors and 
those who are settled abroad, we have 
provided—in order to provide incen¬ 
tives to them to settle here—that they 
can bring their professional tools and 
equipments upto Rs. 50.000 without 
having the normal import licences; and 
we are further considering whether we 
can provide them some concessions in 
duty. That matter is also under con¬ 
sideration; and I do feel that these 
measures would help, particularly those 
persons who are coming from abroad, 
to bring some articles as presentations. 
But if they want to bring much more 
beyond the permissible limit, I do not 
think we can extend the facilities to 
accommodate them. 

SHRI DINEn BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore); What about the old cars. 
Suppose somebody wants to bring an 
old car which he was using in a foreign 
countrj”? 


SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER¬ 
JEE: That is completely banned. They 
have to put duty. We cannot help it. 
That is the present law. If you want 
to change it. Parliament can change it? 
but 3c long as the present law is in 
force, they have to pay full duty. 

In this connection, one hon. Member 
has made the observation about the 
facilities provided to the detenus in 
jail. I do share his concern and we are 
also worried over it. Here I would 
like to mention particularly one case 
where we have not only taken very 
strong measures but also took action 
against one jailor and one Government 
medical practitioner under COFEPOSA, 
because in connivance with the jailor 
and the medical , practitioner a large 
number of top smugglers used to have 
their facilities In hospitals. Therefore, 
it is not a fact that we are not alive to 
it. We went to the extent of putting 
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them in jail nder COFEPOSA, when 
things came to our notice. 

SHBI DINEN BHATTACHARYV'A: 
So far as those detenus are concerned, 
they are getting better facilities than 
the political detenus. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; 1 am not accepting or disput¬ 
ing your view. I am only pointing 
out the steps we are taking. We have 
suggested to the State Governments 
that these detenus should be trans¬ 
ferred to the other prisons, away 
from their area of operation. If they 
go to some other areas, they could 
not build up their links so quickly, 
as they do in their area of operation. 

Some hoti. Members have express¬ 
ed their concern regarding the confi- 
hscation of properties and asked why 
you have not been able to confiscate 
even a single property. The answer 
ip that the smugglers do not keep 
their properties either in their name 
or in one paiticular place. The per¬ 
sons in whose name "they keep these 
properties are spread over the length 
and breadth of the country. Soon 
after the passing of the law on con¬ 
fiscation or forfeiture of property of 
smugglers and foreign exchange 
racketeers, we established a compe¬ 
tent authority and 293 notices have 
been is.sued. involving property 
worth Rs. 12.16 crores. But it takes 
time to identify and locate the pro¬ 
perty, issue notice.s and .so on. After 
these formalities have been com¬ 
pleted, the competent authority will 
express ■ their opinion about confis¬ 
cation, and thp person concerned, if 
he likes, can make an appeal to the 
appellate authority. After the 
appellate procedure is complete, final 
confiscation would take place. There¬ 
fore. it is not correct to say that we 
havf» not taken any action. It is true 
that We have taken some time. But 
it must be remembered that the per¬ 
sons we are dealing with are not 
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fools or incompetent people. 
are very competent in their respec¬ 
tive areas. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Could 
you not provide in the law that even 
if the property is in the name 0t a 
binamidar, it will be liable for confia- 
cation? 

SHRI PKANAB KUMAR MU- 
KHERJEE: Tlie definition which we^ 
have given in the law covers a very* 
wide range. But it takes time to. 
identify and locate the property. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Not even a single property has been 
confiscated. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUK- 
HERJEE: It is no use repeating it. 

I have mvseif admitted it, not only 
here but also in reply to your ques^-- 
tion. I am just explaining what 
stood in the way of speedy confisca¬ 
tion. I can assure the hon. Mem¬ 
bers that we are trying to proceed, 
exoeditiously in this respect. 

Regarding the special courts, we* 
are working on the recommendationa. 
of the Law Commission. The inter- 
Ministerial groups have finalized' 
their observations and shortly, even 
H is possible in this session itself, we 
may come forward with a piece’ of 
legislation for acting up special 
courts to deal with economic offen¬ 
ders. 

That is an area where too we are* 
taking appropriate action, 

SHRI Pr'iyA RANJAN DAB 

MUNSI (Calcutta—South); Was 

there any woman smuggler? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKH- 
ERJEE; There may be some, 1 do* 
not rule out the possibility. 

Sometimes we have to face very 
awkward situations. Recently I 

found a report from the Indo-N«pal 
border that quite a large number oF 
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women travellers were bringing con- 
tj-aband on their persons, and we 
Jbave no lady v/alchers there. Natur¬ 
ally We iiad to make. arrangeme'nls 
50 that a sufficient number of lady 
tvatc^^ers are pieced there. So, it is 
ifueV so far as that border is con- 
ceriied, that it is vulnerable. Keepiiig 
in.^int^ the difficult terrain and the 
l^ge number of routes, authorised 
and. unauthorised, through which 
people come and go, it requires "a 
good deal of attention there. Parti¬ 
cularly to make an assessment of that 
front. We are holding a meeting in 
c^i)SU)tation with the State adminis¬ 
tration. The Ministers who are look¬ 
ing after these anti-smuggling opera¬ 
tions—myself and my colleague in 
the .'Home Ministry—are holding a 
meeting in the first week of Septem¬ 
ber in Bihar itself. 

Some hon. Members have suggest¬ 
ed »• that we should make permanent 
ihrangements for dealing with the 
smugglers and foreign exchange 
racketeers. So far as this piece of 
Ifegislatinn is concerned, it is a 
permanent law, but this particular 
provision, section 12A, is a tempor¬ 
ary one. Scchon I2A provides that 
we should not let the fklcnue know 
thb cause of detention and that his 
case should not be sent to the Advi¬ 
sory Council within 35 days. Here 
we Want to take ihe opportunil.v ot 
the emergent*,V. That i.s wh.v we have 
linked it with the emergency and we 
ate extending it piece-meal. The? 
other provisions of the Act arc not 
temporary, they are of a permanent 
nature. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): It is 
section 12A ^vhicb has teeth. 

SHRl PRANAB* KUMAR MUKH- 
ERJEE; Certain other sections also 
have teeth; it may be these are 
sharper than the others. 

I think I have covered almost aU 
thfe' points made by hefh. Members. I 


am grateful to hon. Members for the 
compliments which they have paid 
the Departmerxt. I would conclude 
by poi.-i.ing oui one aspect which my 
young friend, Shri Das Munsi, very 
correctly mentioned, namely that 
but for public co-operation .and 
strong public resentment against 
economic offences, it i.s really very 
dillicul't 10 fight economic offenders. 
Unfortunately, in the Situation in 
which we are living, an economic 
offender does not face the same so¬ 
cial revulsion which* afti ordinary 
social offender a murderer or a 
thief, faces from society. This is a 
fact of life. That is why sometimes 
we find that the top medical practi¬ 
tioners do not hesitate to give false 
medical certificates to these people. 
It is known to the hon. Members, 
they have their own information, 
that in one particular case a medical 
practitioner certified that the . man 
was not capable of moving even from 
the ho.spitai to the jail ward, but it 
was found that, when he was re¬ 
leased, he could enjoy a joy ride. 
Therefore, we are confronted with 
a situation like this when the top 
lawyers and top medical practitioners 
come foiward to their rescue. Therc- 
foie, this is irallv a difficult situation 
that \vc are ccinfronted with, but I 
hope that with the growing cons- 
ciou.?ness among the people, the 
growi'ng c V. -Kcness among the poh- 
tical and .soeii] leaders. it would 
be po-s!;:'o 'nr u.s to do away with 
the m'-):ic*o <0 the largest extent 

possible. 

With these words, 1 commend the 
Bill for the approval of the House.

INDIAN IRON AND STEEL COM¬ 
PANY ACQUISITION OF SHARES 
BILL 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRA JIT 

'YADAV): I beg to move*: 

“That the Bill to provide lor the 
acquisition of certain shares of the 
Indian Iran and Steel Company 
Limited with a view to securing 
the proper management of the 
alTairs of the Company and the 
• continuity and development of the 
production of goods which are 
vital to the needs of the country 
and for matters connected there¬ 
with or incidental thereto, be taken 
.'into consideration.” 

Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, in view 
•of the urgency of acquiring the 
-shares of the’ Indian Iron and Steel 
Company and initiating the neces¬ 
sary action for financial assistance 
to the company, an Ordinance was 
promulgated on 17th July, 1976, ac- 
<iuiring the shares of the Company 


of Shares) Bill 

held by all non-Government parties. 
Excepting the public institutions, all 
shares have been acquired, according 
to that Ordinance. 


Before I make my observations, I 
would like to point out that certain 
amendments have been made in the 
Ordinance to facilitate the work of 
the Commissioner and also to pro¬ 
vide certain facilities and remove 
difficulties which may unnecessari¬ 
ly accrue. Therefore, certain amend¬ 
ments have been made in Section 9, 
Clause 7 and Section 12 of the Ordi¬ 
nance which are incorporated in this 
Bill. After this Ordinance, the posi¬ 
tion will be like this. In IISCO, the 
shares of the Government will have 
predominance; it will become exact¬ 
ly a public undertaking company. 
Now, the shares held by the Govern¬ 
ment would amount to 57.32 per cent 
of the equity share capital and 60.55 
per cent of the preference share capi¬ 
tal. At the same time, protecting the 
interest of the public institutions, 
the remaining shares would be distri¬ 
buted as follows: LIC wall have 29.74 
per cent; UTI will have 7.73 per 
cent; nationalised general insurance 
companies will have I‘86 per cent; 
SAIL equity percentage will be 5.18; 
the State (Government, Bengal, will 
have preference shares 0.02 per cent 
and equity shares 0.01 per cent. This 
makes verv clear that these com¬ 
panies will now become entirely pub¬ 
lic undertaking companies, and there¬ 
fore, (here will be no private com¬ 
pany or private individual share in 
this Company. 

The histary of the Company is 
welJ-known. The production of the 
Company was deteriorating very 
fastly four years before and the 
Management was showing a gross 
negligence; rather I should say that 
they were completely bent upon des¬ 
troying this Company. They were 
not taking any care for its mainten¬ 
ance. There was no scheme for re¬ 
habilitation. Even the interest of 
the workers was suffering. The Gov- 


•Moved with the recommendation of the President 
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ernment could not be only a silent 
spectator when the steel industry has 
a very important position in our 
etonomy. Therefore, the Govern¬ 
ment, at that time, taking into con¬ 
sideration the national interest, 
decided to take over this Company. 

Certain figures will show how bad 
was the condition when the Govern¬ 
ment, really speaking, stepped in and 
took over this Company. Before its 
take-over, i will give you the figures 
of three months of its production. 

In April 1972, the Company was 
producing 48.53 per cent of its utili¬ 
zation capacity; in May, it further 
reduced to 40.74 per cent of it.<» uti¬ 
lization capacity; in June, it came 
to as low as 13.52 per cent of its uti¬ 
lization capacity. Thereltore, the 
figures will show that the Company 
was almost going to be closed and 
M: would have rendered thousands 
of workers jobless and also destroy¬ 
ed a very important factory which 
would have otherwise served the 
interests of the nation'. In this situa¬ 
tion, on 14th July 1972, the Govern¬ 
ment took over the Management of 
the Company and later on this period 
was extended. Since the Government 
took over this Company, the 
Central Government has been man¬ 
aging this Company through a Cus¬ 
todian and later on through an Ad¬ 
ministrator. Now-a-days. we have a 
top executive as the Administrator 
of this Company. During these 
years, certain very important steps 
were taken. A rehabilitation scheme, 
along with certain other improve¬ 
ment steps, has been taken up and 
social activities have alscf been taken 
Up for the social welfare of the 
workers. There was a Committee 
appointed to go into the detaik and 
to work out a rehabilitation scheme 
for the Company. A scheme was pre¬ 
pared and a T^hnical Committee 
estimated that about Rs. 43 crores 
will have to be invested in the re¬ 
habilitation scheme. Up till the end 
of June 1976 the total expenditure 
On the scheme amourrtpd to Rs. 87.74 
crores. Due to the inflatioDaiy mar- 
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ket forces and higher prices, the ear¬ 
lier estimate has been revised and it 
has g<>oe up to Rs. 55 crores, after 
deleting the items which were to be¬ 
taken up separately. The Cdmpanjr 
has asked the Goveznment to make 
available to them Rs. 80 crores inter¬ 
est free, up to 1970-71 so that neces¬ 
sary steps could be taken to comp¬ 
lete the rehabilitation scheme of the' 
Company. The total amount of loans 
taken by the Company was about 
Rs. 93 crores, of which loans fronch 
the Government amounted to abouf. 
Rs. 6 crores. The interest burden ore 
the Company was also very high as-- 
the Company had to pay annually 
alDOut R.S. 10 Crores as interest. If 
this trend had continued, after thfee- 
years the Company would have had 
to pay Rs. 14 crores per year as 
interest. This was the situation and} 
after spending so much money anoT 
also improving the production signi-- 
ficant^^ the Government decided 
that this Company could not be 
given back to the old Management, 
which was so cruelly negligent. 
Really speaking, they had no interest 
and they were callous to the Under¬ 
taking and to the workers also. ^ 

Though efforts have made; 

I should say that we have still not 
reached a very satisfactory level be¬ 
cause, though a lot of work has beere 
done, the rehabilitation' scheme is 
still in operation and the Company is- 
facing a very serious financial crisis. 
Therefore the Government had to 
step in and the Government could 
not invest money unless and until 
the Company was in Government 
hands. Taking all these factors into 
account, this Ordinance was promul¬ 
gated and this Bill is now befbre thik- 
hon. House. During these four-years, 
all efforts were made to increase ther 
utilisation capacity of the Company. As 
I had said, just before the take-over, 
the utilisation capacity had reached' 
as low a percentage as 13 per cent 
but during last year, i.e. the outgoing 
financial year I97S-76, the Company 
produced 63 per cent* of the utilisa-r- 
tion capacity and, in the current' 
year, the targetted production is- 
6A5 per cent of the capacity. Vfcrjy 
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recently, I had a meeting, when we 
“tried to sort oUt 'oertain important 
problems and also lake care of the 
hnancial aspect. On this, We had a 
discussion with the Tlanning Com¬ 
mission and the Finance Ministry. 
“Later on I told the Management that 
they should not feel satisfied that 
they have reached 68.5 per cent of 
utilisation capacity and that they 
should try to exceed this target, and 
the Management has assured me that 
every possible effort will be made 
-not only to fulfil the target but to 
oxceed it. 

This Company. has about 22,000 
workers working at Burnpur. about 
‘8,000 workers at Kulti, about 9,000 
workers in coal-mines and ore-mines, 
and about 400' workers at Ujjain— 
IISCO Stanton. Certain questions may 
be raised that they are still contract 
workers. We are taking care of 
them. The latest figures .show that 
there are 2,100 contract workers 
who have to be departmentalised. 
We have decided certain things with 
the major trade union' in the Com¬ 
pany, Certain schemes have been 
worked out, certain formula has been 
agreed to, and according to that for¬ 
mula, out of 2,100 workers, 540 
workers have been already absorbed 
as permanent workers, and steps are 
being taken to see that, during this 
current year, 800 more workers are 
absorbed as permanent workers; 
after negotiating with the trade union 
leaders, we will take the necessary 
‘Steps to absorb also the rest of the 
workers who are engaged in those 
works which are of permanent nature. 

A programme has been worked out 
to bring this Company to its normal 
health. I am sure, as other sister 
steel plants, during the last one year, 
they have done very well; this is 
now becoming a public undertaking 
and is joining the family of the pub¬ 
lic undertakings in the steel indus¬ 
try—^this plant also will do well; we 
will take all possible steps which are 
l)eii|g taken in other ^eel plants. 
A. Consultant has keen appointed. 


and he has been asked to make a 
study and prepare a feasibility report, 
whether we can go for expansion of 
this plant. We are expecting that, 
by the end of October or in Novem¬ 
ber, we will get the feasibility report, 
and after making a careful .scrutiny 
of that feasibility report. Government 
will take a decision whether we can 
go from one-million-tonne plant to 
two-million-tonne plant. The deci¬ 
sion will be taken only after we get 
the feasibility report and after .seeing 
the financial position and resources 
position of the Company and how far 
Government will be able to provide 
help. 

For a very long time, there has 
been a demand from the workers 
that the workers have not been given 
enough accommodation facilities. This 
if a fact- While iu public sector 
undertakings, more than 75 per cent 
of the workers are living in the 
Company’s quarters, in this Company 
only 25 per cent of the workers have 
been given quarters. Very recently 
we have taken a decision, and I am 
glad to inform the House that a 
scheme is being worked out at a cost 
of more than Rs. 2 crores; in four 
phases, we are going to construct 
1,260 quarters for the workers at 
Burnpur and Kulti. Certain other 
steps have also been taken; electri¬ 
city facilities, hospital facilities and 
certain other community facilities 
have been provided very recently. 
Really speaking, we could not do 
much in that respect because as I 
said, the Company itself was facing 
a very serio^is financial crisis, but 
within the resources available to the 
Company, we have taken all possible 
care during the last 4-5 months to 
see that the workers of the Company 
get the minimum facilities which 
should normally be made available to 
them. 

While in the other steel plants we 
have been able to implement the 
workers’ participation scheme and 
shop-level committees have been 
formed and they are workii^t to the 
satisfaction of both the Management 
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and the trade union's, unfortunately 
in this Company we have not been 
able to implement the workers’ parti¬ 
cipation scheme. But the negotia¬ 
tions are going on 'with the four 
major trade unions in this respect. 
However, there are certain com¬ 
mittees working at the plant level, 
for example joint industrial relations 
committee and joint production com¬ 
mittee. I have given a very clear- 
cut direction to the Administrator 
that he should have negotiations with 
the major trade union.s so that the 
workers’ participation scheme could 
be implemented as early as possible 
in this Plant also. I have been as¬ 
sured by both the trade union lea¬ 
ders and Ihe Management that neces¬ 
sary steps will be taken in this re¬ 
gard soon. 

These are the main features which, 

I thought, I would Indicate before 
the hon. Members expressed their 
views. I would very much welcome 
their constructive sugge.stions; I 
would only request the hon. Members 
to appreciate the difficulties which 
the Management had to face and 
the level to which the Company had 
reached. We had, really speaking, 
to make a very gigantic effort for 
the rehabilitation of this Company 
and now the Management and the 
trade union leaders feel quite confi¬ 
dent that they will not qnly reach 
the target of 68 per cent rated capa¬ 
city, but they will go upto 70 per cent 
rated capacity and the day will not 
be far off when this Company like 
other Steel Plants should also reach 
the minimum rated capacity of 90 
per cent. 

With these words, I would invite 
suggeistions from the hon. Members. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Motion 
moved:

the proper management of the 
affairs of the Company and the' 
continuity and development of the 
production of goods which are vital 
to the needs of the country and for 
matters connected therewith or 
incidental thereto^ be taken into* 
consideration’’. 

We have allotted two hours for 
this discussion, out of which the' 
Minister hag taken almost twenty 
minutes. There is a balance of one 
hour forty minutes and I have before 
me a list of ten speakers. I -jvould 
o^ly request the Members to keop- 
that in mind when they speak, es¬ 
pecially Shri Dinen Bhattacharyya. 

SIIRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, 
so far as I know, when this matter was 
discussed in the Business Advisory 
Committee, we pressed that three hours 
should be allotted for this. I do not 
know actually what was the ultimatfr 
result. 

Sir, I welcome this Bill, nO doubt, 
but because of some clauses inserted 
in it, I cannot give my unconditional 
support to it. The Bill is. of course, 
a welcome measure. 

In 1972 when the Management was 
taken over by the Government, I re¬ 
member, the late Shri Mohan Kumara- 
mangalani had as.surcd the House that 
he was not taking over this Manage¬ 
ment to hand it back in a healthy con¬ 
dition to the original owners and that 
has come to be true now. These are 
all facts. This Company was one of 
the biggest companies in India and 
since 195.^ to 1971' its subscribed capital 
increased four times, i.e. from 7.88 
crores to 27.5 crores. The reserves also 
increased seven times from Rs. 6.11 
rrores to Rs. 42.44 crores and twice 
they issued bonus share.s to its share¬ 
holders. The total dividend paid prior 
to taking over was, Rs. 23.71 crores. 
So. my question is: when this is the 
fact, how do you justify giving 
Rs. 7.23,95,137.15 to the shareholders 
as compensation. Now, you have used 
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the term 'compensation’ because there 
is some legal difficulty in it. Still, you 
have to pay this large amount as per 
this Bill to the shareholders. My point 
is that whatever these shareholders in¬ 
vested they have got back more than 
that and I do not find any reason and 
I do not know. The Minister should, 
therefore, make it clear to the House 
whether the same Martin Burns, Sir 
Biren were involved here arii' I’ne rest 
of shares were held by the private 
shareholders as benanudars of Sir 
Biren and whether in an indirect way 
this money will be given to Sir Biren 
who, I will say, is a very important 
industrialist who got sufficient patron¬ 
age from the Government. Before 
Inking over, so far as I remember. Mr. 
Mohan Kumaramangalam stated here 
that nearabout 50 per cent of the 
money was given from the financial 
institutions of the Government of India 
and if it is so, how will the^^Minisler 
justify giving this amount to the 
shareholders? 

Further more, he has given a de¬ 
tailed picture of how he wants to reha¬ 
bilitate the plant and a committee was 
appointed. I do not know whether it 
was a one-man committee, whether our 
experts or some experts from abroad 
would be brought and when would the 
report be ready for an early implemen¬ 
tation of the plan of rehabilitation so 
as to enable it to manufacture the 
type of special steel that our country 
is in need of. l have not been able to 
grasp this idea as to what will be the 
financial structure of this company as 
it is a public sector undertaking. Still 
there are seme ifs and buts. So that 
point may be made clear when he gives 
his reply. 

Coming to certain other points, so 
long it was under a Board and still it 
will be under a Board of Management. 
The Administrator will no doubt be 
there and who is that person? And 
how.is he connected with the old 
managenaent? That point also should 
be mad^lear to us because we have 
every doubt that in these cases we 
have seen that the old managements 
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somehow or other manipulate in such 
a way that they gain the advantage of 
the persons Who might be posted at the 
head of the industry. So that point 
should be made clear so that there may 
not be .any chance of any doubt re¬ 
garding the performance of the Admin¬ 
istrator of the Board. 

Coming to two or three other 
points—because you have asked me to 
finish within ten minutes— 

I am not always unhelpful to you. • 

?dR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Now'you 
are. 

SURI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA; 
In this Bill we do not find any ligures. 
In Kulti, Raniganj and Ujjain, a large 
number of employees are there who 
vt/ere working before the take over and 
who are working today. You have not 
provided any clause to ensure con¬ 
tinuity of their service. There is no 
guarantee given by the Act in regard 
to the fate of their service. The Min¬ 
ister has stated that he will try to' 
bring the conditions prevailing here at 
par with those in other steel plants. 1 
do nf»t know when it will be done. So' 
far as my knowledge goes these pteople 
are getting less wage and less incen¬ 
tives in comparison to Alloy and other 
steel plants. The scheme may be made 
clear to us. 

The arrears due to the employees 
should be the responsibility of this 
management which is a public under¬ 
takings management. Arrears due to 
the employees should be duly taken 
care of and they should not be deprived 
of their due. I emphatically demand 
that ail the arrears must be fully paid 
to the employees who were working 
and who are working. This may bo 
either gratuity or • retirement or any 
other wages including provident fund. 

This company did not pay their dues 
fully in regard to the provident fimdi 
So, what will be the rate of Ihe ^ploy* 
ees who are Working here? No provi-

Sion ia there. So, we want to bear 
regarding this. 

Coming to the other point, I may 
say that the industrial relations are 
not at all good. The Minister will re¬ 
member that I met him twice in this 
regard. In the Burnpur refractories 
you are getting profit. The wages of 
the employees were decided long back. 
In the meantime the wages of the other 
employees have gone up but so far the 
wages of the employees of the refrac¬ 
tories in Raniganj have not been 
increased. They met the Minister and 
the State Minister, but nothing has been 
'done. I do not know what sort of 
'Committee you have formed. The 
Committee might be there to see how 
to increase the production but not to 
•see the other aspects of the manage¬ 
ment. My point is you have formed 
the shopfloor level commitees in 
Bumpur, but what about the access of 
the employees in go far as inventory, 
purchase and other aspects of the 
management are concerned? If they 
are not given any access to that, how 
■can you satisfy that the workers are 
getting more and more involved in the 
management of their concern? That 
point should be Made clear. These 
workers should gef access to all aspects 
of management. Regarding the con¬ 
tract labour Government has taken a 
decision progressively to reduce it. But 
what is the progress? Here is an 
example. It is a public undertaking 
company. In 1974 you took over this. 
It appears that 500 contract labour 
have been taken in the management 
role but 1 do not know about the actual 
number. So far as contract labour is 
concerned, every day there is dispute 
and hundreds of such disputes are still 
pending. Mr. Malaviya brought the 
original Bill and now Mr. Chandra jit 
Yadav is bringing ift the Nationalisation 
Bill. Every time it is stated that the 
management is guilty. If it is so, why 
don’t you prosecute them ? What 
happens is, the Government takes it 
over and they go scot fjree. Why are 
you so soft towards people who indulge 
in corrujptlon and ail sorts of criminal 


ofiences? Why are you soft towards 
Sir Biren who did this not only in this 
case of IISCO but also in the case of 
Martin Railway, where thousands of 
workers have been turned out of jobs 
and tbeir dues have not been paid. Why 
are you taking this sort of soft attitude 
towards management? I don’t know. 
This point may be clarified by the hon. 
Minister while replying to the debate.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipurc): 
I join the other members in this House 
in welcoming this Bill which brings’ 
this Company finally and conclusively 
under the umbrella of the public sector, 
and I hope the day is not far distant 
when the Tata Iron & Steel Company 
also in which already a very sizeable 
chunk of shareholding is held by pub¬ 
lic financial insUtutions, will join the 
rest of this family. There is no reason 
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why one plant should remain outside* 
in the private sector. 

I fully agree with the Minister that 
we should bend all our energies and 
resources to a constructive rehabilTta- 
tion of this Company. That is actually 
the reason given in the statement of 
objects and reasons al-so that Govern¬ 
ment are now taking this step to make- 
necessary investments in the Company 
and also to make the necessary restruc¬ 
turing of the capital base of the Com¬ 
pany. As far as that goes, it is all 
right, but what I. wish to say in the- 
time at my disposal is that capital re¬ 
structuring by itself may not be 
enough to solve this problem. Manage¬ 
ment restructuring is also vitally 
necessary. 

The Minister has correctly drawn our 
attention to the fact that after the 
management takeover, the production 
gradually did improve and in March 
1976 it went up to a figure of 63,00®’ 
tonnes per month. That is a matter of 
satisfaction for everybody, and I think 
everybody cooperated in seeing thalr 
that was done. But I would like to 
know from him whet^r it is or it is 
not a fact that after March this year 
there has been quite a sharp decline in 
production, and that in subsequent 
months the figure is not going oyer 
about . 15,000 tonnes. If that is so, it is 
a serious matter and one should tiy to 
find what the reasons for it are. Is it 
due to any deficiency in the quality of 
the coking coal which used previously 
to be obtained from Chasnala? Now I 
suppose it is obtained from some other 
mines. I have heard complaints about 
the quality o*f the coking coal and ^so 
about the quality of the iron ore. But 
I do not see why such problems, if they 
exist, cannot be dealt with because the 
whole of this thing is in the public se^ 
tor and there is no reason why sucn 
deficiencies in quality should continue. 
Or, is it due partly also to manage¬ 
ment failures including something to 
v.'hich I had drawn attention when we 
debated earlier the Bill on management 
takeover, namely, that there had been 
in the past very unhealthy groupings 
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, among officers due to certain mutual ' 
rivalries; a kind of a mini struggle for 
power used to go on before the take 
over and senior executives had organis- 
.ed their own groups and factions right 
down to lower levels also 1 think the 
hon. Minister knows it very well. What 
1 am asking you to look into is whether 
some of those ugly features are still 
continuing or not. 

A short time after the management 
, take over, the first custodian in his 
speech said: “It is also worth mention¬ 
ing that senior personnel of iISCO 
have responded very satisfactorily to 
the changed culture of the organisa¬ 
tion.” By this, I think he means the 
change from private sector to public 
sector culture. “..All those who were 
, over Rs. 4000 per month have volun¬ 
tarily had their salaries reduced to 
below the limit.” This is what the 
. custodian in his speech had said. I 
; should like to point out that from July, 
1974 the structure had been changed so 
that the custodian had been replaced 
by a board of management with a 
chairman; the chairman as well as 
members of the board of management 
; are all part-time people; even the 
. chairmen is a part-time chairman 
from July 1974. Until recently there 
was no wholetime custodian or admin¬ 
istrator with overall responsibiliiy 
for this plant. Recently an administra¬ 
tor had been appointed; this adminis- 
- trator was a former joint secretary of 
■the ministry of steel. I know nothing 
about this gentleman or about his 
qualities whatever. I have to point 
out the fact that the appointment of a 
joint secretary of a ministry as an ad¬ 
ministrator of that plant runs counter 
to successive recommendations of the 
Committee on Public Undertakings. I 
have not got the time; otherwise I have 
got it here and I oan quote that recom¬ 
mendation. The public Undertakings 
Committee has recommended on no 
less than three occasions in three of its 
reports that no odicer of a ministry 
should be made chairman of a public 
sector undertaking nor should a secre- 
' tary of the ministry be included in the 
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board of management. That is a mat¬ 
ter for them to look into; otherwise 
they will some day be hauled up by the 
Public Undertakings Committee. Any¬ 
way this Administrator has been ap¬ 
pointed only recently and in between 
there wa.*! a long period when the board 
of management consisted of only part 
timepeople, including a part-time chair¬ 
man. As for the hope expressed by the 
custodian about voluntary reduction of 
salaries to below Rs. 4000 per month, 

1 should rather make the charge that 
Ihere is a completely top heavy 
management. From the annual report 
for 1974-75, I find that there are 90 
officers who get salaries ranging bet¬ 
ween Rs. .36,000 and Rs. 72.000 a year. 
Of those, 71 are getting between 36,000 
and .50,000; 13 officers between 50,000 

.^nd 60,000 and 6 officers between 60,000 
and 72,000 per annum. On those offi¬ 
cers alone you are spending Rs. 34,16, 
584 by way of emoluments. In my 
opinion, tins public sector culture, 
whatever ii means, has been imbibed 
very much and there is a grossly top- 
heavy structure in thg management. 

I request the minister look into this 
seriously. 

The performance budget of USGO, 
the latest one for 1976-77, talks of 
the main object of the take-over 
being “to professiona’ise and broad- 
base the management and re-orient 
the structure of the management 
in line with the social objectives 
of the government.” I do not 
think what I have quoted is much 
in line with the social objec¬ 
tives of the government. Will be 
compare the emoluments of these 
officers with the emoluments of simi¬ 
lar categories of officers in other 
public sector steel plants? I do not 
expect him to do it in his reply now, 
but let him make a study and *”<1 
out whether or not a number of 
younger officers in IISCO have been 
resigning and going away in sheer 
frustration, Mr. Sokhi praised the 
performance of Kulti works. Tlikt 
may be so, but while the wage 
at Kulti is Rs. crores the over¬ 
time bill is Rs. 1.25 crores! Our union 
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there has repeatedly suggested that 
this over-time should be cut down 
hy recruiting more people who are 
required, but instead of that, they go 
on spending Rs. 1.25 crores on over¬ 
time against a wage bill of Rs. 
croires. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SOKHI: 

I raid, they are doing a good job 
wifh oid machinery. 

SHRI INDR A JIT GUPTA: I thought 
that because of your praise, the 
muiister may net look into it. That 
is why I referred to it. , 

So far as contract labour is con¬ 
cerned, my figures do not tally with 
his. He says there are 2100 contract 
workers, but my figure Is three or 
fow times that number. Although 
some workers have been department¬ 
alised already, strangely the total pay 
bill of the contractors is going up. 
If the number of contract labour is 
being reduced and they are being 
gradually departmentalised, the pay 
bill of the contractors should not go 
up. But I find contract labour is still 
being employed even on jobs of a 
permanent or perennial nature. I am 
not going into details, because so many 
memoranda have been submitted on 
this, including the one to the apex 
committee fer steel industry, but 
nothing happens. 

A ward about the old senior officers 
in the old company about whom I had 
warned last time. I hope the minis¬ 
try will keep a watchful eye on them, 
because I do not think they can be 
always relied on to play the game 
properW. I do not say that all officers 
are ba-.i people. But there are at least 
five senior officers in very strategic 
positions even today four or five years 
after the take-over, who were there 
in,the days of Biren Mukherjee. They 
are the General Manager, Bumpur, 
the General Works Manger, Bumpur, 
the General Sales Manager posted at 
Calcutta, Manager, EngLoeering and. 
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Development and Manager on Special 
Duty, who is also a Director of IlSCO’a 
Stanton Foundry and Pipe Coittpan/* 
All these officer.*; are old hands who 
have been therg since Biren Mukher- 
jee’s lime. You may say. it is not 
possible replace them because we have 
got qualified people. I do not know, 
but a serious effort must be made to 
replace them because when you re¬ 
structure the capital base, you have' 
to re-struciure the management also. 
Because, it is not like other public 
sector steel plants. This you are' 
taking ovoi- after so many years of 
private management, and that too after 
it has been reduced to this condition-- 

Finally, I want to say one or two 
words about los.'-es. In spite of the 
good increase in production, which 
took place up to March this year, 1 
think the company incurred a loss of 
something like Rs. 9 crores last year.. 
That may be because of the process; 
of rehabilitation. But if there are* 
avoidable losses, they must be dealt 
with very severely. 

It is my submission that this Com¬ 
pany is being put to very big losses., 
due to certain corrupt practices which 
are going on, not on the production 
side but on the sales side. I have 
put some questions also, to which I 
have received some not very satis¬ 
factory replies, mainly saying that the- 
information will be collected anett 
supplied to me later. i would like- 
an inquiry to be held into the allega¬ 
tions which I have made through my 
questions, that large-scale mainpula- 
tion has been done to show inflated, 
sales from the IISCO stock-yards, at- 
Delhi and Calcutta particularly, and' 
Bombay also. At the end of the- 
financial year 1976 large-scale mani¬ 
pulation has been done to show infla¬ 
ted sales. •

It is not posible for anybody t<^ 
deliver 8,000 tonnes of steel materials, 
in one day from a stock-yard. The 
normal average figure is 400 tonnes of 
delivery from a stock-yard in one day,, 
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If you look into their books, you will 
find that these people have shown 
51,000 tonnes of steel as delivered by 
the Calcutta sales office from their 
stock-yard on the 31st March 1976. 
There is something very fishy about 
it, because the steel prices were raised 
with effect from 31st Marca 1976. All 
the other plants of Hindustan Steel 
have raised their prices accordingly 
afnd the new prices have been given 
"effect to from the 31st March 1976. 
“But what did IISCO do? They 
brought in the new price only from 
the 1st of April, and on the 3L'!t March 
all sales have been effected at the old 
price, which is a lower price, to pri- 
a?ate traders and inflated sales have 
been shown. Because, they have not 
been delivered. The sales have been 
shown, challans have been fradulently 
•obtained from the traders, as also the 
cheques. That means the whole thing 
has been shown as given on credit. I 
am told that an amount of Rs. 2 crores 
now remains unrealised because of the 
irregular credit sales to certain selec¬ 
ted traders, with whom 1 have no 
•doubt some officers must be in collu¬ 
sion. Please look into it whether it is 
not a fact that Hindustan Steel gave 
effect to these prices from 31st March 
itself, but IISCO implemented it only 
one day later, from the 1st of April, 
and On that on® day* 31st March, a 
whole lot of credit sales have been 
shown to certain selected groups of 
traders, who were thereby benefited 
very greately. 

It is a simple matter of enqmry. If 
you examine the weigh-bridge records 
at the stock-yard.s or the labour pay 
bill at the stock-yard on the 31st of 
March, you will find that it Is not 
possible that 8,000 tonnes were dis¬ 
posed of that day. Yet, they have 

been shown in the books as that. 

« 

The second point is, it has become 
the common practice, particularly for 
the stock-yards at Calcutta and Delhi, 
to dispose of fradulently huge quanti¬ 
ties of steel and show them as defec- 
Jtive. The Minister must know that 
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there is tested steel of the proper 
qualify, which is sold at a particular 
price. Then there are, what are call¬ 
ed, defective steel, sold at lower 
prices. Then, there is a third variety, 
called non-standard or cut down sted. 
The defective and non-standard steel 
are in very great demand outside, be¬ 
cause there is a biggr margin of pro¬ 
fit on them. It is my allegation t^hat 
big quantities of steel of good quality 
is sold as defective or non-standard 
steel. In fact, ih one of my questions 
I have asked for figures as to hov/ 
much steel has been sold month "ity 
month, chovn as defective or libri- 
siandard or cut down steel. The 
reply received from the Minister-JS 
that information is being ctfilected 
will be supplied to me later But my 
submission i.s that there is some col¬ 
lusion going on between certain offi¬ 
cers and certain private traders 
whereby the Company is being put to 
big losses. In this way, certain profit 
margin is being given to certain tra¬ 
ders through fraudulent entries. So, 

I would like to know whether a CBI 
inquiry will be ordered. If a prima 
facie case is found out, a CBI inquir.y 
should be ordered to go into it. 
Otherwise, crores of rupees are being 
lost to the Company.

Finally, word about the industrial 
j elutions. So far as I know and, I 
think, he also said ti’at there is only 
a plant-level committee in IISCO. in 
Burnpur, and there is no shop-level 
committee set up. Even in the plant- 
level committee, the workers are re¬ 
presented of only one union, that is, 
the official union, INTUC, Why is 
the same pattern as at Durgapur not 
being followed here? Durgapur plant 
has improved so much; its production 
has improved so much. Only a few 
years ago, every day, we used to hear 
a woeful story about Durgapur. Now, 
the Durgapur plant has climbed out 
of that situation and improved like 
anything. There are committees not 
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■QiUji; aj; plant level but at every shop 
level in which all the unions working 
tfiere have been given representation. 
In Burnpur, only one union is taken 
anjj that is also only at plant level. 
There are no shop level committees. 
Theiefore, I think, quite a lot of waste 
is going on, mal-practices and 
So. on. which we will be able to locate 
io undetected. 1 should like to know 
■whether he has any idea of re-struc- 
tyring the industrial relations struc- 
'tyre also in the interlst of the Com- 
pa'hy. ' '

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SHRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): 

At the veiy dutset 1‘ congratulate the 
Ministry of'Steel an<l Mines fOr its 
efficient working. 

There has been in the past an in¬ 
cessant propaganda on behalf of the 
private sector that it alone can deliver 
the goods, it alone is efficient and 
creates incentives for larger and lar¬ 
ger production and that the public 
sector is notorious for mismanagement, 
for inefficiency and for loss of produc¬ 
tion. Both the myths have been ex¬ 
ploded by the working of the public 
sector since the year 1971 and, in 
streamlining the administration of the 
public undertakings the Steel Ministry 
has- played a key and crucial role. 

Since the time allotted to me is 
very limited, i will only submit two 
points. There has been a mismanage¬ 
ment in this company and its manage¬ 
ment was taken over. I a*” personal¬ 
ly of the view that whenever mis¬ 
management is visible in any private 
sector, then, instead of only taking its 
management for a limited period, it 
should be taken over permanently and 
it should not be a short and half¬ 
hearted measure, the company 
should have been taken over, acquif- 
•ed, as it,is sought to be done now, in 
the yegr 1972 itself; once the .Govern- . 
meht cOth.es to the conclusion that the 
compaBy*s affairs are not being con¬ 
ducted in art efficient manner and 
the government has to invest 
fui^R to the tune of efores of rupees, 
where ta the question of reserving the 
decision that'ft may go back to «he 
same old management?

Niow; the second thing is that there 
is a new strategy which is being re¬ 
sorted to by this private busineaSr 
They somehow or other welcome the 
take-over of their undertaking and 
they the {urocess of mismanage- 
m«at deliberately so that the Govern.- „ 
m^t may be compdUed to taiM it 
over. They do not invest any money 
in the renovation of the machinery 
which ultimately becomes nQthing birt , 
a junk and they would have detivw ^ 
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the maximum benefit out of their in¬ 
vestment longtime ago and at the time 
when it is being taken over, nothing 
worthwhile is left in the undertaking. 
So, it should be taken over at the 
earliest stage. We are now talking of 
commitment to the philosophy of the 
Constitution. The philosophy of the 
constitution means that w© are com¬ 
mitted to the establishment of an 
egalitarian society where there would 
be not only political and legal justice 
but there would be economic justice. 
Those who have no commitment to 
the concept of public undertakings, 
socialism and working for the under¬ 
dog, should have no place in top 
management of any undertaking. The 
difficulty lies in that we are half¬ 
hearted in these matters. We have 
the mentality of private businessman 
and also we have the concept and the 
ideal of a public undertaking. The 
increasing participation of workers is 
the only safeguard for the success of 
any public undertaking in this coun¬ 
try. There have been cases of inflated 
sales and fradulent transactions about 
which Mr. Indrajit Gupta made a 
pointed reference. I would submit 
that the Economic Intelligence Bureau 
should play an effective role in cheek¬ 
ing malpractices in such big under¬ 
takings. Unless this is dime xmblie 
undertakings would come in a big way 
for sharp and hostile criticism from 
all those who are opposed to the idee- • 
logy of socialism. 

As regards 4 per cent interest 
allowable on the quantum of com¬ 
pensation, Mr. Daga has said thait Uiis 
is not fair. Well, the Govemmeat 
cannot aflord to pay the same amount 
of higher interek as is done in ttie 
case of private sector. The Constitu¬ 
tion itself has provided that the.qua^. 
turn of cMupensation would not be 
justiciable. It has bgen done with a 
deliberate objective. If compensation 
at market value is to be paid to pri' 
vate individuals then it woul^ not 
be possible to take over the- undent- 
takings at all. If the shareholders 
have taken the inaximum bene^ out 
of their investment they shoula not M 
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paid any compensation ana only 
nominal compensation can be paid. 
The Constitution allows legislation in 
that respect. 

Now, Sir, I do not want to say 
anything more except to congratulate 
the hon. Minister for bringing this 
Bill and this Bill shows the way of 
the things to come. If socialism is 
to come in this country it should come 
In a proper and effective way. 

SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN (Buldana): 
I congratulate the Minister on bring¬ 
ing forward this progressive Bill. 
The steel industry is the basis of .»ur 
industrial structure. In fact, the ex¬ 
tent of industrialisation of a country 
is measured by the amount of steel 
consumed per head of the population. 

This industrial undertaking, namely, 
the Iron and Steel Company, is a big 
industrial complex and it consists of 
not only an integrated steel plant at 
Burnpur but also an iron foundry at 
Kulti, captive collieries at Chasnala 
and other places, iron ore mines and 
a sub-sidiary pipe and Foundry Co. at 
Ujjain. It is a complex which em¬ 
ploys oyer 30,000 workers. 

The company was started initially 
afteiif the First World War and by 
1952, it had increased its rated capa¬ 
city to one million tonnes. But, the 
decline m the fortunes of the company 
started In the sixties and, by 1963, the 
production of the company had gone 
down to 1.4 lakhs tonnes per year 
ie., 13 per c«>t of its rated capacity 
as 'stated by the hdn. Minister. In 
fact, its production had reached a 
figure of ® lakhs tonnes, from that it 
came, down to 1-4 lakhs tonnes which 
was'a result of the rotten manage¬ 
ment and the low price of steel. The 
price of steel ir India wa® the chea¬ 
pest in the whole world at that time. 
There was also serious labour trouble. 
No-body could have lifted it out of 
this serious position in which it was 
except Government. The steel corti- 
plex requires a huge amount of money 
and AO private firm Was equal to it. 
Therefoie in 1972 the Government 


took over the management, lliat was 
with a view to improving the top 
management, correcting the mal¬ 
adjustments in the equipment and 
thirdly, improving the labour rela¬ 
tions. Our Government succeeded 
considerable in its objective. They 
improved tl^ management, though it 
seems some old officers are still there 
with their old outlook. 

Our Government appointed a Com¬ 
mittee to look into the technical re¬ 
quirements of the factory. They have 
evolved a plan rehabilitation pro¬ 
gramme which would ensure produc¬ 
tion at the rated capacity rf 1 million 
tonnes per year. This programme 
would require, it is estimated, aboift 
Rs. 60 crores out of which, Rs. 31 
crores had already been spent. A® a 
result of the steps taken by Govern¬ 
ment. production rose from 4.31 lakhs 
tonnes in 1972-73 to 6.3 lakhs tonnes 
in 1975-76. In 1974-75, the company 
made a profit of Rs 1.5 crores after 
making orovision for depreciation to 
the extent of Rs. 5.17 crcrrs. This 
really a great achievement The com¬ 
pany has shown improvements not 
only in the production of steel but 
also of coal and of the iron-ore mines. 
To ton the success of the regime this 
Comnany has entered into the interna¬ 
tional market in a big way as an ex¬ 
porter of stee^. Now. the question 
arises after these five years of Gov¬ 
ernment mp.nagement, whether ^ this 
company should be given back to the 
old management or Goyemment 
should go forward and nationalise itr 

Our .Government has taken th® ngnt 
decision in acquiring the privately 
held sharei? of this company. But, in 
doing so, I watrt: the hon. Minister to- 
clarifv certain things. R.«:. 60 crores 
for rehabilitation are being advanced 
by a consortium of commercial banks 
and pttbUc financial institutions under 
the auspices of the l.D.B.I. of whkh 
Rs 3t crores have already been spent. 
The question is whether the company 
will ever be able to stand on its own 
legs under this terrific burden of 
debt. Already by 1975 it had a debt 
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which required an interest payment of 
Rs. 1 crore every month. I hope the 
hon. Minister will make clear as to 
how he is going to put the company 
on a sound financial basis. In 1974- 
75, the company has made a profit— 
admit this. But, with the increased 
burden of debt, will this company be 
able to stand on its legs financially? 
That is the problem. How' will he 
restructure of the capital base? Will 
he do that by increasing the share 
capital or by converting the govern¬ 
ment loan into the share capital? What 
is. the method in which you are going 
to do it. Even if production increases 
to 1 million tonnes a year. I wonder, 
whether you will succeed in putting 
it permanently on a sound financial 
footing. 

Sir, about the amount lo be paid 
to the existing shareholders, I think, 
it is a fair amount of compensation 
though the word ‘compen.sation’ can¬ 
not be used according to the Constitu¬ 
tion. The price of the shares, Rs. 4.30 
and Rs. 32.75 is based on the market 
value of the shares in the recent past 
and, I believe, we need not quarrel 
about the amount to be paid fo the 
shareholders because that represents 
a fair market price. T am. doubtful 
whether interest .should have been 
paid to the shaieholders as they were 
not getting anything by way of divi¬ 
dend. Our Government wanted to 
be fair and they have agreed to pay 
4 per cent interest. I hope as a result 
of the take-over of this mill our steel 
production capacity will increase end 
the steel industry will be able to ful¬ 
fil its task of enabling us to build a 
strong industrial structure. 
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SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih): Mr. Chairman, 
1 heartily welcome this BUI as being 
long overdue which is being introduc¬ 
ed and piloted by our dynamic Minis* 
ter for Steel and Mines, Shri Chandra, 
jit Yadav, today. This Bill has to be 
seen in the context of the perspec¬ 
tive plan. We have planned for pro¬ 
duction of 75 million tonnes by 1093- 
Shall u-e make that plan a reality 
or will it be a pie in the Sky? It 
depends on which critical path in the 
maze of resource spread, in our ex¬ 
port promotion, in our tiitiemsU pro¬ 
ductivity increases we feUlow hi the 
coming years. i do not lil^ .to cove* 
the ground already covered by sothe 
of our colleagues, I have only to ts^r 
that the speech which Shri Yadavji 
made was both candid and compi^ 
hensive. He outlined the lines 
advance, the possibility of ihe expan¬ 
sion of the st^l- plant to. 2. ipillioii 
tonnes capacity depending upon the 
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feasibility report by the technical 
committee and the possible demands 
on our resources of the order of 
Rs. 80 crores as interest-free loan, he 
also referred to the degree of partici¬ 
pation of labour in industry and the 
jdiasing out of the contract system. 
He touched all those points as well as 
the need to build a large number of 
quarters for the workers and certain 
other infrastructure such as schools, 
modem hospitals, adequate water sup¬ 
ply and so on. Burnpur is a 45-year- 
old plant which should have been 
written off after 40 years. Hundreds 
of residents of my town. Girirtih. 
work in Burnpur and therefore I 
know what is happening, their fortu¬ 
nes and their future is bound up with 
the future of this plant about seventy 
miles away. This plant should have 
been written off after the 40th year, 

it is the dedication, expertise, preven¬ 
tive maintenance and general main¬ 
tenance of officers and emplo.vees 
which has kept^the plant running 
against one traumatic attack and 
shock after another: 1956 labour 
strike, then the bull-bear lug in the 
stock market by which a famous 
press magnate wanted to get control 
of this company, rival unions tugging 
■at each other’s throats and the play 
of power equations by the top officers 
of this company who depended upon 
the unions to reinforce their position 
against one another. All the time the 
ageing chairman, Biren Mukherjee 
was getting i'cmote and losing control 
of the situation and of the details end 
it was right and proper that we took 
over the management as it was an ine¬ 
scapable necessity. I wish that as m 
the case of coal, we had nationalised 
this company in the course of the first 
year. In that case the heavy burden 
of interest charges, almost Rs. 25 —30 
crores for four years, which the com¬ 
pany had to^ bear could have been 
avoided. Even in its hayday the '•om- 
pany did not make a profit of Rs. 10 
crores a year. It was an egeing con¬ 
cern and the miracle was that the 
company was running and that it <lid 
not disintegrate. Es, 80 crores or 
even Rs. 100 crores to make the Indian 


Iron and Steel Company to proauce 
one million tonne of steel is a sniall 
price to pay. Tatas for their expan¬ 
sion plan for 2 million tonneg hiive 
demanded Rs. 300 crores and if we 
want to start a new plant of one mi- 
lion tonn^ capacity it would cost more 
than Rs. 400 crores, ‘ The strategy 
which I would humbly bring to the 
notice of the Minister for Steel and 
Mines would be that he may kindly 
consider the export of thi.s steel. It 
has got the right product-mix to oay 
for restructuring of the Steel plant 
and that should be our broad strattJgj* 
for the perspective planning for steel 
making as a whole. If we start c>!- 
porting one million tonnes of steel for 
Rs. 120.0 to Rs. 1.50.0 crores. we can 
go on ploughing it back into steel 
sector so that our population will be 
save of the burden of such a vast ex¬ 
pansion of steel industry which the 
White Paper has outlines before u^— 
at least a part of burden will be les¬ 
sened. 

Sir, one word about Chasnala. Be 
fore the Chasnala tragedy, the Indian 
Iron and Steel Company blast tm- 
naces were operating and reached a 
rated utilisation capacity of 95 !>tr 
cent. I had this information directly 
from the source in the month of De- 
ceml>er. Chasnala was another 
trauma which in financial terms ma.y 
be 3 or 4 crores but in terms of shock 
on the morale of the people it was a 
heavy blow. They have survived 
that and they are making good and 
they are pulling out from the “slough 
of despond” which is again a tribute 
to the skill, the dedicattpo, the exper¬ 
tise of the workers and the officers 
there. And we will be failing in nvx 
duty if we do not pay tribute to them 
for the .iobs which have been done 
fairly and well barring two or three 
against whom CBI enquiries are 
pending and which, I am s'ure the 
Minister will take note of, as Mr. 
Indrnjit Gupta has •demanded some¬ 
time back, IISCO has pumped Rs- 44.0 
crores into Chasnala for washer.y, 
aerial rope-way and sinking of shafts. 
A reserve coal of 43 million toni>es 
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of high grade metallurgical coal if 
converted into 30 to 35 tonnes of ore- 
mium coke at Rs. 330.0 per tonne, 
will add up to one thousand crores of 
rupees. Can we afford to write it oil? 

It is a chaiienge to the entire mining 
engineering community. Since we 
cannot afford to write it off, we have 
to accept the challenge and extract 
the coal. The crux of the matter ^vas 
production and supply of 1.2 million 
tonnes of coking coal to the company 
from Chansala, from Jitpur and from 
Ramnagar. By whatever means, to¬ 
day or tomorrow, you have to reopen 
it and extract this exceptionally good 
coal with 9 per cent ash content. In 
the larger context of perspecli^re 
planning for steel, 43 million tonnes 
of the highest quality coal is a lot of 
coal. We cannot afford to give i* up. 

Sir, one feather in the cap of the 
Minister is the degree of participation 
of labour in industry which he has 
brought about in the steel plant and 
I am quite sure that we will be mak¬ 
ing up the shortfall, I am also happy 
that the point that was made by one 
oE my colleagues, that this degree of 
labour participation will a sure 
guarantee of directing the economics 
and the ethos of the plant into a so¬ 
cialist system. With these words. I vrel- 
come this Bill and supp<irt this Bill. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara'.; Sir. 
the Bill propose.? the payment of 
Rs. 7,23,95,137.15 for the acquisition 
of the shares of this company—a v‘=*ry 
precise calculation! I have been try¬ 
ing to get hold of the available 
* .dance sheet. In the ab.sence of ac¬ 
curate data, I have to rely on what 
O'jr other friends said that this rough- 
l.v represents Rs. 4 and odd per share 
\’alued at Rs. 32. The company has 
i.' :ued a considerable number of 
bonus shares. Even though as quot- 
--'d by Shri Eflnen Bhattacharyya the 
subscribed paid-up capital i,« Rs. 28 
crores, a substantial portion of that 
would be in the form of bonus shares. 
In other words, whatever profit was 


there, it was ploughed back and who¬ 
ever were the owners they were per¬ 
mitted to appropriate to themselves 
these shares. I am raising this the¬ 
oretical point because we are today 
at a stage of payment of compensa¬ 
tion in various sectors. I do hope 
the minister will tolerate my slight 
diversion. When the tenants be^rne 
the owmers of the land, the small 
land-holders are told, “You will get 
your compensation or whatever is the 
value, calculated on the basis of a 
particular multiple of the assessment 
of that particular land over a period 
of 15 years.*’ As against a person 
who held land which was considered 
most secure some lime ago, a person 
who has invested his money in the 
risk capital ot an enterprise, at the 
end of a decade of thorrmgh mis¬ 
management, is still able to walk 
away with a decent little sum. I feel 
this investment of Rs. 7 crores and 
odd is only the tip of the iceberg. As 
already stated in the statement of 
objects and reasons and in financial 
memorandum, the consolidated fund 
of India will be further taxed to the 
extent of Rs. 60 crores more. I have 
not clearly understood the basis on 
which we have arrived at this 
‘amount’ in substitution of the word 
•compensation’ and also whether it is 
the financial, economic and moral res¬ 
ponsibility of the government which 
has taken over a concern, which was 
producing at the rate of 11 or 15 per 
cent of Us rated capacity, to come 
forward and say that so much money 
of Ihe public exchequer is being in¬ 
vested for purchasing the shares of 
the company. If some of the fairly 
well-run concerns in the private sector 
are to be nationalised, there is a 
sense of justification for payment of 
the share value at par or value cal¬ 
culated on the basis of its net worth, 
but there is no moral .or legal justifi¬ 
cation to pay compensation in the 
case of a company.in which the gov¬ 
ernment has to invest hundreds of 
crores. Payment of Rs. 7 crores does 
not, somehow, fit into the pattern we 
are thinking of at present. I hope, 
the Minister will kindly tell us by 
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the time we conclude the discussions 
on this, what exactly are the figures 
ot the net paid up capital of this con¬ 
cern. There is a reason for my taking 
a slight divergent view. I come from 
an area where the entire develop¬ 
ment is held up for want 01 a Railway 
line costing only Rs. 37 crores. I feel 
nervous that the same Government 
and the same exchequer will be pay¬ 
ing so much—Cleaving aside the merits 
of the case—^in trying to run the old 
mismanaged concerns like the HSCO 
on proper lines and in putting up 
other public sector concerns which 
have been started in other places and 
are now picking up. With all this, I 
‘do not know what the chances of these 
babies yet to be born, are. Whether 
at Vizag, Hospet or Salem, one of the 
major constraints for erection of these 
steel plants is the resource position 
and plan allocations, as far as 1 
underhand. I am afraid that in try¬ 
ing to repair these old buggies, cons¬ 
truction and installation of new steel 
plants might suffer. With these quali¬ 
fications, I support the Bill. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUN- 
Sl CCalcutta-Soulh): I congratulate 
the Minister for bringing forward 
this Bill for two reasons. One is that 
he has really kept the promise made 
by our iate Minister, Shri Mohan Ku- 
maramangalam, who had assured the 
House that it would not be given back 
to the old management. I sincerely 
pay my compliments and greetings 
to the Minister. Secondly, it requires 
djmamism to look after bigger steel 
plants taken over by the Government. 
I do feel that it has been well manag¬ 
ed by the Minister and his official 
colleagues and in that respect, we co 
not feel the absence of our revered 
late Mohan Kumaramangalam much. 

It is not correct to say, as some of 
the Members from the opposition have 
said, that the management of the unit 
is squarely bad and that all the old 
people are bad. I do agree that a 
few people and a few officers in al¬ 
most all undertakings do not behave 
properly. If we adopt the attitude 


and habit suggested by Mr. Indrajit 
Gupta, that whenever we take oyer old 
units, we will demolish the old stnir- 
ture crudely and lemove all the oeo- 
ple who work there, it will really be 
unjust because people get jobs because 
they aie elficient and talented. If 
such people are given the opportunity 
to serve t.ie country, sometimes, they 
prove their worth. In our country, 
we are lucking in managerial efficien¬ 
cy to a great extent, especially for 
running public sector units. So, this 
sort of attitude will not help the Gov¬ 
ernment. I do agree that a few officers 
do not behave properly but all are not 
bad. So, 1 request the Minister not 
to take the attitude as suggested by 
Shri Indrajit Gupta, that all officials 
are bad. 

With regard to the existing manage¬ 
ment, Mr. Dinen Bhattacharyya has 
said many things. I do not want to 
argue with him on this. But I would 
say that the contribution of Mr. 
Gupte Bhaya in this unit is unique. I 
can say, though I do not know him 
personally, I have got representations 
from the workers, that such type of 
persons are required not only in pub¬ 
lic sector units but all over the count¬ 
ry and their efficiency should be prais¬ 
ed by the House. If Members do find 
fault with such type of persons, pub¬ 
lic sector units will not pro-sper in our 
country. 

Sir. 1 would likQ to remind the 
Minister about only a few things, 
within the short time available. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The time is very 
very short. 

SHPT PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUN- 
SI: Ye.=. Sir. With regard to the re¬ 
habilitation programme, the Report 
of the Ministry placed l^etore this 
House this year mentions the follow¬ 
ing: • 

(a) Improvement of raw mate¬ 
rial handlinu facilities, oarti- 
cularly in relation to coal and 
iron ore; 
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(b^ Emergency and hot repairs 
ot No. 7, -3 and 9 coke oven 
Batteries and re-building of 
No. 7 battery; 

<c) Building of a new Landle 
House for Blast Furnaces; 

i(d) Repairs of open Hearth Fur¬ 
naces and converters; 

<e) Augmentation of steam gene¬ 
ration capacity and thus of 
power generation; 

<f) Rehabilitation of handling 
equipments like cranes and 
ground charges; 

I <g) Modernizing and fully reha¬ 
bilitating rolling stock; and 

<h) Providing facilities; for oil 
firing. 

1 do not know much of this rehabi¬ 
litation programme ha.s been com¬ 
pleted. I would requc.st the Minister 
to tell me whether any committee has 
been set up by the Ministry or by this 
unit to review the progress of the re- 
iiabilitation programme every month, 
or periodically. Otherwise, the p.ov- 
■ernment might face difficulties if the 
management suddenly reports tbat the 
programme is not progressing well. 

With regard to production, I quite 
agree with what Mr. Indrajit Gupta 
had said; and I do not want to spend 
more time on it. Possibly during the 
current year, production has not 
■come up satisfactorily. There are 
probably man.v reasons. 

I would like to know the prospect 
for the Ujjain unit—which had colla¬ 
borated earlier with the British steel 
company and which was one of the 
units of the TISCO—as also about the 
fate of Chasnala. Even though the 
Chasnala tragedy is under a .iudiciol 
nrobe, may I make a renuest to the 
Minister’ Since it mav take a long 
time, will he like to have a CBI probe, 

that some exneditious measures 
be taken to find out the reasons 
behind the disaster? 


19, 1976 Co. (Acquisition of acS 
Shares) Bill 

With regard to the increase in the 
budgeted amount ploughed back int* 
the rehabilitation programme, ©iz., 
from Rb. 43 crores to Hs. 55 crores, 
the reason for this hag been shown, 
in the Report, as the increase in n*l 
prices. I think this is not correct. 
Possibly the prices of some other raw 
materials also had gone up then. They 
are now coming down. Since the 
price level during the last years is 
down in almost all the items, will *he 
estimate be further revised and some 
reduction in the budget made in the 
inte'rest of the unit as also the 
company? 

1 will take one more minute to stay 
something with regard tc. the func¬ 
tioning of the collieries, *.lso under 
IISCO. The accidents at .iMpur and 
Chasnala have made u.c very sad. 
They had a ropeway functioning, as 
also coal washery there. I want to 
know how the ropeway is being used 
after the accidents first at JStpur and 
later at Chasnala. 

I would again congratulate Ihe 
Minister for bringing in this bill. It 
would open the gates of the public 
sector to other enterprises—whether 
they are in the tea, textiles or jute 
industr.v. When other units are taken 
over by other Ministries, the Ministers 
concerned will have no reason to tell 
the House that the management will 
again be given back to the units. A 
beginning has been made by Mr. 
Chandrojit Yadav. I hope it will be 
followed by the Minister of Com¬ 
merce in respect of textiles, jute and 
tea; and by Mr. T. A. Pai in regard to 
his units also. 

With these words. I conclude. 

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHAPA- 
TRA fBalasore): Sir, once uptHoi a 
time Sir Biren Mukherjee was a 
name to be reckoned with in eastmm 
India. It wes he who wanted to prove 
that people from eastern India could 
also establish some plants and some 
installations, fer them to figure in 
the industrial and commercial map 
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of India. But as years rolled by, 
mismanagement, corruption^ favouri¬ 
tism and nepotism—all rolled i^o 
one—took the reputation of IISCO 
down the gutters. Although it was 
a foregone conclusion in 1974 itself 
that this will come entirely under the 
aegis of the government, I must con¬ 
gratulate the Minister and his Minis¬ 
try for taking active steps and 
■hastening the process of the entire 
take-over. 

Mr. Chairman, Sir, it is to be noted 
that this was taken over because of 
mismanagement and malpractices. 
There was no other alternative. One 
of the important auditors of our 
country has said that the audit re¬ 
port was completely manipulated to 
show tj^^it the plant was run on profit. 

To quote him: 

“actual loss was converted into 
profit by jugglery of accountancy.. 
_inflated inventories was a re¬ 
gular practice.” 

This fact came to light when the 
Company wanted some loan from a 
■ bank, because there was no other 
alternative but to fall back on a bank 
loan. The Auditor says: 

“In its books the IISCO credited 
itself with Rs. 1.85 crores for supp’y 
of one million tonnes of blast fur¬ 
nace granular slags. Although this 
amount has been credited, not even 
100 tonn'es have been supplied so 
far." 

This was the usual practice in IISCO. 
There was a lot of corruption in the 
office of this Company at 50, Chow- 
ranghee Road, Calcutta. 

An important architect was drafted 
for interior decoration and for supply¬ 
ing furniture, to make it a fashionable 
quarter, on par with a five-star hotel. 
You will be surprised to know that 
no tender was invited and nothing 
was advertised’ to ascertain the rates 
prevailing frwn the diflPerent archi-

iects. Or.o architect was favoured 
and the ainount ran to lakhs of 
rupees. is only one instance. 

There were rriany such instance.*? of 
corruption fi om which IISCO was 
.suffering, wheji it wa.s taken over. 

■We must ccngiatulate the Minister 
for the fact that it has picked up. 

Not only tiiis plant, but in fact all 
the steel plants in India are 
picking up under the active leader¬ 
ship of Shri Chandrajit Yadav and 
his orficials. Bhilai is picking up 
very nicely Bokaro is doing very 
well. Rourkela just now celebrated 
the 10 million target. So far as 
Durgapur is concerned, two or three 
year.*; ago, vve were saying in* Parlia¬ 
ment th.,1 it is not fulfilling even 30 
per cent of its targeted capacity. 
Today it ha.s picked up very well. 

Here the hon. Minister should not 
forget, in fact he cannot forget because 
he is from the labour front, that it 
the labour which is working the 
.'tcel p ant. So, the labour should be 
congratulated for this brightening 
up of t!ie situation. Shri Das Munsi 
■showeiecl hi,s praiSe on Shri Bhayya. 

I am one with him there. At the sain* 
time, we should not forget that thous¬ 
ands of workers who are working rn 
the steel plant are toiling hard and 
sweating Itarj to see that the target 
is fulfilled. The credit should not 
go to one Genera] Manager, one 
General Superintendent or one 
Engineer; it should be equally shared 
by the working class who are striving 
their best in the emergency period to 
showf that our steel plants can be 
made a real success. 

In 1972-73 the production of ingot 
steel had declined to 43,100 tonnes. 
But ,n 3975-7C it ha.s gone up to 63,000 
tonnes. So, there is no begging ^he 
question that it has picked up so 
nicely. 

Here I wunt tr bring to the notice 
of the Minister one point. 'We are 
going to invest a huge amount of 
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Bs. 42.5 Cl ores for the purchase of 
machinery. We understand that there 
are good machinery in the plant itself 
but some officers are hand in glove 
with the contractors and that they 
want to dispose of them, so that they 
can go in for new machines, although 
•these machines are working perfectly 
well. The other day we had been to 
Ranchi and we found that MECOX 
is capable of manufacturing things 
for which we are depending on 
British or German experts for >ears. 
So, from new on we should depend 
On' such organisations in our counlry. 
If we wont any blast furnace to be 
installed in IISCO, or any new crane, 
we have to depend on our own Indian 
technical know'-how, rather than on 
foreigners. 

With these words, I again congratu¬ 
late the hon. Minister for hastening 
the process of take-over. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: Sir, 
I am very grateful to the hon. Mem¬ 
bers who have participated in this 
debate for having welcomed this Bill 
without any exception. I am also 
grateful to them for thg fact that 
they have been able to appreciate the 
effort? which have been made in this 
Ministry. 

I should say that il is ‘not an jnai- 
vidual effort; really .speaking, it i.s a 
collective effort which has been able 
to bring this good result. Of course, 
our workers have played a very 
glorious ro’e which has alwa.vs hem 
acknowledged. Without their full 
cooperation and without very good 
irdu.strial peace w^hich they have been 
able to maintain through these years, 
this would not have been possible. 
Therefore, the credit goes to ..the 
working class. But, at the same time 
it has been the collective effort of our 
engineers, technicians, the manage- 
-icnt and the Ministry which has 
.-chieved this thing and we will con- 
..uue this effort. Wd realise today 
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not only the importance of this basic 
industry which has to play a very 
important role in the developing eco- 
nomv of our country, but also 
personally I feel that all the plants 
and c^-ery facb.iy, whether it is in 
the public sector or in the private 
.sei-toi. must produce to their full 
capacity. It will be a crime in a. 
fo'.uv^ry like ours if we allow any 
undertaking not to utilize its full 
cap.. We have to utilize the 

maximum capacity. I am sure that if 
there ia awareness about it, if there 
is vigilance, if there is correct guid¬ 
ance and if there is proper relation¬ 
ship lietween the management and 
the workers, then ii is possible 
it. 

To lay, everybod.v recognises this 
fact that under the leadership of our 
Prime Minister, a new kind of atmos¬ 
phere has been created in this country. 
People, by and large, realise the 
iinpr rt.'jince of discipline; they realise 
the nnprrtance of hard work, they 
reali^e that India has to go forward 
at a greater speed and our rate of 
g’ (,u '.h has to be much higher. 
Otherwise, a nation of 60o million 
people cannot afford to have satis- 
f.utior with this pace of economic 
growth. Therefore, this situation is 
fuhy realised arid I can only assure 
the hrn. Members that whatever 
cocistt'Mct’.ve .suggestions they have 
given, will be gh'cn due consideration. 

One oueslion was asked why we 
should f/Ey Rs. 7.2< crores as com- 
P'-us:-dion? In this company, more 
than 50 per cent shares belong to 
the individual share-holders and man,y 
of them were coming from the 
middle class society. Thera were 
aliout 80.90,773 ordinary individual 
shares and 1,36,161 preference shares. 
Therefore, it wil] not be just that 
when we are taking over this factory, 
w^e shoujd not pay anything at all to 
the people who invested their money 
with some hope, particularly people 
from the middle class and may be 
from the lower middle class. 
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While paying this amount, we have 
taken into consideration all the rele¬ 
vant factors like annual account of the 
company for the past five years and 
quotation cl the stock market of the 
share of the company over six months 
from January 1976. The controller 
of capital issues adviced that the 
fair share value of the company was 
Rs. 4.7 for each equity share of the 
face value of Rs. 10 and R.s. 32.75 for 
each preference share of the value of 
Rs. 100. On tnis basis, we are pa.ying 
this amount which comes to Rs. 7.24 
crores. This amount is going really 
to those individuals who have invested 
in this company. 

Certain ether issues were raised. 
Mr. Dinen Ehatiacharyya asked, what 
about the security and the employ¬ 
ment of the workers. There should 
be no doubt about that. All those 
who are employees of the Company 
will remain the employees of the 
Company Their service will conti¬ 
nue. Therefore, unnecessarily. I think, 
this doubt which should have nor¬ 
mally not been raised is being raised. 
If he is in doubt, I would like to 
remove that doubt that no worker's 
service is going to be affected by 
taking over this Company. Batlier, 
they will be in a better position. 

I wouIJ also like to say that we 
have evolv^od a system in the Steel 
Ministry vnereby even in the private 
sector companies, for example, IISCO 
in whicri the Government ha.' al.so 
considerable share, the pa.v-.scale. the 
dearness allowance, the bonus incc i- 
tive, all thesn things are decided in 
a forum where the workers repre.sen- 
tative a’so participates. Therefore, 
that is binding on all the undertakings, 
even on th 0 private sector under¬ 
takings. We have evolved a method 
whereb:-’ the salary and other ameni¬ 
ties of the workei-s are at per in both 
the public sector and private sector 
undertakings. 

In the beginning, I said that we 
have taken certain measures to look 


after the welfare activities of the 
workers. A.s the .Company’s financial 
position will improve, I would like to> 
assure the House that we would like 
that the workers who are working 
in IISCO should in no way be a loser 
in comparison to other sister under- 
taking.s. As Mr Indrajil Gupta very 
rightly said welcomed it, it gives 
me a great p’t'asiue to sec that 
IISCO has joined the family of public 
sector undertakings after this House 
passes the Bill and it becomes an 
Act. It will entirely become a 
public sector undertaking and no in¬ 
dividual’s share will be in this 
Company. 

So far as production is concerned, 

I have given some figures as to how 
it has coniQ down. Before the take¬ 
over, the pioduction, the utilisation 
capacity was as low as 13 per cent. 
This year, out target is to produce 
68.5 per cenl. Mr. Indrajit Gupta has 
raised this doubt. The last year’s 
production was 63 per cent of the 
utilisation capacity. In comparison to 
that, this year, we are aiming to 
produce G8.5 pei' cent. But our effort 
is that we should produce more. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: That is 
the target. V7hat is the actual pro¬ 
duction? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: I am 
giving the figuies of actual production 
al.'io. He is right in saying that the 
precliiclion in the beginning of the 
>\ar wes hi,oher and, after that, the 
iuoduction 111 the succeeding moitfhs 
ha.' been a little low. I am not saying 
that ht; has made any charge. I am 
glvin!?, the facts He has raised this 
que.'i o.) a.nd lie should get an answer 
also. 

Last year, ftoin April to July, 1975, 
t,he production of this factory was 
1,92 246 tonnes. In comparison to the 
last year’s five months production, 
this yeai-’-s five months production is 
2,12 058 (onnes. R is more than 10.31 
per cent higher than the last year’s 
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production. Tnere'fore, there is io 
reason to liavg any doubt that ihe 
production is going down. We have 
fixed a highe»' target and we arc pretty 
sure that v.^'e can not only achieve 
that target but we will exceed that 
target. 

Another question was rai.sed as to 
whether there are people avaflable. 

It is a fact that for quite some time 
there was no whole-time chief exe- 
icutive. About the man who was tak¬ 
ing care of it, high tributes have been 
paid to him in this House that though 
he was a part-time Chairman, he did 
his best to v/ielci a good teann. We 
have taken full care to see that the 
earlier factional activities which, 
were to a very great extent responsible 
for bringing down the production at 
that low ieve] should be eiiminaicd. 

The necessary steps have been faken 
and I am glad to say that today there 
is a very harmonious team working. 

So far as the administrative part i.s 
concerned it is not that the Public 
Undertakings Committee has .said that 
no officer of the Ministry should be 
a part-time or full-tilme Chairman. 

Now the Administrator who has been 
appointed is today no more a Joint 
Secretary of the Ministry. He was 
a Joint Secretary of the Ministry and 
he is an officer of experience and of 
good reputation. We thought 'hat a 
competent officier should go and take 
care of this plant, and, therefore, he 
has been appointed as a whole-time 
Administrator of the factory. i am 
sure that under his leadership there 
will be a good team which will take 
care of the improvement of the plant. 


So far as the other questions are 
concerned, as Mr. Munshi has very 
rightly said, we cannot remove all the 
officers who wefe appointed during 
that time, but we are vigilant about 
some of these officers against whom 
there as certain charges. A CBI In¬ 
quiry has also' been instituted 
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a£din.s-t a very high officer and certain 
steps have also been taken against 
some officia''’s who were found to be 
responsible for certain lapses. 

One fact ha.j been brought out by 
Air. Indrajit Gupta and be has put 
some question.s on it aLso. I would 
like to as-sure him that I have asked 
the Administrator to look into this 
question and immediately report 
bark to me- If there is a prima facie 
case to assume that some officers had 
deliberately and intentiona’lv done 
.some fraudulent work or something 
against the interests of the factory, 
whatever sten.s are required will be 
taken. 1 have taken note of it and I 
will .see that a proper inquiry is 
instituted and that the facts are 
brought to light. 

I would aLso like to say here that 
the product mix of the plant has been 
leally .sneaking, good. We have tried 
to bring in some necessary changes 
in the product mix of the plant. 

There a/'c also cor'.ain challenging 
ta.sks before the p ant but the Man¬ 
agement is going ahead with full con¬ 
fidence for finding solutions for these 
difficult tasks. During the last four 
months this undertaking has been 
ab’e to export about 30,000 tons of 
steel and we hope that during 1976- 
77 HISCO will export 100,000 tons 
of steel and at a good price. 

.■\ que.stiun raisfd that we are 
importing some machines from abroad 
which are available in our country. 
As the Hon. Members know, when¬ 
ever any machine needs to be im¬ 
ported. it has to be cleared by the 
DGTD; no plant can import machines 
on its own. Our efforts have al¬ 
ways been to .see that whatever indi¬ 
genous machines and equipment are 
available in our own country are 
given priority; it ig not only priority, 
but it is binding on the parties .to buy 
such machines indigenously. Even in 
a plant like Bolcaro, it is a matter of 
great satisfaction that 80 per cent of 
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^he. piachines and equipment being 
purchased in our own countr 5 ^ We 
are in a position todaj’^ to manufacture 
certain parts of the machines and 
therefore we are negotiating with tlie 
Soviet Union that, if they agree—be¬ 
cause this is not a part of the con- 
ract—we might purchase them from 
our own factories like BHEL, HCC 
etc. and not go in for imports. 
Therefore, it has been the policy of 
the Government that whatever ma¬ 
chines and equipment are available 
indigenously should be purchased 
here itself. 


Mr. Daga, I am sorry to say, raised 
some general questions about the 
functioning of the public sector par¬ 
ticularly in a year when the public 
sector, on the whole, has done so well. 
Today not only the people of this 
country but the people all over the 
world have recognised the contribu¬ 
tion of the public sector and at that 
time to attack in a general way that 
the public sector managers are going 
on in their own way and there are 
no. rules and regulations applied to 
them, is not feir. This year the 
^iblic sector has dones very well, they 
have made ^ wcry valuable contribu¬ 
tion to our eco.nomy, they have shown 
that the public sector, management 
expertise wise and profit-wise, 
is very well eomparable to, rather 
much better than, the private sector. 
Even the private sector people in this 
country who had be^ all these years 
denigrating the public sector have 
been compelled to recognise the con- 
tr9>ution of the public sector in this 
country. Therefore, it will not be fair 
to ma^ this h:ind of general observa¬ 
tion about the public sector manage¬ 
ment. 


Certain very constructlwe sugges¬ 
tions have also been made about price 
and about our sales organization. 
They are being streamlined; certain 
sti^s are being taken. Very recently 
we have taken some important steps 


to see that steel distribution in this 
country takes place through public 
stock-yards. We are also taking care 
of our customers, I mean, the general' 
people of this country. For many 
years the steel prices have not been 
raised only because of this that the 
common people should get steel at a 
reasonable price. I am glad to say 
that, because of many effective steps 
taken by Government, by the Finance 
Ministry and by the other Ministries, 
including my Ministry, today there is 
no black-market in steel in this coun¬ 
try, and people are happy that the 
availability of steel has been made- 
easy to the people all over the 
country. This year is going to be 
a good year production-wise and it 
will be a matter of great satisfac¬ 
tion for us that we have fixed this 
target that the Indian steel industry 
will not only meet the requirement 
of our people, but in the current 
year will be exporting steel worth 
Rs. 300 crores to 40 countries of the- 
world. 


Very rightly attention has been 
drawn to perspective planning. I 
had the konour to present the White 
Paper on steel industry in this House. 
We are taking care of perspeethte 
planning, and there should be bo- 
doubt that, in respect of all the steel 
plants for which the feasibility repocts 
have been commissioned or the 
have been commissioned, as soon as 
our resources portion jg better as 
soon as resources are available, wg 
will go in a big way with steel 
pansion programmes, because, I feel 
that a country like ours will nee^, as 
our economy develops, much mora 
steel. Today if we compare omselvea 
with the Soviet Upjon or Japan tUt 
other countries, we will find that our 
steel production ig still very low. 
But seeing the rate of industrial 
growth, the rate of growth in agricttl- 
ture, seeing the atmosphere which has 
been created In our country and the 
fact that we have got a sound $ci|!nip> 
tific, techno-cconcunic base, we feed 
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‘tiiat the Indian economy will pick up 
and accordingly the steel production 
will also have to keep pace. 

With these words, I conclude. I am 
very grateful to the hon. Members 
who have participated in this debate. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The question 
is:

West); Mr. Chairman, Sir, the 
amount now demanded, i-e.. Rs. 244 
crores, is a big amount, I do not 
understand, why so much has been 
sought for after this emergency 
situation. So much is heard that 
every department is very active and 
accurate in formulating policies now- 
a-days, probably our budget-makers 
have not shown that much accuracy, 
are unemployed and there is no im- 
not have been asked for.

Now, what are the items in which 
this sum has been sought for. I can 
tell that the Supplementary 
Demands for Grants are mostly for 
giving subsidy. Take for example 
Demand No. 2 under ‘Agriculture’: 
you are giving subsidy to the pro¬ 
ducers of fertilizers: it is a big 
amount, Rs. 60 crores. We do not 
know, who hag gone through the 
proces.s of assessment of this sub¬ 
sidy. At the time of budget speech, 
we were told that the agriculturists 
are going to be benefited due to the 
lowering of the cost, but we did *iot 
know that the industry is to have 
its Share also- They are not to lose 
anything for the benefit of the 
agriculturist. The latest report of 
the Reserve Bank of India also shows 
thlrt: even in this emergency period, 
almost all the indusrial concerns 
have earned much more than in 
earlier years. So, my point is: how 
have you worked out this amount 
and how is it going ^ be distribut¬ 
ed? That should be disctissed in 
the House earlier, not now. Agri¬ 
cultural development is a necessity 
mo doubt. You know in this Budget 
tre are giving subsidy to the manu¬ 
facturers. But we have seen how 
agriculture has been affected in 
Assam, 'tripura. Manipur and in the 
eastern zone due ^o floods. There 
were heavy floods but no item or 
demand for giving relief is there. 
We are giving subsidy to the indus¬ 
trialists but for the agriculturists 
who have suffered and who are still 
suflieteing we are i^ot giving much

consideration. In the export produc¬ 
tion you are giving subsidy. But 
what is the result? The jute indus¬ 
try is showing the way how the 
subsidy works. Lakhs of workers 
are unemployed and there is no im¬ 
provement. 

In Family Planning you are ■ 
encouraging payment of incentives. 

I like to mention one fact here. In 
Tripura after the floods when the 
people went to the Government, they 
were told that there was iio flood re¬ 
lief arrangement by the Government. 
They were told to go to the banks and 
they were asked to go to the family 
planning department. Those who 
could mortgage their land to the 
bank could have some money for 
meeting their needs during the time 
of floods and those who have got 
nothing to mortgage, were advised 
to go to the Family Planning Depart¬ 
ment and they were given Rs. 120 ‘ 
each. Here also it seems to me 
very- queer*. If you are thinking 
that family planning -will not be 
done voluntarily, then is it to be 
done in a situation when the people 
are in distress? This is very bad.

1 am really sorry that in Tripura, 
Assam and Tripura during these 
floods period there was not a penny 
spent. Even we have seen in the 
Press that to the Prime Minister's 
Relief Fund Chief Ministerg of many 
States have sent money but there was 
no money in the floofl-affected states. 

In the Information Ministry’s De¬ 
mands you have asked for some 
money for the Employment Samachar. 
But I do not know whether the Infor¬ 
mation Minister has gone thromdi 
that news bulletin. There is some 
information about foe whtt»v collared 
Jobb. The posts for well qualified 
persons are advertised. The number 
of such qualified persmis is very 
small. The bulletin serves only 
those who are in foe Job and 
can get better job. They ofily fel

the information and the job. You have 
«sked for such a -big sum for so many 
items. 

We have read in the press that the 
Education Minister declared that his 
Department has got no money. There¬ 
fore, he cannot run the existing 
primary education system. During 
this period a new pattern of education 
system is being built up, whereas 
there is no money. In this Budget 
thene is no demand for educational 
purposes. 

Just now the Minister for Steel has 
:given us a bright picture that India 
is marching ahead. 70% of the popu¬ 
lation is illiterate. Without keeping 
this into consideration you are dump¬ 
ing large sums of money or much 
more money in various Departments. 
This is very difficult to understand 
how our Budget-maker^ are thinking 
and how the country is going to be 
helped by this process of Bubget 
demands and with the passing of this 
budget, 

I am very sorry to say that emer¬ 
gency is only for those people who 
laboured much. They have to work 
much more. But emergency is not for 
those people who practically should 
devote much time to think of the 
overall situation of the country. 
Specially the most important need of 
■this period! is to impart education. 
You want discipline, but you cannot 
have discipline for a long time if 
you keep the people mum. silent, 
ignorant and Show danda. It would 
have been better if a good sum 
could have been allotted for educa¬ 
tion in the Budget. 

SHRt S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Mr. Chair. I shall confine myself to 
some of the Demands and to start 
with I would like to mention the 
subsidy given for cheap fertilisers. It 
has been said that the price of indi¬ 
genously manufactured fertilisers- 
phbsphatic fertilisers, was reduced to 
8 U|:port the farmers. I welcome this. 
I would request the hon. Minister to 
kiiniiily let us know the actual effect 
•of this reduction. Today the price 
*ot fertilisers is sffU too much for the 


farmers. Only the middle group 
farmers or the farmers belonging to 
upper strata are able to have ferti¬ 
lisers. It is not available, to the 
ordinary peasants. The land is being 
distributed to the landless labourers 
and We are expecting that the land 
will be cultivated by them. So, some 
arrangement should be made to supply 
cheap fertilisers to those landless 
labourers also who are given a piece 
of land so that they may also utiliso 
this land to the best of their advan¬ 
tage. I say this because in pursuance 
of the policy of the government in 
implementing the 20 point programme 
land should be given to landless 
labour. 

Now I come to Demand No. 14 
where the problem confronting the 
jute manufacturers have been men¬ 
tioned and also about the sick tex¬ 
tile mills. I must Congratulate the 
hon. Deputy Minister Shri Vishwa- 
nath Pratap Singh for taking over 
the two closed textile mills of Kan¬ 
pur, namely, Lakshmi Rattan Cotton 
Mills and Atherton' West Mill It 
gives me great pleasure and happi¬ 
ness to realise that the ex-Chief 
Minister Mr. Bahuguna and the pre¬ 
sent Chief Minister Mr. Narain Dutt 
Tiwary were not pressurised by Shri 
Ram Rattan Gupta and others. They 
were running this mill on the basis 
of profit earned by not paying any 
government revenue. This man should 
have been, behind the bars but for 
the help of some friends who were 
opposing the take over of these mills. 
Now the time has come when the 
textile mills have to be run on profit, 
particularly, Lakshmi Rattan Cotton 
Mill whose production upto 80 to 90 
per cent are for meeting the needs 
of the defence forces. The other dajr 
Lt. Gn. Chopra, Director Ordnance 
Services said that the production ^ 
this mill is practically for the defence 
forces. I suggest 1:hat the Minister 
of Blnance may take note of this and 
discuss this with the Ministtt ior 
Defence Production to see that th£i 
mill is renovated fe an effective wajr 
to cater to the needs of the »etn«| 
forces. * 
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I would r4Qii«st thfe Mftiister kind¬ 
ly to see that the ^ame persdas who 
have ruined thiai Mill, thd sAme offi¬ 
cers who, in' 'Connivance ‘tvith Ram 
Rattan Gupta and dthera; ruined it, 
are' hot taken in the National Tex¬ 
tile Corporation. 

■ I am ’ happy' that a committee is 
being appointed. I am glad that they 
are - going to.e^ect some technocrats. 
I take this opportunity to request 
Mr. Vishwanath Pratap Singh to tell 
us as to what has happened to Kan¬ 
pur Jute Udyog owned by Shri 
Alok Jain, the worthy son of Shri 
Shanti Prasad Jain. I am told by 
Shri Chattopadhyaya, the hon. Minis¬ 
ter, that this will be open'ed on 1st 
September. This date is coming but 
I am sure this gentleman is not going 
to run this Mill. Government should 
take a decision here and now about 
this unit which is a captive unit of 
Sawai Madhopur cement factory and 
It should come under the Cement Cor¬ 
poration of India. I am sure with 
the help of the working class of 
Kanpur they will be able to run this 
mill more effectively. 

Then, Sir, coming to Demand No. 
25—Ministry of Defence—1 was ex¬ 
pecting the Minister of Defence to 
be here. I hope that my hon. fri¬ 
end, Shrimati Rohatgi will convey 
our feelings to the Minister of De¬ 
fence. 

The pay scales of supervisor, 
draughtsman etc. are not being final¬ 
ised even after the publication of the 
Pay Commission’s Report; it has taken 
thirty months. It is a sad commen¬ 
tary that the pay scales of the super¬ 
visors and allied categories have not 
yet been finalised even till today. I 
was told that the papers had been sent 
to the Cabinet. After all, the Union 
Cabinet is in the same place and in 
the same country—Delhi—the papers 
should have gone to them. We were 
expecting something from the Minis¬ 
ter about this. This has taken thirty 


months. I would request Shrimati 
Rohatgi to kindly convey our feelings- 
to the Minister of Defence Produc¬ 
tion. 

I now come to Demand Nos. 39 to* 
41. I feel that all foreign Banks 
should now be nationalised now that 
the foreign oil companies have been 
taken over. Previously, we used to- 
raise the slogans in this House; the 
issue was raised in this House and 
we were told that the time for tak¬ 
ing over of the oil companies was 
not ripe. Now most of the foreign 
oil companies have been taken over. 

I feci that ail the foreign banks too 
working in cur country should be 
taken our by Government as had been 
done in the case of oil companies. 

Then, Sir, about the dearness al¬ 
lowance, we were happy when the 
Finance Minister, Shri Subramaniam 
told the other House that the sixth 
instalment of dearness allowance was 
under consideration for the Central 
Government employees. Sir, the 
prices have gone up again. I am told 
that this is a seasonal fluctuation and 
that the prices will come down after 
some time. Sh, I am not one of 
those who want the prices to go up 
because the workers are to get the 
D.A, We want to know what has 
happened to the sixth instalment of 
dearness allowance which has already 
become due? Thg hon. Minister told 
the other House in reply to a ques¬ 
tion that this was being considered. I 
would like to know what is the pre¬ 
sent position. The Central Govern¬ 
ment employees are represented in 
the National Council headed by a 
Member cf this House. They demanded 
that the D.A. should be merged with 
ihe pay. One of the recommendations 
of the Psy Commission was that when 
the cost of living index reached the 
figure Of 272 and if it did not come 
below that, then either the D.A. 
should continue or the Government 
should take a decision to revise the 
wages. When conditions are not pro¬ 
per to revise the wages at present^ 
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we sincerely feel that at least the 
DA. should be merged with the Pa/. 
That question will arise. 


The Finance Seciecary, at a meeting 
of til© CoJinril, .said that the merger 
of DA would not s^rve any purpose 
because the D.A. is aho given to the 
pensioners. Of course it will serve the 
purpose—I mean the merger of D.A. 
will serve, the purpose of pension. It 
3 S alsu for the purpose of gratuity 
which the Finance Ministry does not 
realise. Every e^nployee wants that 
the D.A. should be merged with the 
pay at 272 points. It was felt that 
the prices might not fall below 272 
points. If you are assuring a remu¬ 
nerative price to—the farmers for 
their agricultural produce, in that 
■case, the prices of essential commo¬ 
dities, especially, the foodgrains, can¬ 
not go below 272 points D.A. is some> 
thing which is agitating the minds of 
lakhs •_£ Central Government emplo¬ 
yees and State tSovernment emplo¬ 
yees as also those in the public un¬ 
dertakings. The hon. Minister should 
take ser'ous note c>f it. 


I would request fbe bon. Minister 
to go through tth© contents of the 
report of the GadgiJ Committee of 
2980 with Shri Khendubhai Desai rs 
its Member -Who also recommended 
that 50 per cent -of D.A. should be 
merged w.ith the pay for certain pur¬ 
poses. We want merger of dearness 
allowance for purposes of pension, 
gratuity, etc. 

Then there is Demand No. 48 re¬ 
garding family planning. Sir, I stand 
committed to family planniiig but 
there are rumours in this country— 
maybe wrong—that coercion is going 
on in the matter of family planning 
and teachers, BDOs and others have 
been asked to go on coercing people 
for family planning. That should not 
take place because nothing could be 
done out of coercion. People have 
realised that more children mean more 


misery and sorrow for their family 
members. 

Sir, an hon. Member said that in¬ 
centives are being given. What is 
wrong if incentives are given. Mr, 
Chairman, Sir, recently in the Apex 
body meeting which was attended by 
you as a member of the National 
Apex Body decided that seven and 
fourteen days leave will be given 
to men and women workers respec¬ 
tively who get themselves sterilised. 
This leave can be extended from seven 
days to fourteen days in the case of 
men and fourteen to twenty- 
one days in the case of women. This 
would be leave with pay. This was 
the recommendation of the Apex body. 
An announcement in this respect has 
been made by the Labour Ministry 
and the employers have accepted this 
recommendation. The same conces¬ 
sion should be given to all th© Central 
Government employees and the public 
sector employees. They should get 
additional leave for this purpose. 

Sir, I would lik© to draw the atten¬ 
tion of the Minister to the point that 
here in this House we decided about 
upgradation of particular city on the 
basis of population. Kanpur has be¬ 
come a metropolitan city with two 
district magistrates. W© are interest¬ 
ed that it should be upgraded to 
grade ‘A’ city. For that we have 
been asked to increase the population 
to more then 10 lakhs. Sir, increase 
in population and family planning 
cannot go together. If I am asked 
not to follow the family planning, I 
can assure you that the population of 
Kanpur will be 20 lakhs in two years. 
Sir, the real basis of upgradation of 
a city should not only be population 
aspect but also t]^e cost of living in-, 
dex. I am happy this point has been 
accepted by the General Secretary 
of the Congress. 

Next I come to the Demand of the 
Ministry of Information emd Droad- 
casting. My friend, Shri Binen Di^tta 
has criticised the bring^Uig' o^i ! of . 
•Employmettt News’. Sto, the pttfiilca* 
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tion of this weekly was taken up 
for the information of the educated 
unemployed and it is serving its 
purpose. I have seen the issues of 
‘Employment News’ at the houses of 
so many youngmen. It gives them 
the idea as to where, when and how 

BPtply- ■ About ‘Samachar’ I would 
like: to mention that it should have 
an international agency like Reuters. 
Shri Vidya Charan Shukla when he 
was replying to a question said that 
efforts were being made to have an 
international agency like Reuters. 

Then I come to Demand No, 51_ 

Department of Personnel. A new 
proposal has been placed before us, 
the Central Government employees’ 
represenl^tives, before the National 
Council of the JCM, of having ser- 
vice tribunals in the country, in 
Delhi, Madras. Calcutta and Bombay. 
We are not opposed to these. We 
want them to decide cases expedi¬ 
tiously. But who should preside 
over these tribunals? It is said in 
the constitution that they will be 
presided over by retired administra¬ 
tors. You as a trade unionist will 
realise whether the employees will 
get any justice at the hands of retired 
administrators. They have a rigid 
approach, I do not say narrow ap¬ 
proach, but a rigid approach, and 
naturally the employees cannot get 
justice at their hands. We want a 
High Court or Supreme Court Judge 
■—whether a retired Judge or a tired 
judge at least, to be Chairman of 
each of these tribunals. 

Then we are told that cases of 
prematui% retirement, compulsory 
retirement and dismissal will not be 
discussed in these tribunals. When' 
you want to take-away the right of 
the government employees to ap¬ 
proach the court and move for a larit 
under article 228 or under 311, how- 
do you expect them to accept , these 
.tribunals unless they fire piesided 

over by ^ Supreme Cburt H^h 

Court Judge ,and, unless caaes.'of 
compujsory relfk^ent 


and dismissal and other things come 
within the purview of these tribu¬ 
nals? So before a final decision re¬ 
garding the constitution is taken, I 
would request the hon. Minister to- 
convey our feelings to the Home 
Minister, Shri Brahmananda Reddy 
or Shri Om Mehta, that the emp¬ 
loyees should be consulted once 
again anj their suggestion should be 
accepted so that we are able to ac¬ 
cept these service tribunals. 

With these words, I would request 
the hon. Minister to kindly let us 
know whether now that Rs, 244 
crores are going to be pumped Into 
the economy, it will not result in 
inflation. If this results in infla¬ 
tion, what are the steps taken 
or are likely to be taken to curb 
inflation so that it does not give rise 
to price Increase to that extent, be¬ 
cause we have been able to control 
inflation with the greatest difHculty. 

I congratulate the hon. Minister on 
doing so, but I have a feeling that 
unless effective measures are taken, 
this inflow of Rs. 244 crores into the 
economic stream might result in 
Inflation.

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH 
SOKHI (Jamshedpur): Sir, I rise to 
support the supplementary demands 
to the tune of Rs. 224.18 crores, in¬ 
cluding an amount of Rs. 7.29 crores 
for acquisition of IISCO shares. Since 
1971 we have been passing without 
any hitch whatever demands are 
presented in this Parliament, I would 
like to mention that injustice has 
been done to my State of Bihar in 
the past. A raw deal has been given 
to my State. I hope the minister 
would kindly consider what I am 
saying in this august House today. 
I will come to the market borrow¬ 
ings by the Bihar State Government. 
Prior to tlie nationalisation of banks 
in 1969, the allocations of market 
borrowings to individual States were 
determined on the basis of: 

(a) Capacity of market for ab¬ 
sorption of State securities in 
consultation with the Reserve Bank 
of India; 

(b) Accessibility to the capital 
market; and 

(c) Response of the capital mar¬ 
ket to loan floatations by individual 


States, their enterprise and semi- 

Government bodies. 

After nationalisation, however the- 
capital market became a captive mar¬ 
ket inasmuch as the nationalised banks, 
Lie and the Employees Provident 
Fund are main, the main investors in 
Government securities and the size of 
their investment depends upon the 
Central Government's directives, 

Bihar has h^d a very raw deal in 
the past in the matter of market 
borrowings. For a total outlay of 
Rs. 319.57 crores during the Third 
Plan, market borrowings accounted 
for only Rs. 20.82 crores. During the 
Fourth Plan period, against an out¬ 
lay of about Rs. 431 crores, market 
borrowings were only Rs. 64.33 
crores. Of this also, the borrowings 
during the first tliree years were 
Rs. 8.88 crores and Rs. 8.68 crores. 
It was only during the last two years 
of the Fourth Plan that the borrow¬ 
ings rose to Rs. 23.45 crores and Rs. 
25.97 crores. 

I am quoting these figures to 
satisfy the Minister that BUiar is 
very backward and that we do not 
have money for development sche¬ 
mes, Or even for constructing, 
bridges. Whenever we ask the State 
Government for any development 
scheme, the stock reply is that there 
is no money, I was told by the Bihar 
Chief Minister that he has met the 
officials of the Finance Ministry and 
that he has placed his difficulties 
before them. Since I come from 
Bihar, I feel it my duty to repeat 
them. 

Against a total borrowing pro¬ 
gramme of Rs. 1,277.77 crores by 
the State Governments during the 
Fourth Plan, Bihar’s share was only 
5 per cent, while certain advanced 
States having much less got a higher 
share of such borrowings e.g. Maha¬ 
rashtra 13 per cent, Gujarat 8 JS per 
cent. Karnataka 7.8 per cent. Tamil 
Nadu 8 per cent and West Bengal 
9,8 per cent. The per capita bor¬ 
rowings of individual States varied 
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from Rs. 60.8 to Rs. 11.4, with Bihar’s 
being the lowest at Rs, 11.4. The 
average for all the States was Rs. 
23.4, Now I will come to the figures 
for the various States. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I want to invite 
the attention of the hon. Member to 
the rule governing debate On sup¬ 
plementary demands for grants. It 
says that the debate should be con¬ 
fined to the item covered by the 
Demand. A persual of the item would 
show that it relates to the expendi¬ 
ture to meet the functioning of a 
Commission, which is being set up 
under the Department of Revenue 
and Banking. This cannot be taken 
up as an occasion to raise a discus- 
. Sion covering the entire field of 
banking and allocation to the differ¬ 
ent States. While I do not want to 
restrict the discussion, I hope the 
hon. Member will abide by the rules, 
which are specific. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SO- 
KHI: I will abide by your ruling. I 
, have mentioned in the beginning that 
an injustice has been done to my State 

• of Bihar. If we do not mention them 
here, what is our remedy? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I appeal to the 
hon. Member’s sense of propriety. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH 
SOKHI: The average for the State 

• of Haryana is Rs, 50.8, Gujarat 41.1, 
Punjab 36.8 and Maharashtra 33.2 
while that of Bihar is only 11.4. 

It is understood that during 1976-77 
the Govenunent of India have agreed 
to increase the market borrowing by 
10 per cent. But even this increase 
has been distributed pro-rata among 
the States with the result that the 
unequal distribution continues. Dur¬ 
ing 1975-76. fdt example, Bihar’s 
share in the total market borrowings 
was only a fraction over 6 per cent. 

Wliy I am mentioning ell these 
things is to briijg these things to the 


knowledge of the Minister so that in 
future it should be seen that when¬ 
ever the case of Bihar comes, it 
should be considered sympathetical¬ 
ly because It is a very backward 
area. I am again repeating that we 
do not have the money for our 
developmental programmes. I have 
been requesting the Railway Board 
for an over-bridge et Jugsalai Bazzar 
in Jamshedpur on the South-Eastern 
Railway, But we do not have the 
money. This is the difficulty. 

Now, the next alternative is to go 
by the Gadgil formula. The Gadgil 
formula comprised the following dis¬ 
tribution of Central assistance:— 

(a) 60 per cent on the basis of 
State’s population; 

(b) 10 per cent on the basis of 
the backwardness of the State in 
relation to per capita national in- 
eomc; 

(c) 10 per cent on the basis of 
tax efforts in relation' to per capita 
income; 

(d) 10 per cent on the basis of 
commitments on the spillovers of 
major irrigation and power pro¬ 
jects; and 

(e) 10 per cent on the basis of 
special problems, like, the popula¬ 
tion of Scheduled Tribes, floods 
and other natural calamities. 

In the case of Bihar, all these cri¬ 
teria, from (a) to (e), are applicable. 
You can' see it from the backward¬ 
ness of the State of Bihar, 

Lastly, on the basis of the formtila, 
the Bihar Government’s annual share 
would come to about Rs. 96 crores. 
1 do not want to elaborate on this 
point because the time at my disposal 
is short. The current level of Cen¬ 
tral assistance as has been, indicated 
earlier has been' Rs. 68.68 crores. 
There is thus a shortfall of about Ra. 
28 crores per annum in .Centred' assis¬ 
tance. The total shortfislls toi ac¬ 
count of the above factors per annum 
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are: market borrowings—Bs. 33 
crores; negottated loans—Rs. 8 crores 
and Central assistance—Rs. 28 crores, 
making a total of Rs. 69 crores. 

With these words, I support the 
Supplementary Demands for Grants.

A, 
Kdmical committee was set up. ' Hie 
tenders were floated on the basis of 
specificatiims given by the tedmical coiQ^r 
mittee. When the tenders came, - tiiey.,' 
were again examined by the tedmietfl 
comfiiittee under the Chdtmaiuhip of tUb 
Stdteiaty, Thm, finely, ah order wH: 
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placed on M/s, Kronen berg in 1974. 

I know, we took full note of tbe objections 
that were raisedin the House and outside 
and, ultimately, we also drew up the con¬ 
tract so as to satisfy all our requirements. 
The tender that was accepted was found 
by the Teduiical comnuttee to be satis¬ 
factory. But the negotiations on the 
contract took a very long time because 
M/s. Kronen berg raised many objections. 
Because of that, it took as much as about 
12 months to finalise the contract, after 
I which they demanded an escalation of 
I J 7 -I -/2 per cent whidi was not acceptable 
j to us. ’Fherefore, we have floated tenders 
S again. The tenders have been rect'ived 
and they are under scrutiny now.

For that purpose the 
Tobacco Board has been set up and parti¬ 
cularly for Virginia tobacco and fiucured to¬ 
bacco various measures have been taken 
for increasing the export. Various in¬ 
centives are also given for purposes of 
dry-curing, for purchase of machines, la¬ 
boratory equipments, packages and so on, 
and we are trying to have this according 
to the demands of the external markets.

So far as the price part is concerned, 
the C.f.A. price of copper Wire bar is 
X4,i2,o and of the copper cathodes is 13,740 
per M.T. For the zinc high grade, the 
C.I.A.price is 7,355 and the price of special 
high grade is 7,355. The release price is 
higher for the actual uters. The copper 
release price is 27,450 per M.T. and for 
the copper cathodes it is 26,750 per M.T. 
As regards zinc, for the actual users, the 
price of per M.T. high grade zinc is Rs. 
13,93s and it is Rs. 14,085 for the special 
grade. Tlje difference between the C.I.A, price 
and the actual price is different to a great 
extent. It is because our domestic produc¬ 
tion and our imported goods price are kept 
at par and also because of the high tax 
incidence op the imported non-ferrous 
metals like copper and zinc.

And if 
so, now that the trade channels have 
been opened up, has our Government 
made any projection or estimate of the 
quantity of tea which it might be possible 
to supply to Pakistan in order to meet her 
normal requirements and thereby enter 
this naarket and not leave it entirly in 
the hands of Kenyas and Shri Lanka pro¬ 
ducers ?

July, 1976 has started. 

(b) Till 6th August, 1976, an amount 
of Rs. 13-n crorcs has been repaid. 

(c) Till 6th August, 1976* the total 
additional dearness allowance deposits 
work out to Rs. 1047-34 crores. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : What 
is not said by the hon. Minister is more 
imporant than what is laid by her. 

At the time of-the enactment 4 itself;• 
doubt was expressed here that 'the 
companies might not deposit ammiitt 
odUected from the worksa. like 
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to know from the hon. Minister today 
whcdier that fear has come true, whether 
there are many cases of big companies 
who, after having collected the money 
from the workers, have not deposited 
it with Government. In fact, I would 
like to know from Goverrment what will 
happen to these workers. Have you 
tetume d the first instalment in these cases 
where the companies have not deposited 
the money with Government ? Will 
these workers get back the money which 
they have already paid ? I would like to 
know the emtunt of arrears from those 
companies which have not deposit* d the 
money with Gov«rrn»ei'l and whether 
Govtrrmeni has got any accturit of it. 

SHWMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI : 
A certain doubt was expressed by some hon. 
Members at that time, and some cases 
have come to the knowledge of Govern¬ 
ment. We find that seme of th*m are 
in the public sector too, besides the private 
sector. We find that Coal (India) Ltd., 
and its, subsidiaries are also figuring in 
this. The names of these defaulting 
units have been brought to the notice of 
the Department of Coal, Ministry of 
Energy, and instructions have also been 
issued that without any further delay 
action should be taken in these cases. 
We also find that notices of proceedings 
have been lodged against seme of them. 
As a matter of fact, criminal proceedings 
have been authorised against 59 of these. 
Either action can be taken by the District 
Collector for recovering the amount as 
arrears of land revenue or there is an 
option to launch criminal proceedings 
against them. The Government would 
like to assure that no delay or anything 
like that will be tolerated or allowed. 

SHRI C. K. OHANDRAPPAN : The 
assurance is good. But before she gave 
this assurance^ certain things had happened. 
In Calcutta, for example, in the memth of 
July, the Government should have returned 
Rs. 185 lakhs to the employees. But 


what is returned is only Rs. 5-4 Uld-.s. 
This is on account of wages. On acxsoaiiit 
of D.A., the amount that the Govenment 
should have returned is R8...i4.>.i croics 
and the interest on it comes to Rs. fi- 
crorcs. What is returned is a paltry sum. 
of Rs. 40 lakhs. 

Who are the victims ofthis ? Naturally,, 
the workers who earned this money by 
the sweat of their labour and kept it with 
the companies. Now, some sharks have- 
made a profit out of it. I would like to 
have a categorical answer from the Govern¬ 
ment, in cases where the payments have 
not been made by big companies,, 
whether the Government will make the 
payments and the companies will be taken 
to task later or immediately. The workers 
should not suffer. Will the Government 
give an assurance on the floor of the 
House that they are going to do that and,, 
in cases of non-paymint, what action has. 
the Government taken so far ? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI : 

I would like to assure the hon. Member 
that none of these sharks, big or smalU 
will be allowed to make a profit out of it. 
Apart from that, the workers* interest ss 
will not be allowed to suffer. So far as 
the interest on this impounded money 
is concerned, even if they do not receive 
the money within this month, they will* 
not lose interest. They shall receive 
intLrest till the end of the last month. 
In the meantime, the Government does 
not take up the responsibility of re-pay¬ 
ment. It is really the responsibility of 
those companies. Therefore, every 
action is being initiated in that direction. 
As a matter of fact, a meeting of all theae. 
various Ministries of the Government 
has taken place. Instructions have been 
issued that the work should be expedited. 
In the meantime, a close vigilance fs being; 
kept over other oompaniM. In addition,., 
inthc Actitself,aprovi8i<mlM8 been made 
for penal rate of interest. All theso 
matters ate under the consideraffoa of thee 
Govtsmment. 
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SHRI C.K. CHANDRAPPAN : Zt 

was the Government who made the workers 
to inty the money. Now, here the Minister 
comes and says,^ she will not take die 
responsibility of re-paymem. Who is 
responsibile for that ? Who will take 
the responsibility ? (Intemiptions). 

SHRI INDRAJIT GlTpTA : It 
is you who impounded the money of 
the workers. Now, you hold the corn* 
panics responsible for re-payment. It is a 
stinking scandal. The Government should 
be ashamed of it. You are shedding 
crocodile tears for the workers every 
&y. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : 
Who is responsible ? Tne Government 
iS resppnsible. {Interruptions). 

SHRIMATI SUSHTLA ROHATGI : 
The Government is already seized of the 
matter. As far as the workers are con- 
tjerned it has been made categorically 
clear that the workers are not going to 
lose... 

MR. SPEAKER : Is there any time¬ 
limit fixed for making payment to workers ?

These 
restrictions together with raids by Income 
Tax authorities act as a factor discouraging 
people to keep black money in the form of 
gold. Inflation has been contained and 
the rates of interest paid by the banks to 
depositors have gone up considerably in 
the recent years.

According 
to the broad division of responsibilities 
as outlined in the draft Fifth Plan docu¬ 
ment on Tourism, it is envisaged that 
tlte Centre would invest in projects 
which arc intended primarily to stimulate 
international tourism with a view to 
earning foreign exchange, while the State 
Governments would concentrate on the 
development of facilities for domestic 
tourism. Therefore, the promotion of 
domestic tourism and development of 
allied facilities in the country would fall 
within the purview of State Governments, 
Nevertheless, to cater to the needs of 
middle and low income group tourists 
the Department of Tourism is putting up 
supplementary accommodation at a number 
of places of tourist importance in the 
country, in the form of youth hostels, 
tourist bungalow's, forest lodges and 
camping sites which can be used by domes¬ 
tic tourists as well. 

The emphasis in the Fifth Five Year 
Plan of the India Tourism Development 
Corporation, a public-sector undertaking, 
is also on expanding the infrastructure 
for middle income tourists. 

The private sector is also encouraged 
to set up mote hotels including those of 
the 3-star category and below which can 
cater to middle and low income group 
people, by means of various incentives 
offered in the form of fiscal reliefs, financial 
assistance in the form of institutional loans* 
priority consideration for essential require 
ments, etc.

These claims ar- based on 
the predetermined rates notified by the Go¬ 
vernment. For claiming thes - facllitic.s, 
exporters have to furnish the following do¬ 
cuments :—

The claims of the exporters .'.ic duly 
scrutinised in detail by the Licensing Au¬ 
thorities, who are adequately equipped 
and experienced in this type of work, 
before the same are admitted.

(c) Pursuant to the recommendations 
of the Committee, die Union Finance 
Alinistcr held discussoins with Chsef Mi¬ 
nisters of certain States at a meeting held 
on i6tlt June, 1976, among others, on the 
financial implications of the recommenda¬ 
tions of die Expert Committee and the meas¬ 
ures to be taken to strengthen die cooperative 
credit structuie tn the aiuntry. The 
Central Governm nt also consulted die 
Reserve Bank of India on the rec mimenda- 
tions concerning them. Pending Govern¬ 
ment’s formal decisions on die recommenda¬ 
tions of the Committee, most of the public 
sector banks have formulated schemes for 
expanding consumption credit to the rural 
poor. The Regional Rural Banks have 
also been allowed to extend consumption 
credit as a part of production credit for 
meeting the medical and educatioral needs 
of the rural poor. 

Stateiinent 

Gist of the important reemmendations of 
the Expert Committee on Cotmmption 
Credit. 

The Committee concluded that the 
lowest stratum of the village community 


having ‘nil’ holdings or with holdings 
measuring o*oi to 0’5o acre would need 
pure consumption credit as distiiKt from 
production credit. The next high- r class 
of rural population viz., those possessing 
land above o- 50 acre but not more t .an 5 
acres will also need consumption credit 
but they would be able to meet their con¬ 
sumption credit needs from the general 
production credit availed of by them from 
the cooperative structure and the commer¬ 
cial banking setcor including tlie Regional 
Rural Banks. 

2. The Committee felt that by streng¬ 
thening the cooperative etc.lit structure and 
by determined abempts by tite commercial 
banks including Regional Rural Banks, 
the bulk of consumption L^i-dit require¬ 
ment of the latter class should be looked 
after by tlte production credit system in 
operation at present. In order to fulfil 
this role, tlie Committee has stressed that 
the measures already prescribed by the 
Reserve Bank of India to strengthen the 
cooperative credit structure, including 
universal sation of membership shotild be 
implemented without any delay. 

3, On the ba- is of ti;.e general experi¬ 
ence, as to the level of borrowings of the 
groups of people having land ‘nil’ holdings 
and holdings upto o* 50 acre, the Committee 
has recommended the following purposes 
for which pure consumption credit apart 
from production loan should be given and 
also tlie ceilings of such loans ;

4. The Committee has computed the 
total requirements of pure consumption 
credit for the first year of the rural folk 
having ‘nil’ holdings or holdings meastu- 
ing 0*01 to 0‘S0 acre and placed at Rs. 
1170/- crores. 

5. The Committee has expressed the 
definite view that the primary agricultural 
credit societies organised into viable tmits, 
farm-rs’ service societies, large sized 
multi-purpose societies in the tribal areas, 
will be the best suited agencies to handle 
the business of providing consumption 
credit to the various categories of tlu rural 
community. 

^ 6 . Out ofRs. 170 crores, the cooperative 
■societies would take care of consumption 
credit requirements to the extent of Rs. 
70 crores only. This has been rccom- 
m'mdedoa the basis that only those primary 
agricultural credit societies as have full¬ 
time paid secretaries should alone be 
‘entrusted with the responsibility of ex¬ 
tending ronsuntption Ci%dit. 

7. Though no specific amount has been 
assessed to be provided through commer¬ 
cial and Regional Rural Banks, the Com¬ 
mittee has recommended that these banks 
should provide consumption credit to their 
clientaleon the lines recommended for 
cooperatives.

resources of the State Governments. But 
since the State GovMmmmts may find it 
difficult to mobilise this amount, the 
Committee haa recommended that the 
State Governments and the Central Go¬ 
vernment should enter into immediate 
dialogue for the purposes. 

9. For the Tribal areas the Committee 
has recommended that State Governments 
should straightaway open fair price shops 
through their Forest and other concerned 
Departments in the areas where tribats 
conglomate and where the large Multi¬ 
purpose Societies cannot be formed imme¬ 
diately. 

10. As there is a high degree of risk 
involved in extending pure consumption 
credit to the classes of people envisaged, 
a risk margin assistance limited to 10% 
of the total qitantum of loans advanced 
for consumption purposes should be 
given to the lending institutions. The 
liabilities of the risk fund should be bom 
equally by the Central Government and 
the State Governments. 

11. To solve the twin problem of 
provision of employment and collection

mudt we have achieved during die last 2 f 
years. 
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[Shri Sh3ruB Surder Mohspatra] 

I have to bring to yournotice one fact. 
Agriculture and irrigation is the lifeline of 
India's progress. It is a matter of great 
sadsCKtion today for 6o«crore Indians that 
We have probably crossed those hurdles 
which brought us in confrontation with 
difficult situations two or three years ago. 
Today we have probably a stock of 17 
million tonnes of foodgrains in our 
country. I do not know whether it is a 
buffer stock, but it is a matter of great 
satisfaction that with this reserve stock we 
can cross any flood or drought situation. 

A glance through the Report of the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation will 
show that Weather conditions ‘during 
January-February 1976 have proved to be 
benefidal and in case weather conditions 
during the remaining part of the season 
remain favourable, production of rabi 
crops may also regsister asubstantialincre- 
ase over the previous year’. It is true 
that India being an agricultural country 
has to depend on the monsoon and there 
will be vagaries of nature. There will be 
floods or drought in some part or other 
of the country every year. It may be as 
in Kerala where we have drought in some 
parts and floods in some other parts. 
But the overall situation of agriculture and 
food in the country is very good. That is 
a matter of great satisfaction to the people. 

In this connection, I must say some¬ 
thing very pertinent to my State, Orissa. 
Orissa is an agricultural State, and as 
Gandhiji said, the poorest of all the SuteS 
in India. It has so many projects 
to be taken up. I come from North 
Orissa where there is the Subarnarckha 
project which has been passing through 
almost every Ministry during the Ust ten 
years. Now probably it is pending with 
the Planning Commission. Babuji will 
agree—perhaps he has seen the file—it is 
an inter-State projed to be finalised 
between Bihar, West Bengal and Orissa. 
Although the Chief Ministersof Orissa and 
Bihar have agreed to the protect, the 


signature of the Chief Minister of 
West Bengal is yet to come I have no 
doubt that through Babuji's intervention 
and good offices, the signature of the Chief 
Minister of West Bengal will be obtained. 
If that is done and the project is taken up, 
this multi-purpose project is going to bring 
prosperity not only to 10 lakh people in 
Orissa but to a large number of people 
in Bihar in the upstream of Subranarelha 
who are suffering due to floods • it will also 
bring prosperity to a large section of people 
in the Midnapur district of West 
Bengal who have suffered during the last 
50 years and have come to call Subar- 
narekha as a river of sorrow. 

The emergency has brought a lot of 
good to the country, because for tbe first 
time probably everything has been electri¬ 
fied, everything is in gear and every 
individual, right from top to bottom, is 
trying to devote his energy in a spirit of 
dedication to the service of the country 
so that the country may pr« gress. 

We allknow that the rural people depend 
on banks. Here I want to say some¬ 
thing about the functioning of banks. 
When banks Were nationalised, it was 
probably considered by the people of India 
asthe’magnacarta'of the people of India. 

The people of India thought that after 
nationalisation of the banks prosperity 
would contc round the corner; the major 
components of our Prime Minister's 
twenty point economic programme arc for 
I ameliorating the economic conditions of 
the vulnerable sections of sodetv. The 
different items of the programme should 
be enabled to move forward with 
the flow of credit from branks as aa 
engine of econonuc growth so that small 
investments can be made selfreliant and 
productive. But the managers in some of 
the banks are not dedicated to the 
spirit of Serving the people, nor are ffiey 
atuned tp tbe spirit of enefgencyj thry 
have not inhaled ^ spirH of natioaidiM- 
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*ion and because of diose reasons, it has 
become a failure because the common 
1>eople, general people are not feeling that 
the banks are for them and are not for 
Birlas, Dalmias, Jains and Goenkas and 
•other people from the upper strau. When 
a common man goes to the bark he is 
frowned upon. When banks were in the 
private sector, service was easily avail¬ 
able. Bureaucrats now feci that they are 
highbrows and chief patrons and they are 
•controlling the banks. I have Written 
numberless letters to the Deputy Minister 
.about this and I have also asked that a 
thank manager be transferred. I feel that 
.a mac!tincry has to be evolved and some 
action should be initiated so that the bank 
managersshould feelduringthe emergency 
fhat they are e^iual to people who come to 
•them for relief, for money ; other¬ 
wise the poor peasants will not benefit.

On the8th August, an clitorial appeared 
in a very well known daily of Orissa, 
Samaj about the exploitation of p.X'r 
tribal and Harijan women. The contrac¬ 
tors and tekedars from the industrial areas 
t'f Jamshedpur and West Bengal lure the 
poor people in Tribal and Harijan areas, 
which arc poverty-stricken due to conti¬ 
nuous floods or draught, and take these 
people out of Orissa. In such a situation, 
what should be ibe duty o f the government ? 
The police should be activised in such a 
way that these contractors ai c not in a p s-i- 
tion to come to tlte rural areas with money 
and allure the poor people. 

I would like to draw the attention of the 
House to certain projects in Orissa. 
Orissa is the poorest of all the States 
in India, as Mahatma Gandhi once said and 
as our esteemed Prime Minister also has 
said and in the considerations of the 
Planning Commission and other agencies, 
Orissa should get priority. We have 
many river valley projects to be completed. 
There was a ferro-vanadium plant 
which was to come up in Mayurbhanj 
district, but nothing is heard about it. 
The Prime Minister aimounced that a ferti¬ 
liser plant will come up at Paradip and the 
people were hoping that this will change 
the face of the whole State. But we 
understand that the projea baa been accept¬ 
ed only in principle. I reqiust thar due 
attention may be given to this also.

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH 
(Sidhi): Sir, while supporting the 

Supplementary Demands for Grants, I 
wish to bring before this august House two 
difficulties that would, I hope, find 
solution. 

I represent an area which is completely 
hilly and preponderantly inhabited by 
Adivasis. It has been an experience in 
that region that the supply of essential 
goods to the Adivasis is an extremely 
difficult operation. Specially in the con¬ 
text of the present conditions obtaining 
when the question of black-marketing is 
almost wiped out, it is all the more impor¬ 
tant that that these Adivasis are allowed to 
have a suffi-'ient supply of these essential 
commodities, specially things like sugar, 
kerosene oil, coarse cloth, etc., at proper 
prices. The difficulty that is being faced 
is the fact that, since these Adivasis ate 
poor people, they find it very difiicult to 
leave their agricultural operations and come 
to the district headquarters from where 
these essential goods are usually supplied. 
At the same time, the usual commission 
that is allowable on such goods is not at 
all sufficient for any one who would like 
to transport them over hills- without any 
roads, either on horse-back or as head¬ 
loads. While we in this country are trying 
to obviate shortages in the supply ctf essen¬ 
tial consumer goods in the urban areas, 
I think, it would be in the fitness of things 
that this obviation is more in those hill 
areas where the pec^le ate really poor. 
It is a matter t^ich should exemise the 
concern of this Ministry to find ways and 
means to obviate these difScoHieS and ar¬ 
able these Adivasi areas in the backward 
regions to get the supply of these essential 
commodities. As'to' how and in hrUch 
way aonid be done, I teaye it to the 
Ministry. 
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The second thing I would like to pre¬ 
sent before the House is the fact that, in 
the context of the necessity for more agri- 
‘Cultural production in this country, it is an 
extremely difficult situation that is obtain¬ 
ing in our region. We are about 120 
kms. away from the rail-head, and what¬ 
ever fertiliser is supplied to this area has to 
be transported by road to the district 
headquarters and from there it is distri¬ 
buted. So, the situation is that upto the 
rail-head, the charges for transport of 
fertiliser are not borne by the agents who 
distribute it, but as soon as the ferti¬ 
liser leaves the rail-head, the transpona- 
tion charges are added on to the commis¬ 
sion of the supply agents. The upshot 
is that, in our district , the fertiliser is 
always in short supply, whereas people 
have taken to adopting improved farming 
techniques and the demand for fertiliser 
is there. The difficulty is that there is no 
agent, apart from the cooperatives who 
do it in an off-handed way, who would 
undertake to supply fertiliser in sufficient 
quantity to this region. In this context, 
1 would submit that it is essential that the 
transport of fertiliser from rail-heads to 
the district headquarters should find a 
subsidy from the Fertiliser Corporation, 
so that it does not go against the interests 
of those people who are involved in the 
aupply of fertiHsets to these areas. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA ( Giridhi ): Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, I support the Supplementary Demands 
for Grants. It is a sort of mini-Budget 
and is in vogue in other countries also. 
The necessity of a right policy mix is 
widely felt, so that, along with the deve¬ 
loping technology, along with sophistica¬ 
tion, alcmg with growth in the highly 
capital-intensive sector...

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridhij : As I was say¬ 
ing, riglit policy-mix and micro planning 
are necessary to help completely imple¬ 
ment the 20-point programme of our Prime 
Minister and the five points additionally 
projected by Mr Sanjay Gandhi 
which have raised great expectations. Of 
course, family planning is the crux of the 
matter. We have to keep the rate of 
inflation to the level of increase in pro¬ 
ductivity in industrii.s and in scientific 
agriculture. The Supplementary Demands 
for Grants have made a provision as 
follows; Rs. 65 crores for agriculture and 
rural development. Rs. 32 crores for 
power development. Rs. 46*93 crores 
for foreign trade and export promotion. 

I am happy that Rs. 3 crores have been 
provided for revenue and capital account 
for Mines and Minerals perhaps osten¬ 
sibly to give a drive for such heavier 
minerals like uranium, copper, silver, 
nickel and so on. I again emphasise the 
overriding necessity of exploring intensively 
22 degree latitude plus fifty miles north 
and south of it, from the mouth of Subar- 
narekha river to that of Tapti. 

Sir, priority is fixed for particular, 
schemes and here also it is a projection 
of the priority fixed in the original budget. 
I wholeheartedly support it. My only 
point about the additional demaneb is 
this. There are Rs. 2 crores for science 
and technology. I‘ wish these demands 
were larger so that the Itfain drain now 
taking place boold be sionMed.

Low income^ Low wage, depressed 
areas should be specially identified and 
given necessary economic support to bring 
them in line with other areas. 1 have 
in mind the higher plateau areas of Qtota 
Nagpur where stick lac is grown and the 
lower plateau of Chota Nagpur so far as 
mica is concerned. These depressed areas 
require special attention and they should 
be identified. 

One crop zone areas should be identified 
and more credit should be pumped into 
them by rural bank'). At every Anchal 
head>quBrters in order to effectively prime 
the agricultural pumps for higher production 
pumping of extra credit is a must. 

Co-relation between credit and higher 
production in agriculture is immediate and 
highly significant. But, I do not want to 
labour on the point. That will also help 
in mobilisation of the masses for better¬ 
ing their own existence. That will abo 
develop selfreliance and, for that particular 
purpose, we must mobilise adequate de- 
po>its in the rural banks also in the second 
round. 

Sir, the nationali‘«ed banks with their 
high-salaried employe' have effectively 
increased the cost of credit facilities reflect¬ 
ing the high interest rate. And th n 
there is that Lakshman Rddia of i6 k.m. 
beyond which it will not operate. The'>e 
officers have no adequate motivati'm. 
they hardly ever go out of their offices 
into the villi^. That is one of the major 
reasons why our economy in our part of 
the country is not going up as fast as we 
had expected. They have, one reason or 
another, the absence of agtonomists or the 
B.D.Os are not supplying the ownership 
certificates in time. Of course, that i6 
k.m. limit is there sometimes. These are 
the valid reasons. But, more often, those 
are excuses and alibis and unless we can 
remedythe^,Iamiftaid, that mudictf the 
20-Point Economic Programmes will not be 
efiboively implemented.

I know that some of these banks arc 
really an extension of the image of one in¬ 
dividual ; I know also of the situation in 
Ranchi where one high officer of the bank 
went into the surrounding gram panchayat« 
and by pumping the credit in course of 
just two years, through overproduction 
of tomatoes has brought down the cost of 
potatoes to 15 paise a k.g. The problem 
for them is for an effective marketing. 

Now, we have to purchase tomatoes at 
Rs. 5 a k g. higher than what we pay for 
the apples. This requires an urgent and 
immediate and effective intervention. 
Some of these bank officials* performance 
should be noted and tin le whose per¬ 
formance is effeaive and good should be 
rewarded irrespective of the soiiority. 

I suggest that, side by side, in order to 
remove the imbalance, the public sector 
corporations should think of adopting 
villages. A private firm in Ranchi has 
adopted over 50 village > where they have 
their own agron<»n<sts who are setting up 
a cropping pattern there; they are giving 
them Australian sheep and also some cows 
for dairies. Unless we do that, the two- 
sertor economy which is emerging out of 
the introduction of new technology will 
go op gathering momentum and every 
public sector corporation will be surround¬ 
ed by 200 to 400 villagca which will have 
the'r economy depressed. With an effec¬ 
tive role of the public sector corporations 
by adopting the villages and with the efforts 
of the nationalised banks as also the com¬ 
munity development prefect authorities 
by bringing them together, I am sure, we 
can make an effective improvement in the 
situation obtaining in the villages at the 
shortest possible time. The piohlem of 
energy, raw materials and develi^ment 
are to be tied together. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Hwe 
these any reference to any of these de n w n d i? 
Not the goteral i^inciple underlylDg, not 
even the ocigiud demands, can be die-

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; You can 
run do that in supplementary demands, 
dt is in original demands. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
■CHARYYIA: I support the supple¬ 
mentary Demands for Grants. 

SHRI K. M\YATH 2 VAR (Di idigul); 
Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I support 
these supplementary demands but 
I further put mare demands for Tamil 
JNfadu. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You have 
•oidy to refer to the supplementary demands 
•before the House.Y ou cannot crfite more 
-demands. 

SHRI K. MAYATHEVAR; I am 
•coming to that. So far as agricidture is 
concerned, the price of fertiliser has not 
been reduced. On the other hand, the 
price of paddy in Tamil Nadu has got 
reduced considerably. The farmers are 
■unable to purchase fertiliser since the price 
■of fertiliser has not been reduced in propor¬ 
tion to the reduction in the price of paddy. 

I request the Government to consider 
reduction in the price of fertiliser. 

Sir, the hon. Member who preceded me 
has put very valid points in regard to rural 
banks. The rural credit should be avail¬ 
able not only to the agriculturists but also 
to the village artisans and the poor needy 
.public. No doubt, we have nationalised 
Jianks but we have to... 

MR, DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There is 
no supplementary dmiand in the mwe ot 
rural as well as muionalised banks.

SHRI K. MAYATHEVAR; Sir, the 
hon. Member has pttt it correctly thM the 
banks ate ^tng loans to the Qtg>iiali« 
group in tbe villagea, towns and dtice. 
Tbese shades in industry are aUe to 
satisfy the agents and the directors of die 
banks and, as such are able to get loans. 
The object of the Government is to pro¬ 
vide loans to the weavers, down-trodden 
peo|[de, dhobis, carpenters, viHage artisans 
and the petty businessmen but these people 
are not djle to get any loan at all. This is 
the practical difficulty which I am placing 
hiefore the hon. Members of this House. 
I have cmne across hundreds of such ins- 
stmees in my] constituency as well as 
flSy State. You must also taka stringent 
aetkm ligainSt th^se bank officials who are 
nbt hdpiflg the public in accordance with 
the objOttives of 2o-potiit programme. 

Sit, the Home Mmister visited Tamil 
NIadu recently and atbnitted that m tsn 
districts out of fifteen distrias there was 
drought and... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Is there 
any demand for Tamil Nadu ? lam onl 
trying to point out to you the para- 
metres of discussion. You can take your 
time and say anything you like but after 
you go back home pleas ■ road the relevant 
portions of the Constitution relating to the 
Supplementary Demands and rules for 
discussion thereon. 

SHRI K. MAYATHEVAR; Sir, the 
Governor of Tamil Nadu also inspected 
many districts and the Government grant¬ 
ed rupees seven and a half crores for aipri- 
culture developm ent, drought situatioa 
and drinking water. In Tirunelvdi dis¬ 
trict, the agriculture activity came to a 
standstill. The agriculturists were uuablt 
to implement the agricultural activity and, 
as such, Rs. i crore were granted for each 
distria. I plead with the Govermaeot to 
grant Rs. 25 to 50 crores more than iiAta 
has been granted. The amount of rupees 
seven and a half crores is insufficient. I 
si^mit that you must sympaihecicalfy 
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consider tiie position of agriculturists in 
Tamil Nadu and grant more money to 
provide for the drinking vrater and to 
protect the small petty landlords, the poor 
unemployed men and the down-trodden 
people in Tamil Nadu. 

Then so far as relief to the agriculturists 
is concerned, in Tamil Nadu, the Presi¬ 
dent through the Governor, announced 
exemption or debt relief only to those 
agriculturists who had borrowed loans 
from private parties. There was no relief 
from indebtedness given to those farmers 
who had borrowed from Societies, banks 
or Government or quasi-governmentai 
authorities. It is like saying ‘Operation 
successful patient collapsed’. Therefore, 
I would request Government to give them 
exemption from repajment of all loans, 
to the poor and medium farmers in Tamil 
Nadu, thereby giving protection to the 
long-afTected farmers of Tamil Nadu. 

Side by side, these farmers should also 
be given credit facilities. There is no use 
giving only debt relief to agriculturists 
and artisans. You must give them addi¬ 
tional protection by way of credit facilities 
from rural banks and nationalised banks. 
Now because of the morotorium on loans 
taken by agriculturists and the debt relief 
provided to the farmers, the farmers are 
unable to get any loan from any money¬ 
lenders. They are unable to even mortgage 
their jewels or even vessels. Poor people 
used to pawn their clothes and sar's also 
for loans. Even then the moneylenders 
are not accepting those properties and 
articles and giving them money. The 
result is that they are unable to carry on 
their day to day life or business in the field 
as well as elsewhere. Therefore, I request 
the Goveirment tojmake more provision for 
agriculture not only in Tamil Nadu but 
throughout India because the farming 
community constitutes 8o per cent of 
1- dia, but they are given only 20 P' r cent 
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outlay in the Five Year Plan. Therefore, 
you must give them at least 40 per cent 
more to protect the interests of the agr-cul- 
turists who are the badebone of our rural 
economy. If they produce more food- 
grains, the prices of essential commodities 
will come down in Tamil Nadu and else¬ 
where. As a result of the emergency and 
the twenty-point programme, the prices 
of essential commodities and agricultural 
produce like wheat, paddy and other 
things have come down. But recently 
thev have once again gone up. These- 
prices should not be allowed to go up; 
there should be a continuous decline in 
price so far as essential commodities are 
concerned. 

Now there is no kerosene oil available- 
in Tamil Nadu for the lai>r one month. 
You must take imm'^diate steps to provide- 
kerosene oil to the Stat^. With these- 
w'ords. I support the Demands. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRIMATI 
SUSHli-A ROHATGD: At the outset,. 
I would like to thank each of the hon. 
mernbers who have partidpated in this 
debate, making me wiser and more Well- 
infoimed after their suggestions. I would 
also like to thank you for drawing their 
attention to the relevant articles of the 
Constitution and rules witliin the limits- 
of which discussion on these Demands, 
should be controlled. But by and large, 
we have seen that members, because of 
their anguish at the conditions obtaining 
in their constituencies, do realise that they 
have to voice their feelings. So we do- 
find that apart from confining themselves: 
strictly witltin the rules in regard to the- 
discussion of the Supplementary Demands,, 
they have aired th.cir views, beyond their 
scope of this discussion. But they would, 
excuse me if I do not reply to those points. 
But I can assure them that all the points, 
they have made Will be conveyed to the 
Ministries/Departments concerned and I 
am sure proper action Would be taken by 
them. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; It »S diffl- 
cult to hold the Members under leesh. I 
do not Want the Ministers under leash. 

SHRIMATI SUSHIIA ROHATGI: 

I am sure I do not need it. 

Apart from that, by and large, the House 
has given its support to the Demands, 
though many of the members 'Who have 
spoken ate not in the House fust now. 

Hon. Members will realise that theic is a 
Jot ofdiffcrcnce in tf»e economic situation 
today; therefore, when, they raised Some 
points, they probably forgot the dianged 
conditions of the Indian economy. Th^c 
is buoyancy in our economy, and there 
if, restoration of faith and people have 
.confidena ,diat. We have made a brcak- 
th,tpugh and there are going to be better 
dayseven. They have brought in so reapy 
points and therefore I should like to make 
a brief review of the economic situation. 
‘The whrkers in the factories and the pea¬ 
sants in the farm have laboured to produce 
this situation and then the policy of the 
Government and the strategy oftheGovern_ 
ment and the co-operation of the people 
have all yielded results and we find that 
there is a much better climate today. It 
is a fact that India is one of the very few 
countries in the wirld that had contained 
influion and ha i brought about a negative 
rate of inflation. Many developed countries 
have 3 higher rate of inflation, 5 to 12 per 
cent inflation. Fortunately India had made 
a record for itself in the W.orld economy. 
In the agricultural sector We find that 
there ha'i been a record production of 118 
m llion tonnes. There Was a slight delay 
in the arrival of the mmsoon and when 
speculators tried to take advantage of that 
situation and the sbuitton gotreflectel in 
the slight rise in prices, the G )Vernment 
immediately acted. Because of the vigil- 
lance on the part of the Government as 
Well as stern measures and other policies 
that Were adopted by the Government, that 
trend had been brought under control. 
That shows that the Government has to 
be over vigilant and fiscal and monetary 


discipline is absolutely necessary more 
now than at any time before. Our stode 
position is better noW. On die industrial 
front, the growth Was 2.5 per cent in 
* 974-75 compared to 5*7 per cent in I 975 - 
76. There are indications that with dis¬ 
cipline and determinaticai in our fields and 
factories, the industrial growth rate is likel 
to be of the order of 10 to 12 per cent this 
year. They arc very good signs for Ac 
country. Power position has definitely 
improved. Apart from the above, various 
other economic measures had also bten 
taken such as curbing the expenses under 
Government, both in Ae States as well as 
in Ae Centre. We find that. Aere .has 
been econonty though dierc Was always 
scope for furAer improvenwnt. The 
Government had issued instructions that 
there should the utmost economy in 
Government expenditure and avoidable 
expenditure should not be incurred. Our 
tax collections have also increais^ and 
our savings have inmroved. Some hon. 
Members have taken keen interest and I 
should Aerefore like to say to Aem Aat 
We have exceeded our targets and coUec- 
tions under Small savings this year are 
Rs. 90 croTcs more than Ac last year and I 
hope this trend Will continue. Further we 
also find that our balance of trade position 
and the foreign exchange position is satis¬ 
factory. Some of Aese gains have accured 
because of the policies of Ae Government 
and also because of the discipline am>ng 
the people- We find Aat Ae people 
stood together with the Government in 
bringing about economic improvement. 


One of the hon. Members pointed out 
that supplementary demands led to 
pumping of more money into the economy 
and he asked [[wheAcr it would not lead 
to a rise in prices. I'hat is the reason why 
credit Will have to be disciplined. .Mone¬ 
tary and fiscal measures have b«n taken 
and Government will see to it Aat Aose 
checks are there all the time. 
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^ ipin^ to si etc textile undertakings, 
103 of th^e Were ngdondlied md « provi- 
sipu of Rs. 40 crores Was kept earlier. 
But it could not be utilised. Now this 
amount is being drawn through supple- 
inentary demands. These sick mills were 
T unning at losses. The loss on this ^re 
idonc came to Rs. 7*5 erbres per month,, 
i am gl^ to inform the House that be- 
camc of various steps taken by the Govern¬ 
ment, together with the cooperation of the 
workers, to day the position is mud) better. 

SHRI DINBN BKATTACH^JtYYA 
‘(Setampore): is dicre no- loss on 
adcount of these mUls now ? ' 

SHAIMATI SUSHILA R6HATGI: 
The loss was Rs 7*6 ororeS in April 75 - 
, The latest Sgui:e of loss is Rs 1*25 crores 
for July, 76. We do hope that these 
losses Will be wiped out completely and 
in that the hon. member can be of great 
help» if he wants. We do hope that ulti- 
BMtdy these losses Will be completely 
wiped out and converted into gains. 

Fbt modernisation of the mills, various 
plans have been drawn up both for the 
present and for future and we are sure 
these will yield results. Many of these 
textile mills are earning foreign exchange 
an d we do hope that the exports Will go 
UP in <x>ur£e of time. Two of these 
mills which belong to Kar.pur to which 
Mr. Banerjee has referred—I-akshmi 
Rattan Mills and Atherton West Mills— 
were nationalised only recently. 1 do not 
know vrtiy Mr. Banerjee who cbooscsto quot 
my name in connection with so many other 
t hirgs kept out my name when the taking 
over of these two mills came, but I leave 
it at that. I would like to inform the 
House that the proposal of the Ministry of 
Commerce for releasing a sum of Rs. 2* 74 
chwes, out of the stun of Rs. 5*90 crores 
which will be reqwred for this, for workitig 
capital margin and immediate renno vation 
of these two mills has been approved and 
Btretion for the realise of the fbnds has been 
issued. We do qoi waitt their working to 
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be stopped. We want them to go ^ead 
with their working. -' ‘ 

The question of siibsidies on fertilisers 
came up and some members said that! this 
subsidy is going to the rich irianufiKUiiBls. 

I would like to say that this is not the con¬ 
cept. This subsidy will go through the 
manufacturers to the farmers. This is going 
to help not the big sharks but the. sprall 
farmers who really need it. I am iuppy 
' to annotmee that because of the reduction 
in prices fw wMdi sabsidy is teqtiii^, 
there has been a gte^er off take of Bsiti- 
lisets. The increase In ctHisumption has 
gone up by nearly 34% . That shoim that 
production also Inctesses and natnrldly this 
it going to help our agriculture Aid dur 
economy as a wh<de. 'This should-‘altiiy 
the fears, if any, in the minds of hen. 
members. 

At the time of presentation of the budge^, 
a sum of Rs. ly crores was to be given to 
the Finance Ministry for integrated rwal 
development. But later on it was decided 
to allocate this sum not to the Finance 
Ministry Itut to the Department of Rural 
Development. It was said last time that 
the money is lying wast that it is not 
surrendered, etc. Because there had been 
a change and because the money cannot be 
transferred from one to the other, it is 
being surrendered from Finance, and asked 
for in a supplementary demand under the 
Department of Rural Development. I 
hope hon. members will appreciate that the 
strategy tor rural development will go a 
long way in sustaining our economy and 

giving employment to our people. 

* 

The question of the sixth instalment of 
DA also came up. I think only recently 
an answer has been given about it. We 
find that the index average whidt went 
down below the 320 mark in January 76 
has consistuitly declined since then. The 
figure for June 76 is 303*75. 1 may 
a-stire the House that the representatives 
of the employees will be consulted before 
taking a final decision regarding Ibe s'xth 
instalment of DA. 
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A question w«s raised about the pay- 
scales of supervisors and draftsmen in the 
defence establishments. We are already 
aware of the position and a decision is 
going to be taken on this shortly. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: The final 
decision rests with Finance. It is for the 
Finance Ministry to okay it before it goes 
to fihe Cabinet. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
In fact, a question is pending on this sub¬ 
ject, which is likely to come up next week. 

Then, a very senior member, Shri 
Tiwari, who is one of our leaders ir the 
party from the days of the freedom struggle, 
chose to make a number of charges; in fact, 
I would not call them charges. Unfor¬ 
tunately, he is not present here to hear the 
reply. There was nothing very specific 
in what he said which I could enumerate. 
He said in a genend way that there has 
been corruption, there is no d'sciplinc, the 
G<wemment servants are free to do what 
th^ like and so on. I would like to say 
that in order to gauge the administrative 
cfHciency of the Government officers, 
periodicefiy the’r worit is reviewed. 
According to the latest information, the 
cmea of 55,587 Government servants 
hawe been reviewed, out of whona 2,048 
Government servants have been retired, la 
belonging to Class I, 56 belonging to Class 
II, 1,420 belonging to Class HI and 560 
balongthg to Class IV. 31 Government 
servants have been reverted to their sub¬ 
stantive posts as a result of the review. 
Thar shows that Government is not sitting 
pretty on Hi's, but taking steps which are 
absolutely necessary, in the l«ger interests 
irf the administmive efficiency of rfie 
country. 

Some hon. Members refmed to the 
Employinent Kews and said thu k was 
cacerhig only to high saluy posts. Aft » 
■ucter of fact, we find Hm evan posts of 
apprentices are advertised there. So- far 
as posts in the lower grades at* oonoeme*^ 


recruitment is generally done from the 
States concerned, and so those posts are 
not advertised in the Employment News, 
which has all India circulation. Now 
Punjab StiUe has decided to start its own 
Employment News. Such newspapers 
will naturally carry advertisements for 
posts in the lower grades also. Normally, 
it carries advertisements for posts carrying 
a salary of,Rs. 500 and above. 

One hon. Member mentioned that 
(here is no demand for education. This 
is not main budgetary allocation but 
supplementary demands. It is a matter of 
satisfaction, rather than a matter for 
criticism, that the Education Ministry 
have been able to manage with in their 
allocation, rather than coming for a sup¬ 
plementary demand. 

Then, many hon. Members waxed 
eloquent on family planning. I un speidt' 
ing on this subject, n<3t as a Member of 
Parliament but as one of the women in 
the country, and I s^r thM this should 
be taken up on a war footing. I fed that 
Hte incentive that is provided is still qfuite. 
good. But we should not look at it 
purely from the point of view of incentive. 

I think every Member of Parliament, as a 
representative of the people, should go to 
the various parts of the country and carry 
this, programme as a beacon light to every 
nook and corner of the country, because 
there are still people in this country who 
are not aware of the significance of this 
campaign. We should take it not as a 
ne^ive aspect, but as a positive pro¬ 
gramme. I am told that every time a 
human pulse beats three babies come into 
the earth. We cannot allow this rate of 
population growth, especially when 40 
percent of our peof^ areliviag below the 
subsistence level whm our per capita 
income is so low. Because, existence 
does not mean satisfying Hk hunger or 
having two srpiare naealft a daiy. 

As We are heading towards a sodatistv 
classless society, whidi is our goal, basic 
amenities of life should be provided ca 
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then. As such, family planning shoul 
really become the flag of our future pro- 
gramme, because with it is linked the futur- 
of the country. Therefore, I am glad 
that some of our younger Members parti¬ 
cipated in the debate along with the elder 
people. All of us should be united in 
this not only on the floor of the House, 
not only in the speeches made here, but 
We should link this programme with 
every speech that We make in any part of 
the. country. J think we should make 
it a part of our c.-ced and mobilise public 
opinion, and that Will really act. 

It is said that there are three means of 
fast communication if you want to send a 
message quickly. The first is the tele¬ 
phone, the second is the telegram and the 
third is tell-a-woman because they say 
it travels fast. So, why don’t we tell our 
Women, educate our Women, that it i* 
inj their larger interest, the woman is 
the mother, sister and wife, and com¬ 
prises about 50 per cent of the population. 
I-would request each and every Member 
of the H use very humbly that they should 
make this part of their progranune. 

‘Apart from this, there is a misunder¬ 
standing which may hurt this movement^ 
wltich I would certainly like to clarify. 
It Was raised with a very good and objec¬ 
tive purpose that if We arc asked to 
reduce the population, and rightly too, 
we should not suffer in our representation^ 
Therefore, it has been very clearly laid 
down in the Statement on Population 
Policy which the hon. Minister of Health 
Dr. Karan Singh, laid on the Table of 
the House on i6th April .... 

SHRI S. M. BANeRJBE : In the 
National Apex Body, a resolution Was 
brought forward by the Labour Minister 
himself increasing the granting of special 
leave to ladies from 7 to J4 days for family 
planning operation. May I know whether 
the same concession will be given to the 
Government employees also ?

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 

I do not know what the factual position 
is but we will consider it. 

The wider question of family plan¬ 
ning as such is one which concerns all 
the Banerjees, the Rohatgis and the 
Bhattacharyyas, So it has been decided 
that representation in the Lok Sabha 
and the State J.'’gislatures will be frozen 
on the basis of the I97i census until the 
year 2,ooi. Therefore, the fear of the 
Alember that this may have some effect 
on the represen ation in the State Ij:%- 
islaturc and in the Lok Sabha is unfound¬ 
ed. It has been mentioned in that policy 
statement that the census figUie.s of i88i 
and 1891 will not be considered for the 
purpose of the Lok Sabha or Legislative 
Assembly seats and that the necessary 
constitutional amendments will be 
brought forward during the current year. 
Appropriate legislation for other elective 
bodies, it has been said, will also be un¬ 
dertaken. That clarifies the position. 

Many hon. Members raised the question 
of the handloom industry. Next to 
agriculture, it is the biggest industry. 
Nearly ten million people are employed 
in it in the rural and semi-rural areas, and 
naturally Members have a right to be 
slightly agitated over it. The handloom 
industry is now giving us verygood foreign 
exchange. It has been included in the 20- 
point programme, and is treated aS one 
of the priority areas. Special emphasis 
has been laid to see that it gives employ¬ 
ment to the people concerned. Our 
handloom products compare well with 
those of other countries. The Sivaraman 
Committee which went into the question 
has made some recommendations which 
have been accepted and implemented. . 

I find, 17 intensive development pro- 
jeas and 20 export-oriented projects 
located in various states have already been 
approved by the Government and arc 
being implemented through the State 
GovernmcPts which have to be provided 
with necessary funds in order thait the 
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scheme may get going without any loss 
of time. That show.-i the sincerity of 
the Government to see that the people 
of the lowest Strata are giving employ- 
un 'nt and they are able to get incremental 
income to meet their needs. 

The question of Tripura, Manipur 
-and Assam lliouds Was also broached 
yesterday. The rep-rts about flood 
damage have been received from these 
three states. Some provision has been 
made. As I said, during the Qae-tion 
H Ur earlier, this morning, accoedng to 
the Sixth Finance Commissic n, relief 
measures are required to be financed by 
the States concerned our of their own 
■resources with the help of the margin 
money and such re-adjustments of the 
Plan resources aS may be necessary. 
.All the-ie things arc before the Government. 
As I said earlier, if it is necessary, an 
advance from the Central assistance Will 
also be made. A Central team will be 
deputed to the States soon after the 
necessary request from the States con- 
•cerned is received because that is neces¬ 
sary. The margin money allowed by the 
Sixth Finance Commission to these three 
States is, Assam—Rs. 1-25 crores : Mani¬ 
pur—Rs. 0-04 CTOre and Tripuia — 
;Rs. 0*07 crore. 

I think, Samachar also featured in our 
discussion today. It has not only featured 
here but it has also featured in the 
Non-Aligned Conference and all over the 
world. We find people talking about 
Samachar and the good work done by it. 
It approached the Government for making 
a grant of Rs. 25 lakhs during the current 
year. I find that a sanction has been 
accorded for the grant amounting to Rs, 
10 lakhs to Samachar and further grant 
•will depend upon the basis of the recommen¬ 
dations of the high-powered committee

STATUTORY RESOLUTION RE. 

INCREASE IN EXPORT DUTY 
ON HIDES, SKINS ETC. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : We 

now take up the Statutory Resolutions. 
Mr. Pranab Kumar Mukherjee. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN¬ 
CHARGE OP THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE) : 
Sir, I beg to move the following Resolu¬ 
tion :— 

“That in pursuance of sub-section (2) 
of section 8, read with sub-section 
(3) of section 7 j of the Customs 
Tariff Act, 1975 (Si of 1975 )> 
this House approves the following 
notifications of the Government 
of India in the Department of 
Revenue and Banking (Revenue 
Wing), namely :— 

(a) No. G.S.R. 74i(Eh dated the 
2nd August, 1976* increasing 


from the date of each of the 
notifications aforesaid.” 

The Customs Tariff Act, 1975, was 
brought into force with effect from the 
2nd August, 1976, replacing the Indian 
Tariff Act, 1934. Heading No. 14 of 
the Second Schedule to tht* new Act,- 
which refers to hides, skins and leathers,* 
tanned and untanned, all sots, but not' 
including manufactures of leather, showed ' 
a rate of eigsort duty of 20 per cent. How-' 
ever, the corresponding entry under the 
Indian Tariff Act, i 934 » carried the export 
duty of 25 per cent ad valorem. 

Notification No. G.S.R. 741(E) dated ' 
the 2nd August, 1976, seeks to increase 
the rate of duty from,20 per cent to 25 
per cent so as to maintain the status quo 
ante. 

By Notifiction No. G.S.R. 743(E) dated 
the 2nd August, 1976, a separate Heading 
No. 2T has been added to the Second 
Schedule to the Customs Tariff Act, i 975 » 
for animal feed with export duty at the rate 
of Rs. 125 per tonne. Ejqwrt duty was 
being levied at this rate on animal feed 
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®ven under the repealed Act. However, 
the addition of a specific heading for 
animal feed in the Second Schedule to 
the new Act Was considered necessary 
to resolve the difficulties faced by custom 
houses in this regard. 

Notification No. G.S.R. 745(E) dated 
the 2nd August, 1976, seeks to amend the 
description against Heading No. 8 in the 
Second Schedule to the new Act to read 
‘Mica, including fabricated mica* in 
place of‘Mica*. The corresponding entry 
in t^ Second Schedule to the repealed 
Act read as ‘Mica, all sorts’. 

Under that description fabricated 
mica was also liable to pay export duty. 
The proposed amendment seeks to make 
the position clear regarding the types of 
mica which are chargeable to export duty, 
without changing the scope thereof. 

I wish to make it clear that by issue of 
these notifications there is no additional 
burden by way of export duties as these 
Notifications seek to maintain the levels 
of export duties prevailing before the 2nd 
August, 1976, when the new tariff was 
brought into force. 

I, therefore, submit to the House that 
approval be acemded to the Notifications.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 

I have no hesitation in supporting this 
resolution because the hon. Minister has 
really mentioned that there will be no 
extra burden on the export duty. 

When I support this 1 would like to 
mention something about exports of raw 
hides, skins and leathers, tanned and 
untainned because 3 or 4 places in the 
country are famous for exporting hides 
tanned and untanned and in goods vre 
are doing it now because previously during 
the time of the Britishers they used to 
take the raw hide from us and they were 
auctioned in London and other places 
and the same hide after tanning used to 
come to our country. I have seen what 
was happening in Kanpur, how the 
tannery workers were exploited, how the 
tanners were exploited and how the entire 
stocks of cow hides, buffalo hides or the 
goat skin were exported without any 
arrangement for tanning in our country. 
Now we have got very good taimeries 
in Kanpur, Madras, Hyderabad and other 
places. I have mentioned Kanpur 
because of the formation of Tanneries 
and Footwear Corporation and a few 
tanneries have also been modernised. 
Madras is famous tor exporting hides 
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and half'tanr.ed hides—what they call, 
blues, which are very much liked in USA. 
I h«ve a feeling that some steps should be 
taken to see that this expert of hides is 
e<}ually di 8 tributie 4 among alt the tannery- 
owners . What is being dc»e is that it 
has been channelised through STC. I 
do not mind. I wwrit STC come in 
between. But, what is happening' is 
that certain tanners who have got their 
links through the snmll tanners are actually 
monopolising the entire export market 
and it js they who are benefited by these 
eig;>orts. I know. The Finance Aiinistry 
ooi have discussions with the Commerce 
Ministry who ate primarily concerned with 
such exports. I think this csui be equally 
divided and the twAcrs whether small or 
big who are really doing the job ard 
tanning the rew hides to the extent where 
exports ate possible should not be deprived. 
What is happening in Agra ? All people 
are approaching the big tanners either at 
Madras or Kanpur who have huge tanneries 
and who ate monopolising the entire 
m4ie gnd they are sendiug their hides 
thsough these tamters w^ the result 
thai they ate simply getting a commission 
and in oerUin cases they aie not gettirg 
pcopee ptaces f«c the rawkjdes which aee 
taaa^d apd Mat abroad and the benefit 
of theso exports goca iqto the pockets of 
only those who awe mpnopohsing this 
pasticDlar trade.

Theie is another queatien which arises 
and that is whether the time has not come 
where to protect the leather industry 
against the severe competition from plastics 
and other synthedc materials we should 
have a corporation. I was toW that th« 
Commerce Ministry was seriously consi¬ 
dering to establish a Bharat Leather 
Corporation. I w&it to know what has 
happened to that Bharat Leather Corpora¬ 
tion. A Bharat Leather Corporation can 
be formed Dot merely for the purpose of 


exports of leathers, half tanned or tanned 
or even in the caw condition but also 
manufactured artidee. We ace «(ow 
exporting shoes. We am expcctiag 
shoes, leather goods, suit-cases and soon. 
If you go to Kanpur you will see the 
factory which was owned by Bajoeias and 
Mundhras and so on, I mean, the British 
India Corporation and so on. Now it 
is running very well thanks to the personal 
interest taken by Mr. B. P. Matnrya. We 
should impeove the market for exportable 
leather goods and so far as Flex is concerned, 
titere is a g^t in the market. The pricca, 
aie reduced. After all, when do we wear 
shoes in India ? I am a person who wean 
shoes only for one or two months in a 
year, that is in December or January. 
In India we can pull on with chappals 
for the rest of the months and there ate 
numerous people also here who do not 
wear shoes at all. Unless we improve 
our leather export market the shoes manu¬ 
factured by TAFCO will not have any 
market inside the country also. I would 
tell to the hon. Minister that we do. not 
mind increase in excise duty for export 
purposes but we should aho develop, 
this particular corporation, Bharat I.( ather 
Corporation. Our raw hides used to be 
taken away and we have hed to pay heavily 
for its pucchaae in finished fosm. The 
cusi a shoe is R$. 56 and more. W«- 
can have a cheap quality shoe. Our export 
is limited and better quality shoes can be 
expected. We got some coutcact with 
Soviet Union but we manuftcluced »» 
badly that an order of s6,cco shoes had 
to be cancelled by them. To protect the 
leather industty it is neoeesary that the 
leather goods manwtactured by our. factories 
should also be exported. I Kquest the 
Finance Minister to have a diglogae with 
the Commerce Minhtet to help the leather 
industry in every possible way. Ajs you 
will see, temperaawnts and tasaes change 
every time. Nowadays people like big- 
heal shoes and so on. Every day people 
ate changing the designe. W« have to 
keep pace with such things. We should 
prottict die interests of the woricets in 
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tke Ikatfaer iadvstty irtikh is in crisis mm. 
It is only throuth export to oui friendly 
countries that this industry can be saved.

STATUTORY RESOLUTION RE. 
CONTINUANCE IN FORCE OF THE 
PROCLAMATION IN RESPECT OF 
NAGALAND 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We now 
take up the next item on the continuance 
of the Proclamation in respect of Nagaland. 
Shri Brahraananda Reddy. 

THE MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY): Sir, I beg to move the following 
Resolution: 

“That this House approves the con¬ 
tinuance in force of the Proclamation, 
dated the 22nd March, 1975, in respect 
of Nagaland, issued under article 356 
of the Constitution by the President, 
for a further period of six months with 
effect from the 26th September, r 97 » 
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The hon. Members will recall that the 
Resolution for the continuance of Presi¬ 
dential Proclamation in Nagaland for a 
further period of six months was passed 
by this august House on the iith March, 
1976. The Proclamation will be in force 
yxp to imd inclusive of 2Sth September, 
1976. A brief report hig^ighting the im¬ 
portant measures taken by the State 
Government and the various achivements 
during the period of President's Rule for 
Nagaland upto the 31st July, 1976 has been 
circulated for the information of the hon. 
Members in the House. The most important 
development in the State since the imposi¬ 
tion of President’s Rule was the peace 
tfilks with underground Nagas which cul¬ 
minated in the Shillong Accord signed 
on 11-11-1975. This Accord is a distina 
landmark, in the History of Nagaland. 
Under the Accord, the undergrotmd ele¬ 
ments have accepted unconditionally the 
Constitution of India. They have also 
undertaken to abjure violence and to bring 
out weapons. The implementation of the 
Shillong Accord has been going on satis¬ 
factorily. There have been no violent 
incidents by the underground in the State 
since the signing of the Accord. The 
Government, on their behalf, have released 
all prisoners detained in connection with 
the insurgency including undertrials and 
detenus as a gesture of goodwill. 


Government are anxious that with the 
return of peace and normalcy, Nagaland 
should forge ahead in econom’c and social 
development. A number of steps have been 
taken in this direction during President’s 
Rule. Execution of plan and development 
projetts has been sought to be speeded 
up. The Fifth Plan prov'sion has been 
increased tc Rs. 83‘47 crorcs, the per 
capita outlay in the State now being one 
of the h’ghest irf the country. The pro¬ 
vision for the Annual Plan has been raised 
to Rs. 17* 7 crores as agamst an anticipated 
expenditure of Rs. 15 crores in 1975-76. 
The State Government, are attaching the 


in force of Procl. in i88- 
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highest importance to the fulfilment of the 
2o-Pojnt Economic Programme. 

As I stated earlier, the present term of 
President’s Rule is to expire on the 2Sth 
September, 1976. If elections are to be 
held before this date, the arrangements- 
will have to be made during the monsoons 
which are quite heavy in the north-eastern 
region and continue till the middle of 
October. During this period, the cota- 
munication remains uncertain and. the 
movement is difficult. This is also (he 
period when the vast majority of people 
are tied with agricultural operations which 
provide tlie mainstay for their economy. 
The implementation of the Shillong A^rd 
is proceeding apace under the President’a 
Rule in the State and a new atmosphere 
of peace, harmony and orderly progrwa 
is being built up. Holding of elections a 
this juncture may create now complica¬ 
tions which may even provide a setback 
to the process of normalisation in the State. 

It is acxordingly felt that peace must 
be consolidated and further progresa 
made in this direction before elections, 
are held. Government, therefore, is of the 
considered view that the President’s rule 
in Nagaland should be continued for 
another period of six months with effect 
from 26th September, 1976. 

With these words, I commend the 
Resoluiiun for the approval of the House. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Resolu¬ 
tion moved: 

“That this House approves the con¬ 
tinuance in force of the Proclamation, 
dated the 22nd March, 1975, in respect 
of Nagaland, issued imder article 356

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur); 

Generally, speaking, we do not support 
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exteosioa of Proclamations. But if it is the 
contention of the hon. Minister that 
because of certain conditions prevailii^ 
in Nagaland, after the Kaga rebels have 
almost surrendered themselves and their 
Ktivities are tuder check, it is necessary 
to keep that atmosphere for some time 
before elections could take place, I think 
that is a very reasonable stand for Govern¬ 
ment to take. And we Members of this 
House cannot possibly oppose any exten¬ 
sion of President’s rule or demand im¬ 
mediate elections because we are also on 
extei^ion. So naturally if the life of this 
House is to be extended because of the 
abnormal situation for a year, why not 
extend President’s rule in Nagaland for 
six months ? 

.. . The question—in Nagaland is this. 
There is a silver lining which is of great 
importance. Even the hostile Nagas have 
realised that hostility has a limited place, 
that after all they have to remain in United 
India. That is one reason why the chain 
between the hostile Nagas and Mr. Phizo, 
the self-styled great leader of Nagaland, 
who is in a foreign country, who thought 
of establishing a liixk with them from there, 
who promised them that once he is abroad 
he would create world opinion in favour 
of the Naga rebels or hostile Nagas, is 
broken. Because of the miserable failiuo 
(Ml his part despite some malicitnis pro¬ 
paganda aga'nst our Prime Minister and 
this Government by the western press 
who supported Mr. Phizo in certain ways, 
these Nagas have realised and seen the 
futility of such a movement and ultimately 
they have become more pcaceloving citi¬ 
zens. 

Apart from th's, one has to remember 
one thing. These Nagas are honest people. 
We have seen them during the Republ'c 
Day celebrations and in delegations which 
have come here. They are honest people. 
They are not like us who sometimes talk 
hypocritically and so on. If they feel they 
are against you, they will act up to that; 
jii they feel they are friefnds with your. 


in res. of Nagaland 
they will equally be friendly wiA you. 
That is their characteristic. I am sure they 
have done this in genuineness in their heart 
and they have done it with very good in¬ 
tention. 

But that is not all. Nagaland has to be - 
developed. Their young men have to be- 
provided widi jobs, because Nagaland and. 
the people of Nagaland cannot be controlled 
merely with the help of the Border Security 
Force and the CRP. It is an integral' 
part of the country and the people of 
Nagaland must feel that they arc an intcrgraL 
part of India. Nagaland has to be an inte¬ 
gral part of India both industrially and 
agriculturally. Then there will be no« 
trouble. How was this trouble created ? 
There were some sections which went- 
on propagating a separatist tendency,. 
who were telling the people of Nagaland 
‘We do not belong to India; our culture 
is different, we should remain separate’ 
and so on. This separatist tendency was., 
much in evidence before the emergency 
in the country. Now nobody talks of 
separatism. Time was when in Nt^and, . 
Mizoram etc., there was a constant and 
sustained propaganda going on teUing. 
people ‘We are a different people, we are 
separate from the Indian people’ and so 
on. That tendency has been curbed. But 
that tendency is there. This has to be 
combated by imparting proper education 
to the young children there. They have to 
be told that they are the sons of the soil 
of a country which has produced men like - 
Buddha, Gandhi and others. 

Tliey should also be made to feel that 
they arc in the stream of our nat’onal 
movement. They should not think that 
they are a different people. Certa n agents 
were.there and they were doing this type 
of propaganda, namely, people like Michael 
Scott, etc, were responsible for this situa¬ 
tion to some extent. I'think their culture 
should remain what it is; I have seen how 
jubilant they are; they know how to enjoy 
life. Groups of Nagas should be taken round' 
the country, not only on 26th 'Januarjr 
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bat IK other times aho so that they see 
other people, how they live, etc. so that 
they may see for themselves that what wa? 
propagated in Nagaland by interested 
parties was absolutely wrong. Under the 
-leadership of Mrs. Gandhi, the oothitry is 
iaaplemeniing ao-pomt progranuaei they 
ate like any otlra; state and dtey shouki 
also get the benefit. Fortunes tfid mb- 
fortunes should be shared by fdl alike. 
The s^arattst tendency may not be there 
row; but one should be oautious in one’s 
apfRonch. i congratotatc the hon. Minister 
fee seleasiag aU those who were arrested 
' (teing Ac lime of Ae enrlier movement* 
A general amnesty shotUd be granted to 
•all hnoause Acy have surrendered. We 
"SlMaid ateo take stqM to promote industries 
ipr Aot tcgion, wheAer cott^ mdttstries 
-at aMAam or whatever iadmtries. I know 
ia ic dMBeult for Ae hon. Home Mmister 
to mdee a statement oq industriAisation 
at Nagaland. My point is thm it AoAd be 
indWAialbed and made a strong state. 
It may be a small state but it can be deve¬ 
loped industriidly, so that when yoong 
beys get educated and grow up, opportu¬ 
nities may be Acre for employment. 
DAerwise the problem wiU become serious. 

I now come to anoAer point. Some- 
>time back serious charges were made on 
Ae floor of Ac House by several Members 
how some officers misbehaved; how some 
women were raped and so on by Ae 
GRP men. If Ais Aing continues, it will 
give a lot of irritation to those p«)ple 
and whatever good has been done will be 
spoiled. So Ae jawans and oAers we send 
to those areas should behave correctly 
and Aey should protect Ac local people 
against internal and external danger. 
They should be Ae friends of the local 
people so that the sisters ^d moAers of 
Nagaland coulu feel that Ae GRP men 
and others are there for their protection. 
Some cases of rape etc. were mentioned 
here; Aey may be right or Aey may be 
wrong. There was some truth because 
■aonw officers were suspended after some 
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investigatioos. Tile temper and atmosphere 
Aould be created for democratic rule 
because President’s rule might have done 
some good but it canQOt continue inde¬ 
finitely and Ae ground should be prepared 
for a fair ejection as Aey want an elected 
assembly. I feel Aat conditions should be 
created for a fair election and 'elections 
Aould be held. We are supporting Ais 
resolution onfy because of ^certain condi¬ 
tions prevaHtng in Nagahuld; otherwise 
we would not support it. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDT; 
Sir, I wotdd Hke to express my thanks to 
Mr. S. M. Banerjee for ably supporting 
my resiAttion. I have not much to differ 
from Ae sentiments he has expressed, 
namely, a lot of separatist propiA>nda 
had gone on for a long time and Aerefot^, 
we have had trouble in Nagaland for the 
last 30 years. However, ludcily wHh Ae 
underataading by Ae underground Nagas 
of Ae realities of Ac situation etc., a 
climate for reaching an agreement hm 
been created and an accord has been 
entered into. You may also note Aat in 
fulfilment of Ae objectives of Ae accord, 
we have released Ae prisoners. We have 
even returned back the collective fines 
levied long ago inspire confidence and 
faiA in Aem. We have been making avail¬ 
able to Ae Nagaland administration suffi¬ 
cient money for rehabilitating the under¬ 
ground friends who have come over¬ 
ground, so Aat Aey may be able to l,ve 
on the r own, eiAer on agriculture or by 
some other means. The Government of 
India and Ae State Government have 
thus been generous in Ae treatment .of 
Ae underground Nagas and in their re¬ 
habilitation, etc. 

1 agree Aat many young people of 
Nagaland, boA boys and girls, should 
be made to tour Ae oAer areas cf Ae 
country so that Aey may be enabled to 
get a feeling of oneness wiA Aem and 
they may also see the developments going 
on. Therefore, we are trying to sec that 
more and more Naga boys and girls go 
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to the rest of ladk and observe the life 
of the people. It is aho true litat more 
employment opportunities have to be 
created. There is no gainsaying that fact. 
Sir, you know the area much better than 
many of us. Several steps are being taken 
to improve the communications. In that 
area, communications is one of rite most 
important developments or infrastructure 
for further development. Therefore, though 
communications has lower priority in the 
rest of India in the fifth Plan, thanks to 
the efforts of our Prime Minister, in the 
north-eaitern region communications is 
’ a Very high priority item for development 
of that area. I would request some hon. 
members to go and see that area now. 
It should present a different picture than 
what it Was a decade ago, I am glad to 
see many people there going to the schools 
and colleges and the university in Shillong. 
I have no doubt that with more under- 
stan.iing and more cooperation and more 
development projects coming up there, 
they Would become an intergral part of 
the national mainstream. 

You may have noticed during Question 
Hour or at some other time that a paper 
mill is being sought to be established, 
Whidi is a big one, in Nagaland. That is 
not on behalf of the Nagaland Govern¬ 
ment, but on behalf of the central sector 
of the plan. I do not know at what stage 
it is, but it is being pushed through and 
it will provide large employment. There is 
also a sugar factory at Din^pur. We are 
trying to see diat more employment op- 
poutunities are made available in the area. 

I entirely agree with Shri Banerjee 
that the officers and others who go there 
must behave in such a manner as to make 
the Nagas feel that friends have come to 
help them. I think We are instilling that 
sense of responsibility in them. 

So far as elections are concerned, 
certainly they will come in due time. 
But, at the present moment, aa you are 
aWare, it is not oj^ortune to have the 
elections. We shall certainly bear your 
1SQ8 y ' 


observation in tmnd and try to see tha^ 
Nagaland is not attempted to be perpetually 
under President’s Rule.

STATUTORY RESOLUTION RB. 
CONTINUANCE IN FORCE OF 
TI-IE PROCLAMATION IN RESPECT 
OF TAMIL NADU 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We now 
take up the next Resolution in respect 
of Prcsivlential Prodamation on Tamil 
Nadu. 

THE MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY): Sir, I beg to move: 

“That this House approves the con¬ 
tinuance in force of the Proclatnation 
dated the 21st January, 1976, in respect 
of Tamil Nadu, issuc<.i under article 
356 of the Constitution by the Presi¬ 
dent, for .a further period of six momhli 
With effect from the loth September# 
1976.” 

Hon. Members Wuidd recall that the 
Prodamation under artide 356 of the 
Constitution issued by the President 
in relation to I’amil Nadu Was ^jproved 
by this House on the loth, Mardi, tsiiytf 
and will continue to be ^in force to 
the 9th September, 1976. A report on the 
performance and achievements of. the 
Government during six months of Presi¬ 
dent’s Rules in Tamil Nadu has been ctro* 
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[ Shri Bc4iimananda Raddy ] 

uUted to the hon. Members in the House. 
In view of the legacy left by the previous 
Government, special emphasis has been 
laid on providing a clean and cfBcient 
administration in the State. Steps 
have been taken to compulsorily retire 
the corrupt and inefficient on the one 
hand,and adequate care has been taken in 
ensuring proper placement of the officers 
on the other. Instructions ■ have been 
issued for speedy rcJressal of public 
grievances and for expeditious action in 
regard to complaints about misuse of 
power and misconduct on the part of the 
Government functionaries at lower levels. 

There has been a noticeable improve¬ 
ment in the laW and order situation in 
the State. The anti-social elements and 
the members of banned organisations have 
been appropriately dealt With under the 
law. ClanJejtiuc circulation of prcjuji- 
cial literature, Wiiic'i Was not earnestly 
tackled by the previous Givernment has 
been brought under control. The labour 
situation has shc)W.i distinct improvement 
since the m>>iition of Presidnet’s Rule 
and several labour disputes involving non¬ 
payment of Wages, retrenchments, lay¬ 
offs and strikes etc. have been rcjolvcd. 

Hon. Members would recall that 
there Were c »mplaints earlier that the 20 ■ 
Point Economic Programme was not 
being effectively implemented in Tamil 
Nadu under the previous Government. 
There has bee a a vast change in this regard 
since the imp^siiion of the President’s 
Rule, and tiie State Government are 
attaching now the highest importance to 
the fulfilment of the new Economic 
programme. In the Wake of regulatory 
and punitive measures undertfcen by the 
Government to ensure more effective dis¬ 
tribution of essential commodities, whole¬ 
sale and retail prices of rice and other 
essential cornu odities have registered a 
noticeable decline. Legislative measures 
for liquidation of rural debts, socialisation 
of urban and urbanistble land have already 
been taken. Other lesiislative proposa' 


to provide protection to cultivating 
tenants, conferxnent of rights of owner¬ 
ship of house sites on rural artisans 
have been processed. Xjcgislation for amend¬ 
ing the Tamil Nadu Celling law is also, 
under the active consideration of the Govern 
ment. NecesJry legislative measures to im¬ 
prove the working of Co-operative Societies 
and Religious Institutions have also been 
taken. Effective steps are beixig taken to 
rciubilitate the bonded labourers by laun¬ 
ching schemes with the assistance of 
nationalised banks. Several bonded labo¬ 
urers since released have already been reha¬ 
bilitated by way of a'ljgnments of culti¬ 
vable land. 

While all efforts are thus being made for 
development of the State and Welfare 
of the people, the administration is 
feeing a difficult task on account of the 
failure of north-east monsoons for the 
second successive year, resulting in scar¬ 
city conditions in 10 out of 15 distrias. 
rhe Central G.ovcrnment have already 
sanctioned 1^. ys crorcs towards drought 
relief measures. Drought relife measures 
and relief operations are in full swing in 
these districts. To overcome the problem 
t)f scarctiy of drinking Water, 32,000 
borc-Wells have been sunk out of a total 
prograntme of 6,300 bore-wells. 
Soil conservation, afforestation, conven¬ 
tional programmes relating tc» medium 
and minor irrigation and roads have been 
undertaken to provide employment in 
the affected districts. In July, the employ¬ 
ment created Was 27 lakh man-days. 

The present term of president’s Rule 
in Tamil Nadu is due to expire on the 9th 
September, I9''6. The administrative 
machinery in the State is now tied down 
to the urgent task of providing relief to the 
drought-affected people in the State. 
Holding of elections before the expiry of 
the present term of the Present’s Rule 
Will thus not be possible. It would be 
dearable also to manitain the current 
drive in cleaning up the administration 
and for speedy development and 
Welfere in the State for some time. Gov- 
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emment, therefore, is of the view that 
President’s Rule in Tamil Nadu should 
be continued for another period of six 
months with eflFect from loth September, 
I 97 < 5 . Rajya Sabha has already approved 
the requisite Re wlution on the 17th August*

The National Forest Policy of 195 * had 
suggested that steps should be taken to 
cnc 'urage and expand th'* .area under forest 
in our country and they had also suggested 
various measures as a result of the imple- 
mettetation of wluclt the country, could 
have forests extending ov'T 33- 3 per cent 
area of our country. Unfortunately the 
national forest policy remained a pious 
wish and we could not do much to increase 
our foerst wealth. After 1952, the next 
concerted effort made the Govern* 
ment was in 1976 when the report of the 
National Commission on Agriculture was 
represented. This is no doubt a very com¬ 
prehensive report whidi has made many 
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[Shri Ajit Kumar Saha] 

recoiiunendaticms in regard to the deve¬ 
lopment and utilisation of forest wealth. 
During the last 26 years we have not 
been able to achieve any progress in re¬ 
gard to the development fmrcsts in out 
country. As per the figures contained in 
the 1976 report wc find that in 1950 the 
area undiir man made forest was 29,210 
hectares. In 1972 there was a marginal 
increase of 2-3 per cent of this 
area and this proves how badly we have 
been negVccting our natural resourses. Not 
only this even the existing forests are not 
being niilLsed fully. A proper utilisa¬ 
tion of the forest wealth will go a long 
way to improve the economic conditions 
of our country. It will not only 
help out defence efforts, communicelions 
and other industries but it can in a big 
way help to solve the problem of une¬ 
mployment which is prevailing in our 
country in menacing proporions. The 
administtation of the i'orests is in the 
hards of the State Governments. From 
the report referred to above wc find that 
the total number of persons engaged by 
the Central Government for the main¬ 
tenance and development of foersts is 
935°2. Tlic number tu technical persons 
engaged by these egencits is however 
not mentioned in this report. These 
figuers only indicate that wc arc not paying 
adequate attention to the forests that they 
deserve. Not only tlus tlie amount 
of moncyspent by each State Government 
for tl is purpose is also quite insufficient. 
Paucity of funds is no dobut one of the 
chief handicaps for the State Gover- 
rments to develop forests in our country 
and I would lliercfore request the Central 
Government to give liberal assistance to 
the State Governments so that they can 
make best use of the forests. Needless 
to mention. Sir, that the forests are also 
good foreign exchange earners. During 
1973-74 we had exported forest pro¬ 
ducts to a tune of Rs. 95*42 crotes. While 
weeamfrtim forests we still continue 
to import forest products for otir internal 


needs. For the same period of I973«74. 
we spent a sum of Rs. 46*96 crores for 
the import of newsprint, paper board anAi 
pulp etc. If we can folly develop the man 
made forests in our country much of the 
expenditure on import cart be curtailed 
and to that extent our country’s economy 
wUl be benefited. We get a lot of things 
from our forests. We. get medicinal, 
herbs and honey from the jungles of Sun- 
derbans. I would urge upon the Gov¬ 
ernment to have well chalked out plans 
for rearing of bees and extraction of honey 
from the lungles of Sunderbans. This 
will offer employment to the local people 
and will also boost our national economy. 

I would like to make a specie! reference 
about the way the bidi jungles are being 
utilised at present. There are a number 
of bidi jungles in the district of Bankura 
of West Bengal and in the neighbouring 
State of Orissa. Most of these jungles 
arc still being owned by the private tra¬ 
ders. The workers engaged by these 
traders get a nominal amount of 50/60 
Paisa per dsy and thus the owners corner' 
a huge profit out of the sale of the bidi 
leaves. The exploitation of these workers 
is indeed pitiable and I would request the 
Central Government to exert their influ¬ 
ence on those two State Governments sO' 
that special legislation is passed, to safe¬ 
guard the interests of the bidi leaf colle¬ 
ctors. 1 would also request the 
Central Government to nationalise the 
forests that are still in private hands. With 
thc.se measures, I am sure wc would be 
able to make a better progress in the 
sphere of forest development in the co un . 
try than before.

"There may be genuine appr*- 
hension in the States that an all India 
Act woulil introduce and element of re- 
gidity, whicit may not meet the special 
problems consccitmg forestry in a State, 
Under Article 252 (2) of the Consti¬ 
tution, ‘any Act so passed by parliam¬ 
ent (on any of the matters included in 
the State List) may be amended or 
repealed by an Act of l^arli ament passed 
or adopted in like manner but shall 
not, as respects any State to which 
it applies be amend d or repealed by 
an Act of the Legislature of that State.” 
It is likely that some of the States would 
be imwilling to give up their power 
of amending Forest Acts, whenever 
considered expedient.

SHRl CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneswar) : Mr. Chairman Uia perhaps 
a coincidence of history and our civilisation 
that the greatest feature of our land is that 
it is the land of Lord Budha who was born 
under a tree. He has said something about 
iordu. I want to quote it. 

Lord Budha said: 

“Tlte forest is a peculiar organism 
of unlimited kindness and benevolence 
that makes no demands for itsfsustenace, 
extends generously its life activity* 
affords protection to all beings, offerii^ 
shade even to the axeman who destroys 
it”. 

~r|iy haM »ver latest information is available 
about our forests, it i« di8qpiietit«; it shows 
that in recent years our country has lost 
five mfflion acres of ridt ftwest land. 
Today only Z 2 per cent of the totdland 
’ju our toutttty is under ^DIe8t8* 
whereas •** limit atipulatedTnthe natimud 
for es t T'°Slcy resolution says dMt at leatt 
J3.3 pat cent, that is, one third of "tfie' 


tout ai'^a shouid be under forests. Even the 
22 per cent I mentioned is the avenge; 
there are states in India where the total 
area tmder forests is only 5-6 per cent of 
the total land area of the state. I think 
with proper scientific management of our 
forest wealth* we could add to our national 
wealth every year about Rs. 1000 crores 
in terms of land fertility, manure to 
our fields, fuel wood, etc. It ia itself a 
modest figure. Today we get produett 
worth about Rs. 30 crores while we spend 
nearly Rs. 22 crores for the upkeep and 
maintenance of the forest resources and 
wealth. You can see how uniailised diis 
wealth is. Added to this, during the last 
two decades, deforestation has been going 
on at three times the rate of afforestation. 
India had 15 per cent of the world’s popula¬ 
tion but only two per cent of the wtnrld’s 
forest area. As a result cf deforestation, 
fuUy half of India’s land surface has been 
rendered unmable due to erosion, Hoods 
and water logging. Millions of acres of 
top soil has been washed away every year 
and the total loss of fertilisers in that soil 
so washed away is even greyer than 
India’s annual production of chemical fer¬ 
tilisers, includiqg imported fertilisers. 
Some scientists have calculated that so 
erosion had already ruined millions of hei - 
tares of cultivated land reducing them to 
submaqginal levels. Because forest area is 
shrinking fuel wood is not available .to the 
teeming millions in our countryside. |r 
D ecember 1927 Gandhi was oi) his foot 
march and when he was waikiag all over 
Orissa, he was at one place caUed Bolgan 
in my area and he had written that he saw a 
man belonging to the weaker sections of 
our society, « Scheduled Castes man 
bringing fuel wood to sell in the auuket. 

Today that continues and one has to 
work for the whole da/ to get some fiael 
wood to sell in the market, whidi wUI 
btsng him Rs. i‘5o or 2 a ^y. Bj^qnpe 
the forests are shrinking, the wb<^ 
has to go miles and miles to orit^ >lij lt 
wood. ABCon£ng. to an 
4QomiVion‘toiitnei of vinet 
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domestic fuel in India annually, which 
amounts to burning up fertiliser equi¬ 
valent to the production of more than 
eight Sindri fertiliser plants. Nearly 
four million hectares of utilisable land had 
been permanently lost to productive agri¬ 
culture through the formation of ravines. 

Mr. Daga has already quoted from the 
Estimates Committee’s report. In I 974 " 75 » 
the Estimates Committee has stated in its 
report that the National Forest Policy Re¬ 
solution envisaged that 2000 crores of trees 
would be necessary to restore the hydro- 
logical nutritional balance of the country 
and under the Land Transformation Pro¬ 
gramme of the Central Government, plant¬ 
ing of 30 crores of trees during ten years 
was planned, but government had not 
undertaken any specilic scheme under this 
programme. 

Aboiu tlte development of forest roads, 
the committee states: 

“The committee are concerned to 
note that against tlie target of 11,050 
km of roads to be construaed during 
the fourth five year plan, the likely 
achievement by the end of the plan 
would be 7,100 KM only, a shortfall 
of about 36%.” 

I have seen that in the Simtlipal National 
Park in Mayurbhanj district in my State, 
called ‘Project Tiger’ by the Government 
of India, the tigress Khairi and other 
are attracting thousands of tourists. 
It is one of the most beautiful spots in the 
world you can sit till 8 or 9 o’clock in the 
night and watch the deer, bufSdocs, tigers 
and other animals. But there is not a 
single mile of good road in that 
4000 sq, mile areg. I do not think much 
money has been spent out of the money 
allotted for Prt^ect Tiger in developing 
this national pai^. I have my own per¬ 
sonal, experience also. Neat Mahanadi 
dwte is an area called Badasilinga where 
30*000 ttib^ reside. Thera is on© 


KM of road there, not to speak of primary 
health centres, etc. As you know, Kendu 
leaves are used to prepare biris and in 
my State the forests provide employment 
to 2 lakhs of people. In the whole country, 
the forests provide employment to about 
30 lakh of people. Under the 20 point 
programme, our aim is to provide employ¬ 
ment to millions of people. I think a 
scientific management of forests can pro¬ 
vide employment to 10 million people every 
year. 

Some of the East African countries are 
earning as much as Rs, 100 crores in 
foreign exchange from t^’cir wild life 
sanctuaries. We can double this income- 
if we can properly develop wild life sanc¬ 
tuaries in tliis country. Son.e experts 
have suggested that if you invest Rs. 1,125 
crores in a phased manner, India can be 
made green, I do not know how much 
money the government will be able to 
spend and what the planners have thought 
about it. But Shri Sanjay Gandhi’s call 
to the vast masses of youth to make India 
green by tlicirinvolvement is a verytimely 
programme and it has enthused the youth. 
I have gone to UP, Bokaro and other places 
and I have seen how tlic youths can be 
involved m planting trees. 

Though the Government of India have 
made some efforts during the last 27 years 
to make India green, they have not met 
with mudi success. But if this call is 
implemented, if the youth are determined to 
make India green, the way they are re¬ 
planting I can say that the coming 25 years 
would be the greening of India, and it is 
the youth jof India which will involve 
itself in this task. 

Here I want to say that one of the 
biggest sources of bladkmoney which has- 
not been plugged so far is the forest cem- 
tractors. The way they are plundteriJ^. 
the forest wealth of this country, it ia- 
really surprising why the Goverom^ 
havenotmkep anystrong measurea againsr 
them. 
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We are saying that we ate going to 
amend the Constitution to include educa¬ 
tion in the Concturent List. It is our 
suggestion that forest wealth should 
also be included in the Concurrent List, 
so that the Centre can get involved in the 
implementation of this programme of mak¬ 
ing India green in the coming few Years. 
In fact a proposal in this regard has been 
brought before the Prime Minister and it 
may come before the Cabinet very soon. 
I hope that Shri Sh'nde, who is determined 
to do something when the Government 
int^ded to do something, will pay some 
attention to this problem. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara) : Mr 
Chairman, like our learned friend Shri 
Panigrahi, I also c me from a forest area. 
There is not much that it can add to what 
has been said on th s subject by the Move 
of the Resolution, Shri Deo, with all his 
concern for the forests, and Shri Daga 
and Shri Pait'gralii. 

The main thrust of tlic Resolution seems 
to be to have 33 per cent of the Indiait 
sub-continent as forest ares. I am 
sure That Shri Deo has in mind is not 
a uniform 33 per cent for all Stares, because 
there could be states which will have forests 
more than the prescribed limit of 33 per 
cent, while there may be other States which 
have very little scope for having forests. 
For instance, take the Ingo-Gangetic plan, 
where we cannot think of having 33 per 
cent of forests. At the same time, in the 
sub-Himalayan range, from where Shri 
Mahajan comes, or tlie Western Glut area, 
the forest area will be more than 33 per 
cent. I hope what the mover meant is an 
average of 33 per cent, whereas the present 
average is only round about 20 to 22 per 
cent. 

I come from a district (I am not refe- 
rring to my constituency, which is much 
big^) wlUch has 4,500 sq. miles of forests. 
At oite time, 85 per cent of the area of diat 
district was under forests; now it has come 
down to 6s per cent. I am refbtring to the 
dlstxia of North Canon, with wdadi shri 


Shinde is familiar, which is .on the 
West Coast, which has the densest 
forests in the whole state of KarUi* 
tata. We give the State exchcqtier Rs. 
18 to Rs. 20 crorcs of forest revenue every 
year. The injustice that is being done to 
the forest areas, which I am afraid has not 
yet been higli lighted, at the political level, 
is entirely be ng done by the nonforest 
areas of this country. The forest areas 
are being treated today as very conven’cnt 
sources of revenue where you invest 
nothing. For an industry you have to 
invest in capital, for agr'culture you have 
to invest in inputs, you have to provide 
credit and infrastructure but when it . 
comes to^the cuttmg down of forests, you 
do it indiscriminately. I will not say what 
the baser oflkials in the bureaucratic 
mach’nery do when it comes to a question 
of linking with the forest contractors who 
arc sources of revenue for other purposes, 
but tak ng the r'ght rojal path by wh’cli 
money goes into and comes out of the Con¬ 
solidated Fund of Ind a, you take Rs. 20 
crores and you are not paying back or 
ploughing back into tile forests even Rs. 

I crore. How can we think in terms of 
the lofty resoluf on of Mr. P. K. Deo that 
the whole country should become green 
and that there should be forests growing 
galore in the whole country? It is plainly 
impossible until and unlc s the Government 
of India comes down wjth a firm hand and 
says that at least 50 per cent should be put 
back into the forest out of what is taken 
out as forest revenue, with an exceedingly 
good price for timber. Then, you will 
be able to keep the forests neat and in 
tact, in a wonderful condition. You have 
not been doing it. 

Wfen our Home Minister, Shri Breh» 
mananda Reddy, was the Chsirman of 
Sixth Finance Commissirn, I brought this 
to his kind notice, hut unfortunately it 
fell on sympathetic but deaf ears. There 
is in certain areas, in regard to finance, 
what we call indigenous coknislism. It 
is not imparted. Mutei-natimud and other 
people are involved in it, it is plan, indigen> 
ott, made-in-lndit coiloiiialisffl when 
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backward atcaa of this country, loore 
particulariy the hiUy and ftwst areas, ate 
nude to serve the interests of the more 
advanced parte of the country and that is 
where exploitation takes place right tinder 
our own nose when wc want to remove 
regional irabalaTces. I am afraid the Res¬ 
earch and other wings of the Govemmem 
■ of India have not been able to pay their 
attention to it. Therefore, the request for 
the inclusion of forests in the Concurrent 
List has not come a day too soon. It 
is most perfectly timed. 

You have constituted the Indian Forest 
Service as one ol the All India Services, 
but who are the persons who have been 
taken into this service? The same old 
bureaucrats who had made their names as 
corrupt officials and Rangers in the State 
service. Could you not find better people ? 
It contains the same people who colluded 
with the lumber and forest contractors 
for fighting out their cases in the Supreme 
Court regarding their senioritj. etc. The 
same people are back again in tiic Indian 
Forest Service. What guarantee is there and 
what assurance that it will tJeliver the 
goods? 


My friend Shri Daga ma> not know 
that there are a dozen ways in which the 
forests can be denuded. The marking 
is done by the Forest Guard. All of us 
from the forest areas know that an area of 
about 200 or 300 acres is earmaked and then 
there is a clearance around it, bin the forest 
contractor simply goes into the adjacent 
area and nobody prevents him, he cuts 
down the ttees, stadts them and sells them 
and makes up his quota. There is a lot 
of snniga^ing o£ sagdalwood. I am afraid 
that with the fiwest policy as « present and 
the Indian Forest Service constituted as 
at pieseot of officers who ate in the hands 
of the bulkier contractors and the forest 
contiactota who carry on the dntifis of the 
fiMtat policy, as at pcelent, your entire ftc- 


cste in this country, particular^ at leas t 
as far as my district is known,oit myper> 
sonal experience, are not going to reach 
33 per cent, your forests ate heading 
towards extinction and in the process, 
quite a few people will become fabulously 
rich. But your whole country and its 
ecological balance win be diatewted and 
destroyed beyond recognition. 

1 would, therefore, welcome the Reso¬ 
lution. But win the hon. Minister on 
such a vital subject which concerns our 
ecological balance, the rainfall, the mons¬ 
oons, the timeliness of monsoons and more 
important the resoiuces which can be multi¬ 
plied, do something concrete ? I think, the per 
acre yield of forest in this roimtry stands 
at about Rs. 25 to Rs 30 as compared to 
about Rs. 3SO to 400 in a country like Geiv 
many witlt reserved forests. 1:10 is the 
ratio. It is possible to make our own for¬ 
ests more productive, give encouragement 
to those areas in order to protea and pres¬ 
erve their forests by starting forest-based 
industries. Thank God, we had a very good 
example of forest-based industries started. 
I3ut now they are going for ivwt of funds. 

I hope, the hon. Minister will think in 
terms of a Forest Development C siporation 
being ably aisisted by Central assi¬ 
stance in order to see that what is taken 
out IS fed back there. If that is done, 
wc can reach 33 per cent and we can have 
a green India. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO 
^Bellary): Mr Chairman, Sir I thought it 
was my duty to take part in this discussion 
1 had read about this item. 

We have been talking a great deal about 
the forest policy, afforestation and so 
on and, I think, it was nearly 20 or 22 
years ago that VariMnohaisam was started, 
if I am not mistakai, by the then Miniser 
of Agricubure, late Mr. K. M. Munshi 
Since then, every year there is a rittttl 
when all VIPs, go and.idant trees. Some- 
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times they are photogrt^hed; sometimes they 
are not photographed. But nobody hears 
afterwards about those trees. One day* 
Mr. Shinde will be in that same positioi^ 
having to talk about previous history of 
planting trees. Life is always at a ta ng e n t. 

I. was not the Minister in*charge of forests 
at any time. Mr Shinde happens to be the 
Minister of Agriculture for the Last 12 
years . At least, he should be in a position 
to say something abom what has happened 
to trees which we have been planting for 
the last 12 years. He should be able to 
say at least about some of the trees planted 
about 10 or 9 years ago. 

We have th' Vanamohatsava. But we 
have never heard about follow-up, whether 
after three months w 20 or 15 days, the 
VIP wh'- planted the tree even enquires as 
to what has happened to the tree thit he had 
planted. I do not know whether anything 
like follow-up of the* tree plantati m pro¬ 
gramme is there. For a long time I have 
been feeling that one of the most neglected 
aspects of Indian agricultural economy is 
the forests. We have been doing very 
well as for as foodgrains crops are concer¬ 
ned and also some of the cash crops even 
though many of the cash crops are wanting 
in inventive and innovative research. But 
not enough has been done as far as the 
forests are concerned. 

We have got a very good organisation, 
the Indian Gouncil of Agricultural 
Research. We have got various research 
institutes dealing with various crops, vari¬ 
ous climates, local-based research region- 
based research and so on. But I do not know 
whether the kind of research attention 
which is giv«a to agricultural crops is 
given to forest crops also. We give a 
lot of attention to agricultural crops. 
We are now giving some attention 
to dairy, not inde-d as much as it 
ought to be. When we come down to 
forests, we seem to think that it grows 
by itself. Forests grow by themselvea 
they die by themselves and they r^row 
by themselves. I know I am caricaturing. 
T 3 iax I am doing it deliberately because 


it seems to me that one of Ae most impor¬ 
tant sources of nation-building, national 
development in Ais country is the inc¬ 
rease of our forest vwalA. It is not merely 
a question of exploitation of the existing 
one, but it is a question 'of adding to our 
forest weatlh, making use of the land 
which is unfit for anything except as forests. 
The other day I was talking to a very dis¬ 
tinguished scientist. He said that the 
problem of Rajasthan could be solved 
when a haevy rainfall was Aere| Aey had 
so many programmes ready, and as soon 
as there was a heavy raiitfall, they would 
immediately plant millions of trees, and 
once that was done, later on Aey would 
be able to fend for Acmselves because Aey 
only needed so much heavy rains initially. 
I do not know whether that programme has 
been fulfilled in RajasAan or not. I think, 
this year Acre has been a lot of rainfall. 
This was told to me a couple of years ago. 

It seems to me that Acre has got to 
be a very systematic attempt at affores¬ 
ting areas Whidi are not afforested noW and 
also at seeing that the forests which exist 
do not disappear. It is not merely a ques¬ 
tion of wild anirnals, tigers and so on. 

I know, tigers are important. But more 
than that, the most important raw mate¬ 
rial base today in the world is forest. There 
Was a time when gas Was not a base 
at all, gas Was being burnt aWay 
after Ac oil Was found. But now gas 
has become a most important raw 

material- As important aS mines, 

even more important Aan minerris, t r: 
forests. And what is the amount of money 
that We ate spending to see that our 
forest Wealth is sustained, maintained, 
expanded and increased. It seems to 
me Aat some kind of an evaluation 
on the subject, either in this 
discussion or elsewhere* Will be a useful 
thing to do, because, the country’s atten¬ 
tion must be focussed on our forest pro¬ 
blems and forest policy. It should not be 
viewed merely from the point of vieW" 
of spectacular public denvmstration efiEect,. 
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But talcing advantage of the public demon- 
. stration effect, We should see to it that We 
have som: tim;*bDUnd programnie of fo¬ 
rest deveIopin:nt, region-wise, which can 
Ste progressed, m'>nitore4 and evaluated. 


1 Would like to mention something on 
which I have been very much distressed. 
A longtime back—this again goes backto 
my previous history, because I was not 
■only a Minister like my friend, Mr. 
'Shinde, but I also happened to b- in the 
■planning Commission before that, I hope , 
MrShinde will, one day, find himse If in that 
placeand then he will know w'lat happens 
'toPIan-inthe Planning Comtuission we had 
a cmcrete p.-ogramme of village forests. 
'Evetybody says that villages have no 
fuel, that the villagers are using as fuel 
all the manure and so on. The Prime Min¬ 
ister mentioned the other day about the 
use of bio-gas and soon. This has help d 
some people, but the poorest people are 
not only between the Devil and the 
deepseabutthey are getting into the deep 
sea. It is an ecanom'C necessity which 
drives the village people to use as fuel 
what, they know, is m io’i mire useful as 
a fertiliser. But what are We doing for their 
fuel requirements ?A long time back We 
had a programme, in the Ministry of Agri¬ 
culture, of village forests : We Were supp osed 
to take in each village a certain am >uo t of 
wasteland and there WaS to be a program¬ 
me of growing quick-growing fuel-usable 
Woods which would supply the village 
with its fuel req'i'remjnts. Tiiis programme 
must be more than 13 or 14 years old. 

I Want the Minister to tell the H ouse what 
has happened to this programme, 
how many villageSb have got the village 
fuel forests, whether that programme has 
been successful,wiethertherehaveb ‘?n any 
diiilculties, whether the pan chayats have 
been able to do it or not, what exactly 
■is the p>sition regarding village fuel re- 
<ltiireinents. 


In my state it was during the period 
of one of the previous Chief Ministers- 
thereWasa big programme for planting 
the State with eucalyptus. There 
is such a thing as industrial 
forests. So many thin^ are required 
for industrial pui-poses. Hive you < any 
Programme for industrial forests ? Have 
you marked out 11 c areas where industrial 
forests can be 1 lanted ? Sometimes we 
get factories on the basis of the existing 
forests, and after ten years, the factories 
find that the supply is exhausted and there 
is no Wav of replanting. The Minister knows 
the case I am referring to. Is there a policy 
regarding industiial forests not merely in 
Words, but in actual details, in terms of 
plants, regions, commodities, investment, 
machinery for operation and so on ? 


I am very glad that my friend, Mr. 
Daga, referred to bungalows in hill 
stations. I am not saying that people should 
not go and live in hill station, but at least 
when these people go to hill stations, they 
need not carry the magnificence of Mala¬ 
bar Hill. Way do they Want to carry all 
their Urban mignificince to those places ? 


You can certainly laydown alaW. You 
can say, ‘Noboay can build a house in 
hill area bigger than such and stich size 
and you can tell them that only in these 
placesyoucan baild your house*. Tnerefote» 
I welcome the suggestion which has been 
made by my friend that We must have 
some kind of a good, real and restric¬ 
tive policy regarding house construction 
in hill areas, not only to preserve the 
beauty but also to see that the forests 
in those hill areas are protected. 

I would just like to say one or two wo¬ 
rds before I dnisih. Both my friends said 
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'pm forests on the Conconent List*. Sir* 
XwouMliHetogooncecordin this House 
that putting a thing with uMch you are 
not sadsfieda in the Concurrent List does 
not mean that the problem is going 
to |be solved. I have the greatest 
respect for the Government of India* 
having ftmctioned in its midst* but I do 
not think that the Government of India* 
'located in Delhi* is capable of doing all 
the things that are prescribed as govern¬ 
mental functions. India is a vast country. 
It is a big country and this is a very simple 
answer* ‘If anything goes wrong, put it 
in the Concurrent List*. But have you 
thought whether the Centre has got all 
the machinery to implement and all the 
resources for handling all the problems ? 
I can tell you ' my experience, both 
as a Member of the Planning Commission 
and as a Central Minister. I find the State 
officials are far more conunitted bacause 
they are much more in touch with the 
people. The central officials are removed 
by two or three removes from the people 
at large whereas your District Officials 
and the State Officials, the State 
Agricultural Officer and others are 
very much more concerned with it. 
Therefore, I would life to say that this 
solution of putting every thing 
in the Concurrent List is no solution at 
all. I Would like to strongly go on record 
as opposing this suggestion that in order to 
have a better forest policy you should put 
it in the Concurrent List. I do not mind 
having preservation of wild life in the Con¬ 
current List. Certainly put all the lions, 
tigers, bisons --not buffaloes—and all that 
kind of wild animals in the Concurrent 
List and I am sure the Central Govern- 
.ment will be able to tackle them* but do 
not put all the forests in the Concurrent 
List 


Finally, I just wanted to say how st- 
'Tona^y I felt about a very important pro- 
*blem. That is ^out the catchment areas. 
l>o you know in many of die catchment 


areas one of the reasons why we are halv¬ 
ing this trouble about monsoon — as a mat- 
teroffact in the olden days We never had 
power cuts and reservoirs and xivers rot 
filling up and it is only a matter of the 
last 15-20 years is that the catchment arms 
are not being looked after properly. 


The Minister knows it very well. We 
also know that in the case of irrigation the 
most important thing is the protection of 
the catchment areas. But all tlje Water 
comes there but does not go through and 
flow down properly. If there is no proper 
forest policy rcganling catchment areas* 
not only you do not get the Water there 
but when you get the Water you also get 
a lot of erosion. The silt is carried, good 
soil is lost and a great deal of land also 
gets lost. Therefore, I think a catchment 
areas forest policy, industrial forest policy 
and village/wood forest policj'^ and a hill 
area forest policy-all these are required. 


I would like to suggest to tlte hon Mi¬ 
nister. I know there is a book—a fat 13 or 20 
Volumes book broughtout by the National 
Commission on Agriculture. But unfor¬ 
tunately, We, the Members of Parliament 
are all very busy and We have got to do 
so many tilings and it is very difficult for us 
to read the 20 volumes even if one Wants 
to do it. I would suggest: let Mr. Sltinde 
who is a lover of agriculture and a very 
committed Minister, get a white paper pre¬ 
pared by his Ministry to let us know what 
the facts are about om' forests. I was as¬ 
king Mr. Deo who Was jiftt sitting fadhind 
me as to what is the percentage of forests. 
He says it is only 22.5%. Ido not be¬ 
lieve it because what is called even a shrub 
is included in forests. Now Partheninm 
grows wildly in Delhi and after soii:«e tune* 
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the Partheniiim forests sdso will form 
part of the 22.5 .% forests. As we 
know, in the olden days, we used to 
have so much cultivable waste and every¬ 
body thought that India has 100 miUion 
acres of land and this can be brought 
under extensive cultivation. But when 
we went into great detail, we found it 
was not 100 million acres but it was only 
I4“IS million acres. Therefore, let us 
have some proper classification, let us 
know what our forests arc, let us know 
what is our forest policy, what is the pre¬ 
sent position, what is the Budget and 
I think it is possible for us to do. After 
all, tlte State Governments arc depending 
on the Central Government for assistance, 
for technical assistance as well as financial 
assistance. It seems to me a white paper 
on these lines can be made. This is 
the time when the youth of the country 
are taking to afforestation and to tree- 
planting in a big way. The country’s 
attention is being focussed on the subject 
of tree plantation and afforestation. So 
let us know and I have no doubt that wc 
have all the material in the Ministry. Let 
a White paper be brought about quickly 
about the forest wealth of India, its current 
status, its utilisation and the policy needed 
to make the forests a very important, pro¬ 
ductive and accelerating factor in Indian 
economic development, rural development 
as well as employment. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA (Bhanjaragar): 

I need not go much into the 
theoretical proposition already placed 
before the House. In the report, which 
has been brought out by the Commission 
on Agricultural D'vclopment, there is 
one volume which is specially devoted to 
forest development. 

It is recognised that it is a renewable 
natural resource. How this can be 
developed ? This is our main ob|ective. 
While these ceconunendations are there, 
we can repeat them several times, there is 
no harm; truth can be repeated' several 


times. But so fsr as the hon. Minister 

is concerned, he knows very ttfell what 
those recommendadons are. Members 
have repeated the same thing. While I 
do not wish to repeat the same thing, I 
would like to bring one aspect to his atten¬ 
tion. 

There are short-term planning and long¬ 
term planning. There are many things 
to be looked into on how to increase forest 
wealth. Forest industry can be best 
developed for our industrial development. 
Dr. V.K.R.V. Rao made certain valuable 
suggcstiims from his own experience. 

Here what I want to say is this. We 
are implementing the 20-point programme.. 
Every attention should be bestowed on 
the needs of the rural sector .ind the back¬ 
ward sector. 

Take Orissa for instance. One-third of 
the population are adivasis and tribal people 
and they live exclusively on forest areas. 
As Mr. Panigrahi Jhas pointed out, there 
are many jungles there and as far as forest 
wealth is concerned that is the greatest 
wealth in Orissa. As Mr. Shinde is fully 
aware of these aspects, I need not go 
into them in detail. 

One of our aims is to remove poverty 
and from that point of view, the question 
now is, what systematic work you are 
doing in order to remove this poverty 
existing among the weaker sections of the 
society. I am sure more than 75% of 
these weaker sections live in forest areas. 
They s hould be releas ed from their s lavery 
under the contract system. There have 
been casts of pilferage of valuable tim¬ 
ber, teakwood and so on. There has 
been a suggestion made by the Com¬ 
mission saying that labour from neigh¬ 
bouring villages can be directly employed 
to give them a sense of belonging for avoid¬ 
ing pilferage. It can serve two 
purposes. In Orissa, after the Kendu 
leaves nationalisation, we are increasing: 
our tevenuo. Of course there are numy 
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potentialities and very valuable timber, 
ttakwood and other varieties which can 
%e developed. If there is proper planning, 
then, definitely, we shall be able to in¬ 
crease out revenue. The msin thrust of 
our economic programme is how we can 
render real benefits to the adivasis and 
•the tribal people who were exploited day 
In and day out. They are the people 
who do not know what to claim. 

I had been to an area in Phulbhani. 
3n certain areas they merely want drinking 
water—.leave aside the question of road, 
ifailway line etc.,nothing|is there absolutely 
-.and as Shri Tanigrahi pointed out 
-since 1945, under the colonial r^ime, 
the British regime, there was a plan for 
the development of a railway line from Gopal- 
pur upio Botangir via Aska Berampur 
■and Binjhanagar—a forest area. This 
can be developed better if this had 
“been done. I am very sorry that no 
railway line is tafcm to that area. 

That had b:en the planning since 1945. 
We do not. know why that had been shelv¬ 
ed or why that had not been taken up. 
Pot example, there is no proper planning 
cr coordination or anything of that kind 
'by the Centre for Orissa. We have some 
Forest Corporation there and now it has 
becom' a public sector body. In spite of 
that, there is no allocation of funds from 
<che Centre and'it is also not giving prm>cr 
attention and aid as a result of which we 
.are not able to develop it. 

My first point will be this. There n'ust 
'be some systematic planning. Not only 
ithat. A wellknit work must also be 
uken up so as to develop industries there 
'bised on forest materials. If this had 
'been done we could have developjetTrSe* 
(forest wealth. 

As far as contract labour is concerned, 
-everybody wants that the contract labour 
-should be abolished. In Orissa, for exam¬ 
ple, the labour is not being released from 
the slavery. Some legislation has got to 
be enacted for the purpose and there should 

t;5o6 


be some guidelines by the Ctnnt to as to 
abolish the contract labour system there. 
There is already a factory coming up. 
The people there are all tedmical in the 
sense that they pluck the sal seeds 
from the tree as well as pick the same from 
the ground. In Kalahandi, Phulbani and 
Bholongir, myloborum is in plenty. 
This industry has a fgreat potentiality 
which can provide employment to these 
people. We ate not lacking in policies 
but we lack only in the proper implement- 
ation of them whidi we lay down. The 
plan should be sudi that we are able to 
reach the target fixed for the purpose. 
There should be a balance struck as bet¬ 
ween the requirements and the availablity 
of produce as far as wood industry is 
concerned. 

My suggestion is this. As fat as in¬ 
dustrial materials ate concerned, thep 
should be properly utilised. Guidelines 
should also be issued by the Centre to 
the States and central fund should be 
allocated for the purpose what wilt 
contribute to our national economy. 

SHRI GIRIDHAR GOMANGO 
(Koiaput): Mr. Chairman, Sir, I 
would like to raise two or three pc^ts. 
I want to know from the hon. Minister 
what is the forest policy in the tribal 
areas. 

It was discussed in different committees, 
in the Planning Commission and also in 
the Ministry of Home Affairs. The 
tribals had been deprived of the forest 
land by the Fmest Act, 1956. ■ Maharajas 
got compensation but no compensation 
was given to the tribals for having been 
deprived from the forest land. 

You will find that still deforestation is 
going on in the tribal areas. Shifting and 
podu cultivation are also still going on in 
Orissa and other {States. They have 
not .completely stopped it. The tribals 
have to be brought from the hiU tt^s 
to the bottom, to the plains, not to the place 
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in between. In the plains, they must be 
given cultivable lard. As it is, the tribals 
are born in tlus forest, they live in the 
forest and they die in the forest. When 
we are adopting a new policy, giving a 
new dimension to the economy and 
planning, why not give more emphasis 
to stopping deforestation.’ I belong to 
the tribes. In the forest, there is large- 
scale cutting down of trees. Government 
is giving money and land to the tribals to 
settle on that land. 

Priwity should be given to those who 
ate doing Podu cultivation. They should 
be brought to the plains and settled on 
land in the plains. They should be taught 
the techniques of modem cultivation. 
You will be surprised to know that tribals 
grow five or six crops in a year in the forest, 
whereas if they ate given land in the plains, 
they can grow only one or two crops. 
That is why they prefer to be in the forest 
land. So Government should give them 
cultivable lands in the plains and then 
provide them with all teclnical facilities 
for cultivation. 

There is a lot of forest wealth in the 
Koraput district. There there is the 
Dandakaranya project. A large part 
of the forest was cut down. Because 
there are two or tliree electrical lines there, 
an irrigation project and so on, large-scale 
deforestation was taking place. There 
are 300 kilometres of area in the Karaput 
district where there was a proposal by the 
Government of Orissa, to which the Go¬ 
vernment of India had also agreed, to 
undertake aff> restation. It was proposed 
to provide some money for the afforesta¬ 
tion of this area. But the report has not 
yet reached the Government of India. I 
would request the Minister that this dis¬ 
trict should be taken as a priority basis 
and large-scale plantation should be 
tmdertaken. Podu cultivatiou should 
also be stopped. The Planning Commi¬ 
ssion and the Ministry of Agricultiae 
should make the neoessary provision for 
this project. 


I conclude by saying that though forest 
is the land of the tribals now, they ahn n}4 
not be left in the forest, but should be 
brought to the plains and should be taight 
to live on the laud in the plains. 

the MINISTER OF STATE INT 

the ministry of Agriculture 
and irrigation (SHRI ANNA- 

SAHEB P. SHINDE). I am thankful 
to Shri P. K. Deo for moving this Reso¬ 
lution in this august House, for bcatuse 
of this Resolution interest has been 
evinced in this matter, which is one of the 

very important aspects of our national 
life. 

Many Members have participated ia 
this debate; 11 am particularly happy- 
that one of our very senior members,. 
Dr. V.K.R.V. Rao, has found time to 
come here and also participate in the debate- 
and make very valuable si«gcstions for 
our consideration. 

It is known to all, and it is a matter of 
conam to all, that all is not well with the 
forests in our country. The specific- 
importance of forests from the points of 
view of ecology, soil conservation, protec¬ 
tion of the catchment areas and of fodder,, 
fuel and timber resources, all thisis known., 

But unfortunately what has been happen¬ 
ing Perhaps this is not confined to India> 
Quite often we may draw an inference- 
or gain an impr«sion that only we ia 
India arc doing something very wrong; 
that is not so. I am net justifying what ia 
happening. If we look to the history of 
civilisation, we find the more the so called 
civilisation developed, the mote the forests 
were destroyed. One of the very • renown¬ 
ed areas of forests, Mesopotamia, was at one¬ 
time so dense a forest area that it produced 
the best timber in the world which was 
so much in demand for ship building; 
industry. What has happened to that 
now ? Middle East is a desert area now. 
Major warfiues also involving laigescale- 

destruction of forests led to sudi a situation. 
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Thwefore, while we claim that we are 
■advancing we are bringing about im¬ 
balances in our habitat and in the ecology 
«stablished on this globe, and thus reduce 
or destroy some of the favourable aspects 
which make life in this globe happitt 
-nnd fuller. This is hapening in many 
other countries also but fortunately in 
-some countries at least there has of late 
been an awareness and they have started 
•developing forests. This realisation 
■tame to us a little late ; we were a colonial 
country and as soon as we attained inde¬ 
pendence, the late K.M. Munshi who was 
'Che Agricultural Minister at that time, 
-as Dr. V.K.R.V. Rao mentioned, put 
■forward a forest policy resolution which 
'led to an awareness that something positive 
has to be done to protect forests. The en¬ 
lightened public of our cotmtry supported 
Chat policy resolution but even after 
that between 1951 and 1973 almost 3*4 
million hectares of forests were dmuded 
or destroyed. If statistics are worth 
anything, that is what we have; technically 
■this much land has been taken out of the 
‘forest area. There may be other areas 
which may be categorised technically as 
Sorest area but trees will not be there and 
if we included that area also, the total area 
would come much larger. We see this 
when we move around the country. The 
Himalayas in certain regions were so 
dense forests; denudation had (taken place 
there. So mach so we find that the 
Bhakra system which we have constructed 
■at such an enormom cost is getting silted 
■« a fast rate. In the plains again soil 
erosion is taking place at a very fast rate. 
We are a monsoon .country and one of 
the characteristics of a monsoon 
country is that we have torrential raim 
and a lot of the top soil is curled to re¬ 
servoirs that we have built thus reducing 
<he life of those reservoirs. During the 
1972 elections, I was on an election tour 
for the assembly elections and I went to 
•tmc of the forts called Torna in Maha¬ 
rashtra; it was the first fort conquered 
by Shivaji and the election meeting which 
1 was to address was organised at the base 


of that fort. I found not ■a single tree on 
that fort. I asked them, what, is die 
rainfall here ? They said lao”. But 
not a single tree was there. Mr. 
P.K. Deo has laid stress on what is happen¬ 
ing in Orissa. Ttus is no confined to any 
one State, it is really a irational problem. 
Therefore, it is right that many hon. 
members have expressed serious concern 
about this phenomenon. 

174)0 hrs. 

The issues are known. The main 
thing is, what to do about it. What Dr, 
V.K.R.V. Rao mentioned is the crux of 
the matter. There is nothing wrong 
about vana makotsava. There ate 

some weaknesses in it which have to 
be removed. Trees were planted but 

responsibility for looking after the trees 
was never fixed. I am very clear in my 
mind that unless a tree plaming programme 
is tied up (with individual responsibility 
being fixed for looking after the trees, no 
improvement is possible. It is no use 
fixing responsibility on a whole village for 
locking after the trees. Responsibility 
should be fixed on individu al s and not 
merely on paper. It should be done iu a 
realis’ic way with a sense of responsibi¬ 
lity. Fortunitely, during the last oue 
year, there has been a debate on afforesta¬ 
tion and planting of trees; it is a healthy 
sign. Previously this matter was being 
discussed amongst intellectuals without 
any practical prc^ramme. Now a practical 
programme is coming up. Apart from 
fixing individual responsibility, the stage 
has qow come when some social conven¬ 
tions have to be developed in this country. 
If a child is born, why not plant a tree ^ 
If somebody dies, why not plant a tree ? 
Instead of merely religious rituals—I am 
not against them if somebody wants them—■ 
we can develop such new conventkxia 
which are of vital interest to society. 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; You can say 
that at every inauguration ceremony of 
foundation stone laying ceremony, » 
tree should be planted. 
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SHRI AMNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
Yes, that would be hclfdul. Now u^ien a 
VIP comes, we see a race by peoide coming 
with costly[garlaods to make theirpresence 
felt. Instead of that, they can take the 
responsibility for one tree. Then our 
social life will be healthier. 

Although there is some merit in the 
argument for bringing forests under the 
con current list, it is not so mudt a question 
of law. I appreciate the vital point made 
by Dr. V.K,R.V. Rao Mr. Daga Said 
that our Forest Act is very old. I agra. 
We asked the National Commission on 
Agriculture to examine it. We have come 
to the conclusicn that this Act has to be 
bro ught up-to-date. We have also con- 
su Ited a few States. Since it is a State 
subject, unless the requisite number of 
States support us, we shall not be in a 
position to move the necessary Bill in 
this House. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO : 
Why not call a meetirg of the Forest 
ASinisterS in Delhi ? No such meeting 
has been called so far. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
We have got the Central Board of Forestry 
and also the Standing Committee on 
Forestry. As far as the Central Board of 
Forestry is concerned, all the Forest 
Ministers are ‘members. It meets very 
regularly. Only recently, about 8 or 9 
months earlier, it met at Hyderabad and I 
presided over th e meetir g. So far the 
Standing Ct mmittee on Forestry is 
concerned, I presided over that meeting 
also at Simla only last June. If it is 
felt that further meetings areneccssary, 
we w ill hold them. I am not objecting to 
it ; I am on a slightly different 
issue. It is not so much thetechnicality 
or the organisauwial set up. I am not 
saying that the forest department iswithout 
fault, ox there is no need for improvement. 
What I am saying is that tl e social life 
gets reflected in eveij W’alkcflife. We, 
as practioU politicians and seasoned citi> 


Zens of this country, should try to under¬ 
stand the basic milieu of this and not nuke 
superficial sutements. I am saying this, 
with due respect to the hon. Member. 

I hope be Will not misunderstand it. 

It is not so much the legal framework o* 
the penalty, whether it is less or more, or. 
the organisational set up. 

No country will succeed in protecting its’ 
forest unless there is all-round awareness. 
Unfortunately, in this country, with due 
respect to everybody including the poorer 
sections of the society, that awaieness is 
Wanting. If somebody Watches closely 
every oow boy who goes to the fbiesc 
with his cow herd or the man who goes' 
with a flock of sheep or goat he carries in 
his hand some tool to fell trees. The 
other day when I made a statement that 
everyday at least 25 lakh people are en¬ 
gaged only in cutting trees, the Chief 
Minister of very important State contra¬ 
dicted me and said that I am making ao 
under-statement, because the number fe 
much larger I In this country unless there- 
is social awareness in all sections of the- 
society, I do not think the forest Wealth 
can be preserved. Here comes the role- 
of the voluntary organisations like Youthi 
Congress. Since it is a non-political issuer 
everybody is welcome to help in this con¬ 
structive effort for the future of this coun¬ 
try, for the ecology of this;country, even 
in the interests of the economy of this 
country, because forest is so much inter- 
wined With our total Wealth and econo¬ 
my. I do not think We can Separate the 
forests from the other sectors of our eco¬ 
nomy. Therefore, it is all the more ne¬ 
cessary to channelise the voluntary effort 
in whatever Way we can to protea and pre¬ 
serve our forests. 

As far as the tribals are concerned, we 
have all sympathy for them. The Con¬ 
stitution provides that the interests of the 
tribals have to be protected. We cannot 
pass any law which will go against the 
interests of the tribals. The forest policy 
has to be evolved, Jn Such a way that the 
interests of the tribals are protected. At 
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the Same time, we cannot be oon^tletely 
oblivious to the protection of the fere 
Wealth. Take the north-eastern part of 
I ndia, where there is shifting cultivation. 
Every year they cut ntw forests so that 
they can do agriculture. 1 do not think 
We can justify it. We have all our sym* 
pathies for them and We have to find a 
solution to their problem. This unceriun 
agriculture does not provide them sufikaent 
yield either. I have seen in some areas 
they grow both paddy and maize together, 
while the water requirements for both 
are different. This problem can be solved 
only if We educate the tribals on scientific 
Arming. 

There is talk of decentralisation. In 
the north-eastern part of tie courtry 
there are beautiful forests in JMeghalaya, 
Mizoram and Tripura There you will 
find the denudation of forests taking 
place at a rapid pace. The forests there 
are not under the State Government, 
but under the District councils, and the 
District Councils are not in a position 
at a 11 to provide any leadership. Do we 
Wait till all forests are destroyed in that 
aria? I thiik Simethirg Will have to be 
done. I am not Saying that this is the 
final answer. 

Dr. V. K. R. Varadaraja Rao : 
You have Central Universities in the States. 
You can have national forests. 

Shri Annasaheb P. Shinde ; There 
fore, there are certain anomalies in the 
present situation and they have to be 
rectified. Hew it should be done is a matter 
which can be discussed. 

T^iere is ai'Jther important aspect. 
This country has to have an appropriate 
grazing policy. Recently I was in Srinagar, 
discussing with Sheikh Abdullah how to 
protect the Jammu and Kashmir forests. 
He brought to ray notice an important 
point. Whether the figures he gave are 
correct or not is a different thing, but die 
basic point remains. He says that Jammuand 


Kashmir can sustain with the pr-sect 
pastures and forests the grazing of only 8 
to 9 lakhs of cattle, but the cattle population 
there is 35 lak'ts. Grass is not allowed even 
to sprout. Before it sprouts, the cattle go 
and trample upon it. Whatever vegetation 
is there is also destroyed by them. Cattle,- 
when they starve, like human beings, eat 
even bitter leaves and survive. 

There are two very important issues 
involved. Shri Panda has left. I am 
not raising the issue of cow protection, 
but what is the number of cattle which 
can possibly and economically be [susta'ned, 
which will not go against the protect on of 
forests ? Basically, all this has to be 
gone into. This is not a sentimental, 
religious issue. It has to be decided 
purely on pragmatic and realistic con¬ 
siderations, and we should have a clear- 
cut policy. 

Recently I was in Chakrata, near Dehra 
Dxm, which has a very good forest. I 
found cattle grazing in the reserved forest. 

I asked the U.P. officials who those persons 
were. They said they were Gujars 
from Jammu and Kashm'r. Though the 
cattle did not cause any damage or 
destruction to the grown up trees, itatu- 
rally some harvesting is also taking place 
there and the cattle destroy whatever is 
newly planted. The U.P. officials told me, 
and from my Ministry I find that there is 
some truth in what they said, that Jammu 
and Kashmir brou^t| pre sure on the 
U.P. Government to allow the Gujaras as 
they are a very backward community. 
When the U.P. Government prevented 
them, there was a protest from Jammu¬ 
and Kashmir, and they said that these peo¬ 
ple sh uld be looked upon with sympathy 
and should be allov^ to graze in the 
forest. What is the result ? The result 
is that ultimately some substantial 
damage to the forest area is taking places 
because we are not fcdlowing an appro* 
priate grazing policy. I think ffiac 
politicians in this country, u^evet pac^

they may belong to, must arrive at some 
concensus as to what should be the grazing 
policy, becuase it is in the interests of 
the cattle themselves. Unless grass is 
allowed to sprout, the total quantity of 
jfodder really gets reduced. 

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHA- 
PATRA (Balisr'e) : Cows and buffaloes 
can live even without grass. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
In many places I find that trees ate planted 
without understanding which particular 
type of tree should be planted. 

I think, one should be very clear about it. 
In this regard, I am preps^red to take the 
blame on myself. Our Forest Depart¬ 
ment itself has not made f rmal smdies. 
Recently, I raised the issue at Simla as to 
whether they have any priority list of 
trees from the point of view of economic», 
which trees arc suitable in particular agro- 
'climatic conditions, wh'ch trees give 
more income, wh’’ch trees h-’ve more eco¬ 
nomic value, more timber value and all 
that. I asked whether relative studies 
have been made. Unfortunately, there 
are no such studies available. We 
need not wait for those studies. From 
comm''nsense, we can take a decision. 

In Tamil Nadu, for instance—I am 
sure, Mr. Chandrappan must be knowing 
it—there is the tamarind tree. A full- 
grown tamarind tree annually gives an 
i ncome of about Rs. zoo. Even a medium 
sized tree gives an income of about Rs. 
100. Then, for instance, there is the honey 
locust tree. It is a species known 
throughout the world. It can grow in the 
Himalayan region. I am told and I have 
read the literature that the honey locust 
tree, in i acre, can g=ve 20 tonnes of feed 
grains from pods fbr cattle. That means 
we can have more oittle feeds. As 
Dr. Rao said, we should really direa 
our resc'^ich effort more towards 'the de¬ 
velopment rf forests. I agree with 
him. There should be ., more forest 


research activity. There arc no two 
opinions on that. As I stid, the hon^ 
locust tree, in i acre^ can give 20 tonnes of 
foodgrains from pods. It is some thing 
fantastic. I think the humanity has got 
such a valuable asset at its dlsposd. 
But we have not fuDy exploited it. It is 
the experience all over the world that some 
of the species which are found in other 
parts of the world, under similar climatic 
conditions can be adapted. Like human 
beings, the trees also have a lot of adapt¬ 
ability. Many of the trees can be adapted 
to our conditions. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Ernakulam) : 

I read in a report that due to 
forest fires, more often than not, artificially 
created fires, much vegetation, including 
huge trees, is destroyed in our forests. 
Has the Ministry thought about it and taken 
any steps in this regard ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
This problem in there. There are some 
m’schief-mongers and anti-social elements. 
Apart from accidents and other things, 
forest fires do take place and there are 
even deliberate m’schiefs committed in 
order to exploit the local situation. What 
we have done is that we have alerted the 
State Governments and we have told the 
forest Department that village communi¬ 
ties should be inv'tlved in the programme 
of preservation and ootiiruUii’g of foreste. 
Unless there is a greater public awareness 
and the entire community as such stands 
behind the programme of protecting and 
preserving the forests, I do not think 
that this problem can be solved. It is 
the conununity Involvement and the com¬ 
munity awareness which can tackle this 
problon. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Do you have any 
figures as to how much forest wood goes 
in as fuel, how much goes in at timber 
and how much goes in for indnstria 1 
purposes ? 
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I can possibly find out the figures. At 
the moment, they are not with me. Roi^ 
estimates are possible and available. 

The point that I was making was that 
forest programmes are being discussed 
in the country and tliere is so much public 
awareness and public interest about these 
programmes. The Forest Depariment, the 
State Goverments, the Agricultural 
Universities and the Research Institutes 
should really have a list of species of trees 
which can be profitably planted in a parti¬ 
cular area from the point of fuel value, 
from the point of view of timber value, from 
the point of view of industrial uses and all 
that. If this is done, I think, in the forest 
programmes, we can have some content 
and they will be purposeful ones. 

"We should not blindly plant any tree. 
Ultimately, we have to take care of it by 
nursing it, by giving water to it and by 
putting in some of our resources. I was 
referring to the honey locust tree which, 
in 1 acre, cangivefao toimes of foodgrains 
from pods. It is recorded history that it 
is not only useful for cattle but in times of 
drought and famine, even the human 
beings have tried to survive on pods of 
honey locust tree. The trees of economic 
value have tp be planted, I mean, trees of 
timber value, fuel value, fodder value and 
even food value. If this is done, I am 
quite sure that our programme of affores¬ 
tation will be much more meaningful and 
it will be a really very constructive one. 


SHRI SYED AHMED AGA (Bata- 
mulla) : You have mentioned that 

tree planting should not be done blindly. 
Do the Forest Depariment hare a list of 
priorities as to which trees should be 
planted ? In the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir where you have paid a visit and 
ttlked to those people, you may have 
found that the people have taken to frst- 
grosnng trees, the trees which give them 
quick'tneome.

For example, apple trees and other fruir 
trees which give fruits quickly ar.d which- 
give income quickly. What has been the 
result of that ? The result of that has 
been that nobody plants walnut trees wdiich 
give fruit after 15 or 20 years. Walnut, 
which the country exports and which ge* 
us valuable foreign exchange, is grown- 
only in Kashmir. What I want to bring tO' 
your notice and what I want to ask is this,. 
There are large areas with the Government 
which are lying falkw. Why can the 
Government not take to Walnut plantation 
in those areas instead of asking the indivi¬ 
duals to doit V Individuals will not do it. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : I 
have understood your question. As far 
as nursery programme s concerned, wre 
do not Want the individuals to take it up; 
We W'ant die State Governments, agricul¬ 
tural universities and other institutions 
who know semething about it, and the 
Forest Department to prepare nurseries 
from the point of view of the econoxtuc 
value and taking into account the ogro- 
c limatic conditionski particular nCas. 


AN HON. MEMBER : What about 
lumber contractors and forest contractors? 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : I 
have already replied to that. 

Shri D. K. Panda has said that the 
contract system should be abolished. We 
ha ve issued specific instructions to the State 
Governments that the contract system 
and the middle-men should be totally 
abolished. Our policy is to have only 
on e *<»ntractor', that iS the Forest Corpora¬ 
tion, a public sector organization, -which 
will operate in the forests, writh some 
adiustments in the interest of 
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except that. We have not compronused 
on that. Unless the nuddle-men are 
elinunxted from forest operations, we will 
not succeed in limiting or reducing the 
desttuctions which take place. 

Another point udtich was raised by Mr. 
Naik Was about the budget provision— 
whatever income is received by the State 
Government is not put in. He is vet? 
tight on that. We have repeatedly drawn 
the attention of the State Governments to 
this. Forest is too valuable a source, 
forest is too important a sector of 
our economy which cannot be neglected 
like this, and, therefore, I have no odier 
opinion but to broadly agree with him. 

With these observations, may I express 
the hope that Mr. P. K. Deo will not insist 
on Ms Resolution ? As far as sentiments 
behind it are concerned, he has raised a 
wery important and valuable debateon this, 
particularly in the present climate when 
forests are receiving more and more 
outention from the public. I am thankful 
to him for that on behalf of the Govern¬ 
ment and on behalf of myself. But, all the 
same, because Government is seixed of the 
matter, I would request him to withdraw 
his Resolution. I am thankful to all the 
iion. Memberswho .hgl pirticipatedin the 
discussion and also tnose who had not 
participated but who had shovm very 
heen interest. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : (KaiahandO . 

I am extranely grateful to all those who 
have participated in the debate. I have 
had unanimous support from all the 
speakers, from the press and also from the 
reading public—letters to the Editor 
have appeared in several papers There¬ 
fore, in a subject Rte this, which is of 
concern to every person, no persuasion on 
my part would be necessary for the 
Government to accept my Resolution. 
But, as desired by my friend, Shri Anna- 
sahebP. Shinde, I Will haye to give a second 
rthought to it. 


In addition to giving shelter from vain 
and sun, giving fuel and timber and bring¬ 
ing timely rain, the forests have got very 
important role, nunely to purify the 
atmosphere by and large and the obnoxious 
gas by a process wliich is called photo¬ 
synthesis byudiidtthey absorb the carbon- 
di-oxide and release oxygen Which is so 
vital for the life; and for the ecological 
balance it is very necessary that we should 
try to preserve what little has been left so 
far as forests are concerned. 


Forests are really the lungsof the nation 
and man is a unique creature of God which 
has been corroborated after scanning the 
space and after going to the moon and 
after landing in the Mars now that there is 
probably no life or no species like man. 
So, in this earth humanity has to be pre¬ 
served at any cost and for the preservation 
of humanity, forest is very essential. As 
I pointed oat earlier, the rapid space at 
which the Thar desert has been proceed¬ 
ing-experts say at the rate of about half 
a mile every year—has to be stopped. 

Dr. V.K.R.V, Rao has rightly pointed 
out regarding the span of life of various 
multi-purpose reservoirs that have been 
built at a colossal cost. Their life has 
also to be preserved for which in the 
catchment areas we should see that there 
should be no ftirthcr denudation of forests, 
rather afforestation should be taken up 
in a very vigorous Way. 


In spite of our pious wish in 1952 
that We should have a forest-covered area 
of 33*3%, our target has reached only 
22*7% and that too,is a very big claim, 
according to me. My friend, Mr. 
Shinde would agree with me that many 
of the so-called ‘reserve forests* are mere 
Namkevaste forests, forests for namesake 
and hardly there is any tree there. 1 
passed on some photographs to Mr. Shinde 
so far as the avenue trees in my State are 
concerned. Even the avenue trees which 
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bcve been planted about 100 or 150 
Tears back have been mercilessly cut and 
nobody has been paying any attention to 
preserve these avenue trees even though 
many ofthe VIPs pass by that road. 


Our population has been growing 
m an annual rate of 2*5% and taking this 
factor into consideration, it is a good 
thing that a new awareness has come an? 
especially. I congratulate Mr. Saniay 
Gandhi who has given a call for plantation 
of trees and there has been a circular issued 
to all the State Governments and even 
to the district level and the Panchayat 
levelsofaras social forestry is concerned. 
I diink some steps will be taken in this 
regard and all co-operation should be taken 
from the authorities concerned. 


I Want just two assurances from the 
Minister. (1) He should be firm 
regarding the preservation of the avenue 
trees and he has been very categorical that 
^ contract system should be stopped. 
But I know for certain that for the sake of 
revenue these forest coupes are being 
auctioned every year and given to the 
highest bidder. 

Various contractors go and steal from the 
adjoining areas. That is how contractors 
ate pnmarily responsible for destruction 
of our forests. Even though the Minister 
said that there will not be a contract 
system, I doubt this very much. For the 
sake oftheir revenue, Sttte Governments 
will continue to indulge in such a practice 
of leasing out forests on yearly basi^ 
to various contractors. Now there is 
emergency and in view of this. 1 hope that 
very strict measures will be taken by the 
Government to implement their afforesta- 
tiott progjanunes. Unless the forests 
aotvive humanity oimnot survive, j 
ocnclude with a quotation Rom Mz. 
Amold Toynbee, who said ; 


'The Himalayas have a message to g|«n 
toman in an age when he is being 
menaced by thcbsckfiie oihis latest 
technological achievements. The 
message is one of hope. It is still 
possible for man to regain hie 
original concord with Nature and 
this will bring him salvation from 
his present Man-made pligJ t.* 

With these words, I th ink, my purpose 
has been served, public attention has been 
drawn, Government has become aware 
ofthe fact. So, I beg leave ofthe House 
to withdraw my Resolution. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : There is an 
amendment by Mr. Daga. Althou^ he 
is not here, it has to be put to the vote 
of the House. We cannot dispose of the 
original motion unless the amendment is 
disposed of. So, I will put Mr. Daga*i 
amendment to the vote of the House.

RESOLUTION RE. PROVISION OF

SECTIONS OF MUSLIMS 

SHRI C. K. CHANORAPPAN (TeEi* 
diery) : Mr. Chairman, Sir. I am 
thankful for this opportunity to move mT 
Resolution. 1 beg tcv move the following 
Resolution 

"This House resolves that in ottke 0, 
further streogihen natfottal Into* 

gradoo «nd tnomote secntarlifk 

and enime thatiodo^eooapmfa 
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cnltunl rights of muslim ounorities 
ate adequately protected. Govern¬ 
ment may take the following 
measures : 

(i) provision of credit to weaker 

sections of muslims at par with 
other backward classes for pur¬ 
poses of education and employ¬ 
ment ; 

(ii) provision of house sites for poor 
muslims dwelling in urban slums 
and rural areas ; 

(iii) fixing quota for recruitment of 
muslims to jobs in Govern¬ 
ment, quasi-Govemment services 
and public sector undertakings; 

(iv) official recognition to Urdu under 
article 347 of the Constitution 
in States where a substantial 
Urdu speaking population exists; 

<v) appointment of a Commissioner 
fen muslim minorities at the 
Centre and cells in the States to 
supervise and ensure their welfare 
and protection of their rights.” 

Sir, while moving this Resolution, I am 
very certain that all sides of thv House, 
every section, of the House, will support 
the idea of providing better facilities for 
the muslim minority in our cpuutry. 

I move this Resolution by making it very 
clear that our approach to the problem of 
Muslim minority in this country is not from 
any communal anglg. We t^e it as a 
national qu istion; the problem of Muslim 
minority is to be considered a naticmal 
question that this nation has to tackle if it 
has to achieve national unity and integrtfion 
and if it has to addeve secularism in a 
meanlngfiii manner. 


I am very confident that this House 
woulfl extend its fbll support to the reso> 
ludon because of another reason also that 
vire ate going to discuss very sotm in this 
House the amendments to the Constitution 
whereby it would be inscribed in the Con¬ 
stitution and to make it clear once i^ain 
that this country is a secular country. 
The goal of this country will be secularism. 
It has already been proclaimed by the 
Government, by the natitoi. But, we deci¬ 
ded still that it should be inscribed in 
the Constitution itself that this cointryU 
secular. 

It is in this context that I felt that it vaa 
necessary that this House should discuss 
this matter of the weaker section of the 
Muslim minority in our ojuntry and the 
House should come forward wiffi concrete 
suggestions and concrete proposals so thst 
it can put forward before Goverr.mCiit 
those suggestions for action. That ia 
the purpose of this Resolutior. 


When we say that our coui try adepts 
secularism ard we stard to prctect the 
interests of the Muslim minority, there arc 
certain facts which are very vital to our 
country which should also be taken into 
account. Our country is the third big¬ 
gest nation in the world where large num¬ 
bers of Muslims ate living, the first 
and second being Indonesia and Bang¬ 
ladesh. Of course, India is not a Muslim 
nation in that sense ; it is a country 
with a big population of Muslims. To> 
put it differently, I can say that we 
have got 67-2 million Muslims in our 
country which constitutes ii*2 per cent 
of out population. That is the signi¬ 
ficance. It is not a question of a small 
minority that we ate dealing with; it is 
a question of a big minority and the 
question of the poeple’s wellbeirg ard 
for whose satisfaction lies the seculas 
character of the Statlii, the security of the 
country and in whirii also lies the bringing 
about of a bright fhttue to ottr nation and 
the people. That ia the significance cf 
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givioga fair deal to the Muslim miuori^y* 
Waea I say this,even for a single moment, 
f' I do not doubt that Government has not 
been doing anything. Government is 
tcying bccaose protection of Muslim 
mluQtity interest is the deep epnvit^pn 
of the national movement in this cotmtry, 
the ideal cherished by Mahatma Gandhi,, 
Pgadit, Javahulal Nehru and, even to-day 
' by our Prime Minister, Shrimati Indira 
G'lndii, all the democratic parties in this 
"Country. All the forces in the country, 
all of us, dieriah. that India should be 
a secular natkm, in whidt hundred per 
•osntiuatice should be gi\;ento the, Muslim 
minority. Govemmmtia trying, but the 
fact remains that even today we have not 
crushed that extent where we should 
-'have reached. We .could not do every thing 
cpmible for the Muslim minority in this 
oountry. That is why specific measures 
■-are suggested in this Resolution.

There am two aspects, two sides, to the

If We start on this premise, one C|n 
understand why the RSS is so mad and 
$9 desperately fanatic about fighting 
hf uslinvs. But is it a fact ? It is on<i' 
of the distortions of history. It is not 
a fact. The Muslims have imt cosge 
to this country as invaders. Their hisijory 
does not begin With Mahmud of Qhazni, 
Their history began, according to the 
wellrknown historian, Sirdgr lv.M. 
PannUcar, who wrote the Hutoiy of 
Kerala, in thia wty. 

“When Islaip swept over Arbla, 
its influence Was felt imraediatel 
over Kerala alsp.

I 
is clear from a Muslim inscription 
Pantglayani Kollam in of the 
N Jrth Arcot dated Haira i66”. 

They came as traders. They settled 
in Kerala. There are so many instances 
«ne can cite to debunk this argument 
of the RSS. 

There is an article Weitten about the 
Moplas of Kerala. I am quoting from 
that, 

“They came to the Msd(d>^ coast as 
traders even before the emergence 
of the Moghuls....*' 

As traders, not as invaders. This is 
from “Mopla Muslims of Ke|ralat A 
study in Islam trends’% by Kblland E 
Mijler, an English writer. So dm 
MusMmsinthis country came aii|t settled 
in Kerala atJMt seven centuries before 
the Afogbuls came to XficUa. Kerala is 

aS^einthls coj^tt^koowh fprcommimiA 
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problem in Kerala between the Muslims 

(ind Hindus. You may also understand 
what is the meaning of the word *Mopla* 
*Mopla* in Tamil means 'bridge roon^. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Ernakulam: 
In Malayaiam also it has more or lesse 
the same meaning. 

SHRIC. K. CHANDRAPPAN : Yes, 
in Malayaiam also we use that word to 
mean ‘bridegroom.’ Historians say that 
it derived from the fact that traders who 
came there from the Arab world settled 
in Kerala coast in Mangalore. Ibn 
Batutaa famous historian says that large 
settlementsof Muslims were in Mangalore 
a nd they married the people of Malabar; 
Widtout forcibly converting anybody they 
become part and parcel of the coastal 
life in that part of the country and they 
became part of India. This is the 
trwiition of Muslims in India. When 
We speak of our culture, can we forget 
thatTaimahalis part of Indian culture ? 

Ifwe take the view that Muslims are 
part and parcel of this country and there¬ 
fore they are part of our people, their 
wellbeing becomes the responsibility 
of the entire nation. In an article entitled 
'Brief resume of the nationalist organisa¬ 
tion** Pandit JaWaharlal Nehru wrote 
before Independence : 

"Muslima were generally poor. Most 
of the Weavers who had gone to 
War on account of the British 
destruction of Indian industries 
were Muslims in Bengal whidt 
has the biggest Muslim popula¬ 
tion of any Indian province. 
They were poor tenants or small 
land holders. Landlords were 
usually Hindus, as were the 
village banias who Were money 
lenders and owners of the village 
stores. Landlord and rfte bania 
were this in a position to oppress 
the tenant and ezploithim and they 
took full advantage of ditat 
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positioa. It is well to remember 
this fact for in this lies the root 
cause of tension betwnm Hindu, 
and Muslims”. 

The exploitation of the poor tenants by- 
landlords who happened to be HinduS~- 
that is what Nehru says. My friend 
Shri Dharnidar Oas had written a book> 
Economic Base of Communalism, in 
vdiich he had quoted the concept of 
Gandhi )i on this problem. He Writes. 

“On the eve of independence, when* 
India became a lastly scene or 
mass killings and communal 
frenzy, Mahatma Gandhi entered 
the Muslim areas of Noakali and 
asked Prof. Nirmal Kumar Bose 
to submit to him an economic 
survey of the area. The survey 
revealed a population compositioa 
of 18 per cent Hindus and 82 per 
cent Muslims. But the 18 percent 
Hindus were in possession of 75 
per cent property of the area and 
the 82 per cent of the Muslims 
shared the 25 pa cent of the pro¬ 
perty. They were extremely 
poor and many of them were land¬ 
less masses and the Hindu owners 
were absentee landlords.” 

The problem of communal tensioa 
comes from poverty ; it is used by the ex¬ 
ploiters to exploit the masses. That is 
why Mahatma Gandhi came to the con¬ 
clusion that the root cause of the conflict 
lay hidden in the conflict betiveen the 
exploiter and the eiqiolited. 

1 have quoted extensively j coming to the- 
present position, poverty is the problem 
and exploitation is the problem. Whenever 
you talk of this, what h^pens to the 
biggest minority in our countty F 
Knowingly or unknowing^ they at* the 
worst exploited section in our seciety i. 
in the field of education they Mre the moat 
badcwaid j in the field of employmeaij. 
they ate the most dfecyiminated andin the- 
field of cttltnre 1 am sony to lay tiiey m» 
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badly neglected. If things do not improve* 
what happens P They tom to organisations 
like Jamiat E Ulema who try t© take 
the Muslim masses out of the main stream 
of Indian life ai>d put them on communal 
lines and try to create communal madness 
and frenzy among them by telling them : 
You are being exploited by Hindus ; 
you are to fight for your rights agamst the 
the Hmdus’% This being the case, the 
Government will have to act with a sense 
of urgency. It will have to come forward 
in a big way to help them. The problems 
I am posing in the resolution have been 
answered in the other House. The gov- 
ttnment took the position that there arc 
constitutional guarantees given to avoid 
-discrimmation. I fully appreciate the fact 
that articles 16(1) and (2) provide thee 
guarantees. But is that enot^th P I think 
it 18 not. Even the framers of the Cons¬ 
titution took the view that merely stating 
or re-stating the fact that there will be 
no discrimination on the basis of caste, 
creed, community or religion or sex was 
not enough. That is why they added 
sub-clause (4) t article 16 wh’ch reads 
thus : 

“Nothing m this article shall prevent 
the State from making any provi¬ 
sion for reservation of appoint¬ 
ments or posts in favour of any 
badeward class of citizens which, 
in the op.nion of the State, is 
not adequately represented in the 
services under the State.” 

So, if in the opinion of the State any 
section of the population is not adequate¬ 
ly represented, the State can declare tt at 
section as backward. That is our demand. 

I am not making the unreasonable demand 
that the emire Muslim community should 
be declared backward. I only demand 
that if certain sections have been dedate 
backward communities in any State, fiteir 
•dountetpaits amongst die Muslims 
abo get that benefit. For example,

not Muslim sweepers, Muslim cpbblett, 
Muslim weavers, be treated at p<uP 
When we sp ke of secularsim, if we cate¬ 
gorise certain sections as backward classea 
on the basis of certain standards, the same 
standards should apply to the same sec¬ 
tions which belong to another community. 

SHRI B.V. NAIK (KANARA) : Do 
you want to introduce chaturvarna among 
Muslims P 

SHRI C.K, CHANDRAPPAN : We 
are not bothered about chaturvarna among 
Muslims. We are bothered about our 
secularism. 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; Please address 
the Chair. 

SHRI C.K. CHANDRAPPAN : Noth¬ 
ing should stand m the way of our se¬ 
cularism. The weaker sectons like 
weavers, rickshaw-puliers, biri workere, 
etc. of the Muslim community should be 
given adequate financial assistance and 
their interests should be adequately pro¬ 
tected. They should not feel by any 
chance that they ate being neglected, 
because they do not belong to Hinduism. 
This IS not a Hindu State. That is why 
we say that the weaker sections among 
the Muslims should be treated at par with 
the backward commun’ty. 

The second demand is about distribu¬ 
tion of housing site. When we distribute 
housing sites for poorer people in the coun¬ 
tryside, we reserve a ceitam portion for the 
harijans. Bur there is not reaervatiOQ 
for the Muslim community there. The 
poorer Musl-ms, who really belong tO the 
counterpart of harijan or backward comm¬ 
unity. should get reservation in the matter 
of housing sites. 

Even in the cites, for reasons wdl- 
known to evetybody, the pomer Muslima 
live together. Th*v dost r togeth“r a*’d 
Jiw,together. In those days when oomm- 
OQdriotawetesofieqMatttin our 
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ibeMutliou wanted to live to gether ao that 
tbeii w ill be some protection. Asa result 
of that, today, there are Muslim stums 
in the cities, where the Muslims are in 
majority. When you clear those stums, 
there should be special consideraton 
given. 

In this context, I want to refer to the 
Tmlcman Gate area, which was cleared 
recently. I would like the Minister to 
give an assuranc: that without delay you 
will provide housing facilities for the 
mulims who lost their housing and that 
they will be resettled. Since this demand 
for rmettlement is in accordance with 
the Master Plan of Delhi, this area 
should not be tuil sed for any purpose 
other than resettling those Muslims. I 
hope the Minister wiU give an assurance 
on those lines. 

SHRI MD. JAMILURRAHMAN 
(KISHANGANJ) : Since there are a large 
number of members who want to speak 
on this, the time allotted to this Re¬ 
solution should be increased. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : In any case, it will 
not be over today. We will see when it is 
taken up next. It will depend upon the 
mood of the House. 

SHRI C.K. CHANDRAPPAN : 
Coming to employment, I want to [quote 
from a speech made by Shri P.D. Abdul 
Ghafoor, President of the All India 


Musliit> Education Society. He it not a 
Muslim-leaguer or a communal man. 
In fact, he is sympathetic to the Con¬ 
gress. When he went to Calicut to addiesa 
the Muslim Education Society meetings 
he made certain observations. According 
to the press : 

“He pointed out that die Mu8l]mi.i 
community, which formed ii'Z 
per cent of the pcqiulation of this 
country; its representation in 
Government services was as low 
as 5" 2 per cent m IAS, 4' 3 per 
cent in IPS and 3*2 per cent 
m IPS.”

'National programme on Promotion of 
Sports 

*161. PROF. NAiRAIN CHAND 
PARASHAR: Will the Minister of 
EDUCATlOJf, SOCIAL WELFARE 
AND CULTIJRE be pleased to state; 

(a) whether there is any national 
programme for the promotion of 
Sports and Athletics in the country; 

(b) if so, a brier outlines thereof; 

(c) the total amount of money allo¬ 
cated for the promotion of Sports 
«nd Athletics during the past three 
years, year-'vise at the National level; 
and 

(d) whether this amount would be 
increased in view of the poor perfor¬ 
mance of the sportsmen at the Mont¬ 
real Olympics?

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA¬ 
SHAR: While going through the state¬ 
ment. it appears that the hon. Minister 
has held out a very good hope and a 
very fine scope for the promotion of 
sports in India. But practically it is 
not so. 

I would refer to the Seventy-Ninth 
Report of the Estimates Committee of 
5th Lok Sabha in which the Ministry 
has replied to the Committee that the 
as.sistance for the promotion of sports 
is not adequate. It says: 

“For the Sports Council, we alloca¬ 
ted Rs. 20 lakhs in the Plan. In the 
revised estimate, it was cut down to 
Rs. 10 lakhs.” 

It further says: 

"In Andhra, the per capita ex¬ 
penditure on sports comes to 10 to 
18 p.; in Assam, it is a little more 
and in Punjab, it is Rs. 4/-.” 

If is not uniform. 

Secondly, what is more painful is 
this. In the Report of the Ministry of 
Education, a reference has been made 
to the establishment of Nehru Yuvak 
Kendras as pivotal centres for promo¬ 
tion and guidance of sports. But may 
1 refer to the Question which was 
tabled by me and answered by the hon. 
Minister of Education in this House hi 
March, 1976 that out of 185 Nehru 
Yuvak' Kendras which were sanctioned, 
only 9.3 have been opened. When h^ 
the number of Nehru Yuvak Kendras 
remain to be opened and when the 
allocation of finance is so inadequate, 
what can we hope in this National 
Programme on promotion of sports? 

May I request the hon. Minister to 
tell us and take the House into con¬ 
fidence as to whether he is himself 
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personally satisfied with the financial 
allocation for sports when the alloca¬ 
tion is so meagre as highlighted by the 
report of the Estimates Committee? 
And in that it is only natural that we 
should have come so poorly at Mont¬ 
real, with so poor allocation at all 
levels and with so much lack of strate¬ 
gy and lack of infrastructure at all 
levels on which the authorities pinned 
very high hopes. 

SHRI ARVIND NETAM: The hon. 
Member has asked whether I am satis¬ 
fied or not. This is a very difficult 
question and no Minister can be satis¬ 
fied whatever the money he may be 
allotted and, as far as my Ministry is 
concerned, we have been allotted in the 
fifth Five Year Plan a sum of Rs. 1378 
lakhs and there is no question of 
satisfaction. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; Is it for all 
the five years? 

SHRI ARVIND NETAM: Yes. that is 
the total outlay. 

There is no question of satisfaction. 
The que-tion is how to utilise whatever 
money is allotted. 

As far as the Nehru Yuvak Kendras 
are concerned, uptill now 108 Nehru 
Yuvak Kendras are functioning and 
actually the problem is for the State 
Governments and we are pursuing this 
matter with the State Governments. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA- 
6HAR: It is clear that so far out of 
185 sanctioned, only 108 are function¬ 
ing. That is, since 9th March, 1976 
when 93 were functioning, only 15 
more have been opened. This is the 
infrastructure for our sports. 

I will come to the more weighty 
question. That ia the entire policy, the 
entire national policy, guidelines and 
the consensus of various Councils 
prrived at the national and State levels 
can be nuUifled by an improper selec¬ 
tion and ®an also reduce to zero the 
impact of all flnanbial grants. 


I would like to refer to an article ii» 
the Illustrated Waakly dated 14-8-76 & 
21-8-76 under the title ‘Who Bungled 
Our Chances for The Hockey Gold?' 
where it has been said that ‘Babu’ had 
commented about five of our sportsmen 
who went to Montreal on their capa¬ 
bility for international sports, that they 
lacked the required stamina & capa¬ 
bility for participating in international 
events. Still they were sent even this; 
time when the question of final selec¬ 
tion comes, it is the ‘statism’ that pre¬ 
vails. From one State comes the plea 
that ‘this man should be selected. And 
the consequences are there. I would 
like to quote... 

MR. SPEAKER: Please do not quote. 
You have asked yOur question. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA-- 
SHAR: I would like to say... 

MR. SPEAKER; No say. To know. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA- 
SHAR: I would like to know whether 
the national policy on sports which is; 
sc well-defined is also implemented in 
practice and in principle at all levels,, 
especially in the matter of selection,, 
coaching, anft' financial allocations? 

SHRT ARVIND NETAM; As far as: 
selection of any national team is con¬ 
cerned, that is under the jurisdiction 
of the respective National Sports 
Federations and that is not under the 
juti.sdiLtion of my Ministry. So, it iat 
done by the Federation only. Govern¬ 
ment cannot interfere in any selection 
of any player. So. it is very difficult 
for me... 

MR. SPEAKER: He wants to know 
whether there has been any bungling 
in the selection or there has been any 
faulty procedure. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA- 
SHAR: T am referring to a specifle 
article. 

SHRI ARVINU NETAM; The bom 
Member has referred to the selectiois 
of the Hockey Team. I would like to>^ 
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submit that the same team last year 
won the gold medal at Kuala Lumpur 
in the World Cup and the same team 
this year fared badly,... 

MR. SPEAKER; The fact that the 
team is one year older—that makes a 
difference also. That is the same team. 

SHRI ARVIND NETAM; That is true 
that the sports team has become one 
year older. It is not correct that the 
selection is faulty. I might recall to 
the hon. House that after the selection 
there was not a single comment on the 
selection of the old team regarding any 
player. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I would like 
to know whether there are any criteria 
laid down even for the working of 
these Federations in the matter of 
selection. Even the Federations must 
be having their own rules. The hon. 
Minister has said just now that they 
cannot interfere. But can you not at 
least take care to see that they follow 
their own rules in making selections. 
In one of the Federations, in the Swim¬ 
ming Federation, the rules still pro¬ 
vide that the Associations of the States 
shall recommend and select the candi¬ 
dates. Now, they make ad hoc selec¬ 
tions because of favouritism of some 
person appointed here in the Executive 
who is also appointed contrary to the 
rules. Are you taking care to see that 
these Federations follow their own 
rules at least/, I would like to know 
what is the supervision and control 
that the Government exercise in these 
matters of selection. 

SHRI ARVIND NETAM: As I have 
said, every Federation has got the 
Selection Committee of their own, and 
that Selection Committee selects the 
team.. 

MR. SPEAKER; His question is whe¬ 
ther the Federations have followed 
their own rules or the selections have 
been made on an ad hoc basis. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; Nepotism 
and favouritism has been shown by 
certain ex-officio members of the 
FederatlcHi.... (Interruption) 


SHRI ARVIND NETAM; Whenever 
we get a complaint from anybody, we 
certainly go into it. I shall look into 
the matter, 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Do you 
exercise any control or supervision 
over them? 

SHRI ARVIND NETAM: No, Sir. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Then, 
what are you there for? 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: The hon. Minister has said 
that the same Team which gave us 
laurels at Kuala Lumpur went to 
Montreal. But Ls it not a fact that 
tl’.e expert or the coach, who helped 
us win in Kuala Lumpur, was 
changed this time, and if so, can the 
Minister tell us the reasons therefor? 
Is it also not a fact that the team 
players of our Hockey Team sub¬ 
mitted a representation against the 
Manager? Will the Minister take the 
Hou.se into confidence and let us 
know a.s to what was the complaint? 

Thirdly, without trying to cry over 
spilt milk, after our debacle in Mon¬ 
treal. has Government made any re¬ 
thinking for the 1980 Olympics to be 
held in Moscow and for the 1982 
Asian Games to be held in India? 
Will Government take a positive 
approach and will they start finding 
out the talents right from now on 
and train them for these Games? 
Will they start making suitable 
arrangements, including allocation of 
funds, from now on? Has there been 
any rethinking on this account on 
the part of the Government? 

SHRI ARVIND NETAM: It is true 
that the coach who was sent to Kuala 
Lumpur was a different person ftrom 
the one who wa.s sant to MontreaL As 
far as officials are concerned, whether 
Coach or Manager, they are appoint¬ 
ed by the Federation and not by the 
Government. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: What 
your role then? 
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MR. SPEAKER: Obviously, his 
role is that of an observer. 

SHRI ARVxND NETAM; As I said, 
as far as Manager and Coach are con- * 
cerned, they are appointed by the 
Federation and not by the Govern¬ 
ment. As far as the complaint 
against the official of the Hockey 
Team is concerned^ we have come 
to know of this through various sour¬ 
ces, but we are asking for an authen¬ 
tic report from the Federation. 

SHRI DINESK CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: Are you now planning 
comprehensively for the Moscow 
Olympics and the 1982 Asian Games? 

SHRI ARVIND NETAM: Yes Sir, 
that is under consideration. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: In 
view of the poor performance of 
Indian team in the international 
sports events held recently in Mon¬ 
treal will the Government adopt a 
new policy towards sports? From 
the lengthy statement of the Minister, 
it would seem that Government has 
done everj'thing. In those countries 
which participated in the Montreal 
Olympics like GDR and Soviet Union 
there is a sports movement on a big 
scale in which millions and millions 
are trained from the very childhood. 
Will the Government have an 
approach of that kind? Will the Gov¬ 
ernment find out money and also 
talent by unleashing a sports move¬ 
ment in this country? May I know 
whether the Government will review 
the whole policy in this light? 

SHRI ARViND NETAM: So far 
as Government policy is concerned 
regarding sports it is obvious that we 
are trying to broadbase whole of 
sports in this country even in rural 
areas and that js fhe basic policy for 
any Government or any country to 
undertake. As the hon. Member has 
himself stated, it depends upon 
money. Within whatever money has 
been alktted to us we'are doing our 
best. 


SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: We may have a discussion 
on this subject, at the appropriate 
time. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: 3 of 4 
questions alone will not do.

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN); (a) 
Yes, Sir. 

(b) and (el. A statement is laid 
on the Table of the Sabha. 

Statement 

The main purpose of the Confer¬ 
ence was to discuss the pattern of 
higher secondarj- education and its 
vocationalisation. The Conference, 
among other things, discussed the 
procedure and policy for admission 
to highei secondary education, the 
location of school'- for introduction of 
academic and vocational courses at 
the higher secondary stage, the pat¬ 
tern of course? and distribution of 
subjects for the academic and voca¬ 
tional si reams, the features of voca¬ 
tional educatjcn, the conduct of 
surveys at district level to guide the 
selection of subjects for vocational 
courses, the coordination in • voca¬ 
tional .studios, pattern of bridge 
courses to link vocational and acade¬ 
mic streams integration of part- 
time btucli'^s and other courses in the 
.system, tiainiug of teachers’ courses, 
evaluation and recognition of these 
courses, the introduction of semester 
system and orovis^on of grades and 
credit system. 

A draft paper on these topics was 
circulated by the National Council of 
Educational Research and Training 
at the Conference. The draft paper 
has been revised In the light of the 
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comments and recommendations 
made at the Conference. The curri¬ 
culum committee of the National 
Council of Educational Research and 
Training would be meeting in Sep¬ 
tember 1976 to finalise this paper. 
After finali.sation^ this paper will be 
made available to the States and 
other authorilie.s for adoption and 
implementation. 

A copy of ’•he statement i.ssucd at 
the end of the Conference has been 
placed in the Library of Parliament. 
The matter was also di.scu.'jsed in the 
Standing Conimittee of Central 
Advisory Board of Education on July 
17, 1976. The Standing Committee 
w'hile welcoming the deiiheraticns of 
the National Conference held by the 
National Council of Educational Re¬ 
search and Training, in the beginning 
of June, 1976, on higher secondary 
education and its vocationa!isation, 
recommended that the NCERT should 
extend expert advice and detailed 
guidance to the States for the imple¬ 
mentation of the vocational isation 
programme, The Conference also 
highlighted the need for establishing 
contact with other Departments of 
the Government like Agriculture, 
Health and Indu.'stries on the one 
hand aiid private and public indus¬ 
tries on the other to secure wider 
acceptability and support for voca- 
lionalisation programme. The Con¬ 
ference felt that the delay in the 
vocationalisation of higher secondary 
education implies that one of the 
main objeitives of the new pattern of 
education will not be fuKUed. The 
Standing oCmmittee in conclusion re¬ 
commended that the States should be 
asked to take urgent steps toward.s 
vocationalisation of the higher secon¬ 
dary education. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: Sir, in view 
of the vocational base given in the 
new pattern of education, I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister, 
the broad features of the new tsnpes 
of vocational training proposed to 
'be introduced and the additional 


allotment of funds made for the pur¬ 
pose of the various educational insti¬ 
tutions. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN; The 
broad pri’pcirle.s have been stated in 
Ihe statement that I have laid on the 
table of the Sabha. The objective 
of the vocations’ courses is that these 
will not be tied exactly to the jobs 
but to concept of employment—self- 
employment—and entrepreneurship. 
Taking tliese th-ings into consideration, 
tile cour. c.^ have been identJicd in a 
number of sectors, agiiculture, in¬ 
dustry^ in the broader sense of the 
term, .sc?ivice sectors, like the health, 
paramedical sector, commercial sec- 
fci- and So on and I can give the 
typo of courses that arc being worked 
out. For example, under the vocational 
courses v/hich have been proposed by 
the Central Board of Secondary 
Education, they include about 10 
business courses, a large number 
of courses on agriculture which 
includes animal husbandry course, 
agro-industry cour.se, argo-business 
based course, home science and 
community services, art and culture, 
paramedical service, technology 
and others. These are the types 
of courses which are being worked 
out. So far as the account is con¬ 
cerned a Sum of Rs. 120.88 lakhs 
has been proposed in 1976-7? in the 
Plan budgets of the State Govern¬ 
ment ond Union Territories. More¬ 
over, the Central Government is 
also propof'ing to provide during the 
present year funds to the State Gov- 
ernmont.s to appoint a Vocational 
Education Officer in each of the dis¬ 
tricts in those States where the *^6^ 
pattern, class XI, is going to be 
started during the session—1977-78— 
or as .also in those States where the 
pattern XI Class has already been 
started. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: Sir, what 
are the possible measures contem¬ 
plated by Government for ensuring 
uniformity in the pattern and maftner 
of education as well as the condi¬ 
tions of teachers apart from re- 
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structuring of courses for the purpose 
of equity and dynamism in our edu- 
^ cational system. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: About 
the teachers, that does not serve 
much of the purpose. 

SJIRl VASANT SATHE; 1 would 
like to kno\7 how many students are 
■covered by the scheme of vocationa- 
lisation throughout the country and 
whether the two year that you have 
put in for the vocational training is 
, going to be given in 10 plus 2 or 
whether those two years are in the 
.schools or in colleges. In .some 
States^ oven those two had been split 
^ —one with the school and the other 
in the college a.s in Maharashtra. 
Can you fulfil the requirements of 
.training those boy.': in these two years? 

Do you have adequate facilities that 
will also cove*' the teachers’ equip- 
^ ment etc., etc. I would like to know 
under your scheme to-day, how 
many of the students are covered and 
what is the pattern—whether these 
Iwo years arc sufficient to equip them 
in particular vocations? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: Re¬ 
garding the first point, in most of 
the States the 11th class under the 
proposed new. pattern will begin in 
1977. Therefore, I am not yet in a 
; position to say how many will be 
covered. The States are making all 
their plans and their calculations. 

♦ ' On the question whether they will 

toe managed by colleges or by 
schools, the Central Advisory Board 
at Education has stated that this 
should bs an area distinct from college 
education, that is to say, it will not 
"be under the control of the Univer- 
•sity, but it vdll be under the control 
of such authority as the State might 
» *et up for higher secondary educa¬ 
tion. But whether the actual, physi- 
-c,al location of it will be in a school 
in a college will have to be decided 
iby the State Government. The ulti¬ 


mate objccijve is that all this will be 
in the school system and not in the 
college system. 

A.S regards the third point raised 
by the hon. Member regarding Maha- 
ru;5hlra, 1 am told by the Maha¬ 
rashtra Goveriimtjijl that they have 
taken a dcci.sioa that the two years 
will not be .split and that they will 
bp together, whether they are located 
in schools or in colleges, but they 
are pianning to put ait these not 
under the Uiiveisity but under a 
Board which they aie contemplating. 
I hope they will be able to take a 
decision v(*ry soon. 

As to the last point whether two 
years will be .sufficient, for a few 
courses, two i caws may not be suffi¬ 
cient and there is enough elasticity 
where it may be extended to 2-1/2 or 
3 years. 

MR. SPEAKER; Next question. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Have you 
enough properly equipped staff to 
train the students? 

MR. SPEAKER; I have gone to 
the next que.stion.

The Minister might not have re¬ 
ceived any report from States, but he 
should have some personal know¬ 
ledge. He is touring the entire coun¬ 
try. We are seeing so much of paddy 
getting germinated and spoiled. Did 
he see any such thing during Ms 
tours on the ground from the air 
fields and so on? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P- SHINDE: 
A report was asked from the Stale 
Governments. No State Government 
has corroborated what the hon. 
Member has said. He will be visit¬ 
ing Hyderabad. He can see for him¬ 
self. 

MR. SPEAKER: Next question. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: 
I am entitled to my second question.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

SINGH): (a) and (b). A statement, 
is laid on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

(a) and (b). The final order dated 
the 27 th May, 1976 , of the Krishna 
Waters Disputes Tribunal was pub¬ 
lished in the Gazette of India on 31 st 
May, 1976 in accordance with the 
provision of Inter-State Water Dis¬ 
putes Act, 1956 . According to the 
Act this order is final and binding 
on the party States and shall be 
given effect to by them. A copy of 
the final order has been conveyed to 
the State Governments concerned for 
necessary action. The projects of the 
three States in the Krishna basin will 
be cleared in the light of the Tribu¬ 
nal's Award. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB GOTKHINDE: 
Before putting my supplementaries, 
I seek your protection. I have gone 
through the statement. The aaswer 
is sO innocuous that it conveys no¬ 
thing. I have asked whether the 
need for speedy follow-up action on 
the Award of the Krishna Water Dis¬ 
pute Tribunal has been brought to- 
the notice of the concerned States. 
The answer should have been either 
yes Or no.... '! 

MR. SPEAKER: Please ask your 
question. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB GOTKHINDE: 
It has not been replied to. 

MR. SPEAKER: He will try to 
reply now. That is why supplemen¬ 
taries are allowed, 

SHRI ANNASAHEB GOTKHINDE: 
What is needed is a sense of urgency 
to make up for the tardiness of the 
last 20 years. Therefore, I wailiit to 
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know from Government whether the 
need for speedy follow-up action on 
the Award of the Krishna Waters 
Tribunal has been brought to the 
notice of the State Governments con¬ 
cerned, and if so, what is their reac¬ 
tion thereon. This is my original 
question. 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: 
The answer is: The final order dated 
27th May, 1976 of the Krishna Waters 
Tribunal was published in the Gazette 
of India on 3lst May, 1976. It was 
brought to the notice of the concerned 
States and the follow-up action is to 
be taken by the State Governments 
concerned. The Act says that the 
Central Government shall publish the 
decision of the Tribunal in the official 
gazette and the decision shall be final 
and binding On the parties to the 
dispute. It shall be given effect to by 
the State Governments.... (Interrup¬ 
tions). 

MR. SPEAKER; He says that the 
State Governments are not taking 
action and he wants you to speed 
them up. That is the implication. 
Can you throw some light on it. 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: 
The hon. Members should criticise 
their State Governments... fln/errup- 
tions). 

SHRI ANNASAHEB GOTKHINDE: 
The Tribunal has suggested an inter¬ 
state Krishna Valley authority with 
the Centre also represented on it- 
That is a welcome suggestion. Hew 
is it going t© be implemented without 
delay? The Tribunal has also suggest¬ 
ed a scheme for fuller utilisation of 
waters by building carry over storages 
to conserve water of good years. 
What is the reaction of the Govern¬ 
ment regarding this suggestion? 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: 
The Krishna Valley Authority has to 
be constituted by the State Govern¬ 
ments if they agree. If they do not 
agree the Centre cannot intervene in 
tbat. , . 


SHRI ANNASAHEB GOTKHINDE: 
Regarding the second part of the 
question, for fuller utilisation of 
waters? 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: 
It entirely depends upon them; we 
help the State Governments in techni¬ 
cal matters.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA:

Mookerjee, a former Judge of Cal¬ 
cutta High Court, regarding allotment 
of plots to V.I.Ps. in the New Friends 
Colony in South Delhi; 

(b) if so, the action taken in the 
matter; and 

(c) whether he will lay on the Table 
of the House a statement containing 
the names and other particulars in¬ 
cluding occupations of the allottees 
(i> w'ho were allotted land illegally ac¬ 
cording to Shri Mookerjee and 
(ii) who surrendered their plots of 
land before the enquiry? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING (SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT) ; 
(a) Yes, Sir, as per news item as 
published in some newspapers. No 
report has been received by Govern¬ 
ment.

I should further like to add that 
after the reply was drafted I am in¬ 
formed that the Counsel for the- 
Registrar of Cooperative Societies 
secured a copy of the proceedings 
held by Shri Dev Brata Mookerjee 
and sent it to them. 
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(b) and (c). Since the issue is pend¬ 
ing with the Supreme Court and is 
■sub judice no action can be taken at 
this stage. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU: I am 
sorrjj' to say that the reply is so c'va- 
sive. The findings of the judge who 
investigated into the matter was made 
available to the public anj all the 
newspapers published tlie news; they 
•even published the names of officials. 

I do not understand how it is mb 
judice now. From the new^spapers we 
find that there are names of influen¬ 
tial persons and high Government 
•officials also who are involved in that. 

I should like to know from the h m. 
Minister why the Government has 
failed to obtain a report of the cop- 
•cemed judge and take action against 
those Government officials. 

SHRI Hi. K. L. BHAGAT: I should 
like to inform the hon. Member that 
Mr. Mookerjee is proceeding with the 
enquiry and he is expected to submit 
his findings to the Supreme Court be¬ 
fore 24 September, 1976; cases are 
listed before the Supreme Court for 
October, 1976. It is not the report of 
a judge as such of the Supreme Court 
nor is it a judgement. These are cer¬ 
tain findings and he i.= expected to 
report his findings to the Supreme 
Court. The Registrar of Cooperative 
Societies asked for a copy of the pro¬ 
ceedings: and it was received by him. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU: From the 
reply I presume that the Government 
can get the entire report in Septemlxjr. 

1 want to know from the hon. Minister 
whether prompt action will be taken 
after receipt of the report in order to 
put down the corrupt practice.s pre¬ 
vailing among the officials? 

SITRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: I may 
submit that the matter is .vet to move 
before the Supreme Court and when 
the Supreme Court finally decides this 
matter the quetion will arise only then. 

SHRI INDRAOIT GUPTA: The news 
report which has been referred to was 
circulated by Samachar and this iden- 
.tical news item has been published in 
a numbei of newspapers; In the re¬ 


ply originally given I was surprised 
to note that the Government has not 
seen the report and it seemed very 
peculiar to me. Now he says that 
subsequently some copy has been re¬ 
ceived by the Registrar of Cooperulive 
Societies. I agree that technically the 
matter is sub judice, but this news 
report is over a month old now’ end 
nobody has contradicted it. 

MR. SPEAKER: Except in one 
case. 1 saw a statement b.y our High 
Commissioner in London contradicting 
thi^ report. 

SHRI INDRAdlT GUPTA: May be 
I have missed that report. There are 
names of many eminent people given 
here. Some might have retired, but 
many of them are still holoivi„ high 
Government offices. Writ petitions had 
been filed in the court challenging a 
certain action of the then l.t. Governor, 
in dismissing the elected commilloe of 
this Cooperative and substituting it by 
a nominated committee. The aliega- 
tion made was that all the illegal or 
irregular allotments were made by 
this nominated committee. While the 
writ pelitions were pending and the 
matter wa.s then also sub judice, this 
former Li Governor! Shni Buie-war 
Prasad, overnight admitted many peo¬ 
ple as members of that committee and 
these allotments were made. Here 
there is a prima jf'cie report^ though 
it may not be final, in which high 
Government officials and personages 
arp involved. I want to know irom 
the Government whether in respect of 
the people named here, including 
secretaries of various Ministries 
so on, they arc going to take any kind 
of interim action pending the final 
decision. Here is .a report submitted 
by a former judge of the High Court, 
who was appointed to go into the 
matter by the Supreme Court. It 
is not a secret report. It is a 
matter which shakes the confidence of 
the public completely. Does the, Gov¬ 
ernment contemplate any kind of In¬ 
terim action against these high Gov¬ 
ernment oifBciaTs involved, pending the 
final outcome from the Supreme 
Court? 
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SHRI H. K. L. BMAGAT: The hon. 
member himself has said that the 
matter has to be finally disposed of 
by the Supreme Court. I cannot anti¬ 
cipate today what the Supreme Court 
might say on Ihis. Therefore, will it 
be proper for the Government to take 
action until this matter is finally dis- 
posed of by the Supreme Court? 1 
hope the hon. member wall agree that 
it will not be proper. But I can say 
this that the Government is certainly 
not interested in shielding anybody.

SAHEB P. SHINDE): (a) to (c). A 
statement is laid on the Table of the 
Sabha. 


Statement 

(a) The estimates of foodgrains 
pritj^uction for 1975-76 are still under 
scrutiny. According to available re¬ 
peats, foodgrains production during 
1975-76 is expected to be more than 
118 ndUion tonnes. As regards current 


crop year <la76-77> it is too early to 
give any idea of the likely production 
of foodgrain crups. 

(b) The Government of India keeps 
under constant review the position re¬ 
garding the need tor foodgrain im¬ 
ports iind makes purchases from 
abroad to the extent considered neces¬ 
sary after taking into account crop 
prospects, interna] availability, gap 
between internal availaldli.y an,i the 
requirement of the puidic distril ution 
.system, the need to create a reasona¬ 
ble size of buffer stock, forei;;:. ex- 
change resources, price trend in nitor- 
nalional market and other related 
factors. It is neither possiide nor is 
in the puldic interest to indicate the 
quantity of wheat and rice that may 
have to be imported during the cur¬ 
rent year. 

(c) The total slock of foodgrains 
(buffer and operational stocks) with 
the Central and State Governments at 
the end of June, 1H76 were of the 
order of about 17.0 million tonnes, as 
compared to .5.7 million tonne.s .it the 
end of Ju.io, U)7.'i. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SOKHI; 
In reply to part (a) the statement 
says,: “The estimates of foodgrains 
production for 1975-76 are still under 
scrutiny”. May I know why it could 
not be scrutinised up till now? Ma,y I 
knov/ when the total figure would 
be available? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The hon. member did not read fur¬ 
ther. The next sentence says that the 
food production is expected to be 
more than J18 million tonnes. In this 
crop calculation, the summer crop har¬ 
vested in May etc. also has to come in 
and so the final figures are still under 
compilation. But the broad indication 
i,s that it will be a rcsord crop in the 
history of the country and it is likely 
to be somewhere between 118 and 119 
million tonnes. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SOKHI: 
In paragraph (b) of the statement it 
is mentioned: 
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“It is neither possible, nor in the 
public interest to indicate the quan¬ 
tity of wheat and rice that may have 
to be imported during the current 
year.” 

It may not be in the public interest 
to indicate the production. But why 
do you say that it is not possible? 
Why is it not possible, when even the 
newspapers give all these figures? 

MR. SPEAKER; Please do not argue. 
If the Minister says that it is not in 
the public interest, that is the end of 
it. If he wants to ask another ques¬ 
tion, he may do so.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The Planning Commission have recent¬ 
ly agreed to give to the Food Corpora¬ 
tion of India Rs. ,30 crores, over and 
above the Rs. 16 to 17 crores which 
are being spent this year. We are 
also exploring the possibility of a loan 
from the World Bank for bulldiiig up 
storage capacity. Though it is in Ihe 
preliminary stages of discussion, we 
are expecting about Rs. 1.30 crores 
from the World Bank. During the 
course of this Plan we expect to add 
1 million tonnes every year, broadly 
speaking. If we take into considera¬ 
tion the temporary storage also, per¬ 
haps 5 to 6 million w'ould be added 
during the course of this Plan.

Statement 


(a) The Department of Food (Gov¬ 
ernment of India) have been approach, 
ed by the Punjab State Government 
to arrange before the beginning of Oc¬ 
tober 1976, movement of about 3.6 lakh 
tonnes of wheat stored by them r.nd 
their procuring agencies in the premi¬ 
ses of the rice and cotton mills and in 
some of the godowns no longer con 
sidered safe. The Punjab Stale Gov¬ 
ernment have also represented that 
about 4 lakh tonnes of foodgrains 
should be moved out of Punjab every 
month so that no difficulty arises in 
the procurement, storage and move¬ 
ment of rice from the 1976 kharif crop 
and of wheat from the 1977 rabi 
crop. Alternatively, creation of ade¬ 
quate additional storage capacity h;'iS 
been suggested. 


(b) Necessary arrangements h ive 
been made for the cltMrancc c;t’ about 
3.0 lakh tonnes of ;wheat by the begin¬ 
ning of October. 1976. The inter-state 
movement of foodgrains from the Fun- 
jab is being so organised as would not 
cause any storage difficulty in the 
kharif procurement operation.^ this 
year and would also cover n very 
sul>stantial quantity of wffieal stocks 
from the 107(5 rahi crop held by the 
Punjab State Government and its pro¬ 
curing agencies. The Punjab Stale 
Government have been informed ac¬ 
cordingly. They have also beor, odvis- 
fid that In case the procurement of 
wheat from the 1977 crop is of the 
same order as during the current year, 
additional storage capacity of about 3 
to 5 lakh tonnes by way of hiring 
and constructing may be necessary. 
As against this, the Food Corporation 
of India is likely to construct storage 
capacity of about 3 lakh tonnes by 
April. 1977. 


SHRl RAGHUNANDAN LAJU 
BHATIA: In Punjab there was a bum¬ 
per crop last year and we were aide 
to procure more than 29 lakh tonoes 
of wheat. The Punjab Government 
has stored them in the premises of 
rice and cotton mills. It was stipu¬ 
lated that the Government of India 
would remove 3.6 lakh tonnes of wheat 
from the State before October, so that 
our cotton and rice mills get back 
their space. I would like to know 
from the hon. Minister whether In 
accordance with that stipuation, he has 
been able to move out these stocks of 
wheat from Punjab or not; if not, how 
much IS lidng outside the godowns 
under rain, whether there has been any 
deterioration, and if there is any loss, 
whether it will be the los.s of the Ciov- 
ernment of India or the i'unjah Gov¬ 
ernment. 

SIIRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As far as movement from Punjab is 
concerned, it was somewhat slow dur¬ 
ing the last three months, but now, as 
e.xpected by the Punjab Government, 
we have planned the movement of 
about 3 lakh tonne.s a month, and this 
should obviously ease the position for 
the Punjab Government. We have 
given the highest priority to it. As 
far as the damage due to rain."!, etc. 
on plinths or in covered storage is 
concerned, we have still to get reports. 
We are trying to verify it. 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; In 
the statement, the Government says 
that the number of hostels covered 
under he .scheme is 4,057 and the num¬ 
ber of students covered is 3,41,257. 
Similarly, in the case of book banks, it 
has been said that these have been 
opened io 1,01,440 schools and 2,026 
colleges It would be mere under¬ 
standable, to what extent the scheme 
has been implemented, if the hon. 
Minister could tell us what is the total 
number of hostelers who should 
have been the beneficiary and what is 
the total number of schools and col¬ 
leges where the book banks should 
have been opened. 


PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: I am 
afraid, I have not yet been able to 
get any firm figures from the State 
Governments about the total number 
of hostelers, I have been urging them 
to compile these figures as early as- 
possible. 

As regards the total number of 
colleges, the UGC’s scheme has laid 
down that colleges with an enrolment 
of 100 students and above are entitled 
to have these book banks. It is esti¬ 
mated that—I do not again have an 
exact number; it is subject to correc¬ 
tion—there are about 3000 Arts, 
Science and Commerce colleges where 
these books .should have been opened. 
But out of the.<w, it is only 2,C26 col¬ 
leges about which we have got infor¬ 
mation till now, I understand, more* 
colleges are going in for these book 
banks. As soon as we get the infor¬ 
mation, it will be possible for me to 
tell the hon. Member as to what the 
progress has been. About the schools- 
I do not have the full details yet. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; For 
the implementation of the scheme to 
ensure the involvement and the sup¬ 
port of the students, may I know whe¬ 
ther the Government is taking neces¬ 
sary steps to involve the students* 
organisations which will support this 
scheme in the schools and colleges and 
whether the Government has given 
any guidelines or directives to the 
State Governments?

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTRUE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNASAHEB 
P. SHINDE): (a) and (b). According 
to the available information, the con¬ 
sumption of fertilizers in the country 
has picked op considerably after the 
price reductions of March-April, 1976, 
and introduction of subsidy scheme 
for Phosphatic fertilizers. There are 
no reports with Government that there 
has been a shortfall in the use of 
fertilizers by the weaker sections of 
the farmers. At present, there is 
sufficient availability of fertilizers in 
the country. For encouraging the use 
of fertilizers, an intensive Promotion 
Scheme has been undertaken in cer¬ 
tain selected districts in the country. 
More and more retail points, including 
mobile, points, are being op''i’'ed parti¬ 
cularly in interior areas. Price.s cf 
fertilizers have been reduced and dis¬ 
tribution margins increased. Special 
schemes such as Small Farmers Deve¬ 
lopment Agencies, Marginal Farmers 
and Agricultural Labourers .Agencies 
and the scheme for differential rate of 
interest are in operation under which 
assistance is available to weaker 
sections to promote inter alia fertilizer 
use. Before the reduction, of fertilizer 
prices, there was some set back in the 
consumption of fertilizers in general. 
But no seperate statistical information 
is available about the levels of con¬ 
sumption amongst the various cate¬ 
gories of farmers. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA: 
The answer is longish and I have not 
been able to follow every sentence. 
However, may I know from the hon. 
Minister whether there is any proposal 
to conduct a survey to And out whe- 
to conduct a survey to find out whe¬ 
ther there has been any fall in the 
level of consumption of chemical fer- 
tiliser.s by the weaker sections of the 
farmers?

The prices of free sale of sugar re¬ 
mained within reasonable limits till 
the middle of June, 1976 and showed 
a rising trend thereafter all over the 
country.

primary education and for this pur¬ 
pose ensure that « primary school is 
available for all children in the age 
group 6-11 years within a radius of 
1.5 KJM. 

2. For the age group 11-14 years, 
the State Governments have been re¬ 
quested to increase the facilities so 
that enrolment in classes 6-8 is raised 
from 42.2 per cent at present to 47 
per cent by the end of the fifth Plan. 

In addition, programmes of non-lor- 
mal education should be provided to 
children who are not or have not 
been able to attend school on a whole 
time basis. 

3. The Central Advisory Board of 
Education has emphasized that the 
haphazard and unplanned expansion 
that now takes place in secondary 
education should be controlled through 
proper planning and location of new 
secondary schools, rationalisation of 
existing institutions and maintenance 
of proper standards. 

4. In higher education more drastic 
steps will have to be taken to regu¬ 
late enrolments. There shoiUd be 
considerable restraints in' the estab¬ 
lishment of new universities and if a 
decision becomes inevitable, the ori- 
teria prescribed by the University 
Grants Commission should be strictly 
adhered to. New colleges should not 
be esIidiUaiied except Ig arses which 
arc lar^y underdeveloped. The 
maiatenasAse of staadnrdb should be 
iaeisted upon. Ifemphasls ahotdd be 
on aeMeving expansieii through exist¬ 
ing institutions and thf^gh hon-for- 
mal chaapete, cate bes|nft also takws to 


see that the access to higher educa¬ 
tion of women and of weaker sections 
of the community iii'increased. These 
measures would create considerable 
Saving in funds now meant for expan¬ 
sion of facilities in' secondary and 
higher education. These could be 
utilised for vocationalisation, adoption 
of the new pattern and programmes 
of qualitative improvement. 

5. The Standing Committee of the 
Central Advisory Board of Education 
which met in July, 1976, emphasized 
the importance of universalization' of 
elementary education with particular 
reference to girls, children of Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
and other weaker sections of the so¬ 
ciety like landless labourers and ur¬ 
ban slum dwellers. They also recom¬ 
mended separate elementary schools 
for girls where necessary though the 
general policy should be in' favour of 
co-education. The Committee also 
recommended a network of educatio- 
Uonal institutions of single-teacher 
schools sub-schools, peripetatic 
schools and residential schools to cater 
to the educational needs of tribal 
children.

conji^EU^^. Tte news alap UMkes 
refer^ce to cmrtaip irregu^ in the 
impl^entaUia of scbwnat and 
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refers to the suggestion of the Public 
Accounts Committee of the State Legis¬ 
lature for instituting an enquiry into 
4:he alleged irregularities and the per- 
iormance of the works. 

(b) Flood and Drainage Projects are 
planned to provide protection against 
floods of certain specified frequencies 
and as such the areas so protected 
cannot get relief at ail times. Before 
the extensive drainage and Flood 
Control measures in the Plain areas of 
Punjab were taken up, the irrigated 
and agricultural areas used to be affect¬ 
ed. by flood and draindge congestion 
causing extensive damage. Since the 
Second Plan, a large number of Flood 
Control and Drainage works which in¬ 
clude construction of 7.50 kin. of em¬ 
bankments and 5200 km. of drainage 
channels have been implemented to 
provide protectiem to an area of 22.6 
lakh ha. The total outlay on flood 
control and drainage works to the end 
«of March. 1976 was Rs. 50 crore. 

Since the implementation of the flood 
control and drainage programme, it 
has been reported by the State Crcvem- 
ihent that there has been considerable 
relief in the agricultural areas which 
used to be affected almost every year. 
The drainage programme has also help¬ 
ed .in checking the rise in the ground 
water level which had posed the prob¬ 
lem of progressive waterlogging. Since 
the flood control and drainage schemes 
are not planned to meet all evenfuali- 
ties, damage continues to occur in 
■some part or the other whenever the 
floods and the drainage flows exceed 
the design capacities. 

Flood Control and drain¬ 
age come under State p;ans As such, 
the respcmslbility for the planning and 
Implementation of the work is that of 
the State Qoverment.

These institutions are reported to be 
carrying out research in the rield of 
solar energy. In addition, Bharat 
Heavy Electricals Ltd. and Central 
iflectronic Ltd., Public Sector Industries 
are also involved in R&D in this area. 

(b) It is true that the basic require¬ 
ment of any solar appliance is an effi. 
de'nt and economic solar I'ollection 
system. 


(c) In view of the fact that the col¬ 
lectors are basic to all solar appliances 
and equipment, their deveic^Hnent has 
been given very high priority. There 
is sufficient know how available in the 
country for development of low tem¬ 
perature flat plate collectors. Atten¬ 
tion is being focussed on development 
of cneaper designs for various applica¬ 
tions. R&D work has also been initia- 
ed for development of medium tempe¬ 
rature flat plate collectors and high 
temperature concentraters. type collec¬ 
tors, It has been decided that Bharat 
Heavy Electricals Ltd., and National 
Physical Laboratory will coordinate 
research in this field. BHEL & NPL 
Laboratories are proposing to establish 
a National collector developmental 
facility to cater to the collector needs 
of the total solar energy programme. 

(d) It is true that the research add 
development on solar pumps has 
given very high priority in view of its 
possible application to agricultural 
pumping. Efforts would be concentrat¬ 
ed on developing pumps upto 5 hp. ini¬ 
tially. Several Institutions are work¬ 
ing on development of Solar pumps 
using different technologies and BHEL 
has been nominated as coordinator of 
research for these applications. The 
Birla Institute of Science and Techno¬ 
logy in Pilani have developed Labora¬ 
tory models of non-moving parts type 
pump and tested them successfully. 
BHEL are now collaborating with them 
to develop production oriented design 
of the pump and fabricate prototypes 
models for field triaLs, These are ex¬ 
pected to be completed by the end of 
this year. 

In view of the importance of use of 
solar energy, the Indian Council of 
Agricultural Research has sanctioned 
a prize Award Scheitie with a first 
prize of Rs. 25.000 and 2nd Prize of 
Rs. 15,000 for design of solar pumps.

Irrigation projects are yielding low 
returns to the Exchequer mainly be¬ 
cause the water rates being charged 
are not adequate to meet the combined 
working expenses and interest cdiarges. 
The question of rationalising the water 
rales-'has already been considered a 
number of times at various Confer¬ 
ences of the State Ministers of Irriga¬ 
tion and Power, National Develop¬ 
ment Councils etc. The Nijalin- 
gappa Committee (1964) and the Irri¬ 
gation Commission (1972) also exa¬ 
mined and dealt with this question at 
length. 

The Central Government have all 
along emphasised upon the State Gov¬ 
ernments the desirability of increasing 
the water charges anj collecting bet¬ 
terment levy, where ever permissible, 
to enhance Iheir resources. A ciitical 
study on water rates and betterment 
lev.v was recently carried out in the 
Department of Irrigation and sent to 
the Siate Governments for guidance. 
The First Conference of State Irriga¬ 
tion Ministers held in July,. 1975 also 
recommended the enhancement of 
water rates in a phased manner .nnd 
the selling up uf Standing Inter-De¬ 
partmental* Water Rates Review 
Boards by State Governments for re¬ 
viewing the rates structure on a con¬ 
tinuing basis.

Six units have been licensed for 
manufacture of power tillers with a 
total capacity of 40,000 numbers per 
annum. The power tUlers Srid^en- 
ously produced fall in the H.P- 
range of 6 to 12. 
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(The main features of a power 
tiller are given in the statement en- 
dosed.) 


Statement 


Power Tillers are hand operated 
tractors specially designed and deve¬ 
loped for use on small and medium 
dzed farms. The machine is rela¬ 
tively simple in construction and 
weighs 300 to 500 kgs. The field 
working speed of the tiller varies 
from 1 to 6 Kms per hour enabling 
operator • to walk behind the 
tiller. Power Tiller is suitable for 
farm jobs viz. puddling, ploughing, 
tilling, ridging, levelling and inter¬ 
cultivation. It can also be used for 
operating centrifugal pumps, spray¬ 
ers, dusters, threshers, hullers etc. 
When hitched to a trailer, it can move 
at a maximum speed of about 10 to 
15 Kms per hour. It can carry 1-2 
tonnes load depending on the siz® of 
trailer and type of road.

orains. Precautions are also 
taken to ensure that foodgrains which 
are stored over raised plinths are 
covered by rain proof polyth^e 
covers with adequate dunnage. No 
estimate on all India basis in regard 
to such damage has been made. 


(c) Under the ‘Save Grain Cam¬ 
paign’ being implemented by this 
Department loans are given to State 
Governments for fabrication of 
small size metal bins for better stor¬ 
age and for distribution to farmers 
on deferred payment basis.

The 
strategy of increasing production of 
wheat and rice during 1976-77 in¬ 
cludes expansion of area under high 
yielding varieties of these cropiE^ 
sizeable increase in the use 
chemical fertilisers and better man¬ 
agement practice. 


The area under high-yielding 
varieties of Rice is pmiected to in¬ 
crease from the estimated level of 
12.97 million hectares in 1975-76 to 
13.50 million hectares in 1976-77 and 
that under Wheat from 13.66 million 
hectares in 1975-76 to 14 mUUon 
hectares in 1976-77. The total con¬ 
sumption of chemical fertilisers dur¬ 
ing 1978'77 is envifwged gt 36,flWl laWi 
tonnes, as against the likely achtevCf^ 
ment of 28.92 Ihkh tonnes in 1975-7® 
for all crops. 


During the current Kharif Seaa^ 
a National Campaign has been launch¬ 
ed for rawing Rice productivity in 
general and in the Eastern States in 
particular, through timely sowing 
with the help of community nursprfm 
and adoption of better ma»hgeiB«M» 
practices. An intensive tmi«i»« 
gramme has been carried out at W 
Research StatKmS/Institutes for 
education of the ftwmew in the adc^ 
tion of improved production 
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togy. A similar campaign ii pro¬ 
posed to be launched for increa^g 
the productivity of wheat and iprain 
in the major whNit aiid grain grow¬ 
ing Stales, during Rabi 1976-77. Ex¬ 
tensive education of the farmers 
Would be carried out to bring home 
to them the necessity of timely sow¬ 
ing of high-yielding varieties of 
wheat, particularly Kalyansona and 
adso ilie adoption of rust resistant 
varieties, particularly under late 
sown conditions.

(b) Fertilizers: The prices of fer¬ 
tilizers have already been reduced 
substantiaHy and it is not proposed 
to make any further reduction in the 
prices of fertilizers. 


Seeds: The pricing policy of 
is reviewed periodically to ensure 
that the seeds are available to the 
farmers at a reasonable price. 

Pesticides: The Bureau of Indus¬ 
trial Costs and Prices has been asked 
to look into the cost structure of ia>^ 
digenously produced pesticides. 

Agricaltural Implements: The pos¬ 
sibilities of further reduction In 
prices of tractors is being kept ctms- 
tantiy under review.

People rendered Homeless doe to 
Cyclmdc Strmn in Onjarat

•due to cyclonic storm and heavy min. 
There are no reports with the State 
Government as to the number of per¬ 
sons rendered homeless. 

(b) and (c). The Government of 
Gujarat have been distributing subsidy 
to the affected persons at the rate of 
Rs. 700/- for reconstruction of a hut 
and upto Rs. 250/- for carrying out 
repairs. In addition, loan upto 
JRs. 5,000 per house is available for 
ireconstruction or repairs.

ing the carrying capacity of the river 
Rupnarayan by raising and streng¬ 
thening of the exi.sting embankments.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

the Task Force on Agrarian Relations 
set up by tne Planning Commission 
formed the basis for the policy guide¬ 
lines on land reforms incorporated in 
the draft Fifth Five Year Plan docu¬ 
ment. The tenancy laws are being 
I»*ought all ovei’ the country increa¬ 
singly in accord with the national 
policy. All States have enacted legis¬ 
lation to regulate rent in accordance 
with the guidelines laid down in this 
regard in the Five Year Plans, namely 
that the maximum rate of rent should 
not exceed 1/5 to 1/4 of the gross pro¬ 
duce. However, the rate of rent re¬ 
mains somewhat higher in Punjab, 
Haryana, Tamil Nadu and the Andhra 
area of Andhra Pradesh. More than a 
dozen States in the country have al¬ 
ready completed legislative measures 
for conferment of ownership rights on 
the land in cultivating possession of 
tenants. In a number of other States 
provision has been made allowing the 
tenants to purchase ownership rights 
in the land under their personal culti¬ 
vation. The right of resumption of 
land for personal cultivation to be 
done by landlords has expired in 
most of the States. InSreasing efforts 
are being made at fuller implementa¬ 
tion of these laws. 

By now all States in the country 
where land ceiling measures need to 
be introduced, have made legislative 
provisions accordingly. These laws 
are being implemented with consider¬ 
able speed. More than 22 lakh acres 
of land have been declared surplus as 
a result of the implementation of the 
land ceiHng laws which have been 
«iacted in the light of the national 
guidelines. More than 13 lakh acres 
of this land have been taken over by 
the State, out of which more than 8 


lakh acres have been distributed to 
landless agricultural workers and 
other eligible persons. The work is 
still in progress. 

The implementation of the tonaucy 
reform will be faster with the pre¬ 
paration of the record of rights. Al¬ 
though record of right.s exist in most 
parts of the country, it reflects onl.v 
in varying degrees the rights of 
tenants, under-tenants and sharecrop¬ 
pers and other insecure holders in 
land. Legislative measures have been 
undertaken in a number of States 
during the past few years for provid¬ 
ing a statutory basis for recording the 
rights of these categories of interest 
holders in land. 

In the implementation of land ceil¬ 
ing measures judicial intervention, 
procedural delays, financial and ad¬ 
ministrative constraints have presen¬ 
ted difficulties. Increasing steps are 
being taken for tbeir remov<al as a 
re.sult of which the pace of imple¬ 
mentation has picked con.sidorable 
speed during the past one year or so.

These grants are normally 
paid in suitable instalments on the 
basis of reported progress of expendi¬ 
ture in respect of various sanctioned 
schenws. The funds actually released 
'by the Commission also include ‘on 
account* grant to take up implementa¬ 
tion' of approved schemes and in some 
cases reimbursement of expenditure 
already incurred on account of sche¬ 
mes approved in' the previous Plans. 

The development grants sanctioned 
by the Commission are not fully uti¬ 
lised by Universities in some cases 
within the plan period due to delays 
involved in the recruitment proce¬ 
dures, procurement of equipment and 
supplies, non-availability of construe.

AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RAM- 
AIHA): (a) The Slum Clearance/Im¬ 
provement Scheme was formulated in 
1956 in the Central Sector. The 
Scheme has been transferred to the 
State Sector with effect from 1st April, 
1969. 

(b) The following are the basic 
principles on which the Scheme is 
based;— 

(i) there should be the minimum 

dislocation of slum dweUei:^ and 

efforts should be made to rehoiae 
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them as far as possible at the 
existing sites of the slums and/or 
sites nearby, in order to ensure that 
they are not uprooted from their 
fields of employment; 

(ii) in order to keep down rents 
within the paying capacity of slum 
dwellers, the emphasis should 
necessarily be laid more on provi¬ 
sion of the minimum standards of 
environmental hygiene and essential 
services rather than on construction 
of any elaborate structures. 

The Scheme lays down minimum 
standards of accommodation and ceil¬ 
ing costs for various types of accom¬ 
modation, their specifications and 
criteria regarding eligibility of slum 
dwellers for allotment of plots/lene- 
ments. 

As the Sc.heme is in the State Sec¬ 
tor, the physical and financial targets 
for the Scheme arc fixed by the State 
Governments. 


Extension of Service to Political Suffe- 
rers/Teachers

D, P. YADAV): (a) Delhi Adminis¬ 
tration has informed that they grant 
benefit of extension of one year’s ser¬ 
vice after superannuation to Second¬ 
ary School Teachers who happened 
to be Freedom Fighters and are re¬ 
cipient of Tamra Patras. The infor¬ 
mation in regard to States is not rea¬ 
dily available. 

(b) There is no such proposal under 
the consideration of the Government. 


Protection to Wild Specie^ 

1285. SHRI DHAMANKAR: Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether traditionally cultivat¬ 
ed varieties of crop and wild plant 
are facing extinction in the wake of 
fast spread of high yielding varieties, 
which may cause harm to fuliue 
agriculture; 

(b) if so, steps taken to protect 
the wild species and primitive cul¬ 
tivation which are stated to be rich 
in useful genes essentially required 
for upgrading of cultivated forms and 
which have good adaptability and 
quality; and 

(c) whether the National Bureau of 
Plant Introduction set up under the 
Indian Agricultural Research Insti¬ 
tute and the regional stations at 
various agroclimatic zones will be able 
to help in the collection and conser¬ 
vation of primitive cultivation so that 
they could be used in crop-improve¬ 
ment programme within the coun¬ 
try? 

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRI SHAH- 
NAWAZ KHAN): (a) Yes, Sir, 
generally it is felt that with the 
spread of high yielding varieties, the 
traditional cultivated varieties tend 
to be pushed out of culilvatiem. How- 
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ever, the Indian Council of Agricul¬ 
tural Research is fully aware of this 
situation and has taken measures to 
collect and conserve both the tradi¬ 
tional cultivated varieties and the wild 
plants of direct or indirect value to 
Plant Breeding. 

(b) The Council has been sending 
plant exploration scientific teams pe¬ 
riodically to different regions in In¬ 
dia to collect wild plants and has 
also collected various cultivated varie¬ 
ties in different centres. Several col¬ 
lections in primitive cultivated forms 
of many crops have already been 
made. 

(c) Yes Sir, The National Bureau 
Of Plant Introduction will carry out 
activities of the plant exploration of 
the erstwhile Division of Plant In¬ 
troduction of Indian Agricultural Re¬ 
search Institute on an expanded 
scale. hi addition to the existing 
Regional Stations at Simla, Jodhpur 
and Amravati. it will have stations 
in Trichur (Kerala) and Shillong 
(Meghalaya). The Bureau will be 
helping in collection of primitive cul¬ 
tivated typos and Wild plants and 
also will have Seed Bank for helping 
in improvement programmes relating 
to different crops. 


Break Down in D.M.S. Plant

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RA- 
MAIAH): (a) and (b). A complaint 
was received from an M.P. regard¬ 
ing non-eviction of a private person 
from a suite in the Western Court 
Hostel, where he had been inducted 
by the M.P. as his guest for one Week. 
The M.P. also made various allega- 
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tions of over-charging of rent from 
him and collusion between the staff 
of the Western Court and the guest. 

(c) The complaints have been 
■found without substance. There 
■was no collusion or overcharging of 
the M.P., PS alleged. It was his res¬ 
ponsibility to pay the charges on 
account of the guest and also to get 
the accommodation vacated. Never¬ 
theless, action was taken by the Di¬ 
rectorate of Estates under the Public 
Premises (Eviction of Unauthorised 
Occupants) Act, 1971, to evict the 
private pera<'.n.

Liberal Education 

1288. ST-mi B. V. NAIK; WiU the 
Minister of EDUCATION, SOCIAL 
WELFARE AND CULTURE be pleas¬ 
ed to state; 

(a) whether the futility of liberal 
education, which adds every year to 
the job market fresh batch of un¬ 
employed youth has been recognised; 

(b) if so, steps taken to rectify the 
liberal education being imparted in 
this country; and 

(c) whether the funds, as are being 

spent on libera! education, will he 
used to finance projects started by 
the unemployed? , 

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): (a) to 
(c). The Resolution on National Po¬ 
licy on Education indicates the direc¬ 
tion in which our educational system 
has to be reconstructed. The Resolu- 
;tion says: 

“The Government of India is 
convinced that a radical recons- 
tniction of education on the broad 
lines recommended by the Educa- 
“tion Commission is essential for 


economic and cultural development 
of the cormtry, for national integra¬ 
tion and for realising the ideal of a 
socialistic pattern of society. This 
will involve a transformation of 
the system to relate it more closely 
to the life of the people; a con¬ 
tinuous effort to expand educational 
opportunity; a sustained and inten¬ 
sive effort to raise the quality of 
education at all stages; an empha¬ 
sis on the development of science 
and lechnclogy; and the cultivation 
of moral and social values. The 
educational system must produce 
young men and women of character 
and ability committed to national 
service and development. Only 
then will education be able to play 
its vital role in promoting national 
progress, creating a sense of com¬ 
mon citizen.ship and culture, and 
'^drengthening national integration. 
This is necessary if the country is 
to attain its rightful place in the 
comity of nations in conformity 
with its great cultural heritage and 
its unique potentialities.” 

2, Shrimati Indira Gandhi in her 
address to the 13th Convocation of 
the Gandhigram Rural Institute, 
Gandhigrara, on January 5, 1973, said 
“We have first of all to ’think of 
what is education and what we want 
education to do for us”. While ad¬ 
dressing the 37th Session of th^ Cen¬ 
tral Advisory Board of Education, 
she observed; 

‘‘The real purpose of education is 
to enlarge the intellectual horizon 
and emotional activities so that we 
have not only bettor workers, but 
also better human beings who are 
mature and who can face the grow¬ 
ing challenges.” 

3. The fundamental objectives of all 
education, whether liberal, scientific, 
technical, professional* or vocational, 
is to seek and cultivate new know¬ 
ledge; to promote a scientific and ra¬ 
tional outlook and temper and to en¬ 
gage vigorously in the pursuit of truth 
and excellence; to train competent 
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men and women with a commitment 
to basic human values, social pur¬ 
poses and national development; and 
to strive to enrich the life of the 
community around through the diffu¬ 
sion of culture; national integration 
and through the solution of problems 
by the application of science, techno¬ 
logy and learning. 

4. The creation of employment op- 
portimities depends upon the size 
of investment in economic activity, 
the type of technology adopted in 
agriculture and industry^ and the ex¬ 
tent of social services proposed to 
be provided. Education has hardly 
any direct role in the creation of 
employment. But indirectly it assists 
the process by accelerating economic 
growth, developing science and tech¬ 
nology, improving the general level 
of skills among the people so as to 
make them better employable and 
more producti\e, and training the 
skilled personnel needed for deve¬ 
lopment. It should not be forgotten, 
however, that education, which pro¬ 
motes the fullest development of the 
human personality, is an end in it¬ 
self. A person is not educated to tit 
an employment position. Rather he is 
given good education so that he brings 
greater efficiency and productivity 
to bear upon the employment posi¬ 
tion he comes to occupy. 

5. With a view to relating educa¬ 
tion to productivity, improving the 
technical and technological skills of 
the people, and inculcating essential 
values such as dignity of manual la¬ 
bour, an effort is being made in the 
Fifth Five Year Plan. One of the 
major thrusts of the Fifth Five Year 
Plan is to establish closer links bet¬ 
ween education and employment. For 
this purpose, if has been decided to 
reorganise the educational system as 
a whole on the basis of 10-|-2-f3 pat¬ 
tern of education recommended by 
the Education Commission. In this 
pattern, work experience will form 
an integral part of education in ten 
years of jichool education. In class DC

and X, pre-vocational education will 
be introduced in schools. The 10- 
year school course will be followed, 
by a 2-year higher secondary course 
and a 3-year degree course. The 2- 
year higher secondary course will be 
either emploj'ment preparatory or 
university preparatory. It is expected 
that at least 50 per cent of students 
at the higher secondary level would 
in dUe course be enrolled in voca¬ 
tional couises. The new orientation 
would Jiot only make a large number 
of students employable but it would 
also reduce pressure on higher edu¬ 
cation considerably. 


Stock of Foodgrains by States

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN

targets of stocks of foodgrains are 
not fixed. The stock of foodgrains is 
maintained on an all-India basis. 

(b) The total physical stocks (in¬ 
cluding operational stocks) of food- 
grains with the Governments (Central 
and States) at the end of June, 1976 
were of the order of about 17.0 mil¬ 
lion tonnes. 

(c) In the context of the easy food 
situation in the country this year. 
Government have reviewed the posi¬ 
tion and have suspended further com¬ 
mercial purchases from June last.. 
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Entry Fee tor Wstotic Sfonuments 

1290. SIIKI N. K. SANGHI: Will 
the Minister of EDUCATION, SOCIAL 
WELFARE AND CULTURE be pleas¬ 
ed to state:

Under the Ancient Mo¬ 
numents and Archaeological Sites and 
Remains Act, 1958, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment is empowered to levy en¬ 
trance fee at protected monuments. 

(b) The A.rcboeological Survey of 
India has not raised the enrance fee 
for the Taj Mahal. It is, however, un¬ 
derstood that the U.P. Government is 
collecting some other levy, the preci.se 
nature of v/hith is being ascertained. 

(c) The Central Government is ad¬ 
vised that it alone is cQimpetent to 
charge entrance fee from visitors to 
momunents of national importance.

Bank Loan to Tamil Nadu Students 
for pursuing Studies

The public sector banks have intro¬ 
duced Educational Loan Schemes in 
order to finance indigent students of 
merit going in for Graduate and Post- 
Graduate studies in selected disciplines 
in India and abroad. The Schemes 
have been implemented not only in 
Tamil Nadu but also in other States. 
The loans are given at liberal rates 
of interest and at easy schedule of 
repayment. The amount of loan varies 
from course to course and from Bank 
to Bank ranging from Rupees five 
thousand to Rupees fifteen thousand. 

Clearing of Fuodgrains and FcrtiU-ei* 
at Kandla Port 

1292. SHRI S. R. DAMANI: Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION be oleased to state: 

(a) whether Government’s atten¬ 
tion has been drawn to a news item 
in a daily paper dated the 27ch June, 
1976 that the entire Kandla Port was 
chocking witli foodgrains and fertili¬ 
zers as on 26th June, 1976 because of 
failure on the part of F. C. I. to move 
them from the port; 

(b) whether the Port authorities, 
proposed to levy a “dead wharfage^ 
charge on this account; and 

(c) what are the reasons, when 
these stocks were cleared and what 
amount wag paid to the Port authori¬ 
ties 'Under (b) above? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY QP AGRICULTURE AND'- 
IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNASAHIR P. 
SHIDE): (a) and (b). Yes, Sir. 
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(c) In some of the States in the 
North Zone, Gujarat and west Madhya 
Pradesh which are in the liinterland 
of Kandla Port, the rabi procurement 
exceeded the target by about 8 lakh 
tonnes during May and June. 15176. 
This caused storage difficulty. The 
availability of conventional covered 
storage accommodation was inadequate. 
Alternatively, .storage of wheat on 
plinth under cover (CAPl was being 
resorted to. Therefore, instead of 
moving imported wheat from Kandla 
for CAP storage in the hinterland 
where the rainfall is comparatively 
heavy, CAP storage arrangements wore 
made for imported wheat in the Kandla 
Pori Trust area/Gandhidham itself. 
The port transit shed balance which 
was 26.59.1 tonnes of I'oodgrains on 
26th June, 1976 was reduced to 486 
tonnes only, by 13 t,h .July, 1976. The 
position in regard to ferlilicevs w'as 
almost normal, throughout. 

Since ''he Food Corporation of India 
has beer making all possible efforts to 
increase the storage and the handling 
capacity at Kandla/Gandhidham to 
meet the situation, the Board of 
Trustees of the Kandla port decided 
at the meeting on 24th June, 1976 to 
defer the proposal of the KPT for 
imposition of ‘dead wharfage' until 
October, 1976. No ‘dead w'harfage’ has. 
therefore, been levied or paid on 
foodgrains and fertilisers at the Kandla 
Port. 


Tented Schools in Resettlement Colo¬

am grateful to you for allowing me to 
move a question of privilege. 

Under Rules 222 and 223 of tpe 
Rules of Procedure and Conduct of 
Business, I am faising a question in. 
volving a breach -of privilege conceni- 
ing me as a Member of Parliament. 

The facts of -the case are as follows: 

That in its issue of Saturday, August 
21, 1976, Vol XXVII. No. 52 the Ptinrer, 
Publisher and Editor of the Currevi 
Weekly published from Meher Bouse, 
15, Cawas,ii Patel Street, Bomha.v — 
400001, has published the photograph 
of Sri M. Karunanidhi, former Chief 
Minister of Tamil Nadu on one side 
and uiy photograph on the other with 
the boldest of headings ‘‘Corrupt, 
Caught”. It has aLso published a cap¬ 
tion “Confused Identity" under my 
photograph. It hopes to do the im¬ 
possible by confusing mt with one 
Sri Nawal Kishore Sinha who is at 
present M.L.A., Bihar and hinting a 
sinister link between me and the 
abovementioned person. It, by im¬ 
plication, makes me a party to the 
worst slander in history which is 
placing the Gandhi Maidan, alongside 
the Patna Station Railway Platform. 
As this is most atrocious of 
lies and a fabrication deliberately 
• meant to involve me, I wish to deny 
every facet of the same. i was never 
in any capacity, whatsoever, connected 
'With the things mentioned in that news 
coverage. The news coverage reveals 
certain allegations against the l^rban 
Co-operative Bank, Patna of which one 
Bri Nawal Kishore Sinha presently 
M.L.A. of Bihar was the Chairman. I 
was in no way associated or connected 
svith the Bank x«fer referred to above.

I am the Chairman of the Bihar State 
Co-operative Marketing Union agaiust 
which no charge has been preferred 
and no findings recorded. 

Sir, On Page 183 and 184 of “Practice 
and Procedure of Parliament” by Kaul 
and Shakdher, Second Edition 1972 in 
the first paragraph on 'Powers, Privi¬ 
leges and Immunities of the Houses, 
their Committees and members’, it is 
staled; 

“The term ‘privilege’ applies to 
certain rights and immunities enjoy, 
ed by each House of Parliament col¬ 
lectively and by members 
of eacn House individually without 
which they could not discharge their 
functions, and which exceed tho.se 
possessed by other bodies and indi¬ 
viduals” 

The aboveraentioned privilege of the 
members of Parliament, according to 
tile same book by Kaul and Shakdher, 
•says; 

“They are enjoyed by individual 
members because the House cannot 
perform its functions without the 
unimpeded u.sc of the service of its 
members and by each House collec¬ 
tively for the protection of its mem¬ 
bers and the vindication of its own 
authority and dignity.” 

Sir, by the publication of the above 
news with my photograph inserted with 
defamatory intent, 1, as a member of 
this august body, have been tleprived 
of the unimpeded use of this House. 
This news has brought me in a bad 
light, it has lowered me in public esti¬ 
mation and deprived me of the peace 
of mind and heart. It is in. view of 
that, I seek your protecUtm and that of 
the House for vindication of my hon¬ 
our and dignity as a Member of this 
House. • 

Therefore, invoking the spirit of Para 
2 of page 184 of Kaul & Shakdh^, 
I state that I have been deprived ut 
the ability to perform my duties in 
Parliament without let or hlndrahtt..

A detailed perusal of the news item 
On page 1 of the above menUoned issu 0 
purporting to Bihar and involving me 
amounted to ‘libel’ and therefore again 
J quote Kaul and Shakdher at page 
134; “When any individual or authority 
disregards or attacks any of the privi¬ 
leges, rights or immunities, either of 
the members individually or of the 
House in its collective capacity, the 
offence is termed a breach of privilege 
and is punishable by the House.” 

In this case, the Printer, Publisher 
and Editor of the “Current” Weekly of 
Bombay, in its issue dated Saturday, 
August 21, 1976, Vol. XXII, No. 52, 
nas attacked the privilege of a Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament and therefore has 
invited upon themselves as Printer, 
Publisher and Editor, the charge of a 
breach of privileges of Parliament. 

Therefore, Sir, under the Rules 222 
and 223, I seek your protection and 
that of the House to bring charge of 
breach of privilege of Parliament 
against the Printer, Publisher and 
Editor of the “Current” Weekly of 
Bombay. 

MR. SPEAKER; In accordance with 
the rules of procedure on this matter 
and the normal practice too, I shall 
first direct the Printer, Publisher and 
Editor of this paper, the Current 
Weekly, to make their statement or 
report, whatever it is, on this matter 
and after their report comes, I will 
bring this matter again to the House.

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
(SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): As the 
Hon’hlo Members ate aware, Govern¬ 
ment are considering restructuring of 
the oil industry with a view to mak¬ 
ing optimum utilisation of the exist¬ 
ing assets and facilities and improve- 
ing the standard of service to the 
public. In order to achieve this goal, 
we have been actively engaged in 
completing negotiations for the ac¬ 
quisition of foreign oil companies. The 
House is aware that negotiations are 
in progress with Caltex and Assam 
Oil Company for taking over their 
assets in India. Meanwhile, Govern¬ 
ment had approached Exxon for ac¬ 
quisition of their 26 per cent holding 
in Hindustan Petroleum Corporation 
Limited. In accordance with the 
Agreement signed in March, 1974 
those shares would have been trans¬ 
ferred to Government only in 1981. 
However, negotiations with Exxon 
have recently been completed and an 
understianding has been reached that 
these . shares will be transferred to 
Government on the 1st October, 1976 
on payment of an amount of $ 3,096,600 
net of taxes. The formal Agreement 
in this regard will be signed in Sept¬ 
ember, 1976. This will not in any 
way disturb the existing arrange¬ 
ments I!or payment of principal and 
interest amounts relating to acquisi¬ 
tion of 74 per cent share of Exxon 
in 1974. Exxon will continue to sup¬ 
ply cnide oil till 1980-81, as agreed 
earlier. I would like to take this 
' opportunity for placing on record 
Government’s appreciaton of the co- 
operatit'e ^spl^rit irfhown by Exxon 
during ihese negotiations.

At the time when the 
DMK government was removed ille¬ 
gally and most undemocratically, we 
emphai'ioally opposed the move and we 
clearly stated our views that instead of 
adopting such undemocratic measures, 
the government could have arranged 
and election which was due shortly. 
That would have been the best way of 
judging the opinion of the Tamil Nadu 
people as to which form of government 
they want. While I say this, I am not 
taking any brief for the DMK Govern¬ 
ment, we have our differences with 
that party also. The arguments that 
were advanced for the undemocratic 
step then taken were mere eyewash 
and there was nc necessity for that 
step. Elections could have been 
held so that the people could 
say whether the> were disgusted 
with the DMK because in that easel 
they would have refused to vote 
for the DMK government and the 
I would not have had any objection 
for that at all. But what is this 
poliiy? Is it not a policy to per¬ 
petuate the undermocratic, most 
illdgal and authoritarian dule not only 
at the centre bult throughout the 
country including Tamil Nadu? Here 
is a blatant example as to how to they 
behave with the people of State where 
they cannot form a government of 
their own choice. The difference 
between Gujarat and Tamil Nadu is 
whereas in Gujarat thay thought they 
may get some defectors to be included 
in the party, thereby enabling the Con¬ 
gress Party to form a government. In 
Tamil Nadu, the yknew that the DMK 
had such a big majority that it was not 
possible for them to form a government 
by defactin ga few MLAs.

THE MINISTER OF HOME AFF¬ 
AIRS (SHRI K BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY), I have been listening, Sir. 
He saia, this is an undemocratic act. 


SHRI DINEN BIIATTACHARVYA: 
This IS just like his brief statement 
He wanted to convince the House by a 
short statement. I have gone through 
this pamphlet circulated by him and 1 
do not find any special reasons to be 
convinced that it is necessary to con¬ 
tinue the President’s rule there. What 
have you achieved within these six 
months? There is an accusation that 
DMK ministers were corrupt. I do not 
know about that there is no proof that 
they were corrupt as alleged. On what 
basis do ,vou say that you are cleaning 
the administrative apparatus? You say, 
you arc taking measures to stop cor¬ 
ruption in the administration. But 1 
have some personal knowledge and 1 
know that corruption has increased in 
all the departments, including the 
police. I do not want to mention any 
name or incident here? if necessary, 
I will bring them to the notice of the 
minister. The other reasons you have 
elaborated here are drought conditions, 
etc. Bui these are common to all the 
States. What is the special reason for 
continuing the President’s rule there? 
Nothing has been substantiated in your 
statement. My humble request to the 
minister and to the government is to 
reconsider th^ matter and see whether 
they can go back and take the direct 
opinion of the people of Tamil Nadit 
through election. If the people think 
that Congress is the best party to ruto 
over Tamil Nadu, they will give their 
verdict. 


I know the apprehension lurking in 
your mind, you know that people wilt 
reject you. The people may not veto 
for the DMK but they will not vote 
for the Congress either. What have 
you done for the petite after removihi: 
the popularly elected Oovenunentt? 
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You have appointed two Advisers to 
the Governor. But they are bureau¬ 
crats, like the old ICS officers, who 
have no living coimection with the 
people. How can they do anything 
lor the good of the people when they 
have no direct and living connection 
with the people? 

In the report you have mentioned 
about the foimation of certain com¬ 
mittees in all the districts. What is 
Iheir activity? How can the top man 
decide about a thing about which he 
has no personal knowledge? He has to 
be guided by the official of his depart¬ 
ment or the persons whom he has 
nominated or appointed to these com¬ 
mittees in the districts and the talukas 
as per his whim. 

That is why I say that this measure 
cannot be supported by anybody. I 
would say that the Central Government 
should abandon this method of bring¬ 
ing the whole of the country under one 
central authoritarian rule. You have 
to give up that policy and adopt demo¬ 
cratic methods both in the Centre and 
in the States. Instead of centralising 
all the powers, you have to give more 
powers to the States. 

Whatever you may say in your re¬ 
port, there has been no improvement in 
the situation after the removal of the 
DMK Ministry. In fact, the situation 
has deteriorated. In the report there 
is reference to the drought conditions. 

40 per cent of the food production has 
been affected so far. According to the 
statement of the Government on the 
floor of the House, because of the 
failure of the monsoon, the reservoirs 
have no water for the cultivation of 
crops and, therefore, the crops have 
failed. As a result of it, the prices 
have gone up in most cases. In reply 
to the Calling Attention Notice of my 
CPI friends, the cfovernment have ad- 
mltted that the prices have gone up.

The attitude of the persons 
who have been entrusted with this task 
is callous and have thg least sympa¬ 
thy for the people. The same agricul¬ 
turists who are selling their crop at a 
lower price to the middle men, have to 
pay a higher price when they have to 
purchase the same product. This is 
the situation. It is a fact that evic¬ 
tions from land of the small tenants 
are going on as before, and it has not 
in any way been checked.

cultural labourers getting the minimum 
wages that have been fixed for them. 
Wherever there is an organised move¬ 
ment of the agricultural labourers, 
there they are getting something near 
the minimum wages fixed, but in most .

He has stated that the labour situa¬ 
tion and industrial relations have im¬ 
proved much, but I am not of the same 
opinion.

Thousands of workers 
jare retrenched, they are without work, 
and no arrangem«its have been made 
by the Government in the matter. 
Fifty per cent of the tanneries are not 
working, and the wages that the 
workers are getting there, I do not 
know whether Mr, Brahmananda Reddy 
knows it, are far below even the mini¬ 
mum wages fixed for the agricultural 
labourers. Thousands and thousands 
of handloom weavers are out of em¬ 
ployment. It has been staled here that 
much has been done for them, but my 
question is actually what the Govern¬ 
ment has done for the real weavers. 
Twenty per cent of the total weavers 
arc still under the master weaver who 
IS exploiting the weavers in every 
possible way He is getting loans from 
the hanks, getting yam at cheaper 
rates, and he is controlling the market 
He IS giving paltry sums to the 
weavers far below .subsistcnance level 
I know, large scctioas of Tamil Nadu 
handloom weavers are in no way beltei 
than the bonded labour. I do not 
know what will be the reply of the 
Government in this regard. There i^ 
no Factories Act. there is no lobour 
Inw, there is no ESI. nothing of the 
sort, in tht' case of handloom weavcis.

Some industries having more 
than 300 workers are also declarmg 
lay-offs. The small engineering units 
employing loss than 300 employees 
and above 50 employees are re¬ 
sorting to lay-offs and sometimes 
lo^uts and closiues. They are taking 
iH the advantage from fJ» Goventownt 
jp the name of re&kWlitatlng tMr In¬ 


dustries. But in the case of wurkem, 
the employees, the Government is cal¬ 
lous and nothing is being done in their 
case. 

I know, the Ramji Mills at Trichy 
and the Jawahar Rajendra Mills at 
Salem have declared a large-scale iay- 
oil. About 20,000 workers in the cate¬ 
gories of temporary and casual labour 
are not given employment for the last 
18 months. The Kurumuthu Group of 
Mills in Madurai do not pay regular 
monthly wages in time. In the name 
of production and eflicicncy. even dur¬ 
ing lunch hours, the worker.^ are re¬ 
quired to do work without any over¬ 
time. The workers in the age group 
ol 50 and above arc being asked to un¬ 
dergo efficiency tests and after 25 
years of service, they are found to go 
on voluntar,v retirement. This is the 
labour situation in Tamil Nadu 

Regarding the Tamil Nadu Electricity 
Board workers, i am amared to find 
that the Finance Minister, Mr. C. Sub- 
ramaniam, has saw that there are 
24.000 workers in the Tamil Nadu Elec¬ 
tricity Board who aie surplus whereas 
the Home Minister has given a state¬ 
ment that there are 35.000 emplo.vees 
who art surplus. But from the actual 
official report, on physical verification, 
it has been found that there are only 
3.000 workers who may be surplus and 
who tan be absorbed in the State Elec- 
tncilv Board under now projects that 
are coming un. They can easily be 
absorbed The Tamil Nadu Electricity 
Boaid claims that in the other State 
Electricilv Boards, the emplo.yees are 
not in such large number as in the 
Tamil Nadu Electricity Board. It may 
be true. Bui what is the fault of the 
workers'^ It is not their fault. I wattt 
to know whether any actual assessment 
has been made. Why is there • 
difference in the statement of the tWH 
Ministers, the Finance Minister and the 
Homo Minister? The official 
gives us an entirely different pictUrt. 

I would say t^iat this matter must ht 
looked into the Govemmettt 
ly In resptset of the ' State 
Board I ihF 1019 abmtl 
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the sugar mill workers, the handloom 
weavers and the tannery workers. 
These are the blatant examples where 
you will find that these workers have 
been repressed and, even after amend¬ 
ing the Industrial Disputes Act, no 
change has been brought about. The 
lay-offs, the retrenchments and the 
closures are going on. There is no 
check. 

Our representative In the Tamil 
Nadu Consultative Committee has 
pointed out, some lime back, certain 
thing.s about the law and order situa¬ 
tion. Much has been said here by the 
Home Minister but here are the some 
facts which I want to cite. I may also 
state here with full responsibility that 
the law and order situation is not 
better at all. The person arrest¬ 
ed are taken inside the lock-up 
of the police station and beaten. 
Why? The person does not know 
why he has been arrested, he is 
taken inside the police station and 
beaten severtly. This is a regular 
feature. The treatment that is meted 
out in the jail to the persons who are 
arrested under MISA or under DIR 
because they ai'o connected with some 
political party are deplorable. The 
treatment which should be given to 
political prisoners is not given to them. 
Even in British days, in the jail, the 
political prisoners were getting a fair 
treatment. That is not there now. 

Also, I do not understand what is 
this system. Some of our friends, some 
of our party leaders who are also 
MLAs, were taken from Tripura to 
Tamil Nadu. Why?, For what reason? 
Why should there be this system? Why 
does Mr. Brahmananda Reddy not come 
forward and say what is the reason 
for this sort of transfer? Their rela¬ 
tives cannot go an& meet them, nor can 
they write letters very often, because, 
the letter will go to Tripura for censor, 
from thero it will come again to the 
Madras jail and then it will be sent. 

You can tmagipe how long it will 
take for a letter to« reach its destina- 
^n. This is the condition there. ■

I will mention certain things. On 
5-7-1976, two active workers of CITU, 
by name Sundararajan and Bapu, 
were taken under police custody by 
the Avadi Tank Factory Police Sta¬ 
tion, and they were kept In, the Avadi 
Police Station for ten days and were 
tortured by the CID inspectors, with 
the help of a Head Constable by name 
Verghese. The allegation was that 
they distributed leaflets containing a 
demand for the release of the Tank 
Factory workers arrested under the- 
MISA. Is it a fault? Is it a crime? I 
ask this of the House and of the Min¬ 
ister If I ask that the MISA detenus 
should be released, is it a crime on 
my part? Persons have been arrested, 
under the MISA and they have not 
been furnished with reasong for which 
they have been detained; they have 
no opportunity to go to the,court and 
challenge the detention order. In such 
a situation, I cannot even say that 
such and such persons have been ar¬ 
rested and raise a demand for tlieir 
release! I do so. it is a crime on my 
part! I will humbly ask the Horne 
Minister: is it proper, is this the treat¬ 
ment that should be meted out to the 
political and trade union workers? 

“The victims were forced to sit 
down.” 

Further it is stated that they were 
beaten with lathis all over the bodies- 
while two policemen were standing on 
their knccg and giving severe blows on 
their backs. ‘ 

“They wei^ forced to keep their* 
hands on the table and beaten by 
lathis. This torture was carried out 
daily for half an hour till they 
swooned. Two pairs of chap- 
pals, one spectacle worth 
Rs. 80, cash of Rs. 60 an(f 
pens were taken by the Policemen 
inside the Thana lock-up and In spiter 
of their protest and request, these 
articles have not yet been retiimed.”' 

This is the condition so far as the law 
and oroer situation is cdneernetl. 
Other ffaings l can ^narrate.: ; 
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Even about what is professed here 
tihat special care will be taken cf the 
weaker sections—ma>' I know how 
many Scheduled Castes people have 
been provided with land? An assur¬ 
ance was given here that they will get 
land for building their huts. How 
many have been given? Is it not a 
fact that the vested interests in the 
villages are carrying on repressive 
measures against the ijcheiiled 
Castes people and when complaints are 
lodged with the Police, it is always 
found that the man who goes with the 
complaint is either kept in the l olice 
lock-up or is being harassed in other 
ways? 

So 1 will say that 1 cannot and I do 
not find any change. Only by creating 
some fear psychosis, only by creating 
terror in the minds of the people .vou 
may, from housetops, say that much 
improvement has been done, but it is 
not so, Mr. Gopal, I will request you 
to consider it from the democratic 
point of view and consider whether 
this is the proper way or it is proper 
that they follow the democratic pro¬ 
cess of choosing their own government. 
People have been deprived cf this 
right. Not only Tamil Nadu, I v.-ill say 
the whole of India has been denied of 
this benefit, Thei' could have chosen, 
they could have rejected us or the 
other people or they could have elect¬ 
ed o^y flbe Congressmen. Still we 
would have said that a democratic 
process'has been adopted. In this mat¬ 
ter I will say with fuU force, that the 
Government must (jpnsider about 
that, the attitude to the people of our 
country, not only the people of Tamil 
Nadu. It is no question of Tamil Nadu. 
It is a question of principle. There is 
no war.

Our friend said that 
they have unleashed a reign of terror 
and that police raj is prevailing.

Corruption wag a way of life at that 
time; now all these things have chang¬ 
ed.

SHRI K, GOPAL: Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, I was mentioning as to- 
how the matter had improved in Taslil 
Nadu after the imposition of Presi¬ 
dent's rule. I have also outlined a 
few steps taken by the present Admi¬ 
nistration which was certainly a 
change for the better. 

Let-us take the industrial area. As- 
on 1st February, 1976 there were IT 
stoppages of work involving about 
2.5,000 workmen and fifteen disputes 
were settled by 15th February itself 
and, as on 31st July, there were nO' 
disputes at aU. There were only three 
strikes involving hardly in all 226 
workmen; and there was no’lock-out 
at all. Why I am saying all this :s 
that it is not because this was due to 
the imposition of the President’s Rule- 
and so they were terrorised. I say 
that the workers rose up to the occa¬ 
sion; it was not that the Emergracy 
forced the workers to go to the fac¬ 
tories because under that there is no 
right for them to go on strike. Cer¬ 
tainly the State 'Government did not 
prevent them from doing their duty. 
My friend, Mr. Bhattacharyya was say¬ 
ing that the workers were not permit¬ 
ted to strike work. That is why there- 
is no strike. You should not forget. 
Six, about Simpson Company, two 
years ago, wherain there was no dis¬ 
pute at all as between the" manage¬ 
ment and the workers but it was the 
State Government which was bent 
upon disturbing Uie industrial peace 
and they saw to it that thousands and 
thousands of workers were not allow¬ 
ed to go for work. This w;as an old 
story. This dispute went on for seven 
months.

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Governmmt undertaking I can give 
the example of the Clothing Factory in 
Avadi and the Tank factory at Avadi 
where the administration wanted 
see that stoppages were there fre¬ 
quently. That is not there now. In 
this field, we have certainly found im¬ 
provement. 

Take, for example, the colleges. Now 
students are going to colleges. There 
is absolutely no cutting oft of the 
classes or any such thing. Everything 
is all right. 

Even with regard to the adminitra- 
tion of professional colleges which was 
abode of corruption, where seats 
were virtually sold for Rs. 29.000 to 
Rs. 40,000 per head depending upon 
the capacity of the man to pay, this is 
the first year in the course of seven 
or eight years when admissions v.'ere 
strictly on merit. Now there is iio 
complaint with regard to admissions to 
professional colleges. Therefore, to 
say that nothing is being done under 
President’s rule is not fair. 

He also said that labour laws are 
not there for the handloom workers. 
This is the position all over the coun¬ 
try. This is not confined only to 
Tamil Nadu. If he says that labour 
laws should be brought for protection 
of handloom,^ weavers, i am one 'vith 
him, but to find fault with the present 
administration in Tamil Nadu on the 
ground that such labour Jaws are not 
there and that those people are not 
doing it is also not fair. 

There is a lot of scope for improve¬ 
ment in regard to the handloom sector. 
Recently tlu^ee projects wer© inaugu¬ 
rated. Chae is an export-oriented pro¬ 
ject which is going to benefit more 
than 10,000 weavers. According to the

is a baseless statement. AS 1 men¬ 
tioned earlier, these ejcport-oriented 
projects and other development pro¬ 
jects are certainly going (o b^eSt 
nearly 10,000 weavers. ' 

Then I come to the drought relief 
measures taken by the State Govern¬ 
ment. 1 would like to ask the Home 
Minister whether it is necessary at all 
to go on spending money on drought 
relief where it is possible to bave per¬ 
manent relief. For example, in my 
constituency, there is a project called 
the Noyal Reservoir Project. In 1957, 
when it was conceived, it was estimat¬ 
ed to cost only Rs. 2-1/2 crores. But 
according to present estimates, it will 
cost Rs. 10 crores. It is going to bene¬ 
fit 20,000 acres. It is a drought-prona 
area. I am not saying that you dig 
canals and so on where there is no 
water. I am only saying that where 
it is possible to effect permanent re¬ 
lief money may be spent on that. As 
a malter of fact, if from 1957 onwards 
whatever money was spent on droug^ 
relief in this area had been utilised 
for building up this project, ' that 
would have ensured permanent relief. 

I would like the hon. Home Minister 
to consider this matter. 

Then I come to the availability of 
essential commodities. I am very sorry 
to say that of late essential commodi¬ 
ties are becoming scarce in the State. 
Of course, there is a fair price system 
operating. But that is relevant when 
the commodities are available. I may 
point out the case of groundnut oil. 
Recently, I read in the papers that 
Government are importing some 
groundnut oil. Why should not tWs 
commodity be supplied to Tamil Nadu? 
You will have to take immediate stoP» 
to see that essential commodities are, 
made available to the people. So alstt 
the question of fail* price to the '-< 
growers, paddy growers, etc. . 

Now I come to the supply oi lprfs|(l|is^ 
water to Madras Oty. .Qn l^l|i 
ruary,' the .NHniftff; 
ft a public meeting at Madras that,

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the City. But I am sorry to see -hat 
no effective steps have been taken by 
the present administration. The pro¬ 
cess has to be quickened—that is my 
suggestion. i understand official level 
talks are going on. They should be 
completed and the work should be 
speeded up. 

Then I come to the question cf col¬ 
lection of arrears. I am not one to 
say that arrears of revenue should not 
be collected at all. They should be 
collected because Government has lo 
function. But some over-enthusiastic 
jjfficials down belo,. just harass the 
IpewAnii?* This should stop. Even in 
ihe case of metJium fanners who have 
got electric pump sets and so on, what 
is happening? When there is no water 
in the well, they cannot irrigate and 
are not able to pay the dues. The 
lower officials just come and remove 
the sets and go away. This sort of 
attitude of the lower officials should 
be checked.

I .«!hould now like to refer to the 
dwindling area under sugarcane crop 
,in the State. It is not because of the 
drought conditions that the area of 
cultivation has come down. It is be¬ 
cause of the unremunerative price. It 
is all right in other States, even though 
the statutory minimum is fixed by the 
Central Government. The previous 
administration was telling the farmers: 
we have got nothing to do, the Centre 
fixes the price; whereas I understand 
that they wrote to the Central Govern¬ 
ment that there was no need to in¬ 
crease the price and so they need not 
be paid more.

*SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU (Naga- 
pattinam): Hon. Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir. on behalf of the Communist Party 
of India, I rise to speak on the Resolu¬ 
tion seeking to extend the President’s 
rule in Tamil Nadu by another six 
months. All of us in this House are 
aware of Ihe circumstances under 
which the President’s rule was pro¬ 
claimed in Tamil Nadu on 31st Janu¬ 
ary, 1976.

wanted to overthrow by force the gov¬ 
ernment at the Centre. The State 
Government did not care to implement 
the Twenty-Point Economic Pro¬ 
gramme adumbrated by our Prime 
Minister. Thtere was no other alter¬ 
native for the Central Government 
except to imj^ose the President’s rule 
in Tamil Nadu.

The impact of the 
implementation of the Twenty Poii>t 
^Economic Programme has also been 
indicated. This documents enu¬ 
merates the modest achievements dur¬ 
ing the President’s rule; it does not 
claim that everything has been done 
in Tamil Nadu. It Is heartening to 
note that efforts have been made to 
bring back the State into the national 
mainstream. Effective steps have been 
taken to implement the Urban Land 
Ceiling Act. Bonded labour has been 
declared illegal and abolished partly, 
though not in full. I am happy to say 
that a code of conduct has been evolv¬ 
ed for the Police, The 22nd point in 
this Code of Conduct is very signifi¬ 
cant, in that it is mentioned that the 
Police will not act in any partisan 
manner in favour of land-lords where 
land disputes are not involved. Such 
an approach should ba taken to indus¬ 
trial disputes also. It hag also stated 
in this document ’<hat tha draft Bill 
for conferment of ownership on l^lral 
artisans occupying Kudiyiruppus 
(Homesteads) pending with the Gov¬ 
ernment of India has been considered 
and cleared at the second meeting of 
the Parliamentary Consultative Com¬ 
mittee on Tamil Nadu Legislation. 
The Pre.sident’s assent to the Bill is 
awaited. The Bill banning eviction of 
cultivating tenants has been cleared by 
ihe Consultative Committee. 

Sir, the programme of liquidation 
of rural indebtedness has been imple- 
m€fnted effectively. Measures have 
lae^ taken to establish alternate 
sources of credit. But the rural people 
ure suffering great hardships in get¬ 
ting credits for their agricultural 
needs. It has been declared that the 
Agricultural Credit Society can grant 
-to its member consumption loans upto 
10 per cent of the short-term loan 
taken by him. It has also been pro¬ 
posed to step up issue of jewellery

So it is very necessary that the credit 
facilities for the agriculturists must be 
increased forthwith.

ihe implementation of agricultural 
land ceiling and the speedier distri¬ 
bution of surplus land are an essential 
aspect of the Twenty Point Economic 
Programme. Unfortunately, that sense 
-j; urgency which the EMERGENCY 
demands is missing in this matter. It 
is regrettable that the Government 
have not yet finalised the necessary 
legislation for amending the Tamil 
Nadu Land Coiling Law to be in coru 
I'ormily with the national guidelines. 
The Home Minister should look into 
this and expedite the process of com- 
pleting the necessary legal framework 
in this matter. It was claimed that by 
tile end of June, 1976 the land reforms 
process would be completed through¬ 
out the country. Bui, I wonder whe¬ 
ther even by the end of December, 
1976 land reforms vcould be completed 
in Tamil Nadu. It will not be out of 
place to mention here that unless 
something constructive is done in res¬ 
pect of 5 lakh acres of land belonging 
to the temples and religious organisa¬ 
tions in Tamil Nadu^ land reforms 
would remain incomplete in Tamil 
Nadu. Similarly, immediate steps 
must be taken to nullify and check the 
hinami transactions that are going on 
in Tamil Nadu, 

As was pointed out by Shri Oopal, 
immediately after the proclamatioii, 
of President’s rule in Tamil Naduy 
some over-enthusiastic officers demO'r, 
lished thousands of huts without 
providing alternative accommodati^siek.

r have to point out that the drought 
relief measures are being impleipented 
m a conventional manner, because 
they are just temporary measures to 
tide over the present crisis. This spirit 
of ad hoc approach mujt go. They 
must become permanent measures in 
the interest of finding a permanent 
solution to the recurring drought in 
Tamil Nadu. 


Sir, as has been pointed out earlier, 
the area of cultivation under sugar¬ 
cane has gone down primarily because 
of unremunerative prices being given 
to the cultivators. In consequence, 
many sugarcane mills have also been 
closed. In fact, the sugarcane indus¬ 
try has come to a standstill. Some 
concrete steps must be taken to set 
right this alarming situation in regard 
to sugar industry. 

Imediately after the Proclamation of 
Emergency the prices of essential com¬ 
modities fell. But of late, the prices of 
essential commodities have gone up. 
It can be claimed that further rise of 
essential commodities has been 
checked, bqt it is regrettable that the 
price level has not been brought down 
to the level that prevailed imme¬ 
diately after the imposition of the 
President’s rule. For example, the 
price of ground-nut oil has gone up 
from Rs. 4.25 per kg. to Rs. 6.50 per 
kg. This has happened because of 
some arrangement with the producers 
permitting them to sell 50 per cent of 
their production at a particular price. 
Sir, all efforts must be made to bring 
down the prices of essential commo¬ 
dities. 

Out of 15 districts in Tamil Nadu, 
10 districts are afflicted by drought. 
You can imagine the extent of drought 
from the fact that Rs. 7 lakhs have 
beMi allocated to survey the wells in 
the districts of Madurai, Tirunelvdii 
and Madurai just to find out water. 
When the Coimbattir^»01strict is 
^Ing piareH^i ho; effoti ts b<iing 


It is claimed that some talks are 
going on with the Andhra Pradesh 
Government to get Krishna water for 
the city of Madras. Negotiations 
should also be conducted with the 
States of Kerala and Karnataka for 
getting more water. All endeavours 
must be made to settle Cauvery Water 
Dispute during the President’s rule. 
I am afraid that in the very near 
future one more district, Tanjavur, in 
Tamil Nadu may be declared drought- 
hit area. In the Delta area only 1,5 
or 1.75 TMC water is given which is 
quite inadequate. It may not be a- 
surprise if 12 lakh acres of fertile area 
here may be hit by drought if adequate 
water is not supplied immediately. I 
would like the Home Minister to exer¬ 
cise his good office in getting adequate 
supply of water for Tamil Nadu. 


In the industrial sphere, some 
Textile Mills arq On the verge of 
closure. I have to say that no steps 
have so far been taken either to take 
over the sick mills or to reopen the 
closed units. I am sure, Sir, that, if 
Tamil Nadu is afflicted by the malady 
of drought and the mkery of sickness 
in industry, it will have a felling 
effect on the entire nat’^n 


The Administration in Taymil Nadtf 
has been lonad up. Extensive 
fers of ofi^cem aud staff have 
place, besides vn^mta^ jpet 
It is unfortunate 

borne I>F the .(^ntrad 
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regrettable that there is still laxity in 
administration. Corruption has not 
yet been completely eliminated. In 
fact, it has gone up at the lower level. 
It looks as though that some elements 
in the administration are bent upon 
bringing the President’s rule into dis¬ 
repute. The D.M.K. Government re¬ 
cruited directly many high level 
officers and also low level officers. The 
Central Government must conduct a 
thorough probe into this and take steps 
to weed out the undesirable elements 
from the administration. 

As has been pointed out by Shri 
Gopalan, two Advisors are not enough 
to implement the Twenty Point Pro¬ 
gramme throughout the State. In fact, 
implementation Committees should be 
set up at all levels. Bureaucracy 
alone will not make this a success. 
This was discussed m great detail at 
the last meeting of the Consultative 
Committee for Tamil Nadu Legislation. 
The administrarion in Tamil Nadu 
must be made more responsive to the 
needs of the people. The people’s re¬ 
presentatives must be associated with 
the Implementation Committees. The 
President’s rule in Tamil Nadu must 
be utilised to make the people con¬ 
fident in their bright future. 

With these words, I extend my sup¬ 
port to the Resolution seeking to ex¬ 
tend the President’s rule in Tamil 
Nadu by another ^ix months. 


SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN 
(Madurai); Mr. Deputy-Speaker. I 
rise to support the Resolution moved 
by the hon. Home Minister to extend 
the proclamation of President’s Rule 
to Tamil Nadu for another six months. 
After the emergency the people of 
Tamil Nadu realised the necessity for 
a change of Government, because the 
emergency has given a sense of peace 
in the minds of the people. But it is 
only alter the imposition of President’s 
Rule that the benefits of the emer¬ 
gency tirere really felt bv the people. 
Now the people feel that this kind of 
of rule should have come 
sUboitt lopg ago. 


The Governor and his advisers are 
doing their best to introduce a new 
system and change the administration 
to ensure that it is honest and effi¬ 
cient. I am not sure as to how far they 
have succeeded in their attempts. 
Even though they have weeded out 
some of the bad elements by compul¬ 
sorily retiring them, some of the old 
bandicoots are still there, some at the 
higher level and •» large number at 
the lower level. How to remove them 
is the first problem facing the ad¬ 
ministration. 

Considering the magnitude of the 
problem, I join Shri Gopal m ashing 
whether the two a<lviscrs would be 
able to deal with the problem and 
whether it would not be advisable to 
increase the number to four or five. 
Then, some advisory commitlees 
should be constituted of non-officials 
and experts to consider the problems 
that face Tamil Nadu. 

Now, the 20-poins programme is 
being implemented. Farm labourers 
in the villages are being given the 
benefit of the minimum wages fixed, 
Harijans are being given house sites, 
all these things are being done. Hence, 
people have begun to feel that this is 
their own programme and that they 
should participate in it. 

However, unfortunately, for the last 
three years there has been continuous 
drought in the major portion of Tamil, 
in ten out of 15 districts. Ramnad, 
Madura, TinneveHy and Kanyakumarl 
are tb^ wonst affected districts. Re¬ 
cently I had the onpoitunity of touring 
these districts and I was able to see 
the pitiable conditions there. Tanjore 
is known as the granary of Tamfl 
Nadu, The first crop known as Kvx- 
uvai is generally harvested at this 
time of the year. I went on a tour 
of about 200 miles recently in that 
district and I found it to be barren. 
People from some parts of Rsimmfi 
District, whew nothteg ever gte^’ 
used to go to Tanjore for hnrfWPig , 
gild doMie hook with gme ggetiMi M 
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tiieir wages, but this time they are 
unable to get work, and they are also 
suffering. 

The trustees or temple committees 
have been abolished and executive 
officers have been appointed for tun¬ 
ning these temples. Lakhs and lakhs 
of rupees are being collected by these 
temples, and so we should not leave 
their management only to the execu¬ 
tive officers. After all. there arc pious 
people, who have got belief in God. 
These temple committees should *>e 
reconstituted by appointing them. 

The co-operative movement in 
Tamil Nadu used to be the best in the 
country. In 1946 Mr. Brahmananda 
Reddy was with us in the composite 
Madras State, and he knows this per¬ 
sonally. Now this movement has 
become the laughing stock of the 
People, it has been reduced to ashes. 
Government has done the right thing 
in abolishing all these co-operative 
institutions, but agricultural loans 
have to be advanced to the people. 
We have liquidated rural debt, but 
the agriculturists arc not able to get 
even small loans of Rs. 10 or Rs. I.*). 
Hence, some anti-Goyernment ele¬ 
ments go and make propaganda 
about their pitiable plight. So, banks 
should come forward with even 
small loans to the farmers. The co¬ 
operative institutions should also be 
re-constituted. The hon. Minister 
can take Members of Tamil Nadu 
into confidence. We can make our 
suggestions, and he can reconstitute 
them and bring back the good name 
that Tamil Nhdu once had with re¬ 
gard to the co-operative movement, 
being held out as an example even 
by foreign countries.

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN (Tinrt- 
tanl): Iftr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, eny 
assessment of the f&tuaUon in Tamil, 
Nadu can reveal that the Eiaerg« 0 |fiy 


arrived several months too late. in 
Tamil Nadu. That has made a big 
change The claims that have been 
made by the Minister in his state¬ 
ment are largely borne txit by facts. 
The booklet that has been pieced 
before us, giving the achievements 
under the President’s Rule in Tamil 
Nadu, is a very objective statement 
of facts. It does not make tall claims. 
It talks of very solid, work that has 
been done in the State. All concern¬ 
ed .should be congratulated on that 
performance. As one Adviser put it, 
“They may not be doing spectacular 
things. But they were moging fast 
at all levels.’’ This is a very modest 
statement and they have lived true to 
vvhat the statement means. 


In respect of one item, namely, 
.sinking of bore wells in the drought 
an>i)s. Shri Dinen Bhaltarharyya wxs 
saying that nothing has been done. 
Very commendable work has been 
done in this field. About 3,000 bore 
welLs have been sunk in a very short 
time. When you recall similar 
drought conditions. ‘ when as much 
a.s a sum of Rs. 17 crores was given 
from the Centre, when the DMK was 
ruling in the State, it is common 
knowledge that most of it did not go 
into the pocketg of the people. 
Whereas only 3 sum of Rs. 7| crores 
has been granted this time most of it 
has gone into the pockets of the 
people. This is something about 
which we should really congratulate 
the Adviser’s regime. 


Then, abolition of debts for the 
poorer classes is not a small matter 
though we have to make alternative 
arrangements for providing credit for 
those people. 


Several things that had been 
pointed out when the Mot^ fcf 
President’s Rule in Tamil 
taken up in the House have 
remedied. Ahput 4he cdopitauW 
movemeut, the; top bodLes have 
rid of coxTuptiem. 13m godif, 
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have been cleaned of defrauding and 
defiling, a decision to start the 
University of Science and Technology 
has been taken though, I find, even 
the supplementary estimates have not 
made any mention of it. 1 hope, ac¬ 
tion will be taken very soon in this 
regard. 

A prominent newspaper of Madras 
has welcomed the extension of Presi¬ 
dent’s Rule in almost superlative 
terms. In fact, it foresees several 
extensions because it realises that the 
muddle that has been created, the 
dust that has been deposited by the 
erstwhile DMK Government is so 
huge that it requires a big broom to 
sweep it clean. And it takes lime. 
Whatever it is, the people are happy 
that they hage been out of tnie 9-.vear 
nightmare of the DMK rule and they 
are, once again, able 1© breathe the 
pure air in the corrupt ion-free 
atmosphere. 

Having said that, I would like to 
mention areas where action is called 
for or where more adequate action is 
called for. A mention was made 
about Krishna ‘waters. A mention 
ivas made about the agreement bet¬ 
ween Tamil Nadu an^ Kerala with 
regard to rivers that flow into 
Kerala. But the most important, the 
most urgent and the most precarious 
situation that prevails in Tamil Nadi' 
today is the dry barrenness of the 
entire Tanjbre delta which feeds 
Tamil Nadu. 

There have been ig.ss rains in 
the sources of Cauvery. That 
is admitted. Cauvery delta is the 
most ancient delta in the country. 
There has been irrigation there from- 
the fimt Century—^irrigation means, 

the river was trained and a dam was 
built. Such an area, about 1.5 million 
acres, is dry for want of water in the 
Cauvery. You would have seen the 
PiaO, that is, the Water Shed, that is 
put up on the roadside of Delhi in 
summer months; the thirty pedestrian 
goes th«e and cups both his hands 
and the person inside the Hao pours 
gOaU) water into his hands and he 
<|uenclies pljj thirst, ' Similarly, |Car- 
nslalM is letting out water in drl* 
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blets, 5 TMC; again Tamil Nadu puts 
its begging hand and Karnataka 
allows .another five TMC; that is not 
enough; again Tamil Nadu begs and 
another five TMC is allowed. Is that, 
all? Are We going to beg and qucn<^ 
our thirst like this? Are there no 
lower riparian rights? Some arrange¬ 
ment should be made. The Ministry 
of Agri 9 u]ture at the Centre should 
take Jt up more seriously. I am told 
that already one crop is out, about 
half a million acres on which a short 
crop would have been available to 
the State is already out; it may be 
too late for transplanting. Such a 
serious situation ig facing Tamil 
Nadu; such an urgent and alarming 
situation is facing Tamil Nadu. Ii 1. 
high time that the Central Agricul¬ 
ture Ministry takes up the matter in 
its hands and effects some agreement 
between the two States 8”^ to 
it that enough water is allowed in 
the river Cauvery, 

Mr. Dinen Bhattacharyya was say¬ 
ing that no proof had been placed 
before them aliouf t'le misdeeds of the 
erstwhile rulers. I would like to 
point out that a P.A. of a former 
DMK Minister has been prosecuted. 
The court has ordered attachment of 
the moveable and immovable proper¬ 
ly lo 1 ll^l^ valued at about Rs. 11 lakhs, 
believed to have been acquired by 
V. Krishnaswami, P.A. to the former 
DMK Health Minister. This is what 
a newspaper report says: 

“An application for interitrif 
stlachment was moved by the Vigi¬ 
lance Police under the Criminal 
Law Amendment Ordinance, which 
provides for such a step in regard 
to property in rases falling under 
scheduled offences, including cor¬ 
ruption. 

“Krishnaswami and his father* 
Venkataswami hav^ been charged 
with having amassed wealth (the 
former using his official position^ 
and floated several companies and 
purchased property in the names of 
other people. The attachxne^ 
covers a house in Coolai, of a«t 
Vepery, land in PalUpattu, four 
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lorries, bank deposits and moveable 

articles." 

SHRI DINEN BtxATTACHARYYA. 

It has not yet been established in the 
■court of law. That was my point. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: Inyesti- 
galion has been going on all these 
months Persons like Mr. Bhatta- 
charyya should be convinced. Not 
only DMK Ministers but other digni¬ 
taries have been found to have in¬ 
dulged in these malpractice.s. Why 
not prosecution be launched against 
not only the DMK Ministers but the 
other dignitaries as well? Investi¬ 
gation has been going on, and cer¬ 
tainly the investigating authorities 
should have come into possession of 
valuable and reliable evidence to 
prosecute many people. This should 
be done. Such of the issues that have 
been placed before the Sarcaria 
Commission noocl not be touched upon, 
but there are very many other indi¬ 
viduals who are not covered by them 
Sarkaria Commission there are many 
other individuals, DMK dignitaries, 
etc., who can be prosecuted, because, 

I know, the investigating authorities 
have not been keeping quiet. They 
have been proceeding very vigorou.sly 
with the investigation. If such a step 
is taken, even sceptics like Shri Dinen 
Bhattacharyya will be convinced that 
there is a case against them. It is 
high time that prosecutions should 
be launched against people who are 
found *0 guilty as a result of in¬ 
vestigations. 

I would like to say, the other day 
B plea was entered in the House that 
the detenus shoulj be treated fairly 
and that even an Advisory body 
should be set up so as to go into the 
cases, etc., etc. A concern was shown 
fo^ the welfare of the detenus who 
are kept inside the prison. I am 
going to tell ypu an incident which 
shows how the authorities in Madras, 
in Tamil Nadu have been over- 
enthusiastic in tlm grleitanees 

*of the detenus. 
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The top DMK leaders are kept in 
the Madras Central Prison. I do; not 
know what grievances thtey had. They 
put down their grievances, committed 
them into writing and sent it to the 
Adviser, not through the Superinten¬ 
dent of the Jail. I do not know how 
it was carried, how it was possible 
for them to send any representation. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Why not? 


SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: ... except 
through the Superintendent of the 
Jail. I do not know. In our days, 
when we were there for a long time, 
for years and years, we were not able 
to do it. Th' ii, what has been done? 

It is not the IG of Prisons who has 
been asked to inquire into the matter. 
Whatever the grievances, certainly 
they should be inquired into. But it 
was not the IG of Prisons but an 
official as high as the Home Secretary 
himself comes into the prison and not 
in the presence of the IG of Prisons 
iir the .Superintendent of the Jail— 
nobody was there—he holds a long 
talk with the DMK detenus—I am 
told one of the detenus claim? a 12- 
year friendship with the Home 
Secretary while he was in Delhi—and 
then what happens? He does not go 
even to Ihe Superintendent of the Jail. 
He goes to the Secretariat and orders 
the transfer of the Superintendent of 
the Jail and in his place he orders the 
transfer of another man from Trichy 
who is supposed to be and who is eX" 
pected to be a more pliable person. 
This is what has happened. I do not 
’know whether the transfer has Jafeen 
given effect to or whether it has been 
kept pending. 

But you can understand the extent 
to which the administration has gone, 
to which people like me take 'except' 
tion, whether such an act... / ^

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: This is 
the actual fact. So I would like to 

know whether such a leniency is 
called for. Certainly their grievances 
should be looked into, bul I do not 
know whether this sort of thing is 
provided for in the Rules. It is for 
the Home Minister to look into the 
matter. 

Then, compulsory retirement. Now, 
according to the Government’s state¬ 
ment, 255 officials, both Gazetted and 
Non-Gazetted, have been retired and 
in the PWD, a notorious Department, 
where many things have happened, 
only 19 have been retired. Now, the 
Minister has said in his statement that 
compulsory retirement of officers and 
placement of suitable officers has been 
resorted to, to make the administration 
clean and to tone up the administra¬ 
tion. I request him to issue instruc¬ 
tions that this may be resorted to more 
and more. There are many cases of 
corrupt officials or inefficient officials 
who could be safely sent away under 
this provision. If this is resorted to, 
there would be a more wholesome 
administration. There ^as been a cut 
of 30 per cent in electricity which has 
been imposed. This was not expected. 
Want of rains has played its part. The 
electricity department which was one 
'of the best departments in the country 
has gone do?m gevy mudj In efficiency 
and in its way of doing things. A 
civilian who was presiding over it 
wag relieved; he has been kicked up¬ 
stairs and another civilian has been 
•put in: I would'very much plied with 
the Government, vdth the authorities, 
wiUt the l^me Afiniater and thdse 
wlho are tiS8ppi»8i)l?mty, thw?, 

*io that'an fiffli^ent engineer If 
there, The Home 
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knows what wonderful things .« dy¬ 
namic person who hea^s the electri¬ 
city board in his State js doing and he 
has taken Andhra Pradesh to gj'eat 
heights in the matter of more gene¬ 
ration of electricity, providing more 
power stations and so on. I do agree 
that the generation of electricity has 
increased, but that is not enough. A 
lot has got to be done. That can be 
done only if a technical person is 
posted to the place^ 

Just as the life of municipalities was 
not extended the life of panchayat 
unions also should not have been ex-^ 
tended. Unfortunately this was ex¬ 
tended by 6 months. Now I would 
like to plead witii the Go\'ernment 
that the posts of chairman ond Vice- 
Chairman of Panciiaya: Unions may 
be thrown open for election again. 
That is to say the same electorate may 
be given an opportunity to elect a new 
Chairman or a new Vice-Chairman as 
the case may be. 

Mr. Kathamuthu was saying that 
temple lands should be taken over. It 
is a serioug matter. Without consult¬ 
ing the interests concerned it would be 
wrong to undertake such a step. You 
may tighten your land ceiling law.s if 
necessary. There are many religious 
institutions like mutts and so on which 
have been keeping the faith of the 
people burning all the time. To go 
and disturb them and say that Gov¬ 
ernment will make some annual pay¬ 
ments etc. is not at all good. It is a 
matter which should be gone into very 
deeply and I hope that no hasty action 
will be taken in the matter. Thank 
you.

SHRl aNNASAHEB GOTKHINDE 
(Sangli); Sir, whale supporting the 
Resolution seeking extension of Presi¬ 
dent’s rule in Tamilnadu, I want to 
highlight only one point. Our Prune 
Minister had assured in her speech 
that drinking water needs of Madras 
city would be looiced into and solved 
in the near future. With the interven- 
tion of our Agriculture and Irriga¬ 
tion Minister, an inter-state agreement 
between thaee states to supply 15 
TMC of Krishna water to Madras had 
been arrived at and it has come as a 
boon to the tong suffering citizens of 
Madras city. The agreement has been 
acclaimed as an encouraging arrange* 
ment tor regional co-operation. 


Mdhara^tra, which has the second 
lowest irrigjaitlon average throughout 
the country, has agreed with a brotheiv 
ly feeling to supply S TMC out ef its 
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;sbare in. the Krishna wato: allocation, 
to relieve the drinking water scarcity 
in Madras City. The Home Minister 
lias claimed that spefCial emphasis is 
being laid on providing a clean and 
efficient administration in the State. 1 
want to know what urgent steps are 
being taken to draw the requisite 
quantity of Krishna water and convey 
the same to Madras City so as lo 
relieve the acute drinking water scar¬ 
city there. 

DR. HENiRY AUSTIN (Emakulam): 
Sir, I support the statutory resolution 
moved by the hon. Home Minister. 
When President’s rule was imposed in 
Tamilnadu, the country rejoiced be¬ 
cause for over nine years, the situa- 
ti<m obtaining there, from' the point 
of view of national integration, was 
an aberration. That situation was 
more or less rectified as testified to 
by the Home Ministry pamphlet. The 
government was able to take steps 
which at least partially satisfied the 
expectations of the people. As a 
member of the consultative committee 
on Tamilnadu, 1 was able to realise 
what a tough assignment the present 
Advisers have and hiow they have 
been able to tackle the situation fair¬ 
ly satisfactorily. Now that we are 
seeking extension of President’s rule 
for another six months, while appre¬ 
ciating the good work already done 
to restore normalcy, I suggest ^hat, 
steps may fce initiated to involve the 
people at varioiis levels through the 
committee system. Of course, the 
MPte’ consultative committee is there. 
As a tried statesman and administra¬ 
tor, the Home Minister knows that 
Tamilnadu was one of the best ad¬ 
ministered States. So. in tune with 
the asg)irations of the people, we can 
constitute some committees wherever 
possible. 

Our first thought centres round the 
very distressing drought' situation 
there. 10 out of 15 districts have been 
■affected, litow Is it that it Is not pos¬ 
sible for the ^vermhent to have an 
integrated water , resources poMcy. 
Althbqgh Kerala is known f6r its 


water resources, the so-caRed com¬ 
petent people say that it is not ade¬ 
quate enough. Andhra has swnd 
water resources and So has Kamataki^ 
Can we not have an integrated water 
resources policy so that water can be 
equitably distributed to the southern 
States including Pondicherry? The 
government should bestow its attention 
on this. I am glad the Chief Ministers 
of the southern States are coming here 
to discuss the Cauvery dispute. Along 
with that, the other water systems 
also can be discussed and attempts 
made to have an integrated policy, so 
that one will not hear complaints alwut 
riparian rights and all that. This 
should be attended to as early as 
possible. 

During the nine years of DMK mis¬ 
rule in Tamilnadu. the minorities, both 
religious and linguistic, did not have 
a fair deal. The nefarious and noto¬ 
rious incidents that took place at the 
famous Vellore Medical College and 
Hospital are well known. Then a lot 
of noise was made about the Vellore 
Hospital both inside and outside Par¬ 
liament. Now. after the imposition 
of President’s Rule, much has been 
done to rectify the situation. In fact, 
the Golden Jubilee was celebrated 
with great eeiat all over the country, 
particularly in South' India. Our 
Prime Minister herself went there and 
olher leaders like Shri Brahmananda 
Reddi also went there. I am told that 
a number of cases were registered 
against the hospital authtorities and 
eminent doctors for vindictive purposes 
and they are still pending against 
them. The hon. Home Minister may^ 
kindly look into them and see what- 
steps could be taken to remedy thie 
situation. 

Then I come +0 linguistic minoriti^» 
The DMK loudly proclaimed the estab¬ 
lishment of Dravidasthan and the' 
worse sufferers wer# the linguistic 
minorities like the Telugu-speaking 
pie and, wors^ still, the Malayal^, 
with whom tWe Tamilians have''grisal 
emotional and racial attachnumt satii- 
eiRnity. Of course, ftow thiefe. ls jil 
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sense of relief among the linguistic 
minorities. Still, many cases are 0end. 
ing against people of different linguis¬ 
tic origin vindictively foisted against 
them by the DMK Government. This 
niay be examined so that only when 
thiere are genuine cases they are pro¬ 
ceeded against. This matter may be 
looked into, because many cases have 
been launched for party purposes and 
for ulterior considerations. 

Another point I want to high-light is 
the deplorable situation of the people 
living in the coastal areas of Tamil 
Nadu. Since the drought situation has 
affected Tamil Nadu, one particular 
area which can give relief and help 
the oeople from starving is fisheries by 
further exploitation of the marine re¬ 
sources. Tamil Nadu has recently 
made much headway in the exploita¬ 
tion of marine resources and from 
Kerala a number of exporters have 
migrated to Tamil Nadu and started 
export of shrimp, lobsters and other 
sea products. But the fishermen in the 
sea coast are living a miserable life. 
New that the co-operative societies 
have been dissolved, new co-operatives 
manned by honest men should be form¬ 
ed in order to alleviate the sufferings 
of the people. A blue revolution should 
be launched. In fact, it has already 
been inaugurated with mechanised fish¬ 
ing in Tamil Nadu. This will provide 
nutritious food for Tamil Nadu and will 
also add to tWe wealth of the country 
in terms of foreign exchange. 

Now the cashew industry has been 
migrating frwn Kerala to Tamil Nadu, 
largrely because the Kerala Govern¬ 
ment has fixed a minimum wage and 
also because of the hi^er Incidence of 
sales tax. So, this should be taken 
advantage of by encouraging those 
people who are going there, and this 
Industry may be helped. Along with 
it. cashew plantation can be thought 
of. Because of competition from China, 
ja lot of difficulties have arisen for us 
in Tanzania and other countries from 
where We are Importing our cashew 
requireMients. So, we have to go in a 
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big way for plantation of cadiew iiv 
Tamil Nadu, whose clixnate and topo¬ 
graphy are favourable to this industry. 
I hope the Government wiU take neces¬ 
sary steps in this regard.. 

I support the extension of President's 
Rule by another six months. I am- 
sure that this extension will further 
help the Home Ministry to consolidate 
and stabilise the situation. Our Home^ 
Minister's personal interest in Tamil 
Nadu as seen by his frequent visits 
to the State will help to stabilise the' 
political and administrative set-up bv 
the State. 
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SBRl O. V. ALAGESAN : Qn a point 
of order, fiir. Tlje Ump ^Uotjted for 
this Resolution is 3 hours. We have 
got a lot of time. Are you going to 
give 40 minutes to the Minister? 

MR. DEHJTV-SPEAKEB: Order, 
please. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: You chok¬ 
ed us and you s^em to be hnishing 
the debate before the allotted time of 3 
hours. It is rather unfair. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER-; It does 
not matter. i do not have any other 
name in my list. So, I am calling the 
Home Minister. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGHSAN ; We wanted 
to say several things. You choked us. 
You are now finishing the debate be¬ 
fore the allotted time. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER;- This is 
not the way to behave in the House. 1 
gave you 20 minutes whereas I had 
rationed 10 minutes each for other 
speakers. I did not know that some of 
them would be taking much less than 
that. In spite of the fact that you got 
double the time I gave to others, you 
are making an issue. Does this become 
of a senior Member like you? I do not 
like this. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN; I am sorry 
that this should be the way in which 
you regulate the debates. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Order, 
pdease; kindly sit down.

THE MINISTER OP HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI K. BRAHMANANpA BiEDDY); 
Mr. Deputy>-Speaker, Sir, I am grate¬ 
ful to all the h<m. Members who have 
participated in this debate on the Reso- 
hitiim. 1 have listened to thtt cxitica^ 
remarks made by tertain bon. MeatH 
hM end also in the, ys^aMa 
glWi by aumy oCha 
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When the Resolution, lor the first 
time, came before t^is Hou^, after the 
Assembly was dissolved and the then 
Government of Tamil Nadu was dis¬ 
missed, this House had' fully debated, 
the reasops as to why recourse, to such 
an action had to be taken. It has been, 
fully discussed and debated and scvnal 
friends on this floor - have expressed 
that by taking an actioQ. of this kind^ 
the Prime Minister has conferred a 
benefit on the people of Tamil Nadu. 
In fact, the people of Tamil Nadu are 
said to have heaved a sigh of relief 
at the dismissal of the DMK Govern¬ 
ment. I do not want to go into all that 
again. But I can tell you that there 
wa^ a feeling smongst several people 
in Tamil Nadu and elsewhere that this 
action of the Central Government had 
been delayed for quite a long time. 


As has been also voiced today, ac¬ 
cording to them, they feel that the 
Emergency in Tamil Nadu had come 
only a few months ago, about 5 or 6 
months ago, not as it had come to the 
rest of the country, about 14 or !.'> 
months ago, the reason being that the 
implementation of the national pro- 
me, particularly the 2()-point program¬ 
me, had begun in right earnest only 
subequent to the imposition of the 
President’s Rule in Tamil Nadu. There 
was not only no implementation of the 
20-point programme before but at 
certain times we heard about some 
ridicule of the 20-point programme by 
the then DMK Government. 


Several points have been mentioned 
by hon. Members. I am thankful to 
them for the support that they have 
given and also for the support that they 
have given to the administratioa and 
the Advisers particularly In the State; 
The administration has been tmied up, 
and if 1 inay claim, in these six.montfas 
or so, there has been a qualitgtlve 
change in the administratioiL There 
Is no demying that tact. Thu afpoupt 
of ptfliHcal corru]j|iiQu that 
sedF hieilne ^ T suppose atimt l^ire 
aspy fie 
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but that has to be met in a different 
W'ay, and that is also being tackled to 
the best of our ability. 

Hon. friends have pleaded for the a8< 
sociation ot non-officials. You may be 
aware that we have a Consultative 
Cc»nmittee on Tamil Nadu Legislation, 
which consists of about 60 Members of 
Parliament—^probably, the biggest 
body—and about half of them, at any 
rate forty per cent of them, belong to 
Tamil Nadu; they bestow a lot of at¬ 
tention on not only legislative matters 
but all administrative matters. In fact, 
after the imposition of the President’s 
rule,„this Committee has met twice, and 
recently when we met on 1st August or 
so, we sat for two days and discussed 
many items of consequence to the 
Tamil Nadu administration; in fact, 
many bon. Members took pgrt in that— 
not only have they elicited information 
on several aspects but they have also 
made their own suggesticais—where the 
Advisers were present, where the other 
officers of the Tamil Nadu Government 
were present. So, what i wish to sub¬ 
mit to the House is that there can be 
no more effective body than this. In 
addition, several non-official, leading 
Members of Tamil Nadu go and meet 
the Governor and try to speak to him 
on many matters of concern; they also 
meet the Advisers. If I may claim, 
the Advisers every day try to meet as 
many n<m-ofllcials as possible to know 
the currents and cross-currents in 
public opinion and to keep thanselves 
in time with the releva;St public opinion. 
In addition, as i have mentioned lo the 
Consultative Committee also, the Gov¬ 
ernor was thinking of associating non- 
officfhls at the district level, in the dis¬ 
trict administration, and i suppose, hon. 
Members and even other public leaders 
will be able to associate themselves 
with the IHstrict Committees and give 
their valuable suggesUxms and support 
in the Implementation ot not only the 
20-Poiht Programme but also, graeraL 
)y, In meeting the droughty particularly 
1 q the genial admlftlstratlon of the

SHRJ K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY;) 
Hon. Members have expressed concern 
about the Cauvery water and the situa¬ 
tion In the Thanjavur area wWch re¬ 
ceives that water. I must, at the out¬ 
set, thank the Government of Karna¬ 
taka for trying to meet the needs of 
Tama, Nadu, at least partially, by re¬ 
leasing some water. To that 
extent I can pay thanks. 

But it is very important and neces¬ 
sary in my opinion and personally 
speaking, that the regulation of fiiter- 
State waters is made by the Central 
Government. I am not going into 
the details of the dispute between, 
the Karnataka Government and the 
Madras Government. I am not fully 
aware of the old history oi the 
but I want to say this otoly, namely, 
that with regard to the r^palatiou 
and particularly, with regard to the 
quant'tm—certa^y, I suppoie I do 
not know the quantum or the rofti*- 
latiaii thereof—If II i» in the handt «C 
the Central Govemmcsit, g w ehgMf» 
it nunr tfivm better aatli fartH ei to 
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tile concerned states. ^ But, as you 
know several hon. Members who 
have been here and outside have been 
trying to plead that these inter-State 
river should be in the Central List 
and I do not know what steps are 
being taken to bring it into the Union 
List. Sir, 1 also come from a State 
which is on the sea coast and, there¬ 
fore, we sometimes experience this 
kind of diflSculty and more so, there 
IS a possibility of these difficulties 
becoming more and more trouble¬ 
some btid more and more difficult, 
leading to more and more irrigation 
between States and States in the 
future when several reservoirs are 
built UP by the States concerned. 
Therefore, though I wish to express 
my thanks to the Karnataka Gov¬ 
ernment for having done something. 

I am sure they will be able to do 
something more also. After all, even 
the Tanjavur crop is as much a 
national asset as any other. There¬ 
fore, I hope they will be able to take 
the needs of Tamil Nadu, particular¬ 
ly which they have been used to for 
ages into consideration and afford 
the necessary relief. And I would 
also advise the Governor and the 
Advisers of the Tamil Nadu Govern¬ 
ment to be in constant touch with the 
Karnataka Government for seeing to 
it that the necessary releases are 
made pending a final settlement of 
the question. 

One other important matter that 
has been raised is about the Krishna 
waters. It is true of course, thanks 
to the Prime Minister who has an¬ 
nounced it at Madras on the 15th 
February, 1976 regarding the consent 
of the three States of Maharashtra, 
Karnataka and Andhra Pradesh, to 
release 15 TMC of water to Madras 
for drinking purposes. As you may 
know, while hon. Shri Alagesan was 
in the Central Council of Ministers 
end he was also a Minister for Irri¬ 
gation and Power, I think, at that 
time and he was the colleague of Mr. . 
Hafiz Mbhd Ibrahiga, even thm it was ' 
meotkaied... « 
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SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN; Award. 

SHRT K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY; 

1 would not call it an award.... 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: Some¬ 
thing like an award. 

SHRI K BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Something akin to an award but not 
an award practically.... 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: Not a 
legal award but a political eward, 

SHRI K BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Political award, say so, but not hav¬ 
ing the legal complications of an 
award, a temporary political settle¬ 
ment wherein it was mentioned that 
15 TMC of water should be given to 
Tamil Nadu for drinking purposes 
from those three States. Now, taking 
this water to Tamil Nadu is not that 
easy a proposition. Therefore, the 
officers of Tamil Nadu Government, 
Andhra Pradesh Government and 
other concerned Governments are 
meeting to settle how it is to be taken. 

I do not know and I am just saying 
off-hand and subject to correction, 
that if Krishna water is to be taken, 
it must be taken only from the Sri 
Sailam Dam. Krishna water at Sri 
Sailam must be put into Tamil Nadu 
and a dam built up at Somasila 
so as to enable the Tamil Nadu 
Government to take water either 
through a pipe or an open canal as 
they please. It is an urgent matter, 
and, of course, and I suppose all the 
three Governments concerned would 
expedite the consideration and dis¬ 
posal of the matter and take effec¬ 
tive steps to start some work on this 
project. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB GOTKHINDE: 
Are these works to be executed by 
Tamilnadu government or by the 
three States? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
So far a Maharashtra and Karnataka 
are concerned, thay have give their 
consent to give so mu^ of water. 
Only that is necessary. Beyond Ihal 
aothing much is necessai^. »Tbe 
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-only oth^r Government with whom 
.they have to discuss with engineers 
etc. is teat of Andhra Pradesh Gov¬ 
ernment. 0 , m. ' t 

There was a difficult drought situ¬ 
ation in Tamfl Nadu, particularly the 
southernmost districts of Ramanatha- 
puram, Tirunelveli and parts of 
Madurai, These areas have been 
very adversely affected. The State 
Government is doing its best to 
afford necessary relief to the people 
in their distress. The Central Gov¬ 
ernment has also gone to the assist¬ 
ance Of the State Government finan¬ 
cially. They sent out a team and 
after they submitted a report, Rs. 7.5 
crores were sanctioned and I have 
also given in the booklet the various 
steps taken to sink borewells etc. 
and also afford employment to those 
people who are wanting employment. 

In addition to what the Central Gov- 
.ernment is doing the State Govern¬ 
ment themselves from their own re¬ 
sources have been able to spend about 
Rs. 9 crores towards meeting the 
drought situation. I am expecting m 
the “®*t two or three weeks a cen¬ 
tral team to go to these areas and 
assess the situation and make report 
to the Centre and on receipt of such 
a report, necessary speedy action 
will be taken. As I have said more 
than once, 4t is the Government of 
India’s desire to see that money is 
not a constraint in meeting the 
drought situation ip * Tamil Nadu. 
Therefore, I can assure hon. Mem¬ 
bers that whatever is possible will 
definitely be done to afford the neces¬ 
sary relief. 


I wish to thank other hon. Mem¬ 
bers particularly friends coming 
from other States like Kerala, Maha¬ 
rashtra and Mr. Swaran Singh Sokhi 
etc. Mr. Swaran Singh Sokhi made 
observation about the general feeling 
that they feel teat Preddent’s rule is 
a boon to tire State of Tamil Nadu 
and they want k to continue ter a 
much longer time. 1 am not express- 
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ing any opinion on that but I wish 
to say that there is intensity of feel¬ 
ing which in general people of Tamli- 
nadu ha^'e for the continuance of the 
President’s rule, 

I wish to refer to one other matter, 
namely, about the temple lands which 
Mr. Alagesan has mentioned. It is 
true that Mr. Kathamuthu mentioned 
about It. It is just possible that 
there can be two views about this 
matter. But looking back at our civi¬ 
lisation, at the feelings which people 
have on these matters, it is necessary 
not to rush through matters like 
these but to examine the question in 
detail. 

You know several bigger people 
have also expressed themselves on 
this—1 do not want to So into detail. 
While affording relief to the tenants 
who are on the land, so far as tenure 
is concerned, it becomes necessary 
to protect the ageold temples which 
have got an all-Indio reputation etc. 
and to see how best they survive. In 
that connection, I would wish to say 
that the Tamil Nadu, Administration 
must be able to take into consider¬ 
ation the feelings of several sections 
of the people there. I do not ex¬ 
press an opinion now. I do not know 
if it is a subject which is to be left 
to a futuie elected popular Govern¬ 
ment for their opinion. I am not ex¬ 
pressing an opinion. It is a matter 
where emotions of people are vitally 
involved and therefore, I would wish 
to say that this is a matter which 
the Tamil Nadu Administration may 
feel advised to examine frean all 
points oi view. 

Another .suggestion has been 
by my hon, friend, i^bri Alagesan te*- 
garding the election of Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman of the Pkochayai 
Unions. I can just now say Only ihid 
this is a suggestion worth some furn 
ther consideration. Glertakily, the 
plications of it will be oonsideied andi 
action taken. }' </ - ] •\ 
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My Xrimd, Dr. AuaCin has told us 
about the treatment given to the 
minorities previouly in the previous 
Tamil Nadu Administration. I do not 
think the Tamil Nadu Administration 
under the President’s Rule will do any. 
thing of that kind. 1 hope they will Le 
generous to the minorities hke the 
Telugu, Melayalee as also the Kanna- 
digas and does anything to their advan¬ 
tage. Every State, each State, has its 
minority and i suppose that in matters 
relating to education etc., the Tamil 
Nadu Administration will be quite 
generous not to offend the feelings of 
those minorities. In fact, any State in 
India should think twice before doing 
anything which adversely effects the 
linguistic minorities or religious 
minorities by the treatment meted out 
to them. I have nothing more to say. 

SHRI G. BHUVARAHAN: Every¬ 
body is a minoriy at some place or 
other. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
For instance, in Tamil Nadu, Maha¬ 
rashtra and Andhra Pradesh, the 
mmorities have to be treated very 
generously. It is a question of 
continuous protection so as to 
give them the confidence. There 
are other matters but I do not 
want to go into details. Several steps 
have be«i taken in regard to the pro¬ 
motion of handloom industry to which 
my hon. friend, Shri Bhattarharyya 
made a reference. You will kindly re¬ 
fer to the booklet, pai^ 35. I am not 
going to read it. You will see from 
there what has been done, how many 
bonded labour have been freed and 
how many housesites have been given. 

If 1 may make an offhand statement, 
about 60,000 housesites have been 
given and about,2.500 bonded labour 
have been freed and a lot of develop¬ 
ment in handloom industry had taken 
place. Therefore, I would request my 
hon. friesa, Shri Bhattacfaaryya not to 
aMays project his party point of view. 

SBRI DJNEN BHATTACHAJtYA;l 
No question of party of view, I 
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maitioned about the master weavere 
and asked whether they are controlling 
20 per cent of the looms. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY; 
It is unfortunate that the hydd reser¬ 
voirs in Tamil Nadu are in tiHe condi¬ 
tion in which they are now. 1 will just 
read out one sentence; 

’*The storage in hydel reservoirs iS' 
inadequate. The present availability 
is a mere 444 MU compared to 1887 
MU which was available in the cor¬ 
responding period last year”. 

So that the storage is hardly one fourth 
of what it was in the corresponding 
period last year. Therefore, there is a 
difficult situation so far as the storage 
facilities are concerned and naturally 
it affects power generation. Therefore, 
the cut that was imposed may have to 
be continued for some more time until 
the reservoirs get refilled. 

I wish to express my thanks to there 
members who have participated and 
have shown interest in the adminis¬ 
tration of Tamil Nadu. I hope they 
will continue to keep alive their 
interest in Tamil Nadu, Thank you.

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYA 
<Serampore): Just now we have 
dealt with the Resolution for the ex¬ 
tension of President's rule in Tamil 
Nadu and from our side, we opposed 
it. The reascm ior my opposition also 
holds good to this set of Supplemen¬ 
tary Demands brought in by the hon. 
lady Minister. I cannot give my ap¬ 
proval to it.... 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI- 
MATI SUSHILA ROHATGI): What 
n pity! 


SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYA 
.. because this should have been done 
in’ the Tamil Nadu Assembly' aftef a 
proper election. Why has it been 
necessary to bring these Supplemen¬ 
tary Demands here for the approval 
of this House? 


So my first point is that I strongly 
oppose these. Regarding the Demands 
elaborated here, I want to say that the ■ 
Home Minister did not deal with the 
points made out >not only by myself 
but by many others regarding drought . 
conditions. Ten districts have been 
affected. A lai'ge number of people 
are facing a destitute condition. A 
large number of the rural population 
are not getting jobi tor days together 


and months together. So what posi¬ 
tive steps have Government taken 
under President’s rule in this rcgai’d? 

I do not find any. So my suggestion 
to the hon. Minister is that enough 
attention should be given to drought 
prone areas and relief measures for 
persons who were facing starvation 
because of unemployment and also 
failure of crops should be taken up 
with due seriousness. 

In the demands for grants, there is 
reference to labour matters Shri 
Brahmananda Reddy while replying to 
the debate earlier did not mention 
anything in regard to labour or the in¬ 
dustrial situation there. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN (Tirut- 
tani); It is all in the book supplied 
to you. 

. SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYA : 

I have got it and I know how to read 
it and make some meaning out of it 
but I do not find what 1 want. After 
the amendment of the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act to the effect that for any 
lay off or closure or. retrenchment 
prior sanction has to be given by tlm- 
g.ovemmen.t, i wanted to know from 
the hon. Minister the number of cas^ 
in which the companies asked for per¬ 
mission that for certain financial or 
other reasons, they had to lay off or 
retrench workew. Ibat l^ct pawsi be 
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made clear. In the booklet about 
which Mr. Alagesan is so much en¬ 
amoured—am not at all convinced 
by it—^it is stated that an apex body 
had been formed. I belong to the 
Central Trade Union Organisation 
CITU which is a major force in Tamil 
Nadu. Whatever apex body might be 
there either in the textile or engineer¬ 
ing or sugar or other industry, CITU 
people have not been included or 
even asked to represent their point of 
view regarding industrial matters and 
industrial relations. I should say 
emphatically that the situation has 
deteriorated. You cannot prove it by 
giving certain figures that there had 
been less lay off and less strike and 
less mandays lost. i have already 
stated that because of the fear psy¬ 
chosis and compulsion and some other 
factors the workers may not resort to 
strike which is their last weapon. It 
is not fun for the worker to strike 
work. It is onh' when they find that 
there is no other way that they resort 
to .strike. Here the situation has been 
aggravated further by creating a situ¬ 
ation in which ihe workers are afraid 
of raising their voice against any 
attack on their wages or other aspects 
of their working conditions: they will 
not only be not heard but they will 
aiso have to face other consequences 
like being arrested under MISA. So, 
they do not dare sometimes, but if this 
situation continues, the reaction viiH 
be dangerous and the government 
must be responsible for that. 


About the State Electricity Board 
employees, two statements were made, 
one by the Finance Minister, Shri 
Subramaniam, that 21,000 employees 
were surplus and another by the 
Home Minister that 30,000' were sur¬ 
plus. After verification throughout 
the State, the figure comes to just 
3,000 employees who can be easily 
absorbed. But .eo far as I know, a 
large number of employees are still 
being treated as casual workers and 
are not getting the benefits enjoyed 
by permanent employees, 
ter must clariib' this position speci¬ 
fically. 


I read in this bocAlet that be¬ 
cause of some difficulty in getting: 
drinking water, the muaicipaliti^ arer 
getting matching grants from the 
government. The mumcipaUty has** 
to bear 50 per cent of the c<^ and 
the government would hear 50 per 
cent. I think in tills difiicult period 
the full money should be conttibuted 
by the government at least for drink¬ 
ing water supply, as you are doing 
in the case of rural areas. 

The Home Minister referred to bor¬ 
ing of tubewells. You may sink tube- 
wells but what is the guarantee that 
there will be water in them? Where is 
the maintenance apparatus? In every 
State, we find that so many tubewells 
arc dug, but nobody cares to repair 
them after some time and they go 
dry This is happening in Tamil- 
nadu also. This should be looked into 
by the Minister. 

With these words, I oppose the sup¬ 
plementary demands, 

16 hrs. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN (Tirut- 
tani)- Mr. Chairman, here under 
one of the Demands thej want to start 
100 non-formal education centres in 
Coimbatore district at State cost and 
in Trichinopoly district at the cost of 
the Government of India. I do not 
understand what this non-formal edu¬ 
cation means. I hope they will do 
something useful and not allow Iho 
money to go waste. Perhaps, it might 
have been the brain-wave of seme- 
body. I do not understand what is= 
the content of this non-formal educa¬ 
tion and what is proposed to be done. 

There is an Act called Tamil Nadu* 
Recognition of Private Schools (Regu¬ 
lation) Act. When this Act was pass¬ 
ed, certain minorities who manage* 
educational institutions went to tha 
High Court and the High Court ruled' 
that certain provisions of this Act wfll 
not apply to the minority-managed" 
institutions. Then, when the non- 
minorities who manage educationa)" 
institutions went to the High Court,., 
the High Court ruled that these prort- 
slcHis will apply to them. So, a situi— 
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tion has arisen where a discriminalion 
is being made. The Government pro¬ 
pose to apply the provisions to one set 
■of schools and not to another set of 
schools. We generally hear of mino-' 
rities being discriminated against. 
Here it is a question of non-minori- 
tieg being discriminated against, which 
is a very strange situation. I hope 
this would be looked into. When we 
are starting new schemes like this, 
there should not be any discrimina- 
‘tion. 1 am told the Madras Govern¬ 
ment have gone in appeal to the Sup¬ 
reme Court against the verdict of the 
High Court with respect to minority 
managed institutions. Pending the 
decision of the Supreme Court, they 
ican keep the provisions pending. 

Under Demand No. 51 there is a 
proposal to shift the Police Training 
College at Vellore to Madras and start 
it as the Tamil Nadu Police Academy 
at Madras, from 1976-77, that is, the 
current year. This Police Training 
College is a very ancient institution of 
Vellore, which is the district head¬ 
quarter of a very important district 
called North Arcot. In fact, this is 
the only State Government institution 
in that State. I would like to know 
whether it is wise to concentrate 
eversrthing in the city of Madras. On 
the other hand, you should disperse 
institutions which are already existing 
In the city of Madras to other district 
centres, because concentration m one 
place creates so many problems On 
the face of it, it looks to me that it is 
very unfair to deprive this district 
headquarter of its only one State 
institution by shifting it to Madras. 
Also, it is not going to be done v;ith- 
•out any extra expenditure. They are 
going to incur an expenditure of Rs. 
19.97 lakhs, nearly Rs 20 lakhs. I 
am told that the present building in 
which the Training College is housed 
in Vellore is not a very congenial one 
In that case, this, amount can very 
well be spent 1o improve the buildings 
of this institution in Vellore. Also, 
since the Government want to upgrade 
it into the Tamil Nadu Police Aca¬ 
demy, the people of Vellore will be 
happier that this institution, which is 


already functioning there, is upgraded 
and not shifted. 

Coming to Demand No. 56, there is 
a very strange proposal to re-acquire 
Or re*-purchase land, which has al¬ 
ready been acquired by the Novell 
Lignite Corporation. The Novell 
Lignite Corporation has acquired a 
large area of land foi its own pur¬ 
poses. Now it is proposed to acquire 
very nearly 2,06o acres from that Cor¬ 
poration and the expenditure sanction¬ 
ed is Rs. 17.78 lakhs. This is rather 
strange because we want the Neyveli 
Corporation to develop. You know 
that there have been demands on the 
floor of the House to have a second 
mine cut, which means that more area 
will be required. One does not know 
whether the area which is now pr«*- 
posed to be re-transfeired to the 
Tamil Nadu Government will itself be 
required for the purpose of a second 
mine cut. A second mine cut means 
more employees, and more employops 
means more quarters for them. So, 
in all probability this land of 2,000 
acres will be required for the purpose 
of the Corporation itself. I do not 
know at what cost the Corporation 
acquired the land from the State Gov¬ 
ernment. Is the same price being 
paid to them by the Government now 
or more? So, this is rather intrigu¬ 
ing. I would like Government to 
consider this matter and not spend 
money on a proposal which may hurt 
the larger interests of the State, be¬ 
cause all of us wint that the Cor¬ 
poration should have a second mine 
cut and produce more power, should 
have a super thermal power 
station and satisfy the grow¬ 
ing needs of el«ctrjc?*y of the Sou¬ 
thern Region as a whole. So, 1 am 
afraid this will go against those in¬ 
terests This hasty step should not 
be taken. 

Coming to Demand No. 57, a loan 
of Rs. 45 lakhs to the Pandyan Road* 
ways Corporation for the purchases of 
buses and another of Rs. 10 lakhs to ' 
the Pallavan Transport Corporation 
for the purchase of mini buses have 
been sanctioned. Half the number of 
routes in the State have been natio¬ 
nalised. They started originally with 
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three corporations, the Pi^Uavan, the 
Ohola and the Pandj^a Pailava is 
the name of the dynasty which ruled 
Tamil Nadu and elsewhere from 
Kancheepuram. The Cholas were 
once very great imperialists and held 
sway over a very large part of India 
and even outside India. The Pandyas 
were another ruling house. These are 
the three traditional Kings of Taitffl 
Nadu and so, the DMK Government, 
in their solicitude for these ancient 
Tamil Kings, named the corporations 
after them, and so there were three. 
But now there are as many as seven 
or eight, I lose count. There is a 
corporation for Tandai Periyar. 
Taitdai means father, and Periyar is 
Mr. E. V. Ramaswamy Naicker, who 
is considered to be the father of the 
secessionist movement in Tamil Nadu. 
These corporations are proliferating, 
they are being divided and subdivid¬ 
ed. I do not know whether there is 
a Kongu Corporation, because Salem 
and Coimbatore Districts together are 
called Kongu Desam. 

Now, I want to know whether all 
these road transport corporations 
which are having the cream of the 
{routes, the long routes and other 
routes as well, are making a profit or 
not. It is my information that these 
road transport corporations are incur¬ 
ring huge Josses. I want to know 
whether incurring of losses is parti¬ 
ally due tc the fact that all these 
road transport corporations have been 
divided into so many corporations 
with overheads going ^up. This is 
something that should be relevant 
while considering the huge invest¬ 
ments of this nature into the road 
transport corporations—Rs. 45 lakhs 
into the Pondien Transport Corpora¬ 
tion and Rs. 10 lakhs into the Palla- 
van Transport ^Corporation, 

It should be the attempt of the State 
Government and the concerned De- 
partmenta to plug all the loopholes 
and aee that these road transport cor¬ 
porations earn profit and mah:e them 
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more serviceable to the people. Other¬ 
wise, these huge investments, Z am 
afraid, will go waste because already 
many new vehicles are not properly 
used—even brand new vehicles are 
not properly used. Under these cir¬ 
cumstances. if we are going to make 
further investments into these road 
transport corporations without ac¬ 
tually going into the profit and loss, 
whether these corporations work effi¬ 
ciently or not, it will not be a wise 
step to take. 

♦SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU (Naga- 
pattinam); Mr. Cnairman, Sir, on the 
Supplementary Demands for Grants 
(Tamil Nadu), 1 would like to bring 
to your kind notice one or two points. 

If you take up six Demands—Agri¬ 
culture, Public Health, Roads arc 
Bridges, Relief on account of Natural 
Calamities, Capital Outlay On Irriga¬ 
tion and Loans and Advances by the 
State Government—^you will find that 
under theae six demands funds have 
been allocated for drought relief 
works and for drinking water supply. 
27 lakh man-days have b4en created in 
drought-hit areas for the agricultural 
labour. 1 mention this to bring to the 
attention of this House the seriou&ne.ss 
of the situation in Tamil Nadu. 

10 districts out of IS districts in 
Tamil Nadu are afilicted by drought. 
In the very near future, one more 
District, Tanjore, may also become a 
drought-hit area. To meet such a 
staggering situation, the allocation of 
money in these Supplementary De¬ 
mands is insufficient; it is just like 
giving sugar-candy t.j a hungry ele¬ 
phant. Another regrettable feature is 
that all the drought relief v/orks are 
implemented in a conventional man¬ 
ner and a sort of ad hoc approach 
prevails here. They should in fact 
become permanent programmes if we 
want to find a la.sting solution to the 
recurring drought ir^ Tamil Nadu. 

Demand No, 50—Capital Outlay on 
Industrial Development—under this it 
Is proposed tiiai the Coimbatore Co- 
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operative Sugar Mills may be conver- 
*€d as a Public Sector Unit under 
Tamil Nadu Sugar Corporation Ltd. 
It has also been decided to convert 
the value of assets of Rs. 35.75 lakhs 
transferred t© Tamil Nadu Public 
Works Engineering Corporation as 
share capital of the Corporation. I 
have to point out that sums have been 
provided cnls' for these two units. 
Many Textile Mills are on the verge 
of closure. There is persistent de¬ 
mand that they must be taken over 
by the Government, It is also stated 
that this proposal is under examina¬ 
tion. Yet, not even a token provision 
has been made for this purpose in 
these Supplementary Demands, 

Demand No, 21—Fisheries —Provi¬ 
sion has been made for mechanised 
speed boats for fishermen. But it is 
strange that no provision has been 
made for constructing jettys anywhere 
for landing these mechanised boats, 
for landing these mechanised boats. 
Ariikottaithorai near Thopputhorai 
when 40 fishing boats are there. Some 
money must be provnled for the cons¬ 
truction of jettys also. 

Demand No, 17—Education—under 
this there is reference to non-form.al 
education centres. I think this must 
be adult literacy centres. I wonder 
why two districts, Coimbatore and 
Tiruchirappalli, alone should have 
been covered by the non-formal edu¬ 
cation centres. I suggest that this 
should be extended to all the districts 
in Tamil Nadu. 

Recently a code of conduct has been 
formulated for the University and 
College teachers under which it has 
been stipulated that they should not 
indulge in political activities. Even 
if they form themselves into an Asso¬ 
ciation or a Union for protecting their 
interests, it will be considered as a 
political activity. ** T submit that this 
Coda of Conduct for the University 
and College teachers must be repea¬ 
ted. Another regrettable point is that 
the students of the All India Students 
Federation have not got admission in 
the Colleges. Sir,"' is this not rank 


political discrimination? It is wrong 
to deny admission to these students 
in the colleges. 

Demand No. 52—Capital Outlay on 
Public 'W orks—Buildings—this De¬ 
mand relates to so many payments of 
excess compensation ordered by the 
Courts. After a particular rate is 
agreed to, the party goes to a Court 
seeking enhanced compensation. I 
would like to recollect the Constitu¬ 
tion Amendment that we passed here 
in the matter of making compensation, 
to properties acquired for public uti¬ 
lity purposes. The word ‘compensa¬ 
tion’ was substituted by the word 
‘amount.’ This ‘amount* is fixed by 
the Govtemment when a property is 
acquired for public utility purpose. 1 
think that this Act is not being imple¬ 
mented rilectively; otherwise so many 
enhanced compensation payments 
would not have come here, I would 
like the hon. Minister to refer to this 
particular point in her reply to the 
Debate. There are so many Engi¬ 
neering Colleges under this Demand— 
Government Engineering College, 
Salem, Regional Engineering College, 
Tiruchirappalli, Government Press 
Workers’ Colony. Madras. The land ac¬ 
quired for these would naturally be 
for public utility. There is no ques¬ 
tion of making enhanced compensa¬ 
tion especially when the Constitution 
provides for only ‘amount’ to be fixed 
by the Government. 

I would like +0 know how this parti¬ 
cular Constitutional Amendment is 
being implemented. 

With these Mvords, I conclude my 
speech, 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN 
(Madurai): Mr. Chairman, Sir, while 
speaking on the Supplementary Bud¬ 
get in respect of Tamil Nadu, 1 have* 
to say a few word.s about the allot¬ 
ment made in this Supplementary 
Budget. Many points have bten 
touched by the previous speakers. 1 
want to mention only about the allot¬ 
ment mkde fotr Drought BeliM! Works,.*' 
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The drinking water position is very 
acute in many districts, particulariy» 
as I have mentioned on the previous 
occasion, in Madurai, Ramnad, Tinne- 
velli and Kanya Kiunari; the wells 
are completely dried up; even the 
borewells, private borewells as well as 
public borewells are dried up, even 
100 ft. borewells are dried up. There 
is no water. In many villages, people 
have to walk four or live miles to get 
drinking water. Poor ladies go with 
their pots three or four miles to get 
some good water. This is the position. 
Are we not ashamed of this? After 
30 years of independence, if there are 
no proper arrangements for drinkiiig 
water, should we not be ashamed of 
this position? 

SHRI VIKRAM MAHAJAN 
(Kangra): It was Tamil Nadu Gov¬ 
ernment’s fault, not our fault. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN: Now 
it is under the Central Government. 

1 want that proper and sufficient 
allotment should be made according to 
the magnitude of the problem. 

My friend, Mr. Alagesan, mentioned 
about the various Transport Corpora¬ 
tions—^Pandian Corporation Pallavap 
Corporation, Kattabomban Corpora¬ 
tion, Anna Corporation, Periai Cor¬ 
poration and so on. Although the 
names are there, the corporations are 
working pn a loss and that too, a 
heavy loss. It is high time the Gov¬ 
ernment should come forward to in¬ 
quire into the worl^mS of all these 
corporations as to why they are sus¬ 
taining losses. For instance, the 
Pandiyan Transport Corporation in 
Madurai I know it because it is 
located in my constituency. There the 
relationship between the management 
and the workers is not cordial and 
always the labour come and complain 
ttiat the attitude of the management 
is atbttrary. They are not doing any 
profitable work and also harm t^ers. 

Kow, there are smell operators left 
fiitfe siM tibiere. iBut these small ope- 
axe competing. They operate 
on a 60 mile Or 00 fiiOe or 29 |ci0« 
imiteL Wind they do is that they fiUA 
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put one vehicle xo start five mmutes 
before the Corporation vehicle starts 
and then another one to start five 
minutes after the Corporation bus. 
This way all the traffic goes to the 
small operators and the corporation 
sustains the loss. This is the case not 
only in one place but it is there al¬ 
most in all the places. These at® the 
things which should be looked into. 

Now, regarding taxation, take Sales 
Tax. Every State has got its own 
way and its own rate with regard to 
Sales Tax. Now, we are talking of 
integration of the country, that India 
is one country, but we have got diffe- 
rent systems. So far as income tax 
is concerned, we are having only one 
rate. Even a man in Orissa or in 
Madras, thou^ his total income may 
be less than that of a man in Bombay, 
pays the same rate of inc(nne-tax 
based on income. But the sales tax 
is not the same everywhere. Recently, 
West Bengal reduced the sales tax on 
motor cars from 13 to 7 per cent and 
similarly, in your State, Mr. Chairman, 
I read in the Press that my friend, 
Shri Ranga Reddy, your Finance 
Minister recently introduced a BUI 
reducing the sales tax to 6 iier cenl 
He gave the argument—I read it in 
the papers—^that in Andhra Pradesh 
most of the vehicles registered in 
other States are plying because in 
other States they are cheaper as they 
pay a lower rate of sales tax. You 
know the l^unil Nadu people go to 
Andhra Pradesh—it is only a few 
miles from our border to go to 
Nellore—and purchase the vehinUe 
paying only 6 per cent. In Pondi¬ 
cherry also the sales tax is less. It is 
only 7 per cent. Therefore, Sir, so 
far as sales tax ig conoemed, there 
must be a uniform rate for the whole 
country. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Emakfi- 
lam); Tamil Nadu has also reduoed 
the sales tax and as a result, all in^f- 
tiries are migrating to Ttunil NMuto 
from KSerala. 

SHm R, V. SVAMINATBAK: mm*

Kerala rate. 1 know it very well. I 
have got the figures. Uut X think 
some wrong information has been 
given to you. 

MR CHAIRMAN: Please conclude. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN: 
Therefore, the sales tax rate should be 
uniform all over the country as also 
the Motor Vehicles tax. Why should 
the rate of motor vehicles iax be 
different in different States? The 
rate is the highest in Tamil Nadu. 

Therefore, these point.s should be 
considered by the Government and 
they should take note of all these 
things and take necessary remedial 
steps. 

With these words I support the De¬ 
mands. 

SHRI ARAVINDA BALA PAJA- 
NOR (Pondicherry): On these Sup¬ 
plementary Demands I have only to 
supplement a few cases. I first 
thought of rais’.nw the qup'-tion of 
quorum heip but I found that it was 
not necessary when the Members 
of the Consultative Committee 
for Tamil Nadu and even from Tamil 
Nadu are not present here. Perhaps 
they thought that the amount the 
Minister is demanding is after all a 
small amount. So it can be given a 
go by. 

When my friends referred to certain 
items, I felt it is my duty also to say 
how it functioned. Some Momberc 
said that there is drought. Of course, 
there is drought practically in the en¬ 
tire Tamil Nadu. I am afraid we will 
not have water even for this year’s 
cultivation. Last year it was said that 
we were having surplus rice and we 
could export. But this year we may 
not have enough rice upto the end of 
this year. Every time I see in the 
newspapers that ministers, advisers, 
secretories to Government, etc. visit 
these drought areas. Every one who 
3S available in (he Government is 
touring the State. My humble sub- 
mistdon is this. By giving speech^ 
hev« mid Giere ym aoSeva the 


problem of drought. I feel, drought 
is an internal problem lor Tamil 
Nadu. Therefore a long range pro¬ 
gramme is necessary for tackling this 
problem. 

Last time when tha bon. Prime 
Minister visited my neighbouring 
State. Tamil Nadu, she promised 
Krishna waters for Madras. I say 
that a serious and sincere eftoit murt 
be taken by the other neighiouring 
States. 


MR. CHAIRMAN: Smceic efforts 
are being made by Andhra Pradesh 
Government. 

SHRI ARAVINDA BALA PAJA- 
NOR ; You come trom th.i' State and 
We are thankful to youi State. I 
would make a suggestion that Natio¬ 
nal Water Board must 1 c set up. 
Some friends suggested about the 
name of the corporations ttc. It does 
not matter which name jou give, 
Babuji or Anna or Periyai. It is not 
the name that counts. It is a question 
of the DPoplc w'ho execute these 
Minister of Finance w'lll agicc with 
me that nowadays it is not possible to 
know who is an hone.st man and who 
IS not an honest man. In niy three 
years’ experience tn this House. I 
.saw lot of agitations here but now 
those members are not present here. 
I think they will bo present only if 
thev are allowed to rule a State. Since 
that is not the ca.se and they are not 
in power in any State, 1 don’t find 
any of them here, to make tlicir valu¬ 
able suggestions m these matters. 

So far as the medical colleges ad¬ 
missions and the engineering college 
admissions are concerned I don’t know 
how far this is true but there is a 
talk in the air which ii also very vib¬ 
rant that there is no difference bet¬ 
ween the past and the present la 
the past people with long towels with 
two colours infiuencei these adnaiie- 
siuns but now la different guise 
same thing is baing done. X digg’t 
know a4io is at ^ult. 
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SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN; This is 
absolutely untrue. 

SHRI ARAVINDA BALA PAJA. 
NOR: My learned friend may deny it. 
I don’t blame the Government. But 
they cmne in different guise. We need 
not unnecessarily be disturbed over 
this. Let Us root out this evil of 
corruption. It is a fait accompli. Let 
us all take interest in it. Let us root 
out corruption once and for all That 
is the wish of our Prime Minister also. 

I am very much interested in this— 
I know Mr. Bhatlacharyya that he 
cannot do anything because we have 
seen what they have done in West 
Bengal during their regime—because 
all these things are taking place there 
and so why should we not touch the 
root of the problem and solve it. I 
am just posing this question. To-day 
Tamilnadu is under President’s Rule 
and so this can be dons by the Central 
Government because the Governor is 
now administering the State. Unless 
you mend it at this moment, it is im¬ 
possible for you to mend it later on. 

Whv the people of Tamilnadu are 
not showing their enthusiasm now 
which they did nome time ago? That 
is because some people are support¬ 
ing the rotten officers in certain places. 
T still see in certain places, Shri 
Karunanidhi’s henchmen occupying 
many top posts, I know this because 
I live in Madras and so 1 know what 
is really taking place I,know pretty 
well that there ire young, honest and 
energetic and good officers in Tamil¬ 
nadu with real and initiative doing 
their work well. But, still, there 
must be some vigilance committee 
constituted here to look into these 
things. But, in that process, inno¬ 
cent officers should not be punished- 
You may abolish one particular de. 
partmeat in that process but let us 
not ptm^ ianocent people. I wish 
there is more time allowed to me.

The only thing he said was that the 
actions taken by Government, the steps 
taken by Government, have not been 
very positive under President’s rule, 
that no coiwrete steps have been taken 
for drouglfE relief and other things, 
that the people are starving, that there 
Is destitution, that people are without 
job and so on. I am happy that for once 
Shri Bhattacharya has come back to the 
House when the reply is being given. 
I would only say that the factual posi¬ 
tion is not what he has stated. We are 
sorry that there is a drought. We are 
very sorry that people are suffering. 
I think each and every hon. member 
of the House shares their suffering. 
But I would like to assure him that 
every possible action is being taken. 
I would likb to substantiate it. If 
something is wanting, we are always 
open to the sincere suggestions of hon- 
members. 


I think the young, ADMK member, 
Shri Pajanor, though young in yeatoi 
made some very good and T^did 
points. 1 would like to assure Mm thaf 
they will be conveyed to ptop^ miilto* 
rities.

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Before I go into all the details, 1 
would mily say that the play outlay 
for 1976'77 was increased under Fre> 
aldent’s rule from Rs. 177 crores to 
Rs. 201 crores. This represents a 
significant increase of 40 per cent; in 
per capita terms, the outlay has been 
raised from Rs. 32.3 to Rs. 43 in the 
current year. This shows the Govern¬ 
ment’s determination and sincerity in 
trying to accelerate the rate of deve> 
lepment in such a historic State like 
‘Tamil Nadu. 

Special emphasis has been given to 
the Twenty-Pomt programme. Nou 
will find that about 56 per cent of the 
total plan outlay for 1976-77 is really 
going to the t'w-enty-point programme. 
That shows that the twenty-point pro- 
gramme which is primarily aimed at 
improvement of the conditions of the 
lower strata of society is receiving a 
substantial portion of the plan outlay. 

Prices, of counse, have fluctuated, 
but along with the general pattern, 
they have come down and are under 
control. Under President’s rule, it 
should be noted, a record quantity of 
4.78 lakh tonnes of rice has been pro¬ 
cured till date. This is an all-time re¬ 
cord in Tamil Nadu. Since we are 
going through the achievements under 
-the President’s rule, because some 
members did not see any silver lining, 
1 thought I would place the facts be¬ 
fore the House and put the record 
straight 

Because of these comfortable stocks, 
we find that the situation has greatly 
imporved and the distribution astern 
has improved. I can give aU the facts 
and figures, but I do not think it will 
be necessary. The position, I can say, 
has Improved and there are nearly 
10,000 retail points throughout the 
state providing a widespread network 
for the supply of essential commodities 
for the common man. Apart from that 
the Debt Relief Act of 1976 was passed 
on 20th July 1976 and it has been a 
major reform in the economic field, es. 
pedally of benefit to the small far- 
mors, landlen agricultural labour and 
jrurid artisans. There has also been 


significant progreai ia the release and 
rehabilitation of bonded labour in 
various districts of Tamilnadu; so Ux 
2417 bonded labour had l>aen released 
and relief measures are bedng inofie- 
mented for them. About 99,508 house 
sites had been assigned since the Pre¬ 
sident’s rule was imposed and legisla¬ 
tion had also been passed conferring 
ownership rights to house sites occu¬ 
pied by rural artisans also. The pro¬ 
vision for acquisition of house sites for 
Harijans has been increased from Rs. 
25 lakhs in 1975-78 to Rs. 52 lakhs in 
the current year. Various steps have 
also been taken to detect eva^on of 
sales tax, entertainment tax and mo- 
toi vehicles tax. The yields are ex¬ 
pected to be substantially higher this 
year. Expenditure has been curbed to 
some extent and there has been im¬ 
provement in admlmstrative efficiency. 
One example that could be cited is that 
the impounded additional DA- of the 
state government employees had been 
fully released in record time. 

Shri Alagesan raised the point about 
the road transport corporations 
running at a loss; he expressed his eon- 
cem. 1 can only say that there has 
been some improvement in that direc¬ 
tion and out of seven, except one or 
two which have a large number of 
uneconomic routes, others are now 
making profits. We hope that even 
those corporations would be looked 
into and wherever necessary action 
would be taken. 

SHRI O. V. AIAGBSAN: May 1 
know the accumulated lossf Ig it mak. 
ing a profit for the first time? We 
should know the whole picture. Faint¬ 
ing a rosy picture will not da 

SHRIMATI SUSHHA BOHATGZ: 
We shall certainly look into what you 
have stated. About non-formal educa¬ 
tion some doubts irere raised; that is 
about children dropping out from 
school and about evening classes.

district of Tiruchirapally and Coim¬ 
batore and five panchayat unions of 
each district will be covered. This is 
a programme of national importance. 

Shri Alagesan also mentioned about 
tbe Neyveli Lignite Corporation and 
about reliabiliiation. That land is not 
required for the project nor is it re¬ 
quired by the corporation for any 
other purpose. About the police aca¬ 
demy being shifted from one place to 
another, from Vellore to Madras, I 
should say that the accommodation 
available at Vellore was totally inade¬ 
quate and semi-permanent accommo¬ 
dation was available at Madras which 
could be improved and utilised. 

SHRl O. V. ALAGESAN; You are 
spending 20 lakhs. 

SHRIMATl SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
Shri Dinen Bhattacharyya waxed elo¬ 
quent as usual about the labour mat¬ 
ters and industrial relations and so on. 

1 find that as on 1st January 1976, 
there were 18 stoppages, that is, 15 
strikes and three lock outs involving 
about 7000 workers. The position 
deteriorated to some extent during the 
m(Hith' and on 24th January 1976 there 
were 21 stoppages involving about 
2.5000 workmen. As on 1st February 
1976. there were 17 stoppages of work 
involving 24,000 workmen. As on 15th 
February 1976, the position was that 15 
of those diq;>utes had been settled 
covering about 22.000 workers and as 
on 5\h April 1976. there was no strike 
or lock out unresolved. The position 
as On Slst July, 76 was that only three 
estabUstoients In the entire State were 
involyed h» strikes. The number of 
workers affected is 226. There has 
been no case of lock out as on Slst July, 

76. The credit lor this really goes to 
the workers and the people cooperat¬ 
ing with each other. So, all the allega¬ 
tions df fear psychosis amongst the 
workers etc. are not true and these 
figures lor themselves. It is the 
polity of the XSOvemment that the 
^rters should be 4ooked after well 


and they have cooperated in main, 
taining peace in industry. 


The main topic is drought and natu¬ 
rally every member was worried about 
it. In Tamilnadu, drought conditions 
prevail in 11 districts. 90 lakhs of 
people in 4189 . villages have been 
affected by drouj^t The south-west 
monsoon’s behaviour also has been 
quite disappointing. We do hope it 
has been better recently. As a result 
a massive programme of drought relief 
was called for. A sum of Rs. 7.54 
crores has been included in the supple¬ 
mentary demands for drought rrfief 
works. This is in addition to the 
existing allocation of Rs. 8.94 crores in 
the budget. These provisions have 
enabled the Tamilnadu Government to 
undertake a massive programme for 
the provision of drinking water supply 
and also to create adequate employ, 
mrait opportunities in the drought 
affected areas at the same time ensur¬ 
ing that durable assets are created. 


To relieve the acute water scarcity 
in the drought stricken areas, the 
Tamilnadu Government have imder 
taken a massive programme of sinking 
6300 de^ bore wells before the 
end of September 76. This pro¬ 
gramme is proceeding according 
to schedule and more than 4000 bore 
wells have Ijeen put up so far. In 
addition, assistance has been provided 
to 35 municipalities in the drought 
affected areas to augment their water 
supply. Assistance has also been 
given to Panchayat Unions for di^en- 
ing drinking water wells. Employ¬ 
ment-oriented works tinder medium 
and minor irrigation, soil conserva¬ 
tion, afforestation aiid link roads hfeve 
also been taken t^) in' a Widespread 
manner in the drought affected' areas. 
Th^ programmes Will result ba tfae 
creation of lasting assets. 1%esa Iwe 
some of the thinj^ which will be 
beneficial and in the larger inttoests 
of the State. 
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in order to maintain drinkiitg water 
weils with hand pumps and electric 
pumps in good wbrkuig order, the 
Tamil Nadu Government has sattetion- 
M a new maintenance scheme for 
Rs. 46 lakhs. One mechanic.cuTn- 
fitter has been sanctioned for every 
100 pumps and there will also be 
mobile engineering teams. 

Sir, I have tried to clear some of 
the doubts which were really there 
in the minds of hon. members. Re¬ 
garding doubts which cannot be clear¬ 
ed for reasons where are obvious, I 
will not be in a position to clear them. 

I do hope that members vull agree 
that the Tamil Nadu Government is 
doing well and the State is pro¬ 
gressing towards proigaerity.

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«$HRI M. KATHA&nmitr (Nasa- 
paHinam): Mr. Cbaixman, Sir, I rise 
to say a few words on the Suppte- 
mentary Demands of the Union Terri¬ 
tory of Pondicherry for 1976-77. 

Demand No.——19: Medical—a sum of 
Rs. 4 lakhs has been provided for meet¬ 
ing the increased expenditure in con¬ 
nection with Incentives being offered to 
persons coining for sterilisation. It is 
common knowledge that the number of 
people coming voluntarily for sterili¬ 
sation is very smalL The teachers and 
Gram Sevaks have to compel people 
for getting sterilised. I am saying this 
from my personal experience in 
KaraikkaL 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please give sugges¬ 
tions only and conclude. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU: Demand 
No. 31: Electricity—^This demand re¬ 
lates to payment of compensation to 
an Employee of the Electricity Depart¬ 
ment. 

Sir, before 1 conclude, J would refer 
to the long-standing demand of the 
people of Pondicherry for a Thermal 
Plant. 1 wish that at least a token 
provision has been made in these 
Supplementary Demands. 

With these words, I conclude my 
speech. 


SHRI ARAVINDA BALA PAJA- 
NOR (Pondicherry); Nobody is taking 
interest in my humble State. The 
Pinance Secretary has come down all 
the way from Pondicherry, and he is 
doing a very good job. 

1 congratulate the hon. Minister 
Shrlmati Rohatgi, but I have a grie¬ 
vance against her, because last time 
she promised to visit my State, but up 
to this time she has not done so. Shri 


Maurya and Shri Om Mehta and othttf 
ministers visited my State, and I am 
very thankful to them. Because 
their visits, something is taking plaiMl. 

I hope before the next session at least 
she will make a visit, because th^ 
are expecting her, for the Simple rea¬ 
son that there are so many anomalies 
of the Pondicherry government ser¬ 
vants which have to be rectified. 
They want to present her with a me¬ 
morandum. She has also promised to 
solve that problem. 

Every time I ask for elections, but 
this time I see that there is some 
change in the head of my State. I 
welcome the new Governor of my 
State. Of course, the old Governor also 
did his best—when somebody leaves, 
we should ielicilate him—with the help 
of talented officers. Last year when I 
spoke there was a misconception that 
I criticised them individually, but it is 
not so. As far as I am concerned, 1 
can say that there are Secretaries and 
others with a certain amount of initia¬ 
tive and vision, but what I say is that 
they should put them into practice. Of 
course, there are a number of hurdles 
in the way, but they can be got over 
if they take real interest and go with 
the people. 

I do not know why you are post¬ 
poning the elections to the municipal¬ 
ities there. These Demands cover only 
Rs. 14 lakhs, which may be the Income 
of an individual in this country, it is 
not a big thing. The Government is 
trying its best to Implement the 20- 
point programme, but the people axe 
not co-operating. Many of the hon. 
Ministers who visit my State used to 
distribute pattas go to the villages and 
attend functions and see how any State 
was progressing, but 1 am not in full 
agreement with the paper reports that 
everything is fine there. There is a big 
lacuna or in other words the lack of 
people's co-operation with this pro- 


•The original Speech was delivered in Tamil. 
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gramme. It is a tragedy that the peo¬ 
ple there are not coming forward. 
They seem to think that once upon a 
time the French ruled over them, and 
that now somebody else Is ruling. You 
should take steps to make the people 
take part in this programme, to im¬ 
prove their conditions. You must give 
some kind of incentive and make them 
feel that they are part and parcel of 
this country. 


16.58 hrs. 

[Shhx Vasant Sathe in the Chair] 
You better hold the elections for the 
mimiclpalities and panchayats within 
a short period. I can assure the friends 
on the opposite side that people who 
have common ideology are prepared to 
co-operate for the betterment of the 
masses, they will be with you. So. 
you better take a chance. You should 
flirt tty to hold elections for the Pondi¬ 
cherry Municipality because for the 
part ten or twelve years you never had 
any elections for this municipality. If 
I remember right, the last election 
took place in 1968. After some years, 
it Was suspended and revived the old 
set-up. Those old guards who happen 
to occupy the offices of the Councillors, 
the Chairmen and the Secretaries 
continue to be there without the new 
line of thinking. The old guards are 
still there. They are standing in the 
way of the real progress of our ^ate. 
I do not individualise any particular 
Councillor or Chairman. My State 
consists of 31 constituencies. In all the 
places you have people who are hartng 
the thinking of 1967. I need not repeat 
history here because many things hap¬ 
pened after 1967. Our Prime Minister 
took charge only in 1967. If you are 
having the same old people, who con¬ 
trol and go without the people, to 
continue, what Wnd of progress you 
can have. If you make a probe into 
this, I think, the real difficulty is that 
the officers in our places cannot get the 
cooperation of the people there because 
the same set of people who are having 
the old thinking. They do not have the 


new line of thinking. So, Z suggest, in 
a matter of 20 days or 60 de^s, you 
better haVe elections for tiie Muni¬ 
cipalities at least. 

17.00 hrs. 

As far as the family planning pro¬ 
gramme is concerned, I really congra¬ 
tulate you. Of course, some of the 
people are taking it to their heads. If 
you go very fast—how fast you can go- 
is another question—^it may lertl to- 
certain bad things. I have certain, 
reports which I do not like to read 
here. There is a certain amount of 
compulsion. If the person is undergo, 
ing an operation or adopting other 
family planning methods on his own, 
it is all right. It is the person who 
finally yields. But if it is a question 
of compulsion^ that is not proper. I 
have reports that a number of Gtovem- 
ment servants are compelled to bring 
in people for operation. If I may be- 
permitted to say, they are treated as. 
brokers in this family planning busi¬ 
ness. The family planning programme- 
is a very good thing. We must mako 
the people understand the spirit be¬ 
hind it. We should not compel the- 
Government servants to bring in people 
just because they happen to serve you, 
that they must bring one or two people 
or, otherwise, they will not get any 
promotion or they will be transferred 
or they will not get increment, things 
like that. Not only that, if I may be- 
permitted to mention, in some cases, 
the Government servants pay from 
their salary a sum of Rs. 100 to procure- 
a person to undergo the operation. 

Three or four days back, I read Sn 
the papers that Karaikal has accomp¬ 
lished 50 per cent of the target. It is 
not the target that counts. It is a ques¬ 
tion of the method you. adopt. There, 
practically, aU the school teachers are 
asked to brLng one person each; the 
ayahs are a^ed to bring (me person 
each; the doctors are asked to bxing 
three or four persons each apd^SO on ’ 
and SO forth. This kind of a thix^ 
spreads very fast. Certain things thafr 
are bad in society spread fast imd go 
to the root of the society. These things 
are in a bad spirit. I. apprediate ^ 
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spirit in which you want to implement 
the 20-pQint programme and the 4-point 
programme. Family planning pro¬ 
gramme is one of them. But that is 
not the matter. One mistake in some 
comer tarnishes the entire system. 
The people think that the entire pro¬ 
gramme, the entire 20-point program¬ 
me, is bad. So, I would request the 
hon. Minister to look into this matter 
and rectify the defect. 


There is another matter also. Last 
time also, I mentioned it. This is the 
eighth time I am mentioning it. We 
have a Medical college in our State. 
As you know, in 1954, when we got 
merged, a solemn assurance was given 
by our beloved Prime Minister Nehru 
at that time that at least 15 seats will 
be given to the natives of Pondicherry, 
I just want to know from the hon. 
Minister as to how many natives from 
Pondicherry are admitted to this col¬ 
lege even during this year. My infor¬ 
mation is, if some persons are admit¬ 
ted under the guise of natives from 
Pondicherry, the.y are only the sons 
or relations or nephews or nieces of 
those professors who are teaching or 
working in the College. Persons come 
there from other States; they are known 
as touring or visiting lecturers or pro¬ 
fessors, and the nephews or other re¬ 
lations of these people come under the 
quota. Of ^these 15, three must be 
given to those people who get them¬ 
selves quaUfted in French. But it is a 
plity that in the last •four years, they 
have not tiken a single candidate. 


Half an hour back, when I was 
speaking about Tamil Nadu, I was say¬ 
ing that it is -easy to point out a mis¬ 
take on somebod.v else's back. Wh^ 
I look at my own area, Pondicherry 
it is indeed a tragedy. I am the soli¬ 
tary person reiaesenting Pondicherry 
^ this House; there is nobody else, 
and 1 would like to say that the reports 
that conie to me are really sickening. 
If the youngsters and persons with 
ambfUott in life, whd work very hard 
, an4 phtaln 48 or 90 per cent in Pre- 


University Examination, are not glv^ 
seats because of the misdeeds of some - 
people, because of the cljever and 
cunning methods of some, then it 
reflects on us. I request the Chaiman , 
to pass on my appeal to the Minister ; 
to look into this matter regarding ad¬ 
mission to Medical College. 

We, Members of Parliament, are not 
cowards, and we are not afraid of 
raising matters here. I want the hon. 
Minister, through you, Sir, to take note 
of this very vital point. Last time I 
said that 30 doctors were selected for 
the hospitals. It was an ad hoc ap¬ 
pointment. Subsequent to that, the 
Union Public Service Commission made 
a selection and they selected doctors 
from other States. Many refused to 
come to Pondicherry. I find that, after 
my speech here, the matter was refer¬ 
red—I am thankful to the hon. Minister 
for that—and they withheld the termi¬ 
nations for some time. Afterwards, 
when I was busy elsewhere and when 
I had gone out of the country, it seems 
they mentioned to the doctors there, 
‘You made your Member of Parliament 
raise this matter in the House’. I do 
not know in what way ttiey are justi¬ 
fied in saying that. It seems, they said. 
‘•You made your Meniber of Parliament 
raise this p^nt in the House, and now 
you are going to face this”, and they 
terminated the services of six doctors, 
when actually vacancies were there for 
three more posts of doctors. For our 
raising the matter here, why shotfld 
the poor doctors be punished? If they 
want to punish, they can puhiiOi teiie. 
Let them not punish those poor doctors. 

I think, it is better for me not to inter-: 
fere in this matter because, otherwise, 
the poor doctors will have to pay IJte 
penalty and they -will be in the sheets,, 
I am trying with other good people to 
accommodate these peoi^e in the phsis^. 
these are the people selected by 
lar selection for adf hoe posts Affcet ^ 
who are these people? They ,ait0 
sons of the soil, people frm Pondk|||!ir- 
ry. If we cannot acopmmpda^ 
weU-qdaUAed: doctors Who have 
Rs. 30,000 or Rs. 40,009 oii eOucatieW, 
whom else tom we goiiyc to accob^o-^ 
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date? Pondicherry is a small place, and 
il you fail in a smaU Idace like that, 
you will fall in lar^e States also. If 
this is the malady or the mischief in 
a small area, in the larger area it will 
be a big cancer. So, j hope that Gov¬ 
ernment will take note of it and rectify 
it before it is too late. 

I am sorry, the Education Minister 
is not available now. I do not know 
what is the fate of our University. I 
am happy you are going to pay en¬ 
hanced salaries to teachers. It is a 
good thing. But you do not say any¬ 
thing about the University. You do 
not want to open your mouth till, per¬ 
haps, March 1977. There have been 
promises given not only in this House 
but outside the House also, and every 
time tliey just say that something is 
being done. When I raised it once, 
they suicl that they had acquired land 
for the University, and last time when 
I raiseil, it was a question of name of 
the University. Now, what is wrong 
there? It is high time that we had a 
Univerinty there. When you go out of 
the country, we tell that we are trying 
.‘to inculcate the culture of the French 
and w« are trying to mix with the 
Anglo45axon culture the culture of 
India, etc., etc., etc. Very nice speeches. 
But when you are going to see a parti- 
<cular State where these French people 
ruled, where the French training and 
administration still e^dsts, I feel you 
are not giving the correct attention or 
.making a sincere attempt to do it. In 
the contemplated constitutional changes 
you ate now trying to take in this 
administrative law and administrative 
courts—^Droit Administrative, that we 
say in the Pr^ich. That is a French 
syston. I am happy you are impor¬ 
ting it into our system. Similarly, you 
are imvMsrting the revenue system and 
the labour system. These are French 
systemM. Similarly, there is a com¬ 
mon 0)de in the IJj^cfa. Just because 
•somebody is a foteigner, let us not 
reject tt altogether. Let us take what 
ever is good in it. But why is it that 
; you are not setting up n University in 
.PondiciiWrry where in you can improve 


the culture, not only the culture of 
that area but also you can get finance 
and other things from other countries, 
e.'speciaUy from France?. 

I do not know what to say on the 
question of Agriculture. The land is 
very much limited. Our ex-Go\emor 
used to tell us that ‘Because of the 
stay of the High Court we are not able 
to implement the 20 -point programme 
and distribute the land.’ I tell you 
that if the land that is available is 
distributed to the people of Pondicher¬ 
ry, each person may not get even 10 
cents of land. So, something must be 
done in a very scientific manner for 
the improvement of agriculture in our 
State. It is not that the High Court’s 
stay stands in the way. It is something 
else. Now the Karaikal area is entire¬ 
ly dependent on the Kaveri Delta 
water that is to come from the Mettur 
Dani. 1 expected some of the Mem¬ 
bers who spoke earlier on the Tamil 
Nadu Demands at least to refer to it. 
You know what is the present posi¬ 
tion of the storage in the Mettur Dam. 
It is 39.3’. If that is the case, then X 
think it is a record. At no time in our 
living memory we had such a low level 
of water at Mettur. If Mettur level is 
39.3’ or 40’, 1 tell you Kar aikal can¬ 
not get even a bucket of water after 
13 days. If Karaikal cannot get a 
bucket of water, we cannot produce 
even a measure of paddy in KaraikaL 
You know Karaikal is the granary for 
the entire Pondicherry State. Of course, 
the Government are trying their best 
to find underground water but there 
is not enough water in KaraikaL There- 
fore, you must take it up in a very 
serious manner and try to solve this 
problem. The entire cultivated area or 
the major cultivated area for the 
entire Pondicherry State is at Karai¬ 
kal. So, you must have some xdan. 
That is not there. I do hot blaine the 
Minister. I congratulate her for pay* 
ing the arrears of salaries, to the 
chers,^ compamsation, etc.; ;Tl»al^ 
a small amount^a payimsnt bf 
lakhs. But the demma^. ’ fa: 
your plan? The pext cpBlvatteg . 
son is at our doors and t do 
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anything. In agriculture, we are try¬ 
ing to and we want to improve the 
poi^tion and the Minister cannot be 
blamed tor that. So also, the adminis¬ 
tration there cannot be blamed. 


But, so far as the water distribution 
is concerned, last time 1 requested 
that Pondicherry must also be given 
some representation. Why 1 say this 
ia because the Advisers of Tamil Nadu 
went to Karnataka and all that. I felt 
why not my State also be givmi a share 
in it so that they can go and represent 
properly. When these people from 
Tamil Nadu go and represent, they only 
talk of the Tamil Nadu area. They 
forget the tail-end areas, i.e. Karaikal 
and Pondicherry. So, in all these 
matters, please see to it that Pondicher¬ 
ry is also given a proper representa¬ 
tion so that the people of Pondicherry 
are happy under your administration. 

I don't know what prevents Govern¬ 
ment from establishing a judicial com¬ 
missioner’s court at Pondicherry. The 
Minister of State for Home Affairs 
came there. The Advocates made a 
representation to him to have a high 
court or at least a judicial commis¬ 
sioner’s court in Pondicherry itself. 
Every time they cannot run to Madras 
or Dels to file writs etc. or appeals, 
and all that. I do not know what pre¬ 
vents the Government from having a 
court there They have made a valid 
and correct representation, I request 
the hon. Minister to yiok into it. Onb' 
when the Demands come they will 
consider it in proper light and 
seriousb'. These judges are sticking on 
to a small State. These sub-judges 
and district judges should be transfer¬ 
red to other places also. Whmi you 
have a man for 20 years or 30 years 
In the saaue place I think you cannot 
Cet proper justice; you have to bow 
dofwn to his whims and fancies. Here 
also I don't point out any judges parti- 
dolarly. But this representation has 
Ibneep made for the last 6 or 7 years. 
t4tt time it was given to the Home 
Uifiister. They may be transferred at 
least to peigh^tuing states, U tta 
ConstitUttoo does not i»ovide for their 
, fohnsfor ^ tsaUfobouring States then 


you can transfer them to another Union 
Territory. That will solve the problem, * 
Once these advocates come forward 
with a petition it is in the know of 
the judges also. You can understand 
the situation and' what kind of treat¬ 
ment these advocates can have from 
the judges. I request that this also 
must be cons.dered by the Centre. 

I request the Minister to visit our 
State. On behalf of the people of my 
State I thank those who visit our 
State Whenever they come there, they 
allot time to meet our people, because 
it is a small State. Last time Mr. 
Maurya came there. Mr. Om Mehta 
came there. Mr. Brahmananda Reddy 
came there. Whenever they come 
there they meet our people. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; She will have no 
hesitation in accepting this grant. 

AN HON. MEMBER: The hon. Minis¬ 
ter would visit the Ashram also. 

SHRI ARAVINDA BALA PAJANOR; 
The Ashram they may visit, I don't 
mind; but sometimes the papers only 
report that they visiffed the Ashram 
but fail to report their other activities 
and duties and other functions. That 
is my feeling. Please see to it that 
your visit is properly utilised. 

MR. CHAraMAN: I think you need 
not harbour this point. I tbink your 
will accept this demandltor grant! Now, 
the hon. Minister. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRXMAIT 
SUSHILA ROHATGI): 1 thank tbw 
hon. Member for the very Informativw 
and educative speech and the gaedt 
concern he showed for the State. I 
would like to convey to him our fedU 
ing that the Government shares lifo 
anxiety and concern. AH the pomfer 
which he made will be carefully loolc^ 
ed into and I can* assure hfm that we 
shall do whatever help is needed to 
maximum possible extent. Apert fooAl 
the invitation which he extend tp vm- 
earlier, he has again extended foetCt!- 
tion even today. Somehow lie 
that when we go th»e we melee fe Ifoil' 
image of ourselves and «o oA*' 
need AOt Prise dt eXL 
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I had not been to Pondicherry 
though I had been looking forward to 
the opportunity because it is a piece of 
culture, of refinement, of peace and 
tranquility and seawafted breeze and 
everything synchronising into a scenic 
and very beautiful atmosphere. It 
may bo a little poetic. But, I do not 
think that anything is going to mar 
that. 

Coming from my colleague 0 / ours, 
I thipk apart from the reception on 
the part of the people, the mam at¬ 
traction comes from the churche<« nnd 
the ashram people. Though our mom 
endeavour is to make it a point to 
go there, I have not been able to do 
so because the loss is entirely that of 
mine. Pondicherry has been doing 
very well in the implementation of 
20 -point economic pro^amme. 

Without going into the mathema¬ 
tical figures—I see many of the mem¬ 
bers are wailing for the next Bill 
which is coming up—I would like to 
say that in Pondicherry, the work, 
especially, in family planning, has 
been done very well Mr. Chair¬ 
man, when we speak about family 
planning, wo touch the crux of the 
entire matter today because it is on 
family planning that the progress of 
the State hinges 1 feel that this is 
one thing which we are going to 
tackle not only for the present but 
also for the future. Therefore much 
more attention has been given to the 
family planing, especially, by those 
who are involved in it and they 
should be congratulated I am told 
'that the State bas more or less ex¬ 
ceeded Its target. It has done very 
wdl. There may be some cases by 
compulsion as the hon. Member has 
pointed out. It is of course not the 
Government's policy in any manner 
to ‘have any eiem^pt of compulsion 
in it. No compulsion can succeed 
sincg this is » people’s movement 
and it is purely « voluntary thing- 
1 think we, the Members of Parlia¬ 


ment, as true repiasentatives of the 
people, haVe.to carry'the message to 
every remote comer of the country* 

With these words, I do not think 
there is any element of compulsion 
anywhere I am sure and I would be 
happy if the House passes this unani¬ 
mously. •'

While the discussion begins, I 
would, with your leave, place before 
the House briefly the background of 
the acquisition of the undertakings 
of these Companies, as hon. members 
would have had the opportunity to 
go through the BUls in detail by now. 
The I^sident promulgated on 
231 Jtme 1976, two Ordinances (1) The 
Burn Company and Indian Stan¬ 
dard Wagon Company (Nationalisa¬ 
tion) Ordinance, 1976, and the Braith- 
waite and Company (India) Limited 
(Acquisition and Transfer of Under¬ 


takings) Ordinance, 1976, nationalis¬ 
ing the imdertakings of these three 
companies with effect from April 1* 
1975. Custodians have been appoint¬ 
ed to take charge of the undertakings, 
and companies will be formed as soon 
as possible to lun the undertakings. 

If I may briefly touch upon the 
background, Tlie Burn and Company 
Ltd. and Indian. Standard Wagon 
Company Ltd., engaged in the pro¬ 
duction Of goods vital to the needs 
of the economy of the country, were 
doing reasonably well till 1966-87, 
after which a steady decline set in. 
A stage of financial bankruptcy with, 
threats of imminent closure was 
reached and Government had to step 
in to *ake over the management on 
19th December 1973 under an Act of 
Parliament. It was made clear at 
that time that the management was 
being taken over pending nationali¬ 
sation of the undertakings. In th& 
case of Braitbv.’aite and Company 
(India) Ltd. also engaged in critical 
items of engineering equipment, a 
steady decline get in, due to a variety 
of reasons tiiggefed off by the reces¬ 
sion in engineering industries and 
the undertaking came to a grinding 
halt in 1971. After a quick invefiti- 
gation. Government stepped in and 
took over the management in March 
1971. The performance of the Com¬ 
panies has 00 doubt, been improv¬ 
ing very considerably under the 
Government management but unfor¬ 
tunately On account of backlog of 
unremunerative orders, heavy inte¬ 
rest charges on loans advanced by 
the Government and the banka, the 
financial situation has not improved. 
Liquidity has been low pre-emptinjg 
long term production planning. In 
, these circumstances, the Arasident 
promulgated the Ordinance wl«i 
effect from June 23, 1076, thereby 
acquiring the undertakings witti effect 
from 1-4-1976. 


•Moved with'the recommendation of the President. 
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X would like to emphasise that Go> 
vernment have made full and t'.mple 
provisions relating to the employees 
of the Companies of these undertak¬ 
ings. Every person who is a 'workman’ 
within the meaning of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947, and has been before 
1-4-1975 employed in any undertaking 
of either of the Companies shaU from 
. that date become an employee of the 
Central Government and thereafter of 
the Government Company which if- 
to be formed. He will have the same 
rights and privileges as to pension, 
gratuity and other matters .(S \/ould 
have been admissible to him. Every 
person who is not a workman within 
the meaning of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 and who has been oofore 
1-4-1975 employed in any undertaking 
of either of the companies shall be 
come, an employee of the ^'entral go¬ 
vernment with effect from 1 4-1975 or 
of the government company, winch is 
to be formed. He will contim e to held 
office or service for the same tenure 
and at the same remuneration and will 
be governed bv the same terms end 
conditions and with the same I'ghts 
and privileaes as to penoion and gra¬ 
tuity and other matters admiss’ble to 
him. Further, where either of the com¬ 
panies has established a provident 
fund, superannuation, welfare or other 
fund for the benefit of the persons 
employed ii» any of the undertakings, 
those moneys will get transferred to 
the credit of the central government 
or the govemment Company with 
effect ftoir. the appointed day, 1-4- 
1975. If, however, there are some ar¬ 
rears of salary, wages or any pay¬ 
ment not availed of (other than gra¬ 
tuity or pension) relating to the pe¬ 
riod prior to 1-4-1975 the per-son con¬ 
cerned has to enforce his claims 
against the company through the 
commissioner of payments. 

Hon, Members would naturally be 
eemeemed with the amounts provided 
in the Bills for payments to the com- 
panlfs. I should like to reiterate that 
Wioiount of Rs. 25,23 crores provi- 
In fhn mu |or BonuXSW m well 


as Rs. 16.25 crores for payment to 
Braithwaites have been arrived at 
after a great deal of careful considera¬ 
tion of all the relevant aspects rdating 
to the assets and the worth of the un¬ 
dertakings including the liabilities as 
well a& potential for improvement and 
growth. In the case of Burn-ISW the 
undertakings acquired by the gov«rn- 
ment include not only the assets but 
also the liabilities arising out of the 
loans advanced by the central govern¬ 
ment, to the two companies after 
the management take-over and also 
the wages and salaries and other 
dues of the employees. These 
liabilities will be of the order 
of Rs. 13,18 crores. On the other 
hand, in the case of Braithwaites, the 
total liabilities of the company stood 
at Rs. 3710 crores approximately, 
which includes central government 
loans alone amounting to about Rs. 
22 95 crores. In the nature of things, 
it was possible for the government to 
adopt in the case of Bum-ISW the pat¬ 
tern adopted in the Sick Textile Un¬ 
dertakings (Nationalisation) Act, 1974 
with precisely the same order of pri¬ 
orities for disbursement to be made 
through the Commissioner of pay¬ 
ments. On the contrary in the case of 
Braithwaites the amount of Rs. 16.25 
crores provided for payment m the 
Bill would hardly be sufficient to take 
'•are of the government loans amount¬ 
ing to about Rs. 22.95 crores. Necessari¬ 
ly the scheme of priorities had to be 
drawn up a little differently w'ithout 
a fleeting the labour dues in the post¬ 
take over management period. 

In the case of Bum-ISW according 
to the current calculations the post¬ 
take over management period com¬ 
prising of categories I and II will ac¬ 
count for roughly Rs. 10.91 crores for 
both the companies. The amount that 
will he left over for distribution agaitui; 
pre-takover management liahlli^Ns 
will be approximately Rs. 14.31 crcft*. 
Category TIT in pre takeover pffSRM 
accounting for Rs. 79i lakhs on .aeiqiihllt 
of arrears of salaries!, wages »nd dtimr 
dues w4B be taken care Of.fuUy. 
whna, vffu reach category XV an anverant 
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of approximately Rs. 13.52 crores will 
be left against a total liability of Rs. 
10.82 crores.' Even in this category IV, 
there is an element of export packing 
credit advanced by the United Bank of 
India«^who have been co-operating with 
the government in extending all credit 
facilities right through. In the parti¬ 
cular context of the export contract, 
the (]uantitative volume supply in res¬ 
pect of which was reduced by rrutual 
n^otiation, government will assume 
the liability on account of any short¬ 
fall in the disbursement by the com¬ 
missioner of payments. This Is estima¬ 
ted to be Rs. 6.60 crores. The detailed 
position has been explained in ihe fin¬ 
ancial memorandum. 


In the case of Brailhwaile.s govern¬ 
ment will patently have to forego por¬ 
tion of the loans advanced to the 
companies. However, the post-takeover 
labour dues estimated to be about Rs. 
80 lakhs has been placed in category I 
with first priority. Only thereafter, 
central government loans and the se¬ 
cured loans of banks and financial in¬ 
stitutions will receive priority in tbe 
second category. Although the amount 
of Rs. 16.25 crores provided would not 
be adequate to reach pre-takeover 
management period, no far as arrears 
to labour and employees in Category 
V are concerned. 1 would like to men¬ 
tion lhat out of an amount of Rs. 78.63 
lakhs due on 31-3-71 actually the Go- 
vernment managed company had dis¬ 
charged it substantially, leaving a 
shortfall of about Rs. 7.18 lakhs. In 
any case Government will have to 
WT'te off about Rs. 9 crores against the 
loan of Rs. 22.94 crore. Since the banks 
and financial institutions have teen 
exiwdhis; credit* facilities against Go- 
vemtnent guarantee, shortfaill rrf about 
Rs. 4 crores both between post-take¬ 
over'and pre-takeover periods will be 
sepei^ely assumed by tl» "'o/ern- 
rtwit after due appropriation by Far- 
liameht ■b.v law. ‘ V, 
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Government have trited to adopt the 
most objective and reasonable course 
consistent with the worth of the un- 
dei takings, their liabiUties and their 
potential for improvement and growth. 

I would urge hon. members to main¬ 
tain during the discussion the delicate 
balance between competing equities 
which has been Government’s exclu¬ 
sive objective. I am sure that, since 
care has been taken of all the dues of 
the workers all hon. members will 
lend their support to these Bills. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; Motion moved:

''.minister,' 'Clsrtfte 40^) '’Uto '•'!(«»»* 
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Compaziy and Indian Standard Wagon 
(Co mpany (Nationalisation), BUI, 1976, 
reads as follows: 

“If, on the appointed day, aJiy 
suit, appeal or other proceeding of 
whatever nature in relation to any 
matter ^>ecifted in sub-seclion (2) 
of section 5, in respect of any under- 
taking of either of the two compa¬ 
nies, instituted or preferred by or 
against either of the two companiet>, 
is pending, the same shall not abate, 
be discontinued or be, in any way, 
prejudicially affected by reason of 
^ transfer of the undertakings of 
either of the two companies or of 
anything contained in this Act, bu^ 
the suit appeal or other proceed¬ 
ing may be continued, prosecuted or 
enforced by or against the Central 
Government, or, where the under¬ 
takings of the two companies are 
directed, under section 6, to vest in 
a Government company, agamst that 
Government company ” 


I do not know actually what is the 
purport of this sub-clause. 


Then, clause 5(2) (b) says 


Government ia ready to wTit«>^ the 
big amount which the Company got as 
loan from the banks etc. during the 
period alter take-over, to make up the 
shortfall, if any. The Govemmont 
will not take any responsibility for the 
payment of arrears due to the workers. 
During the pre-take-over period a large 
amount of provident fund money was 
not deposited by these companies, spe¬ 
cially Bum and Company and ISW. 
What will happen to that money of 
those employees who worked at that 
time and who are still working or have 
left those companies? Who will «e 
responsible for the payment of that 
money? So far as I know, under the 
Bill the Government are taking les- 
ponsibility only for the post-take-over 
period and not for the pre-take-over 
period. 

The Minister has categorically 
stated, and it is also mentioned in the 
Bill, that the service conditions will be 
continued in the same companies of 
the nationalised factories. But what 
will happen to the head ofHce em¬ 
ployees? Will they continue in the 
head offices of their rei^ctive com 
panics in the places where they are 
now situated, or will they be ret¬ 
renched? That point should he made 
clear 


“the wages, salaries tnd other 
dues of employees of each of the two 
companies in respect of any period 
after the management,of the under¬ 
takings of the twh comoanies had 
been’ taken over by the Central 
Gkivemment shall, on and from the 
appointed day, be the liability of 
the Central Government.” 

So, for the period after the taking- 
over, the C^vernment is taking res¬ 
ponsibility for the payment of salary, 
leave sklary, wages etc. But, so far as 
fbe pre-take-over peidod is concerned, 
it appears from the Schedule that is 
given here and the whole Bill that the 
^vernment "is not prepared to take 
My resporadhtUigr for the atnountg due 
in the morhere. At the same time, the 


A big amount is being taken as pay 
ment to clear the liabilities of the com¬ 
panies for the post-taken over period. 
Ouf of tins amount, will any portion 
be given to tiie ^arehoders and, if no, 
how much? If anything is being given 
io the shareholders, I am totMly op¬ 
posed to it. Because, this is one of the 
ten big companies m the country and 
it has aquanderpd away the money of 
both the shareholders and the Govetn- 
ment to a large extent. 'So.'ttieie isHio 
meaning in giving even a single farth¬ 
ing to this Martin & llum, whhih was 
owned by the famous Shr Siton 
Mukheziee. who was aad 
big business magnate in India. BO, | 
want to reaiBiBr soy objeetton .1^ 
request the hon, MMahar taixM tt 
clear tlwt not« aAf^de pt* wflldMr j|A|d 
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as compensation to the companies or 
their shareholders, that only the li¬ 
quid cash that was taken from the 
bank will be paid back with interest. 

We have brought it to the notice of 
the hon. Minister, the employees have 
also drawn the attention of the 3>' 
partment, and it has also been mention, 
ed here that a cUque has been formed 
in these companies an (3 that it is 
^gaged in engaging its own men with. 

, out proper qualifications for even im¬ 
portant posts. 1 know the case of a 
Treasurer in Bum & Co. The post 
was advertised, but the man who was 
ultimately appointed had no qualifica¬ 
tion. The employees of the concern’s 
head office have mentioned this in the 
memorandum that they have submit 
ted to the Ministry. 

I know that the same people will be 
given the responsibility of running the 
show after nationalisation, and so I 
want to caution Government against 
it. After the take.over some people 
were posted there from the Centre, but 
they also became a part and parcel of 
the clique that was working there. So. 

I request the hon. Minister to see that 
this type of management is not allowed 
to continue in these companies. 

They took money from the bank, but 
actually nothing was done to the 
machines which required replacement 
or were in need of rehabilitation. The 
order position which was good at one 
time suddenly became bad. So, I want 
to know whether any report was sub¬ 
mitted by the management before this 
ordinance was promulgated. Specially 
regarding the functioning of these 
plants, both Martin Bum Company and 
the ISW Company. So. whatever 
money you give, the Government has 
to take care that that is properly 
utilised. ‘'' 

Another peisiinent question that must 
be taken Up by- the Government is this. 
The Railways is tb© main Cusfomwc of 
these two Companin No doubt, "in the 
Bill, the Govtiwment'pss mentioned 
that'they want to divOfsify the prOiiiue- 


tion. That may be done. But their 
main customet up till now is th^ Hall¬ 
ways. The price that tl» Hallways 
gives is not at all remunerative for 
these units. This position was brought 
to light. In regard to Durgapur steel 
also, they supplied the material to the 
Railways and it was found that the 
price they paid was not at all remune¬ 
rative. They did' not pay even the cost 
price. Even in regard to forwgn 
orders, Yugoslavia orders, I know, if 
you compared the price that they were 
paying and the production cost, it was 
not possible to supply wagons to Yu¬ 
goslavia that were ordered lor at the 
previous price. I think, some talks 
were there and there wag a change in 
the price for the wagons to be sup¬ 
plied. Unless this matter is taken up 
by the Government with the Railway 
Ministry and a decision taken, it will 
be very difficult to say what will be 
the fate even after the nationalisa¬ 
tion. 

The production requires diversifica¬ 
tion. You have to do it and you have 
to appoint such efficient persons, tech¬ 
nical persons, who can do this job. At 
the game time, you have to see that the 
price structure is revised so that even 
with the existing production system, 
these plants may have a break¬ 
through. Otherwise, it will not be 
possible for these units to have a 
break-through. If the. management is 
jiot committed and it is not devoted 
to develop tjjiis industry as a national 
asset, you cannot expect any better 
result from them. 

Another aspect is the industrial rela¬ 
tions. It is not at all good either in 
the Martin Bum Company nr in the 
ISW Company. The Braithwaite hais 
got two units. It was brought to the 
notice of the Minister earUer also by 
me that because the intrAt-uniim 
fighting, the production in ^ 
waite, in the Oivi unit,’ is 
whereas, the production in tha. Aijgqi 
unit is picking up and there hew ’ 
Some surplus. But in. the caap trf tte 
Clive unit of-the &ai1hwai^ 
of ihf fa.vour8Ue of 
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industrial relations, the production 
could not be picked up and there \ta!> 
bomk lockout declared by the nianoge- 
ment This could be avoided, but the 
industrial relations detenu ated be 
cause ot the dealings ol the nianage- 
ment Many things have ueen said 
that, m the United Front regime theie 
was gheiao, there was violence and 
so pn But could anybody ever dream 
oi the situation which develooed m the 
Clive Unit of Braithwaite*' During tlie 
working hours, in the presence ot the 
authorities, three persons were killed 
and seveial were injured The IWTUC 
and the NLCC factions were fighting 
for a long time Iheie was no CITU, 
theie was no AITUC, all those persons 
had joined either the INTUC or the 
NLCC Alter this incident, charge- 
sheets were served at random, suspen- 
sions were ordered of emplovecs who 
had nothing to do with this iiotous 
situation, who had no part to play in 
that I knoAT, four of the CITU union 
leaders were picked up and charge- 
sheeted The Laboui Mmistei of West

(SHRI K D. MALAVIYA): (a) to 

(c). Mehsana Project of the ONGC 
received a report of theft of crude oil 
from a pipeline joining a well in 
which six persons are reported to be 
involved including one motor truck 
driimr of Mehsana Project of ONGC. 
All of them were arrested by the 
Pblice on or about 19th/20th April, 
1976. Enquiry revealed that some 
barrels of oil were stolen and taken 
to a rice ndll and the oil sold under 
Printed cash memos issued by the 
brother of the driver of ONGC—^wbo 
Is under suspeaiBlmi. The ease Is under

investigation by the Ahmedabad CID 
Crime Hranch. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA: Sir. it is said 
that the printed cash memo was 
issued by the brother of the driver. 
That means there were other rash 
memos also. There was a regular 
habit of selling oil through the cash 
memos to the mills and this pilferage 
was being done from the pipeline on 
a very big scale. 

Also I would like to draw the at¬ 
tention of the Minister to the news 
printed in the Navbharat Times of 
the 23rd April which says that not 
only 300 litres were stolen but 3,800 
litres were found in a room near the 
field where the original stock was 
discovered. Also it mentions that 
later on 3,600 litres of oil were pilfer¬ 
ed and given to Patel Rice Mills and 
Sawan Rice Mills—^not one but two—• 
and in the answer there is mention of 
one only I would like to seek the 
clarification from him. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA; Sir, the 
whole matter has gone to the police. 
The CI.D. is making enquiries and 
they are reluctant to disclose the in¬ 
formation at this intermediate sIbC'b. 
Obviously, we are very much con¬ 
cerned over this. My suspeision goes 
as the hon. Member’s suspicion goes, 
that possible something more might be 
happening. Now that has been de¬ 
tected, let us wait and see for a Utti,e 
time what the report of the C,B.L 
says. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA: I only wanted 
to draw the attention of the Minister, 

SHRI INBRAJIT GUPTA: Is it « 
fact that at certain places between 
Mirzapur and ARahabad on the Htel- 
dia-Baratmi-Kanpur pipeline, fhete 
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have been a number of cases ol pil¬ 
ferage firom the pipeline? If so, why 
is the Minister not telling us about 
it? Five or six years ago, when 
large scale pilferage had Iwen re¬ 
ported, the Industrial Secmity Com¬ 
mittee had submitted a report to the 
Petroleum Ministry making certain 
specific recommendations as to how 
precautionary measures should be 
taken and proper vigilance exercised 
in respect of the pipelines, I would 
like to know, in this connection, what 
steps have been taken in pursuance 
of the recommendations of that Com¬ 
mittee. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA; Firstly, 
this question related only to some 
theft which occurred in Mehsana.... 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: There is 
no mention of Mehsana in the ques¬ 
tion. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: With re¬ 
gard to pilferages which are reported 
to be occurring in other sites in the 
eastern part, there are reports which 
We have received, and ^rae precau¬ 
tions have also been taken. 

MR. SPEAKER: It is a general 
question. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: The 
question is what is the number of per¬ 
sons arrested during the past one year 
for stealing oil from the pipelines of 
the ONGC....* It never says any¬ 
thing about Mehsana. About other 
places, there is no information avail¬ 
able with the Minister. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: We made 
enqvuries and we got only two or 
thrcse pieces of information. We are 
now going to make detailed enquiries 
as to what precautions have been 
taken an'd what is the result thereof. 
There is no Uoubt that pilferages 
have been taking place both on the 
east and on the west.. 

y 

In the summer of 1975, a tanker 
belonging to one Shri B. C. Jain re¬ 
ported at Tinloading point; there was 
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less quantity discovered. Five tank¬ 
ers belonging to one Shri B. L. Pod- 
dar containing a total of about 35 KL 
did not report at the unloading sta¬ 
tion. In this manner, several patterns 
of stealing have developed in the east 
and west. This is very unfortunate 
because there are people who do it. 
Government are taking necessary 
steps. I will make further enquiries 
and report to the House as to what 
has been done sO far and what is 
going to be done. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: What 
about the Committee’s recommenda¬ 
tions? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA; I will 
look into it. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: This is a 
serious matter. While the Oil Minis¬ 
ter is trying to find new oil deposits 
and additional oil for the country, 
we find this situation. On the one 
side, you take new oil and on the 
other you allow oil to be pilfered. 
How will it benefit the country? 

SHRI M. C. DAGA: It will remain 
in the country. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: It may go 
underground again. Then you will 
again discover it! When this question 
has been asked, 1 believe if it is not 
embarrassing to you. You must be 
having the figures and you must dis¬ 
close them. At least in' one year what 
is the total shortage on accoimt of 
pilferage.... 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: And the 
value of the loss. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE:... .and the 
value of the loss? If jthese two things 
are given, we will be enliiditene^ to 
some extent.

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I asked a 
specific question about figures. 

MR. SPEAKER; Later on. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH: Not 
■only from the pipeline but also from 
the refinery itself, there is some sort 
of pilferage going on particularly in 
Barauni. In this connection, I would 
like to know whether cases are regis¬ 
tered as ordinary police cases or they 
are dealt with under MISA. If not 
under MISA why not? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA; Barauni 
is the refinery; I do admit in Barauni 
refinery jt is there.

Gas Commission has struck oil in 
second of the three offshore Bassein 
structures in May-June, 1976: 

(b) if so, whether the new find 
contains thickest horizon, of oil and 
gas ever discovered in India; 

(c) whether output in thia region 
is likely to be double of the Bombay 
High; and 

(d) if so, the progress made so far 
on drilling oil in this region? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
(SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): (a) In a 
well drilled on the South Bassein 
structure, ONGC have found indi¬ 
cations of gas in commercial quanti¬ 
ties and some oil fluorescence in 
cores below the gas zone. 

(b) It is expected that this may 
prove to bo one of the thickest hy¬ 
drocarbon reservoirs in India. 

(c) It is difficult at this stage to 
make any prediction in this matter. 

(d) In the two wells already dril¬ 
led hi fhe Bassein structure, Oil has . 
been struck. While no other well 
has been drilled on South Bassein 
structure, some more well are to bik 
drilled on the crest of Bassein struc¬ 
ture to determine the productivity 
of this field. One of these has been 
drilled and the ^drilling of the 
second well is in progress. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: It is tx* 
cellent news to the country , 

new find may ptove to be the thk%-' 
est hydrocar'txm irese^ir in Ind^ 
Therefore, in vi*#r' Of the need to 
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make India sell-sufilcient in oil and 
the off-shore drilling taking place 
in this regard, may I know what is 
the total investment made in the off¬ 
shore drilling so far and the appro¬ 
ximate percentage of its success tak¬ 
ing all the drillings together? How 
does it compare with similar activi 
ties elsewhere outside India, like 
Iran? 

SHRI K. D. MAiiAVIYA: Several 
questions have been put. Production 
of oil per well in India, offshore 
or onshore, is much less than the 
production of oil per well in Iran 
but the ratio of success of drilling 
in oil field is one of the largest in 
the world, in India. For instance, so 
far as offshore is concerned, only three 
wells have been dry; two wells were 
lost in the last cyclone but all the 
other wells which are 11 or 12 have 
proved either gas bearing or oil bear¬ 
ing. I have narrated the facts. 
When said that one of the 
thickets hydro carbon reser¬ 
voirs had been discovered in Bas- 
sein, it is about 100 metres thick 
limestone which is likely to give 
us oil or gas or both therefore I 
have used the term hydro carbon. 

It is quite possible that limestone 
might be so tight that in certain 
portions we will be able to produc<» 
something. Therefore, the presump¬ 
tion is that it will give us very good 
quantities of oil and gas but the 
quantity today cannot be specified. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: The hon. 
Minister being an expert, I should 
like to know the cost of production 
in India vis-a-vis the other oil pro¬ 
ducing countries in the offshore dril¬ 
lings, just a general idea. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: It is very 
premature for us to give any figure 
about the cost of production. All that 
I can say is that the figures of cost 
of production of offshore drilling in > 
India are very favourable as compar¬ 
ed to other places; all that depends 
upon how mubh oil per well we get. 


If we discover an oil field and the oil¬ 
field does not give as much oil as one 
well in Saudi Arabia gives, the whole 
thing changes. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: I 
would like to know how far is this 
Bassein structure from Bombay and- 
how far is that from Bombay High. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA; From 
Bombay, the Bassein structure is 
about fiO to 62 kilometres. From 
Bombay High, the Bassein structure 
is another 100 or 110 Km. In bet¬ 
ween we have also found some oil. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: It is a 
matter of great satisfaction that .all 
efforts are being made to find oil. 1 
would like to know from the Hon. 
Minister only one thing that of the 
walls which have been dug so far, 
how many have been found comr 
meroially economical. 

MR. SPEAKER: For that he has- 
already given the answer.

*185. SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Will 
the Minister of RAILWAYS be 
pleased to state; 

(a) what steps have been taken to< 
improve the quality of food served in 
trains; and

implemented? 

THE MINISIER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI): 

(a) and (b). A statement is laid on 
the Tabic of the Sabha. 

Statement 

(a) Tile following steps have beeb 
taken to improve the quality of fOO«t 
served in trains. 

(i) A system of providing Iteady 
to-Serve meals on trains from* 
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Base Kitchens set up at stations on 
important routes, has been intro¬ 
duced. Under this scheme food 
prepared under hygienic condi¬ 
tions in the base-kitchens, is pick¬ 
ed up in insulated trollies and de- 
lieverd to Pantry cars where it is 
stored in hot cases and served hot 
to the passengers on run. Tea/ 
Coffee is served in thermos flasks 
to keep it hot 

(h) Modern Culinary techniques 
and appliances, such as hot cases, 
insulated trbllies, “Idh” grinding 
machines, etc. have been introduc¬ 
ed in the catering units to improve 
service. 

(iii) Departmental catering staff 
are trained by rotation in the Ca¬ 
tering Institute at Bombay. 

(Lv) Good quality raw materials 
are procured and essential items 
like Atta, maida, wheat, rice etc. 
are procured through Government 
sources by the- departmental units. 

(vl Remodelling of pantry cars 
with gas ovens to avoid smoke 
nuisance and lining the interior 
with laminated sheets etc. have 
been imdertaken to improv^ the 
cleanliness cf the cars. 

(Vi) Low-priced meals packed in 
polythene wrappers of hygienic 
quality have also been introduced 
at a number of stations. 

(vii) With a view to providing 
a good standard of catering by the 
private Contractors, eicperienced 
and suitable caterers are selected 
as R^ways’ Catering Contractors. 
Their performance is regularly ins¬ 
pected by cflRcers and inspectors. 
Investigations are made into all 
ccmplainta against the Contractors 
and remedial action taken to avoid 
recurrence. 

(viii) Sui^uise checks are con¬ 
ducted in different catering/vend¬ 
ing units run departmental^ as 
wall as bgr contractors, 


(b) In part 1 of the Report, the 
Railway Catering St Passenger AmsS- 
miles Committee 1967, had made 
9B observations end recommendations 
ou catering. All the recommendatfoni 
except one (Item No. 24) were ac¬ 
cepted and implemented by the 
Government. Kern No. 24 concerned 
the scope cf promotion of the cater¬ 
ing staff. ThiS was kept pending 
for the final recommendation of the 
Third Pay Commission. The Pay 
Comuiissxon suggested merger of 
some scales and improvement in the 
scales of pay ol Stores Clerks, Se¬ 
nior Bearers etc. The Catering staff 
have adequate channel of promotion 
coming upto the scale Rs. 700—900 
(R. S.) who is generally the highest 
Non-gazetted scale. Furthermore a 


also been recently sanctioned in 
Catering Department. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: The Mi¬ 
nister has stated that a statement 
is laid on the Table. But my question 
was about improving the quality of 
food served on the trains. Railways 
are the biggest public undertaking, 
more than a hundred years old. If 
has got its own reputation. Millions 
of people are travelling by the rail¬ 
ways. The only committee appoint¬ 
ed so far was in 1967 and it suggest¬ 
ed certain v;ays and means to im¬ 
prove the catering system.

DR. HENRY* AUSTIN: My own 
experience is that the food sold uu 
the railways is far from satisfactory. 

I am thankful to the hon. Minister 
for assuring us that this matter will 
be looked into, but I would like to 
raise related matter. The service of 
catering on the railways cannot be 
improved if the present structure is 
maintained. Most of those who are 
serving food are working under what 
is called the commission ^tetti. 
There is no security of tenure for 
these bearers, tiw are they given a 
salary. From my con»tltu«ttcy 
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there are a number of boys working 
on the Southern Railway and their 
complaint is that there is no security 
of tenure. How can such a service 
be satisfactory? 

SHRI VASANT SATHJS; They are 
the most filthily dressed people 'O 
the world. 

DR HENRY AUSTIN: They are 
not interested in serving well. They 
arc sometimes even defiant of the 
travelling public. I travel by the 
Jayanti Janata oflen, and I know the 
situation. 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: It is tnic 
that most of the bearers are employ¬ 
ed on a commission basis. The Com¬ 
mittee rppomted in 1967 also ha.s 
not made any specific recommenda¬ 
tion in this regard. Uniforms are 
supplied by the railways. If there 
is any complaint, the hon. Member.', 
may let us know. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I have 
raised it again and again. 

MR. SPEAKER: Since a Targe 
number of hon. Members are rising 
in their seats and are having griev¬ 
ances. I would suggest that the hon 
Minister may invite them and discuss 
this matter.

SHRI BUTA SINGH: Let me, 
iirst of all, make It clear that m^ 
of the information that I be«xd frtuxk 
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the hon. Member is not based on the 
facts. The facts are that daily wages 
paid in Delhi division are ascertained 
from the Delhi Administration in 
August, 1976, that is, the cuircnt 
month and are tlxe<j at the latest 
rates given by the Delhi Administra¬ 
tion to us. So, it wiU not be true to 
say that Northern Railway and the 
other railways in gencial arc not 
following what the local authorities 
say The rest suggested by the Delhi 
Administration is Rs. 5.85. 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: This is 
not the first time that these com- 
plamts have been made by railway 
unions regarding the scandalously 
low rates of wages which have been 
paid to the casual labour. With re¬ 
ference to +he statement which has 
been laid on the Table of the House, 
may I just draw his attention to one 
example and ask him to explain in 
terms of this statemenf? On the 
South Central Railwav, wages of 
casual labour in Secunderabad and 
Vijawada is as low as Rs 2 25 per 
day. The minimum wages for un¬ 
skilled mazdoors notified by the local 
Collectors are as follows:—

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SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHl: 
This malter was referred to a tri¬ 
bunal headed by Mianbhoy. The 
Mianbhoy Tribunal has given an 
award for dec‘as.uali8ation of casual 
labour. We have accepted most of 
the recommendations of the Mian¬ 
bhoy Award. It is four months for 
persons w’ho are working in other 
than projects and six months for 
those Who are working in pro.jects. 
That is being followed. But Wg have 
received complaints that in certain 
areas, ‘he services of the labour are 
dispensed with just two or three days 
before the four months period is 
•over. We are looking into it.

Minister whether the reported 
news-item in the Hindustan Times 
according to which Mr. Bedabrata 
Barua addressed a meeting of the All-

lines that industrial units not making 
profits wiU not be allowed to pa.y 
more than Rs. 60,000 per year as 
remuneration to its professional man¬ 
agers.

Relaxation of Curbs on Managerial 
Remuneration

SHRI S. A. MUHUGANAIS

Will the Minister of LAW, JUSTIC 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS be please

(a) whether Government propose to 
relax the curbs on managerial remu¬ 
neration; 


(b) if so, the salient features there¬ 
of; and 


(c) what factors have led Govern¬ 
ment to take such a decision? 


Speaking at a meeting organised 
by the All-India Manufacturers* orga¬ 
nisation, Mr. Barua, stated that the 
Government had taken some steps 
to regulate the managerial remu¬ 
neration in the corporate sector. A 
ceiling of Rs. 1,30 lakhs per year 
Was imposed. In approving the ser¬ 
vice conditions of top managers in 
private sector industry, he said, the 
Government was guided mainly 
whether the compensation paid was 
proper or not for the services ren¬ 
dered.” 

This is the news-item that has been 
reported. I want to know whether any 
such statement has been made and 
whether those facts have been admitted 
as has been reported in the newspaper. 


THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI BEDA¬ 
BRATA BARUA: (a) No, Sir, 

(b) and (c). Dow not arise. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA; It is a welcome 
reply. If the reply is in the negative, 
the House must be happy. But 


SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA: This 
was a meeting of the All-India Manu¬ 
facturers’ organisation which i ad¬ 
dressed. I do not think the whole 
report is correct. But most of it |s to 
connection with the rem'uneratl^ of 
the executives. The question tq 
me was, whether the Goverraneni 
wanted tb put curbs , on the rmnunera- 
tion of the esecutives who wete .. aol 
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directors. Obvioudy, the Company law 
does not enable the Government to put 
any curb on the remuneration of the 
people who are not In the board. That 
is the provision of the Companies Act. 

Regarding the figure of Rs. 60,000 
this is the minimum remuneration. 
This was introduced in the Act of 1956 
that when a company does not make 
profit, the remuneration of the manag¬ 
ing directors is brought down. This 
figure of Rs. 60,000 is in the context of 
Rs. 1.30 lakhs which was the ceiling 
for managing directors that we imposed 
in 1969. A question was raised that 
when a professional man gels promot¬ 
ed to the board of directors as many 
companies do these days, why should 
his salary be reduced? It is only in 
that context that I stated, when a pro¬ 
fessional man gets promoted to the 
board of directors, not a big share¬ 
holder or a big businessman or a 
family member, obviously, he should 
not be guided by the guideline to re¬ 
duce his remuneration. As I have 
said, this is also being considered by 
a Committee which has been constitut¬ 
ed to go into these matters, and this 
matter also will be examined in that 
context. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: In view of the 
reported news that Mr. Raghuraj, 
Chairman of the Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Bank of India has made certain 
suggestions for amendment of the 
Company Law as far as these profes¬ 
sional Managers are concerned and in 
view of the fact that there is already 
a Committee to examine certain points 
I would like to know whether those 
points include the removal of Direc¬ 
tors and professional l^anagers because, 
at present, only their induction is Gov¬ 
ernment’s job and they are doing it 
and are controlUng that aspect but as 
far as their removal Is concerned. 

MR. SPEAKER: You should not go 
into the question of removal; this per¬ 
tains to remuneration only. 

®ERI D. S. PANDA: ThU pertains 
to remuneratian, but idnee it It said 


that there is a Conunittee which will, 
take into consideration so many other 
things. 1 am putting the question whe¬ 
ther, sc far as professional Managers 
and Directors are concerned, any pro<* 
vision is going to be made not only 
for increasing their remuneration but 
for lemoving them also. 

MR. SPEAKER: Removal is a sepa¬ 
rate question. 

SlIR] D. K. PANDA: But the spirit 
underlying the putting of curbs on 
Income is to reduce disparities. 

THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI 
n. R. GOKHALE): With regard to 
what the Hon. Member has referred to 
as a Committee, it is not a Committee 
as such, but when questions were 
raised that the present curbs on man¬ 
agerial remuneration were not enough 
and that the matter should be further 
examined, I asked my colleague to go 
into the whole question, with the 
assistance of the offi<'er8 concerned in 
my Ministry and m other Ministries, 
and examine whether further curbs are 
necessary. The question will be gone 
into and. at this stage, the only answer 
I can give is that there is no inten¬ 
tion to relax the curbs, in any case. 

The second aspect is that this Study 
Group (if 1 may so call it) is not con¬ 
cerned with the question of amend¬ 
ment of the Company Law. With re¬ 
gard to the amendment of the Company 
Law, we keep on getting certain sug¬ 
gestions from various quarters and they 
are lieing examjnefl separately in my 
Ministry. It may be that in certain 
matters, the amendment of the Com¬ 
pany Law might become necessary. 

With regard to the^int my colleage 
had mentioned, that while under the 
Act we have power to impose curbs on 
Directors and such other people ww 
have no power to impose curbs on exs- 
eutlves who are not Directors, this $9 
an nea which sdso needs examinatioir 
and we are going into th« quoftlon. i 
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SHRl CHINTAMANI FANIGRAHI: 
We are happy that the Hon. Minister 
has said categorically that they are 
not £oing to relax ■wdiatever little curbs 
there are at present on the remunera¬ 
tion of the Directors of the company. 
But I would like to know from the Hon. 
Minister, since the remuneration ranges 
■between Rs. 5,000/- and 11,000/-, the 
minimum being Rs. 5,000 and the maxi¬ 
mum being Rs. 11,000 ,per month, how 
many companies are actually paying 
the minimum of Rs. 5,000 and how 
many are paying the maximum of Rs. 
11,000. Has any census been taken 
in this regard? 

MR. SPEAKER: Have you got that 
information? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I cannot 
.give the exact number.

legal and allied fields, to improve 
legal education, to impart instruc¬ 
tions in law, and to publish studies, 
books periodicals, etc.

8 There should be a Seminar Com¬ 
mittee headed by a Judge of 
the Supreme Court or a High 
Court, consisting of the Direc¬ 
tor of the Institute and Dean, 
Faculty of Law, Delhi Uni¬ 
versity, to determine the sub¬ 
ject and planning and the in¬ 
vitees to the Seminars.

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SHRI H. R. GOKHALE; The Com¬ 
mittee is headed by the Chief Justice 
of India, ex-olficio, and with it are 
associated other people like the At¬ 
torney-General and the Law Minister, 
both of them ex-offlcio; there are 
other senior people also. The neces¬ 
sity for the appointment of the Com¬ 
mittee was not felt in any particular 
year. It has been a general practice. 
Since Government gives grants of a 
substantial nature, a review should 
be made periodically of the working 
of the Institute, and that is how a 
Committee comes to be appointed 
periodically. Therefore, there was 
no particular reason in that parti¬ 
cular year for doing so. That Com¬ 
mittee has given certain suggestions 
which are now given to the Members 
—the main recommendations. With 
regard to achievements, all that I 
can say is that, from time to time, 
they have been publishing reviews, 
articles and some full-fledged publi¬ 
cations relating to questions of law 
and other allied matters. Their jour¬ 
nal is coming out regularly. Not only 
that, at the end of the year, they also 
bring out a comprehensive review of 
the development of law in the coun¬ 
try during the year covered by that 
review. They hold seminars and dis¬ 
cussions where very important people 
are invited to address the Members 
Of the Institvite and outsiders. Gen¬ 
erally, I can say, they have been do¬ 
ing useful work so far as develop¬ 
ment of law is concerned. 

SHRI M. C. DAG A; The Review 
Committee has made this recommen¬ 
dation in S. No. 10; 

‘The Institute should make suit¬ 
able structural changes in the 
Governing Council and the Execu¬ 
tive Committee so as to be effec¬ 
tive in the manageifaent of the 
affairs of the Institute.” 

I would like to know whether it ha«» 
been implemented or it is going to 
be implemented and if so, by wha» 
time. '' 


SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: it has not 
been implemented. As I said earlier, 
it is not a government body, Jt is a 
body registered under the Societies 
Registration Act. But Government- 
comes into the picture because Gov¬ 
ernment pays something substantial 
to the Institute. All these are dis¬ 
cussed at various levels with the Ins¬ 
titute and suggestions are made to> 
the Institute to take into account the 
recommendations of the Review Com¬ 
mittee. As yet, no final decision on 
any of these recommendations has. 
been taken. But 1 am quite sure 
that the office-bearers of the Institute 
and the Goveriunent, together, wiU 
find a way of implementing as many 
of the recommendations as are possi¬ 
ble of implementation. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: Recommendations No. 11 

and 13 of the Committee deal with 
finance. Recommendation No. 13 
reads as follov/s:— 

“The annual grant-in-aid from 
the Government should be within 
the ceiling of Rs. 6,00,000.00 
(Rupees six lakhs) to be utilised in 
accordance with the conditions of 
the grant and other conditions re¬ 
quired under the General Financial 
Rules or other Rules Or orders - of 
the Government.” 

May I know from the hon. Minister 
whether this recommendation ' has 
been made in view of the fact that, 
uptil now, the Jinstitute has not spent 
the money in accordance with, the 
conditions of the grant and other 
conditions as required under the 
rules, and if so, what steps Gov«m- 
ment is taking now to expedite ful¬ 
filment of recommendations Nos. 11 
and 13.

It is a good suggestion and it would 
receive the attention of the Govern¬ 
ment.

The Commit¬ 
tee has recommended that a detailed 
field survey should be carried out by 
a specialist agency to determine ac¬ 
curately the demand for kerosene oil 
so that an alternative distribution ar¬ 
rangement for this product could be 
attempted. The Committee had re¬ 
viewed a report on Taluka Kerosene 
Depot (TKD) Survey/Pilot Project 
submitted to it by the Hindustan 
Petroleum Corporation Limited in co¬ 
ordination with the oil industry mem¬ 
bers and has recommended that there 
is a strong case for establishing TKDs 
in the interest of achieving the objec¬ 
tive of equitable distribution of kero¬ 
sene in the rural areas. Further, the 
Committee has suggested that the 
Central Government should examine 
in depth the desirability of locating 
certain cCmnany-operated points at 
selected railheadslports, primarily to 
serve areas which are currently locat¬ 
ed at a great distance from the exist¬ 
ing company storage points jtowns. 
The Committee has also observed that 
the overall benefit that should accrue 
to the consumer from the TKD 
scheme can only be guaranteed if ade¬ 
quate arrangements are made in ad¬ 
vance to meet the increased demand 
which will result from the implemen¬ 
tation of this schemes.

fast triins has improved consider¬ 
ably. VlTith a view to supplying 
better quality of food on fast trains. 
Base kitchens have* been set up on 
important routes to serve ready-to- 
serve meals. Under this system, food 
prepared under hygienic conditions 
is picked up in insulated trolleys and 
supplied to the pantry cars on trains 
where it is stored in hot ca.ses and 
supplied hot to passengers on run. It 
is no'.v the policy to extend this 
system prrjgressively to other trains. 
Ajdoption of ether modern culinary 
techniques and modernisation of 
dijuipment has resulted in improve¬ 
ment of catering services and has won 
Htia appreciation of passengers. 


(b) All complaints and suggestions 
recorded by the passengers are scruti¬ 
nised at the appropriate levels 
thoroughly investigated and 'wherever 
necessary, prompt remedial action to 
taken. 

All ihe Complainants are aW suit¬ 
ably advised. 

(c) The caioring .services at stations 
and on trains are provided taking 
into consideration the varied tastes 
of passengcr.s, demand for various 
types of food and edibles, the quan¬ 
tum of passenger traffic, the level of 
sales and other local conditions. 
Since these factors vary very widely 
from place to place, same size and 
type Of catering cannot be provided 
uniformly everywhere. In spite of 
these factors, Railways have stan- 
darised the “Thali Meals” and “Ready- 
to-Serve Meals” an<j uniform rates 
are charged all over the country. But, 
for a-la-carte items, due to varied 
tastes, siandardisation has not been 
possible, and rates also vary on 
account of difference in the cost of 
different ingredients prevailing in the 
different parts of the country.

I have very little to add to what

I w'as referring to certain industrial 
relation matters which I do not want 
to elaborate now and I hope that the 
Minister will take interest in it and 
he will take proper care to see that 
the industrial relations which deterio¬ 
rated to a great extent in Braithwaite 
may not deteriorate further in view 
of the nationali.sation of the plant. 1 
have not found anything in the Bill 
regarding thp R&C Unit of ESSCO 
which is a very important plan which 
supplies 90 pei cent of its products 
to IISCO itself. Nothing is stated in 
the Bill about that, •That sliould be 
looked into by the Minister. If it is 
a fact that it ha.s not been nationalised 
along with the units of Burn and Co. 
in Howrah and ISW then, I would 
plead with the hon. Minister to take 
necessary steps to inqlude it in the 
Bill saying that the R&C of Raniganj 
and Re-roll of Burn will be includea.

You should 
make a provi'.ion saying that genuine 
dues of employees in pre-take over 
period also will be duly taken care 
of b.v the nationalised management. 

Cases are pending in tribunals and 
com ts of law regarding industrial dis¬ 
putes. What will be the fate of those 
cases? This is regarding tribunal 
award concerning industrial disputes 
of particular worker or group of wor¬ 
kers of ISW, Burn & Co, and Braith¬ 
waite. This problem may kindly be 
taken care of. Scope should be given 
to the employees so that they will not 
suffer unnecessarily after the nation¬

At the 
plant level, here on the floor of the 
House, I claim that the CITU has 
got majority of the workers behind 
them: In Braithwaite and the Angus 
unit, the management calls everybody 
Why is the same thing not done in the 
Clive Unit of Braithwaite? It has not 
been tested at all though actually it 
has the majority there. 

I would request that at least in the 
plant level you should not bring in 
your politics. At the State level, I 
have seen that only the AITUC and 
INTUC go but the CITU is excluded. 
They are not even consulted. If this 
is the practice. I do not think, that, in 
the near future, you can improve the 
industrial relations there. So, my re¬ 
quest to the Minister is this—he is of 
course a very enthusiastic person and 
he has already looked into the matter 
that he will take a serious note of 
this thing and do justice to both the 
employees as also the industry itself 
by doing something in actual practice 
regarding certain matters—^not mere 
pious wish which I had repeatedly 
stated in the House and to the Minis¬ 
ter himself personally.

SHRI INDRA4IT GUPTA (Ali* 
poie), Sir, I welcome the$e two 
Bills. It has become the practice ol 
the government, I do not know Wliy, 
that before the nationalisation cn 
something they seem to insist on • 
period of take-over of nMUAgsmaQl 
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and sometimes at the time of take 
over of management they make an 
announcemait that this is an inter¬ 
mediate stage and it will lead, to na¬ 
tionalisation; in other cases they do 
not say that but inevitable, as Shri 
Ramsingh Bhai has pointed, there is 
no alternative left except to comp¬ 
letely nationalise those undertakings. 
I do not know why the government 
has decided on, this kind of faltering 
and painful course; ultimately they 
will have to nationalise; there i.s no 
other go. As my colleague just now 
pointed out, it is not po.ssilsh' for the 
private sector to run these big con¬ 
cerns. That leads them to take over 
the management and there could be 
no dciubt after that the government 
will have to assume total responsi¬ 
bility sooner or I'lter. Burn, ISW and 
Braithwaite are welknown concerns 
and aio among the oldest engineering 
concerns in this country and I think 
a very good and solid production base 
exists in those plant.s. There is no 
doubt that over the years even under 
private ownership the names c>f those 
companies—Burn, Braithwaite, ISW, 
Jes.sopa, etc, but we are not dealing 
with Jessops at the moment—had a 
big reputation not only in this 
country but in other countries also; 
they were considoi cd to be the hall¬ 
mark of quality in hoavy engineer¬ 
ing work.s, in slructurol.s. in wagon 
building and so on. Those names 
have become bywords in our engi¬ 
neering industry as being the hall¬ 
mark of quality. It is really a sad 
state of affair.s that such a decline 
should have set in in the performance 
and financial condition of those units, 
I would not mind if tlie government 
from other considerations took over 
well-managed and healthy units also 
we are now entrusted with the job 
of taking over unit.< whenever some¬ 
thing wrong with them. I 

should have Kked the minister to tell 
US: what were the rea] reasons in the 
view of the government which 
brought about this decline in the for¬ 
tunes ^ those particular companies? 
Was it mismanagement only? There 
Was miimanagement; no ddubt about 


it, particularly in the care of Buna- 
ISW which were under tfee manag¬ 
ing agency umbrella of Martin Bum 
company who have become notorious 
now in regard to their performance 
in Chas Nala Indian Iron and Steel 
Company and <so on. The same 
managing agency group was responsi¬ 
ble for certain lack of foresight^ I 
.«;hould say, and mismanagement and 
dissipation of financial resources and 
So on which led to this state of a.flEairs. 
I do not know if a similar thing had 
happened in the case of Braithwaite. 
I do not think mismanagement was 
there to the extent that it was in 
Burns. In both the concerns, three 
concerns in fact, is it or is it not a 
fact that one of tho basic causes of 
the decline which in over a cer¬ 
tain period of years was t]tc fact that 
those units had .grown up in West 
Bengal over the years with a certain 
orientation of their production and 
that orientation is that by and large 
they were dependent, for their exist¬ 
ence and pro.sper!ty or otherwise on 
the railway.s. They were making 
other thing;.! also, it is true, they 
make cranes, bridges and that 
kind of heavy structural things. 
But we know very well that these 
concerns were geared over the years, 
from the days of the British regime, to 
the orders which were placed by the 
Indian Railways with them to an ex¬ 
tent where if there is a substantial 
decline in railway orders, their whole 
production pattern gets completely 
thrown out of gear, because the old 
management never looked far ahead, 
never anticipated that one day if rail¬ 
way orders decline for any particular 
reason, what will they fall back upon? 
There was no foresight and planning 
ahead. No serious attempt at diversi¬ 
fication was done sc tha+ they couW 
reduce their dangerous dependence 
only on railway orders. We know 
very well that during the last few 
years, there has been a decline jn the 
orders for railway wagons, ^rollitig 
stock, dfc, and It affected these utdits 
very badly. Belated attempts were 
then ma^ to get orders from other 
places and so on,, but the whole 
^ management structure. Hie ^pttjdue^^ 
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pattern, tlixe ptoduct mix was such that 
in order to adjust themselves to the 
new state of affairs, 1 should have 
thought, it was necessary Itmg ago lor 
the government to intervene in this 
matter very energltically and not leave 
it to the private ownership and 
management. Anyway, better late 
than never. 

Novi’ that the government is going 
to take over the responsibility—all ol 
us, J think, will welcome this—I hope 
very much that the whole planning of 
production here and the re-structn>‘’no 
of their entire production resources 
and capacities, will be thought out in 
a new. way. We have discussed this 
question earlier also some time, name¬ 
ly, why there should be so many 
wagon-bnilding units dispersed all over 
the place. There is a lot of wastage 
as a result of this. These are units 
which are more or less engaged in 
similar type of production. They have 
the same type of equipment and plant. 
They are geared to the output of a 
particular type of heavy engineering 
and structural products. Therefore, 
now that they are all coming under 
the government's umbrella, i hope they 
will work out an integrated and moder¬ 
nised sort of plan, so that the resour¬ 
ces are put to the best possible use and 
proper diversification of production is 
also done. If properly managed and 
run, the government can also provide 
very much from the capacity of these 
concem.s for export. We know that the 
export; of this type of ^hing is picking 
up very much, particularly in develop¬ 
ing countries who have not got this 
type erf industry of their own. We 
have got very good relations with 
those countries. Recently ttie Colombo 
Conference Economic Declaration has 
emphasised the question (rf more co- 
operation and mutual asristance bet¬ 
ween these countries. Therefore, these 
are the of basic engineering ccm. 
eevhs wh^h can be developed, over- 
hattled, modernised and reonpmiSEd in 
such a way that they can meet 
aticcesafully tine requlremaits not only 
<oi ottr country liut atso of tltese frfettidt* « 


ly countries. 

I have a few points to make about 
some of the provisioas of tpis BUI, 
l^ri Rhmsin^ Bbai spoke near 
about certain provisicais regarding tba 
liabilities which have been taken oveii, 
I support every word he has said. 
First of all, I do not understand why 
in tiuNie two Bills, there is a difference, 
a discrepancy, in the order of priori¬ 
ties for ihc discharge of liabilities of 
the compaiiie.« 5 . which are laid out in 
the schedules of both the Bills. In on* 
case-—Braiihwailc—You will find in 
the order of priorities in the post-take- 
c’.c-r management period, the first 
category w’hich is given top priority is 
wages, s.olaries and other dues of the 
employees of the company—Category 
I. Then follow the categories II, IH 
and IV. Buf in the other Bill dealing 
with Bum and ISW. you will find that 
Tho first category is Loans advanced 
by banks, Loans advanced by the IRCl, 
Credit availed of for purposes of trade 
cr manufacturing operations. Cate, 
gory II is Revenue, taxes, cesses, rates 
or other dues of Central Government 
or a State Government, Sales Tax; In 
Part “B” in the pre take-over manage¬ 
ment period, arrears in relation to 
provident fund, salaries and wages and 
other amounts due to employees comes 
under Category III, j do not under- 
stand why Ihore should be this dis¬ 
crepancy between these two Bills since 
they are more or less of the same pat¬ 
tern and We are also discussing them 
together. Even the wording is the 
same in so many of the clauses atttt 
provision,?. T w»ould like to know why 
in one case top priority In meeting 
liabilities is given. I think eorrectl,r, 
to wares, salaries and other dues ' 0 * 
the employees of the company, they 
will be the first charge, whereas in the 
case of Bum & Co., it Is not so at ali 
and the arrears of the employees are 
relegated to a much lower position hS 
the order of priority. i should 
it ie a matter of jMdnciple, it is not^h^ 
matter of arithmetic. l^y shotiM 
piinciole be api^ed in the case 
Braitiiwaite and a totally dfflerent 
mlnciple in the case of Both and 
I do not k<\ 3 w what tiiis is due to^ dNft 
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Minister will explain, but I would cer- 
tai^nly plead with him that the order of 
priority for the di«:harge of liabilities 
should be the same in both the Bills, 
and that should be what has been laid 
down in the case of Braithwaite and 
Co., in the post-takeover management 
period, that priority should be given to 
wages, salaries and otter dues of the 
employees, and I hope these “other 
dues” will include provident fund also, 
as Ramsingh Bhai pointed out very 
strongly. 

There ai'e some amounts which are 
to be paid, but I am not quite clear 
from these Bills to whom they are to 
be paid, because they are not in the 
nature of compensation to share¬ 
holders. That is not staled anywhere 
in the Bills. In the case of Indian 
Iron and Steel Co., Bill which we 
passed the other day, there was a 
clear provision about the compensa¬ 
tion to the shareholders, how it had 
been calculated, at what rate per or¬ 
dinary share, at what rate per pre¬ 
ference share etc., and it was given in 
the Financial Memorandum. But in 
these two Bills, as I can see, these 
amounts which art stated here are 
not in the nature of compensation to 
riiareholders. I am happy about that. 
Of course, these concerns were not 
attractive in the share market. IISCO 
was one of the big attractions of the 
share market always, but I do not 
ttiink these companies were very 
attractive to the shareholters. In any 
case, there must be shareholders also, 
but you are not providing them with 
compensation. 

The amounts which are given are 
quite substantial. In the case of Brai¬ 
thwaite it is stated that one part of 
the amount is being given for depriv¬ 
ing the company of the management 
of its undertaking. That language 
smacks pi some kind of compensation. 
You are compensating the company 
because you are depriving it of its 
map^ement. It is said that there 
shall be paid to Rie company an 


amount calculated at '\he rate ot 
Rs. 50,000 per annum for the period 
commencing from the date on whiA 
the management was taken over anR 
ending on the appointed date. Tte 
management of Braithwaite was taken 
over some time in 1971. That mAans 
that the intervening period Is mote or 
less five years. This money is to be 
paid to whom? Who wUl be the bene¬ 
ficiaries, because the company will 
cease to exist now, from the day this 
Bill is passed into law, probably from 
today? It is not mone,y for distribu¬ 
tion to shareholders. Who is going to 
get this money? I should like to know 
that. 

Similarly, it is provided that for the 
acquiring and vesting in tte Central 
Government of the undertakings of 
the company and the right, title and 
interest of the company in relation to 
its undertakings, there shall be given 
by the Central Government to the 
company in cash an amount of 
Rs, 16.25 crores. 

Similarly, in tte case of Martin Bum, 
the amounts have been stipulated. They 
are being given in consideration of the 
transferred undertakings and in con¬ 
sideration of the retrospective opera¬ 
tion of the provisions of Clauses 3, 4 
and 5 and so on. Will he clarify 
this? We want to know. Unless we 
know all this, we are not able to 
assess whether the amounts are being 
calculated correctly or not. By “cor¬ 
rectly”, I mean, whether the amounts 
are un the higli side or not. 

As for as compensation is concerned, 
we amended the Constitution senne 
years ago with the conscious idea that 
it should not be made justiceable and, 
therefore, some amount should be pres, 
cribed by Parliament which camug: be 
called in qfuestion. Tk» idea was that 
the countzy should be spared the buiv 
den of paying huge amounts as com¬ 
pensation which We cannot afford to 
pay. That is why we amende tRe 
Constitution eo that, as somebody WM 
saying the o^r day, the Goveihitemt 
is perfectly witein its consdtutJpoal 
rights to pay even a token amotmt. 
They are' not conmelled te pay mote 
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fbiia that thqMl^ in most eases we are 
atm continuing to pay. These amounts 
earn not being given to share>bolders 
but are being given to an entity called 
tte company on various head& We 
would like to know who actually are 
going to be the beneficiaries of these 
amountA 


Regarding the liabilities also, I would 
like to know why the Government is 
not prepared to take the liabilities lor 
the period between the date of take¬ 
over of management and the appointed 
day which is defined as the 1st April, 
1975 . Between the date when the 
Government took over the management 
and the 1st April, 1975. during this 
intervening period, they say, they are 
n<n prepared to take the liabilities of 
provident fund or other dues or other 
arrears. Even if there are any tri¬ 
bunals, as Mr. Oinen Bbattacharyya 
pointed out, before which some cases 
are pending, whose awards are still to 
crane, the . Government has made it 
dear that they are not preparde to 
undertake any resposibility or libiiity 
for that. 

Mow, between the date of take-over 
of the management and the appointed 
day, that is, 1st April, 1975, it was the 
Government which was running the 
man^gemet of these cocerns. i am not 
talking about the pre^-take-over period. 
As Mr. Ram Singh Bhai pointed out. 
from the wrokers’ point of view, if 
01 ^ have got any legitimate dues which 
sne in arrears even biifore the take¬ 
over, at least the Government should 
me to it that the workers are not 
deprived of these dues. It Is not due 
to fheir fault at alL 

We know what private employers in 
this country have done, how many 
ernres of rupees of arrears of provident 
ftand. Employees state Insurance and 
sB that are unthheld. Again a new 
fbfng has come up which we will be 
4|scusaing soon. The Government baa 
dtoeoveted that when the day has come 
to tvHPey ibe impounded amount of 
oompulaocy depostt,crore$ of rupees ere 
1 B 81 L ' 


in default and the employers have Uhl 
deposited those amounts with Ute Res* 
serve Bank. This is notittng new. Thif 
robbery of workers' statutory dues is 
going on in the most flagrant and 
shameless manner m this country. 
Therefore, I would say, not only for 
the pre-take-over period but more so 
for the period bctvven the take-over 
of the management and the appointed 
day, why should the Government shirk 
the responsibility when the Government 
was responsible for the management of 
the company? 

I draw his attention, for example, to 
the provision m Clause 13 of the Bum 
Company Bill. There is a similar pro* 
vl.sion in the *Braithwaite Bill also. 
That is also Clause 13. Xt is Clause 13 
in both the Bills. Here I would re¬ 
commend for consideration Shri Ram 
Singh Bhai's suggestion that ‘on the 
appointed day’ should be deleted from 
this. Why should it be there at oU? 

The chapters which deal m Loth 
these Bills with the employees of the 
companies have guaranteed the right 
to employment, and so on, of all per- 
.sons who have been working or em¬ 
ployed in any undertaking of the com. 
pany. ‘Undertaking’ is deflned in 
Chapter II to include ‘all assets, rights, 
leaseholds, powers, authorities and prt- 
vileges, and all property, movable and 
immovable, including lands, buildings, 
workshops, stores, instruments, mach. 
inery and equipment.,’ etc. Work¬ 
shops are certainly included, stores are 
included, but there is no specific men¬ 
tion here of the head oSlces of these 
companies. Are they a part of the 
undertaking or not? They are not 
covered by ‘workshops’ or ‘stores’. 
There is no specfic mention of the head 
office of the Burn Company, head office 
of the Braithwaite and Company, bead 
office of the Indian eStondard Wagon 
Company. There are employees th^hr 
there are officers there, there are 
people there who may mr may not "be 
workmen under the Industrial Impute 
Act, but they are employesf. Why tre 
they being left out? Why ate thetr 
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being excluded? How is their position 
being safeguarded? It is a small matter; 
it will not relate to more than a small 
number of people. But it may be due to 
oversight or whati I do not know. That 
lacuna should be removed here, and 
this definition of 'Undertaking’ should 
specifically Include the head offices of 
these companies, so that the people 
employed there are also given a 
guamtee of their rights being safe- 
imarded. 

I would have been happy if the Mini, 
ster could have told us, if they have 
already decided, at least as to who 
are their choices for the top executive 
or managerial positions of these new 
eevumies that are going to start func¬ 
tioning nowJfrom tomorrow perhapa 
They must have in their mind their 
choices, for example, the Chairmen of 
the Boards of Management or the 
Managing Directors. We would like to 
be reassured that they are really cap¬ 
able, competent and experienced people 
who will be able to make a good job 
of tbis very big responsibility being 
given to them. Experience in the past 
has not always been very happy. If he 
is in a position to tell us, 'tre would be 
very happy to know. 

Finally, I would like to aJd a few 
words to what Mr. Bhattacharyya has 
said about the question of industrial 
relations. Now that you are starting on 
a new basis, I think it would be advls- 
able, from the very beginning, to de¬ 
cide whether or not you are going to 
adopt that type of industrial relations 
which has worked, more or less, 
successfully in allied public sector 
concerns like the steel plants and so 
on. By this, I mean that there is a 
multiplicity of Unions. We cannot 
cvold it. That is the reality. In Bum 
there are about half a dozen Union; 
in Braithwaite, there are perhaps, not 
hcilf a dozen bht less. Anyway, the 
usual pattern is there. 

Mr. Bhattacharyya ttaade a passing 
reference to certain incident which took 
jdace reiently in the Clive Works of

Braithwaite at Hide Road, which was 
really very very regrettable, beeftust^ 
there was a ele^ lu^de the factory 
premises during working hours, as e 
result of which four or five people uwre 
beaten to death inside the Department; 
this clash took place between the 
followers of two Unions, one of which 
claims to be the official INTUC Union 
and the other claims to be NLCC— 
there is something called NLCC in 
West Bengal; they are also Congress¬ 
men, but the> do not follow the 
INTUC Union. But the clash, the 
rivalry went to such a stage that 
four or five workers were kill¬ 
ed inside the plant, beaten to death 
inside the plant during working hours. 

I only want to say this. Lon^ before 
this incident happened, about 3-4 years 
ago, as far as I can recall, during the 
period when the Government had al¬ 
ready taken over the management, 
there were complaints coming in of 
visitors '^ho were not employees of the 
factory and who had nothing to do 
with the factory being allowed to 
come inside the factory premises, car¬ 
rying all sorts of weapons with them 
and threatening various people inside 
the Departments, going round from 
Department to Department and 
threatening people. I quite remerabwr 
at that time I had approached the 
management and said. What are you 
dong? You are heading towards a 
disaster. Have you got no arrange¬ 
ments, no security arrangements or 
anything to prevent people who have 
no right to enter the factory premises? 
People who are not employees or 
workers—^why'should thxy be allowedl 
to come in there day alter day and $0 
round from Department to Depart^ 
ment, threatening people and the 
management?*. And the management , 
always gave the reply saying, We can¬ 
not do anything. We have repotted tp 
the Police and it is for the Police tO 
come and make arrangements.' Any¬ 
way, nottdng was done and things wsdl 
from bad to worse. And I am afrafd 
this intra-union rivalry or wttatinMr 
you like to call it, has gont to tu 
absolute peak in the case of Brattti* 
waite and has culminated tv<in^uiin2^ 
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in this physical clash which led to the 
xnxader or htf liu« or beating to death 
of lour or five workers inside the fac¬ 
tory itself. There is a big responsibili¬ 
ty now on the Government. In the case 
of Bums and ISW such things have 
not happened. Thank Goodness. But 
there is also the problem of rival unions 
and multiplicity of unions and all that. 
I do not claim like Idr. Bhattacharyya 
who is trying to claim that his Union 
is the majority union, because such 
things have never been tested. What 
is the use of talking that way^ It is 
not the way that the problems can Le 
solved now. The point is that in a 
nationalised undertaking, in a basic 
industiy like this, some criteria must 
he evolved for trade union recognition. 
'VIThat are those criteria? Either it 
should be some kind of an objective 
test to be made of the membership of 
the various Unions and the actual in¬ 
fluence and the following they have 
got and on that basis you come to some 
decision as to whom you will recognize 
and whom you will not recognise. But 
recognition should not be obtained by 
anybody under coercion or under physi¬ 
cal pressure. I am using these words 
advisedly because regrettably this is 
what has been going on In my State.. 
Mere physical duress and coercion have 
been carried out with the aid of people 
who have nothing to do with the fac¬ 
tory, who have been brought in from 
xiutside and the management threaten¬ 
ed Tf you do not recognize us, we will 
mot allow you** factory to run’. Such 
things should not be permitted. Your 
nationalLied undertakings will go to 
the dogs if such things ^re permitted. 

So, industrial relations is a very im. 
portant matter. I am not pleading my- 
nelf that only the INTUC and AITUC 
ahould be given scope to represent the 
workers. I do not say ihat at all. I 
-say in these individual units let scane 
objective verification or testing be 
carried out of the actual position and 
than let fbe representative unions be 
aseertained and let them he given some 
poisons of reqiionslbility in the Joint 
Oomttilttees or Joint Councils oi 
apagenMint and so on ns bave been 


set up in the Durgapur Steel Bleitt 
wtore there has been a $toat impMfif* 
ment in recent months—there is na 
doubt about it—in productioi|^ aoA 
everything. 

1 hope these matters will be born* 
in mmd and much will depend, of 
course, on the competence and maturi¬ 
ty of the top executives whom you ate 
going to place in charge. That is why 
1 wanted to know if you could tell va 
as to who is going to be the Chaimitti 
They must have made their selection 
already. I would like to know that

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat): I atand 
to support both the bills. But while 
supporting the bills, I want to raise 
certain points which need clariftcation 
jCrom the Minister. The first point re¬ 
lates to Bum & Co, and Indian Stand¬ 
ard Wagon Co. In the title of the bill 
relating to them, the word ‘nationallsa- 
tlon’ is given within brackets. In re- 
gar^ to the bill relating to Braithwaite 
& Co. the words ‘Acquisition and trans¬ 
fer of undertakings’ are put within 
brackets. Why this difference? 

All the speakers who have spoken 
liere, have said that they have taken 
both the bills as nationalisation bills. 
And if the words ^acquisition and 
transfer of undertakings’ mean natio¬ 
nalization, why has not the latter 
word been mentioned? When the 
Minister had introduced the bill, I 
was not present. Therefore, I do not 
know whether he has clarified this 
point 

We are connected with .unions of 
workers beloi^ging to both the com¬ 
panies. Naturally, as a public man 
and as a trade unionist, I have every 
right to get this clarification. 

In regard to Bum & Co. as also 
Indian Standard Wagons Co„ I want 
to raise a few points which probably 
have not-been made by other Members 
who participated in the discussion. 
Some time back, the junior officers 
working in Bum & CO. got their wages 
salaries revised, whereas the 
workers who eqBaUy deserved some 
consideration from the Government In 
regard to the revision of thehr wages 
and other things, (hd not get it. The 
jeim of the West Bengid Ebgiheering 
Tribunal’s gwai^ . hod qxpired. In .the 
piesent ^cs^tlons, ihose ho ^tward 
’"that guMos workeraP wages, We do 


not grudge the junior officers wl^O j^Ve 
got their scales revised in their nivour. 
The workers’ demand would be *'®at 
they shoud get the same consideration 
from the Government—^since the, Gov¬ 
ernment is nationalizing Burn Sc Co. 
and Indian Standard Wagon Co. 

My third point is this. I have read 
the bills relating to Burn & Co. and 
Indian Standard Wagtm Co. very care¬ 
fully. 2 find some disciepancles. 
Whereas in the bill relating to Braith¬ 
waite & Co., workers wages, provident 
fund and other dues get some prority—■ 
under section 18—in the bill relaltog 
to Burn & Co. and Indian Standard 
Wagon Co. the workers’ dues come* 
almost last. 

SHRI DINm BHATTACHARYYAr 
It is so, in the case of Braithwaite* 
also, I think. 

DR. RANEN SEN; No; in the case of 
Braithwaite & Co. it comes first. It 
is for the Minister to explain, because- 
that may give raise to some misappre¬ 
hension—^if it is not explained—^in the- 
minds the workers. Secondly in 
both these cases, what happens to the 
money under the Compulsory Deposit 
Scheme, deposited to both the com¬ 
panies, Or to the three companies, 
under the Act of Parliament? It is- 
stated in this House—^and it is known 
to us—that not only in the private sec¬ 
tor but also in the State Sector, in the 
taken-Over industry, the accoimts of 
the CDS have not been maintained 
properly. The Government’s directive 
was Ibat the worker should get the first 
instalment before 15th July. As yet,, 
the workers in both the companies- 
have not go it We are told that pro¬ 
bably the accounting has not b^ made 
by the authorities who are responribte^ 
for doing "it. Therefore, the Minla^ 
should see that the worsts get at l4NK$C .

In the ISW in particular, there is a 
preponderence of contract labour. 
Some time back there was an agree, 
ment with the workers under the con- 
tractors that those who were doing 
perennial jobs would be taken as Per¬ 
manent workers of the company itself. 
According to that agreement, some 
workers were taken in the ISW, but it 
was done very slowly, sparingly and 
hapharzardly. All those who have been 
doing permanent jobs have not been 
absorbed. 

Contract labour is not only against 
the interests of the workers, but is a 
source of corruption. It has been 
found to be so everywhere, and more 
so in the ISW where a number of offi¬ 
cers are in league contractors. The 
contractors have been doing their jobs 
for years, and when a contract is over, 
somehow or other the ‘same people 
manage to get appointed as contractors 
for the new contract in the same or 
under different names. Thus, lakhs 
and lakhs of rupees are being wasted 
in this way. 


As menti|oned by Mr. Sokhi, Braith- 
waite. Bum and ISW were reaUy mines 
of gold. The huge Howrah Bridge 
which was started in the early 'thirties 
was constructed by a consortium 
known as BBJ—Braithwaite, Bum and 
Jassop. Jessop has been under Gov. 
ernment for a long time, and it is a 
mine of gold, but if properly run, even 
Bum and Braithwaite can again ''e- 
come really mines of gold. Coining 
from West Bengal, I know how Bum 
St Co., from a very promient position, 
has been reduced to its present state 
by the mismanagement the owners 
who happen to be Indians. I remem¬ 
ber that in 1867 Bum and ISW auttio- 
|iti«s the Government of 

WMt BePtal then run by the United 
rkWHh saying Smt tbsf we»s not in a 
to piy the workert their 


monthly dues. They reouesUNl the 
State Government to stand guariiitee 
lor a loan of Bs. 2 crores, which ttUS* 
then Government refused to do. 

After the take-over of Braithwaite 
particularly, many cobwebs had been 
removed and production was picking 
up. Before 1975 there wag a lot jf 
difficulty In running the company and 
maintaining production, but in 1975' 
there was a production of Rs. 4 crores. 
and in 1976, from January to July, the 
production has been more than Rs. 3 
crores. That means it was picking up* 
which was a very ^od sign. In both 
the companies, the workers and the 
officers played a very glorious role, -it 
lea.st many of them tried to overcome 
the difficulties that were placed by 
certain people who were interested In 
the old company. 

There is no mention of workers’ 
participation in the management in 
these two Bills. They have said. 
"Workers’ participation in industry.” 
Workers are participating In the in¬ 
dustry. Otherwise, the production will 
come to a stop. As far as public sector 
organisations are concerned, the Gov¬ 
ernment should give a categorical as- 
surance that workers would be involv- 
ed in management from top to bottom. 

If there is any difficulty or if there is 
any rivalry between the two unions, 
then the simple method would be in' 
allow the workers to elect their own 
representatives at the shop floor level 
and at a higher level in the manage, 
ment of a company or the Board of 
Directors, whatever it is. That la « 
very sound and democratic principle 
and that should be adhered to by the‘ 
Government. 

It is stated that Government should^ 
stand guarantee for the workers’ dues 
from the appointed date. The appoint, 
ed date is the First of April 1876. 
Braithwaite and Company was taicsis< 
over in 1971. The other company 
taken over in 1973. But the appOhlM 
dal# la the Writ Apirig 4g7g. * 
between 1971—19f8» there ate ‘ 

ciooa yean, and between 
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Ihere are two precious years. What 
will happen to the workers' dues and 
other things? As tar as these dues 
•are concerned, they have to be paid 
by the Government. This point has 
to be stated very clearly in this Bill. 
There are so many other points which 
have been covered in this Bill. 

The second point is regarding Section 
18 in both the Bills. Why do they 
differ? The Minister has to explain it; 
.As far as Braithwaite and Company is 
concerned, the workers' dues get a 
preference. But in the case of the 
other company, it comes at the end. 
What is the position in this regard? 
Uhless it is clarified by the Minister, 
there may be some doubt about it. 

As you know, workers’ money in the 
•provident fund is eaten up by the em- 
•ployers and the Government remains 
silent. This financial question in re- 
gard to workers* money has to be clari- 
.fled. 

There are clauses and sub-clauses in 
both the Bills in which the conditions 
of service of the workers have been 
more or less guaranteed, but even then 
there are some loopholes which may be 
taken up by the authority and the 
management or anybody else who will 
be at top, who .can transfer the workers 
from one place to another or who can 
terminate their services or force the 
workers to come to some agreement. 
It is not conducive to the interest of 
the workers, as far as their security 
■of service and other conditions are 
concerned. They shoud be properly 
maintained. 

I again thank the Minister for bring¬ 
ing in these two*^ Bills, because they 
were long overdue and the workers 
were also making their demand. Last 
year, unions representing varoius 
political affiliations had asked the 
Government to nationalise these things 
tnunediidely.

SHBI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih) Mr Eteputy- 
Speaker, Sir, 1 welcome the two Bills, 
one lor the nationalisation of Burn 
Company and the Indian Standard 
Wagon Company and the other for the 
acquisition of Braithwaite & Company. 
A hundred year industrial history 
with Its rich industrial culture is 
turning a page today, with this nation¬ 
alisation How this came about is a 
diflcrent stoiy There was a crisis of 
confidence there was resources cons¬ 
traint and there were certain other 
constraints In the constitutional proid- 
sions, and the question of quantum of 
compensation, now that the amount 
has been reduced, has made things 
easier But the immediate cause for 
the decline of the companies was of 
course as my colleague Mr Daga hss 
eaid the traumatic experience of the* 
United Front Government *of Weirt 
Bengal since 1067 

• 

But how this came about is second 
ary The relevant question is on What 
lines we have to advance We have W 
advance by modernising these tattitS;. 
we have to diversify these unift. ItlMiar 
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have a very rich industrial culture 
behind them as also ncpertise, and we 
mu&l ensure that this expertise is not 
diluted. We must also try to £et the 
best out of the workers and the Junior 
executives by a continuous process of 
dialogue and close participation in 
the day to ctay affairs of the Manage¬ 
ment. What for? Because our export 
of engineering goods is going up. 
From Bs. 45 crores it has gone up to 
Rs. 355 crores and we have the target 
of reaching Rs. 500 crores this year 
and Rs. 1000 crores by 1982-83, as 
Mr. Pai had told us only yesterday. 

I welcome these Bills because I had 
particularly mentioned during the 
Demands for Grants for Heavy Indus¬ 
tries that these units which were 
closed or were closing should be taken 
over and should be made a base for 
our export promotion drive. We have 
a favourable freight zone in the east- 
etn region of the South-East Asian 
countries and Indonesia. But, at all 
times, we have been exporting raw 
steel and patting ourselves on the 
back that-we have exported raw steel 
worth Rs. 45 crores and that we could 
go up to Rs. 300 crores. But why ex¬ 
port raw steel by which India is get¬ 
ting only Rs. 1200 or Rs. 1300 per ton? 
The fabricating capacity of these firms 
would be of the order of 7000 tons 
annually and it could be more with a 
few additions. By fabricating every 
ton of raw steel, India would be get¬ 
ting about Rs. 4500 per ton and we 
would also be expanding our employ¬ 
ment opportunities. For this, what is 
necessary is a close market survey of 
the South-East Asian and other 
countries and a close survey of our 
technological capacity in the matter 
of heavy engineering industry and 
structurals, so that these diversifica¬ 
tions enable India to close the techno¬ 
logical gap. and we, could come into 
our own. For Instance, where it is 
possible, we should Introduce minia¬ 
turisation; where it is possible, we 
should introduce computerisation; 
where it Is possible, if they are not al¬ 


ready there, we should introduce die¬ 
sinking machines, so th&t some of 
these machines could reproduce tli^m- 
selves. 

Questions have been raised about 
the share-structure, the amount—^not 
compensation—that we are going to 
pay, labour dues and so on. All are 
relevant. But the HEC, that half- 
slumbering giant, took Rs. 300 crores 
of our resources for an effective pro¬ 
duction of 60,000 tonnes. Compared 
to that, this is a small price to pay. 
There have been delays in decision¬ 
making, and much of our difficulties, 
which the Minister may have to face 
in the coining months, will be because 
of the delays in decision-making bet¬ 
ween 1973 and 1976. 

Another point which is relevant is 
the price which the Railway Board is 
paying for the wagons. Previously it 
might have been argued that it would 
go to some private pocket. Now, what 
the Railway Ministry would lose, the 
Ministry of Heavy Industries would 
gain. Therefore, since many of the 
public sector corporations are leading 
a sort of marginal existence by over¬ 
drawing upon each other, this wiU be 
another exercise in that. But if we 
are set on a firm course of diversifi¬ 
cation and modernisation, and mount 
an export offensive, I am quite confi¬ 
dent that, with the expertise available 
there, these units will become viable 
units and assets. 

The question of contract labour like 
King Charles’ head has been cropping 
up again and again on every BiU of 
take-over or nationalisation. I quite 
agree that contract system leads to 
abuse and mal-praciices, but i had 
expected Dr. Ranen Sen to say as to 
what would happen to the contract 
labour. Th^ difficulty is that, imme¬ 
diately you do away with the contract 
system, the contra^or’s workers are 
being thrown on the atreets. Ti>ts J* 
happening now te the coalmines— 
with pay-loaders, the loading kamins 
are being thrown on the streets, in 
the circumstanees, if the contract 
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labour la also to be absorbed now, I 
am afraid, ii^ the present circumstan¬ 
ces and finances of the company, the 
company mi^ht sink. So, a reasonable, 
pragmatic method of phasing out the 
contrabt system is called for, and 1 
would request the Minister to phase 
out the contract system ensuring that 
not only the fair wage clause is there 
in the agreement but the wage com¬ 
ponent payable is paid departmentally 
and not through the contractor. That 
would have at least ensiured workers’ 
‘dues. As a trade unionist, I would 
never welcome a lacuna in the Bill 
by which the workers will fall bet¬ 
ween two stools, pre-takeover of man- 
agement and post-takeover of manage¬ 
ment. There are certain lacunae in 
'the Bill which have been pointed out 
by Shri Ram Singh Bhai; those have 
to be removed, so that the workers do 
not become losers.

As 1 said earlier, I would end by 
saying that a continuous dialogue and 
continuous participation of workers in 
management, inviting suggestions 
through suggestion boxes, rewards for 
different technical processes and cost 
cutting processes accepted should be 
actively encouraged so the workers 
have a sense of belonging and a sense 
of participation. That will not only 
be immediate pick-me-up remedy for 
'these units, but also make for a long 
range cure and a road towards so- 
'cialism. 

THl; MINISTER OP STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY (SHRI 
B, P. MAURY A): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir, I would like to express my heart¬ 
felt thanks to all the hon. Members, 
who have been kind enough to sup¬ 
port the BilL Some of the hon. Mem¬ 
bers have, of course, rdised some 
'•doubts the approach of the Govern- 
ment as to hpw best we are going to 
meet the liability of arrears which are 
due to the workers. Hon. Members, 
'Sbrl Dihen Bhattacharyya, Shri Indra- 
m Gupta, Shri Ram Singh Bhai, Shri 
Jfan Singh, Dr. Ranen Sen and ghrl 
C!ha|ialendu BbattadhatTyia raised the 
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question of employees’ dues being met 
as a result of the naUottalieation of 
the Undertaking with effect from 1st 
AprU, 1975 both in regard to the piw 
take-over and post-take-over period. 

As I stated m my Opening speech 
when the Bill was going to be discus¬ 
sed, these two Bills are going to have 
a little separate approach with regard 
to the question of arrears due to the 
workers. I would, however, like to 
explain in detail so that whatever 
fears the hon. Members have got in 
their minds that the workers may not 
get their dues, are removed complete¬ 
ly. 

First, I would like to take up the 
Bum Company and the Indian Stand- 
and Wagon -Company, The UabiUties 
are being divided into two categonea, 
the liabilities which are due for the 
period of post-take-over management 
and the liabilities which had bf^n due 
for the period of pre-take-over man- 
agement. I would like to mention 
about the post-take-over management 
Every liability arismg out of the 
wages, salaries and other dues of the 
employees of Bum Company and 
Indian Standard Wagon Company in 
respect of the post-take-over period 
has been assumed fully by the Central 
Government or the Government Com¬ 
pany to be formed vide sub-clauae 
(2)(b) of clause 5 of the Bill, Bum 
Company and Indian Standard Wagon 
Company (Nationalization) BUI. Abmil 
the pre-take over period, so far as the 
pre-take over employees’ dues in tibw 
form of arrears are concerned, it will 
be seen that these figures come undtr 
category 3 under the pre-take over 
management period of the Secoqd 
Schedule of the BiU.... 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYTA: 
Is it the Second Schedule or the Fisgfc 
Schedule? 


SHRI B. P. MAURYA. 1 am talking 
of Bum and ISW. I think you g|w 
talking in terms of Braithwaife ttf 
which 1 wiU come a Uftle later. 
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According to the current calcula¬ 
tions, the amount Involved is about 
Rs. 78.35 lakhs pertaining to pre-take 
over management period. This will be 
fully covered out of the amount pro¬ 
vided in the Bill for payment to both 
the Companies i.e. Rs. 25.23 crores. 
As I have already explained, the 
amount provided in the Bill will cover 
all the liabilities in categories 1 and 2 
in the post take-over management 
period and will also cover fully cate¬ 
gory 3 relating to employees’ arrears 
In the pre-lake over employment 
period. If I give the figures here, I 
think things will be clearer. 

The total amount which is fixed for 
both the companies is R.s. 25.23 crores 
Of Part A which is for po.st-take over 
management period in Schedule 2. In 
category 11, the amount will come to 
Rs. 10.29 crores and under category 2, 
the total amount will come to Rs. 63 
lakhs. Out of this amount of Rs. 
25.23 crores, if this amount is deduct¬ 
ed, then category III, is very well 
covered. Not only category III will be 
covered but it will also be flowing up- 
to category IV and out of the amount 
of Rs. 19.62 crores, at least Rs. 13.52 
crores of the secured loans will be 
given. So, in the case of Burn and 
ISW, all the liabilities including salar¬ 
ies and liabilities of the worker^ re¬ 
garding the post und pre-take over 
period are met. 

I would now come to the second 
company, viz., Braithwaites. So far as 
Braithwaites are concerned, it has al¬ 
ready been explained that in regard to 
post-take over management period, 
that is, between March 1971 and 1st 
April 1975, the wages, salaries and 
other dues of the employees come to 
about Rs. 80 lakhs. This has been 
accorded the first priority in category 
1 under post-tuke' over management 
period. It wiU, therefore, be seen 
that this amount is fully covered out 
of the amount provided in the Bill for 
payment to the company, i.c. Rs. 16.25 
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Hon. Members, Shri Imfirajit Guptto 
and others have been mentioning re¬ 
peatedly bow it is that the workers*” 
dues are being given top priority in 
the case of Braithwaites hut ttiat is 
not being done in the case of Bumr 
and ISW. So far as Bum and ISW^ 
are concerned, as 1 have already men¬ 
tioned just now, the entire dues of' 
the workers are met, but, in the case 
of Braithwaites, the Government have 
gone in a more sympathetic manner 
and it is with in the discretion of the 
Government to change the order of 
priorities. Generally, the secured' 
loans are given the lop priority but in- 
the case of Braithwaites, if we had 
given the top priority to the secured' 
Joans, then workers’ dues would have- 
been left without any solution. That 
IS why we have put this specifically 
under category I giving top priority so» 
that the workers’ dues are met. 
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As regards arrears in relation toi) 
pre-take over management period,, 
that is, prior to March 1971, it falls in 
category V under the pre-take over 
management period. No doubt the 
amount provided In the Bill wlU not. 
carry the Commissioner of Payments 
figures beyond Category I and Cate¬ 
gory II. However, I would like to 
mention that pre-take over arrears aa» 
On 31-3-71 stood, at Rs. 78.62 lakhs*, 
the Govt, managed company having, 
already discharged arrears to the 
tent of Rs. 71.45 lakhs. The shortfall if^ 
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o&ly oX Rs. Ills lekhs. It will the]^e> 
lore be seen that even in regard to 
I pre-take>over ttianagement |>eribd, tha 
Arrears to the employees have been 
^substantially discharged. Shri IHnen 
Bhatiacharyya expressed certain lurk¬ 
ing fears in his mind about the func¬ 
tioning of these companies after take* 
over. After the take over by the 
-Government tfiey have been showing 
-satisfactory trends. In case of Burn 
and Cohipany and Standard Wagon 
Company, the management of these 
two companies were taken over by 
'the Government on 19-12-73. 

Sir, 1 am now mentioning the pro¬ 
duction figure yearwige. After take 
-over in terms of valuation, for the 
year 1973-74 it stood at 10.61 crores, 
in 1974-75 Rs. 17.50 crores, in 1975-76 
Rs. 28.50 crores. It is our estimate 
'that in the current year it may go up 
to Rs. 31.16 crores. In case of M/s. 
'Braithwaite & Co. Government de- 
elded to take over management of 
the company in early March 1971. The 
works of the company were reopened 
in late March, 1971. At the time of 
the take-over the company’s accumu¬ 
lated losses were very substantial. The 
Government has been financing the 
-company all along. Government loans 
"have progressively increased to more 
than Rs. 22 crores by March, 1975. 

The (^rational results of the com¬ 
pany have been adversely affected for 
•various reasoijs including heavy inter- 
<est burden oh loans and a severely 
undercapitalised structure. After a 
detailed economic suwey of the 
affairs of the company, it was decided 
that its viability could be achieved 
with partial diversification and also 
1 by implementing certain balancing and 
replacmnent programmes. At the same 
time, it was decided to formulate a 
scheme of capital reconstruction so 
that the crushing burden of the inter¬ 
est on loans coidd be reduced. A 
i ‘seheine of modewaisation has been 
undertakma wid Qpvertmxx^t have all 
sttnetioned fupds tor jm- 
pose. It |s expected to be con^^ted 
T>yl97«-n.

For the current year, it may go upto 
Rs. 21.54 crores. These figures go td 
demonstrate beyond doubt that Hsi 
performance of these companies had 
been quite satisfactory after the take¬ 
over. 

Shri Biren Bhatiacharyya raised the 
issue about the head-office emifioyees 
of Martin Bum Ltd. So far as the 
nationalisation bill is concerned, tide 
is related only to the two companies— 
M/s. Bum and Co. and the Indian 
Standard Wagon Company Ltd. These 
two companies are distinct and sepa¬ 
rate from Martin Burn Ltd. There ia 
no question of taking the employees 
of the head office of Martin Burn ft 
Co. within the purview of the provi¬ 
sions made in the BiU. So far as the 
employees of the Bum & Co. and ISW 
Ltd. are concerned, every emplosnse 
continues on the' same service condi¬ 
tions, that is, even after the 1st AprB 
1975. This has been made ampl^ 
clear in clause 12. Same is the poid- 
tion in the case of Messrs. Braithwaite. 
It has also been made clear that Riejr

So, my question is: what will be the 
fate of these employees in Calcutta— 
you forget about their number. What 
will be their position? 

SHRI B. P. MAlJRYA: At present 
sire are discussing this Bill and through 
that we are going to take over three 
companies—Bum & Co., ISW and 
Braithwaite. So far as other com¬ 
panies are concerned, they may have 
been having certain relations. We are 
hardly concerned with them at this 
time. We are concerned with these 
three companies only. i may again 
assure that no worker will be ret¬ 
renched. That will 1)0 our approach 
and that has been the policy of the 
Government also. The Hon. Member, 
Shri indrajit Gupta had been raising 
the issue that we hai^ amended the 
Constitution. So far as compensation 
is concerned, there used to be the 
word ‘compensation’ in the Constitu¬ 
tion and because of various reasons, 
this word was replaced by the word 
‘amount’ by the constitutional amend¬ 
ment. He had the feeling that the 
amount which we have fixed after tak¬ 
ing into consideration (he assets and 
liabilities had been the fair calcula¬ 
tion. No doubt, the amount should 
not be illusory; it should be there, it 
should not be illusory. In certain 
cases, when the liabilities are very 
high or very heavy in comparison with 
the assets, there can be a token 
amount. But in assessing assets, no 
doubt the word ‘compensation’ is 
replaced by tlje word ‘amount’. But 
as I said, ihe amount should not be 
illusory; it should be reasonable. So 
in this case, the assessment has been 
done in such h manner that the 
amount is quite reasonable. It is 
neither on the high side nor on the 
low side; it is Just jand reasonable. 

A point was made al^out the share¬ 
holders of Bum-ISW and Braithwaites 
also by Slhrl Dinen** Bhattacharyya. As 


1 have already explained, In the case- 
of Bum-ISW, the amount provided in 
the Bill cannot be expected to go 
beyond category IV in the pre-take¬ 
over period. As regards Braithwaites, 
the amount provided can go only up 
to category I and category II in the* 
po.st-takcover period. The share¬ 
holders’ rights which come last can¬ 
not obviously be provided in the legis¬ 
lation by passing the priority claims 
of secured loan^ and employees* dues. 

So far as these amounts are concerned, 
hardly any amount is going to the 
shareholders or owners who had been 
responsible for the mismanagement 
and for the sickness of these units. 

As regards the point made about 
modernisation and diversification or 
the plant of Bum-ISW, the National 
Industrial Development Corporation 
has already submitted a report on 
the replacement and repair pro¬ 
gramme of Burn-ISW costing Rs. 3.62‘ 
erores. Apart from this, there is 
aloQ a renort from Dr. S. S. Ghe.«h of 
Messrs. Belpahar Refractories Limit¬ 
ed on tho modernisation and expan¬ 
sion of Works of Gulfarbari, Niwar 
and Salem of Burn & Co. estimated" 
to cost Rs. 16.71 crores in two phases, 
Besides, there is a limited scheme lor 
emergency plant and machinery 
rehabilitation of the Niwar works 
costing about Rs. 98 lakhs. These 
various proposals are in different 
.stages of consideration by Govern¬ 
ment. During this financial year, we 
have made ’a budget pro-^sion of 
Rs. 1.5 crores for plant schemes relat¬ 
ing to Bum-ISW. 

Hone unable members had been 
raising the qirestion of some disputes 
regarding Unions, and some incidents- 
also. No doubt, it had been a very 
.sad incident. But I would make a 
request to hon. member^ that let us 
sit outside and find a solution so tbet ' 
workers may not light among them¬ 
selves and no management dares to 
forfeit their rights. 

Sardar Swaran Singh Sokhi made » 
polrt about superannuated employees 
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still being Amtlnued In Burn-ISW 
even alter the takeover of the manage, 
ment by tiie Central Government It 
is tme that at the time of takeover, 
it was found that employees who 
were due for superannuation ha^ not 
actually superannuated. At that time, 
the financial position of the company 
was extremely precarious. It was 
with great difficulty that funds could 
be found through IRCX and the banks 
for even essential items of expansion 
so that production coul<| be maintained 
and improved. Terminal bmieflts due 
for pasrment to over 900 employees 
amounted approximately to Rs. 50 
lakhs and money could not be found 
readily so that the employees con- 
cerned could be retired. It was, there¬ 
fore, decided to retire them in a phased 
manner at the rate of 10 person 3 per 
month. By October 1975. about 100 
people had been retired. During the 
' last month, notices were issued for 
retirement of about 40 employees. 
Vigorous steps have been taken to 
continue this phased retirement so 
that the burden or the undertahang 
On account of such employees is re- 
movctj at the earliest. Dr. Sen and 
some other Members also made a point 
that there was a big time gap between 
taking over the management and 
nationalisation. Shri Daga also specifi¬ 
cally referred to this. Under the In¬ 
dustrial Development and Regulation 
Act of 1951 we take over management 
of units; so tar as nationalisation is 
concerned, it is being done under the 
provisions of the Constitution. No 
doubt there had been afiittle delay m 
between. We had to find out wh“thftr 
those units are worth nationalising. 
That is why that delay has been there. 
Anyhow I should like to assure the 
hon Members that in futuro wo are 
going to plan in such a way that before 
any unit goes sick, some monitoring 
arrangements are there. We are also 
requesting the financial institutions and 
I tanks, when they advance moneys to 
f, any utiit, fa) see to whom they are 
advancing finaacgs; and also to jiree that 
they are working, 90 that even at that 
time wek:now What is wrong with that 
unit. before, the 

haru Wmk for tb# aiptadment of tta 


Industrial Development and R^brtiait 
Act and also the concerned aegtloos of 
the Companies Act so that in future 
we shall try and see that the units do 
not go sick. 

There had been some doubts about 
the units and undertakings of Burn- 
ISW including works at Howrah, Rnni. 
ganj, Gulfarbari, Jabalpur. Niwar, 
Durgapur. Kondal, Lai Koti and 
Salem. They include refractbiics. 
ceramics, etc. 

DR. RANEN SEN: Does it include 
Kulti works? 

SHRI INDR A JIT GUPTA: That is 
Indian Iron. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: 1 do not 
think it includes that but I speak sub¬ 
ject to correction. Shri Dinen 
Bhattacharyya also raised objections 
about the wording of clause 4(5) . it 
is well drafted. So far as sub-clause 2 
of clause S is concerned, we give pro¬ 
tection to the workers; after the 
management is being taken over by 
the government the workers have 
every right to sue the government or 
1 hg> government company and vice 
versa. 1 may assure him that there 
is nothing wrong with this clause and 
it is in the interest of the workers and 
gives them protection. I think he will 
pardon me; he should think over it 
again. 

Shri Bhattacharyya raised the issue 
and said that instead of exporting 
steel.... 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTAr

Which need our help, when we export 
engineering goods to such countries. 
There had been some other objec¬ 
tions also. I wish I could meet all of 
them. But time is running against 
me! I would like to assure hon. 
members that whatever difficulties oi 
objections they have about the work¬ 
ing of these units, they can bring 
them to my notice and I am always 
at their disposal. So far as these 
Bills are concerned, the very fact 
that they have got support from all 
members irrespective of their party 
affiliations proves beyond doubt that 
these Bills are in the interests of the 
nation and in the interests of the 
working class. I express my thanks 
to hon. members who participated in 
the discussion. 

DR. RANEN SEN: Has the Go¬ 
vernment taken any step towards 
workers’ participation in manage¬ 
ment? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is 
a general policy. It is one of the 
points of the 20 point economic pro¬ 
gramme. 

DR. RANEN SEN; That is work¬ 
ers’ participation in industry.

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara); Sit^, 
since much of the details haVe al¬ 
ready been mentioned, 1 would like 
to seek certain clarifications from the 
hon. Minister. 

Since the objective of the Bill is to 
provide for the continuity in the pro¬ 
duction of goods which are vital to 
the needs of the country, contract for 
supply of wagons abroad etc., the 
main thrust which I want to make is 
in regard to the general policy. When 
you wanted certain workshops, manu¬ 
facturing concerns, machinery etc. 
installed, in cases like this, where 
there is a long history of mismanage¬ 
ment, causing loss of interest, heavy 
overdues or bad investments, and low 
production is expected instead of 
taking over them and investing preci¬ 
ous money of the Government, why 
is it that you are not able to liquidate 
these companies, b^ause as soon as 
a company is liquidated the first re¬ 
sult of that is all the interests that are 
becoming payable in respect of dues 
become non-payable. I undentand 
that, leaving aside the National and 
Grindlay's Bank, most of the other 
sources are the Public sector banks, 
and it might have been a sort of mo¬ 
tive, undisclosed motive, in order to 
save these banks from being aBected 
by the non-payment of these dues. 
But if the intention in repurd to keep¬ 
ing up the continuity of production 
is to be served, it can as well be 
done by the simple process of tak¬ 
ing over the production part of an 
enterprise, and not the constitutional 
part of an enterprise. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Are 
you supporting the Bill or opposing 
it? What are you doing? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; After having 
supported it, I am trying to ^ve them 
a certain amount of ^delihes.

SHRI B. V. NAIK: This is the 
point 1 wanted to make, in view of 
the fact that both these companies 
are Solng to lean heavily on the ex¬ 
chequer in regard to the allocation of 
resources. 

In this country we do not have 
buyers for such heavy investments. 
If these companies, in regard to 
which there has been heavy mis¬ 
management were to function even 
in a free economy of the world, most 
of the directors would have been 
charge-sheeted. The hon. Minister 
has not said a single word as to the 
reasons why the management went 
down, who were the directors or the 
people in charge of the management, 
who were respon^ble for the com¬ 
ing down of these institutions 
and what action is being taken against 
them for malfeasance or misfeasance 
and mismangement, for the liability 
in respect of rimning the concern in 
a desirable way, as is provided in the 
company law, it is said that under the 
law of torts it is being accepted. But, 
except speaking in terms of the ade¬ 
quacy or inadequacy of the amount 
which is de facto compensated, we 
have said nothing more. 

It is mentioned here: 

“Due to the priority of claims in 
other sectors aitd constraint of re¬ 
sources, however, the Planning 
Commission have not been able to 
allot additional funds.” . 

Censtralnt of resources is thne 
ngain given in tespg^ of all new 
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projects. There are other projects, 
more worttiy, crying for allocation of 
resources. We say day in and day out 
that we do not have funds. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; The 
Minister has already replied to these 
points. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Therefore, I 
fee’, w.henever any concern is a pro¬ 
fitable concern^ it is a matter for 
consideration. But when a concern is 
bankrupt^ has gone in virtual liquida¬ 
tion, it is time for us to cal] for the 
liquidation of that concern, and there¬ 
after take all the productive parts of 
it with no liability, of course, giving 
protection to the workers. J feel thiat 
should be the approach. The hon. 
Minister has slated that they are 
going to amend the Industries (Deve¬ 
lopment and Regulation) Act to cover 
sick industries. When he formulates 
that legislation, he may kindly keep 
this in view, so that we do not take 
over all the time the debris of the 
capitalist system. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: For the 
future guidance of Mr. Naik, I will 
read out the relevant rule relating to 
third reading;

I>ELHI SALES TAX (AMENDMENT 
AND VALroATION) BILL 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN¬ 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE); I 
;fceg to move ; 

“That the Bill to amend retrospec¬ 
tively the law relating to sales tax 
as in force in the Union territory of 
Delhi during a past period and to 
validate taxes on the sale or pur¬ 
chase of certain goods during such 
period, be taken into consideration." 

By a notification issued by the Minis¬ 
try of Home Affairs on 28th April, 
1951, under section 2 of Part “C” States 
(Laws) Act. 1950 [later on named as 
Union Territories (Law) Act 1950, 
•after Delhi became a Union Territo- 
•i-y], the Bengal Finance (Sales Tax) 
Act, 1941, was extended to the Union 
Territory of Delhi with certain modi- 
^cations. The aforesaid Act of 1941 
has since been repealed by section 73 
of the Delhi Sales Tax Act, 1975, with 
the usual saving provisions. Sub-sec¬ 
tion (2) of "section 6 of the 1941 Act, 
as extended, required a notice of not 
less than three months to be given 
before any notification to add or to 
*omit from qT otherwise amend the 
'Schedule appended to the Act was 
issued. The above notification of 28th 
April, 1951, was subsequently amend- 
-ed on four different occasions by 
notifications issued by the Ministry of 
Home Affairs. The last such notifica- 
'tion of 7tb December, 1957, amended 
the aforesaid sub-section (2) of sec¬ 
tion 6 of the Act, as extended, so as 
•to replace the expression “not less 
•tiiw ifliwe monttis’ notice”' by the 
eoifpresSfott “such previous notice as 
^ cMBSidir reasonable.** The result of 


this amendment was that it. waa 
not necessary for the Gkivertuaent 
to give three months* notice Of 
its intention to amend the. i^hcdule 
and the amendment of the Schedule;: 
could be undertaken by giving n 
reasonable notice which need not bO 
of three months. 

Under the amended section 8(2.) 
several notifications were issued by 
the Ministry of Home Affairs which 
amended the Schedule appended to 
the Act. 

The Part “C” States (Law) Act, 
1950, did not contain any provision 
for laying of notifications issued 
under section 2 of that Act, befmre 
Parliament. Similarly, there was no 
provision in the Bengal Finance (Sales 
Tax) Act, 1941, as e^etended to Delhi, 
for laying before Parliament, notifi¬ 
cations issued under sub-section (2) 
of section 6 of that Act. Accordingly 
none of the above notifications were 
laid before Parliament. In the cir¬ 
cumstances, the question of these noti. 
fications being scrutinised at any time 
by the Committee on Subordinate 
Legislation of this House did not 
arise. 

The vires of the notification of 7th 
Decemba*, 1957, aforesaid was chal¬ 
lenged through writ petitions in the 
Delhi High Court. While a single 
Judge of the Delhi High Court allow¬ 
ed the petitions, the Division Bench 
dismissed the petition on appeal.'‘Hic 
matter came up in appeal before the 
Supreme Court in the case of Lachnfi- 
narayan vs. Union of India and othem. 

The Supreme Court ruled in thht 
case that the notifimtion.. dated 7Ut 
December, 1957 was beyond 
powers conferred ott the Ctenrtal Gov¬ 
ernment by section 2 of the Part C 
States (Laws) Act, 1950. and, there¬ 
fore, the notifications in quesUcm o 
which were issued under tlie amended 
section 6i2) of th^ Bengal Flii^jiod 
(Sales Tax) Act, 1941, as i9pXk;f8^8 
to D^M, wi^cnii complying 
the mandatory requireitMat of 
Riap three numths mAiem, enjoiiMid by 
•ectioa f(3) of the Aet, were else 40- 
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valid and ineflfecUve. The view taken 
by the Supreme Court w^ that the 
pe^er con^ferred by section 2 of the 
Union Territories (Laws) Act, 1950 to 
make restrictions and modifications 
in the enactment sought to be extend, 
ed is not a separate and independent 
power. It is an integral constituent 
of the power of extension. It cannot 
be exercised apart from the power of 
tension. The power exhaust itself on 
extension of the enactment, it can¬ 
not be exercised repeatedly or subse¬ 
quently to such extension. It cannot be 
exercised only once simultaneously 
with the extension. Further, the 
power cannot be used for a purpose 
other than that of extension, in the 
exercise of this power only such res¬ 
trictions and modifications can be 
validly engrafted in the enactment 
sought to be extended, which are 
necessary to bring it into operation 
and effOct in the Union Territoiy. 
Modifications whi<fii are not necessary 
for Of ancillary and subservient to the 
purpose of extension are not permis¬ 
sible. Only such modifications can be 
legitimately necessary for such pur¬ 
pose as are requirc^d to adjust, adapt 
and make the enactment suitable to 
t|ie peculiar local conditions of the 
Union Territory fOr carrying it into 
operation and effect. The words "res¬ 
trictions and modiflcdtions” in section 
2 of the Union Torritories (Laws) 
Act, 1950 do not cover such alter¬ 
ations as involve a change in any 
essential features of the enactment or 
^e legislative policy built into it. 


In view of the aforesaid judgment 
of the supreme Court, notifications 
that amended the original extension 
notification of 28th April, 1951 as also 
the notifications issued under the 
amended section 6(2), which modi¬ 
fied the schedule to the Act, are bad 
and are requir^ fo be validated. Fur¬ 
ther, It may be possible to advance 
the argument that some o* modi¬ 
fications made in the A4t by the ex- 
t^^on notiflcaitto of 25th Apfil, 1961 
'(pBracidarly tite gubgtttt^itm of Ihe 


schedule to the Act by a new ^he- 
dule) are not valid as Sedng beyond 
the limits of p^miissible modifications. 
In the case before the Supreme Court,, 
the court did not allow a similar ar^- 
ment to be raised on a technical 
ground, namely, that it was ncU ndsed 
in the original pleadings. It appears: 
desirable to avail of the present op¬ 
portunity to make a suitable provisiork 
for avoiding scope for any such argu¬ 
ment being raised in any future case. 


Sir, the aforesaid judgment of the 
Supreme Court was delivered on the- 
25th November, 1975. The Commis¬ 
sioner, Sales Tax, Delhi, apm'oached 
the Central Government for under¬ 
taking a legislation in the ^°rm of 
an Ordinance to cure the detects 
pointed out in the judgment. It was- 
considered necessary to collect rele¬ 
vant factual data a^ut the likely re¬ 
fund which would have to be allowed 
by the Delhi Administration in case 
the validating legislation, which was 
required for the purpose, was not en¬ 
acted. Details of all the notifications 
which were to be validated had to be 
collected. The effect of the judg¬ 
ment on any other legislations ex¬ 
tended to Union Territories under sec¬ 
tion 2 of Part C States Laws Act, 1956 
was also to be examined. It was alsa 
felt that legislation by Ordinance was 
not desirable in respect of taxation 
matters like this, particularly when it 
required validation of actions taken 
in the past The Delhi Administration 
was, ffierefore^ advised to collect the 
required data and to forward a BUI 
for enactment by Parlianwnt. They 
were also advised to place the Bill 
before the Metropolitan Council of 
Delhi, as required by the Drihi Admi¬ 
nistration Act, 1966. All these processes 
including discussions between admi- 
nisteatlve Ministries and the Delhi Ad¬ 
ministration ineeitably took time. The 
Bill in the form in which It covdd^, be 
placed before the Iiitetropolitah CofP* 
cirwas flhstHsc^ In April.‘ . 
Administration itffonned ’ffte Cimtral - 
Ctevarmnent pn 4th JTune, 

■'IWB. has'Tbeefe-' 
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Metroi^lltai^ Council and the ExeCU -^4 
tive Council of Delhi has approve It. 
The Administrator, Delhi has also soaa j 
the BUL While forwarding the Bill, tlie f 
Delhi Administration Stressed that if 
the validating legislation was not en- { 
acted, they would be required to re- J 
fund th» taxes already collected to the 
tune of Hs. 40 crores. 

If the refund of taxes already col¬ 
lected was allowed to be made, the 
benefit of such refund would have 
accrued to the dealers and not to the 
purchasers from whom the tax would 
have been recovered already by such 
dealers. 

In view of the above position, the 
Government decided on 29th June, 
1976, to enact a legislation in the cur¬ 
rent Session of Parliament to cure all 
the defects. The Bill before the House

It done 
not create any new charge Or liablUtF 
under the Bengal Finance (Sates Tax)N 
Act, 1941, as extended to Delhi which., 
as stated earlier, has since been re¬ 
pealed by the Delhi Sales Tax Act, 
1975, enacted by Parliament and 
brought into effect from 21st October, 
1975, The Bill merely seeks to restore- 
and confirm the position obtaining 
during the past period. 

There have been precedents when 
retrospect! ve-valid aUng l^islation 

had to be enacted. In the case of Delhi 
itself, the Bengal Finance (Sates Tax) 
(Delhi Validation of Appointments and 
Proceedings) Act, 1971, was enacted in 
June. 1971, when the appointmwit of 
officers for assisting the (Commissioner 
of Sales Tax, Delhi, was challenged 
before Delhi High Court as not being 
in accordance with section S of the 
Bengal Finance (Sales Tax) Act, 1941, 
as extended to Delhi. It validated 
all appointments made trom the com¬ 
mencement in 1991 of the Bengal 
Finance (Bales Tax) Act, IMI, as 
extended to Delhi, as also all assess¬ 
ments, etc., made try officers eo- 
appokited, rrom that tune. The 
Central Sales Tax (Amendment) Act 
enacted in 1969 also amended the 
principal Act retrospectively from 
I-10-19S8 and validated the ccdlecdona 
made between I-IO 1958 amd 9th 
1969 (the date of commencement of the 
Amendment Act) when the Gtepreme 
Court interpreted the provisiona of the 
law in a manner different from the 
original intentions of such law.

SHR^'p. K. PANDA (Bhanjanagar): 
The Supreme Court decision has in¬ 
validated these notifications and as far 
as Supreme Court decision is con¬ 
cerned, tills was 4 {iven sometime on 
25th of November 1975. Some of these 
notifications were made under section 
2 of the Delhi Sales-tax Act. At tb®t 
time they should have considered 
what were the defects. At the High 
Court level this matter was being con¬ 
tested; both sides gave out their 
pointsi of view, tjmany pc^nts were 
urged among which they urged for 
the invalidation of these notifications. 
What I say is, Government ought to 
have bestowed their best attention on 
these points and they should have 
brought in these amendments even at 
that time when the matter was pend¬ 
ing in the Supreme Court. 

So far as Delhi Sales Tax is con¬ 
cerned, we find that in regard to 
Hindustan Lever, some of the branch 
managers and accountants were ar¬ 
rested in connection with sales tax. 

We now learn that the,y have been 
released on bail of Rs. 70,000. We 
' would like to know what the charges 
were, how they were let off, what 
were the arrears- which they had to 
pay apd so on. All these thing.s should 
be brought to light because these are 
multinational rarporations and they 
are creating so many troubles. This 
offen^ ig concerning saleg tax which 
is only one aspect v-of the matter. 


When they were caught, at least, ihaf 
should not have been let's®. 

The House is also not in a position 
to know as to what types of neferious 
activities are being carried on and 
how they were avoiding the sales tax 
If the House had been informed we 
could also give our suggestions but 
the House is kept in darkness. 

Therefore, I feel that when such 
multi-national corporations are evad¬ 
ing tax, to put an end to this, they 
must be booked and they must be 
punished severely. I hope the hon, Mi¬ 
nister v/ill also throw some light as 
to how and v.'hy they were released 
and what were the charges against 
them? As far as the consumers are 
concerned, they shouM be out of the 
sales tax. Why should they be called 
upon to pay that for the second time? 

At the main source, once the sales 
tax is imposed, then, at the consu¬ 
mer’s level, why should they be cal¬ 
led upon hundred times to pay that? 
That should not be done and no sales 
tax should be imposed. 

Now, as far as the amending Bill is 
concerned, it is good. I welcome that 
Bill because I find that now there 
IS no way out. Really the Govern¬ 
ment is going to lose Rs. 40 crores 
And that money has to be refunded 
to the private business the traders. 
Therefore, while welcoming this Bill, 

I would like to say that we should 
have a comprehensive Bill once the 
Select Committee on Sales Tax Bill 
has gone into it We want that a 
comprehensive amending Bill has to 
be thought of. That Bfll must be 
such that it should be comprehensive 
in nature. It is no use coming every 
now and then with amendments. We 
should see that whatever lacunae 
there are, are pluged. Under the Rs- 
sential Commodities Act, we httve.no 
power oven to punish the criminals. 

The other day, the qu^diem was ’ttsktd 
and the hon. .Minister was saying, 
that under the Income*tax Act;* they 
had no power to deal with theht 
severely. As fer as sales t«ix is ttoii- 
TOmed, it is the big btialnei% %hie m«l- 
ti-natioMl corporiydatt HihddstStt 
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ar6 Ijencflted and so, it 
there are lacunae, they should be 
plugged. Hereafter we should lake 
the necessary care and precautitm to 
see that a comprehensive amend¬ 
ment is brought forward before the 
Houses 

SHRI P. V. NAIK (Kanara): Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, this Bill is welcome, 
very limited in scope. The hon. 
Minister has stated in his statement of 
objects and reasons that various noti¬ 
fications are being validated. The DeTii 
Administration will have to allow the 
claims for the wrong tax collected un¬ 
der the Act The amount involved 
will be roughly of the order of Rs. 40 
crores. And hence this BUI. The en¬ 
tire statement of objects and reasons 
could be put in one paragraph that 
this Bill seeks to give effect to the 
payment ^1®- 40 crores wrongly 
eoPected. The question now emerges 
as to what has happened since the 
year 1951. 

Be that as it may, on the one side, 
the Delhi Administration is paving 
this money and on the other hand if 
the money were paid immediately, it 
would not have gone to the people 
who had actualb paid these Hs. 40 
crores name y. the consumers. What 
I would like to urge upon the Minis¬ 
ter is that we are a little hit confused 
by mentioning here the administra¬ 
tion of this in the whole of the Union 
Territory of Delhi. 

• 

Prom time to time, we get intima¬ 
tion that there is the Delhi Develop¬ 
ment Authority, there is the Delhi 
Administration, there is the Delhi 
Municipal Corporation and so on. 
There is a p''ethora of these agencies— 
DMC, NDMC, DDA, Union Territory 
Government, Lt. Governor and so on 
and so forth—a multiplicity of agen¬ 
cies. Who is caiT3ring out the munici¬ 
pal responsibilities, who is adminis¬ 
tering the capital city of our country, 
who is the titular head of Delhi?— 
All these things create a considerable 
amount of confusiom 


The other da>' we were discusiiing 
a legislation which.was adopted for 
Delhi, our piemier city, from Bonji- 
bay, The Bombay Agricultural Pro¬ 
duce Marketing Act. We learn this 
legislation is from the Bengal Finance 
(Sales Tax) Act. 1941. I join Shri 0. 
K. Panda in appealing that it is time 
that the premier city of this country, 
the capital of this country, is able to 
have its own legislation, a worthwhile 
administration, a unified command 
and control, a chain of command 
which can do away with all this stop¬ 
gap, patchwork legislation, and is 
able to bring forward a comprehen¬ 
sive legislation in respect of every¬ 
thing for Delhi, so that we can see 
to it that the capital city's problems, 
financial as well as administrative, 
are solved. 1 welcome the Bill. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHRR- 
JE£: I am grateful to the hon. 
members who have made their 
observations. In fact, while moving 
for consideration, J tried to explain 
in detail the legal implications, why 
we have to bring forward this piece 
of legislation. It is consequent on the 
judgment of the Supreme Court. I 
am glad that hon. members have 
appreciated th(.. spirit behind it. 

I would like to make only two 
points As regards Shri Naik’s sug¬ 
gestion a'ready we have enacted the 
Dalhi Si’ps Tax Bill. It is true fHat 
the Bengal Fir*ance (Sales Tax) Act 
was exlontlccj to Delhi and was in 
force for quite some time. But last 
year we brought the Delhi Salfik Tax 
Bill and now Delhi is administered 
under its own Act, The Delhi Sales 
Tax Act, 1975, From October 21, 197S, 
the new Act is there. 

Regarding the qtvry of Shri D. KL 
Panda why we are bringing this tjrp« 
of piece-meal legislation, it is no pleiir 
sure for us io bring forward such $ 
piece-meal legislation. It has arkm 
out of a judgment of the Supir«(t|e 
Court. The Supreme Court in Ui 
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wisdom found that the NoiiWcations 
issued by the Delhi authorities were 
beyond their jurisdiction. As a result 
of this, a situation emerged in which 
we have to act. To whbm to refund? 
Naturally the traders will claim it. 
But the traders have already received 
it back from the consumers to whom 
they passed on the tax element. A 
situation like this may not be desir¬ 
able, but it could nOt be avoided. It 
may arise out of misdassification or 
diiference of opinion between the 
various competent authorities. So we 
have had to bring forward this 
legislation. 

I ha\'e nothing to add a.s I have 
alread> explained in my introductory 
remarks what were the legal implica¬ 
tions, why it is necessary and why we 
could not do it earlier. The Delhi Ad¬ 
ministration is guided by the rules 
governing Union Territories and have 
to go through various stages. There¬ 
fore, wlien the judgment of the 
Supreme Court was available to us 
some time in November 1975. even 
then we could not bring it. We cou'd 
have brought it in the form of an Or¬ 
dinance earlier. But the House has 
expressed its view many times that 
so far as taxation is concerned. Ordi¬ 
nance should be avoided as far as 
possible to give effect to it. So I 
wanted to bring a Bill itself before 
the House for your approval. I am 
glad that the members who have 
made their observations have wel¬ 
comed it. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: I raised other 
points, that is, about the Hindustan 
Lever Limited of Delhi branch. How 
they have evaded tax and what are 
■^he charges against them and why 
they have been released now on bail? 

SHRi PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; Unless the hon. Member brings 
to the notice this particular case, how 
can I know that?

ANTIQL.riES AND ART TREAS¬ 
URES (AMENDMENT) BiLL 

THE MIN[ISTER OF EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL V/ELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S NURUL HASAN): Sir. I 
beg to move: 

"That the BUI to amend the 
Anliquiiies and Art Treasures Act, 


1972, in parsed by Rajya Sabha, be 

taken into consideration." 

The House would recall that this Bill 
was passed in 1972, but it took some 
time to notify that the Bill has come 
into operation. The main reason for 
that was that State Governments 
were requested to appoint Registra¬ 
tion Offiiiers, whose salaries were to 
be paid by the Central Government. 
That discussion took quite some time. 

I urged the State Governments to 
make the appointments u.s soon as 
po.«!sible. I am grateful to many of 
my colleagues in the State Govern¬ 
ments for heving responded to my 
reque.st, but in the very nature of thia 
Bill, until all State Governments had 
made proper and appropriate arrange¬ 
ments, it would not have served the 
purpose which this House intended if 
the Bill has been brought into opera¬ 
tion. Therefore^ this Bill was Anally 
brought into force with effect from 
5th April 1975, throughout India 
except m the State of Sikkim. 

Under the- Att and the rules that 
were notified thereunder, all dealer* 
had to . register themselves and to 
register all antiquities which they had, 
along witii the photographs, within 
two months an-l private collector* 
weie required to do so within three 
months. Numerous representation* 
were received both from dealers as 
well as from private collectors that 
they needed more time to comply with 
the provisions ot the Act. In fact, they 
had enough notice because the Bill 
had been passed by the House m 1972 
and it had been brought to 
the notice of ail concerned, 
but apparently they were wait¬ 
ing for The offtcial notification to 
start preparing for the registration of 
their objects. So, representations were ♦ 
received that the time of two month* 
for the dealers and fliree months fo** 
private colleetom was much too short 
and that they would not be able to 
do it. They also had cmnplaints about 
the rule that four photographs of each< 
antiquity were to be deputed witb 
the regUtration authorities. Due %o> 
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the rising cost of photographic mate¬ 
rial, many of the persons involved 
submitted that the cost of submission 
■of four copies of photographs would 
be very higfi indeed, particularly in 
the case of coins and smaller objects 
it was considered exorbitant compared 
to the price at which these were 
generally bought. Some associations 
■of dealers in antiquities as well as 
individual art collectors apprehended 
that their legitimate business would 
suffer greatly as a result of these 
conditions. Many of these persons 
also said that they were not fully 
aware which of the objects of art held 
by them were antiquities covered by 
the Act and which were not. Taking 
all these factors into consideration it 
was felt that some relief should be 
given. Government, therefore, advised 
the President and he was kind enough 
to issue an Ordinance that further 
time-limit be extended from two to 
six months, thereby giving extension 
of four months to enable the dealers 
to prepare stock registers and complete 
photographic documentation of the 
antiquities in their collection.-The last 
date for obtaining licences is now 
October 4, 1976. 

Further, it was also felt that some 
relaxation should be made regarding 
the supply of photographs for specified 
categories of antiquities. By a Gov¬ 
ernment order the size of the 
photograph has been reduced from 
postcard size to the quarter size 
(10 X 7.5 cm.) while the number of 
photographs required for registration 
have been reduced from four to three, 
Similarlv. the smaller antiquities like 
miniature bronzes, terracottas, etc. 
^may be grouped in one photograph— 
three in quarter size and six in full 
size. c 


The amendment to section 18 ex¬ 
empts from registration antiquities 
Icept in'museums and in^tutions run 
^y local authorities^ or by any such 


body as the Central Govenanept may 
approve by general or spe^P order. 
This was a very important lactma 
which was^ pointed out to us becaiue 
it was mentioned that some of the 
major museums were being run by 
municipal authorities and not by 
State Governments and, therefen^ 
they would have to supply the details 
of each antiquity although they are 
among the best run museums in the 
country and there is no fear or danger 
that any antiquity in those museunm 
would disappear. For example, the 
museum run by Allahabad Municipal 
Board, which is an excellent museum, 
would have been covered by this Act 
and that is virhy, we are coming to 
this House with this amendment afid 
the Ordinance contains that amend¬ 
ment that they can be given exemp¬ 
tion. In the same way, the Prince 
uf Wales Museum in Bombay is run 
by a society supported by the 
Municipal Corporation to which State 
Government and Government of India 
have also given assistance from time 
to time. 

It was also decided that we should 
proceed gradually and not bring 
within the scope of the enactment all 
the antiquities but select those in 
which there is an international tra¬ 
fficking and clandestine export. We 
have, therefore, proposed that sculp¬ 
tures in stone^ terracotta, metals, 
ivory and bone, paintings in all nwdia 
and manuscripts containing paintings, 
illustrations aqd Illuminations have 
to be registered within the tin^-limit. 
So far as other things are concerned 
like coins, arms, armour, medals, 
furniture, textiles and un-illustrated 
manuscripts have been, for the time 
being, excluded from registration but 
are proposed to be brought within 
the scope of the Bill progres^vely. 
The registration machinery has al¬ 
ready been set up consbting ctf IW 
posts ot Begistratimi OflScen 
these are generally tinder the eontt^ 
of the respective. State DepartchentS' 
of Archaeology. Tbe reepoiup has' 
already been good^ Wp 
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received applications from dealers for 
licence for about 40 upto 31st July, 
1978 and these applications are being 
looked into. The registeration work 
is also going on smoothly and the 
number of applications for registrar 
tion of antiquities received through¬ 
out the country till the 3l8t July. 
1976 is 5075. Sir, one of the effects 
of the enfoi cement of this law has 
been that several persons who had 
collected objects of art are now giving 
them either as gift or as permanent 
loan to the leadmg museums of the 
country. 

Sir, the other day I had the pri¬ 
vilege of receiving, on behalf of the 
National Museum of India, a number 
of very valuable objects of art given 
by a well-known donor. 

Sir, these are the main features of 
the amending bil] which has been 
passed by Rajya Sobha an^ which I 
commend to the House, through you, 
for considerlion.

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi); Sir 
while supporting this Bill i would like 
to submit certain suggestions. This 
country is the cradle of civilisation 
and it has become, after the evolution 
of thousands of years, a beautiful 
tapestry in which various cultures 
have been interwoven to make India a 
beautiful home of art. It is a treasure- 
house of the antiquities and pieces of 
art created by mankind through the 
ages. It should be the duty of the 
Government not only to see that they 
are not stolen but also to preserve 
them properly. I have been in this 
House for quite some time and it was 
a matter of great concern to me to 
hear about ten years back that some 
beautiful miniature paintmgs with the 
signature of ^Smperor Jehangir were 
smuggled out from the Jaipur Museum. 

Of course the Curator Sangram l^ngh 
was arrested but though he might 
have been arrested those tilings which 
have gone out of the country cannot 
be salvaged. We are lucky to have 
been able to salvage the Hariraj 
Murti of Chamba when it was about to 
be shiploaded from Bombay. The fam- 
ous Nataraj Murti has idso been talten 
away from South India and a fake 
copy image has hem placed there. I 
believe negotiations are being carried 
on by the Goyemment to, procure ba«dt; 
that famous Kateraj Murti. 


Antiquities and Art AUGUST 24» 1976 
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The speakers who preceded me have 
spoken about the various pieces ot art 
and antiquities which goQ|> abroad. 
Since 1957, when I came to this House, 

I had been requesting time and again, 
when Prof. Humayun Kabir and also 
when Maulana Azad was in chaiyse of 
this Ministry, that the books of the 
India House Library should be procu¬ 
red. These are famous pieces of our 
culture and if we cannot get them back 
we should at least try to have micro- 
filins of these books taken and preser¬ 
ved here. At that time 1 also made a 
request that we should use our good- 
offices with the British Government to 
try to get back the Kohinoor Diamond 
which has been so precious and of such 
sentimental value to this country, and 
also the Peacock Throne. For the time 
being we are very friendly with the 
Imperial Government of Iran and we 
could use our good-offices to retrieve 
the Peacock Throne and restore it to 
its proper place in the Red Fort 

Some time back I was stunned to 
read in the papers that when the previ¬ 
ous President visited Thailand he pre¬ 
sented an antique image of the Buddha 
to the Thai Government. I don’t 
know how far it is true but it pamed 
me greatly to read it- 1 hope this is 
not correct and that the Minister will 
repudiate it.

So far as private collectors are con¬ 
cerned, I take my hat off to Salar Jung 
of Hyderabal who invested his whole 
fortune entirely m collecting pieces of 
art. His is one of the finest museums of 
fhiR country- 1 also salute such other 
patriots who have rendered immense 
service for the preservation of art in 
this country.

one Museum in my constituency, the 
Belkhandl Museum. 1 request the hon. 
Mimster to make a note of it, Thfiw. 
the Museum is just for the name’s sake; 
the images are there, but there is no¬ 
body to look after them; people go in¬ 
side the Museum and cook their food 
and the place has become absolutely 
black; all the iron raiUngs have been 
removed Fortunately, the local people, 
who are mostly Adivasis, do not know 
the actual value of these art pieces, 
otherwise, those things would have 
been lust for all time to come. 

So far as monuments are concerned, 
according to our Constitution, monu¬ 
ments are of two "SiindS monuments 
of national importance and monu¬ 
ments of State importance. So far as 
monuments of national importance 
are concerned, their preservation is 
the concern of the Central Govern¬ 
ment So far as the monuments of 
State importance are concerned, it is 
the duty of the State to look after 
their preservation, I must stale frankly 
that nothing much has been done to 
preserve those monuments which are 
stiU with us, to preserve them from 
moisture, from sun, from wind and 
from sand If you look at Konarak' 
you will find that all the beautiflul 
sculptures have been eroded by saud, 
wind and sun There should be chemi¬ 
cal treatment and those should be 
properlj preserved. 

Now I come to the fake antiquities. 
This has become an art. You go to' 
Janpath; you will find that there are 
so many Tibetans sdling antiquities. 
Those antiquities are newly-made 
pieces • they ate made antiques; you 
put them under the earth for two 
months and they become antique; 
even brass pieces, with the appUcaiion 
of some chemical, look greenish and 
they are sold at fabulous prices; the 
poor tourists are being choated 
anything. Ultimately, the bad namn 
comes to the Governmmit. I would* 
therefore, Uke to draw the attention of 
the Minister to this. He must hgve 
some authority to find out wtaetissr the 
antiques ate really antiques 
are iabe antbxues. ,'

DR HANEN SEN (Barasat): I 
who ehoaricdly support the Bill 
though It is a little belated. 

While speaking on this Bill, 1 
was rem.nded of a famous poem 
written by Rabindranath Tagore 
entitled “India, the Shrine” in which 
he has said that here in India the 
Aryans, the non-Aryans, the Huns, 
the Scythians, the Mongols, the 
Chinese, the Pathans, all got mixed 
up and a composite culture grown 
in this sacred soil of India. There¬ 
fore, though it will be a little out¬ 
side the purview of this Bill, I want 
to draw the attention of the Minis¬ 
ter to two or three things. 

It is good that registration anil* 
other things will be necessary. But 
there are any nuiffber of manus¬ 
cripts, paintings, statues and buits 
in our country which are stil) hot 
explored and things which hge^ 
been explored but are not priopocllt 
taken care of. I want to lUMM^ 
just one or two exan^les. ] 
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The Asiatic Society is a treasure- 
house o* eny number ol valuable 
manuscripts, busts, statues and 
paintings. Even there are paint¬ 
ings which have been auto^aphed 
by King Shahjehan, but it is re¬ 
ported in Calcutta newspapers two 
days back, in Calcutta Statesman, 
that many of these antiquities are 
being kept neglected without pro¬ 
per care, t)n the floors of the Asia¬ 
tic Society. I had moved a ques¬ 
tion which, unfortunately, became 
unstarred in which I raised this 
question. Now, in that Asiatic So¬ 
ciety which is nearly 200 years’ old 
started by Sir William Jones and in 
which very known and famous In¬ 
dian inteliectuals were also con¬ 
nected, many of the manuscripts 
are rotting and proper care has not 
been taken to preserve them pro¬ 
perly. I want to know whose res¬ 
ponsibility it is. Now, there is a 
quarrel among the authorities and 
the Board of the Asiatic Society as 
a result of which there is almost a 
total deadlock. Would be Govero- 
ment of India see that in the in¬ 
terests of preserving all these very 
valuable manuscripts, paintings, 
busts and statues, the Government 
should interfere in this regard. There 
is another question which has bwn 
discussed in this House but which 
still remains unresolved. There are 
various manuscripts that are lying 
in the National library. As yet, a 
proper librarian has not yet been 
appointed. Proper scientific approach 
has not yet been taken in regard to 
preservation of these manuscripts 
which are a treasure-house, if I may 
say so. They are now rotting in 
these cellars of the national library, 
“feome of these manuscripts in the 
national library ^d Asiatic Society 
are those manuscripts which are 
written on palm leaves. There are 
organUaiions like Bangiya Sahitya 
Parishad with which such names as 
!||mwar Chandra Vidyasagar, Dr. 
Suniti Chatteriee and Shri R. 1*. Mitra 


are all associated. I am told that 
many valuable earlier period manus¬ 
cripts are dotting without proper 
care. I am told that certain techno¬ 
logical difficulties are there, but we 
should i-esolve these things and 
see that those manuscripts are pro¬ 
perly preserved. The manuscripts 
may not be taken outside India. But 
while in India, we should see that 
these manuscripts are properly pre¬ 
served and protected and proper care 
is taken of these things. This is my 
submission. 

I can speak of Bengal and Bihar. 
There are many numbers of very 
valuable art structures. In Malda dis¬ 
trict there is a pathan mosque called 
Adina Masjid. Nobody is looking 
after such wonderful specimens of 
architecture. We should have new re¬ 
searches to find out certain old Hindu 
civilizations which lie buried under 
the soU. Who is looking after all 
these things? Of course other Acts 
are there. But as you know all these 
things are inter-related. The hon. 
Minister is a knowledgable person 
and an erudite scholar. I hope he 
will take care of all these things and 
he will seriously think of these 
manuscripts lying in the national 
library and the Asiatic society, the 
Bangiya Sahitya Parishad and other 
places also. Mr, Madhukar talked 
about Patna museum. There is the 
Salar Jung Museum. There are other 
museums. It is the duty of the Cen¬ 
tral Governmqpt to properly guide 
the State Governments and o^er or¬ 
ganisations looking after these things 
and try to solve their difficulties, 
both financial and administrative. 
With these words, I suport this. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): I 
cannot a'^d more to what has already 
been said by the learned igieaknr but 
I would like to draw the proper *t- 
tention of tte hon. Minister to Art. 42 
of the Directive Principles of the 
Constitution »nd reqtieat him to 
decide whether this Bill is well as 
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what is proposed to be done is per¬ 
fectly in ronsonance with the Direc¬ 
tive Principles of State Policy. Here 
it says: 

It shall be the obligation of the 
State to protect every monument 
or place of objeart of artistic or his¬ 
toric interest, declared by or 
under law mede by Parliament, to 
be Of national importance, from 
spoliaTion, disfigurement, destruc¬ 
tion, removal, disposal or export, 
as the case may be. 

The moot operttive part is—-remo¬ 
val, disposal or export, as the case 
may be. Antiquities are meant to 
be in temples, mosques, churches, 
etc. Disposal or export means they 
would have left the country and 
they would have gone to places which 
are not at all the places of their 
origin. I am wondering how this 
very long process of registration, 
without any value content of that 
particular thing, the ad valorem of 
the particular pieces of art, would 
help us in carrying out these Direc¬ 
tive Principles 

How will this be of much use in 
order to protect our art treasures— 
these antiquities? I would wish if 
the hon. Minister finds some time— 
he has to find time in most of his 
busy commitments—^to go to Belur 
and Halebid—ne will find that each 
stone—^there are millions of stones— 
will be valued in thousands of rupees. 

If the girls made of stones or the 
dancing girls made of stones, are 
valued, they would be valu^ in 
thousands of rupees. Virtually, if 
anybody were to auction out the 
Belur temples, they would fetch 
money not in lakhs or millions or 
crores bdt in billions. Of course I 
am not approaching in a negative 
way—Of courae Rajasthan and West 
Bengal have^ the greatest treasure 
house, of ancient ert and culture* in 
this counfey. A large i^oportioti of 
tiiat Is voy mudi in the soufb-^n 


Belur. Why these were not properly 
maintained—1 do not know that. 

SHRI M C. DAGA: The point Imre 
is that they are not properly main¬ 
tained There ere Jain temples there. 

SHBI B. V. NAIK: Therefore, I 
feel that in order to carry out the 
Directive Principles of State Policy, 
firstly tho country must ban all ex¬ 
ports—total ban on export of antiqui¬ 
ties and art tieasures in this country 
Then nothing will be lost. As long 
as these antiquities anq art treasure*; 
are circulating within the country, 
nothing will be lost. Of course they 
will have to be exhibited at one 
place or other Therefore, while I 
welcome this Bill, it is giving only a 
fringe importance to Art 49 of the 
Directive principles of State Policy. 
Something more stringent in pre¬ 
serving It within the territory of 
India will be most welcome. I hope 
that the hon. Minister will bring m 
such a legislation very soon. 

PROP. S. NURUL HASAN; Sir, I 
am extremely grateful to the hon 
Members for the support that they 
have given to this Bill and also for 
the kind words that they have spoken 
as also the very deep interest which 
this House as well as the other House 
has been taking in reserving our 
rich culture heritage. Not only we 
ini this country are proud of it but 
all lovers of art md culture through¬ 
out the world are also proud of it. 

The interest of the hon. Members 
is a source of great strength and 
encouragement to all of us to whom 
the responsibility of looking after 
these treasures has been entrusted. 

Sir. I will try to refer to the point 
that has been made by the 
Members. But, ifel am not able to 
refer to each of the points, tl^t 14 
because of the shortage of vHam. X 
can assure mv bon. friends hero tbit 
X sbaU give the most teepee^ 
sideration to the suggeatfons IktA Klfiy;. 
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have made, many of which, I have 
no doubt, are capable of being im¬ 
plemented with great profit to this 
country. 

Sir, the first point ihat was raised 
•was with regard to the treasures that 
have been taken out of the country 
first during the colonial period and 
then smuggled out of this country 
.after Independence. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad): But, what about 

Tafcht-e-tooos? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: I have 
heard about it. I was told that it is 
in Teheran. I am afraid I have not 
seen this. I have gone there and 
made a careful study of what was 
considered to be the Takht-e~Taoos 
in the National Imperial Bank of 
Teheran. But, it is not there. If we 
. get any clue, we will certainly like 
to look into this matter. 

As my hon. friend over there 
rightly pointed out, many of the 
developing countries have not yet 
ratified the Unesco Convention and 
We are therefore trying to organise 
bilateral talks with some of them to 
ensure that at least those objects of 
art which we can prove were stolen 
from our country or smuggled out of 
our country illegally can be returned. 

We have received a great deal of co- 
operaticm even without formal ratifica¬ 
tion from some of the governments 
of the developing countries. For ex¬ 
ample, hon. members referred to the 
Shivapuram Natraj. Only recently, 
the person who had acquired this from 
the person who had smuggled it out 
formally transferred the ownership 
•Of the Shivapuram Nataraj to our 
Ambassador in the USA and we have 
agreed that it cait be exhibited public¬ 
ly for a period of ten years after which 
it will come back. 

Similarjiy, we have also received eo- 
<cperatio& from the UK in regaM to 

some of the sculptures of Nalanda 


which had been stolen/smt^gled out, 
and in the same way about the sculp¬ 
ture belonging to the Banga Sahitya 
Parishad which has been brought back. 

In this connection, I would like to 
pay a tribute to the officers of the 
Archaeological Survey of India and of 
the Central Bureau of Investigation 
who have taken a lot of initiative In 
preventing smuggling, in recovering 
objects of art and sculpture which have 
been stolen and in trying to get oack 
these objects when they have gone 
abroad through means other than legal 
and diplomatic. 

Only recently a Seminar was held 
in Mexico which was attended by the 
Director-General of Archaeology in 
India and also by the Director of the 
CBI. One of the main points discussed 
there was what to do about, and how 
to prevent, the smuggling out or theft 
of antiquities and art treasures, 
specially from developing countries, 
and countries which have a very rich 
art heritage such as Italy. It was or¬ 
ganised, if I remember correctly, under 
the auspices of Interpol, and we have 
been receiving co-operation from them. 

To protect sculptures specially, we 
have increased the number of monu¬ 
ment attendants. The number is now 
about 2,500 or so. We have built 
sculpture sheds where loose sculptures 
can be Put back. 

Anxiety w8s**expressed about the 
' decay of Ajanta paintings. I have 
great pleasure in informing the House 
that the apprehensions in this regard 
are unfounded. I myself vnmt and 
made a very careful examination of 
the paintings. I examined carefully 
also the report given by our Indian 
specialists who came to the cohcluaion 
that there is no decay of pigments. iPe 
strengthen our report and the'cplMtm 
of our expert^ we invited cme<^ ^e 
very famout ea^its of the Smithwm**;

Anxiety was also expressed about 
Tajmahal.

This country, as has been rightly 
pointed out, has innumerable sites 
which can yield extremely/promising 
results. But there is one aspect of ex¬ 
cavation which we should all remem- 
ber. Excavation according to leading 
archaeologists is what ig called des¬ 
truction; the evidence which comes to 
light as a result of excavation is then 
destroyed several times. Therefore 
any haste in excavation, any unplan 
ned programme of excavation or ex¬ 
cavation by persons who are not 
really experts is likely to do more harm 
than good. For this reason we have 
been very careful to proceed slowly, 
to give licences slowly and in a plan¬ 
ned, phased manner rather than allow 
haphazard excavation activities. 

Another point that has been raised 
is about Bilkhandi museum; it is *tol 
a central museum; it may be State or 
local museum. If my hon. friend and 
collegue there would send me some 
information I would look into it.

So far as theft and smuggling acti¬ 
vities are concerned, we have sought 
the cooperation of the State Govern¬ 
ments.

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: Yes; it 
is not in our hands, as the hbn. mem¬ 
ber knows.

I am afraid my hon. friend, Shri 
Daga perhaps did not care to listen to 
my ihtrductory remarks.

clear enough in my prisentation of 
the case end I will try to satis^ him 
against. Section 18, as originaily passed 
by this House, gave exemption only to 
those museums which were owned or 
controlled directly or indirectly by the 
Central or State Governments. Now 
what we are attempting to do is to 
increase the scope of this exemption. 
Some of the other museums such as 
the Prince of Wales Museum, Bombay 
or the Allahabad Museum are being 
sought to be included in the list uf 
institutions to be exempted. In addi¬ 
tion to this, we will also examine any 
case of a private museum on merits 
and decide. If we are satisfied that 
their care of the art objects and the 
safety of these objects is satisfactory, 
then We will certainly consider ex¬ 
empting them. 

In regard to the Salar Jung Museum, 

I would like to remind the House that 
it has already been, declared by this 
Parliament to ‘be an institution of 
national importance, and funds for its 
looking after will be provided directly 
by the Central Government. 

We have also provided under various 
other schemes for the survey of 
records and manuscripts by the 
Regional Records Survey Committee. 
We have also taken up under the * 
Archaeological Survey a scheme of viL 
lage to village survey of sculptures and 
other monuments. That, u^ortunate- 
ly, did not gather momentum because 
of Inadequate funds. We are trying 
now to involve the post-graduate 
students, along with the experts and 
specialists, to take up this work. 

Regarding the manuscripts In the 
National Library, I would like to 
assure the hon. House that these 
manuscripts are very well looked 
after and are in air-condidbnSed 
bers and not in c^ars, 7 ’

Regarding the Asiatic Society, a ^ew 
years ago I had appointed a Com¬ 
mittee, which examined the situation 
and- decided to increase substantially 
the grants to the Asiatic Society. If 
any concrete proposals are reorfved 
by me from the authorities of the 
Asiatic Society, which is a registered 
society free to act by itself, I will see 
what help we can give. 

DR. RANEN SEN: There is a news¬ 
paper report and there was also a 
Question in this House that the autho¬ 
rities of the Asiatic • Society are now 
divided and are quarreling among 
themselves. I do not understand why 
nothing is being done by the Central 
'Government in regard to that situa¬ 
tion. 

PROP. s. NUHUL HASAN: Un¬ 
fortunately, my authority over regis¬ 
tered societies in States is limited, be¬ 
cause this House does not have that 
authority. But if there is a general 
public demand that the Centre should 
intervene, I would be very glad to 
provide such help and assistance as I 
can do within the constitutional 
framework. But I do need a well- 
considered demand from the people 
of West Bengal, particularly the 
intellectuals anh those who are mem¬ 
bers of the Asiatic Society.

My hon. friend, Shri Naili; referred 
to article 49. I would draw his atten¬ 
tion to the Ancient Monuments and 
Sites Act, which this House passed a 
long time ago, under which most of the 
monuments, which were con.sidered to 
be of national importance, have been 
protected by the Archaeological Sur- 
very of India and in the case of 
monuments ed State importance, the 
State Governments have been urged 
to give them protection. 

So far as total ban on exports Is 
concerned, the whole purpose of the 
Act which ihe House had passed, and 
which is now sought to be amended 
is to prevent the export of antiquities, 
because unless we know where our 
antiquities are, It would not be possible 
to prevent smuggling.

ESSENTIAL COMMODITIES - 
(AMENDMENT) BILL 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF CIVIL SUPPLIES AND 
CO-OPERATION (SHRI A. C. GEOR¬ 
GE): I beg to move; 

"That the Bill further to amend 
the Essential Commodities Act, 1955, 
as passed by E'ajya Sabha, be taken 
into consideration." 

The Essential Commodities Act was 
passed in 1955 for the control of pro¬ 
duction, supply, distribution and pric¬ 
ing and of trade and commerce in cer¬ 
tain essential conunodities. At present, 
there are 61 declared essential com¬ 
modities which include items bke 
foodgrains, sugar, vanaspati, drugs 
and textiles and other such items tiiat 
are basic to the daily requirements 
the citizens of the country. 

From 1955 onwards, on the basis of 
experience gainecj^ in the working of 
the Act, suitable amendments to the 
parent Act have been made to make 
its provisions more effective. The Act 
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was last amended in 1974 in the light 
of the recommendations i^ade in the 
47th Report of the Law Commission 
and by it, the penal provisions of t'ne 
Act were made more deterrent, so that 
the Act could be a more meaningful 
instrument to check hoarding, profitC'- 
ering and other malpractices in the 
trade and commerce of essential com¬ 
modities. 

Regional Conferences of State Minis¬ 
ters of Food and Civil Supplies were 
held during 1974 and 1975 so that a 
consensus could emerge in regard to 
the changes required in the framework 
of this regulatory enactment. As a 
result of the recommendations made 
in these meetings, some amendments 
became necessary. Certain other 
amendments have also to be proposed, 
consequent upon the striking down of 
control orders relating to levy on food- 
grains by the High Courts of Kar¬ 
nataka and Orissa, which hampered 
the procurement of foodgrains. The 
amendments which have been pro¬ 
posed are absolutely necessary for ful¬ 
filling our social needs, underscore the 
disciplinary requirements of our deve¬ 
loping economy and would contribute 
to greater order in the procurement, 
supply and distribution of essential 
commodities. As has already been 
explained in the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons, the main provisions of 
the amending Bill relate to: enlarg¬ 
ing the definition of the term “Collec¬ 
tor” to allow other senior officers to 
exercise powers in the drive against 
hoarder and profiteers" for promotion 
of procurement to* redefine the basis 
on which levy orders can be passed 
by the State Govwnments; to enable 
the re-introduction of seized essential 
commodities into the public distribu¬ 
tion system and also to debar lower 
Courts from interfering with the con¬ 
fiscation proceedings; and finally, to 
protect public servants fqnetioning 
under the Act against malicious and 
vexatious comidaints In the cdutse of 
the performance of their duties. 


•Moved with recommendation of the President. 
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1 trust that hon. M^bers will agree 
with the intention of the Govemnient 
to tighten the measures relating to 
prevention of hoarding, profiteering and 
other such anti-social elements. 
Hon. Members are aware of the vari- 
ous measures that Government have 
been taking in regard to ensuring the 
smooth supply of essential conunodit- 
les and I am sure will fully support 
the proposals. The proposed amend¬ 
ments, I am sure, will have the sup¬ 
port of the entire House. We are tak¬ 
ing all measures possible and advance 
action to see that there is no bottle¬ 
neck in the distribution of essential 
commodities and, specially now, on the 
anvil of the biggest festival season, we 
are overseeing the general availability 
and distribution of essential conunodi- 
ties and a prompt and alert monetary 
system is being smoothened. I hope, 
the passage of this Bill will strengthen 
the hands of the 'Government in the 
matter of greater awareness and 
alertness about the consumer proTec- 
tion measures.
